Salem Quarterly Meeting was the second settled within the limits of 
the State of New Jersey, dating from 1682 when "At a General Meeting, 
held at Selem, in the Province of “lest New Jersey, the llth of the 2nd 
month, 1682, It was orderad, that a Quarterly Meeting be held at Salen, 
the third second day of the 9th month next ensuing." -(Burlington Month- 
ly Meeting.) 

"AE a Yearly Meeting » held in Burlington, the 8th day of the 7th 
month, 1686, Friends of ene meeting ordered, the Monthly Meeting of Sa- 
lem, and the Monthly Meeting of Newton, make up one Quarterly Meoting, to 
be held at Salen the first second day in the 9th month; naxt at Newton, 
the first second day in the 12th month; next at Salen. the first second 
day in the 3d months; next at Newton, the first second day in the 6th nonth; 
end so to continues yeerly." -(Yearly Meeting.)

Great Wee Harbor was at first a part of Haddonfield Quarter but was 
trensferred to Salen sbout 1803; the dates of both its establishment and 
particularly of its discontinuance are rather obscuro. 

Meurice River Monthly Meeting was laid down in 1855, and Greenwich, 
reduced in numbers, has also been discontinued, and its meeting for wor- 
ship reduced to an indulged mesting, while Woolwich, now know as Mulli- 
ca Hill, advanced to a Monthly Meeting in 1929. 

From time to time there have been various subordinate and indulged 
meetings in Salem Quarter, some of which were of brief duration, and so 
long out of existences as to be generally unknown to many members of the 
Society in 1937. These subordinate neetings were,- Alloways Creek, Allo- 
weystown or Thompson's Bridge, Oak Grove, Cape May Point, eet Green- 
wich, Chestnut Ridge and Upper Penn's Neck. 

The Separation of 1827 established meetings of the Ori noaore nt Sa- 
lem, Greenwich, Pilesgrove and Woodbury. At Woodbury both branches used 
the same Meeting House; at Pilesgrove the Orthodox built a new Meeting 
House not far fron the old House: they did the seme thing’ st Selem; end- 
at Greenwich, whsre-they were’ the stronger, they. retained the old.Meeting 
House in the village white the Hicksites built a new one. 

Salem Quarterly Meeting of Orthodox Friends becoming diminished in 
numbers wes ultimately merged into Heddonfield Quarter, end in 19368 the 
Quarter is known es Haddonfield end Selem Quarter of Philadelphia Yeerly 
Meeting.

In the hamlet of Hancock's Bridge,.four or five miles from the city 
of Selem in Salem County, New Jersey, is en old Friends' Meeting House 
that has the dete 1784 in its western geble, but is, in part, considere- 
bly older then is indicated by thet date. It is generally called by the 
name of the village wherein it is located, Hencock's Bridge, but in meet- 
ing history, it is properly designated Alloways Creek, obtaining its name 
from the township and the winding river near whose bank it is built. 

Alloways Creek is @ Preperative Meeting of Greenwich Monthly end Sa- 
lem Querterly Meeting of the Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of the Hicksite 
brench of the Society of Friends. The following brief outline history of 
Alloways Creek Meeting, chiefly derived from Thomas H. Shourds' researcle 
es of local statistics, was prepared for Cushing and Sheppard's saan 
of Salem County, N.J." published in 1883:- 

"A reguler meeting of Friends was held at the house of James Denn from 
1679 to 1685. The further history of the Friends' Society in Lower Allo- 
ways is thus given by Thomas Shourds, ¥sq.:- 'In the yeer 1684, Edward 
Champney end John Smith each deeded half an acre of ground to Christopher 
White and Semel Wede,- one for a meeting-house, the other for a grave- 
yard. The ground wes a corner of esch of their lots on Monmouth River. 

The seme year Salem Mothly Meeting of Friends agreed with Christopher to 
build a meeting-house on one of the said lots, the cost of the building 

not to exceed forty pounds-He was also directed to clesr @ roed from the 
King's Highway to the meeting-house, for which he charged ten pounds more. | 
In 1685 the first religious meeting wes held there, end so continued un- 
til 1718. The greeter pert of the members resided on the south side of the 
creek, end there being no bridge et that period, they were put to greet 
inconvenience in getting to meeting. Joseph Were geve the Friends e lot 

‘of ground on his plentation on the south side of the creek, the deed hav- 
ing been given in 1717. As soon as the meeting-house was finished the 
members on the north side of Monmouth River were attached to Salem Pertic~ 
uler Meeting. The femilies were the Abbotts, Stubbinses, Mosses end Tylers. 
The meeting-house was ebandoned ebout thet time, but the graveyard was us- 
ed for a number of yeers after the meetings ceased to be held at that place 
The Friends subsequently purchesed 8 lot of ground on the south side of the 
creek, neer Harmersville, for a burying-ground, which hes been the princi- 
pal place of interment up to this time. A number of persons, however, heave 
been buried in the encient greveyard since the members of the society in a 
meesure ebandoned it. Such families as the Yaddingtons, Hancocks, Carlls, 
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end a few others were desirous to be leid with their gncestors. The prin- 
cipel femilies thet were members of Alloweys Creek Liecting et the time el- 
luced tc were the Yhites, Bredweys, Denns, eres, Chemblesses, Oekfords,. 
Wades, Denielses, Hencocks, Stretches, Barbers, and severél others. 
Friends continued to hold their meetings in the house built on the Ware 
property until the year 1756. In 1753 Villiem Hancock deeded & lot of 
ground to the members of Allowsys Creek Perticular Meeting for a meoting- 
house site, as it was ea more tonvenient locetion. The house was built at 
two different periods of time, the oldest portion in 1756, the new, as it 
is called, in 1784.' 

“Among prominent speekers in the Friends' Meeting in Lower Alloways 
Creek wes Jemes Deniels, who made a tour of Europe, end was regarded as 
a man of uncommon ability and unquestioned piety. Edward Bredwey and Anna 
Bredwey, his wife, were speekers of note. The neme of Rachel Hancock will 
not soon be forgotten. The present (1883) speaker, a women of exceptional 
brilliancy of thought, noted for the beauty and force of her language, is 
Mery Bredway, a sister of Thomas Shourds. The membership of this society 
has fallen off considerebly during lete years, end does not now number 
more than thirty-five." 

The Meeting House of Alloweys Creek stands by the roadside et Hencock's 
Bridge surrounded by limited grounds. In front of it is a row of famous 
stetely buttonwood trees, one of which extends its broed branches com- 
pletely across the public highway, and others equally handsome, at the ex- 
tremities of the grounds, make the situation of the Meeting House distinct- 
ly beautiful and attrective to the eye. 

The Burisl Ground belonging to Alloways Creek Meeting was purchased a- 
bout 1780, and is loceted sbout a mile distent from the Meeting House, near 
the villege of Hermersville. Though neither large nor well filled with me- 
morial stones, this graveyard is kept within the bounds of Queker simplic- 
ity end is elmost unique by reason of its profusion of treiling periwinkle 
(Vince minor) which completely covers the yard, the graves, and the gress- 
grown pathway, poeticelly spreading over the silent sleepers a verdent man- 
tle bespangled with e& myriad of little blue st&rs. Not many different names 
are to be reed on the headstones, but of these the majority are of the Brad- 
ways and Foggs. Others ere of the femilies of Heéncock, Smith, Ridgwey, Pow- | 
ell, Waddington, Welch, Shourds and Allen. Mary Bredway, who had lived 
neer Hancock's Bridge and was a minister of the Alloweys Creek Friends' 
Meeting, wes buried here. Neer her grave is her brother's marked by a stone 
beering this inscription, "Thomes M. Shourds Born 6mo. 29, 1838 Died 8mo 
23, 1912." During his life-time he wes en authority on Queker history.* 

*NOTE. The writer of this note feels thet the above statement con- 
cerning Thomas M. Shourds is not reliable. Though Mary Bradway's brother 
was, as stated, Thomas Shourds, and wes interred in this cemetery, the 
birth date of Thomas M. Shourds most decidedly pleces him of a younger 
generstion. 

The writer of these sketches of Friends' Meeting Houses and Meetings 
made several visits to Alloways Creek, being taken there by Rene Bond Ba- 
con of Bridgeton, N.J. On one of those visits, July 8th, 1932, he went 
‘to the old unused and neglected graveyard of Old Alloways Creek where 

: the first Meeting House was located. The location is on the north side 
of the Creek ebout a mile north of the bridge crossing the stream at Hen- 
cock's Bridge, end neer a quarter of a mile eastwatd of the Salem Road, 
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directly on the benk of the river, which at this point is quite wide. 
There are several marked graves in this very old cemetery, a few, like 
thet of Priscillse Waddington's, being of comparatively recent date, but 
ell much overgrown with grass grown tall, wild weeds and uncontrolled 
vines, and sheded by a smell grove of shade trees. All along the river 
bank is a renk growth of trumpet-vine, which, in a full bloom with its 
showy blossoms, mekes the spot where so many of the early pioneers of 
the southwest New Jersey Quakers rest, beautiful, in spite of the gener-

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Alloways Creek flows through the townships of Alloways, both Upper 
and Lower, hes a basin which is entirely within the bounds of Sakem Coun- 
ty, New Jersey, end is navigeble as far as Allowaystown, now called Allo- 
ways in the year 1929, a hemlet thet is six miles east of Salem, midway 
between thet city and Woodstown to the northeast of it. The creek, a 
tributary of the Delaware River into which it empties a few miles below 
Hancock's Bridge, derives its name, like the townships, from an Indien 
chieftain nemed Alloways, who lived in thet ragion at tha time of John 
Fenwick's arrivel in West New Jersey in 1675. In the "History of Salen 
County" by Charles E. Sheppard, is the following note concerning Allo- 
waystown:- 

"The principal villege in Upper Alloweys Creek township, is Allo- 
ways, gitusted on Alloways Cresk, in the western part. The original name 
of this locality was Thompson's Bridge, an appellation which it received 
in honor of Benjamin Thompson, who at one time owned most of the land in 
the vicinity. It later came to be known as Allowaystown, a name it bore 
until June 1, 1882, when it was contracted to Alloways." 

While it was still known as Allowaystown, it, for m@ény years, was’ 
the location of one of the early Friends' Meetings in southern New Jer- 
sey, and it still has one of the oldest of the many burial grounds of 
the Society of Friends. Its Meeting House is gone, but the old cemeter-. 
y which was opened as the first burial place in the township in 1684, 
still remeins. 

Of the Friends' Meeting at Alloweystown, Thomas Shourds wrote, &a-~

bout 1859, or previous to thet date:- "In the beginning of the last cen- 
tury there was a Friends' meeting established at Thompson's Bridge, now 

known as Allowaystow, which was attended by a number of highly respect- 
able families,- the Thompsons, Oakfords, Hoggs, Creigs, and others; but 

there are only three families of Friends residing there at this time who 
attend Salem Meeting." 

The Allowaystown Meeting House disappeared from the place about 
1809, as the following extracts from Salem Monthly Meeting minutes seem 
to indicate:- "At a monthly meeting of Friends, held at Salem, N.J., the 
27th of Bleventh month, 1809. The meeting house st the head of Alloways 
Creek belonging to this meeting having become unnecessary and useless in - 
consequence of the decrease of Friends in that neighborhood by deaths, 
removals, etc., and Friends of Upper Pennsneck informing they were desi- 
rous of enlarging their meeting house, and that they epprehend the frame, — 
etc., of said house at Alloways Creek would be useful to them, on consid- 
ering the subject it appeared the united sense of the meeting that 
Friends xf Upper Pennsneck be eat liberty to remove all or such parts &s 
they may think us6ful to tham,with the stove, benches, etc., belonging 
thereto. 

“And as the lot of land where said house stood is the property of 
this meeting, Villiam Nicholson, Jr., and Samuel Allen are appointed to 
have the care thereof and keep the fance around the graveyard in rapair 
and report to the meeting as occasions may require." 

The small Meating House of Allowaystown "originally erand nearby 
the Friends' ancient burying Ground at Alloway." It was removed to Ped- 
ricktown about 1809 or 1810. 

Another minute of Salem Monthly Meeting made twelve years before 
the removal of the Allowaystown Meeting House, is somewhat unique:- 

"4, 24. 1797. A committee was appointed to see that the corners of 
the lot at the Head of Alloways Creek are fixed in a way to remain to 
posterity." 

A visit to the old place of burial at Alloways in June, 1929, re- -~ 
veeals a deplorable picture of neglect. A good-sized oblong-shaped grave- 
yard with one main avenue extending the full length of the ground in the 
middle, is almost completely overgrown with locust seplings, tall weeds 
end unseemly briars, so dense and closely intertwined as to completely 
hide many of the memorial stones marking the resting places of the si- 
lent dead. Here and there stone can be seen peering out from the green 
growth surroundiag them: some are unlettered, others marked with initi- 
als only; occasionally big stones lean over sunken graves ready to 
pitch forward into cavities several inches in depth. Near the entrance 
to the yard the wild growth is partislly cleared away, but the dilepi- 
dated fence stretching only half the length of the fronting, has a gate 
that. is useless with its one post holding it to its place. Some of the 
family surmames to be read in the cemetery are,- Atkinson, Bee, Drum- 
mond, Ferguson, Hancock, Haverly, Long, Roork, Shedner, Smick, Townsend 
and Wentzel, and of the dates, all seem to postdate 1800. None seem to 
have any connection with the Society of Friends, but the yard is now used 
by the - community surrounding Alloweys. A few rude unlettered head- 
stones are visible and doubtless thers may be many more completely ob- 
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scured by the over-spreading over-growth of wild plants. This old Burial 
Ground is just outside of the villege of Alloways to the left of the road 
on the wey to Shirley and Elmer. 

NOTE. Through the courtesy of Mrs. Rena Bond Bacon of Bridgeton, Ned-y 
on July 8th, 1932, a second visit was made by the compiler of these his- 
torical notes concerning Friends' Meeting localities of the Past and Pre- 

sent, to Alloweys. The visit was more satisfactory than the previous one, 
end it was seen, that, during the intervening period of time, some atten- 
tion had been given to the cemetery, where, much of the superfluous growth 
of weeds and saplings had been clesred awsey, so the place looked neater 
and greatly tmoroved. 
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CAPE MAY POINT. 


Indulged Meeting settled.....+++e+++1885. 

Meeting held only in the...Summer Season. 

Meeting discontinued.....ccecrceeee -LIOD. 

Locétion at Hilliard Cottage on the very 
extreme of Cape May Point. 
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It was reported to Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of Hicksite Friends 
in the spring of 1886, by Salem Quarterly Meeting, that an indulged meet- 
ing had been esteblished at Cape May Point, New Jersey, by permission of 
Selem Quarterly Meeting. This meeting was held "during the summer on the 
first dey of the week, et 10.30 A.M. at the cottage of Thomas T. Hilliard, 
Cape May Point." Again, in 1887, it was reported to the Yearly Meeting 
that the meetings at Cape May Point were held from the Seventh Month to 
the Tenth Mpnth. 

These meetings continued year after year, attended by the trans- 
fent summer visitors (Friends) at the popular seaside resort. The follow- 
ing clipping from the Friends' Intelligencer, Highth Month 14, 1897, in- 
dicates the meeting was kept up eat least a dozen years or more:- "On @ 
high piece of ground overlooking the meeting of bay and ocean, stands 
the cottage of Thomas Hilliard, at Cape May Point, where Friends have met 
in summers past, and still meet to worship God. The roar of the surf in 
Nature's grand harmony, is given freely for their benefit, end from the 
window only a green osege-orange hedge seems to stand between the cottage 
and the blending waters. Far off across the space of sea and bay, Cape 
Henlopen can plainly be seen through a glass, a white line of sand 
stretching along the horizon, and by moving the glass a little the Break- 
water is seen, standing like a mother hen protecting her flock of chick- 
ens, the little fishing sloops. Last First-day the sky gave its deepest 
blue, the sea its warmest greeting, we fancied as we attended for the 
first time this meetiny of ten or twelve gathered together ‘in His name', 
and listened to an original reading by a young woman Friend, and a few - 
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words by an elderly man Friend. Gone from the little circle on earth 
to the greater circle in Heaven, is the one wont to lead in these 
meetings, and as we shook hands a dear, old Friend spoke of her and 
of the great loss to the meeting that Hennah Hilliard's death had 
been." 

The following is the earliest minute of the Monthly Meeting re- 
specting Cape May Point:- "Salem Monthly Meeting of Friends held 6mo. 2, 
1886. Information having been received that it wes the sense of our 
last Quarterly Meeting held at Woodstown, that the indulged meeting at 
Cape May Point should be under the control of Salem Mo. Mtg. of Friends, 
Devid B. Bullock, Wm. T. Hilliard and John R.. Zerns are appointed to 
have the care of said meeting, during the summer, which is to convene 
on the first First-day of the 7mo. next end to continue three months, 
end at the end of which time the Committee will report to this meeting." 

The appointments and reports were regularly made until 1905 after 
which Cape May Point Meeting was discontinued. 

The Hilliard Cottage between the bay and the ocean on the extreme 
end of Cepe May Point, where the Friends' meetings were held during the 
summer time of twenty consecutive years, is, in 1930, in possession of 
the Hilliard femily no longer. It is now owned by Professor Richards of 
the University of Pennsylvania, whose fancy of prohibiting the use of a 
lawnmower or shears, has given the property the general aspect of sad 
neglect and decay. The sterm and persistent approach of the rough break- 
ers, though warded off by a long line of piling, is rapidly wearing out 
the sandy foundation of the house, which is still kept in its Quaker 
dress of blue-gray trimmed with white. The absence of a lawn, where 
there is emple space for ona, a space now occupied by a neglected growth 
of rough lengthy sea-grasses, intermingled with woodbine, honeysuckle, 
and prickly pear, is very noticeable to the visitor, who, nevertheless, 
admires the beauty of the wild roses peeping out amidst the unkempt fol- 
iage of the hedge by the sidewalk on Ocean Avenue, at the far limits of 
which the cottage stands. Cape May Point is about two miles distant from 
the city of Cape May, the popular seaside resort of many by-gone years.

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The Friends' Meeting at Chestnut Ridgem Gloucester County, New 
Jersey, wes one of short duration, It wes an Indulged Meeting under 
the care of Woodbury Monthly Meeting, convened in a school-house, and 
was in existence seventeen years, from the close of 1800 to the close 
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of 1817, during which the Monthly Meeting's permission Was asked end regu- 
larly renewed, usually every six months, umtil Twelfth Month 11, 1810, 

when it was sufficiently prosperous to werrent the esking for ea continu- 
ence of twhve months at ea time. Upon the granting of each request, once ex- 
cepted, a committee was eppointed to attend the meetings end during the 
time of its existence the following fifty-seven members of Woodbury Month- 
ly Meeting served veriously on the committees:-

The following extrects from the minutes of Woodbury Monthly Meeting 

detail the foregoing synopsis of the story of Chestnut Ridge Indulged Meet-

llth Mo. 11, 1800. "The Preperetive Meeting of Woodbury reports thet 
Issac Collins, Amos Collins end John Collins requests permission to hold & 
meeting for Divine Worship in their School House et Chestnut Ridge on the 
lst day in every month for six months on-trial. Which the meeting teking 
into sound consideration end the minds of meny Friends being exprest it ap- 
peared the sense of the meeting thet the request should be grentec. The 
first meeting to be held on the first lst Dey in the 12th month next, to 
begin et the llth hour; end Joseph Clement, Peul Cooper, Thomes Saunders, 
Jonethen Brown, Iseac Jones, John Tatum Junr., Biddle reeves end Semuel 
Mickle Junr. ere eppointed to sit with them during the term, end report at 
the expiretion thereof." 
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Sth Month 12, 1801. "The committee appointed in the llth Mo. lest to 
attend the first Dey Meeting held at Chestnut Ridge once a month for 6 
months on triel report that the Meetings were held to good setisfection. 
And Isaec Collins on behelf of the Members constituting that Meeting re- 
quests permission to continue seid Meeting (in the manner as heretofore 
held) 6 months longer on triel; which was united with; and Joseph Clem- 
ent, Thomes Seunders, Devid Werd, Asher Brown, Joshua Lord, Jemes Cooper, 
Williem White, Jemes Seunders, and Jonethen Brown are eppointed to sit 
with them during the term, and report to the Meeting at the expiretion 
thereof." 

oth Mo. 11, 1802. "The Committee eppointed to attend the Meetings at 
Chestnut Ridge reported they were held to 8 good degree of satisfaction. 
Amos Collins requested permission for the Meeting to be held twice in 
each month for 6 months longer: it wes the sense of the Meeting that it 
be continued once a month for 6 months longer; and John Tatum Junr., 
Joshue Lord, James Cooper, Phineas Lord, Zaccheus Test end Joseph Clem- 
ent fre appointed to ettend during the term." 

lith Mo. 9, 1802. "The Committee appointed to attend the Meetings 
held eat Chestnut Ridge report they were held to good satisfaction.....Re- 
quest wes mede on behalf of the Meeting held et Chestnut Ridge for liber- 
ty to hold two meetings in eech month for six months longer, viz. on the 
first & third first Days thereof; which was united with; Joseph Reeves, 
Zeccheus Test, Paul Cooper, Josish Stokes, Asher Frown, Iseec Ballinger, 
Semuel Mickle Junr., Devid Ward & William Wood were app'td to ettend." 

12th Mo. 11, 1€04. "The members constituting the Meeting held at 
Chestnut Ridge by Iseec Collins requested permission to hold a meeting 
once in each week in future....it appesred the most prevailing sense 
thet the seid Meeting should be held es heretofore for 6 months longer; 
Peul Cooper, Devid Yerd, Phiness Lord, Semuel Webster Jr., Joshua Lord, 
Biddle Reeves, Joseph Reeves, William Yood, Semuel Tonkin & Willism Beck- 
ett were appointed to attend." 

6th Mo. 11, 1805. "Isaac Collins on behalf of the Meeting (et Chest- 
nut Ridge) requested permission to have a meeting et thet plece on the 
first day of each week six months longer....the meeting united in grent- 
ing their request: and James Cooper, Devid Ward, Benjemin-Rulon, John Ta- 
tum Jr., Josiah Stokes, Semel Tonkin, Jémes Saunders, Jonathan Brown, 
William Lippincott and Williem Haines were appointed to attend." 

6th Mo. 6th, 1806. "Isasc Collins on behalf of the members constitu- 
ting the meeting et Chestnut Ridge requested a continuation of that meet- 
ing six months longer, with permission to hold e meeting for worship on 
fourth dsy of esch week except the weeks in which the preperative meet- 
ings end monthly meetings of Woodbury ere held; the meeting united in 
grenting their request; said meeting to begin et the eleventh hour, and 
Joseph Reeves, Anthony Allen, James Cooper, John Tetum Jr., Josiah 
Stokes, George “erd, Semuel Vebster Jr., William Lippincott, William 
Beckett snd Biddle Reeves were appointed to attend.” 

6th Mo. 9, 1807. "Isaac Collins on behelf of members constituting the 
meeting held at Chestnut Ridge requested that meeting mey be continued 
six months longer with the addition of a meeting on the 4th day in the 
weeks of which the preperative snd monthly meetings.of Yoodbury are held 
which was united with, end the following Friends were appointed to have 
‘it under their cere. viz. Joseph Clement, Jemes Cooper, Josieh Stokes, 
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Biddle Reeves, Benjamin Cloud, Iserc Ballinger, Willian Lippincott end 
Willism Beckett." 

12th Mo. 11, 1810. "Isaac Collins on behalf of the members constitut- 
ing thet meeting (et Chestnut Ridge) requested permission to ‘continue 
thet mesting cone Rere months longer which was concurred with.....TIsasc Col- 
lins end Amos Collins wers eppointead to attend." 

lst Mo. 5th, 1815. "Tseec Collins in behalf of the members constitut- 
ing the meating held at Chestnut Ridge request the continuence of that 
meeting one year more....with which this meeting unites, Biddle Reeves, 
John Tetun Jr., Semuel “ebster, Jemes Davis, Joshua Lord, Seml. Lippin- 
cott, Jecob Heines, Isaac Collins, Villien Lippincott & Thos. Clark were 
appointed to attend." 

ist Mo. 4, 1816. "Permission was given to continue that meeting (at 
Chestnut Ridge) three months longer under the care of the same comnitteas." 

4th Mo. 10, 1817. "Pernition was given to continue -ssid meeting (at 
Chestnut Ridge) six months longer......John Tetum Jr., Willien Lippin- 
cott, George Mickle, Thos. Clark, Iseec Key, Joshua Lord, George Yard, 
Jemes Davis, Josiah Testun, Isaac Collins, & Stephen Simms were appoint- 
ed to have the same under their care." 

This was the lest committee appointed by Woodbury Monthly Meeting 
for Chestnut Ridge; the Meeting evidently was perceptibly on the decline, 
and the next minute wes brief and no comnittee was appointed to have tne 
Meeting in chsrge. 

lOth Mo. 9, 1817. "Isaac Collins on behalf of the meeting at Chest- 
nut Ridge, requested the continuation of that meeting three months Ane 
er which this meeting granted." 

lst Mo. 8, 1818. "Isaac Collins on behalf of the committee appointed 
to attend the meetings at Chestnut Ridge reportad....taking into view the 
smallness of their numbers, some having dec'd others removed....it is the 
sense of the meeting to discontinue them." 

Such is the story of Chestnut Ridge Friends' Meeting as culled from 
the minutes of Woodbury Monthly Meeting. Isaac Collins's name occurs in 
the first mention of the Meeting, for he was primarily instrumental in its 
organization, and his name occurs in the last minute, for his judgment was 
used in having the Meeting "laid down". Isaac Collins, born 9th Mo. 17, 
1742 (0.S.), died 4th Mo. 21, 1826, wes married twice, first to Sarah, 
deughter of John and Mlizabeth Collins; second to Kezia, daughter of Job 
and Hlizebeth Kinsey. In the "History of Gloucester County, N.J.," publish- 
ed in 1883, it is stated that Isaac Collins in 1800 built the pioneer saw- 
mill at Turnersville in Washington Township, later known as Prosser's Mill. 
According to Samuel Mickle's diary, Isaac Collins was buried at Woodbury, 
N.J. . 

But Chestnut Ridge's story is not finished by the foregoing extracts. 
It was a Meeting without either a Meeting House or a Graveyard, and as it 
ceased to convene after 13818 the passage of over a century to the present 
time, 1929, has nearly obliterated all knowledge of the actual location of 
the Meeting. Using Issac Collins's name and his saw-mill at Turnersville 
as @ basis of search for Chestnut Ridge, a name of such minor importance 
as not to be found on the county meps or in the state gazetteers, a visit 
to Turnersville and Cross Keys nearby, unveils some interesting facts to 
the antiquary, but the visitor returns from the locality feeling there is 
little left but the ground itself to identify the little Friends' Meeting 
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once held there. There ere several bearing the Collins neme living near 
Cross Keys, but the present generation seem to know but little of their 
ancestry as connected with the pioneers of the Chestnut Ridge Meeting. 

The old saw-mill, about a mile below Turnersville, built in 1800 
hes not been used since 1890, and the last pile of logs brought to it, 
laid untouched and rotted away alongside of the old frame mill. So said 
Albert Williams, one of tha oldest villagers of Turnersville. Vory meag- 
er remeins of the frame-work of the sew-mill are now to be found amid 
the luxuriant upgrowth of wild saplings surrounding the choked-up mill- 
rece in close proximity to Big Timber Creek. Sven the mill road branch- 
ing from the public highwey hes become nothing more than a mere field 
road. 

The little villege of Cross Keys in the center of which six diverg- 
ing rosds branch out to as many important tows, Bleckwood, Berlin, Wil- 
liamstown, Glassboro, Hurfville and Cleyton, is about ten miles from 
Woodbury towerds the southeast. A short weys from the intersection of the 
roads, on the highway leading to Hurfville and Woodoury, is the little 
closed frame school-house bearing in the front gable a wooden tablet no- 
tifying, in painted lettering nearly worn away by time and weather, that 
the building is the "Chestnut Ridge Dist. School 1875." The shutters are 
now closed, the vestibule door is pad-locked, the neat school-house yard 
is a pasture ground, and in the foreground by the roadside are the re- 
cumbent trunks of two or three large trees. This house locates the Chest- 
nut Ridge Friends' Meeting; traditions of its existence appesr to be har- 
bored in the minds of some of the older inhabitants of the neighborhood, 
but it is not probable this is the originel building in which Friends 
held their meetings, yet it is possible for it to have been remodeled or 
rebuilt from the originel. A little beyond the school-house is an old 
Collins Homestead. that has-been in the family:for several generations. 

In Barber and Howe's "Historical Collections of New Jersey," 1844, 
is the following note containing a brief reference to Chestnut Ridge:- 
"Cross Keys; 3 miles NU of Williamstowm, is a well-known tavern and post- 
office, emong. the pines, where six roads corner. A house of entertain- 
ment has been kept there for about sixty years. Chestnut Ridge and Union 
Cross Roads eech contain one or more dwellings." : 
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GREENWICH.

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The little village of Greenwich, Cumberland County, New Jersey, lo- 
ceted on Gohansey Creek, the same little villege in which the "Jersey Tea 
Party" in 1774 burnt the cargo of obnoxious tea which the ceptain of the 
Greyhound had lended there, has two Friends' Meeting Houses. But the old- 
er of them, dating probably from 1770 or 1779, belonging to the Orthadox 
brench of the Society, is now closed from lack of resident membership, and 
the other, built by the Hicksitss and located near a mile distent, not far 
from the village of Othello, or "Head of Greenwich", is not a large meet- 
ing. It was built in 1857, the date pleinly to be seen in the western gable, 
and has a little Burial Ground close to it at the back of the House. The 
new graveyard belonging to the Orthodox Meeting is midway between Green- 
wich and the Hicksite Meating House; it is but a small enclosure, wherein ~ 
only a few memorial stones are to be seen, those chiefly noticed marking 
the graves of members of the Bacon family, a family name intimately associ- 
ated with both the Meeting and the settlement of Greenwich. The l&srger and 
older Meeting House is on the principal street of the village, near one end 
of it, and is ® prominent landmark, well surrounded by venerable trees. Its 
very appesrence tells the story of a large community of Friends whom time 
has scattered and diminished until it has outlived them all. 

Greenwich, sometimes called Lower Greenwich, is a Monthly Meeting re- 
porting to Sebem Quarterly Meeting of Hicksite Friends. As a Monthly Meet- 
ing it dates from 1770, when, according to Thomas Shourds, it was estab- 
-lished by the "prepsrative meetings of Greenwich and Alloways Creek unit- 
ing, to be held alternately. Before that time the members of both ae ee 
belonged to Salem Monthly Meeting." 

The following concise history of Greenwich Friends' Meeting is told 
in the "History of Cumberland County” by Thomas Cushing M.D. and Charles 
HE. Sheppard Esq., 1883:- 

"The Friends' Meeting at Greenwich was established at an early peri- 
od in the settlement of the colony. Mark Reeve, William Becon, James Dun- 
can, end others applied to Salem Monthly Meeting for assistance in build- 
ing a meeting-house. Previous to that time meetings were held at private 
houses. By Deed Book No. 5 of Salem County records, in the Secretary of 
State's office at Trenton, we learn that Joseph Browne of town of Green- 
wich, sold to Charles Bagley, reciting, ‘Whereas, Mark Reeve, of Cesarea 
River, yeoman, by deed of Dec. 4, 1686, sold to Joseph Browne 16 acres in 
Greenwich now he sells to Charles Begley a lot 50 feet on the street and 
55 feet deep, for the only use, service, & purpose of a Meokines House & 
graveyard for those people in scorn called Quakers', between ‘ye now dwell- 
ing-house of ye sd Joseph Browne & his now Barne-' Members of Greenwich 
Meeting, with the assistance of Salem Monthly Meeting, built 4 meeting- 
house soon after. It stood where the present meeting-house is located, 
near the Cohensey, for the purpose of accomnodeting the Friends that resid- ’ 
ed on the south side of the river, in Fairfield township. Greenwich Meet- 
ing, in the forepart of the lest century, increased largely in the number 
of its members, so much so that it was deemed necessary to build a larger 
house for their acconnodation, and there was a substantial brick house e- 
rected on or near where the old log house formerly stood. It was what is 
termed an 'Indulged Meeting,' or meeting for worship only, being under the 
eare of Salem Meeting, and continued so until 1770, when this and the meet- 
ing at Alloweys Creck were united and formed one Monthly Meeting, to be 
held alternately at each place. The influential persons and their families 
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thet were members of Greenwich Particular Meeting during the middle and 
latter part of the eighteenth century were the Reeves, Davises, Millers, 
Woods, Shepperds, Tests, Bricks, Dennises, Harmers, Bacons, Stewarts, and 
severel others. Several of those mentioned were conspicuous men in the 
generation in which they lived. At the time of the great division of the 
society in 1827 into the two parts called Orthodox and Hicksites, the for- 
mer, being the most considereble in number, reteined the old building, 
where they still worship (1883:) The other party built a smell meeting- 
house near the Hesd of Greenwich. From death, emigration, and attaching © 
themselves to other denominations the Friends in the neighborhood are now 
very few in number. The number of Friends thet settlec et Greenwich or 
elsewhere in the county wes never very large. A Friends' meating-house 
still remains st Port Elizabeth, built in 1800, but the society is now 
quite extinct." 

As © Preperative Meeting Greenwich has existed since 1694 under Sa-. 
lem Monthly Meeting. As e Monthly Meeting a part of its business wes to 
look after educetional effairs. Quoting from Thomas Woody's "Queker Edu- 
cetion in New Jersey," 1923, we ascertain that "In 1790, ‘agreeeble to 
the advice of the Yeerly Meeting’ a committee was appointed to consider 
education snd report wheat ‘may @ppear most expedient for the occesion.'" 
Evidently very little wes done. "In 1828 regerding schools, it is report- 
ed, ‘We heve one of the description....', but in February 1831 it wes ‘at 
present vacent.' Later in the year (December) the committee reporteds 'We 
have one school under the care of the Preparative Meeting teught by a 
member, @nother teught by two femeles, members of society, though not un- 
der care of the Meeting.'' From 1828 onward Greenwich sometimes reported 
having a school, more frequently was without. and the final affirmative 
report of having e Friends' School wes in 1885. 

The old Meeting House in Greenwich is said to heve been built in 1779 

but the eastern end is a later addition. By the House are two greveyerds, 
one called the Sheppard Lot, but neither of them has envy memorial stones. 
The well in front of the yard, next to the street, was built of stone which 
came &3 ballast on sea-fering vessels to the port of Greenwich. 

A short distence beyond the Hicksite Meeting House at. Head of Green- 
wich, on the opposite side of the road and neerer to the present villege 
of Othello, is an old freme dwelling-house, which, previous to the erect- 
ion of the Meeting House in 1857, had been the former Meeting House of the 
Hicksites, end also served for their school-house from time to time. Tre- 
dition asserts thet in it Cumberland County held its first Court sessions, 
but this assertion is hardly reliable, for, though Historians sey "the 
court set in the meeting-house," this building wes not a "meeting-house" 
until after 1827. More probably the building referred to was the early — 
log Meeting House in Greenwich villege. . 

The.compiler of these "Historicel Sketches" wes taken several times 
to the Greenwich Friends' Meeting locality by Rena Pond Bacon of Bridge- 
ton, New Jersey. Three of those visits were made, July 8, 1928, April 29,. 
1929, and on Mey 5, 1931.

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Maurice River Meeting was a constituent of Salem Quarter of Philadel- 
phia Yearly Meeting of Hicksite Friends. As a Monthly Meeting it was es- 
tablished in 1604. Thomes Shourds gave the date as 1805, but the minutes 
of the meeting begen in 1604. Its Monthly Meeting was composed of the Pre- 
parative Meetings of Meurice River end Cape May. 

This Meeting derived its name from the township of Meurice River in 
Cumberlend County, New Jersey, but it was quite as frequently designeted 
by the neme of the villege, Port Elizebeth, in which the Meeting eves was 
situated. 

"Port Elizabeth," quoting from Cherles E. Shepperd's "History of Cum- 
berlend County," “is situated on Manamuskin Creek, about half a mile east 
of Méurice River and six miles south of Millville. The site of this town 
was a pert of Bertlett's ten thousand acre survey, which afterwards became 
John Scott's. He sold the portion of it, where Port Elizabeth stands, to: 
John Purple about 1720, who sold it to John Bell, who kept a tavern there 
in 1740. Bell sold it in 1771 to Elizabeth Bodely, who laid out the town 
previous to 1785. It received its name in honor of her. A dam was erected 
across the Menemuskin, negsr its mouth, previous to 1782, in which year a 
lew wes passed authorizing it.......Port Elizabeth was relatively a plece 
of much more importance in the latter part of the last and the early part 
of this (nineteenth) century then of later years." 

The same authority pleces the date of the erection of the Friends' Meet- 
ing House in 1800, four yeers before the establishment of the Monthly Meet- 
ing. This Meeting was never very large and it was discontinued in 1855 as 
the following extract from the minutes of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting indi- 
cates:- "1855.- Maurice River Prepsrative and Monthly Meetings, have at — 
their own request been discontinued, and the members attached to Greenwich 
Monthly Meeting." 

The records of Meurice River Meeting were preserved in the fire-proof 
of the Pilesgrove Meeting. House in Woodstown, New Jersey, where they remain 
in 1937. 

The Meeting House at Port Mlizabeth stood a long while after the meet- 
ings were discontinued, wes still stending in 1883, when Sheppard's history 
of the county wes published, but it was then in a very dilapidated condi- 
tion, and has since then been torn down a long time before the present 
yeer, 1937. 

The Queker Burial Ground at Port Elizabeth is located on the right of 
the road leading to Millville, a short distance beyond the bridge spanning 
the Manamuskin Creek. On three sides it is inclosed by a low stone wall 
with ragged capping, just newly built. The Meeting House was neer the mid- 
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dle of the grounds, standing just back of two trees growing a little weys 
beyond the gate of entrance. There are @ goodly number of memorial stones 
in the yerd on which are seen the family names of Buzby, Fox, Jones, Lore, | 
Madden, Mershell, Millerd, Mulford, Murphy, Otterson, Pervin, Shropshire, 
Stanger, Tucker -and others, the inscriptions being mostly in Queker style. 
Some stones are unlettered. Amcng the oldest inscriptions sre "H. $.1811", 
"eB. 1816", "Deceased Hannah Mershall 16th day of June 1817", "Deceased 
Ann Stanger on the 15th dey of Feb. 1815", and one, much later, "Albert 

R. Parvin born 7th 7th Mo. 1818 died 6th lst mo. 1849." The stone of 
this last mentioned record is soft end tims and weether have elmost oblit- 
erated the carving. 

The older graves are found on the right send at the beck of the yard. 
There is a noticesble growth of wild cactus, the Common Prickly Peer (0- 
puntia vulgsris) spread genearelly over this cemetery, which, with young 
sassefreas and low running briars, gives a neglected look to the placa. 

But the Port “lizebeth Burial Ground in 1929 is receiving the attention 
of Salem Quarterly Meoting, or of individusl interested members, and is 
in a feir way for becoming set in better order and fashion. The new wall 


was built in 1928, and it is asserted 
ing House which formerly stood in the 
1886.

grave and in memory of Hlizabeth Bodely, the person from whon the village 
was named. She donated the land for the Meeting House end Friends' Burial 
Ground. The Meeting House was sold, the purchaser, it is said, using it 
for fire-wood. It was a small frame building, one story in height, with 
two doors side by side at the front opening to the assembly rooms, one 
for men and the other for women, on sither side of the dividing parti- 
tion, which extended fron between the doors directly to the back of the 
house between the facing-benches where the ministers end elders sat. 
There is 4 photogreph of this Meeting House preserved in the Library in 
Roberts Hall at Haverford College, Haverford, Pa. 

The compiler of these "Historical Sketches" was taken to Port Eliza- 
beth on June 15, 1929, to visit the Maurice River Meeting locality, by 
Rene Bond Bacon of Bridgeton, Ne Je On May 30, 1930, a second visit was 
mede to the same place in company with Parry Paul and his two sisters of 
Moorestown, N.J. On this second visit, the greve of Williem M. Paul was 
found near the center of the graveyard. It wes marked simply "W. M. PB. 
1850." He was the grendfather of Parry Paul and also an uncle to the com- 
piler of these notes.

_ The Woolwich Friends' Meeting House, usually called Mullice Hill, the 
neme of the village. in which it is located, has the date of its erection, 
1808, in its eastern gable. It is situated at the summit of a slight rise 
of ground, pleasantly ornamented with e thin grove of shade trees, and fac- 
es its carefully kept Burial Ground in which rest the mortal reneins of 
meny members of the Allen, Geuntt, Rulon, Haines, Iredell, Borton and oth- 
er. Friends’ femilies of the neighborhood. 

The lend occupied by the greveyard was obtained by a deed deted Seventh 
Month 10th, 1779, from Jecob Spicer. It may have been used for the inter- 
ment of the dead before 1790, but, as there are no records of the early bur- 
iels it is not positively known who was the first person buried there, nor 
the time. A few of the oldest memoriel stones have initials but no dates on 
them, and the oldest date to be seen is 1792. 

. Woolwich Meeting derives its nane from the neme of the township wherein 
it is located. It is a Prepsrative Meeting belonging to Pilesgrove Monthly 
Meeting, end to Salem Quarter of the Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of Hicksite 

Friends. It celsbratsd its Centennial Anniversary as a Friends' Meeting on 
Eleventh Month 10th, 189%. In a peper prepared for that occasion by Job S. 
Heines of Mickleton, N.J., it is stated:- "The first record that we find of 

@ proposition to esteblish e meeting at Mullica Hill appeers Eighth Month 
15th, 1797, end the first meeting was held on the first. First-dey in Elev- 
enth Month, 1797. The meeting was finally esteblished by epproval of the 
monthly meetings, obteined Highth Month 12th, 1800, and by that of the 
quarterly meeting, “leventh Month 17th, 1800, under the title of Woolwich 
Preparative Meeting, the first one of which wes held in Twelfth Month, 1800." 

This statement wes deduced from a series of minutes found-in the Woodbury 
Monthly Meeting records, the first of which was as followss- "At Woodbury 
Monthly Meeting, held Bighth Month 15th, 1797, the Overseers were all pres- 
ent and reported business from both (Preparative) meetings. The Preparative 
Meeting of Upper Greenwich reports some Friends of that meeting residing 
near the school house at Mullica's Hill, sre desirous of holding religious 
First-dey end week-day meetings in that house on trial, they having a pros- 
pect of some Friends near them — within the compass of the monthly meeting 
of Pilesgrove, to join them; which, being solidly considered and the sense 
of many Friends weightily expressed, is deferred to next meeting for fur- 
ther consideration." 

At the "next meeting" this request was granted for four months" trial, 
after which it was agein extended, and finally Selem Quarterly Meeting, held 
at Salem, Hleventh Month 17th, 1800, made the following conclusive minute:- 
"The Committee appointed at the last meeting to attend the meeting at Mulli- 
ca Hill reported they hed most of them attended and set with Friends there, 
and were united in judgment thet it may be seasonable for this meeting to 
grent their request, snd that they may be a branch of Pilesgrove Monthly 
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Meeting. The proposel being now solidly considered, it is the sense of this 
meeting that a meeting for worship be established there on First and Fourtl> 
days of the week at the eleventh hour, excepting on Fourth-day of the week 
in which the monthly meeting of Pilesgrove is held, and a preperative meet- 
ing to be held there at the close of the meeting for worship on the Fourth- 
day of the week preceding the monthly meeting of Pilesgrovey, and to be a 
brench or part of that monthly meeting end to be denominated Woolwich Pre- 
parative Meeting. The first preparative meeting to be held on the Fourth- 
day of the week preceding the monthly meeting at Pilesgrove, in the Twelfth 
Month next, and the following Friends are appointed to attend the same, viz: 
Peul Cooper, John Tetum, Jos. Reeve, Barzilla Jeffries, Wm. Murphy end 
Benj. Reeve." 

Salem Quarterly Meeting, 

Held Second Month 16th, 1801. 

"One of the members of the committee appointed to eitench the opening of 
the meeting at Mullice Hill reported they had most of then attended, and 
that the meeting wes held agreeably to eppointment. 

John Redman, Clerk. 
John Tatum, Assistant Clerk.". 

Although the meeting at Mullica Hill originated in 1797 end Woolwich 
Preparative Meeting was established in 1800, the Meeting House was not e- 
rected until 1805. 

The Meeting House with its spacious grounds at Mullica Hill is located 
- on the outskirts of the town at the forks of the road and next lo ths branch 
leading to Woodstown. The greveyeard, well filled with the remains of fami- 
lies of the township and surrounding districts of Gloucester County, bearing 
the familiar names of Allen, Atkinson, Batten; Borton, Dunn, Folwell, Ire- 
deli, Gauntt, Kirby, Moore, Pancoast, Packard, Pine, Rulon and Ridgway and 
others, occupies a slope of the hillside in front of the Meeting House. 
Horse-sheds with en open lawn. between them, are at the back, and others 
near the end of the House face the little spersely filles grove of shade 
trees between them and the public road. On the eastern gable is the date, 
1808, the erection year, and the general appearance of the entire premises 
indicate care, neatness, cheer and good fellowship. 

The pioneer school-house, the one in which Friends held their meetings 
before the Meeting House was built, stood in what is now the graveyard. It 
. was removed in 1822. Woolwich Friends hed a school under the care of the 
Meeting. This, in later times, was kept in what is the present Town Hall of 
Mullice Hill, when the down-steirs room was used for the purpose. This 
building is between the Woodstown and Bridgeton Roads opposite to the Meet- 
ing House. Soon efter the new regulations for public school education came 
in legel action, the Friends' School was discontinued. 

The Monthly Meeting wes established at Mullica Hill in 1929. The date. 
given in the Monthly Meeting Book is 2nd Mo. 26, 1929, when the Preparative 
end Monthly Meeting were "consolidated." "Trustees were appointed and ever- 
ything arranged in good order. We have since that time been known simply 
eas ‘Mullica Hill Monthly Meeting'". This information was received from Ma~- 
ry J. Heritage of Mullica Hill in 1937.

To the Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of Hicksite Friends at Race Street, 
held in the spring of 1663, it was reported by Salem Quarter thet "there 
is an Indulged Meeting held neer Buckshutem called Osk Grove, under the 
care of a committee appointed by Greenwich Monthly Meating;" and again 
in 1868 the same Quarter reported to the Yearly Meeting: that “Oek Grove 
Perticular Meeting is discontinued." 

This ephemerel Friends' Meeting celled Oek Grove, with a brief exist- 
ence of five yeers, efter a passage of sixty years has practically faded 
from memory. By en examination of the Greenwich Monthly Meeting records 
the following minutes releting to this Indulged Meeting heave been extract- 
ed. The first minute is from Women Friends under date Sth Mo. 29th, 1862:- 

"To Greenwich Monthly Meeting of Friends 
Dear Friends 
The undersigned requéest the privilege 

of holding an indulged Meeting for Divine Yorship on the first day of the 
weeak at 10 oclock A. M. said meeting to be opened on the firsv or 6th 
month next nesr Buckshutem end to be called Oak Grove Meeting ot Friends 
tO Dy COntinusd Tor six month under tne care of the monuni, Mesting this 
meeting - with the unity of men friends - unites in granting their request. 
Rachel Hencock and Mertha Tyler and Beulah Ann Tyler are eppointed to join 
men friends in @ like committee to attend the Meeting and have én over- 
sight their off. Elizabeth A. Sharp Anthony Sharp Mark Clement Rebecca 
Sherp Rebecca A Clement John L Sharp Semuel Hillierd Semuel Sherp An- 
na Hillisrd." 

On the same dete Men's Meeting recorded:- "A request was mede to this 


‘mtg, asking the privilege of holding an indulged meeting for Divine Wor- 


ship on the first day of the week at 10 oclock A.M. Seid Mtg to be open- 
ed on the first of 6th mo next nesr Buck Shutem, in 28 School House; and 
to be called Oak Grove Meeting of Friends to be continued for six months, 
which was united with, end Anthony Sharp, Reuben Hillierd, and Josieh 
Gaskell were appointed to join a like committee of women Friends, to have 
the oversight thereoff and report as occesion may require." 

Following these, other minutes made from time to time, ares- 

llth Mo. 27, 1862 (Women's Meeting):- "The report of the committee ap- 
pointed to heve the care of the indulged meeting held at Oek Grove being 
setisfectory and much unity exprest theirwith Friends spprove of its con- 
tinustion under the seme committee fore six months longer." 

5th Mo. 25, 1863 (Men's Meeting):- “Reuben Hilliard, on behalf of the 
committee haveing the oversight of the Oek Grove Mtg of fds, informs that 
they wish the Mtg continued enother 6 months, under the care of the same 
committee, with the addition of Williem Test." 

12th Mo. 3, 1863 (Women's Meeting):- "The friends composing Oak Grove 
meating request it continuation fore one year longer this meeting unites 
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in granting their request umder cere of the seme committee." 

12th Mo. 1, 1864 (Women's Meeting):- "The friends composing Gek 
Grove meeting request it continuation for one year longer this meeting 
unites in grenting their request under the care of the seme committee with 
the additional name of Merriem Stewart." 

12th Mo. 1, 1664 (Men's Meeting):- "Reuben Hilliard, on behalf of the 
committee, informs this meeting thet some of the committees haveing the care © 
of Oak Grove meeting, have met with them severel times dureing the year, 
end friends there wish it continued another yesr. This meeting unuites in 
its being continued under the care of the present committee." 

12th Mo. 28, 1865 (Women's Meeting):- "The friends composing Oek 
Grove Meeting request it continuance for one year longer this meeting u- 
nites in granting their SOE under the care of the seme committee." 

12th Mo. 28, 1865 (Men's Meeting):- "Reuben Hillierd, on behelf of the 
committee haveing care of Oak Grove Meeting of Friends, reports that they . 
wish it continued enother year — This meeting unites in grenting their 
request,- the meeting to be under the care of the present committee." 

llth Mo. 28, 1867 (Men's Meeting):- "Reuben Hilliard on behalf of the 
committee, having the oversight of Osk Grove meeting of Friends, reports 
thet they wish it discontinued, with which this meeting unites end a copy 
of this minute is directed to be forwarded to our ensuing Quarterly Mtg." 

llth Mo. 28, 1867 ("Women's Meeting):- "The friends composing Oak 
Grove Meeting request thet their meeting should be discontinued, this meet- 
ing with the concurence of men friends unite in grenting their request." 

Buckshutem, on the western side of Maurice River, in Cumberland Co., 
NeJey is @ district with scettered houses by the roadside, sometimes close 
enough together to suggest a hamlet, stretching southwerd from the Buck- 
shutem Creek, now by improvement associations converted into Leurel Leke, 
for se length of near three miles. The woodlend is ell of stunted oaks and 
other trees of low growth femiliar in the New Jersey wilds, with e plenti- 
ful quantity of ceders noticeably by the roadside. 

The Osk Grove School-house, where Friends held meetings during five 
years of the eventful "sixties", is still in existence in 1930, but not 
now in the same plece where it stood during the days of the Friends’ Meet- 
ing. Then it wes loceted on the triangular point of land et ‘the junction 
of the Bridgeton Rosd with the main highway leading northwerd to the.town 
of Millville. After it ceased to be used for school purposes, when a new- 
er end larger building took its place further down the road towerds Meu- 
icetown, it was converted into a dwelling and used as such where.it.stood, 
then, about 1918, troubles arose as to the lend title, so the little old 
frame structure wes moved e mile further up the Millville Road, where it 
is standing in 1930, the home of two men, father and son, who manage their 

housekeeping affairs by themselves. 

The memory of this school-house having had a connection with the So- 
ciety of Friends by their holding meetings in it for five years, seems to 
have died out in its vicinity. 

On Aug. 30, 1930, Mr. H. Clifford Cempion of Media, Pas, being inter- 
ested in the subjrct of old Quaker localities, took the compiler of these 
notes for a day's outing among the villages and towns of Cumberland Coun- 
ty, N.J., among which Buckshutem claimed especial interest.

In the "History of Salem County, N.J.," published in 1883, en article 
written by Semuel Borton of Woodstown in Pilesgrove Township, gives the 
following concise story of the Hicksite Friends' Meeting in that township 
and town:- "The records of this society do not contain the exact dete at 
which it was originelly organized, but it is thought to have come into ex- 
istence about 1724 or 1725. The first meeting-house stood neer the site of 
a dwelling-house on the southeast corner of the lot belonging to the soci- 
ety. It is ssid to have been a small building, end the date of its erect- 
ion cannot be ascertained. The present brick meeting-house was built in 
1785, and e Monthly Meeting established in 1794 by a division of the Salem 
Monthly Meeting. The most prominent male members of the new meeting were 
not mentioned in the records of thet day. Of the female members, who seen 
to heave been in the ascendancy, Elizabeth Bassett, Mery Colleston, end Ann 
Somers were appointed elders, end Mary Ogden end Sareh Lippincott, over- 
seers. In 1827 and 1628 occurred the division of the old society into two 
branches, known respectively as the Hicksites and the Orthodox branches. 
Of these the Hicksite wes the stronger, numericelly and financially, and 
-by mutuel agreement it retained the venerable meeting-house; which it oc- 
cupies to this day. About 1846 it was arranged to hold two of the four Sa- 
lem Quarterly Meetings ennually at Woodstown, end about this time, to meet 
the demand for more room, en addition of fifteen feet was built to tha 
meeting-house." 

Going into a little clossr detail, Thomas Borton of Mullica Hill, N.J.; 
states, in a paper he prepared for the centennial celebration of Woolwich 
Meeting in 1597,- "Coming now to Noodstowm we find in the yeer 1720 Joseph 
White sold to Roger Huggins, Aquille Barber, Joseph White Jr., end Edward 
Hews, a half-acre of lend, fronting the main street, for e burying ground, 
whereon was erected oe frame house for worship, supposed to be the old bur- 
ying ground at the west end of the present meeting-house. In the year 1771 
an additional helf-ecre wes bought of Aquillse Berber et a cost of £10, 2s. 
6d, fronting on Main street and adjoining the first purchase, being the 
ground on which the present house now stends. In the yeer 1719 Friends of 
Pilesgrove requested thet they should heve a meeting at the house of Roger 
Huggins, which wes ellowed for the winter segson only. A week-day meeting 
wes estsblished et Pilesgrove the 25th of Fourth Month, 1722. In Highth 
Month, 1735, © preperative meeting was appointed to be at Pilesgrove end 
at Greenwich the first weekly meeting before the monthly meeting, end in 
Ninth Month, 1737, it was concluded that Friends of Pilesgrove méy have 
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the liberty to keep their meetings every First-day. Pjlesgrove Monthly 
Meeting was established by authority of Haddonfield Querterly Meeting, 
held the 21st of Third Month, 1794, when Salem Monthly Meeting was di- 
vided and the Friends of Woodstown and vicinity formed Pilesgrove Month- 
ly Meeting. The first monthly meeting was held Fourth Month 24th, 1794. 
In 1785 the Friends of Pilesgrove built the meeting-house where it now 
is, which was enlarged sbout 1849." 

Quoting ea minute made in Pilesgrove Monthly Meeting in 1794, we read, 
"At the close of the meeting for worship at Pilesgrove, the 24th of 
fourth month, 1794, ©» minute of the Quarterly Meeting, establishing a 
Monthly Meeting to be there hereefter held, wes produced and reed: and 
the Friends therein named to ettend being present, the meeting of business 
opened accordingly." The "Friends therein named to attend" were Samuel 
Roberts, Bethuel Moore, Enoch Jones, John Haines, Thomes Thorn, Semuel 
Webster, Jemes Whitehall, Semel Paul, John Stewart, Richard Wood, and 
Ssmuel Townsend. These were from Haddonfield Quarterly Meeting. 

In the "History of Salem County” published in 1883, a short narre- 
tive of the Orthodox brench of Friends located at Woodstown was prepared 
by Priscilla Lippincott of Woodstown; it read as follows:- "At the divi- 
sion in the Pilesgrove Meeting, the Orthodox branch wes much weeker then 
the Hicksite branch, end in consideration of the difference in numbers, 
the old house of worship was formally trensferred by mutual agreement to 
the Hicksite branch. In 1828 the Orthodox Friends erected the small, un- 
pretentious frame meeting-house they have occupied to this dsy, on Union 
Street, neer Elm. The principal members of this brench were Gideon Scull, 
end his sons Deniel and David, and their families, snd Williem P. and 
Semuel Lippincott and their families. The descendants of these men end 
members of other families with which they heve intermerried have down to 
the present time (1683) been the most conspicuous members of the society, 
which et thet time wes not more than a score of members.....-Rebecce Hubbs 
was en eerly minister, and wes many years in service. Later ministers of 
ability, zeal, end influence were Hepzibeh Brooks end Sareh Scull." 

Pilesgrove is both a Preperetive and a Monthly Meeting of Sselem Quar- 
ter of the Hicksite Friends, end, although frequently called Woodstown 
Meeting, is correctly and officially named Pilesgrove. However, for the 
‘Orthodox branch, in their list of Meetings it is given as Woodstown end 
belongs to Haddonfield and Salem Quarter of Philadelphie Yearly Meeting. 

The two Meeting Houses in Woodstown are not far distent from each oth- 
er, both on the Mein Street of the town. The Orthodox Meeting House is a 
smell unpainted frame structure which in 1929 looks old and neglected. It 
sets a little back from the street from which its grounds are. shut off by 
a pele fence likewise without paint. (This assertion does not fit for lat- 
er time, for both House and grounds in 1937 appear nest and well-cared-for, 
end the building is peinted end is decidedly Quaker fashioned in gray end 
white.) The Hicksite Meeting House is a large brick building with the 
date "1785" in large figures of a different colored bricks, two numerals 
on eech side of a window. The enlargement of the house wes mede by build- 
ing to the rear end heightening the gable. A frame ennex for lunch-room 
or special meetings was built at the back end separate from the Meeting 
House in leter yeers. A brick marked "1849", the date of the enlergement, 
is placed in the western gable of the Meeting House. 
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The spacious grounds at the back end west of the Meeting House were 
formerly a burial place, but there are very few memorial stones there. 
The grave of Asa Engle, however, is identifield by a stone marked "A.E. 
1802." The present Friends' Cemetery is some distance awey. The grave in 
the older part of it have been carefully marked by lettered or numbered 
stones, and in severel pleces merble markers designste where "Children 
mostly unknown or unrecorded" ere buried. In the newer part of the yard 
many stones are quite pretentious and seem to more or less violate the 
rules of Queker simplicity. Among the many names to be seen in Woodstow 
Greveyerd ere Bassett, Bishop, Borton, Buzby, Bellinger, Coles, Colson, 
Duell, Davis, Flitcreft, Holmes, Lippincott, Kirby, Moore, Pancoast, Pe- 
terson, Thorne, Were and Woolmen. 

From the beginning of Pilesgrove Meeting, efforts were mede to es- 
tablish and keep schools for the educetion of the youth. Bacon Acedemy 
on the Mein Street was prominent many yeers. It was founded pursuant to 
the Will of Devid Becon, a member of the Society of Friends who died Nov. 
11, 1839. He left $5164.04 to Pilesgrove Meeting to be used ‘erecting 
thereon a good, substantial freme building two stories high, and suita- 
ble dimensions for a school house end be under the direction and control 
of the aforesaid monthly meeting, and the balance or remaining part of 
seid residue, efter paying for said house, shell be plsced at interest 
used for paying the school bills of orphans and poor children of all 
classes and keeping ssid house in good repeir." The building cost 
$3,110.56 leeving s balence on Mey 31, 1842, of $2,400 to be used es the 
Will directed. 

Devid Bacon was a typicel old-fashioned Friend. He kept a general - 
store in Yoodstow, but in his last years lived on his farm neer Yoods- 
town wheres he died. Hs was buried in Row 4, Grave 36, members’ side in 
the Friends' Cemetery on “est Avenue; where his grave was unnarked until 
shortly befora 1908 when & headstone marked "D.B." was pleced on the 
spot. 

Becon Academy ultimetely suffered "sone financial stringency in 1892 
and 1896", and in 1905 served as the Yoodstown High School. Its history 
finally ceased and the building was demolished. Two -hendsome dwellings 
wera erected whers it formerly stood. : 

‘Tho Friends’ Boarding Home at Yoodstown was easteblished in 1896. On 
Sixth Month 22, 1904, the brick dwelling-nouse, formerly the residence 
of Denius Peterson, opposite the Meoting House, was bought, rapeired and 
enlarged, and made suitable for the Boarding Home, and it continues as 
such. Connected with it is the Infirmery which is located also opposits 
the Meeting House and next to the Boarding Home. It was purchased in 
1911 of Willism Z. Flitcraft. It had formerly been erectad by the First 
National Bank of Yloodstowm in 1864, and occupied by thet company until 
1892. Fron 1892 to 1911 it was used by the Pilesgrove Library Associa- 
tion.

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Salen, the capitel of Salem County, New Jersey, thirty-two miles from 
Cemden, is the oldest settlement in southwest New Jersey, and was founded 
by the Society of Friends under the leadership of John Fenwick in 1675, 
seven years before the founding of Pennsylvania. The main thoroughfare of 
Salem, originally called Wharf Street, is now known as Broadway, a name 
thought by some psople to be a corruption of "Bradway", derived from Ed- 
werd Bradway, an opulent early settler, who built his handsome resi- 
dencs on his town lot. 

On Broadway, perhaps ea quarter of a mile apart, are the two Friends' 
Meeting Houses end the interesting old graveyard nearly opposite the Or- 
thodox Meeting House. Within the graveyard is a famous large oek-tree 
whose spreading brenches reach beyond the wall which protects the place 
and separates it fron the sidewalk and street. On the wall is a tablet: 
thet provides this information:- "Friends' -Burial Ground A.D. 1675. This 
tree, a surviver of the original forest, was standing here when Salem was | 
founded by John Fenwick in 1675. It is eighty-eight feet high and its fol- 

. lage covers one-quarter of an acre. This tablet was erected on October 
lOth, 1925, by tne New Jerssy Society of Pennsylvania on the Quarter Mil- 
lennial anniversary of the founding of Salem." 

Concerning this venerable landmerk, the "Salem Standard and Jerseyman" 
of the City of Salem, in 1933, printed tne following:- "OLD SALEM OAK IN 
FRIENDS' CEMETERY, SALEM, NEW JMRSEY. Dimensions, Measurements certified 


by James S. Sparks, C.4., March 11, 1933. Height— 73 feet. Trunk— 30 
feet, 5 inches in circumference at largest part. Trunk— Five feet from 
ground, 19 feet. Covers 10,156 square feet or .23 of an acre. Over 500 
years old. During the past ten years $2000 has been spent on this tree for 
expert tree surgery and attention. Under this tree, legend says, John 
Fenwick who was grentec a large part of southern New Jersey, made treaty 
with the Indians in 1675, giving 4 guns and lead, 105 enkers of rum (a- 
bout 336 gallons)’, some shirts, shoes and stockings, 4 blankets, 16 
matched coats, 1 pisce of matched coating and other English goods. Seed- 
lings from the Old Oak have been planted from coast to coast. A very fine 
tree is now growing in Yilliam Luna Park, Sacramento, California. All a- 
corns are gathered by the Society of Friends each year. Nurserymen and. 
Perk Commissioners heave standing orders before they fall. Owing to the 
age of the tree some seasons there are very few acorns." 

It is generally believed the eerly settlers considered this oak as 
more than a century old when they arrived there. Under tha shade of its 
brenches and around it are the graves of many Friends' families who liv- 
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ed in and about Selem. Both the oak and the cemetery &re mentioned in 
the "History of Salem County" by Thomas Cushing M.D. and Charles E. 
Sheppard Esq., 1883. "Zarly burials are said to have been on the lands 
of families bereaved. A little later those of similar religions or sec- 
tarien belief buried their dead in one common ground, thus opening and 
establishing the several churchyerds in the city. Of these thet of the 
Friends' is the oldest.......Jn the Friends’ burying ground stends a 
gigantic oak, which is the wonder and admiration of every stranger vis- 
iting Salem. It is conjectured to have stood there at least two hundred 
and fifty years, and by some its age is thought to be much greater." 

Among the family names to be read on the headstones in the Selem 
Friends' Burial Ground are those of numerous descendants of the Acton, 
Bassett, Fogg, Griscom, Goodwin, Lippincott, Waddington, Wistar, Wood- 
nut and others 

Salem was truly a Quaker settlement. The following interesting clip- 
ping from the "Evening Public Ledger", December 4, 1928, shows it was es- 
pecially unique in Friendly history. "Temeries flourished in the last 
century. Another industry that hes passed was the manufacture of broad- 
brimmed Quaker hats. They were made from the fur of rabbits end other 
fur-bearing animals, principally mskrats, which are still caught exten- 
sively on the river marshes." 

Again using the authority of the Salem County History, on the topic 
of schools, “Education with the earlier citizens of the county of Salem 
was almost exclusively confined to Selem. Here the Friends hed influence 
by numbers and pecuniary resources, and, as elsewhere where they were 
similarly situated, they introduced a system of education nearly allied 
to thet later known as the common school system. The school-house at the 
corner of Hast Broadwey and Walnut Street, now in use as such by the 
Hicksite Friends (1883) was one of the earliest buildings erected in this 
section for school purposes." 

On the grounds of the Hicksite Meeting, cornering to and at the rear 
of the House, is a small building that formerly is said to have been used 
for school purposes, but now serves in the preparation of lunches on spec- 
ial occasions, Quarterly Meetings, etc. It, like the venerable old Meeting 
House, has a cramped appearance, due to the close proximity of other build- 
ings of the neighborhood, side by side with it on Broadway. Still there is 
en open piece of ground at the back of the House which looks roomy end has 
a row of wagon-sheds at one side of it, just back of the supposed school- 
house. Under the shade of an old tree at the rear of the Meeting House, 
visitors, on Quarterly Meeting days, eat their lunch during pleasant sum- 
mer weether. 

The Meeting House of Hicksite Friends in Salem, with the date 1772 
in its western gable, looks quite antique. It was built to replace an 
old one of logs that earlier stood in the graveyard. '"In 1770," states 
the "History of Salem County," "the members of the Salem Monthly Meeting 
of Friends thought their house of worship in the graveyard too small, and 
purchased the property of Thomas Hancock, two years later building their 
present meeting house thereon." 

The history of Salem Friends' Meeting begins with the settlement of 
the town. Thomes Shourds states:- "In the fall of 1675, John Fenwick ar- 
rived in this country, and lended on a neck of land, about three miles 
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from the river Delaware, up the Assemhackin, which is.snow called Salem 
Creek. Neerly all the emigrants that came out with him were members of 
the Society of Friends. The most prominent among them were, Robert, Sem- 
uel, and Edward Wade, Semuel Nicholson, Nathan Smart, Edward Chempney, 
Samuel Hedge, Richard Guy, John Thompson, John Smith, and John Adams. 
Friends held their meetings at the house of Samuel Nicholson." 

The Salem Monthly Meeting began in 1676 when "At a meeting held the 
first day of the sixth month,’ 1676, it was unanimously consented thereto 
that the first second day of the week, in every month, the Friends with- 

in the town of New Selem in Fenwick's colony, and all Friends belonging 
thereunto, do monthly meet together, to consider of outward business, 

and as such as have been convinced, end those that walked disorderly; 
thet they may, with all gravity and uprightness to God, and in tender- 
ness of spirit and love to their souls, be admonished, exhorted, end al- 
s0 reproved, and their evil deeds and practices testified against, in the 
wisdom of God, end euthority of Truth, as mey answer the wisdom of God 
within them." -(From Selem Monthly Meeting minutes.) 

Selem Quarterly Meeting was established in 1682, when "At ea General 
Meeting, held sat-Sslem, in the Province of West New Jersey, the llth of 
the 2nd month, 1682, It was ordered, that a Quarterly Meeting be held at 
Selem, the third second day of the 9th month next ensuing." -(Burlington 
Monthly Meeting.) The minutes of Salem Quarterly Meeting are preserved 
at No. 302, Arch Street, Philadelphia. On the fly-leef of the first vol- 
ume is the following interesting note:- 

"A Record off the Proceedings off the Quarterly Meeting Held be- 
tween Gloucester & Selem ffeirly Drawn outt off the Loose Fapers and 
Books thereoff kept ffrom the Begining By érder off the sd Meeting end 
Wes Begun the twentieth day of the twelfth month In ye Yeare off our Lord 
one Thousand Seven hundred & Twenty For (7) me Thomas Sharp Who wes 
appoynted to Doe the Same " 


Salem Quarter, for Hicksite Friends, forms one of the nine Quérters 


of Philedelphie Yearly Meeting, and comprises the Monthly Meetings of Sa- 
lem, Greenwich, Pilesgrove, end Woodbury. In 1929 Mullica Hill was elso . 
added. It also includes the Preparetive Meetings of Allowasys Creek, Piles- 
grove (Woodstowm), Mullica Hill (Woolwich), Woodbury end Upper Greenwich 
(Mickleton). Formerly Maurice River, Cape May and Upper Penn's Neck (Ped- 
ricktown) belonged to Selem Quarter, and there is also mention of Ocean 
City and Cape May Point. 
For Orthodox Friends, Selem joins with Haddonfield to Form e@ Quarter 

of the Yearly Meeting held at Arch Street in Philadelphia. 

~ The Orthodox Friends' Meeting House at Salem was erected in 1857, 
the date being on the eastern geble. It is a cheerful looking building 
on West Broadway, nearly opposite the famous osk of the Burial Ground. 
It has spacious but somewhet neglected grounds, with a row of wagon-sheds 
at the back.

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Upper Greenwich is 6 Preparative Meeting belonging to Woodbury Month- 
ly Meeting in Salem Quarter of the Hicksite Yearly Meeting of Friends held 
in Philedelphie. It was formerly called Lippincott's Meeting before the 6- 
rection of the present brick Meeting House in Mickleton, Gloucester County, 
New Jersey, and is nex frequently, in fact generally snow, except in the 
minutes of the meeting, as Mickleton Meeting. The House is in the center 
of the village of Mickleton, a short distence below Clarksboro, on the 
road from Woodbury to Swedesboro. 

Alongside of the Meeting House is the Burial Ground where many of the 
Haines, Heritage, Pine, Burrough, Borden, Bredshaw, Brown, Carter, Clement, 
_ Cooper, Crispin, Dawson, Gaunt, Holmes, Irwin, John, Lippincott, Livezey, 

Mickle, Ogden, Owen, Paul, Peaslee, Roberts, Ridgwey, Seiler, Somers, Ton- 
kin, Tomlin, Underwood, Warrington, Yoodrow and right families have been 
interred. A little farther from and back of the Mesting House on the road 
leading to the railroad station, is the school-house, which, for many _ 

years was kept under the charge of the Meeting but wes finally laid down 
in 1908. Two years later it was rented, year by yeer for $15., to the Dis- 
trict. This Friends' School at Mickleton was the only school in that neigh- 
borhood between the years 1809, when the building was erected, and 1674, 
when the free public schools came into existence through the New Jersey 
‘State laws. governing education. From 1874 it continued as e privete insti- 
tution until 1908. 

In Ezre Michener's “Retrospect of Nearly Quakerism" the following 
notes are recorded reletive to Upper Greenwich:- "Among the. oarly settlers 
at this pléce, the nemes of Lippincott, Fisher, Hooten, Cozens, Zane, 
Mickle, Wood, Bates &c., occur. A small frame meeting-house was built a- 
bout 1740 on a lot of ground granted for that purpose by Solomon Lippin- 
cott. The meeting held therein was © branch of Haddonfield Monthly Meet- 
ing until the yeer 1785 et which time the meetings of Woodbury end Upper 
Greenwich were separated, to constitute Woodbury Monthly Meeting. In 
1798, @ lerge end commodious two-story brick meeting-house was erected 
on ground grented for the use of Friends by Semuel Tonkin and Semuel 
Mickle. This house is located one end e half miles east of the former 
one. The first mentioned lot is still held for a burying-ground (1660). — 
A preparative meeting existed at Upper Greenwich 4s,early as the yeer 
By Af Aer 

"\ friend adds the following encourseging notes- 'In the yeer 1608 
two Friends conveyed to the meeting a lot of ground, adjoining the pre- 
mises, of two acres and ten perches, whereon to erect a schoolhouse, for 
playgrounds, &c.3; end the meeting the next year, raised the necessary 
funds and built e lerge brick house for the use of the members and the 
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neighborhood. The school. is under the exclusive care of the preperetive 
meeting. Suitable apperatus is provided for illustreting the higher 
brenches of science, and en extensive end well-selected library estab- 
lished.'" 

In the minutes of Selem Quarterly Meeting, deted 3rd Month 2d, 17723, 
it is asserted thet Upper Greenwich Preparetive Meeting wes esteblished 
by euthority of the Quant ondy! Meeting et thet time. Mzre Michener gives 
the dete es 1775. 

A visit to Mickleton, N.J., renews Meeting House memories and rem- 
iniscences. Though no longer used for school purposes, the school-house 
is yet retained as the property of Friends and es a lendmark of old times. 
It sets back from the road, is e brick and freme structure, end is pro- 


tected in the foreground by a little grove of beautiful trees. To the com- 


piler of these notes, the Upper Greenwich locelity has speciel interest. 
Twice during the latest days of the continuation of the Friends' School 
there, he geve short lectures in neturel history to the pupils, while 
that institution was under the cherge of Florence Steckhouse of Woéods- 
town end Jessie Brown of Swedesboro as teechers. And Upper Greenwich was 
the meeting of which his mother wes a member during her childhood and 
meidenhood; while very many of those interred in the Buriel Ground by the 
Meeting House, were of his kith end kin. 

The well-carecd-for greveyard, approaching an L-sheped piece of lend, 
hes 8 single welk or pathwey from the front gate edmitting no cerriages 
or vehicles by thet entrence. On either side of the gate are the greves 
of some of the Heritage femily, and then ae long line of Haineses, with 
the Ogdens and Carters end some veried family names intermingled with 
them by reason of merrisges end other connections; Paul, Burrough, Reeves, 
Peaslee, Livezey, Werrington, Qwen, Borden, Tomlin, Clement, Sailer, Pine, 
Gaunt, Underwood, Crispin and Pecker. The whole silent community is like 
one greet "femily reunion." There is snother entrence to the Buriel Ground 
further back to the left, opening to the "L" of the yard; this is suffici- 
ently lerge to admit vehicles if necessary. 

To the westward of Mickleton and the Meeting House, perhaps about a 
mile end a helf, is "Solomon's Graveyard", the site of the first Meeting 
House of Upper Greenwich. It is surrounded by a substentiel brick wall, 
evidently built in 1850, having a tablet with that date on it near the one 
gate of entrance. The teblet bears the inscription, "Solomon's Grave Yard 
Society of Friends 1850." Within the enclosure are many graves, but few 
are marked with memorial stones; those to be seen draw attention to the 
fact that those who sleep beneath the mossy sod were members of the Rich- 
ards, Bennett, Warrington, Rulon, Brown and DeVault femilies; the names 
of Browm and DeVault being somewhat in the majority. The cemetery is car- 
ed-for by Mickleton Meeting, some small amount of funds being expended 
on it annually.

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Upper Penn's Neck is the name of the most northern township of Salem 
County, New Jersey. It gave its name to ea Friends' Meeting which was estab- 
lished among the Quakers in that section of the county. A Meeting House 
was erected in the little village of Pedricktown, located a short distance 
from Oldmans Creek, in a part of the township which in later yeers was set 
off from it and. called Oldmans Township. Pedricktown was named for Roger 
Pedrick whose tract of one thousand acres was surveyed June 17, 1682. 

The Meeting was organized in 1794. Quoting from Ezra Michener's "Ret- 
rospect of Narly Quakerism":- "The meeting at Upper Penn's Neck appears to 
have been indulged by Salem Monthly Meeting, previous to the establishment 
of that of Pilesgrovs, in 1794. The indulgence was continued by the latter 
meeting allowed in 1796, about which time the mesting-house was built. It 
was rebuilt in 1857, and occupies a conspicuous position in Pedricktown." 

In the "History of Salem County, N.J.," (1883), the following brief 
notice of this Meeting is made, but the dates given differ somewhat from 
the note by Michener, however they may be more accurate, being of later 
research. "The Friends early worshiped at Pedricktown, in the school-house, 
which was removed, snd the present frame meeting-house built in 1&1... The 
usper part of the building was added about 1859. This society is connected 
with the Pilesgrove Monthly Meeting. Priscille Lippincett, of Auburn, 
preaches every First Dey, and a Monthly Meeting is held on the first Soncay 
ef each month. Among the early Quaker families in this vicinity the Ped- 
ricks, Somerses, Ridgweys, Rrwins, Hahnses, Greens, Goodwins, Snowdens, 
Kirbys, Perkinses, end others were prominent, and the Hughses and Owenses 
from Gloucester County, were early attendents." 

Upper Penn's Neck was a Preparative Meeting belonging to Pilesgrove 
Monthly Meeting and of Salem Quarter of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of the 
Hicksite Friends. The minutes of its meeting were kept from 1746 to 1867, 
the latter date being the time when the meeting was laid down. However, it 
appears that meetings for worship continued to e later date, according to 
the foregoing note, perheps by the Ortnodox brench of Friends as Priscilla 
Lippincott was in membership with them. 

But in 1929 Upper Penn's Neck is only e remembrance of the past; the 
Friends of the community heave moved away or are reeting in tne villege 
cemetery, end tueir Meeting House hes been sola ana rezed to tne zround, 
according to locél information, ebout 1904 or earlier. There ere none of 
the Society of Friends living in Pedricktown in 192%, end the spot where 
the Meeting House used to stend at the intersection of Mill Street and 
Reailrosd Avenue, is occupiod by @ garage ownec by Lloyd YW. Thorn. Tho up- 
per story of a swoll builcing at the roer of the garé,e contéins & monen- 
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to of tho Friends' Meeting Houso by the retention of pne of the doors of 
the old building of worship built into the structure in ‘the second story 
over the larger entrance on the ground-floor below it. This door is a 
plein one with a perpendicular narrow piece of woodwork dividing it into 
two long upright panels. This is all that is left of the Meeting House of 
Upper Penn's Neck. Neer the garege on Mill Street is a maple tree which 
formerly wes a compenion to the house of worship, lending its shade to 
that plece 8s it now does to ‘the garege and the dwelling neerby. 

A short weys further down the main street, end to the left of it, sp- 
proached by an evenue shaded by meples, is the former Burial Ground of 
the Friends of Pedricktown, now converted into a cemetery used by other 
religious denominations of the community. It is surrounded on three sides 
by a low, plastered brick wall, a part of the fourth side being an iron | 
fence with two geteways, ell more or less rusted from exposure to the weath; 
er. The portion of the greveyard furthest from the entrance is evidently | 
the Quaker part, as the inscriptions on the memorial heedstones indicate. 
Among the femily nemes to be read on the low stones are Somers, Green, | 
Pedrick, Justice, Cooper end Shoemsker. Near the north wall is the family | 
lot of Joseph W. Cooper. He wes called "Uncle Josie" in the neighborhood, 
end was one of the last of the Friends at Pedricktown. The inscription on 
his tombstone reeds, "Fether Joseph W. Cooper died 9mo. 6, 1902, aged 74 | 
yeers. Resting." By his side is his wife, "Mother Elizebeth K. Cooper, 
died llmo. 2, 1882, eged 52 years," and beside them, "Priscillse C. Cooper | 
died 9mo. 3, 1886, in her 20th year." 

One of the quaintest, perhaps oldest, stones, judged from its style, 
location and condition, is thet beering the simple record , "John Somers 
aged 84 years," but it has no date to identify its age. 

_ There are @ number of hendgome monuments in this cemetery erected to 
the memory of the Sweeten, Doughten, Burk, Justice, Titus end other fami- 
lies, but they fail to hide the general appearence of neglect apparent in 
the grass-grown walks and luxuriant growth of vines and weeds overspreed- 
ing the greveyard. 

In the days of its activity and prosperity, Upper Penn's Neck Meeting 
had @ school under its care. Thomas Woody, in his "Quaker Education in 
New Jersey," (1923) states;- "Upper Penn's Neck was established as a meet~ 
ing in 1796, end a meeting house was built about the same year. Moreover, 
it is evident that steps were taken for establishing e& school immedietely, 
though materials for its later history are not aveilable.....In 1855 the 
school house under Friends' care was turned over to the public. ‘This 
Meeting being informed of the state of our schoolhouse, it wanting repairs 
and Friends not feeling willing to do it, it being the judgment of this 
meeting to give it up to the public or the school committee for the bene- 
fit of the public; they are to move it off the ground belonging to 
Friends.'" 

Extracts from the minutes of Salem Monthly Meeting in the llth Month, 
1809, show that permission was granted to Upper Penn's Neck Meeting to re- | 
move the smell Meeting House which originelly stood nearby the ancient 
burying ground et Allowsystown, to be used by them at Fedricktown, to 
which plece it was taken sbout that time. This fact shows thet the Allo- 
waystown Meeting House was reproduced, probably quite similar to its or- 
iginel self, in the frame structure erected in Pedricktown in 1812. But, 
thet eppeerence, of course, wes changed when the second story was added | 
in 1859. 
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In 1900 it was reported to the Philadelphie Yearly Meeting held et Rece 
end Fifteenth Streets, that the meeting et Pedricktown had been laid dow. 
The neme, Pedricktown, was often applied to this Meeting that was official- 
ly end properly named Upper Penn's Neck.

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Woodbury Monthly Meeting of Friends wes established in 1785, the 
first meeting being held on First Month llth of that year. Quoting from the 
minute mede by that Meeting we learn that "At ‘a Quarterly Meeting held at 
Salem, the 19th of fifth month, 1783, Haddonfield, in their report, sends 
up for the advice and epprobation of this meeting, & proposal which has 
taken place, end appesers to be the sense of that meeting, that a division 
of thet meeting be made, and a Monthly Meeting be mede at Haddonfield for 
thet particuler meeting, and another at Woodbury for that and Upper Green- 
wich." 

"And.on the 15th of llth month, 1784 the Quarterly Meeting acceded to 
the proposition, end eppointed Edward Darnel, Samuel Allison,. Villiem 
Goodwin, Merk Miller, Merk Reeve, and udwerd Bredway to attend the opening 
of the new Monthly Meeting." 

Woodbury Monthly Meeting, hence, was set off from Heddonfield lfonthly 
Meeting end, then end now, consisted of Yoodbury end Upper Greenwich Pre- 
peretive Neetings. However, from 1800 to 1617, it also hed under its care 
the indulged Meeting of Chestnut Ridge. In 1929 Woodbury is. a Monthly Meat- 
ing belonging to 7 Le Quarter of Wicksite Fricnds, and a Monthly Meeting 
of Haddonfield and Selen Quarter of Orthodox Friends in the Philadelphia 
Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. 

The Meeting Houses is taceten on Broad Street near Hunter Street in the 
City of Yoodbury, Gloucester County, New Jersey. It is a large building 
constructed of bricks, witnout date of erection on its walls, and in it 
both branches of the Society held thsir meetings with tne shutters closed 
between then for many decades after the Separation of 1527. Between the 
two branchss of the Society the most friendly feelings exist in later 
years, and, in 1929, it became customsry for them to hold joint sessions 
once @ month, slternstely using eech others' psrt of the house for that 
friendly purposo. The Orthodox held their meetings in the older end next 
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to the streot. A fow years efter 1929, the maetings of the two brenches, 
with the approbation of all concerned, were held conjointly every week. 
The building sets well above the level of the street, the ground back, of 
it sloping to the banks of Woodbury Creek 

The graveyerd is et the rear of the Weetdng House end is kept clean, 
orderly:and attractive in appearance. Among the names to be read on tho 
tombstones are Cloud, Cooper, Griscom, Kirby, Knight, Lord, Packer, Paul, 
Stokes, “hitall and other femnilies. John Parrish, at one time en eminent 
minister among Friends during the latter part of the Nineteenth Century, 
is interred thers. The Meeting House Yard approaches the street abruptly 
severél feet higher then the sidewalk, bordering upon which is a protect- 
ing wall completely coversd with a dense growth of ivy, excepting at one 
place, midway along its length by the graveyard, where the vines ere’

1797 ‘aged 82y. 


At the time of the Centennial celebration of Woolwich Friends' Meet- 
ing at Mullica Hill, in 1897, Thomas Borton, in a paper prepared for the 
occasion, stated the following in regard to the establishment of a mesting 
at Woodbury: - 

"The Friends residing at: Woodbury and at other points attended that 
meeting (Newton) up to 1696 when a meeting was established et the house of 
John YYood, in or near Yoodbury. The following is quoted fron Carter's 
‘Woodbury and Vicinity’; ‘The oldest place of worship in our city is the 
Friends' Meeting-house. The original building, we heave reason to believe, 
w8s built in 1715 or 1716. In 1715 an acre of land, being part of an orig- 
inel purchess of two hundred acres by Thomas Matthews, was deeded by John 
Swenson to John Ladd, Henry Ylood and John Cooper, in trust, to build a 
Friends' Meeting-house upon. We are of the opinion that this Henry Wood 
was the brother of Richard Wood, who first settled and named our city.' 
The first monthly meeting was held in 1785. The Slders were Devid Cooper . 
end James “hitall Jr. The Overseers were Issec Ballinger and James Whit- 
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all Jr. During the Revolutionary War the meeting-house was used as & 
commissary depot by the army. In 1783 the addition was built to the 
house. The timbers in the original part are quite a curiosity at this 
time. The joists sre fifty feet in length, ten inches wide and fifteen 
inches deep." 

In 1785 Yfoodbury Friends estsblished a permanent school fund and 
of course had a school under the charge of the meeting. Thero was a 
building erected on the Meeting-house premises between the House and the 
; street that was used as the school house for many years. It was torn 
| down in 1925. 
About 1840 Yoodbury Friends organized a school for girls on Delaware 
Street nesr Broed. It proved a successful venture and flourished quite a 
long while, and wes perticularly popular while under tne charge of the 
prominent teacher, Henry Russell. After a time it was rented to the dis- 
trict trustees in 1887. The building, remodeled, and with & new wing ad- 
ded for the accommodation of the Free Library, is, in 1929, the City 
Hall of Woodbury. 

In 1915 Woodbury Friends celebrated the Bi-centenniel Anniversary 
of the building of their Meeting House, the end neerest the street being 
then two hundred years old.

ors. Maurice River Friends made request for a Preparative Meeting on 4mo. 
9, 1801, but were not allowed the privilege; again on 6mo. 30, 1802, the 
enewed request was received favorably, and on 7mo. 30, 1806, Maurice Riv- 
r was acknowledged to be entirely separate from Greenwich Meeting. 
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SHREWSBURY AND -RAHVAY QUARTER.

The Quarterly Meeting, or General Meeting, was held at Shrewsbury, 
Monmouth County, New Jersey, as early as 1672, in which year it is 
said to have been established. Hence it was the earliest established 
of all the Quarters thet belonged to Philadelphia Yeerly Meeting, of 
which it became a part in Sixth Month (August) 3rd, 1681, when that 
Meeting assembled in Burlington in West New Jersey. Originally known 
only es Shrewsbury Querter, it leter became Shrewsbury and Rehway 
Quarter, 6 name it retained until after the Rahway Meeting was laid 
down, when it was again changed to Shrewsbury and Pleinfield Helf- 
Year Meeting. The following comminication from Mr. Charles H. Traf- 
ford of Menasquan, N. J., certifies the date of the last change:- 

"On llth month 17, 1892 Shrewsbury and Rehway Half Yeerly Meet- 
ing adopted the following minute: 

‘That title of this Half Yearly Meeting be chenged from Shrews- 
bury and Rahway Helf Yearly Meeting to Shrewsbury and Pleinfield 
Helf Yearly Meeting was concurred in and adopted.' 

The First session of Shrewsbury and Plsinfield Half Yearly Meet-. 
ing was held at Shrewsbury, N. J., Fifth Month llth 1893." 

The Shrewsbury and Rehway Quarter continued a part of Philadel- 
phia Yearly Meeting until after tis Separation in 1827; then, in 1833, 
it was, so far es it was connected with the Hicksite Branch, transfer- 
red to New York Yearly Meeting; but in the Orthodox Branch, the meet- 
ings of Shrewsbury, Rahway and Plainfield continued with Philadelphia 
Yearly Meeting, where they formed 6 pert of Burlington Quarter. 

During the long period of the history of this Quarter, there have 
been several Monthly Meetings, from time to time, within. its jurisdic- 
tion:-

Kingwood, eerly known as Bethlehem, and later called Quakertown, 
wes quite remote from the other meetings of Shrewsbury Quarter, and, 
by its own desire, was transferred to Burlington Quarter, end still 
leter to Bucks Quarter of Philadelphie Yearly Meeting.

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In the eastern part of Hast. Jersey of early colonial times were two 
settlements, Perth amboy and Middletowm, both in the vicimity of Sandy 
Hook, one being in Middlesex County and the latter in Monmouth, which, 
though prectically founded by other religious denominations, were also 
intimately associated with the Quakers. Histories of the State of New 
Jersey, of recent date, make little or no reference to the Society of 
Friends in their establishment, thereby indicating the slight influence 
that sect had there, still they were on the soil and had their meetings 
in the early days. Bowden's "History of the Sociaty of Friends" states:- 

"At a very early day, a settlement of Friends at Middletown, in the 
same county, held meetings at each other's houses, but built no _ house. 
The Baptists built a meeting-house there, upon ground purchased from 
Richard Hartshorne, in which he reserved a privilege of holding Friends’ 
meetings when strangers visited them."....."A meeting for worship was 
held at Amboy, from about 1680, for some time; then by turns at that place 
and at Woodbridge. At a very early day, a meeting was held once in three 
months, on Staten Island, for the sake of the ffemilies of John and Daniel 
Shotwell, who lived there."......"Richard Hartshorne was a Friend of Lon- 
don, who emigrated to East Jersey in the year 1669, and settled at Middla- 
town. He is described as a ‘considerable settler', and ‘of good reputa- 
tion and public character.'" 

Perth Amboy, in its earliest times simply called Amboy, often spelt 
Ombo, Ompaye, Amboyle or Emboyle, signifying in its Indian derivation "an 
elbow", had both a Friends' Meeting and a Meeting House, and records show 
that John Reid, later a convert to Episcopalianism, was clerk of the meet- 
ing for a long while. He was influential in the establishment of the Topa- 
nemus Meeting, and his grave and his wife's are both in the old Topanemnus 
Burial Ground near Marlboro in the county of Monmouth. 

The early records of the Friends at Woodbridge make mention of the 
meeting at Amboy, but the-Friends of both Amboy and Woodbridge kept mov- 
ing further inlend, and in 1930 there is scarcely a trace of the Socisty 
in either locality. Likewise in the township-of Middletown, where Quekers 
were yet fewer in number, the Friendly element is practically extinct. Be- | 
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sides many of the Middletown and Amboy members of their meetings, at an 
eerly period beceme proselyted to the Church of England through the in- 
fluence, mainly, of the Qupker renegade George Keith. 

In the records of the Woodbridge Monthly Meeting, the earliest minutes 
are thosa mede while the meeting was still the Amboy Monthly Meeting. They 
are as follows:- 

"lst minute. Friends at Amboy egreed to heve s monthly meeting: their, 
end that upon the second 4th day of each month, and the first to begin 
the second 4th day of the 9th month. 1686 

"At the M. M. held in Amboy the 8th of the 10th mo 1686, Friends a- 
greed to pey three pounds Money of this Province for rhe Yearly Rent of 
the Meeting Room: & the year to begin this dey Likeways finds it necessa- 
ry that there be fix formes for seats in the meeting-room, the meking of 
which John Laing tekes into consideration. 

"At the Monthly Meeting held in Amboy the 13th of ‘the 2d Month 1687 
John Peerce being present the Meeting told him that he had done wrong in 
sending a paper to the people of the world (desiring to be suplyed with 
a cow (he being poor) and not coming to the Monthly Meeting of friends to 
lay his necessities before them. And thus left him to consider and whether 
he would Redress his fault if he feels it in himself. 

"At the Monthly Meeting held at Amboy the 14th day of the 10th Month 
1687 John Reid who hitherto kept the book for this Meeting being now re- 
moved with his family to snother county desired friends to order another 
in his stead whereupon the Meeting apoynt'd Ben. Griffith to keep the 
book & receave the contributions. &c. 

"At a Monthly Meeting held in Amboy the-llth dey of the llth be 
1687; It being proposed to bring Contributions towards the Rent of the 
Meeting-house John Barclay inform'd that the yearly rent was 3£ and that 
there was thirty shillings thereof paid 10s by James Miller, 10s by John 
Reid end 10s by John Barclay. John Lufburry promised to Contribute a bush- 
ell of winter whest— John Pim the like. John Barclay sr (7) — for John 
Laing 43 Miles Forster 10s " 

One of the earliest settlers of Middletown was the Quaker Richard 
Hertshorne. Of hin it is related in Barber and Howe's "Historical Collec- 
tions of New Jersey," 1844:- ; 

"Richard Hartshorne, an English Friend or Queker, emigrated to this 
county in May 1666, and settled about that time on the Navesink river. 
This was among the first, if not the first permanent settlement made in 
Middletowm. His place, called Portland Point, now.remains in the possession 
of his descendants (1244). ‘About this time, this part of the county was a 
greet resort for ‘industrious end .reputéble farmers. Meny of the English 
inhabitents were from the west end of Long Islend, end by degrees extend- 
ed their settlements to Freehold and vicinity. Some Dutch and Scotch, also, 
early settled in the township. In 1682, Middletown was supposed to consist 
of 100 families, several thousend acres were ellotted for the town, end 
meny thousends for the out-plentetions. John Bowne, Richard Hartshorne, 
end Nicholes Davis, hed e&ch well-improved settlements here; end a court 
was held twice or thrice a yeer for Middletowm, Piscataway, end their ju- 
risdiction.‘ The villege of Middletown is in a fertile country, near the 
herrt of the township, l6m. NE. of Freehold, and 45m. from Trenton..... 

The Baptist church is worthy of note, from its having beon the first of 
this denomination established in the state." 
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In the "History of Monmouth County," 1885, by Frenklin Ellis, no 
mention is mede of the religious principles of Hartshorne, but the fol- 
lowing is steted of that early pioneer:- “Richard Hartshorne... .Bought 
considereble lend on both sides of the King's highway, in the villege 
of Middletown, before 1669. In that year he sold his land on the south 
. of the highwey to Williem Wilkins, who in 1716 sold it to George Teylor. 
He ovmed the lands on the north side, end soon after 1703 moved to Mid- 
dletown end built the house now stending (1885) on the north side of 
the street, near the Baptist parsonage. In that house he lived until 
his death, in 1722. In his will, proved May 24th in that year, he gave 
for a burial-place ‘a half an acre on the street, in the orchard east 
of the house where I now live.' On this plat of ground he was buried, 
es were @lso many of his descendants." 

"The first owner of the lends of Sendy Hook was Richerd Hartshorne, 
who came to this part of the county in 1669. In 1703 he made a deed of 
gift of the Highlends end Sandy Hook to his son Williem, who died 1748, 
end left it to his sons Robert and Fsek. In 1762 the lighthouse on Send- 
y Hook was established." 

When Shrewsbury Quarterly Meeting was established in 1672, it wes 
egreed thet "a men's and women's meeting for Shrewsbury end Middletowne" 
should be held once in six weeks, and to be “every third meeting at Mid- 
dletowne." Middletown wes originally a Baptist settlement made by men 
from Gravesend, Long Island, in 1665. In fact the Baptist Church in the 
village of Middletown was the first of that persuasion in New Jersey. 
Its first building wes torn down in 1734 and the present church was erect- 
ed in 1832. s 

In "Old Times in Old Monmouth," a quaint bit of writing by Oldmixon, 
published in 1708, is quoted. It states:- "We cross over the river from 
Middlesex into Monmouth County; Where we first meet with Middleton @ 
pretty Good Town consisting of 100 Femilies end 30,000 Acres of Ground 
on what they call here Out Plentations. ‘Tis about 10 or 12 miles over 
Land, to the Northward of Shrewsbury and 26 miles to the Southward of 
Piscetaway. Not fer off, the Shoar winds itself like a Hook and being 
sendy gives Name to all the Bay...-A gentleman asking one of the Propri- 
etaries 'If there were no Lawyers in the Jerseys?’ Was answered 'No.' 
And then 'If there were no Physicians?’ The Proprietor replied 'No.' 
‘Nor Parsons?' adds the Gentleman. 'No,' says the Proprietor. Upon which 
the other cry'd ‘What ® heppy plece must this be and how worthy the name. 
of Paradice!'" "Old Times in Old Monmouth" wes published in 1887. 

Middletown Friends were mentioned by both the early reformers, 
George Fox and John Burnyeate. In Burnyeste's Journel is the following 
reminiscence of his journey in 1672 from New Castle, Del., through the 
Jerseys:- "We staid there (New Castle) that night and the next dey we 
got over the river (Delaware). When we got over we could not get an In- 
dian for a guide, and the Dutchman we had hired would not go without ean 
Indian, so we were forced to stay there that dey. The next day we rode a- 
bout to seek an Indien, but could get none to go; but late in the even- 
ing there ceme some from the other side of the town, and we hired one, 
so began our journeying eerly the next morning to travel through the 
country, which is now called New Jersey; and we travelled we supposed 
neerly forty miles. In the evening we got to a few Indian wigwams, which 
are their houses; we saw no men nor woman, house nor dwelling, thet day 
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for there dwelt no English in that country then. We lodged that night 
in an Indian wigwam, and lay upon the ground as the Indians themselves 
did; and the next dey we travelled through several of their towns, and 
they were kind to use, end helped us over the creeks with their canoes; 
we meade our horses swim et the side of the canoes, and so travelled on. 
Towards evening we got to an Indian town, and when we put our horses 
out to grass we went to the Indien King's house, who received us kindly, 
and showed us very civil respect. But alas! he was so poorly provided, 
having got so little thet day, that some of us could neither get to eat 
or drink in his wigwam; but it was beceuse he had it not— so we lay as 
well &@s he , upon the ground— only a mat under us, and a piece of 
wood or any such thing under our heeds. Next morning early we took horse 
and travelled through several Indien-towns, and that night we lodged in 
the woods; and the next morning got to an English plantation, a tow 
called Middletown, in Eest Jersey, where there was a plantation of Eng- 
lish and severel Friends, and we came dow with a Friend to his house 
near the waterside, and he cerried us over in his boet and our horses 
to Long Island." 

On the seme journey, George Fox wrote:- "At length we came to Mid- 
dletown, an "nglish plantation in “ast Jersey, and there were Frineds 
there, but we could not stay to have a meeting at thet time, being so 
earnestly pressed in our spirits to get to the half yearly meeting of 
Friends of Oyster Bay, Long Island, which was near at héend. Yo went 
with a Friend, Richerd Hartshorne, brother,to Hugh Hartsnorne, ths up- 
holater in London, wno recasived us gladly to his house, where we re- 
freshed oursslves and than he c&rried us and our horses in his own boat 
over a great water, which held us most part of the day in getting over, 
and get us upon Long Islend." 

The influences of George Keita upon the Quekers of Amboy end Middle- 
tow is mentionsd in "Old Times in 014 Monmouth"s- "Mir. Keith arrived 
at Amboy, and preached his first sermon in New Jersey in that place, 
October 3d, 1702. He says that among the eudience were soue old ac- 
quaintances, and some had been Quakers but wera come over to the church, 
particularly Miles Forster and John Barclay (brother to Robert Barclay, 
who published the ‘Apology for Quekers.') After stopping a few days 
with Miles Forster, he left for Monmouth county where he preached his 

firat sermon, October 10, 1702." 
Quoting from Keith's Journal we learn that, on "Sunday, October 
17th, 1702, I preeched at Middletovm in Sast Jersey, where before ser- 
mon Mr. Telbot read the Church Prayers, and I preached on Matt. 28: 
“19, 20. One msin part of my sermon being to prove Infant. baptism to be 
included in ths Apostle's commission as well as that of adult persons, 
thera being several of the audience who were Anabaptists, who heard me 
civilly without Interruption; but most of the auditory were Church peo- 
ple or well affected to the Church." / 

John Barclay, mentioned by Keith, was an important actor in New 
Jersey's early history. In the "History of Middlesex County," by YW. 
Woodford Clayton, 1882, is the following sketch of his services. "John 
Barclay was a brother of Governor Robert Barclay, and came to this pro- 
vince about the same time that Mr. Emott arrived. He held numerous po- 
sitions of trust. In 1588-89 he was a deputy surveyor under George 
Keith, and succeeded him as surveyor-general, receiving an appointment 
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together with that of receiver-general, April 6, 1692. Thomes Gordon 
leaving the province for England, Mr. Barclay was appointed 25th Novem- 
ber, 1695, deputy-secretary and register. On the 6th August, 1698, he 

was made register of the Court of Chancery and one of the commissioners 
of the Court of Small Causes, in 1700 he received the clerkshio of the 
County Court of Common Right of the Supreme Court and Court of Sessions, 
and in 1704 he represented Amboy:-in the Assembly. He died in the spring 

of 1731 at an advanced age. He had a son John, but little is known of 
him." 
In an introduction written for a copy mede in 1871 by Hugh D. Vail 

of the Record of Marrieges, Births end Deaths kept by Rahwey and Plein- 
field Monthly Meeting, the following remarks concerning Amboy Monthly 
Meeting are taken:- "In 1683 when Rast Jersey came into possession of 

the ‘Twelvs Proprietors', and they had associated with them the Scotch 
proprietor, Robert Barclay, the author of the 'Apology' who was appoint- 
ed governor for life, Amboy, or New Perth, as it wes then called, was 
laid out, and fixed upon as the new cepital of the province, and consid- 
erable efforts made to induee emigrants to settle there......-.In 1686 

a Monthly Meeting was set up there,as a branch of Shrewsbury Quarter and 
John Reid, who wes afterwards Surveyor of the province, and a member of 
the Council, was appointed clerk. The following is the first entry in the 
‘Minute Book' ‘The 3d of the 8th month 1686. Friends at Amboy agreed to 
have @® monthly mooting there, and that upon, the Second 4th day of the 
9th month 1686'.......But this meeting was not destined to continue long 
at Amboy, George Keith and Peter Sonmens were both elements of discord in. 
it. In 1689 the commotion, and division in the Society, brought about by 
tne former of these, and known generally as ‘Keith's Separation', result- 
ed in its suspension for seventsen years. In 1706 it was established at 
the village of Woodbridge south of Rehwsy." 

A visit to Perth Amboy, August 12, 1932, reveals to an antiquarian 
that all early landmarks of Amboy ere practically gone, all Quaker rem- 
iniscences absolutely so. The "History of Middlesex County" in 13882 men- 
tions an old graveyard on State Strest granted to the Presbyterians in 
1731, stating:- "This ground, however, wes an old burial-place long be- 
fore that period, snd had been used by the ‘forefathers of tho hamlet' 
more than a hundred years." This spot, sacred to historical memory, pro- 
bably having become neglected and an eye~sore, is now gone and the fine 
High School erected in 1899, stends on the spot. The graveyard surround- 
ing St. Peters Church on Rector Strest contains some antique inscriptions, 
and, in a general way, posseses the atmosphere of long past times. Near 
the wall of the church is @ quaint brown stone recording ‘In memory of 
David son of Thomas & Frances Lyell who departed this life Jany 6tn 1706 

aged 28 years." Another near it states "Here lyes ye Body of Arraces 

Wife of Andrew Robinson Aged 42 years Decd Febr. ye 23 1731." St. Peters 
' Church, though over a century old, being built in 1825, is only a modern 
antiquity, and is the third building erected at that place. The ancient 
atmosphere about Perth Amboy has passed away, and even the waters of the 
Bay, ever moving with the same rhythm, present a different surrounding 
environment fron the wooded shores of early days. 

fiddletown, some fifteen miles or more from Amboy, contains an inter- 

estirig relic of old Quaker days in New Jersey. Here is located the plan~ 
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tation Burial Ground of the Hartshorne family, with the unmarked grave 
of Richard Hartshorne, the Quaker worthy who entertained Georgs Fox on 
-the occasion of the latter's visit to American Friends in 1672. On Sept. 
18, 1932, when the village of Middletowm was visited by the compiler of 
these notes, his visit being due to the courtesy of Joseph R- and Hliza- 
beth Re Lippincott of Riverton, N.J., the Hartshorne Plantation Grave- 
yerd and the Hartshorne Dweiling House near it, were both found to be 
most carefully preserved. Many marked graves are to be seen in the ceme- 
tery, nearly all bearing the family name of Hartshorne, or otherwise in- 
dicating direct connection. One headstone has this inscription:- "Here 
Lies the Remeins of Williem Hartshorne Ustick Son of Willm & Sarah Us- 
tick of the City of N, York Who Died at Portland 30th Augt. 1789 Aged 
13 Months & 6 Days " 

The Hartshorne House close by the graveyard, with the Baptist Par- 
sonage between, is modern in outward aspect, but quaintly antique with- 
in, with its two huge old fireplaces preserved with reverence for the 
gake of historical memories. The present inmates of the dwelling claim 
1670 as the date of the erection of the house, which antedates its actu- 
al building, as otherwise recorded as about 1703, by a space of thirty 
years. 1670 really refers to the Hartshorne House still standing on the 
bank of Navesink River, whero Richard Hartshorne lived when George Fox 
made his visit. Richard Hartshorne was the first owner of the lands a- 
bout Middletown, including the low, long narrow caps of Sandy Hook which 
can be seen to good advantage from the heights of the Atlentic Highlands. 
There the cape appears like a finger between bay end ocean pointing to- 
ward the north.

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The story of Hardwick has been very ably told by Thaddeus 5. Ken- 
derdine of Newtow, Bucks County, Pa., who visited the place where the 
Meeting House once stood near Allamuchy in the eastern part of Warren 
County, New Jersey. The following extracts have been taken from his ver- 
y interesting paper which he prepared after his visit and published in 
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the Friends' Intelligencer during Twelfth Month, 1905. His visit was made 
in company with J. Wilmer Lundy, also of Newtown, Pa. 

"One hundred miles as the railroad curves and angles from Philadel- 
phie, among strange scenes and reelms of quietude, are two ancient meet- 
ing houses, or rather the foundstion walls of one, and the newly enclosed 
timber and interior fittings of the other; either dating nearly a century 
and a half back. The one is Hardwick, the other Randolph; twenty miles a- 
part by wagon road and twenty-seven by rail, and located among the hills 
of northern New Jersey; both of interest to us, if for no other reason, 
because they were et one time a part of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting. 

"Sixty years ago they composed one monthly meeting, and, despite the 
distance, they were one in fellowship, end the alternations were seasons 
of enjoyment between the distant delegations and those visited, for it 
meant an all-night stay, and often longer, with the chences of learning 
the news of the little worlds surrounding each. At the first of the meet- 
ings named there is not @ single living member; at the other there ere but 
two Friends, and those too far off from other meetings for their attend- 
ence, where one hundred yeers ago there were prosperous congregations....- 

"In company with a descendant of the Lundys, whose family wes promi- 
nent eat Hardwick a century ego, end who was looking up family lendmerks, 
I paid these meeting pleces a visit in Cctober, 1905. Our wey wes by trol- 
ley to Riegelsville, 45 miles from Newtown, thence by réilroad to Belvi- 
dere, 16 miles, end then 18 miles eastward over the Lehigh end Hudson 
Railrosd, which follows the Pequest River, a stream 32 miles long. We 
got off at Allemuchy station, e name which applies to township, ea neer- 
by villege end a low mountain range to the south, es well. Here runs @ 
road to the ocean from the Delewere Water Gap, to Long Brench, 75 miles 
away, end following an old trail over which the Mincie Indians made &n- 
nual journeys in the long ago. Where this trail crosses the Fequest, 
scattered Friends came up from Quekertown, in Hunterdon County, in 1747, 
end commenced a settlement. This was on and sround what was known &s the 
Great or Pequest Meadows...cecees 

"So long is it since Friends lived around Hardwick, it was difficult 
to find where their encient plece of meeting was, end more difficult still 
to know at what stetion to get off. We were right in chancing Allemuchy.... 

"From here we went cn foot to where we at length found what were the 
remains of Hardwick meeting. This was on the north side of the Pequest, 
here spanned by an iron bridge..... Of the meeting house we found nothing 
but the foundation well, now in alien ovmership, end the graveyard in 
care of Pleinfield Friends, forty miles away. This burial place, on which 
now meinly centers the interest of the descendants of the pioneers of 
Herdwick, is a forlorn looking plece, near the shore of the Pequest, 
which only by courtesy can be called a river, is about 50 by 100 yerds 
in extent, end surrounded by a stone wall, much of which is in ruins. 
Sunken graves end weeds and briars ere prominent characteristics of the 
plece, seve where, here end there, rise grenite end merble monuments of 
disproportionete size, considering their newness, to so neglected 4 
place, and where modest stones should be the rule from the creed of the 
meeting's founders. There was one shaft 12 feet high, erected in memory 
of the Dreke femily, further emphasizing the forlorn surroundings, 66 
well es being out of plece where hundreds of graves are conscientiously 
unmarked. Severel of the stones ere three or four feet high, and others 
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| once were, but they have fellen prone. It might be called ean inharmon- 
ious greveyard. We were told thet one of the inmates was so deformed as 
to be 6 marvel, and on that account the doctors were so anxious for his | 
skeleton that his relatives kept watch over the grave for nights for | 
fear of Ghoulish work, end the numerous deep depressions méde it seem | 
that there hed been need of care from these prospecting evidences. To | 
add to the uncenniness of the place, a cat leaped out of one of these, | 
and a rabbit from enother,, and scurried away among the weeds, scered by 
our unwonted presence. The last one buried here was Ann Wilson, in 1903; 
the next, Jesse Adems, one of the last upholders of the meeting, and the: 
purcheaseer of the meeting house property. The other names were mainly 
Lundy, Armstrong, Brotherton, Applegate, Buckley, Shotwell, Willson, 
Schmuck and Sharp, and were buried between 1843 end 1870. 

"The more recently built meeting house stood on the higher parts of 
the grounds and facing the yerd from 50 yards to the north, end emida |

I re-) 
gret to sey that from accounts and sppearances the neighborhood is not 
very religiously and educationally inclined, as it was in those ‘brave 
days of old' when Quekerism wes in the escendant around Hardwick. | 
"The date stone of the ancient meeting house is walled in one corner | 
of the schoolhouse, and is marked 1764. It was 30 feet by 40 in size, and| 
built of limestone cemented with old-fashioned mortar. A sketch taken 
just before being torn down, shows a low one-storied building, with two 
arched door-weys, one with a double door, end with three windows in | 
front. There wes also a rear door for ventilation in the warm days of | 


Summer. 


"Esther L. Armstrong, daughter of David Lundy, has left an interest- 
ing account of the meeting and connecting matters. Within were the con- 
ventional seetings, except thet for the ordinary benches there were foot- 
rests for the children, placed a few inches above the floor, which per- 
haps made meeting going more popular with the young folks than now. Orig- 

- jnally heated with open fireplaces, a huge stove was efterward introduc- 
ed, under which wes stowed a day's use of wood of generous length. The 
customs end hospitalities of the time, as well as the sacrifices made to 
keep up the far-ewey meetings, ere graphically described. Hardwick was 
20 miles from either Quakertown or Rendolph, the two meetings it was at | 
different times connected with, and ‘month about' the representatives, | 
with others not eppointed, did not hesitate to coms and go that distance.

"Quarterly mesting came to Herdwick in the Eleventh month, snd 
the zeél must haves been grest which could fill the guéint old meeting 
house at such 2 season. In the spring it wes held at Plainfield, Shrews- 
bury and Rahway, three months epart following. As membership fell off 
Herdwick was discontinued, and Pleinfield took its place..... 

"The decadence of Herdwick meeting is the old story of emigretion 
and disownment on the one hand, while the unmarked graves of the pioneers 
and their near following in the greveyard hardby tell the rast, md now 
(1905) thers is not a Friend, nor one who knows whet a Friend is, around 
the region of the Great Meadows." 

In the minutes of Kingwood Montnly Meeting it is recorded that 
Hardwick was granted a Preparative Meeting on Fifth Month 13, 1756. Oth- 
er notes of interest obtained from the same source ere as follows:- 

5 Mo. 10, 1759 "We have considerad ths request of Herdwick Friends 
for holding our M. M. there sometimes and for their ease and to bear 
part of the burden with them do condescend that it mey be held there at 
present alternately vizt, every other month and to continue so till 
Friends of this Meeting may see cause to order it otherwise and begin 
there the first time at the same time as as our next M. M. falls in 
course." , 

10° 11 41763. “At the request of friends at Paulinskiln a mating 
is allowed to be held there on the first day of the week once a month 
from this time until the third month next on each third first dey in each 
month at the house of Aves Schooley." (Corrected in pencil, Avis T. 
Schooley.) 

10 Mo. 13, 1763 "Friends heve concluded to build their Meeting- 
house at Hardwick 40 fest long and 20 feet wide in the clear with one 
chimey and a coal hearth." 

"12 1 1764 Jecob Birdsall requests a meeting to be held at his 
house Quarterly to begin the last first day of the first month Allowed 
and to continue until Friends shell be easy end satisfied therewith " 

"12 10 1769 at the request of Friends at Paulinskiln and Drovm- 
ed Lends liberty is granted them to hold first day meeting two first 
days at Paulinskiln nae the third at the Drowned Lands so long as ia 
are held respectable.’ 

"12 16 1775 The Meeting at Peulinskiln directed to be held Be 
the house of ae Schoolay." 
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These extracts show thet the meeting at Paulin: skiln was in exist- 
ence at least eleven years. 

The last meeting held in Hardwick Meeting House was on Sscond Mo. 
2, 1854, the Meeting was laid dow Sixth Mo. 9, 1855, and in 1865 the House 
end grounds, excepting the graveyard, were sold to Jesse Adams. The Meeting 
House wes,torn down and a frame school-house, know in 1930 as the Quaker 
Grove School, from its association with the Society of Friends, was eract- 
_ ed on the foundation, a stone-from the old Mesting House chimney bearing 

the date 1764, being preserved in the wall. A huge pile of loose irregu- 

lar stones by the edge of the little grove back of the school-house, is 
quite suggestive of being a part of the remains of the old Meeting House 
walls. The grove of shade trees formerly on the north side or back of the 
Meeting House, with the occasional huge bowlders, one of which, from its 
position and size, might once have served as a horse-block in the days 
when members went to mesting on horseback, and the winding highwey, form 
ettractive features in the environment of Old Hardwick. There is & very 
dilapidated shed a little southeast of the present school building, and 
further down the slope of the hill to theeastward toward the brook or Pe- 
quest River, is the Hardwick Burial Ground, enclosed in the past by a 
stone wall with an entrance gateway on the west side or next to the Meet- 
ing House. In 1930, on April 23rd, the compiler of these notes had the 
pleasure of a visit to Hardwick, being taken there by J. Wilmer Lundy. of 
Newtown, Bucks County, Pa., the same individual, who, twenty-five years 
previously accompenied Thaddeus S. Kenderdine when he visited the same lo- 
cality in 1905. 

In 1930 the Hardwick Graveyard shows signs of attention, though not. 
yet in the best condition. The old wall has been removed and a new one of 
concrete blocks has taken its plece and has the entrance gateway on the 
north side, next to the public road. But for soms reason, not known to 
the compiler, the yard has been made smaller and now some graves, one with 
a stone marked "S. S." , are outside of the wall on the south side. Very 
many of the headstones at Hardwick are prostrate on tne ground, or are 
broken, and several have been gathered into a pile about the trunk of one 
of the few trees in the Burial Ground. The growth of wild shrubbery has 
been cut away, but the stubs are still left, and the sunken graves and un- 
even surface of the ground, and especially the prostrate and broken mar- 
bles, yet call for attention. At the entrance gate is a large granite tab- 
let beering this information:- "The Burying Ground of the Hardwick Month- 
ly Meeting of the Society of Friends 1735 -.1920 This wall erected by Da- 
vid Willson a descendant of the first settlers."

The City of Plainfield occupies the extreme southwestern extremity 
of Union County, New Jersey, and borders on the two counties of Somerset 
and Middlesex. The Friends' Meeting House located there belongs to the 
Hicksite branch of New York Yearly Meeting, but formerly, in its earlier 
| days and until 1833, it was, with Rahway, a Monthly Meeting of Shrewsbury 
/ Quarter of Philedelphia Yearly Meeting. After the Separation of 1827, the 
Orthodox Friends had a mesting in Plainfield, and in their branch of the 
Society it remained with Philedelphia Yearly Meeting, being so listed in 
their "Book of Meetings" in 1905. 

An early history of Plainfield Friends, with a description of the in- 
teresting Meeting House was set forth very attractively by Thaddeus S. Ken- 
derdine of Newtown, Bucks County, Pa., who journeyed to the locality and 
published en account. of his visit in the Friends' Intelligencer, Fourth 
Month 7th, 1906. He said:- 

"One link in the chain of meetings on the road from the Water Gap. to 
the sea, the two extremes of which, Hardwick and Shrewsbury, were seven- 
ty miles apart, was Plainfield. This, now (1906) @ residentel city of 
25,000 peopls, in 1721 was simply a farming settlement along two streams 
known @s Greenbrook and Cedarbrook, end was called Short Hills, and here, 
at the home of John Laing, a Friands' meeting was held from the year nam- 
ed to 1731. Then the Monthly Meeting at Woodbridge, five miles away, to 
which these Friends belonged, grented them permission to build a meeting 
house on lands given by John Leing, which was afterwards known as 'Plain- 
field Meeting House in the Woods.' The size was given as '24 feet Square 
and 14 feat between joynts'; that is, high. This wes torn dovm in 1757-8, 
at a time when the village nemed from it contained 200 people. This meet- 
ing, in connection with Rahway, ten miles away, became prosperous, so 
thet just before and after the year 1800, Friends domineted this section 
of the country. Woodbridge, the parent meeting, diminished, ‘end in 1769 
went out of existence. Iseac Vail, who afterwards rebuilt Rehway meeting 
house, built the new one now standing at Plainfield in 1788, enlarging it 
to ebout 30 by 40 feet. He is remembered by one of its eged members..--+-- 
When the new meeting house was decided upon, committees were nemed to ac- 
quire title, 'Size ie building, Compute the Cost, Promote Subscriptions, 
and Gather them in.' The cost; of course, varied, from that of Rendolph, 
24 feet square, which was seventy-three pounds, to thet of Rehway, which 
was 30 by 40 feet, and cost one hundred and sixty-three pounds. They were 
built without cellars, end in the original ones sometimes without mortar 
in the foundation walls. The frame stuff, from sills to refters, was hewn, 
and when of wood, shingles or clapboards were used, according to nearness 
of material. The néils, of course, were hand-made in those days, making ne- 
cessery the boring of both shingles snd siding, while in the primitive 
structures the floors were ‘sometimes fastened ‘to the joists with wocdén 
pins, as in the case of Randolph meeting, which condition is yet shown. 

As stated, Plainfield meeting was built by Iseac Vail, who was to use all 
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the old meterial available. So when the building was ‘sized', there ceme 
felling of trees, squering of logs, end sawing of boerds, while in the 
distant ceder swamps, shingles for weather-boerding end roofing must be 
gotten and hauled. These for the first were fine specimens, for in those 
early deys builders could have their pick from timber which is almost ex- 
tinct, being three feet long and from seven to eight inches wide and 
clesr of twist, end of which it tock three or four thousand. These were 
laid 14 inches ‘to the weather,' and were fastened with hand-made neils 
with large heads, which stand prominently out from the shingles. Boring 
holes for these to prevent splitting, as well eas for shingles on the roof, 
furnished work for Isaec's boys to try their 'prentice hends'.upon. The 
out-doors are fastened with wooden locks, while the inner door in the par- 
tition has the old-time latch of wood. The freming of the shutters is 
lepped instead of tennoned end mortised. The windows heve 20 lights of 7 
by 9 gless. The posts end ties of the framework were not made to conform 
in size to the studding, so project beyond the plastering. The axe merks 
ere left on the timbers visible, showing where Isaac and his small-cloth- 
ed, leether-eaproned, journeymen end epprentices hewed to the line, caring 
not es to how flew the chips. The sides are wainscoted well towards the - 
ceiling. The partitions are now removed, és all meetings sre held -in joint 
sessions. The seets sre teken from the second story and the floor leveled, 
a pert being used for kitchen et ths Helf-Yeer's meetings and other busi- 
ness getherings, end the remainder for the meetings of the Young Friends‘ 
_ Association held here monthly. While ths outside is kept well preserved 
with paint (although from the corrugations in the shingles from the weath- 
er they must heve gone a century without this eapplicetion), the interior 
is as it wes 117 years ego when the finishing touches were put on. The sit- 
tings are of the conventional patterns, although @n innovation from modern 
forms is seen in the row of pegs behind the gallery sexsts, indicating that 
_ the wearing of hets in meeting wes optional, or thet they were used for 
“henging cloeks or ‘*sur-touts' on. The old-fashioned wocd stove is here in 
evidence, end tekes us further beck to the times when open fire-pléces 
preceded these. Glass vistibules have been lately introduced for warmth in 
winter, end deedening the noise at all times made by the almost ceaseless 
roar and cleng of stean and trolley cars rushing by. The reoms ars neatly 
cerpeted, and, on the wholes, quaintness end comfort are the predouineting 
trsits of tais ancient place of worship. 

"& row of sheds in-ths rear refers to the tima whon the country peo- 
ple from the farns élong Green and Coder brooks came driving in quaint ve- 
hicles or riding on horsebeck to holp fill up tha -seats. Back of these 
sheds is the graveyard. Three-fourths of those buried hers seem to have 
been of the Vail family, which in 1678 ceme from “Yestchester, N.Y., and 
efterwards spread along the line of meetings established from Shrewsbury 
to Herdwick, and thence south to Quekertowm. Considering the number of 
thet neme left this predominance is remarkable. The other principal names 
are Shotwell, Moore, Laing, Thorn, “Jillson, Fields, Brotherton, Pound and 
March. The graves of Fitz Rendolph, Bogert, and Vermeule, the first with 
knightly sound, the lest two reminiscent of the Holland settlers of New 
York, are also seen. A curiosity amony these was where five tall birch 
trees, eight inches in diameter, have surrounded se monument, and lifting 
it from the ground, hold it securely locked in their embrace. All but the 
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lest letter, '1', heve been grown over. From the surroundfngs, the neme 
‘Veil’ would meke known the hidden letters. 

"Up to and during the latter half of the eighteenth century, the 
Friends of this section and on to Hardwick end back to Shrewsbury, belong- 
‘ed to Philadelphie Yearly Meeting, but now they ere attached to New York. 
The’once seversl monthly meetings sare reduced to two, Plainfield and Shrews- 
bury, the latter having a constituent called Manasquen, the whole numbering 
less than 200 members. By fer the larger number belong to Plainfield, which 
phas a First-dey School end Young Friends' Association connected with it.... 

"The Orthodox branch of our Society which formerly had e holding in 
Pleinfield is now extinct. The last femilies were those of Underwood and 
Esterbrook, the head of the latter being Richard "sterbrook, manufacturer 
of the steel pens bearing his name. Some twenty-five years ago the meeting 
house built after the ‘Separation’ wes replaced by a large and substantial 
}two-story brick structure, surrounded by a tall-columned portico, probaoly 
costing $10,0U0. This is a matter of comment, as the meeting wes leid dowm 
five years ego (1901.) Efforts are now being made to sell the building." 

"Within e few years the second meeting-house has been built of brick. 
It is neat in appeerence, and the upper part is used (1882) for a Friends' 
school. This building is ploasantly situated on the mdin street." This 
, statement is from the "History of Union County, N.J.," which also informs 
us that “hors stables" were built in 1744. The following items of interest 
‘were obtained from the same county history, written by W. Woodford Clayton 

in 1882. 
, "During 1762 the question of holding severel Monthly Meetings at 
Plainfield instead of confining them to “loodbridge wes mooted. Afterwards 
it wes altered to include Rahway, and was held there and at Plainfield al- 
ternately." 

"For several years the question of holding negroes in bondage had ag- 
itated the society. 'A report to the Monthly Meeting at Plainfield in Aug- 
‘ust, 1774, shows that at this time only one negro "fit for freedom" within 
‘the jurisdiction of the society remained a slave.' 

"This (Plainfield) meeting is informed that Benjamin Herris has sign- 
‘ed a paper for independency, and has suffered his apprentice to go in the 
army, and has received his wages. Several Friends tried to show Benjamin 
the error of his ways, but he refused to give them any satisfaction for his 
misconduct. He was therefore cut off from their communion. 

"The Queker masting-house here was occupied during e part of 1776 by 
soldiers. Robert Willis, who wes a Queker preacher, had some idee of visit- 
ing the South in 17/8, ‘but ‘great commotion’ (in Pleinfield, where his let- 
ter is dated) ‘occasioned by the war,' prevented his contemplated journey. 
He was loeth to leeve his friends in the midst of so much distress.'" 

On Ninth Mo. 27, 1913, Pleinfield Friends celebrated the one hundred 
end twenty-fifth anniversary of the building of their Meeting House, on 
which occasion the Historical Sketch which usually attends such celebra- 
/tions, wes prepared by Mergaret F. Vail of Plainfield and addresses were 
given by Henry . Wilbur, L. Hollingsworth Wood and others, while &® sermon 
by Joel Borton of “Yoodstown, N.J., was sppreciated. 

Pleinfield had 9 school under its care for many years. It was discon- 
tinued in 1884, but was afterwards revived only to be in existence a brief 
while, for there has been no school connected with the Meeting since 1897. 
But the school history of Plainfield Friends in later times wtis confined to 
the Orthodox branch of the Society. 
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The passage of only a few yeers brings about various chenges. A vis- 
it to Plainfield Meeting House and its environment in 1929 endorses the 
fact thet the chenges there have been advantageous, with up-to-date im- 
provements. The encient Meeting House, in its pale brown coating of peint, 
looks much as it has done in former years and it has began kept in good re- 
pair, is lighted by electricity, and, during August and September of this 
year, has been subjected to needed internal repairs, but with no material 
encroachment upon the entique features of the building. At the time of 
these repairs, the following note appeared in one of the local papers:- 

"Plainfield's venerable and hellowed landmark, the Friends' Meeting 
House, Watchung avenue, erected in 1/63, is undergoing interior repéirs. t 
Workmen are engeged in putting in a ceiling on the top floor over the plas- § 
tering thet has stood for over a century. Some say it has stood in place . 
since the meeting house was erected. At any rate the material used in the 
old days shows that it was durable end stood the test of time. With the ex- 
ception of a few spots that gave way the ceiling stood in place and would 
probably stend for years, but as ea safety precaution against possible col- 
lapse the new ceiling is being instselled. The original hend-hewn oak beans 
and joists that were used in the structure when erected 142 years ago ere 
still in position and in an excellent state of preservation, say the con- 
tractors. The metal lathing is being installed by Lawrence J. Benner. How- 
ard D. Huff is the mason contrector end George A. Palcanis is doing the 
cerpenter work. A sign post on the front of the building announces services 
will not be held for e few weeks during the period of repairs." 

The Meeting House faces the southwest on Watchung Avenue, is a frame 
building shingled to the ground and has the date "1788" painted in black 
figures on an oblong board secured under the eaves at the front. 

The Graveyerd has been lately inclosed by a high heavy wire fence, 
with metal viping frame-work. There ere but two trees in the yard and the 
odd quintette of birches noticed by Thaddeus S. Kenderdine in 1906, has 
been removed. There are many of the name of Vail buried there, and one me- 
morial stone beers this inscription:- "Mercy Vail Died 16/2 11, Mo. 25th 
Aged 97 Yrs 8 Mo & 23 Days." 

The brick Meeting House of Orthodox Friends was sold,. and in 1929 is 
the "Recreation Rooms" of the "Frenklin Council No. 41 Junior Order of U- 
nited American Mechanics." There has been a large sddition joined to the 
House at the rear for e bowling alley, but in front the building appcuis 
but little eltered. It is located at No. 311 Bast Front Street, which is 
the main business thoroughfare of the city of Plainfield. 
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Orthodox Meeting discontinued........ace

Rehway Township forms ,a smell section of Union County, New Jersey; 

and is located in the southeastern extremity, just north of Woodbridge in 
Middlesex County. The town of Rehwey (originally the name was spelt Rawack 
and leter Rehwack) is the place of location of the Friends’ Meeting, which, 
with Plainfield, formed a Monthly Meeting of Shrewsbury and Plainfield 
Half-Yearly Meeting of New York Yearly Meeting of the Hicksite brench of 
the Society. Im the Orthodox brench, however, Rahway, with Plainfield, be- 
longed to Burlington and Bucks Quarter of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting. 

The story of Rehwey Friends' Meeting is told in WV. Woodford Clayton's 
"History of Union County, N.J.," (1882) as follows:- "Among the early 
settlers in this section many belonged to the Society of Friends hsving 
purchased the province end establisned tne proprieteury government in 158e, 
a new impulse wes given to many nersons of that order to seek homes in the 
country. Many hed already established themselves in different towns. Shrews 
bury, one of the seven associated towns of the province, hed been settled 
almost exclusively by the Friends as early as 1667, the first religious 
meetings of the society being held theré in 1672. The territory of West 
Jersey efter 1674 had been in the possession of the Friends. In East Jerssy 
they constituted an importent element in Amboy and Woodbridge. The Friends 
who settled in this section mostly purchased lends along the Rahwey River, 
some of them living in Woodbridge, end some of them in Elizabethtown. In 
1686 they established & monthly meeting at Amboy. This continued to be helc 
for three years when e monthly meeting was begun at VYoodbridge on the 17th 
dey of August, 1689. On the 16th of October, 1742, the first: weekly meet- 
ings of the Friends began at Rehway in the homo of Joseph Shotwell. 

"Probably the earliest schools establishsd in the settlements were 
those of the Friends or Quekers. The first school-house of the Friends wes 
built on the same lot 6s their meeting-house in 1785, viz., on Mein Street, 
on the place recently occupied by George Walker #s a hertware store. Willit 
Shotwell was one of the early teachers there. The buiJding fronted the roa 
(now Main Street), wes twenty by thirty feet in size end one story high. 

"In 1604 another meeting-house wes built by the Friends on Irving 
Street, and a school-house wes erected a little south of it, which was re- 
moved when the reilroad went through. It wes a two-story wooden structure, 
and built soon after the meeting-house. This Friends' school was for many 
yeers the only school in the plece. 

"The record of Friends' meetings in Hast New Jersey have been very 
carefully kept since 1686, the dete of their first Monthly Meeting at 
Perth Amboy. In a single volume in the possession (1882) of Mr. Abel V. 
Shotwell, of Rehway, there is the record of a hundred years, reaching 
from 1686 to 1786, end including minutes of their meetings at Perth Amboy, 
Woodbridge, Pleinfield end Rehwey......At & Monthly Meeting held at Wood- 
bridge on the 16th 10 month, 1742, a motion wes made by divers Friends et 
Rehwey to hold ae meeting for three months at the home of Joseph Shotwell, 
which was agreed to. be held on the first days of the week. On the 17th 
9th month, 1743, it wes agreed by the Monthly Meeting thet a meeting 
should be held twice a week at seid Joseph Shotwell's till tho middle of 
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the second month, following the first and fourth days of the week, which 
were continued by appointment from year to year till a meeting-house wes 
built on a lot of ground given by Joseph Shotwell for that purpose in 
the yeer 1757, then were removed to the ssid mesting-house. It appears 
from an entry in the records of Jan. 1, 1757, thet the Friends in Rah- 
_weay hed ‘repeatedly made epplication to the Monthly Meeting for le&ve 
to build a meeting-house at that place, and that the Friends in Wood- 
bridge referred the matter to the "consideration of the Quarterly Meet- 
ing." The representatives brought word from that body, the substance 
of which wes thet in regard to the matter in question it was 'the solid 
sense of thet meeting that a meeting-house ought to be built at Rshway.' 
vithout further opposition the project was pushed forward. During Feb- 
ruery and March much was done towards the new enterprise. Solomon Hunt, 
Semuel Marsh, Abraham Shotwell, and Benjemin Shotwell were appointed to 
purchase e suitable lot. Francis Blocdgood, Abner Hampton, and Robert 
Willis were eppointed to assist in selecting the ground end determining 
the size of the pleat. It wes decided that the new building should be 
thirty-four feet long and thirty feet wide. The building is still stand- 
ing (1882) on Main Street. It wes abendoned as & meeting-house in 1804, 
and was loaned to the First Methodist Society to hold services beforo 
the erection of their church. In leter years it was occupied by George 
W. Hall as a hardware store, and is now (1882) used as a tea-store..... 
On the 19th of November, 1755, in accordence with the recommendation of 
the Philecelphia Yeerly Meeting, a Ministers' and Elders’ Meeting was 
esteblished in Rehway to be held monthly at the house of John Veil, on 
the third Second Dey of the month, at eleven o'clock.......In.176]1 a 
Preparative Meeting wes established at Rahway. That the meeting at Wood- 
bridge declined very much after the building of the house of worship at 
Rahway is quite evident. In the minutes of Rahway Meeting in February, 
1766, it wes recommended thet Rehway end Pleinfield should appoint some 
of their members from time to time to visit the Friends at Woodbridge, 
end the same course is recommended to those ‘Friends who feel a spring 
of love in themselves.‘ In 1769 the Woodbridge Preparative Meeting was 
removed to Rehway end in the same year the Monthly Meeting ceased to be 
held at Woodbridge, from this time forward alternating between Rehway 
end Plainfield. At this time the meeting-house in Rehway was enlarged 
at en expense of £161. Delegates met in it for the first time after in 
August, 1769. oom 
"In 1785 the Friends erected a school-house in Rehway upon the 

meeting-house lot. It fronted the road (now Main Street), end wes twen- 
ty by thirty, one story high. In 1804 the Friends in Rehway built enoth- 
er meeting~house on Irving Street et the head of Poplar. It is a frame 
building, fifty by thirty-five, two stories. In 1827 the society was 
divided, and the other branch have a brick meeting-houso on Irving 

treet betweén Lewis end Milton Avenue, the upper story of which is oc- 
cupied for a school." 

Rahway Friends' School was discontinued in 18€€, snd the Ortho- 
dox Meeting, which in 1905 had but eight mombers in its congregation, 
was laid down at a later date. In 1929 the Queker etmosphere is nearly 
extinct in Rahway. The Meeting Houses are both gone end tne places wheres 
they once stood beer the general aspect of & busy city thoroughfare. 

The Hicksite House at Popler Strest was a frame structure shinglad to 
the ground, evidontly similar to the present dwelling at the corner of - 
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Poplar end Ivving Streets. According to the informetion raceived froa 
Mire 5. G, Miller of Rahway, the house stood on Irving Street where ths 
Bauer Candy establishment now stands in 1929. 

The brick house of Orthodox Friends on Irving Street, near the Reil- 
road Station, was demolished in 1922 end the bricks of it were used in 
the construction of the Rahwey Trust Company's building now occupying 
the same spot. But back of the building are the old wagon-sheds which 
seem to be the only actual remains of the Queker Meeting at Rehwey. 

The Hicksite Meeting House erected in 1803-4 was sold and removed 
in 1893, the Meeting having been laid dow. The Orthodox Mesting out- 
lived the Hicksite a number of years. After its meetings were discontin- 
ued, the buiiding for awhile was used by one of tha city newspapers for 
an office. Then it was torn down and the Rehway Trust Company took its 
place. 

In 1871, Hugh D. Vail made a copy of the Register of Marriages, Birt 
and Desths belonging to the Rehway end Plainfield Monthly Meeting. To 
this copy he prefixed the following Introductory Remarks:- "The Rah~ 
way end Plainfield Monthly Meeting, from the. Records of which, the fol- 
lowing Marrieges, Births, and Deaths, have been taken, is among the eari- 
jest established in New Jersey. Exactly at what date the first Friends 
settled in thet part of the province is uncertain. At Middletown and 
Shrewsbury, on the opposite side of the Raritan, in what was afterwards 
called Monmouth County, there were some members of the Society as early 
as 1669. In 1672 these were visited by George Fox; who ceme there, as he 
tells us in his 'Journal,' ‘from a Dutch town called New Castle, across 
that wilderness country since called Yest Jersey; not then inhabited by 
Tnglish,' where he ‘trevelled a whole day together, without seeing a man 
or woman, house or dwelling place.'" 

"The mesting at Shrewsbury was the first held in New Jersey, and 
consequently older then eny Friends’ Meeting in Pennsylvania. As neither 
George Fox, nor William Edmundson, who visited the settlers at Shrewsbu- 
ry a few years later, say anything in regard to the members of the Soci- 
ety in the province, we infer that there were none at that date. 

"In 1683 when fast Jersey came into possession of the 'Twelve Pro- 
prietors,' end they had associated with them then the Scotch proprietor, 
Robert Berclay, the author of the 'Apology' was appointed governor for 
life. Amboy, or New Perth, as it was then called, was laid out, end fix- 
ed upon es the new capital of the province, and considerable efforts 
made to induce emigrants to settle there.....In 1686 a Monthly Meeting 
wes set up there as a branch of Shrewsbury Quarter and John Reid, who 
was afterwerds Surveyor of the province, end a member of the Council, 
was appointed clerk. The following is the first entry in the ‘Minute 
Book.' The 3d of the 8th month 1686. Friends at Amboy agreed to have 
a monthly meeting there, and that upon the Second 4th day of the 9th 
month. 1686'......But this meeting was not destined to continue long at 
Amboy, George Keith end Peter Somens were both elements of discord in 
it. In 1689, the commotion, and division in the Society, brought about 
by the former of these, and known generally as ‘Keith's Seperation,' 
resulted in its suspension for seventeen years. In 1706 it was estab- 
lished at the village of Woodbridge south of Rahway. There it was held 
for a number of years at the house of Nathaniel Fitz Randolph, until a 
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small meeting house was built, when it continued for. nearly half a cen- 
tury, and was then transferred to Rahway and Plainfield, and held, as 
it now is, alternately at these pleces."

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Randolph Friends' Meeting is one of past times which has left some 
interesting reminiscences for the antiquary searching for Friendly histo- 
ry, to gather.In its day it was an important Meeting, one of two Prepara- 
tive Meetings which together formed a Monthly Meeting in Shrewsbury and 
Rahwey Quarter of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. 

Randolph Meeting House is located south of Dover in the northern 
part of the township of Randolph in the central district of Morris County, 
New Jersey. Originally it was called Mendham, being in the township so 
called until 1605, at which date the northern part of the township was set 
off from it and nemed Randolph, in honor of Hartshorn Fitz Randolph. So, 
as Mendham Friends Meeting it was known for a period of sixty-five years. 
Occasionally it was also called Mill Broonx, the name of thé nearby village 
and stream. In the "History of Morris County, N.J.," by the Lewis Histor- 
ical Publishing Co., it is stated that the first deed of Rendolph Meeting 
was deted 8 Mo. 5, 1758, and in the same work the following brief men- 
tion of the Meeting is made, in which, however, by the printer's error, 
the date of erection of the Meeting House is given 1748 instead of 1758:- 

"lor thres-quarters of a century the only place of worship in the 
township was the 'Quaker Meeting Houss', built in 1748, or earlier. Built 
when timber was to be had for the cutting, its substantial frame has ex- 
isted for a century and a half. Here, without a pastor, ordained preach- 
er or teacher, the Friends worshipped in their peculier way, often in si- 
lence and again in speech, as the spirit moved. But the old meeting house 
is now silent, though the good influence of the Friends of Rendolph still 
lives and has found its wey to other places of worship in the township." 

From Thaddeus S$. Kenderdine's interesting account of # visit to Ran- 
dolph in.1905, the following extracts have been taken:- "Our object in 
coming to Dover was to visit Rendolph Friends' meeting house, long since 
closed, a mils and a half to the south. Our way thence lay over a& ranges 
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of hills overlooking the town, the higher ones being .the sites of resi- 
dences, end wooded with trees whose variegated, frost-bitten foliage ad-. 
ded besuty to the general scenery, and mounting the ridge, fine vistas 

of mountain and velley were spread before us. Ye at length came to the 
residence of James Y. Brotherton, who, with his sister, Rechel B. Vail, 
forn the last resident members of Randolph meeting....... 

"xpecting to find an antiquated building and a briar-grown, unfenc- 
ed graveyerd, the premises we were coming on did not make a sentimentel 
eppeal, for the meeting house showed ® modern-looking frame building, 
newly painted, with a neet iron railing in front, while on two sides of 
the ground wes a recently built stone wall, durably capped, and inside 
the. enclosure were marble and granite tombstones well set, though with 
rather undue prominence, for a Friends' greveyerd. 

"But the inside of the meeting house was e® reveletion to one curi- 
‘ous of encient erchitecture in its line, end suggestive of primitive 
ways of worship end of sacrifices to its accomplishment, as well as a 
source of speculation to those interested in the claim that the Society 
of Friends was the first to recognizes the mutual rights of the sexes in 
meeting affeirs, in view of the inequelities shown in the arrengement 
of the men's and women's ends of the building. The interior is 24 by 25 
feet, the men's part occupying the greater portion, with its usual gal- 
lery, while on the other side of the partition the seets are ell on the 
level, perheps the only exemple of the kind. So despite George Fox's 
promulgetion of equsl rights of the sexes in meeting affairs, the women 
of Rendolph were placed on & lower plene than men in the weys of worship 
end in the trénsection of business. "verything is of the simplest end 
rudest construction in the inside fittings. What are known as the shut- 
ters consist of two battened, horizontel doors, ten feet long end three 
feet high, e&ch side of the middle doorway, and held in pléce with wood- 
en buttons, while, henging from the overheed cross-beams are correspond- 
ing traps which swing down to meet the lower division. Between is & rude 
door with wooden letch and the conventional latch-string of our ances- 
tral log houses henging. from. it. The plecing of this after the religious 
sessions would have ceused confusion, but the goos Friends took this &s 
a part of the exercises. In cold weather the partition would remain and 
men and women worship together in greater comfort, for the heating ar- 
rengements were very primitive from the stert. Underneath the floor at 
the eest end was en excavation two feet deep and four by eight in area, 
in which were set stones on end, end on these we were told was once &4 
flag-stone, under which a fire from charcoal burned in winter weather. 
This wes semong the ten yeers' after the meeting house was built; after 
this en iron furnace was introduced, mede at the Hibernia foundry, five 
miles north of Dover, in which long sticks of wood could be burned. In 
1845 a more modern stove was installed, end in its covering of rust is 
there-still. The seats are of the usual psttern; some without backs. 

"T heave had little chance to get at the records of Randolph meet-~- 
ing, but it appears that in 1740 Woodbridge Monthly Meeting, whose 
place Rahway efterwards took, grented Friends in Morris County liberty 
to hold mestings four times a year et the house of Williem Schooley. 
Tho Friends thereebouts so increased thet they were allowed to keep 
them once 8 week et the seme place, and in 1756 to hold week day meet- 
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ings also, end at the same time a preparetive meeting wes ellowed to 
meet every three months....... 

_ "In 1758 these Friends were allowed to build & meeting house on Rob- 
ert Schooley's land. John Veil, Robert Schooley, Hertshorne Fitz Ran- 
dolph end Jacob Laing were named to fix on a site and manner of the 
building, end ‘compute’ the cost and 'promote' subscriptions. Two months | 
‘later these Friends report thet the money is raised to the emount of sev- | 
enty-five pounds, snd thet the building shell be 25 by 26 feet. Jacob q 
Leing and Jemes Brotherton were to seo to the construction, and the last- q 
nemed wes to gather the money....-+. 

"The meeting wes first knowm as Mendham, the name being changed on 
the division of the township of thet name, the portion set off where the 
house was built being celled Rendolph, perheps efter Fitz Rendolph, one 
of the promoters of the meeting. As ea Monthly meeting it efterwards al- 
ternated with Hardwick. Until 1786 it was still a part of Philadelphia 
Yearly Meeting, being attached to Burlington Quarter. In 1835 it was 
joined to Shrewsbury Querter on account of the growing weekness of the 
latter, and then beceme a part of New York Yearly Meeting.....-Richard 
Bell was a minister at Rendolph, and one who visited distant meetings on 
minutes. He died in 18C5. We have records of noted treveling Friends vis- 
iting these isolated people, notably John Woolman. end nop Scott, as well 
as others of lesser mention. 

"The records of Hardwick=-Randolph Monthly Meeting went to Plainfield 
with the membership of the remaining Friends about 1864, when the meet- 
ing was laid down...... 

"As shown by the murel records in the Rendolph graveyerd the nemes 
of the principal members of this meeting were Veil, Brotherton, Addems, 
Hance, Alvord, Moore, Duland, Leek, Powers, Moyer, Maloy, Hewett and 
Mills. The most of the graves are well kept, some of the family plots 
heving reilings around them." 

Margaret F. Veil of Plainfield, N.J., writing a few brief remerks 
about Randolph Meeting House for the Friends' Intelligencer, Eleventh 
Month 16, 1912, stated:- "The inside is very quaint end primitive. The 
floor plenking is pinned down with wooden pins. The one way of heating 
during its early years was from & charcoal pit under a trep door in the 
-floor. Here the foot-stoves could be filled and probably s little heat 
diffused through the building. The house stands on a4 hill where the 
searching heat of summer and the bleak winds of winter are keenly felt. 
The last two members of the Rendolph Meeting passed away in 1910. The 
old families here were those of Schooley, Laing, Brotherton, Veil, Harce, 
and others." 

An annual meeting is held in this old Rendolph Meeting House on the 
- first First-deay in the Tenth Month (October). 

It was on April 23, 1930, that the compiler of these historical 
notes about Friends' Meetings, was taken to the Randolph Meeting House by 
J. Wilmer Lundy of Newtown, Bucks County, Pa. The attractive old Meet- 
ing House, occesionslly celled Dover by reason of its being near that 
flourishing town, stends like & monument end en interesting landmerk of 
the past. The wooden pegs used in securing the floor-boserds and other 
pieces in plece where metal nails sre usually found; the wooden latches 
and buttons; the unpainted shutters: (in fact there has besn no paint at 
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ell used in the interior of the house) dividing the assembly-room into the 
men's end women's sections; the gallery upsteirs, where in early Mieka the 
servants set in meeting, hence said to havs been called "the slayvas' gal- 


lery’; and other relics of quaint architecture, attest to its historic in- 
terest end worth. 
Over the front door is a wooden teblset having the words "Frtands Neet- 


‘ing of Randoloh erected 1758." “verything about the place is neat and 
well-cered-for. In the Burial Ground which is enclosed by. a good stone wall, 
there &re several rude unpolis hec fieldstones, a few oddly trianguler in 
shape, but most of the memorial stones in the yard ere polished marble 
markers of modern Quaker type, all erect, indicative of the care given to 
the property of Rendolph Friends' Meeting. There ere severel trees end ev- 
ergreons in the cemetery, and the sod in esrly spring is brightened with 
the bloom of the Moss Pink, the Phlox subuleta, in scattereca clumps over 
the ground. Among the many buried in this greveyerd are members of the fan- . 
ilies of Alverd, Buckley, Brotherton, Crene, Doland, Dell, Grey, Hewett, 
Hence, Kilburn, Leek, Lawes, Moore, Mills, Mott, Powers, Semmis and Thomp- 
gon. 

NOTG.- Lt is worthy of mention thet a few years after the visit mede 
by the compiler of these notes to ths Randolph Meeting locality, there 
have been seversel appointed meetings, besides the customary annuel session, 
held during the summer months in the historic old Quaker Meeting Housa.

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Shrewsbury Feiends' Meeting is generally considered to be the oldest 
meeting of the Society established in New Jersey. It antedates Salem by 
more then four years, for the Friends settled at Shrewsbury and in its vi- 
cinity as early as 1667, and doubtless began holding meetings for worship 
in their houses from the time they had their homes established. The story 
of the town and township of Shrewsbury is told in the "Historical Collect- 
ions of the State of New Jersey" by John 7. Barber and Henry Howe in 1644. 
From it the following extract is derived:-

“Shrewsbury was first. settled by emigrents from Connecticut, in 1664. 

In 1682 several thousend acres were under cultivation end the population was | 
estimated et 400.......The village of Shrewsbury is in the northern part of 4 
the township, 12 miles east of Freshold, and is situated in e thriving agri-4 
culturel district......Although the township was undoubtedly settled ny 4 
Presbyterians, or rather Congregationalists, from Connecticut, yet the soci- | 
ety of Friends wes first organized. From the best sources of information ] 
now to be obtsined, it is evident the first members of the society, most if 
not all of them, must have been emigrants from Hnglend. The femily of Harts- | 
horne were elready members as early as 1672, only eight years efter the first] 
settlement of the town. And at this time there were organized a ‘monthly and © 
general (Quarterly) meeting, end a place of meeting being built.' The socie- J 
ty was also visited in the autumn of this year by George Fox, who is beliav- 4 
ed by some of the members of the society to have performed a miracle while {| 
on this visit, by setting a man's neck, which it was believed by the inhab- | 
itants was broken or dislocated by his being thrown from a horse. It is true | 
the man revived while Fox wes working his head, and wes enabled to pursue 

his journey the following day....... 

"Here, however, as emong the Friends throughout the Union, a division 
has teken place. In the fall of 1827, the two parties separeteds; end from 
that to the present time (1844) two distinct meetings have been kept up—- i 
those termed by their opponents the Hicksites, occupying the original build- 4 
ing, being the most numerous, and those called the Orthodox purchasing & 
building in which they held their meetings until the fall of 1842, when 
they erected a new building, in which they now assemble. By the decision of | 
the Court. of Chancery, confirmed by the Court of Errors in 1833, in the case | 
of Stacy Decaw, send Joseph Hendrickson verses Thomes L. Shotwell, the Ortho- 4 
dox Friends are entitled to all the property originally belonging to the so- | 
ciety in the state of New Jersey; but in this place they have waived their 
legal rights to the property, being content, as they say, in establishing 4 
in this triel where were the true, original, and present principles of : 
Friends; while the other party are equally confident that they are in prin- 4 
ciple and discipline the true successors and followers of George Fox and his ; 
eassocietes." 

Various short notes, rather hinting at its story than otherwise, are , 
found in different works on New Jersey's history, as mey be seen in the fol- | 
lowing extrects, touching on Shrewsbury Meeting:- 

1. From Friends' Intelligencer, llth Mo. 29, 1890.- "The house at Shrews-] 
bury is besutifully located amidst grand old native trees of the primitive 4 
forest. The ,house is well céred for. Meetings are held there on First-days, 
and mestings for business. No regular meetings in the middle of the week. 

The committees appointed to consider the proposal to change the title of the 
meeting to 'Helf Yeer', and to meet twice a year instead of quarterly, met 
on Sixth-day morning, and concluded to defer the subject to next quarterly 
meeting, there being some divergence of opinion." { 

NOTE.- The following communication from Charles H. Trafford of Mane- A 
squen, N.J., in reference to the chenge from Querterly to Half-Yeerly Meet- — 
ing, shows. the chsenge wes under consideration for a couple of yeers before 
the new order was sdopted:- 

"Tenth Mo. 31, 1937. Deer Friend: In response to thy postal of recent 
date, information desired by you is as follows, teken from the records by 
myself and is authentic: On llth month 17, 1892 Shrewsbury and Rahway Heli 
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Yearly Meeting adopted the following minute: ‘That title of this Helf Year- 
ly Meeting be changed from Shrewsoury and Rahway Helf Yearly Meeting to 
Shrewsbury and Plainfield Helf Yearly Meeting was concurred in end edopted. 
The first session of Shrewsbury and Plainfield Helf Yearly Meeting was 
held at Shrewsbury , N.J., Fifth Month lith, 1893. 
: With best wishes believe me, Thine sincerely, 

: : C. H. Trefford." 

NOT".- However, this communication does not provide the dete of the 
chenge from a Querterly to a Half Year Meeting, but gives the time of the 
alteration in the title of the Helf Year Meeting. 

2. Fron "History of the New Jersey Coast" by "m. Nelson, 1902.- "At 
Shrewsbury the trustees of the Friends' Meeting purchased lend in 1695, and 
erected a brick meeting-house which wes occupied until 1816,.end in 1617 
enother edifice was erected on an adjoining lot. Then the sect divided in 
1827-8, the Hicksites came into possession of the meeting-house and lot, 
end the brench survives. The orthodox brench became practically extinct.... 
Shrewsbury...--is situated about one end e helf miles south of Red Bank. 
Its history is principally related to thet of its churches. In 1672 the 
place wes visited by tnose distinguisied Quekers, George Fox, John purny- 
6tlco and others, who hela ‘sé precious meeting.’ The Fwieuds te whom tney 
caue were élready building a meeting-houce." 

3. The following, rather a generel outline of the establishment of 
meetings in northern Now Jersey, is obtained from Thowes Woody's "Queker 
Education in New Jersey," published in 1923:- 

"Shrewsbury Querterly Meetixg was esteablishec in 1672 when it was @- 
grood that "es mon's and women's meeting for Shrewsbury end Middletowne' 
shoulc be helc once in six weeks, end to be every third meeting et Niddle- 
towne. In 1681 it became a part cof Philadolpuie Yoarly Meeting; since 
1€33 the Hicksite branch of the Quarterly Meeting at Shrewsbury has been 
a pert of New York Yeerly Meeting. In this Quarterly Meeting we are con- 
cerned with the monthly meetings of Shrewsbury, loodbridye, or R&hwey end 
Pleinfield 9s it wes later celled, Hardwick end Rendolph, end Kingwood 
(later Quakertown.) A meeting was esteblished at Shrewsbury in 1669 end 
et Amboy in 1686. In 1696 it wes agreed to hold monthly meotings the third 
fifth day in every month at Benjemin Griffith's in Woodbridge. Meetings 
were also- held for Rehwey Friends in 1707 in the house of Wm. Robinson, 
end in 1742 at the house of Joseph Shotwell. In 1757 e& meeting house was 
built. At Pleinfield meetings wore held at John Laing's until the meeting 
house was built in 1731. Mendham Meeting was begun in 1740 when Friends 
requested permission to hold ea session every three months at Wm. Schooly's; 
‘in 1758 a meeting house was erected." 

4. From the introductory remarks made by Hugh D. Veil, clerk of 
Plainfield Monthly Meeting of Friends in 1868, in a copy of abstracts made 
by him in 1878 from the Merrieges recorded in Shrewsbury Monthly Meeting; 
is the following:- 

"The exact date at which Shrewsbury Monthly Meeting of Friends was es- 
tablished is not certainly known, but, without doubt, it wes the first 
held in New Jersey; and hed become quite a large one before there were 
eny English settlement along the Delaware, either in West Jersey or Penn- 
sylvanie. Some families of Friends from Long Islend and New England, were 
at Shrewsbury as eerly es 1666; and Richard Hartshorne, a young man from 
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Leicestershire, Eng., settled at Middletowm, near Sandy Hook, in 1669. 
George Fox, as he tells us in his Journel, wes et his house in 1672, while | 
‘on his wey from Virginia to New Englend, and ag&in in the seme yeer on his, 
return south. At this time he speeks of being at a 'men's and women' } 
Meeting' at Shrewsbury, and says, ‘they ara building a meeting ee eee 
heve set,up a Monthly and a General Meeting there.' 

"Among the members of thet Monthly Meeting, who were settled there 
with their femilies prior to-the founding of Philadelphia in 1682, we 
find the following names: Richard Lippincott, Remembrance Lippincott, John § 
Lippincott, .end Restore Lippincott; William Shattuck, Thomas Potter, Rich-] 
ard Hertshorne, Eliekim Wardell, Yilliam Worth, Peter Tilton, John Chan- © 
bers, Hugh Dickmen, Joseph Parker, Frencis Borden, Semuel Dennis, George 
Corlies, Francis Jeffrey, William Scott, ge Eaton end Jonathen Slo- 
cam." 

5. The following minute found in the earliest book of New Garden 
Monthly Meeting, Chester County, Pennsylvania, shows how wide-spread fra- 
ternal interest in Queker affairs extended in the early deys of the Soci- 
ety of Friends. It also intimetes that Shrewsbury Meeting wes concerned 
with the erection of a Meeting House at a date not recorded or noticed 
in any of the foregoing various extracts. It may have been the the House 
built in 1695 was "enlarged" in 1721s- 

"Att a Monthly Meeting held at New Gerden ye 9th of ye 10th mo 1721 
It is recomend from ye Lest quarterly Meeting yt a free Contribution be 
made Towerds defraying ye cherge of building friends meeting hous at 
Shrewsbury it being a Lerge Meeting house for to Accemmodete friends et 
ye yearly meeting & other occafionell meetings so this meeting recomends 4 
it to Hach preparative Meeting & make report to ye next months meeting " 3 
; Shrewsbury Monthly Meeting at one time comprised, very early in its 
history, the Preperative or Particular Meetings of Shrewsbury, Squan, 
Squenkum, Amboy, Topenemus and Voodbridge; but of these, Squankum became 
a constituent at a very much later date than the others. 

Near the beginning of the twentieth century the regular meetings at 
Shrewsbury were discontinued, and for near a score of years there were | 
no meetings held. Then the custom of holding one ennual session was be- 
gun. One of these annuel meetings was reported to the Friends' Intelli- 
gencer in the summer of 1930, and is here quoted in full:- 

"The annuel meeting at Shrewsbury wes held es usuel on the third 
First-dey in Sixth month, with a good attendance. Reuben P. Kestor was 
present and wes much fevored in opening the Truth to those assembled. 
Clera M. Benson offered preyer and gave en invitation to those who 
were moved to speek. Charles H. Trafford read from the Discipline and 
Mabel Trefford spoke a few words on the spiritual significance of a 
Friends' Meeting. One of the visitors spoke briefly of her ancestors 
who were buried there, by the Meeting House. Charles Trafford spoke al- 
so of the absence of Yelter C. Reynolds, who was, for the first time in 
seventeen yeers, absent from the annual mesting on account of illness. 

"Those who have this meeting in charge keep elive the hope thet 
Friends who belong to the New York Yeerly Meeting group will, for meny 
yeers to come, be able to take edventage of this opportunity to worship 
in the neighborhood so distinguished by George Fox and John Woolmen 
in times past. The Meeting House, built in 1&16, is in ae surprisingly 
good state of preservetion in spite of being closed all year. 
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‘We hope to continue this work and find that Friends are apprecia- 
tive of the opportunity to visit such en interesting spot belonging to 
the Society of Friends." -(&. M. T.) 

The compiler of these historical notes concarning Friends’ Meetings, 
visited Shrewsbury twice; the first time, July 7, 1931, being teken to 
the place by Thomas H. Strein of Merchantvills, N.J.3; the second time, 
September 18, 1932, by Joseph R. and Glizebeth R. Lippincott of Riverton, 
IMG Malic i 

A large oblong-sheped plot of ground surrounded by a very good matel 
fence inclosing a graveyard, and, in the southeastern corner, 6 large 
freme Meeting House, marks the place where New Jersey's oldest Friends' 
Meeting is located. The present Meeting House, however, only dates from 
1816, is open to the sunlight, looks its ege yet is not in any apparent 
state of decay, at least outwardly. It has two doors at the front, which 
faces south as customary with Meeting Houses built aver a century ago; 
these doors open to the two divisions of the assembly-room, and there is 
also a door in the east and in the west end of the big building. Low stone 
platforms with a brick pevement between, ere at the front doors, but young 
shoots of shrubbery peep up beteen the stones of one of them in 1931. Pav- 
ed pathweys lead from the doors to the gate by the sidewalk. 

The greveyerd is well overgrowm with long uncut grass, but, here and 
there, are well-cared-for family lots, the Yilliems, Hance, icoley and a 
few others. There are a number of marble and grenite headstones, the latter. 
somewhat overstepping Friends' rules for sizes, in the yard. On these may be 
reed the femily nemes of Borden, Corlies, Dangler, Hegerman, Hence, Herbert, 
Lippett, Lippincott, Parker, Potter, Spencer, White, Villiams, ‘“Jolcott, 
Yooley, “Yyckoff snd others. Several wooden slabs mark graves in the long 
grass, where wild lillies show their bloom, some with old dates, as, "5.™. 
1796" end "M. W. 1796." The Friends' property is on the northeast cor- 
ner of the street intersection, and the former Meeting House of Orthodox 
Friends, now converted into a garage, is yet standing on the east side of 
the street leeding to Red Bank, two or three squares distant from the old 
Hicksite Meeting House. It has undergone some alterations as the front 
door has been boarded-uyv and a large entrence door has been cut on the 
south side of the building. ‘

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Squen or Manasquan Meeting as it is occasionally designated, is a Monthly 
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Meeting in association with Shrewsbury and Pleinfield half Yearly Meet- 
ing of New York Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. Formerly it 

‘ belonged to Philadelphis Yearly Meeting, where, in 1812, it was sched- 
uled by the name of Squen as one of three particuler meetings of Shrews- 
bury Monthly Meeting in Shrewsbury and Rehway Quarter. 

Squen is en old meeting of uncertein dete of organization, which 
et the period of its establishment wes in Howell Township of Monmouth 
County, New Jersey. Thomas F. Gordon's "Gazetteer of New Jerseys" pub- 
lished in 1834, states:- "Squen, a vicinage in the southeast part of 
Howell township, Monmouth county, between Menasquan and Metetecunk riv- 
ers. It is much frequented for sea-bething; end comfortable accomnode- 
tions ere found et the ferm-houses, of which there are several where 
boarders ere received." 

Since 1651 Squen hes been loceted in Well Township which extending. 
from Shark River along the coast to Menasquen River, was set off as a 
separete township end nemed in honor of Garrett D. Wall. A rather brief 
note concerning the Friends' Meeting at Squen is found in Frenklin El- 
lis's "History of Monmouth County," 1885, es follows:- 

"In the locelity called Blansingburg, a school-house was built be- 
fore 1812, and as eerly as 1830, Lewrence Newberry kept a store there. 

It was at a house of Asher Pearce, near Newberry's store, thet the Free 
Church now et Menasquan wes organized in 1842. Nearly west, end on the 
roed from Beiley's Corners to Menasquen, or Long Bridge, stands the 
Friends' Meeting-house. It is not known at whet time the Shrewsbury Meet- 
ing gave permission to esteblish a Freperative Meeting at this place. The | 
families of Lefetre, Tilton, Potter end others were here about 1700. It 
wes probebly about 1736 thet the meeting-house was built, as thet was 
the time when ‘several Friends' Meetings were established through the 
country, from the Chesterfield (Crosswicks) and the Shrewsbury Quarterly 
Meetings. The The original lot wes half an acre, to which half en eacre 
wes added when the church was repsired sixty years ago (ebout 1625), and 
enother helf-acre Jenuery 30, 1845." 

From the foregoing it is deducible thet Squan Meeting is one of the 
real old meetings in New Jersey. During the passage of the "eighties" a 
new Meeting House was erected and the occasion of its opening was cele- 
brated by a special meeting, the transactions of which were reported to ) 
the Friends' Intelligencer and published Seventh Mo. 31, 1886. The follow- 
ing is quoted from the report:- 

"The Friends living eat Squen, New Sane having completed their new 
meeting-house, invited their friends to join them in holding the first 
meeting in it on the 2lst instant. The day begen with hesvy clouds, from 
which ceme ea drenching rain that lasted till mid-afternoon. In. spite of 
the forbidding westher, quite a body of Friends assembled and held an 
earnest end enjoyeble meeting. On the following dey Friends egein assem- 
bled, enc the house was crowded to overflowing, more than two hundred be- 
ing gsthered. The meetings were eddressed by Robert S. Haviland, Henry T. 
Child, Thomes Foulke, Elias H. Underhill, Jecob Capron, Benjamin G. Foulke, | 
John H. Shotwell, Francis J. Newlin, and Merthea Townsend. Temperance 
meetings were held on the efternoon of each day, thet on Fourth-day being 
addressed by Henry T. Child, end thet on Fifth-dey by Jonathen K. Taylor. 
Two poems prepsred for the occasion of the opening of the meeting-house 
were reed, one written by Sarah Hunt and one by Lavinie P. Yeatman. 
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"The meeting at Squen, which is @ branch of Shrewsbury Monthly Meet- 
ing, is one of our older meetings. The ancient building, which has been 
removed into an edjoining field, was used as a meeting-house for more 
then one hundred end fifty years. The worn and decrepit shingles that cov- 
er its sides and roof present e marked contrast to the neet and attractive 
building thet tekes its place. This contrast between the old-and the new 
is emphesized when we compere the stiff benches and tiny windows of the 
one with tho cheery end comfortseble interior of the other. 

"Ye were cheered by the announcement that the First-dey School, clos- 
ed some time since, will be at once re-esteblished, and by the assurance 
given by several Friends that there is @ revivel of interest in our prin- 
ciples, and thet this will show itself in an improved attendanc2 of the 
meeting. Those who attended either meeting will have occesion to remember 
the life thet cherecterizes them, and to feel grateful for the hospiteli- 
ty end kindliness extended by the Friends of Squan.'' 

One. of the two poems mentioned in the foregoing was written by Seren 
Hunt..These ere the lines of thet versification:-

Squen Meeting House, close to the highway leeding Akad St to the vil- 
lege of Blansingburg, ebout a mile out of Menasqusn, occupies a fine situ- 
ation on high ground, now, in July, 1930, when the compiler of these re- 
cords visited the place, on the outskirts of the repidly spreeding home de- 
velopment interests of the old seeside tom. The building, in excellent con- 
dition, feces nearly to the south and shows prominently in its cheerful 
white paint, with its large windows protected by peale-green lattice shut- 
ters, end its modest porch over the doorway. At either corner of the House 
is « neat stepping block, posing as fm modern development of the ancient 
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"up-and-on block." At the rear of the Houss, with back,to the Greveyard, 
is the short row of wagon-sheds in which it is asserted some of the 
hend-hewn timbers of the former old Meeting House of Sguen were used in 
the construction. Several fine old oaks and sassefres besutify the limit- fy 
ed grounds et the back of the buildings, end by the edge of the woodland, @y 
-where a post-and-reil fence bounds the Buriel Ground. e 
Though the Meeting Houss at Squan is attractive and interesting, the 
queintness of the place reelly centers in the Burial Ground loceted to 
the eastward of it. Rather irrezulrr in shape, it is neat and looks, with 
its many tall tombstones, quiteiunlike:a Friends' cemstery. But the in- 
scriptions are modest, though rarely set in Qusker wording. Some fanily 
lots are enclosed, notably one of the Cook femily, near which are the 
greves of'Thomas Cook died 6th Month 23, 1848 aged 90 yrs 8mos & 27 days" 
and "Rechel wife of Thomas Cook died 3rd Month 7, 1811 eged 48 years & 
21 deys." In the middle of the yard ere e number of graves marked with 
oddly fashioned narrow wooden stakes thet heve grown dark with age and 
the weather. Among the femily nemes seen in this Buriel Ground are Allen, 
Bailey, Brown, Cook, Curlies, Curtis, Dorsett, Elmer, Frazee, Gifford, . 
Hevens, Johnson, Lefetra, Martin, Moore, Morris, Pearce, Pettit, Potter, 
Reyriolds, Roe, Pharo, Sloan, Tilton end Wolt. Among those thet most fre- 
quently eppear are Peerce, Frazee, Tilton and Cook. 

Tradition declares that Squan Meeting was esteblished about 1700 end 
thet its first Meeting House was large and thet it was blovwm down during 
@ terrific gale about 1809, end being rebuilt, wes made much smaller and 
constructed from the timbers used in the original structure. eur 

On September 6, 1936, the compiler of these notes visited Squan Meet- 
ing House a second time, on the latter occasion being in company with i 
Joseph R. and @lizabeth R. Lippincott of Riverton, N.J., and with them 
attended the First-dey meeting. In the resr of the assembly-room is an 
excellent photogreph of the former Squen Meeting House. Attached to the 
picture is this information:- "Menasquan Meeting House erected A.D. 1706. 
Reconstructed. The original Meeting House was two stories but in a storm 
of 9 mo. 1809 or 12 building wes damaged and caused remodeling,- Replac- 
ed in 1884 by present house." 

Since the former visit the stepping blocks at the southeast and the 
southwest corners of the House have been removed and an Annex has been 
added to the rear of the Meeting House, sbout 1934. Alse the imeloseng railing 
about thre Cook family lal in the comebery has been faker away | 
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LOC ALVON so tnne es eeene oes - Lower Squenkum, N.J. 
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Squankum, sometimes spelt Squancum, was a Perticular Meeting belonging to 
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Shrewsbury Monthly Meeting.in Shrowsbury end Rahwéy Quarter of Philedal- 
phia Yearly Myetuny, or tne Society or Friends. It wes so scheduled in 
the Book of Meetings issued to its members by the Philedelphis Yearly 
Meeting in 1812. In 1929 it is only e& meeting and ea memory of the past, 
for nothing remeins of it but its graveyard to mark its location. Both 
the Meeting Youse and its cemetery were located at Lower Squankum on 
Manasquen River in Howell Township of Monmouth County, New Jersey. 

In the "History of Monmouth County, N.J.," 1865, by Franklin Ellis, 
is the following brief mention of the Meeting and its locality:- eS 
Squenkum lies in the southeast part ot the townsnip, (Howell) on the Man 
asquen. In 1820 one Lloyd wes the owner of ea grist-mill at this place. 

In 1834 there were two teverns, one store, a Friends' Mesting-house, a 
grist-mill end fulling-mill end twelve or fifteen dwellings. In thet year 
the 'Free Meeting-House' was built here. William Clayton, “illiem K. Ven 
Note, "phraim B. Weinwright, George G. Johnson, and John Woodmensie were 
elected trustees. The house has been occupied mostly (though not regular- 
ly) by Methodist ministers, but has been free to end used by, other de- 
nominations, es ministers could be obteined. 

"The Friends' Meeting-house wes built on ae lot of three-fourths of 
an ecre of land, which wes sold for thst purpose, February 21, 1778, by 
Patterson Cook to George Perker, Obadieh Tilton, Britton White, Benjemin 
Corlies, trustees of the Friends' Meeting. The old building stood on the 
opposite side of the stream from the mill. The old burial-place still re- 
mains. The : gcsaab atthe has long since gone down. A school-house wes 
built here in 1839. 

The compiler of these records was taken to the Benes in Meeting lo- 
cality on August 13, 1930, by J. Wilmer Lundy of Newtown, Bucks County, 
Pa., at ths date here mentioned, he being in occupancy of his summer cot- 


tage et Ship Bottom, N.J. 


In 1930 Squankum is a smell villege, rather straggling in charec- 
ter, on either side of the Manasquan River here spenned by a fine concrete 
bridge, which, however, detracts considerably from the rustic besuty of 
the little stream of water flowing vast the settlement. Near the banks of 
the brook, on a noticesble rise of ground, is the Burial Ground where is 
centered ell thet remeins of Quaker interest of Squenkun Friends' Meeting, 
now alreedy passed out of existence over s century. : 

he greveyerd is now being used as a village cemetery, is of modera' 
dimensions end kept in the very best of order. There are no memorial mark- 
ers thet either by the lenguage of the inscriptions or size of the stones 
suggest the influence of the Friends. Few, it any, of the tombstones beer 
dates that reveal burials st the time the meéting was held at Squenkum, 
but there ere a greet many graves marked with plain wooden stakes, one of 
which has initials on it, e11 of which hint at the eerly Quaker influence 
in the vicinity. So also do two old brown field-stones sppear very Queker-: 
like. One of these is inscribed "In mamory of" ‘“R. Runion, the other of C 
Runion, snd both have. so sunken into the ground es to completely obscure 
most of the lettering, including dates, if any such is on either storfe. 
One of these queintly misspells the word "memory" end slents the bar in 
the letter "N"’ the wrong way. 

Femily nemes to be seen in this cemetery, some of which heave been 
Queker femilies in the pest, ere Boyd, Brotton, Burr, Burge, Corlies, 
Crouse, Dorsett, Hevens, Nerbert, Jecksoy, Jones, Lippincott, Leigh, Lit- 
tle, Metthews, Morris, Moore, Pelmer, Ferker, Robertson, Reynolas, Rock- 
efellow, Runicn, Skidmore, Tilton, “lainwright enc vooley. 
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About & mile distant from. the Burial Ground st $quenkum is the so- 
celled "Deserted Villege" of Alleire, where is loceted a non-sectsrien 
church which wes built in 1820, remodeled in 1672 and egein in 1929, but 
it is very doubtful if it is the "Free-Church" mentioned in the annels 
of Squénkum. 
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The story of Topanemus Friends' Meeting in Monmouth County, New Jer- | 
sey, is unique and interesting from antiquarian points of view. It beceme | 
enrolled on the list of meetings eerly in the history of the settlement of 
the colony, and very early was lost from the records of the Society of 
Rriends. Chiefly composed of Scotch Quaker refugees seeking peace from re-. 
ligious persecution, it was orgenized by one, who,,e fow yeers, became a 
renegede to Queker theories and principles. “ith the répid passege of only 
a short time, Topanemus, 2s a Friends’ center, ceased to exist, for by the 
influence of George Keith, snother renegade to the feith of the early 
Friends, .the wavering Scotch congregation of the little Quaker meeting, re- | 
verted to the Church of England, embrecing Episcopalianiem.In fect:ithe his- J 
tory of Topsnemus is most intimately associated with the religious work of | 
George Keith. The following outline of Keith's labor end character is quot- 
ed from the "History of MonmouthCounty, W.d.," prepared by Franklin Ellis 
and published in the year 1885:- ! 

"About 1682-85 there were many refugee Scotch Quakers and Scotch Pres- | 
byterians who fled from persecution in Scotlend, end located in East. Jer-:..7 
sey......Among the first(as they were also the most prominent of the Scotch } 
settlers in Monmouth County) were John Reid end George Keith, both of 
whom filled the office of surveyor-general of the province. Reid, who, dur- 4 
ing a period of neerly forty yeers, was one of the most widely-knovm end in-g- 
fluentisl citizens of Monmouth County, was e Scotch Quaker, and wes employ- 
ed in 1683 by Barclay and other Scotch proprietors of Hest Jersey as ‘over- 
seer', to have charge of emigrents from Scotlend....... While living in 
Perth Amboy he wes clerk of Anboy Meeting of the Society of Friends, am he 
continued a member of that society efter his removal to Monmouth County un- 
til the yeer 1703, when he edopted the faith of the established Church of 
‘Tnglend. He died on the 16th of Merch 1722-23, eged sixty-sevon years, and 
wes interred in the old buriel-ground of Topenemus, where e stone, still 
stending, merks his grave. 

“George Keith was a native of Aberdeen, Scotland. In his early life he 
was e Presbyterian, which feith he ebendoned to adopt that of the Society 
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cs, of Friends. In 1683 he was teacher of ea school in Theobalds, having emong . 
his pupils a son of Robert Barclay, the proprietery Governor of west New 
Be Jersey. This fact, which, together with his Quekerism, brought him to fav- 
By orable notice of the Govsrnor, and the edditional fact that he wes known 
to be 'en excellent surveyor', secured for hin the appointment of survey- 
e or-generel of East Jersey, to which office he was commissioned August &, 
Be 1684. He arrived at New York in the ship ‘Blossom’, Mertin master, in the 
fh spring of 1685......His residence in Monmouth County, was of about three 
pm  yeers' duration, in which time (in 1687) he ran the province line between 
i Zest end West Jersey.....-In 1689 ha removed to Philadelphia at the invita- 
Rm . tion of the Quekers of that town, end there engaged in the teaching of a 
EE. school.....After his resignation of the position of teecher he became 6 

ki leeding Queker prescher in Philedeiphia, but he was overbearing and ag-

» gressive, and crested so much trouble among the Friends in Pennsylvania 
Po that he was publicly denounced by the Meeting in 1692,. and finally, in 1694, 
he abandoned the Quaker doctrines and adopted the faith of the Established 
e . Church of “nglend, in which he soon obtained considerable eminence as a 

kh clergyman. In 1700, Keith wes strongly recommended by Lewis Morris (in a 
[memorial to the Bishop of London, concerning the religious condition of the 
fF) people of New Jersey and other colonies) @s a most suitsble person to be 

4 sent here as a missionary; and in 1702 he came back to America in thet ca- 
pacity.....He was the first missionary to the people of ‘Shrewsbury and the 
region round ebout', end of Freehold, of which church (St. Peter's) he was 
the founder. He also treveled as a missionary of the church through all the 
colonies from Massechusetts Bay as far south as North Cerolina, devoting 
most of his time and efforts, however, to the churches in New York, New 
Jersey, end Fennsylvenia, in all of which, es is recorded, he was very 


oe successful in his ministrations, bringing many of his former co-religion- 
Fists, the Quekers, as converts to the feith end discipline of the Establist 
hm ed Church. At the conclusion of his labors in Virginis he returned thence

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"Thomas Laurie, John Bercley the brother of the, Governor, and per- 
heps Thomas Warne, with other Scotch end English Quekers, erected 6 meet- 
ing house at Topenemus as esrly as 1684.

The inscription is repidly being def'acac by the weather: ‘Here lies the 
body of John Reid, who ceme from Scotland His native Country with his wife 
Mergaret and three deughters to "ew Jersey, the 19th of Dec., A.D. 1683. 

He died 16th of Nov. 1723, aged 67 years.' 

"Topsnemus greve yerd is about a mile west of the villege of Marlbor- 
ough. The lends of Hendrick E., Conover, of Freehold, bound it on north, 
east and south, and the Barricklo ferm on the west. It is on a high knoll 

overlooking the surrounding ccuntry on every side, The Queker meeting house 
stood on the northeast end. After the Quekers were converted to Episcopecy 4 
by the renegade George Keith, it beceme the plece of meeting for that sect, | 
until their present church edifice in Freehold town wes built. This wes 
sometime before the Revolution. 'Topsnemus burying-ground' is now a lonely 
but very beautiful plece. On the northwest side stands a gigantic white 
oak, some four feet in diameter. The Barricklo family still use a small 
plot on the west side enclosed by an iron fence, ss a burial place. On the 
south side was the encient greves of the Reids and Beirds. Near the centre 
is the greve of Thomas Warne, covered with a slab avout six feet long by 
three feet wide, and this inscription thereon: ‘Here is interred the body 
of Thomas Warns. He was born in Plymouth, in Devonshire, Great Britein. 
Lived some time in Ireland, and in the 3lst yeer of his age came over as 
\  @ Proprietor in East Jersey. Who died with the dead, May.15th, Anno'1722, 
aged seventy years.‘.......There are several other tombstones besring 
Scotch names, and record the fact that those who there rest were natives 
of Scotlend, as Clerk, Doue, Rockhed, etc. A great many persons have evi- 
dently been buried here without headstones, and nearly all traces, save 
very slight depressions in the ground are obliterated....... 

"The Topsnemus Meeting house eppears to have been the centre of the 
different clesrings and settlements of the Scotch Quakers in the western 
part of Monmouth, and the eastern part of Middlesex. Governor Barclay's 
influence gave them a prominent position in public matters at that time. 
As soon @s Barclay's influence ended, the most of these Scotch Quekers 
became Episcopalians." 

J. Wilmer Lundy of Newtown, Bucks County, Pa., on August 13th, 1930, 
took the compiler of these notes concerning Quaker Meeting history, to 
the historic old Burisl Ground of Topsnemus west of Merlboro, and about 
three miles north of Freehold, Monmouth County, N.d. 

Topenemus Burial Ground has excited the interest of the American Le- 
gion in 1930, end efforts ere being made during the summer of that year 
to put the old neglected ground in good condition; yet at the time of the 
visit above mentioned, the ancient graveyerd was in a deplorsble state. 
The mount whereon the cemetery is located, slopes to ell points of the 
compass and is thickly overgrown with trees and wild undergrowth. Sever- 
al of the aged trees have fallen prone across a number of the grfvesy, 
notably on those of John Reid end his wife Mergaret, Thom&és Warne, and 
over the inclosed buri#l lot of the RBerricklo femily, crushing the iron 
fence thet surrounds it. 
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Topenemus is ® perticulerly interesting spot, far the many memorisl. 
stones &re generelly of early date and meny of them unusually clear in 
the lettering, when their age is taken into consideration. Very near 
the grave of John Reid, is the tomb of John Anderson, who, in 1736, was 
President of the Council of the colony. The inscription is lengthy and 
reads:- “Under Here Lyes Interr'd ths Body of Coll. John Andsrson Once 
President of his Mejesty's.Council for the Province of New Jersey who 
pee ee this life 'erch tue 28th Anno DO 1726 Aged 71 years, His Coun- 
try's true Friend Obliging to Neighbours Gave no men Offence Paid eech 
for bis Lebours ‘Yas e@sie at honms or abroad dara appeér Gave each ele 
his Due And.no nen did fear The Same in 811 Stations Fron Fluttery Fer. 

Anderson's tomb, like Thomas Varne's, is in form of a@ large slab 
flat upon tne grave supported by masonry. Bakr it are the headstones ci 
Samuel Holmes who'’died Feb. 13, 1792, and Molly Holmes his wife who died 
April 23, 1775, the lettering of which is exceptionally clear and dis- 
tinct. 

Other graves of interest are those of John Berclay end his wifes 
Ketherin. The inscription on her headstone records:- "Here Lieth the 
Body of Katherin Barclay the Wife cf John Barclay Esqt & Daught? of MN 
Char’ Gordon who was Born june 7 142 1705 Deceas'd october the 26 
1757. in the Fifty third Year of her Age." 

& few of the fsmily names secn in tne greveyerd of Topanemus are 
Abrahen, Anderson, Baird, Barclay, Berricklo, Devid, Doue, Holmes, Hun, 
Jolley, Reid, Throckmorton end ‘Yarne. 
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The township of Woodbridge occupies the erties aes extrenity of 
Middlesex County, New Jersey. Originally this was one of the strongest 
of the Quaker communities in the State, but ‘te Friendly history declin- 
ed very rapidly, and, in 1929, all trece. of the Society of Frisnds is 
confined to en old burial ground esteblished in 1707 that since 1784 has 
been in the possession of the Methodist Church. Woodbridge's story as & 
Queker commnity is thus told in W. Woodford Clayton's "History of Middle 
gex County, N.J.," 1882:- 

"Tt is a well know fact that tho Friends were much more numerous 

in this part of the State, and especially in this Township (Woodbridge) 
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then they are now......The first meeting in this section of which we have J 

any account wes held Aug. 3, 1686. 

"The old book in which the record is m@de is a curiosity. It is 
bound like the Woodbridge town book, in thick sheepskin, and is written 
in the quaint chirography of the time.......The first entry, 'Friends at 
Amboy sgreed to have a monthly meeting there and that upon the second 
‘4th day of each month, and the first to begin the second 4th day of the 
9th month 1686." The Monthly Meetings continued at Amboy for three years, @ 
when they changed to ‘foodbridge, the 17th day of August, 1689, and it wes 4 
voted that the meetings should be on the third 5th dey in every month at 
Benjemin Griffith's in Woodbridge, and thet friends in the ministry com- 
ing to visit us should be taken care of. The meeting-house was completed 
Sept. 19, 1713, when tneir first session was held......On the 21st of 
Jenuary, 1706, Nathaniel Fitz Rendolph informed the Friends that a plot q 
of land of half ean acre could be obtained for six pounds from John Allen. § 
The deed for the land for the meeting-house and burial ground is record- — 
ed in full, snd the bounds are thus given: 'On the north by a4 highway, 
on ye west by land now in the possession of Benjamin Dunham, on ye south 
and east by land of the ssid John Allen," end is dated ‘the fourteenth 
day of the second month', 1707. In 1709 the new building was commenced, 
twenty feet by thirty feet, and twelve feet high between ‘ye cill end 
plate', and not until the 16th of February, 1713, was the moeting-house 
completed that they were able to hold their first meeting. ‘John Allen 
was requested to keep an eye on the burying-ground, to take care that no 
creatures be turned in there.'.......On August 16, 1718, Henry Brother- 
ton became janitor of the meeting-houss. 'In September, 1719, John Vail 
was ordered to take dovm the glass (windows) in the mesting-house and 
elter it, and put up the shutters on ye fore side'......-A Weekly Meet- 
ing was begun Oct. 16, 1725, at John Laing's, to accommodate the Friends 
who dwell about him that were unable to attend the services in the mesat- 
ing-house on account of the distance.’ John Laing lived at or near Plain- 
field, and it wes certainly a long distancs for him to ride every 
‘First day'. At a Monthly Meeting held at Yoodbridge on the 18th of 
February, 1751, we find it stated that some Friends having been concern- 
ed in setting up gravestones in our burying-ground, John Veil and Jo- 
geph Shotwell are desired to treat with them and desire them to have 
them removed.'" 

"The first Quarterly Meeting wes held at the meeting-house in Wood- 
bridge in 1751. "That the society began to wane in Woodbridge snd grow 
in other towns is made a matter that the Friends in Rahway end Plain- 
field in 1766 take cognizance of: ‘As Friends Feel a spring of Love in 
themselves, they cheerfully Give up to Go and partake with their Breth- 
ren at Woodbridge’ and on the 19th of April, 1769, the Monthly Meeting 
held its last session in Woodbridge.....During the Revolutionary war, 
1776, the meeting-houss was occupied by soldiers. Joseph Shotwell, Ben- 
jamin. Shotwell, Abrehem Shotwell, John Haydock, John and Hugh Webster 
are appointed to inquire in what manner they have teken possession 
thereof, end whether they obstruct Friends from meeting quietly there- 
in. 'And they report they took possession of it without leave from any 
Friends; they at times continue there yet, but don't much interupt 
Friends in times of Meetings.' (And at this time they must have held 
their meetings, yet the record goes on to say that in 1769 they held 
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their last meeting; but that assertion evidently related only to.the Month- 
ly Meeting, and the meeting for woeship was still continued.) ...The' old 
meeting-house has long since been demolished, snd in or ebout the year 

1784 the lots, including the Friends’ burying~ground, came in possession 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church." 

Hugh D. Vail, Clerk of Pleinfield Monthly Meeting of Friends in 1868, 
made & careful copy of the eerly minutes of Woodbridge Monthly Meeting. 

From thet copy ere teken the following introductory notes with a few oth- 
er minutes made in early times.

proposed to leeve to the Meeting, I am very well -setisfied with it if it 
hac been more, if she hed seen ceuse for such & good use." 

Hugh D. Veil @lso copied the Woodbridge and Piscataway "Register" | 
to which copy he prefixed this short note:- "The Towmshir of Woodbridge in | 
Middlesex County, is one of the oldest settlements in New Jersey. Some of | 
the Settlers, it is said, came from fnglend with Carteret in 1665; but « 
larger proportion of them were undoubtedly from New Englenc. The name 
Woodbridge, was given in honor of the Rev. John Yoodbridge of Newbury, 
Mess., of which place were several cf the original associates, or propri-~ 
etors of the town." 

Queker reminiscences of Woodbridge in 1929, sre entirely confined 
to one corner of the little burial-ground et the reer of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Main Street. This church, which was erected about 
1870, there being no dete-stone on the building, supplies the place of «& 
former edifice that was destroyed by fire. It is located on the left side. 
of Main Street not fer distant from the Soldiers Monument erected et the 
junction of Nein Street and Rahwey Avenue. 

The little greveyard forming an "L" about the church to the left end 
eat the rear, has ® very neglected eppeerance with the untrimmed gress, the 
broken and inclining tombstones, and little piles of brush and old lumber 
here end there about the premises. Particularly is it noticeable in the 
oldest perS, at the reer of the parsonage, which wes originally the ceme- | 
tery of the Society of Friends. This is deep with long grass thet complete- ] 
ly hides el] memorial stones from view, if there ere eny there. However, 
there is one tell stone "In Memory of Thomas Acken Died February 13, 1824 
in the 60th Year of his Age." But ,this postdates the era of Friends’ bur- 
jia@ls there and the stones put there in 1751, giving such concern to the 
Meeting, if still there in 1929, ere absolutely hidden by the grass or are 
sunken in the soil. 
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There are severel old grevestones in other sections of the yard, some 
without names or dates. One near the church well marks the grave of "Phil- 
ip Gege died in 1780 aged 37 Years And Jennot his wife died May 3d 1821, 
in the 73d year of her age." There are @ number of others of the n&me 
of Gage buried in this cemetery, and among other family némes seen on the 
headstones sre Moore, Blocdgood, Harned end Gilmen.

"So early as 1675, a General Meeting of Friends in Merylend wes céll- 


Led by John Burnyeat, which wes also attended by George Fox and his com- 
/ penions, soon after their arrival fron Barbadoes. This meeting continued 
» to be held half-yeerly, alternate at Vest River and on the astern Shore, 


and was composed of Herring Creek Querterly Meeting, on the west, and 


i Choptank, on the east side of the Chesapeake. The meetings on the Zastern 
. Shore were eventually turned over to Philadelphia Yearly Meeting. 


"At a Men's Meeting, at Howell Powell's, the 4th of fifth month, 1679, 
the Half-Year's Meeting at Yest River advised, that Friends an this side 
should appoint a Quarterly Meeting, for the easing of the Monthly and 
Half-Year's Meetings, thet so they may not be so much concerned in out- 
ward matters." 

"It is agreed, that a Quarterly Man's and Woman's Meeting be kept 


every second sixth day after the Monthly Meeting, at Tuckahoe, at the 


house of Willian Stephens, JVs, at.the Island Creek." -(Thirdhaven 
Monthly Meeting.) 

"At our Quarterly Meeting, at John Edmundson's, the 24th of fourth 
month, 1681, it is assented to and concluded, that a Helf-Year's meeting- 
house be built upon the most convenient place for a good landing, and re- 
specting Richard Mitchell, for convenience of passage over the creek." 
-From Ezra Michener's "Retrospect of Early Quakerism." ‘ 

These early Half-Year and Quéerterly Meetings were the forerunners of 
the Southern Quarterly Meeting which wes established in 1790. It then 
consisted of four Monthly Meetings:- 

1. Third Haven Monthly Meeting established........++.l675. 
2+ Cecil Monthly Meeting esteblished.........+.++++- +1698. 
3. Duck Creek Monthly Meeting established.........-+.1705. 
4. Murderkill Monthly Meeting established...........s4l788. 

To these, in 1800, was added North West Fork. These meetings with 
their subordinate Preparative and Indulged Meetings, were located on the 
Eastern Shore of Marylend and in the State of Deleware. Those in Delawere 
placed in Southern Quarter had previously beon a part of Western Quarter. 
There were meny subordinate meetings in this Quarter, and many were small 
meetings thet passed out of existence, while even the Monthly Meetings 
grew loss. Murderkill and Duck Creek were finally merged into Camden 
Yonthly Meeting in 1830, and it, with Third Haven and North West Fork, 
in 1938, form this division of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting. 

By permission of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting, Southern Quarter be- 
came Southern Half-Yearly Meeting in 1905. The last Quarterly Meeting 
was held 5th Month 31st, and the first Helf-Year Meeting met 10th Month 
18th, in that year, 1905.

Odesse is the more recent name given to the ancient Meeting celled, 
for most of its existence, Appoquinimink, and in its earliest deys termed 
George's Creek. As George's Creek Preparative Meeting it wes leid down in 
1772, and as Appoquinimink Preparative Meeting it belonged to Southern 
Querter of Philadelphia Yeerly Meeting, being a constituent of the Duck 
Creok Monthly Meeting. In "A Retrospect of Berly Quekerism," Ezra Michen- 
er of New Garden, Chester County, Pa., states of this Meeting:- 

"1703.- ‘Friends of George's Creek had @ meeting among them at times, 
for many yeers, before 1703.' -(S. Smith.) 

"1703.- ‘John Ashton being present, and laying before this mesting 
the request of Friends of George's Creek, concerning settling & meeting 
thereaway, we find nothing to the contrary but it may be convenient; there- 
fore refer it to the consideration of the Quarterly Meeting.' -(Kennet 
Monthly Meeting.) 

"1707.- The meeting at George's Creek was established in 1707.' 

"1762.~ ‘Several of the Friends nominated to visit the Preparative 
Meeting of George's Creek, report, they have’ complied therewith; end like- 
wise some Friends visited the Monthly Meeting at Duck Creek, snd recommend- 
ed them to comply with the sdvice heretofore given by this meeting, with 
respect to visiting the Preparative Meetings belonging thereto; which, 
with hopes it may tend to some advantege, is left et pretent.' -(Western 
Querterly Meeting.) 

"1772.- ‘The Friends appointed to visit George's Creek. Preparative 
Meeting, %c. It is their sense and judgment thet some circumstences which 
appear, do.render them incapeble of holding a Preparative Meeting to repu- 
tations; on consideration of which, this meeting concurs with their report. 


Men Friends have discontinued the Preparetive Meeting accordingly.' 


-(Western Querterly Meeting of Women.) 

"1783.~ 'YWe, of the committee to take into consideration the report 
from Duck Creek Monthly Meeting, for the removal of George's Creek Meeting 
to a place near Appoquinimink Bridge for trial, heve attended to the ap- 
pointment, end agree to report, that we think they may be indulged with 
their request, when they may procure 2 place for holding seid meeting, &c. 
(Signed by nine men and three women.) Yhich, being considered, is approv- 
ed, and the proposal of that meeting concurred with.' -(Western Querterly 
Meeting of "fomen.) 

-"1830.- In 1830, Appoquinimink Preparative Meeting was united to that 
of Duck Creek." 
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In the "History of .Delaware," 1888, by Thomas Scherf, is the follow- | 
ing concerning the Appoquinimink Meeting:- "On the 13th of Tleventh 
Month, 1703, there was warrented to Joseph "nglend, “Jilliam Horn end 
others, by the commissioners of property, ten acres of lend "enclosing 
their meeting-house for e burying place.’ It was for the use of the peo- 4 
plo celled 'Quakers'. It was situated neer the road leading from Port — 

.Penn to the stete roed, on the left of the Friends’ burying-ground, now 
known as Hickory Grove. Monthly Meetings were held alternetely st this 
plece end Duck Creek. . 

"At a Monthly Meeting held st Duck Creek, 23d of Sixth Month, 1781, 
the meeting informed that ‘Friends of George's Creek' request the. in- 
dulgence of this nesting to remove their present place of meeting to Ap- 

_ poquinimink Bridge (Odesse), as being much more convenient to those who 
attend.' The records of ‘the Monthly Meeting held at Duck Creek, Sixth 
Month 20, 1783, state thet the 'Friends of George's Creek Meeting having 
now erected a House neer Appoquinimink Bridge suitable to their situation! 
and eccomnodation wherein they meet agreeable to the indulgence of the 
meeting." In 1628 there was a division in the church, and the property 
wes held by the Hicksite brench. The church never prospered from this 
time snd wes abandoned about seven yeers ago. Ths Alstons were the last 
family to worship here." 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, First Mo. 2, 1892, Joseph M. Truman 
Jr. of Philedelphia, a man greatly interested in Friends end their meet- 
ings, wrote the following article:- 

"Recently ¢& Friand inquired concerning an old meeting-house near 
Caentwell's Bridge, Del., which he had been informed by one of another 
profession seemed to be deserted and going to decay; and who presented 
him with an old candlestick found on the premises. Writing to S. H. 
Mifflin, he informs me that it is the old Appoquinimink meeting-houss, 
neer Odessa, formerly Cantwell's Bridge, which used to be attended by 
the Alston, Thomes, Corbit, Herons, and Wilson femilies, and others. 

"John Alston, who died 25th of Ninth month, 1874, for a long while 
attended it regularly. mostly alone, end since his death no meetings 
have been held,but as fer as appears, report of thet fact has not been 
mede to the yearly meeting. John Alston was one of the old-time Friends, 
faithful in his convictions, though he might stand alone. He was a devot- 

ed friend of the slave, end an agent on the ‘Underground Railroad." For 
e number of years he was a member of the Representative Comnittee, and 
very useful in his querterly meeting and neighborhood. 

"Dr. Michener, in his 'Retrospect of Warly Quakerism,’ quoting 
from Semuel Smith, says Friends of George's Creek had a meeting at 
times many yeers before 1703. The minutes of Kennett Monthly Meeting 
show that the establishing of a meeting at George's Creek was referred 
in thet year to the querterly meeting, but other records say it was not 
established till 1/07. In 1783 Duck Creek Monthly Meeting proposed its 
removal to near Appoquinimink Bridge for trial, which wes approved, and 
the first representative fron there attended Duck Creek Monthly Meeting 
in 1768. In 1800 a deed wes given to the property trustees for a small 
sum of money by David Yilson, but the dete of erecting the house is not 
certainly knowm. There is a graveyard attached, and it is under the care 
of Camden Monthly Meeting. The fencing is in good order, but the house is 
in a dilepidated condition, end the floors not safe to walk on. 
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"A brick meeting-house at Camden, Del., was erected in 1805, and the 
preparative meeting wes a branch of Murderkill Monthly Meeting. In 1830 
Duck Creek end Murderkill Monthly Meetings were united as Camden Month- 
ly Meeting. 

"In the account being published in the Friend (Philadelphia) regard- 
ing the Nestern Shore of Marylend, it is stated thet the Southern Quar- 
‘ter's report in 1795 mentions a new meeting-house at Greensborough, in 
Ceroline county, in place of one at Nine Bridges, one at Duck Creek Cross 
Roads, in plece of that at Duck Creek tom, and one at Milford, in place 
‘of that et Three Runs. These pleces may not heve been very distent, but 
it seems to me ere desirable to be known in addition to what Michener 
gives." 

A few years later, Fourth Month 4, 1896, another note appesred in 
the Friends' Intelligencer, stating:- 

"Note -- Since the meetings in Southern Quarter were spoken of, we 
have been informed thet Appoquinimink meeting-house is still standing, but 
much out of repair. It is now called Odessa, which is about three miles' 
drive from Middletown station, on the Delaware Division of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad. This meeting wes for meny yeers kept up by the late John 
Alston, who mostly attended alone." 

The following minutes from the records of Cemden Monthly Meeting heve 
some bearing upon the Ae s hold on ths property at the earlier 
location at George's Creek: 

"Camden Monthly meeting neld at Little Creek 10th mo 12th 1846 Appo- 
quinimink meeting informs us through one of its members of the refusal of 
said meeting to give up eny pert of the Georges Creek meeting property— 
after some consideration (the meeting being smell) the subject is rotorrod 
to our next meeting." 

"Cemden Monthly meeting held at Little Creek 10mo llth 1847 The Sub- 
ject of George Creek Meeting property and the condition thereof having 
been introduced and considered it was concluded to direct the Trustees of 
this meeting to wit Michael Offley, Charles Cowgill, Thomas Mifflin, and 
Iseac Dolby to collect the rents due and accruing, snd to dispose of the 
property st public sele or otherwise as they may think best, aveiling 
themselves of Legel advice if circumstances require it, end report their 
proceedings to ea future meeting " 

The compiler of these historical notes concerning Friends‘ Mesting lo 
celitiés, visited the Appoquinimink Meeting House st Odessa, Delswere, on 
August 8, 1930, being taken to the plece by Thomas H. Strain of Merchent- 
ville, N. J. The old Meeting House is yet stending on the. outskirts of. 
the villege and a little back from the roed, is well cared-for by the 
Friends' meeting, and is now. in es good condition. There sre no meetings 
held there, but a colcred woman living nearby, who has the key of the 
house in her keeping, states it is «ften visited by people interested in 
the little brick building. Over the front door of the little House, for 
it is a very small building, is a marble date-stone bearing the inscript- 
‘fon, "Friends Mastins House Srected end Prasentsd by David Wilson 1785." 
The Meetin= House is now well covered with ivy and other creeping vines, 
which, though not genuine English ivy, beautify the place, lending it a 
charming affect. i

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Bayside wes an old Meeting of the Society of Frionds, of which Dr. Ez- 
ra Michener evidently failed to secure eny of its interesting early histo- 
ry, or even to locete the Meeting House, beyond the simple fact that it 
was on the historic Gastern Shore of Maryland. Some rether vague refer- 
ences to Bayside are made.in the “History of Talbot County Md.," by Os- 
weld Tiglmen, 1915. Regerding the eerly Friends' location in the county 
limits, it is there stated:- 
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"Along the shore of the Atlentic, from the Chesgpeeke to the Kene- 
bec, the same feme of religious liberty in Marylend went, end thus those 
persecuted for holding conflicting creeds were gled to find © haven of 
refuge in this much fevored land. The result of this libterel allowance 
of thought in a wey wes the coming to the Mestern Shore of Merylend of 
that sadly persecuted sect, the Quakers. They ceme from across the seé, 
from Virginia, from New England and elsewhere, to see this Eldoredo which 
would be an &sylum for them. “specially did the Friends settle in Telbot 
County, and an unswervingly honest, temperate, generous, yet clannish peo- 
ple, they left their impress ineffacesably upon this county. At that time, 
1660, be it recalled, Talbot County embraced territory now included in 
Queen Anne's enc part of Kent end Caroline counties, as well es its own 
extensive domain." 

In the western bounds of Talbot County is the settlement of St. 
Michaels, which, in early times, wes a center of shipyard interest. In the 
sene history, the following reletes to this topic:- "In no section of the 
county was the business more lergely and dilligently followed, as lorg 4s 
the timber lested, then in Bey Side, where it has left, to the present 
day (1915), traces end indicetions of its extent in the debris end waste 
_ yet lying preserved by the salt water, and to be seen in every neighbor- 
a hood end where the business still survives, though upon e much reduced 
om «~=63s scale." . 
the This indicetes that Beyside wes somewhere near St. Michaels, and in 
treating of the religious concerns of the settlement it is more definite- 
«ly mentioned:- "The forst period of its religious history corresponds 
ee with the colonial period of the political history of the commonweslth. 

P During this period the péople of St. Michaels, as most others in the pro- 
| vince, were uncer the religious guidance of the rectors of the perish; 


and here, at leest, this guidence if not scrupulously followed, seems not 
to have been obstinately resisted; though it is recorded thet when the 
first church was to be built under the law of 1694, the people objected. 
This. may have been, however, an objection to the tax, not to the form of 
religion. In truth there were no sectaries worth mention, for even the 
Quekers essembled no meeting here, though they had a small congregation

Mesting House at Reysida in Talbot County. Again, twenty-one years later, 
Williem Heérrison of "Talbott County" married "Elizabeth Richardson Spinster | 
of ye sama County" on "this thirtieth day of ye eighth month 1721" "in ] 
their meeting house at ye bay side, in Talbott County." Calculeted from 
the date of the earliest of these thres merriages here noticed, Bayside 
was a meeting which wes in existence at least one hundred and fifty-seven 
yeers. . 

In 1696 the Merylend Clergy inforned the Bishop of London there wes 
"a smell meeting-house at Reloh Fishbourne's."' Relph Fishbourne's house 
was on Tilghman's Island, on a farn adjoining the present town of Clai- 
borne. Knowing this fact led the compiler of these notes concerning . the 
meeting locelities of Friends, to visit Tilghman's Islend, being taken to 
that place by Ralph /. Hershey of Gep, Pa., on October 4, 1936, where ao 
seerch wes mede for Beyside Meeting's location. Fer greater setisfection 
wes met with than had been enticipsted, for the Beyside Meeting had been 
discontinued since 1841, or in other words, for nearly e hundred years. 
After repeated inquiries he was fevored in meeting Mr. Frank Lowe, ea men 
of advanced years. end a life-long resident of Bayside Hundred. He located 
the Meeting House with its Graveyard only a few rods from his own residence, 
a querter of a mile south of the village of McDaniel. A dwelling construct- j 
ed from the old Meeting House still stands by the roadside, and the Burial | 
Ground nearly opposite, salthough without eny memorial stones, has never 
been "desecrated by the plow", using Mr. Lowe's own words to express the 
fect. It is covered with vines end untrinmed grass and has ao solitary tree 
keeping silent watch over the sleepers beneath the sod, probably of Ralph 
Fishbourne himself, since Beyside was his Meeting end he lived in the 
near vicinity. 

Westward from the Bayside Meeting locality, beautifully situated on 
the shore of Chesapeeke Bay in sight of Wade's Point, is the old McDaniel 
Mension with its private plantetion Buriel Ground near the House. Here 
were buried Hdward McDaniel who died June 6, 18313 his "relict" Sereh Mc- 
Daniel who died Nov. 14, 1839; and others of the femily. 

Further north, a couple of miles from the Bayside lMeeting, with the 
town of Cleiborne between, is the handsome Richneck Manor. The date of its 
erection is unknown, but the estate dates back to 1651, the early owners 
being Catholics. By the side of the mension is e private chapel, and near 
the gateway to the extensive grounds, is a plantation femily graveyard 
where Matthew Tilghmsen was buried in 1790.

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Among the many subordinate meetings established on the Eastern Shore 
of Marylend within the jurisdiction of Third Haven Monthly Meeting, are 
Bayside and Betty's Cove, both now reminiscences of past Queker history. 
Bayside lested until later times, wes a Preperative Meeting, discontinued 
as such in 1826, end as a meeting for worship was likewise dropped and 
hed its remaining members attached to Third Haven Meeting in 1641. Dr. 
Michener gives no date concerning Bsyside's early history, which epparent- 
ly may be obscure or he would have found it, but it was scheduled in 1812 
with Choptenk, Third Haven, Tuckehoe sand Tuckahoe Neck as constituting 
Third Hseven Monthly Meeting. However, of Betty's Cove, a meeting of much 
shorter durstion, end the actual precursor of Third Haven Meeting itself, 
much more is found in the records. Michener says of it:- 

"Mention is mede of this meeting in 1676. Two yeers after, the Half-Yea 
Meeting was held there, and, for its further accommodetion, the house was 
ordered to be ‘lofted sand partitioned, with falling windows, hung with 
hinges.' But the meeting was soon after removed to John Edmondson's house 
_ (et Tredhaven), and the order countermended. The meeting was discontinued 
eerly." 

Relph Fishbourne, one of the earliest members of Bayside Meeting, was 
married in Betty's Cove Meeting House. Here is en abridged record of his 
marriege:- "Relph Fishbourn end Sereh Lewis both of Telbott County, took 
each other as husbend end wife in,the presence of God, and before the af- 
sembly of his people at Bettys cove meeting house, the 9th day of the 9 
month, 1673, Friends thet were present were

The following eccount of Betty's Cove, written by H. T. C. (Henry T. 
Child) of Philedelphia, under title of "Early Records of Southern Quar- 
ter," was published in the Friends' Intelligencer, Ninth Mo. 29, 1888:- 

"A meeting was held at Betty's Cove, (on Miles river, near Laston, Md. 
in 1673. The regular minutes of the monthly meeting and the quarterly 
meeting, both in our book, commence in the Ninth month, 16/6. Among the 
statements of principles directed to the 'Heads of the Meeting', the sec- 
ond cleuse reads: 'If any follow drunkenness, pleesures, or gembling, or 
is not faithful to their Sate end dealing, nor honest end just, they 
must be dealt with.’ 
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tributed according to their means, soma giving severel hogsheads of this. Ij 
1678 John “febbd, having built e bost 'for the service of Truth, and to sccoma 
modéte Friends in ye ministry in their trevels to Virginia,' he offered to 
the meeting, and i directed thet hs should be paid 2,600 pounds of tobacs§ 
co for its and that he should keep it in good order. q 

"Tn 1684 1 began to mest in the new mesting-house at Raston, though | 
it wes not furnished; for in 1685,.'Friends sgreed to give 600 pounds of 
tobacco for a cow for provision for the carpenters to finish the work in 
the meeting-house.' Some Friends contributed grain for this purpose. 

"In 1685, ‘Nin. Dixon having something on his mind to sell a negro 
slave his frrdom, desired the meeting's sdvice.' After weighty considera- 
tion the matter wes referred to the Yearly Weoteve VEOre ues advice. |) tHe 
was allowed to do this, although some Friends thought it wes wrong, end 
thet he should be held responsible for the care of the. man." 

Oswald Tilghnen, in his "History of Talbot County, Merylend," 1915, 4 
provides ® very interesting account of Betty's Cove. The following extracts } 
from thet history illustrate the subject:- i 

"Tt was three yetrs before the establishment of Talbot County that 
the Friends ceme here to ony in 1657, the first coming from Virginie, 
ape the Meeting Houses, primitive in the extreme y for ces do not believe ing 

‘en outward, visible sign of en inward spiritual grece,' were erected at 
Wye, Little Choptenk, Island Creek and tne, which was doubtless the first; 
neer the heed of ‘Betty's Cove,' Miles River. This one wes built of clép-. 
boards, end stood neer the boundary lines between the homes of R. B. Dixon 
end Dr. Cherbonnier, upon © lot that covered ten acres of lend, end faced | 
the cove, from which it wes distent but e few rods. The records show that 
here, 6lso, was & graveyerd, end that the little building was repaired in 
1676, but in 1693 it was abendoned, left. alone with its encircling dead, 
while @ jarger 6nd more pratentious Meeting House had been erected in a 
more central location et the head of Third Heven or Tred Avon River...... 
It is steted en indisputable fact thet George Fox, the founder of the So- 
ciety of Friends attended the meeting at Betty's Cove that originated the 
building of the old Meeting House neer Eeston. It was in 1684 the meeting 
was held, end George Fox describes the greater house in his journal es be- 
ing located upon the Avon River (old style Third Heven)....He elso spoke 
-of ‘seeing both rivers' -- the Avon end the Miles— from the Meeting 
House which must heve stood in the field at the eastern end of the Ship's 
Roed farm at the southeest corner of which stands Bloomfield Station on 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlentic Rsilwey...... 

"There exist treditions of the existence of a Queker school upon or 
neer the site of the first meeting house of the Friends, at Betty's Cove. 
There is no account of this school in the minutes of the Friends, and 
those minutes extend back to a period anterior to the eabendonment of the 
ancient meeting houge at thet plece; but this sbsence of record is no 
proof that such e school had no. existence, in the fece of a tradition 
which seems to be very positive and tolerebly well substentistec." 

"Tt is an interesting fact that the first public library ever form- 
ed in this county (Talbot) end probably in the province was the one col- 
lected by the Friends in 1676, end after, at the Betty's Cove meeting 
house. The following is @ minute of the meeting held on the 14th of the 
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sth month of that yeer. 'It is thought fit by the meeting thet a stock be 

-kept amongst Friends to pay for books, end to dispose of as Friends shell 

see need, from time to time, for ye service of Truth, every Friend being 

‘left to his own liberty and freedom whet to give. Upon which Friends sub- 
ecribed as follows:! 
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In all 4750 pounds of tobacco. 

"Thomas Teylor, who was clerk of the meeting, was appointed Libreri- 
an or keeper of the books. In 1681 the library had en accession of ‘a par- 
cell of bockes which ceme from our deer friend and brother George Fox, be- 
fore his deeth as a token of his love.' 

"It should be remembered that this was long before the attempt of the 
Bishop of London through Commissary Bray to esteblish parochial libreries 
in this province. Remnents of this. originel Quaker library are still (1915) 
in existence." 

It is not surprising that in the case of such an early established 
Friends' Meeting as thet of Betty's Cove, coming into existence before the 
visit of George Fox to America, and left to the merciless raveges of time 
in 1693, there should be now in 1935, more than 230 yeers later, mere vegue 
uncertain facts to be gathered concerning its locelity. Hence when the com- 
piler of these notes about Friends' Meeting Houses, went, Mey 19, 1935, on 
a little pilgrimege to the “astern Shore of Maryland, intent upon finding 
out something of interest, both by word of history and by virtue of e small 
kodak, ebout Betty's Cove, he found the expedition imbued with a sort of 
ronentic inclination and enjoyment. The journey was meade through the kindly 
proffered service of Mr. Relph W..HNershey, a grendson of one of the found- 
ers of Longwood Progressive Friends’ Meeting, who motored from his home nea) 
Gep, Lencaster County, Pa., to Easton, Marylsend. There he met with ‘Jilson 
MW. Tylor, who, knowing “aston and its vicinity thoroughly, piloted thse par- 
ty to the locality at the head of Miles River, where in early colonial 
deys the little "clapboard" Meeting House of Betty's Cove once stood. The 
“exact spot" where it stood in open view of the river and marsh, was point- 
ed out beside two ancient evergreen trees, a holly end e pine, pretty en- 
blems of "forethought" end "pity" to mark the memory of possibly and very 
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probably the eerliest Friends’ Meeting on the Bestern Shore. Here, too, 
the bodies of the departed Queker pioneers of the vicinity were buried 
in unmtrked greves by the side of the building wherein they hed worship- 
ed, but now there is nothing to indicete the place, for the soil is un- 
der cultivation. At the foot of the hill, only e short distance away, is 
tne head of the inlet, Betty's Cove, now for some distence a low meadow 
and then e marsh, yet with all indications of heaving in earlier days 
been under the weters of the river. A tall pine tree grows et the termin- - 
us of the line fence, beering evidence from its size of heving kept senti- | 
nel duty over cove and fieldside for a century or more. YVilsom if. Tylor 
pointed out another spot on the rising ground neer the inlet, which might 
reesonably be considered the location of the Meeting House, but as the 
plow has often overturned pieces of brick or other material suggestive q 
of a building neer the two evergreens, thet spot is canceded to heave a bet= | 
fer clain to the actual locetion. The views about the Cove are pictur- 
esque, end among other meny veried specimens of wild plant-life found e- 
long the river's edge, is e profuse distribution of corel honeysuckle 
(Lonicere sempervirens) which does not et ell detract from the rustic 
beauty of the spot. Betty's Cove really exists, but it is an eastern in- 
let of the upper reaches of Miles River end is seen in ell its beeuty from i 
the lewvm of the home of James Dixon who resides on the opposite side of 
the Cove from the Meeting House site. Jemes Dixon is one of the foremost ™ 
members of the Friends' Meeting et Haston, the Third Heven lfeeting thet 
developed from Betty's Cove. At Betty's Cove it is quite reedily seen, 
how, from the highest point of ground, George Fox, at the time of his vis- 3 
it, could have seen the seils on the Tredhaven Creek, though quite dis- 
tent, while, at the same time, the boats on the nearer Miles. River were 
plainly’“visible to hin, 
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Meeting Organized... ..ese sence etwoweerer nell ID. 
Eerly Meeting Laid down. cevcesseecereeeeelI95e 
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Cemden in Kent County, Delawere, is a Monthly Meeting of Southern 
Helf-Year Meeting, formerly Southern Quarter, of Philadelphia Yearly Meet- 
ing of Hicksite Frisnds. In compiling his "Retrospect of Early Quakerism", 
Dr. =zra Michener failed to discover the esrliest history of this Meeting. 
But as ea Monthly Meeting it dates from 1830, as the following interesting 
note infers:- 
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"About the year 1830 Duck Creek and Murderkiln Monthly Meetings uni- 
ted together under the neme of Cemden Mo. Mtg. of Friends. The first in- 
terments in Camden ifeeting house burial ground wes in 1837. Since which 
members mostly bury here, few or no interments teke plece at liurderkill 
et this date 1660." -(Records of Camden Monthly Meeting.) This note is 


from the minutes made by Ezekiel Jenkins who wes eppointed recorder of 
“Camden Monthly Meeting 8th Mo. 14, 1848. 


NOTS:- On Merch 2nd, 1932, ths compiler of these historical notes 
concerning Friends' Meetings, visited Cemden, Del., send while there 
mede a careful copy of the tombstone inscriptions in the Friends’ Buri- 
el Ground. At thet time there were 122 merked graves in the yard, the 
headstones of severel, however, bearing no dates either of birth or of 
death of the deed. The oldest inscription found wes "JONA. H. J=NKINS, 
died 4mo, llth 1637; aged 3 yeers % 3 days" -A few others whose names 
have at times eppesred in Meeting or State history in past years, in- 
terred in the Friends' cemetery at Camden, Delaware, are:- 

"ISAAC DOLBY; died 3rd mo. 15th 1866. in his 67% year," .

- On January 26, 1938, the compiler of these records, T. Chalkley 
Matlack of Moorestown, N.J., while examining the records of Camden Month- 
ly Meeting, now in the Friends' Historical Library at Swarthmore, Pa.; 
copied the first minute trenscribed by the Mesting. It is as follows:- 

"Camden monthly meeting held at Cemden. 10 mo 11. 1830 bsing compos- 
ed of Friends formerly belonging to Duck Creek and Murderkill Monthly 
Meetings, which said union having been senctioned snd approved by the 
Southern Quarterly Meeting of friends held et Third Haven the 25th of 
the 8 month lest,- And after a Seperation of men and women friends for 
the purpose of transacting the businefs of the Church, according to our 
long established order, Jonathen Jenkins at the request “of said mens 
meeting officietes es clerk end Charles Cowgill as sfsistant Clerk — 
Being thus orgenized in our united Capscity, and knowm as Cemden Monthly 
Meeting, end to be held elternately at Camden end Little Creek commencing. 
on ths Second, Second, day in the 10 Month 1830 st Camden — the Meeting 
proceeded with its businef{'s in the following order to Wit.- "' 

Quoting from Scharf's “History of Delawere," 1888, this information 
is obteined:- "The 'Cemden Friends' Meeting' was the last to be establish- 
ad in Kent County, end is at present the only one in actige operetion. 
This Meeting has absorbed all the others, and the old records from 1/05 
to the present time (1888) are in possession of Semusl Howell Mifflin. 

In 1805 or 1606 the Society of Friends determined to erect & bullding for 
school and meeting-house purposes, end circulated a petition to thet ef- 
fect. . 

"Tn the deed of conveyance occurs the following recitations. 'Nhere- 
as € number of persons mambers of the society of the people called Quskers 
for a considereble time pest. have had in prospect the erection of a Suild- 
ing to ba occupied es a School-house end as a macting-house for the mein- 
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bers of thet Society; for which purvose’a subscription paper heth been 
circulated, and the following named persons, members of the Socisty a- 
foresaid, did subscribe: and heve engefed to pay the seversl sums to 
their nemes effixed, viz, Deniel Mifflin, Jonethen Hunn, Semuel Howell, 
Jebez Jenkins, Villian Dolby, Thomas Jenkins, Thomas Berry, Werner Mif- 
flin, Mlias Jerrel, Joseph 4. Rowland, Deniel Mifflin, Junr., Semuel "d- 4 
mondson, Samuel Mifflin, Henry M. Godwin, Thomas Neck, Henneh Alston, Se- 
reh Mifflin end Ann Munn, Junr, (now Mifflin). And whereas the sbove-nan- # 
ed persons heve appointed Semuel Howell, ‘Jarner Mifflin -and Joseph G. Rowem 
lend, ¢s Trustees in their behalf to teke snd recsaive © Deed or Deeds for «| 
& Lott of ground in or adjoining the Villsge of Camden given by Jonathan |

"In pursuance of ie foregoing recitations Jonethen Hunn and Pati ience, |

emongst Friends, otherwise called Quekers, and no Taner All that Lott @ 
or piece of ground situate, lying end being in or near the Villege of Cen-@ 
den, on the Mein Road leading from said Village to the Poor-House.' 

"In 1826 the Motherkill Monthly Meeting wes united to Duck Creek, end } 
in 1830 the Monthly Meetings of Duck Creek and Motherkill wer~ united under$ 
the name of 'Cemden Monthly Meeting’, end held alternately et Cexiden end | 
Little Creek, the latter of which was organized in 1810, end but recently 4 
ebendoned. Cenden Monthly Meeting is the only Quaker orgenizstion now ex- 
isting in the county, and et present numbers about fifty persons." (In 
this foregoing note the dete 1810 should be read 1710. It is evidently a 
typogrephical error.) 

E. L. (Blizebeth Lloyd), treveling among the meetings of Southern : 
Querter, géve some stetistics of interest thet appesred in the Friends' In-§ 
telligencer, 3rd Mo. 10, 1900. She seid:- "The members of Cemden Monthly 
Meeting live partly in Cemden, and partly in “lyoming; the.last named is the4 
réilroed station for the meeting and a hack runs to the meeting-house, 

‘which is e mile distant. This meeting hes not more than fifty members in 
all, but the outlook, on the whole, is more promising then it was ten 
years ego....-.-1 attended this meeting on the last First-dey of last month. | 
The roeds were somewhet drifted and the wind wes blowing a gele but Rebec- | 
ca C. Heyes wes breve enough to drive out with me from Dover, and in spite 
of wind end snow about twenty persons were in attendence, and the presence 
of the Fether wes felt in the midst. Meny of the members of this meeting 
heve married those who were not Friends or who belonged to other denomina- 
tions. In former times those who did this were generally lost to the meet- 
ing, but since\the chenge in the discipline severel of these thus connect- 
ed by marriese attend meeting, and some have been taken into membership. 

"Camden hieeting House is a quaint little brick building of the olden 
time. Et wes usec for Friends' school in the days when Little Creek Meet- 
ing wes at its best. It is now in good order and the cushions have recent- 
ly been neetly and substantielly covered. The sheds have been moved back 
of the house and thoroughly. repaired, and the smell graveyard, which is a 
part of the meeting yard, is well cared for. There is en upstairs room 
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; . 
which wes used by the men before the deys of joint sessions and is now us- 
ed by the Meeting for Ninisters and Elders." 

A still later extract from the Friends' Intelligencer, Fifth Mo. 25, 
1912, informs us thet "The meeting house eat Camden, Delawere, was ercted 
on lend doneted for thet purpose by Jonathan Hunn in 1605, who afterwards 
gave sdditionsl ground on the west side of the meeting house to be used 
for buriel purposes. It wes intended to take the place of the old Muther- 
kill meeting situeted sbout five miles south of Cemden, which on account 
of the distance hed become inconvenient for a majority of the members. 

For meny years, & well known. school at the time, wes meintained in_the sec- 

ond story, under the care of the Monthly Meeting. There the Southern Quar- 

terly Meeting wes held (efter it wes removed from Little Creek in 1868) 
sltornetely with Teston, Md., until about seven yeers ago (1905) it was 

chenged to a Helf Yeerly Meeting. . 

The date, 1868, in the foregoing, should reed 1864. Here is the min- 
ute fron Cemden Monthly Meeting records which refers to the occasion: - 

' "Cemden Monthly Meeting held.at Cemden 7 mo 11 1664 This Ieeting 
(with the concurrence of “Jonen Friends) now conclude efter due delibere- 
tion thet our Monthly Maetings hereatter be held at Cemden only" 

On tne south side or Commerce Street on the outskirts of the town of 
Cemden; Del., is the Friends' Meeting House and Qusker Burisl Ground, ev- 
erything esbout the plece showing the careful attention of interasted mem- 
bers of Friends. In the graveyerd ere interred past members of the Conard, 
Emerson, Howell, Hunn, Jenkins, Kimmsy, Mifflin and other femilies, the 
memorial stones generally attesting to the rules of the Society. The use 
of footstones is noticeable in this cemetery end there is no fence bstweer 
it end the Meeting Mouse Yard, 611 being surrounded by an iron fence hev- 
ing two estes, one for carriages, the other, et the entrance to the brick 
welk leading to the front door of the Meeting House, for pedestrians. 

John Hunn, who wes Govarnor of Delaware from 1901 to 1905, is buried in 
this greveyard. In the southeastern corner of the grounds, back of the 
Meeting House, is e short line of old-time wecon-sheds showinz = slight in- 
clinstion to decey from disuse. 

The Cemden Meeting House, a brick structure, is uniqud emong Friends’ 
places of worship by reeson of its style of architecture. It is without 
porches, has & double door eat the front and & single one at the rear, and 
is noticeable for its gambrel roof, called "Hip-roof' in olden times, with 
& couple of dormer windows on each cf the east and west. sides. But the ; 
windows were vnurposely designed for lighting the upper epertment of the 
house. .where. a Friends’ School was kept fron the early days of the eigh- 
teenth century until about 1875 ae it was discontinued. Some of the 
school furniture still is kept in the well-lighted, cheerful room in 1932. 
An interesting dropping leaf in the partition between the assembly-room 
of the Meeting House end the stairway leading upward to the school-room, 
‘was formerly used to give added audience space by use of the steirwey et 
times of en over-filled Meeting Houses. A femous old-feshioned ten-plate 
stove manufectured at Yrightstowm, Pa., still provides heet for the con- 
gregation et Cemden, and, on @ post in the middle of the room is a neatly 
inclosed cese containing a diegrem of the greveyerd and the Book of Reg-. 
istretion of those buried there. In a semicirculer trensom in the front 
or northern gable of the Meeting House is the date, 1605, but it does 
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not, so it is said, necessarily mark the date of the erection of the 
building, but rether sets the time of the establishment of the school 
which first took its neme from the "Big Oak" which grew’ by the sidewalk 
in front of the grounds. This aged tree only recently succumbed to old

OK Cemden's early history before. the erection of the Monthly Meeting 
in 1830, the record seeus to have laid in partial obscurity. In nis "Retro- 
spect of Warly Quekerism" Wzre Michener simply remarked, '"Cemden. I have 
no informetion respecting the first establishment of a meeting at this 
plece." However, it is plainly obvious that something wes doing at Cenden 
‘at leest es early as 1805 when the VWeeting House was built. The compiler 
of these notes on Jenuery 28, 1938, while examining the minutes of Murth- 
erkill Monthly Meeting, now deposited in end preserved in @thes Friends *aHis- 
torical Librery et Swarthmore, Pa., found these notes of interest:-

As » Monthly Meeting in the South- 
ern Quarter of Philedelphie Yearly Meeting it dates from 1698, as is show 
by the following minutes- "At our Monthly Meeting, held at our meeting- 
house, in Cecil County, the 9th of ninth month, 1698, it being our first 
Monthly Meeting, desired by Friends of Cecil and Chester Meetings, end 
granted by the Yeerly Meeting at Third Heven, thet Friends of Cecil and 
Kent Counties should haye a Monthly Meeting established anong them." 
«(Cecil Monthly Meeting. ) ; 

"Tf the notes furnished are correct," wrote Dr. Ezre Michener of New 
Gerdan, Chester County, Pee, "both Cecil end Chaster Meetings reported 
their stete to Thirdhaven Monthly Meeting in 1701." Both of these meet- 
ings "were esteblished early. The Preparative Meeting at the Head of Ches- 
ter, was laid down in 1840, snd the members joined to Cocil......In 1848 
the Monthly Meeting begen to he held alternate at Cecil end Chester." 

In 1812 it was scheduled in-the “Book of Meetings" thet Cecil Monthly 
VWeeting wes composed of threa constituent meetings, Chester, Cecil and 
Heed of Chester. In 1859 Dr. Michenar in his “Retrospact of Herly Queker- 
ism" elso names Seseafres among the perticulsr subordinate meetings forn- 
ing Cecil Monthly Meeting. All these meetings are now past snd gone long 
before 1920; Cscil survived the others by many years. 

Louisa J. Roberts visited Cecil Meeting in 1887, end thue wrote of it 
in an articles published in the Friends’ Intelligencer, Sixth Month 18th, 
1887:- "Fourth-dsy is spent in visiting members and ths descendents of 
Friends, very many of whom have united with the Methodists, yet they ex- 
press great love for the principles of the Socisty, and are gled to at- 
tend our meetings when they can. Those living in the little villeges 
thet lie along the railroad ere mostly without means of conveysnce, e#nd 
the distences ere too great for welking. Cecil meeting-house is in & 
pretty grove, occupying a little knoll, end has & smell greveyerd attech- 
ed. Kennedvville, Still Pond, end Lynch's Station are the nesrest tows, 
but the membershiy includes Friends living et Chestertom, the terminus 
of the reilroad." f 

Thirteen yeers letsr the place wes visited by axotner interested 
Friend, @lizebeth Lloyd, who, in the Friends' Intelligencer, Third Lio. 

10, 1900, expressed ner impressions thus:- "Another onevof the old meet- 
ings was Cecil Meeting in Kent county. U"ver since the writer's knowl- 
edge this meeting has been attended by but two fanilies, end 45 several 
members of ons of these femilies left the neighborhood, end the two half- 
members belonging to the other femily were irregular in attendance, the 
_meeting~house for more then e year has not been opened. The house is still 
in good repair and the meeting has not been formelly leid down, but it 
virtually has no members left except Richard Turner Jr., end his sons. 

The former is feithful in his attendcence at quarterly Gud yearly Meetings, 
es wes his father before him." 

The ‘Book of Meetings’ prepered for 1928 reported the Cecil Meeting 
House unused end in poor repeir, end in 1930 as "not in useble condition." 
‘This statements shows how rapidly decay ettaches to en ebendoned Meeting 
Heuse in the spece of a few years. 

The following minute of interest occurs in the Cecil Monthly Meeting 
records under dete of 10th Mo. 1&632;- “Our Estoemed triend hary S, Lip- 
pincott Acceptably ettended this lieeting, under & minute of approvel from 
Chester Monthly Meeting held 16" of 9 mo" 1632 end Endorsed by IMaddonfield 
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Quarterly meeting held 13th of 9 mo 1832— Mary Roberts end Joseph Lip- 
pincott, also acceptably Accompenied our sforeseid friend, with minutes 7% 
of epprobetion, from the eforaseid Monthly Meeting deted the 4th of 10 mo! 
18324" ; 

With kodek in hend, e visit was paid to the Cecil Neeting locality 
on October &, 1933, by the compiler of these historicel notes. He was 
indebted for the pleasure of thet "Quaker Pilgrimage’ to the good will 
end kindness of lr. Relph W. Hershey of Gep, Lancaster County, Fae., who 
on thea.same dey extended the "Pilgrimage’ to the Chester, Head of Ches- 
ter enc Sessefres locslities. The impressions obtained of Cecil on that 
occesion are her recorded as cectaee The Meeting House is gone end only 
the graveyerd end the grove of fine trees, s half-dozen or more of which 
are hendsome grand old oaks of the primeval forest, remain to mark one of | 
the pldest of Maryland's Friends' Weetings. But the spot is well anc nobly | 
marked, for, tnrough the personel interest of @ Mr. Turner whose near re- 
letives rest in the Burial Ground, the entire property, greveyard end tho 
grove, is képt nest, trim end attrective. The brick walls of the Meeting 
House heving become dengerously insecure, the building was razed to the 
ground sometime between 1930 end 1933, snd the exact spot where it once 
stood is now indicated by metal pipe markers, one at esch corner of the 
little building's cellarless foundétion. There are seversl photographs in 
existence of this old Cecil Meeting House, one of tne best being a fine 
view teken vy F. Gutekunst, the Philadelphia Fhotographer. Thet picture 
presents a small, plein one-story structure with twin-doors of entrance at ¥ 
the front with one shuttered window of twelve panes of glass on either side] 
of thom. The geble enc shown in the picture shows two windows, one on & lev# 
el with the froat windows, the other over it opening to the attic of the 
Meeting House, for there wes evicently no upstairs Bee for the congre- 
gation in this building. According to the eutnority of Fercy G. Skern this ¥ 
Meeting Houss wes erected about 1690. 

The grounds et Cecil are extensive and have been cut through by a new 
improved public highway on the lower side of which they slope towards the 
former entrance fron the old road, now abandoned and closed to public usa. 
A substantial slat fence incloses the Burial: Ground and borders the road- 
side. There are two nerrow gateways to the yard, the ore most frequently 
used being at the corner nearest the road and Meeting House Yerd. There 
are meny graves in the yard, a goodly number: of which ere marked with mod- 
est heedstones in Friends' approved manner. Among the family names seen 
there ere Allen, Bowers, Bull, Lemb, Needles, Parrott, Pennell end Turner; 
but several quaint field-stones are also seen in the older part of the Bur- J 
iel Ground, one, without date, bearing the initials "L.H.A." Neer the en- 
trance gate at the corner, a tree has been telled during the late wind- t 
storm, emd in felling has upturned a headstone inscribed "Rachel a. Parrott 
Born 12mo. 25, 1806 Died llmo. 12, 1828.". The stone has been carefully set. 
upright agein in the uncovered soil. he 

In the outer grounds near the gate of entrance from the public road, 
is a fine buttonwood, quite prominent by reason of its having four trunks 
growing from the seme roots in the soil. Teken eltogether, the Cscil Meet- 
ing locelity is a beautiful spot that might well serve as a sort of shrine 
for Qutker pilgrimages. Tt is locsted about half a mile from the quiet lit- 
tle villore of Lynch in Kent County, Merylend. } 
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The record books of Cecil Friends' Meeting have ,been preserved, end 
in 1938 sre in the Friends' Historical Library at Swerthmore College, Del- 
awere County, Fe. The oldest of these is the Minute Book: of Cecil Hort bt 
Meeting, 1698 to 1lv‘vv, for the Men's Meeting. It is still in its origin- 
el binding, slightly dilepideted in ORO N at son: of rather cumbersome size, 
being upwerds of sixteen inches in length by ten in width, end with the 
worth of two hundred and forty yeers to its age, is a highly treasured 
volume. The minutes have been written by very careful penmen who served 
es clerks of the Meeting, of course unnamed in those years, two centu- 
ries ago, but they prove somewhat puzzling for readers of 1938 to deci- 
pher, with the multitude of "long s's" end other peculiarly made letters 
which marked the penmanship of the Seventeenth Century. For the first for- 
ty yeers or more the entire record of the proceedings. of one individual 
session. of the ifonthly Meetings rerely exceeds sixteen lines.of writing, 
enc frequontly sre fever in number; they chiefly detgil the place of 
meeting, which was usuell: held elternately at the Meeting Houses of Ce- 
cil and Ghsster, and the epparent interest of the re hs Untiis the 
loth Month (Decéaber) 1733, only the two meetings, Cecil end Chester, ere 
mentionad, then Queen Ann's is enrolled on the list; eand in 1738 Sassefres 
first appears et the time of tite veene & deed for the “land lying on the 
head: of Swen Creek." The first pege of the Minute Book of Cecil lonthly 
Meeting is occupied by an introductory code of rules to he followed by

From 1765 to 1799 Quarterly Meetings were held on 6 alternate 
system et the ieeting Shea of Third Héven, Cecil Snd Chester, and very 
regulerly between the first two. “ith the establishnent of the Soutnern 
Nuarterly Meeting in 1790, Dae Querterly Meetings then only circuleted 
between Third Haven in Merylend end Little Creek in Delaware. 

In 1764 a minute is recorded in the Cecil Monthly lieeting books 
thet refers to the transgression of the Discipline by Susenneh Bentham 
who apologized to the !eeting for her actions:~ 

"At our Nonthly Meeting held at Cecil Meeting house tae tiin of aL)

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Concerning Center Friends' Meeting in Caroline County on the Eastern | 
Shore of Merylend, recorded historicel facts appear to be very iew, scatter-| 
ed, end mostly the Meeting is mentioned in association with others. Ezra 
Michener, in his "Retrospect of, Barly Quekerism" assigns it a place as a 
subordinate Preparative Meeting of North Vest Fork Monthly Meeting, end 
merely states of it individually 

"1798.- This, too, was originally a Nicholite Meeting, and wes trens- 
ferred about the same time 6nd in the same manner es the preceding one." 
(Pine Grove, formerly North Yest Fork.) 

The epplication of the Nicholites for admission as members of Third- 
haven Monthly Meeting, came from Center Monthly Meeting, thus:- UT OutRSe 
members of Thirdhaven Monthly Meeting, to be held the 12th of the tenth 
month, 1797. “e, the people called Nicholites, herein present to your view 

end: serious consideration the nemes of those that incline to unite with 
you in membership (here follow one hundred and six nemes.) Given forth 
from Centre Monthly Mesting of the people called Nicholites, held the 30th 
dey of the ninth month, 1797, 
Seth Hill Evitts,. Clerk." 

The following extracts from the minutes of Southern Quarterly Meeting 
relete to the esteblishment of Center eas ea part of thet branch of Philadel - 
“phie Yearly Meeting. The first is from a Quarterly Meeting held at Little 
Creek 236th of the oth Mo. 1798:~ ; 

"Third Heven report mentions for the consideration of the Meeting a 
proposel for establishing Meetings at Northwest Fork & Centre in Caroline 
County Marylend, elso the holding of preperetive Meetings et both places, 
for the accommodation of e@ number of newly received members, as they live 
remote trom any of our settled Meetings. Tne Subject obtained the welgnty 
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consideration of this Meeting, the Committee eppointed heretofore to 

the assistance of thet Monthly lieeting, not being prepared to meke a 

full report, altho divers of them have paid considerable attention to 

the Subject since our last, they are therefore continusd and appointed 
to teke the subject contain'd in this request under their care, yield 
forth further a view and assistance as in the wisdom of Truth they mey 
bea enabled to do, end report their sense of the propriety of essenting 
to said proposal." 

At the next Quarterly Meeting held at Third Haven, 8 Mo. 27, 1798, 
@ long report was given from which the following extract is taken:- 

“Thet of our number, both men « women, the greeter part have ettend- 
ed to the Subject, ond hed opportunities with the Friends at those Plac- 
es where tne Meetings were propossd to be held, end on conferring togeth- 
er we generally unite in believing thet it will not only be a relief to 
meny of those psople, but an adventege to the ceuse of Truth to accede to 
seid proposition. Thet is, that e Meeting be held at a place called Caen- 
ter on the First & Fourth day of every week, end e meéting for worship, 
tlso be held at Northwest Fork on the First % Fifth days of the week, and 
preperative meetings at each of those pleces on the Fourth & fitth deys 
of the wesk preceding that in which Thirdhaven Monthly lhieesting 1s held 
etc. the report signed by Warner Vitflin Cessandre Corn 8mo 26- 1798 

"On the opening of tho preparetive Meetings, (at Center & Northwest 
Fork, in Ceroline County Marylend, es concluded on oy a foregoing Mau- 
ute) the following Friends are appointed to ettend, rencsr such advice 
& essistence es they may be enabled — viz Oliver Ceulk, Joseph Turner, 
Jemes “dmondson, Jcme3 Iddings, Robert Holliday, Willian Dolbv, Warner 
Mifflin & John Bowers "

The next Querterly Meeting wes on ll Mo. 25, 179 
ing minute wes mede:- "The Committee on the asteblishment of the Meetings 
at Center % Northwest Fork report. that. part of their mmber ettended tha. 
opening of ssid Meetings to a good degree of satisfaction. They ere 
therefore rolessed " 

Center Meetine,. having been esteblished as @ prrt of Southern Quer- 
ter, continued as a subordinate Franarstive Meeting wnder Northwest Fork 
Yonthly Meating until it wes "laid dow" sometime near the middle of the 
hinetoonth century. The “Txtracts” of the business proceedings of Thil- 
adelphia Yeerly Meeting of Hicksite Frionds show no record of its dis- 
continuance having bsen reported officially to the mein body of the re- 
ligious organizetion. 

Samuel M. Jenney, a minister of note of Goose Creek Monthly Meet- 
ing, Virginia, visited Center Meeting in 1859, in company with John Need- 
les, enother prominent religious worker. Ho mede the following mention 
of the visit.in his Journél:- 

\"First-dey, Ninth month. 2nd (1859)-- le attended Centre Meeting 
in the forenoon. It is usually very small, but notice being given, the 
house wés full. Several of the young men behaved rucely, and there see:- 
ed to be en insensibility in the eudience which wes hard to overcome. 

Ye both labored in the ability given us, end had some pretty close doc- 
trine to decl*re among them, but we far it had but little effect on 
most of the compeny 

The following communication from fillian Penn ‘Yillis of Preston, 
Narylend, dated 5mo. 27, 1933, gives interesting information rogerding 
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the locetion of Center Mesting:- "Centre meeting house first stood near 
@ plece now celled Concord in Caroline County, ld. After thet time the 
meeting house wes moved to the Maloney farm about one mile fron where 
it first stood. Later it was again moved to Burrsville on the Naeryland 
end Delawere line. Our Monthly Meeting book gives the date of sale and 
committee thet wes appointed to sell the same. The book that contains 
thet information is kept eat Teston.......More tnen forty years. ago my 
uncle Willis Corkren, who wes clerk of North est Fork Ms Ms. for 55 
yeers, drove to Cemden 9. M. Together es we drove along the roed he 
pointed out three exect spots where Centre meeting house stood. They 
were 6ll on our direct route to Cemden, Del. I remember aftor lesving 
Concord going towerds Foole Mill or Andersontown, we caine to @ turn in 
the County road. Uncle said et thet turn when the road ren straight it 
went direct up to Cld Centre Meeting house. Some of the femilies that 
were members of this meeting were Andersons, Cherles, Pooles, Meéloneys, 
Dewsons, Swiggets end many others." ; 

It was on Mey 17, 1936, that tne compiler of these notes was en- 
abled to visit the localities of Centre Meeting, being taken to Concord 
end Burrsville by Relph VY. Hershey of Gep, Lencester County, Fa., in 
company with his wife, Core R., end deughter, Masreta. 

Burrsville, the last location of Center Meeting, is very nesr the 
stete boundary lines between Merylenc and Delawere, and the Meeting House 
itself, when in existence, being a mile east of the village, wes still 
neerer the line.!The Meeting House wes a smell plain one-story freme 
structure, which, between 1872 end 1875, sometime after the Meeting was 
discontinued, wes moved a couple of miles away, was remodeled, had. en up- § 
per story added end wes otherwise enlarged tc make it suitable for a farm 
dwelling, which is yet stending in 1936. On ey 17th of thet year, when 
the compiler of these notes visited the place, this farmhouse was occupi- 
ed by Mr. Yellece Redding. It is close by the roadside, a pleesant little 
dwelling, with barn end other buildings at the rear, one of which, in gen- 
erel a&ppesrance, is much like whst the Meeting House wes described to be. |{] 
The visitors were piloted to the pleces concerned with the Mieeting House § 
by Mr. John H. Thawley, e man of seventy-seven years, who distinctly re- 
momberec the lfeating House anc was pressnt when it was moved awéy. 

Concord, neer which Center Meeting was originelly situated, is e few 
tiles southsest of Denton, Merylend. By the roedsids, e short distence 
from the villege end from the spot where the Meeting House once stood, is 
a smell well-inclo sed graveyerd within which ere oe few marked greéves, ‘ 
chisfly of the Meloney family. One neer tne geteway is thet of Villian Me-4 
loney, whose grendson of the same name had the well built about this smell q 
Ss ion of the orizinel two-acre Buriel Ground, ,end deposited y50C.CO in 
bank, the interast of which is for the cars and up-keep of the littie in- 
closed cenetery. “Jillian Meloney, the grendson of the Willian Neloney of 
Center iieeting, in 1936, lives in Trenton, Mew Jorsey, anc is considered 
to be @ men of considerable effluence. The grave of his grendfather is di- | 
rectly under the newly erected wall, its position necessitating the remov- | 
el of the headstone to the foot of the grave, and even in that plece is 
very close to the base of the wall. This peculiar circumstance is due to 
a slight change in the direction of the newly constructed concrete high- 
wey passing the graveyerd, it being et a different angle from the former. 
old dirt road. The well was built to correspond to the present direction 
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of the highway. As a consequence the rows of graves within the waell-ine 
closed plot of ground are at angles to the wall, rather than parallel to 
it. It is said thet several Indiens were interred in the two~-acre Bur- 
fal Ground of Center Meeting. A stone in the middle of the inclosed plot 
has the following inscription:- "Catherine Briley deceased 23 dey of 2d 
Mo. 1546 in the 71st yeer of her Age." Another memorial stone on th 
right hend side. of the plot is inscribed:- "In memory of Mery =. Wife 
of Ym. Morgan. & deughter of Jemes * Mery Meloney Died Merch 20th 1850: 
Aged 22 Yrs.’5mos. % 22 deys."

cept the three last. Among them we may mention Choptenk, Tuckahoo, Bay- 
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side, and Retty's Cove; Cecil, Chester River, and Sessafras; Mershy 
See Northwest Fork, Centra, end Tuckehoe Neck. The three last belong- | 
to the Hicholites,.” 

Dr. Michener has not included in this list one very old Meeting 
which géined mention in eerly scclesiasticel history of the Te Sie 
Shore by other historiens. The 'Neeting was desipnated as Island Oreck. | 
Tslend Creek is in the neer vicinity of Chester Neck, otherwiss Chester, 
just as Betty's Cove was to Third Haven. 

Under the neme of Chester River two Friends' Meetings, one being of 
very eeriv stendine, end both of long nast closing, mey be listed. They 
were usuelly denomineted Chester or Chester Neck end Head of Chester, bot! 
of which were nemed es Prevsretive Meetings under Cecil Monthly Meeting i 
the Southern Quarter in 1loi2's list of the Philsdelnhia Yearly Meeting's 
"Book of Meetings". These two meetings were on or neer the benks of Ches- 
ter River, an eastern tributary of the Chesepeake Bey, separating the 
counties of Kent and Queen Annes. 

Ghester, or Chester Neck, on the Kent County side of the river, is 
marked on © man of Philedelphia's meetingn, past end present, 1697, Aas 
en ‘eabendoned greveysrd”" 2 few miles south of the borough of Chestartown. 
The other meating, Head of Cheeter, is slso designated on the seme chart 
as & graveverd no longer used in the village of Millington. 

Dr. Michener gives these mastines little more then mention in his 
"Retrosvect of "arly Quekeriam", but intinetes that Chester Meeting held 
e Monthly Veetine alternately with Cecil, orgenized as such in 1848, end 
thst Heed of Chester was a Preparative Meeting that was leid dom in 1840, 
Ne also informs thet Chester Veeting was “established eerily", and thet the 
Vonthly Meeting was still in continuence at the time his book was written, 
1859... 

By consulting tha Minute Pooks of Becil Vonthly Mesting, now in the 
Friends' iWistoricel Librery at Swerthmore College, it is to be noticed 
thera ir Se! mention of "Chaster” Meeting, snd never designated as 
"Chester Neck", from vary early times. The first mention of it is in 1718, 
but the Meeting had been settled long before thet time. On the 18th of Mey 
1696, the Merylend Clergy in reporting ecclesiastical proceedings in the 
Nerylend Colony to the Bishop of London, stated in regard to the Quaksrs:- 
"Their piace of Worship is upon. a brench of a Creek running out of Chester 
River, celled Tslend Creek, the house about 30 feet long and 20 wide, with 
n partition, efter the manner of #8 tobacco house, nesr which is a piece of 
ground neled in, where they bury their dsad, ebout 50 feet equere." 

The mouth of Islend Creek is di rectly opposite to the location of 
Chaster Meeting on Quaker Neck in Kent County, Md. The following extrects 
from Cecil Monthly Meeting Minutes bear upon points of interest connected 
with Chester Meetings~

He was desirous of retaininghis membership and the casr was before the 
Meeting many years.

Duck Creek's history in the meetings of the Society of Friends practi- 
cally forms the opening pages of Cemden's story, at least of its Monthly 
Meeting, for Duck Creek lfonthly Meeting was merged into that of Camden in 
1830. However, Duck Creek had been @ prominent and imnportent meeting for 
worship, ® Preperative end a Monthly Meeting for e hundred and twenty-five 
ie yeers before its decline, which ceused it to be merged into Cemden during 
pe 1830, and efter thet dete it continued as e subordinsts meeting twenty- 
i. five or more years.) Dick Creek Meeting wes established under Chestor 
m (Concord) Quarterly Meeting with which it continued subordinate until 
1785, when it wes transferred to whet, four years later, was célled South~

It was decid- 
ed to establish it at "Duck Creek Crofsroeds,” es the best plece, when “ 
on 11 Mo. 24, 1800, there was reported e prospect of 35 boarders. The ie. 
institution was started, end, on 2 Mo. 22, 1802, an encouraging sccount if 
of it was given in the minutes, but "Also that it is apprehended needful 4 
to raise the price of board & Tuition for the succeeding yeer to Sixty :

"At cur Quarterly meeting of women friends held at Little Creek 26th -

In J. Thomes Scharf's "History of Deleware," 1888, is the following J 
story of Duck Creek:- "The first religious organization to hold servic- jj 
es in Duck Creek Hundred wes the Society of Friends. It was @lso the 
esrliest official meeting of Friends in Kent County, and was held at 
Duck Creek (now Salisbury, or Old Duck Creek) on the 19th of December, 
1705. The record is es follows: | 

'This dey was held the Monthly Meeting of Friends et Duck Creek, it | 
being a monthly meeting by epprobation and order of the quarterly of the q 
people called Quekers st Chester County, Pennsylvania, continue for the 
esteblishing and helping up the Gospel of Truth and to monthly hence- 
forward the 3d fourth dey of the week in eech month until further or- 
der.'"No business wes eccomplished at the meeting except the election 
of Absolom Cuff as clerk. The next meeting was on the 16th of ye llth 
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month (Jenuery) 1705, when it was reported that ‘none appetrea for 
George's Creek neither eny from the lower perts.' It was ‘agreed upon 
that the meeting-house must be floored, and the greve-yard made, but the 
times not prefixed, but referred to next monthly meeting.’ 

"Tt would appear from this action that e meeting-house had been be- 
gun but was not yet completed. Further ection was deferred from time to 
time, end finslly dropped, ss fer és record of it is concerned. No re- 
cord of deed is made prior to 1769, but © meeting-house wes built end a 
greveyerd used on the present site before that dete, as mention is made 
of them in the deeds. On June 17, 1769, Thomas Woodwerd conveyed to 
Richerd Holliday and Jeremiah Fisher, Trustees of the Quakers, a lot on 
which to build & meeting-house. They were then in possession of the site, 
and had been before the purchase of surrounding property by Woodward. On 
December 5, 1501, Robert Hollidey, of Duck Creek Hundred, sold to Solo- 
mon David, David “est and Charles Green, belonging to the Prepsretive 
-meeting of Duck Creek, eighty perches of ground. It. appears by this deed 
“that the Friends hed by misteke placed a portion of their meeting-house 
on property which did not belong to them, and mede the second purchese 
in order to become owners of all the ground which it covered.....The old 
meeting-house went rapidly into decay efter 1800, until; in 1830, noth- 
ing but its ruins stood. It wes of stone and about 30 X 25 feet in dimen- 
sions. At present (1888) not a vestige eppeers except a sheéllow cévity 
in the earth to show where its foundations were laid. A school-house wes 
built of freme and wes probably the first free school-building in the 
hundred. It elso has disappeared. The old graveyard is the sole reméining 
evidence of.whet was formerly the most prosperous religious denomination 
in this hundred. There is not e@ known Friend in the hundred at the pres- 

ent day. The greve-yerd is still used by their descendents. The oldest 
tomb with an inscription is thet of Saresh Joyce who died September 20, 
1787. ™benezer Bleckston, who was ae lerge land owner in Kenton, was bur- 
ied here, December 11, 1829, and the ground contains the graves of the 
Holdens, an old and influential family of past days." 

An interesting memorandum wes made by Louisa J. Roberts concerning 
Duck Creek, which wés published in the Friends' Intelligencer, 6mo. 18, 
1887; it is here repeated:- "Fifth-day morning wes spent in looking over 
the old records of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting from its "beginning to the 
time it wes united with Murticle (Motherkill) under the neme of Camden 
Monthly Meeting. This wes in 1830. The book recording the manumission 
of slaves end severél other ancient records are in possession of Camden 
meeting; all full of interest to those who teke pleasure in studying the 
history of the Society." 

By reseerch made by the compiler of these historical notes in the 
Friends' Meeting minutes preserved in the Friends' Historical Library at 
Swarthmore, the following additional information concerning Duck Creek 
Meeting wes obtained:- 

From an inventory of Meeting Property belonging to Canden Monthly. 
Meeting in 1838, this extract deels with Duck Creek.- "The Property at 
Duck Creek is used Solely for a Burial Ground, enclosed with a good 
fence."

lars per yeer, for the use of the ground whervon the fire Fngine House, 
now stends belonging to the Town of Smyrns. Also we hereby agree to re- 
move the seid ™ngine House off of the ground belonging to Cemden Month- 
ly Meeting whenever seid Meeting, Shell Seell seid ground or otherwise 
desire to use it. ,

"Camden Monthly Meeting of Friends held et Camden Sth Mo 18th 1857. 
The Committee in the cese of the application of John Huey, report, thet 
they re united in recommending the sele of three building lots of our 
property in the Town of Smyrna, to wit; ‘One on Commerciel Street, re- 
serving an entrence to the Meeting house five feet in width adjoining 
the property of Mery J Offley: end two on the ftreet back ol the Meet- 
ing hcuse, reserving an entrence to the Meeting house from ssid street, 
ten or twelve feet in width." This meeting adopts seid report, and the 
Committee ere authorized to offer seid lots et public sele in the Town 
of Smyrne, and give titles to the same if sold, end .report to a future 
meeting. The Committee elso informs, that they have rented our Meeting 
house in Smyrneé, to Jes. R Clements and Benj® Benson for the purpose of 
holding & Select School therein, et © Querterly rent of twelve dollars 
and fifty cents. A Copy of their contract on the subject is herein of- 
fered. viz.

The compiler of these notes visited the locality of the Duck Creek 
Meeting on Merch 2, 1932, baing taken to the place by Edwerd W. Jenkins 
of Dover, Deléwsare. The visit was accomplished at a dete veighty years 
efter the Preparative Meeting was laid down, and perheps nearly as many 
since the meeting for worship was discontinued. Although the locality 
about Smyrna is no longer a Queker commnity, there is still something 
remaining eat Old Duck Creek to interest the visitor. The depression in 
the ground, identifying the site of the Meeting House, yet is percepti- 
ble, and the graveyard is yet used, though showing unmistekeble indica- 
tions of the went of care. There is e luxurient growth of tengled vines 
and unseemly weeds overspreeding the large Burial Ground, which is per- 
tielly enclosed by a rusted wire fence, and over all is a plentiful 
growth of Indien grass. There are numerous memorial stones, many being 
rude unmerked field-stones. The headstones reveal the nemes of Black- 
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ston, Holden, Offley, Pelmatery and other femily names, while very likely 
nany stones are hidden from casual view by the heavy vines, or have sunk- 
en in the earth out of sight. A close search meade by “dward Y. Jenkins 
failed to find the grave of Sersh Joyce, the oldest marked grave in the 


cemetery. 


The Duck Creek Friends’ Burial Ground is in Kent County, Delaware, on 
a little knoll in sight of end just south of Duck Creek which forms the 
dividing line between the counties of New Castle and Kent. It is likewise 
in sight of the thriving town of Smyrne,.a mile distant. The little col- 
lection of houses adjacent to the graveyard is called Salisbury or Old 
Duck Creek. The stream of water pessing the villege end cemetery is here 
rendered quite small by the damning of the run to form a pond or small 
lake that is to the west of the graveyard, across the field.

In "The Quakers in the American Colonies" by Rufus M. Jones, is the 
following note concerning the early Friends' Meetings in Maryland:~ "For 
many yeers the General Meeting for the Colony, consisting both of ‘a 
Men's Meeting’ and 'a Women's Meeting' was held alternetely at half- 
year periods on the Western Shore end the Eastern Shore. Monthly Meetings 
were also held dating probably from the time of Fox's visit, at the local- 
ities where there were lerge numbers of Friends. The Minutes of the Men's 
Meeting for 1679 held on the Western Shore received reports from severel 
local meetings of the Monthly type, as follows; Severn, South River, West 
River, 'The Cliffs', Herring Creek, Petuxent, Muddy Creek, Accomack, An- 
amessicks, Munny, Choptank, Tuckshoe, Betties Cove, Bay Side, and Chester 
River. Quarterly Meetings began in Marylend, as fer as the records indi- 
cate, in 1679. One wes orgenized in that year for the Western Shore 'to 
be kept et Ann Chew's house at Herring Creek for the easing of the Month- 
ly Meeting and Half Years Meeting, so thet they mey not be so much con- 
cerned with outward metters.' Another Quarterly Meeting was established 
on the wastern Shore, probebly the seme yeer, es the first official ref- 
erence to it occurs under dete of 14th November 1679." 
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"Greenesborough (formerly Queen Ann's, or Trensqueking). 1701.- The 
first notice wes in 1701. The meeting was laid down in 1807." These fe 
words are all thet Dr. Michener of New Gerden, Chester County, Pa., de- | 
votes to an early Friends' Meeting on the Wastern Shore of Maryland 
which existed e full century in the ennels of Queker history. However, 
the following copy of the introductory words of e@ marriage certificate 
recorded in the Third Haven Monthly Meeting records, shows thet its 
earliest neme, Trensqueking, has en earlier mention than 1701, for the 
Marriage wes solemnized in 1698:- 

Merees RICHARD DAYSON planter end SUSANNAH FOSTER spinster 
both of Dorchester County in ye province of Maryland have declered their 
intentions of merriege before several publick meetings of the people of 
God called Quekers in ye county of Talbott, according to ye good order 
used emongst them, whose proceedings therein, after a deliberate consid- 
eretion thereof, were approved by ye said meetings they appesring clear 
of all others. Now these are to testifie, all whom itt msy concern, that 
for ye full eccomplishment of their seid intentions, this 23rd day of ye 
8h. mo in ye yeer 1698 they the said RICHARD DAWSON and SUSANNAH FOSTER» 
Appeered in a public assembly of ye aforesaid people, mett together for 
yt end and purpose at their meeting house near ye head of SE 
river, in ye county of Dorchester " &c. 

Consulting a modern mep of Marylend it is found that Greensborough, | 
now spelled Greensboro, is loceted in Caroline County, near the source 
of Choptenk River in Greensboro Hundred, northeast of Easton, where Third — 
Haven Meeting House is located, about a dozen miles away by reilroad. 
Queen Annes County is not fer distant, but the Transqutking River, a trib. 
utary of Chesapeeke Bey, is entirely in Dorchester County, with its head- — 
weters fully thirty miles or more from Greensboro. Doubtless this Meeting © 
of Friends, known in its earliest yeers by the name of the little river 
in Dorchester, for there is no Hundred bearing the name, then by the 
county name of Queen Annes, and finally by the name of Greensborough, a 
Hundred in Caroline County, wes a Meeting that moved from one locality to 
another. How long it kept in each locality is somewhat uncertain. While 
it wes in Queen Annes County it was under the care of Cecil Monthly Meet- 
ing, or et least was expected to report to thet Monthly Meeting. It was 
first mentioned in the Cecil Monthly Meeting minutes in 1/33, end finally 
named there in 1/788, these dates showing the meeting was known as Queen 
Annes for et lest fifty-five years, more than helf of its period of ex- 
istence. Under the name of Greensborough it evidently existed only a i" 
short time as an ective meeting, from somewhere between 1/88, when it wes | 
called Queen Annes in the Cecil Meeting minutes, and 1807 when the Neeting 
was leid down. However, the final appellation hes clung to its memory 
during all the meny years thet followed to the present time. 

The name of Queen Annes Meeting first appears in the minutes of Ce- 
cil Monthly Meeting in 1/733, and it is lest mentioned in 1788. Usually, 
as the following brief extracts indicate, little else than simply re- 
porting or failing to report, was given in the minutes, and frequently 
many years passed by with no mention whatever of it. Perhaps then it was 
actuélly under the cere of Third Heven Monthly Meeting, to which, during 
its later days 1t 1s reputed to have belonged. B

the first mention of Queen Anne's Nesting.) 

"1734 10th of >th month. Att our monthly meeting held at Chefter 
meeting houfe.....Queen Anns County meeting geve no ecct to this meet- 
ing no member being prefent-- " 

On 1lzm 11-1135 “From Queen Ann's we have acct that Meetings are on- 
ly kept according to appointments and thet Friends ere in Love and unity=" 

On 11-10th 1738. "no ecc from Queen Ann" 

On 1-14-1739. "Queen Anns meeting reports that their meetings have 
been duly kept on first days Since left acct " 

On 2nd 11, 1739. "From Queen Anns meeting we heve acct that their 
meetings for worship have been duly kept on firft days since laft acct 
end that the merrisge of Henry Covington and Rachel Roe wes accomplifh- 
ed in good order " 

"At our monthly meeting held et Cecil meeting houfe the 11 of ye 4 
month 1740—- Queen Anns meeting being very omifsive in accounting to 
our monthly meeting, it Seem'd nefefsary to this meeting to Send them e 
few lines by way of ceution in order Stirr them up to a more diligent at- 

. tendance, and this meeting appoints Jofeph Gurnett to deliver ye seid 
ceution to Some member of Seid meeting." 

On 5 Mo. 11, 1744, Queen Ann's Meeting reported as duly kept. For- 
werd from thet date the reports were the seme, "duly kept" or more fre- 
quently no reports at ell. On 2m 12 1748 the report wes "Since laft acct 
friends from Queen Anns meeting report that meetings for worfhip have not 
been So duly kept es they should heve been since laft acct." 

After 6th Mo. 4, 1758, there is very rarely, if any, mention of this 
meeting in the Cecil records until 10 Mo. 18, 1788, when it is again no-. 
ticed. 

"At a Quarterly Meeting held at Ceacil Meeting-house the 18th of 10th 
Mo 1788 Meetings for worship heve all been kept up except one fifth one 
fifth Dey et Sefsefres which wes attended by only one member and one fifth 
dey et beyside occationed by a great rain and high tide, also one firet dey 
at Queen Anns occationed by the Wetnefs of the dey, Thet the hour is gener- 
ally observed and Love & Unity is measurably maintained From Thirdhaven 
they inform that the reason of no account being rendered from Queen Anns 
Meeting to the Monthly Meeting Appears to be owing to the Indisposition of 
one of the members of thet meeting and the Appointment of the other on the 
Service of the Church et the time of reporting:" 

From this lest extract it seems quite evident thet before 1788 the 
Queen Annes Meeting had become a part of Third Heven Monthly Meeting. . 
From the minutes of Southern Quarterly Meeting the following extract shows 
thet Greensborough Meeting beceme a part of Neck Preparative Meeting in 
1803:- 

"At the Southern Quarterly Meeting held at Third Haven the 28th of 
the 2d m 1803 The Reports from Third Haven informs thet Friends of the. 
Neck Meeting having requested the establishment thereof & to hold a pre- 
perative meeting & propos'd to alter the name to thet of Denton thet 
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they appointed e Committee to visit thet meeting, the one held et Greene (| 
borough & Tuckahoe Preperative meeting-—- who reported they visited seid 
meetings & were united in believing it right to grant the request of the 
Neck friends end thet the members of Greensborough should be joined to 
them & compose e preperative Meeting & that the new prepsretive meeting 
be held on the dey preceding the monthly meeting—" 

This Meeting continued to be called Trénsqueking es lete es 1720, as | 
recorded merriages in Third Haven records show, and so between that date | 
and 1733*the removel from Transqueking to Queen Anne's County occurred. 
Merriages are recorded for Trensqueking in 1698, 1711, 1712, 1719 and 
1720. One of these stetes "for the full accomplishment of their said in~-. 
tentions, this tenth dey of the fifth month, commonly called July in the © 
yeere of Christien ecct. 1712," "Nehemieh Beckwith, of Dorchester County © 
Planter, end Frences Teylor, of the same County Spinster," "in their 

. Publick Meeting house, at Trensquaking in Dorchester County" were marri- © 
ed. 

Greensborough Friends' Meeting is one of meny meetings once existing 
on the Fastern Shore of Merylend thet hes pessed out of being, leaving 
little or no trace of its former self. It seems rather strenge, heving 
been in vogue for more then se century, 1698 to 1807, that it should van- 
ish without leaving something to show where it once had been. But early 
Meeting Houses on the "astern Shore were usuelly built of frame meteri- 
al which, when abendoned, soon fell into dilapidation end disappeered. 
Buriel Grounds by the side of Meeting Houses have been customary from 
eerliest days, but a regretful disregard by leter generations of the peo- | 
ple neighboring to them, has converted some of the graveyards into cul- 
tiveted fields, and posterity no longer recognizes the pleces where they 
heve been. On the besis of this assertion in the Quarterly Meeting min- 
utes, 2nd Mo., 1803, of a Meeting being at and not in Greensborough, the 
idea tekes root thet the Meeting was loceted et thet little town; being 
of course probsble not positive. However, in these leter days, efter 
mors then # century hes passed since the Meeting wes discontinued, by its 
neme the town seems to suggest the former locality of Greensborough Meet- 
ing, end © visit to that community on August 20, 1932, proved an interest-. 
ing search for historical memories thereabouts. ° ; 

Greensboro has its churches of various denominations; one & handsome 
new Baptist Church, enother en old Bpiscopal edifica, now closed, but of — 
a Friends' Meeting House not even & momury left, and there is no greveyerd. 
associated with the Quekers in or about the town, the neglected ground by 
the side of the abendoned "piscopal Church bsing thy oldest pointed out 
by the present inhsbitants. One old men, however, remembered attending a 
Sunday School in his boyhood in e plain one-story Meeting House loceted 
on the outskirts of the town et the southern end of Main Street, where 
it stood on & rising ground in a grove of pine trees; the elevation of 
suritece 13 still discernable, but the pines sre now gene. What the early 
history of the building was he could not tell, but it was later used as & 

a schoolhouse for colored children, end ultimately wes repleced by the pre- 
sent residence of Mr. Henry Cohee. It is pleasant to imagine it may heve © 
been the Greensborough Friends' Meeting House, but is it at all probable? 

A leter communication received from the same gentleman living in 
Greensboro, was as follows:- "Greensboro, Md., Sept. 7th, 1932. Dear Sir:- 
Yours of recent dete received end contents noted. In reply will sey can- 
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not find anyone who can remember any denomination using before or after 
the Episcopal peopls. The town people used the old building to hold sup- 
pers and entertainments. It wes a one story building in a grove of pine 
trees. Very truly yours, Wm. B. Messey." 

A member of the Society of Friends living at Neston, Md., recalled 
the Friends' Meeting House of Greensboro being actually located at the 
town of that name, so it seems very probable indeed that the modest lit- 
tle house remambered by Wm. B. Massey wes really the Meeting Houss in 
question. 

Joseph M. Trumen Jr., in @ brief article written for the Friends' In- 
telligencer, 2nd Mo. 2, 1892, mentioned having seen an interesting notice 
published in "The Friend", in which it was stated "that the Southern 
Querter's report in 1795 mentions e new meeting-house at Greensborough, 
in Caroline county, in pléece of one at Nine Bridges." 

There are several interesting old dwellings in Greensboro, notebly 
among them the Morris House, a brick residence in excellent repair, said 
to be the oldest in the town. It has a modern fanciful and attractive 
fountain by the side of it. The old Roussett House, in a rapid state of 
dilepidetion, stands near fhe Morris House. Another old building stand- 
ing at the corner of Main Street and Reilroad Avenue, is well preserved 
and appears to possess the promise of e long future.

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Little Creek Friends' Meeting, which was orgenized in 1710 and contin- 
ued es a distinct place of worship for a century and a helf, had barely 
mention in Michener's "Retrospect of Marly Quakerism", wherein merely the 
fact that it was settled in 1710 is given. But J. Thomas Scherf-gives the 
following concise story of the Meeting in his "History of Delaware", 1888:- 

"The Friends early residing in Little Creek Hundred sttended meeting 
et Duck Creek end were pert of thet society; but on the 22d. of Wleventh 
Month 1710-11, 'Friends of Little Creek in Kent County, teking into con- 
sideretion their great distance from Duck Creek, Requesteth of this meeting 
the privilege of having a meeting of worship every first dey among them- 
selves— the Reasonebleness of which proposal being considered by this 
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_ meeting, it is allowed them, with this caution, that .they be careful in ete 
' tending as many of them as they conveniently can, the meeting of worship at} 
Duck Creek next before the Monthly Meeting.’ At @ Quarterly Meeting held 4 
17th of Third Morth, 1714, it wes egreed that Little Creek Meeting be © 
"henceforward es e meeting for worship distinct from Duck Creek of which 
‘it heth hitherto been a part." A meeting-house wes built on lend which, | 
on September 12, 1771, was deeded by Hleazer Badger to Samuel Henson, Jr.,{ 
and Henry Cowgill, for that purpose. This meeting-house was presently a- 4 
bendoned, snd on May 6, 1802, Jabez Jenkins sold one hundred end fifty- 1 
seven square perches of land to Deniel Clayton, Jonathan Cowgill and Sau- | 
uel Price ‘in trust for the people called Quakers', on which the present | 
meeting-house was erected. It was regulerly used for religious purposes 
until about 1865, after which only occasional services were held. In Jan- # 
uary, 18688, it was sold, the last Quakers having disappeared from the huns | 
dred. Their old graveyard is still used for interments." 

In the annuel "Yeer Book of Meetings" for 1812, in the Philedelphis . 4 
Yeerly Meeting, Little Creek is third of the three particular or Prepaerea- | 
tive Meetings of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting, the other two being Appoquin- § 
imink and Duck Creek. They belonged to Southern Quarter of the Yearly Meet-j 
ing. I 

The following are a few brief extracts from the minutes of the Duck 
Creek Monthly Meeting bearing on Little Creek's history:- 

lmo. 22, 1/14.- The meeting held at George's Creek,- "The settling 
- of a meeting at Little Creek is left also to the Consideration of next 
‘monthly meeting." 

At the next Monthly Meeting, which wes held et Duck Creek, the Rootiaa 
closed with "adjourn to the usual time at Richerd Richardson's at Little 
Creek," and after that the meeting took alternate turns at Duck Creek, 
George's Creek and Little Creek. 

On Smo. 22, 1716, Duck Creek Monthly Meeting was notified that Little 
Creek and Musk Million Creek both proposed building Meeting Houses. In 17117 
Preparative Meetings were established at Little Creek end Musk Million. 

Smo. 21, 1718.- "Friends belonging to Little Creek and Musk million 
acquaint this meetg of a Publick meeting of worship settled at Musk Million 
on the 5th day of the same week following Cnoptank Yearly meeting in the 
8th month yearly and 6th dey of the same week at Little Creek in the end 
month yearly." 

3rd mo. 17, 1735.- It was decided by the Quarterly Meeting "that the 
helf years meeting in 8th month be held at Little Creek till further no- 
tice." 

The following extracts from the Monthly Meeting books preserved in 
the Friends’ Historical Library at Swerthmore, Deleware County, Pa., give 
some interesting items eppertaining to the leter history of Little Creek 
Meeting:- 

4th Mo. 11, 1831.- "From written end verbal reports it eppsers that 
all our Meetings have been kept up since last account except one at Lit- 
tle Creek which wes dropped in consequence of the Apo emepey. of the weath- | 
er." -(Ceamden Monthly Meeting.) 

"Cemden Monthly Meeting held at Little Creek 12th mo. llc 1848 The 
Committee on the Subject of Stoves report that they presented one of the 
old stoves at Little Creek Meeting house to a person in indigent circum- 
stances and Sold the other for the Sum of two dollars which the purchas- 
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er will pay to the Treesurer, end that they procured and put up in Said 
House two new Stoves et en expense of $38.00 which has been paid by the 
Treasurer and the business completed." 

"Camden Monthly Meeting held at Little Creek 4mo. 11. 1864 From 
verbal reports it appears all our meetings have been kept up (except) 
one, the Preparative Meeting at Little Creek—" 

"Camden Monthly Meeting held at Camden 7mo 11 1864 This Meeting 
(with the concurrence of Women Friends) now conclude after due deliber- 
ation thet our Monthly Meetings hereafter be held at Camden only— al- 
s0 thet Little Creek Preparative Meeting be hereafter discontinued en- 
tirely, and the members thereof be joined to Camden Preparative Meeting 
— the Meeting for worship et Little Creek on first end fifth days of. 
the week to be continued -s—-heretefere-as indulged Mestings— The Clk. 
is directed to give this information to our next querterly " 

There is record of a Quarterly Meeting held et Little Creek on llth 
Mo. 13, 1665, when Cemden appointed representatives to ettend. The Quar- 
terly Meetings had been held there regulerly since the establishment of 
‘Southern Querter in 1790. It sppeers that Cemden's decision as given a- 
bove did not receive the entire approbation of the Quarterly Meeting, as 
ig shown by the following minute:- | 

"Cemden monthly Meeting held 7mo 12th 1870 A proposel was leid be- 
fore this to chenge the sittings of that part of our Quarterly Meeting 
held in the Stete of Delewere, in the Eleventh and Second Months annual- 
ly from Little Creek to Cemden in the Stete It being clearly obvious to 
most, if not ell Members thereof that the time hes errived that this re- 
movel Should teke plece for the better eccommodetion Convenience Comfort 
and lefs trevel to Friends generelly which being Weightily considered, 
It was Concluded that the Clerk be directed to embrace the Minute in our 
generel report to the ensuing Quarterly Meeting held at Third Haven for 
their concurrence end approbetion." 

NOTE. This minute relates distinctly to the Quarterly Meeting end 
the preceding one of Eleventh Month, 1665, refers only to the Monthly 
Meeting, hence the assertion that the earlier action wes disapproved is 
an error. 

"Camden Monthly Meeting held 1lmo 13th.1&71 The Subject of Sell- 
ing the Sheds at Little Creek Meeting house cleiming the attention of 
the Meeting John Woodell & Daniel C Cowgill is appointed a Committee to 
attend to the disposing of the Sheds to the best adventeage by privete 
Sale or otherwise as they mey deem best the Seid Committee are euthoriz- 
ed after Sale of the Sheds and thev removed from off the ground to have 
ea substantial ceder fence put up: sround the entire yerd with good Gates an 
present there Bill of repsirs when ready, end report there Cere to our 
next." 

There is a record in the Monthly Meeting books of the Sheds having 
been in process of erection in 1846. On 8th Mo. 9, 1875, the record of 
fi. the sele of the Sheds wes made, the repeirs of fencing etc.

Preceding this last copied minute is the following bearing upon 
the seme topic, end properly cleiming a place before it. 

"Camden Monthly Meeting of Men & Women Friends held 11th mo 13th 
1887 — Daniel. C. Cowgill reports he hag sold the Meeting House and 
Lend in Little Creek to Deniel. M. Wilson for the Sum of one hundred 
and fifty dollars. and a Deed ready to be Signed by the Trustees, The 
Meeting authorized Deniel. C. Cowgill when he receives the above amount 
to apply the above for paying bills in repairing Grave Yard wall and 
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building new Wall et Little Creek Burial Ground, when the belance re- 
ceived from George. C. Gordon Estate to be RARE to this Meeting of 
the above amount $150.00 " . 

Edwerd WY. Jenkins of Dover, Delaware, took the compiler of these his- 
toricel notes concerning Friends’ Meetings to Little Creek, March 2, 
1932. The old brick Meeting House of Little Creek still stands by the 
wekl-inclosed graveyard, ea public road between, some five miles east of 
the city of Dover, the capital of Delaware. But in 1932 the building is 
only a farm storege structure in ae very decrepit condition. The upper 
windows have been closed with brick masonry, end those down-stairs, by 
which the assembly-rooms, the one on the right for women, the other for 
men, received light, are closed now with their shutters of diagonal 
boards, old time strap hinges end matsl hasps. The large doubls doors at 
the front and at either end, still reveel their quaintness of age and 


style of architecture. Yithin the building the floors are gone; so are 


the galleries, except in one corner of the "Men's end" the remains of 
the stairwey yet occupies a minor amount of space, while marks on the 
walls show where the dividing shutters used to be. 

The Meeting House stands a little back from the roadside end feces 
the south, adhering to the ancient custom of building a Quaker Meating 
House "facing the south". A few rods distant is a little farm-houss or 
cottage that in forner times wes property of Little Creek Mesting. 

The Little Creek Buriel Ground, surrounded by 8 good substantial 
wall, quite high, is yet used and belongs to the Society of Friends. It 
is a beautiful spot, though not particularly well-cared-for, and there 
igs a luxuriant growth of periwinkle overspreading a larga portion of the 
enclosure. There ere a number of fine evergreens within the graveyard, 
the Buxus nana being especially flourishing, while about the trunk of 
one large tree is grouped a family gathering of Emersons, whose graves 
are deeply covered with ivy. There are some old unmarked field-stones in 
the yard, end mear the entrance gateway is a memorial marble bearing 
this brief inscription, "COE GORDON 1787." This is the oldest in- 
scribed tombstone in the Buriel Ground. 

At the time of the compiler's visit to the Little Creek Meeting lo- 
cality he wes told that there was a project in view of restoring the old 
Meeting Houses and converting it into a Community Hall to be used by the 
neighborhood. Its quaintness in addition to its historical interest may 
well warrent its preservation. 
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Dr. Ezra ifichener of New Gaeden, Chester County, Pa., states in 
his "Retrospect of Herly Quakerism" :- "The first report from Marshy 
Creek to the Monthly Meeting of Thirdhaven wes in 1727. In 1848 the 
meeting wes removed to another locelity, and the neme changed to Snow 
Hidt.¥ ae Ree 

Likewise in the same work it is asserted:- "Since the year 1839, 
the Monthly Meeting has alternated between Northwest Fork and iMershy 
Creek (now Snow Hill.)" 

Hence it is seen thet Mazshy Cresk, sometimes called "Muddy Cresek", 
originally reported to Third Haven. Later it was a constituent meeting 
of Northwost Fork Monthly Meeting in the Southern Querter of Philadel- 
phia Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends, and it wes so scheduled 
in the list of Meetings in the Yeer Book of 1812, being then one of the 
three particuler or Preparative Neetings of Northwest Fork Monthly Meet- 
ing, the other two being Centre and Northwest. Fork. The name of this 
Meeting wes changed to Snow Hill end so reported to the Yearly Meeting 
held et Green Street, Philadelphie, in 1850. This name, however, more 
strictly wes applied to it after it had been removed to the new loca- 
tion in Snow Hill, © village at the present time known as Preston. In 
fact the present day meeting of Preston took the place of Mershy Creek 
when the latter meeting practicelly ceased es a Friends' Meeting and 
its Meeting House wes converted to the services of the colored people 
living in its neighborhood. The old neme of Marshy Creek still clung to 
it. In 1887, twenty-seven years after the change, it was celled by the 
early neme by "L. J. R." (Louisa J. Roberts) who visited it during her 
pilgrimege among the meetings of Southern Quarter. She wrote for the 
Friends' Intelligencer, Sixth Mo. 11, 1887, as follows:- 

"In the evening, by appointment, en opportunity was hed with the 
colored people who occupy the house built and used by Friends for meny 
yeers, at Mershy Creek, & mile or so out of Preston. The mesting had 
gone down end the house was going to ruin, the colored people were 
wenting a plece for worship snd the monthly meeting gave them posses- 
sion. After a few years a church wes erected on the grounds and the old 
meeting-house fitted up for ea school, which is regularly held during the 
winter months. A very kind feeling exists between the colored people 
here end the Friends, end evidences are not wanting to show the advanteg- 
as that have accrued to them through the interest Friends have elways 
menifested in their welfere. As im. K. and myself took our seats on the 
pletform, a little whispering between him and the leeder of the meeting, 
(a fine looking, gentlemanly men of unmixed blood) was afterwerds ex- 
plained. 'Does de lady went a collection teken up for her?' ‘Ye does it 
usually when strangers come smong us.' It seemed quite a surprise to be 
told thet whatever might be hsnded forth would be freely given." 

In 1896 the following note in the Friends' Intelligencer shows the 
Meeting House of 'ershy Creek wes still in existence:- "In 1896 Meeting 
Houses were still stending at Third Heaven, Neck Meeting six miles from 
Ridgeley on -branch of Delaware Division of Philedelphie Wilmington & 
Baltimore R.R., Cecil at Still Pond, Northwest Fork (Preston), Pine 
Grove, 2% miles west from Federslsburg on Delaware & Dorchester R.R., 
end 7 miles from Preston, Cemden ~ miles from Wyoming Station on Dela- 
were Division of Philadelphia Yilmington & Baltimore R.R., Little Creck, 
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6 miles from Dover, Muddy or Mershy Creek used as a colored school." 

William Penn Willis of Preston, Md., on Oct. 9, 1930, gives this in- 
formetion about Marshy Creek:- "Reports were sent to Thirdhaven, now call- 
ad Weston, from Marshy Cresk in 1727. This mesting house stood one mile 
west of Preston where North West Fork monthly meeting is now held. In 
1848 Marshy Creek Meeting property was sold to the colored people and 
deeded by my grandfather Henry Cockran and others, trustees. In the year 
1848 a new lot was bougnt et Snow Hill, now called Preston, end e new 
houss built and in 1903 the old house was abendoned end e new brick meet- 
ing house built on the same lot. The old North West Fork meeting house 
was moved in 1848 from the east side of the Nanticoke river et Federals- 
burg to @ point one mile or more to a lot bought of Silas Nichols, a 
pert of the Caulk land. About 1910, after this preparative meeting hed 
been abendoned or laid down, it was sold to one “Jilliei Caulk who now 
lives with his wife in the same house efter considerable repair. Wm. 
Caulk is ebout 90 years old and ettended the first Friends' meeting held 
there..It was celled Pine Grove preparsetive meeting...-. Mershy Creek 
meeting house has been teken down for some time." 

Relph YY. Hershey of Gap, Lancaster County, Pa., tout the compiler 
of these records or notes of Friends' Meetings, to the Marshy Creek lo- 
cality on Msy 19, 1935, on which occasion the following remarks were 
written:- 

A mile distant from Preston, Md., on the highway from Feston to Cam 
bridge, is the small villege of Ellwood, in the midst of which, on the 
left of the roed e few rods from the hanks of Linchester Pond, is the 
site of the former Mershy Creek Friends' Meeting end Meeting House. The © 
freme House, unused, was stending in 1910 and hed become a victin to 
vendelism, with every indicetion (judging from e photogreph teken of 
the building ebout thet time) of repidly passing out of existence. Lat- 
er, 8s written in a preceding paragreph, informetion from Vm. Penn Wil- 
lis stetes the building as "tseken down" . Hence it was & surprise to 
the compiler of these notes, when he visited the village of Ellwood, 
with kodak in hand, to be informed by e villeger residing in the house 
elongside of the vaecent lot, now overgrown with wild plent life, where 
the Meeting House formerly stood, that that building hed never been 
torn down, but insteed hed only been moved ecross the street, where 
jt occupies ea lot nearer the brook, end is now used as a bern or stor- 
ege house for its present owner. The building has mush of the eppeer- 
ance of thet photogrephed by Wilson M. Tylor of Easton, Md., in 1910 
or 1911, yet seems differentin respect to the windows of the geble end. 
The frort is radicelly eltered tc mest the needs of a lerge entrance 
for loeded trucks or other large vehicles. 

The little brook, demmed st the crossing roed to make the Lin- 
chester Leke, called a pond by the citizens of Wllwood, is «a small 
tributery of the Choptenk River on the northern boundary of Dorchester 
County. Mershyhope Creek, 8 few miles east from Ellwood, is e large 
brench of the Nanticoke River end mey possibly heave originated the 
name of the Friends' Meeting. It is on the benks of this stroeem thet 
Federelsburg is located, the settlement intimately sessociated with the 
Pine Grove or Northwest Fork Meeting. Marshyhope Creek is the "north- 
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western" fork or brench of the Nenticoke. There is nc Friends' Greveyerd 
at Ellwood, yet it seems very cleer thet in 1935 there still exists s& 
perceptive reminder of the Mershy Creek Meeting which held & plece in 
the history of Friends from the time entedating 1727 to 1648 whon the 
Meeting House passed into the possession of the colored rece on the

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The Friends' Meeting lest known ss Milford, in Kent County, Delewere, 
wes orgenized before 1701, end was finelly leid down one hundred end 
twenty-six years leter in 1633. During that long pericd it wes called 
by verious nemes. It wes esteblished es Muck Million or Mushmelon, both 
nemes being perhaps corruptions of Mispillion, the name of the Hundred 
end of a river in Sussex County. Under that title the Meeting passed 4 
lerger part of its existence and belonged to Duck Creek Monthly Meeting 
in the Tertern Querter of Philedelphie Yeerly Meeting. As such the lMeet- 
ing wes held in Mispillion Hundred. It hed © Preparetive Meeting end 
both it end the meeting for worship must have become very week or quite 
extinct, for, in 1790, applicetion was made to Murtherkill Monthly Meet- 
ing for the indulgence of e@ new Meeting at Three Runs. A Meeting wes es- 
teblished there with permission to heve a Prepsretive Meeting in 1794. 
Py direction of the Querterly Meeting this new meeting wes given the 
name of Milford. It wes loceted very near the village of Milford on the 
north side of Mispillion Creek in Kent County, Delaware. 

Milford, Delaweére, on the border between Kent and Sussex Counties, 
is the :lécelity of & former Friends' Meeting, orgenized about or before 
' 1707, end continued until 1832. It derived its original name from the 
Hundred in which it wes situetec. In the state of Delewtre the counties 
ere subdivided into Hundreds instead of Townships €s is the cese in New 
Jersey end Pennsylvenie. "Hundreds" origineted at the suggestion of 
Williem Penn, made by him in 6 letter writter to the Justices of the 
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of the Perce for Sussex Ccunty. Quoting from Scharf's "History of Del- 
exere" we leern thet:- . ; 

"The suggestion of Penn in this lettor (of dete Dec. 25 1682 to 
mégistrates of Sussex County, ssying ‘Thet you endeavor to seat the 
lands thet shell hereefter be taken up in the wey of townships. As 
thres thousend ecres smongst Tenn family's, if single persons one 
thousend ecres. Amongst Tenn of then leid out in the nature of e& long 
squere five or Ten of e side end e way of two hundred feet broad. Left 
between them for ea Highwsy in the township. This I would heve you cere- 
full in, for the future good end grete Benefit of your county given un- 
der my hernd and seel et Chester, the 25th of 10 mo., 1682. To the Jus- 
tices of the Peace for the Co. of Sussex, %m. Penn.*) to the division 
of lends amorg ten femilies is in eccordance with the old English cus- 
tom of dividing lend among ten femilies— essuming thet etch femily with 
jts servents wes ten in number,— making one hundred, tnd from which 
fect the title 'hundred' wés originally derivec, end this suggestion of 
Penn's is doubtless the reeson why the term obtained in this Stete." 

In Scherf's “History of Deleware," 168E, is also the following men- 
tion of Milford Meeting:- "The first mention of Friends in the present 
limits of Milford Hundred is found in the minutes of Duck Creek Meeting 
on the 19th of Third \onth (Mey), 1707, et which time it is reported 
thet 'Joseph Booth and Mark Menlow appeered for Mushmillion' (Mispil- 
lion)..~illiem Horn brought 6 note from the Querterly Meeting, signify- 
ing their epprobetion of settling e meeting of township at Liushmillion 
Creek, upon the first dey of the week. Yleekly meetings hed been held at. 
the house of Metthew Menlove, and on the 20th of Nintn Month, 1710, re- 
quest wes nede thet the plece of meeting be chengad to the house of Rey- 
neer Williems, which was grentec. No mention is méde of the Friends in 
this vicinity erecting se meeting-house until efter 1790. (2?) On the 13th 


‘of November of thet yeser, John Dickinson sold to the trustees of Murder- 


kill Meeting five ecres of lend neer Milford, for the erecting end sup- 
porting e meeting-house, end school-house. The meeting-hcuse wes then 
erected and used. for meny years, but hes now entirely gepeed awey.e The 
lend on which it stood is now (1888) owned by J. J. Rasa." 

Milford. was e Frepsretive Meeting belonging to Murderkill Monthly 
Meeting in Southern Quarter of Philedelphig Yearly Meeting. There is 
but brief notice for this Meeting in Dr. Michener's "Retrospect of Har- 
ly Quekerism'; it is in these words:- "1760.- Mushmelon and Cedar Creek 
Friends request liberty to build a meeting-house." -(Yestern Quarterly 
Meeting.) 

"1632.- This yesar Milford Preparetive Meeting wes discontinued, and 
the menbers thereof united to Cemden Preparstive; and the following 
yeer the meeting for worship was elso dropped." 

In the Murtherkill Monthly Meeting books now kept in the Friends’ 
Historical Librery et Swerthmore, Pa., there ere seversl minutes record- 
ed concsrning Milford Meeting, anone them, theses- t 

After the mention end consideretion of e meeting being heid 
Three Runs for severel nonths, the following minute was entered upon 
the Clerk's book:- 
"At & Monthly Meeting held st Murtherkiln y 9th lst mo 1790 The 


Committee in the Case of Three Runs report thet upon folid considera- 
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tion they think it best for them to be releesed, which-this Meeting con- 
curs with " 

"At a Monthly Meeting held eat Murtherkiln y 12th 6mo 1792 It is 
proposd by Murtherkiln preparstive Meeting thet the severel Week Day 
Meetings which constitute this, be held in the following order, viz; 
et Murtherkiln on the 3, Three Runs 4th, & Coolspring on the 5th Dey's 
of the week, which is left under consideretion untill our next, in or- 
der to give Friends of etch Meeting oppertunity of deliberately weigh- 
ing the proposition." 

"At @e Monthly Meeting held at, Motherkill the 19th dey of the 2nd 
Month 1794.- Friends of Three Runs,, heving some time past proposed that 
thet said Meeting snould become “stablished, end they permitted to hold 
a preperctive Meeting, It is now hended forwerd to this Meeting for con- 
sideretion, which is so fer united with, by this—neetinge as to cerry for- 
ward to the Quarterly Meeting, to be further considered. —" 

"At e Monthky Meeting held eat Motherkill the 10th Dey of the 12th 
Month 1794 An ixtrect from & Minute of our late Quarterly, relative to 
the establishment of a Meeting a threa Runs, and pernitting Friends 
there to hold Preperative Meetings, is now received, end read in this 
Meeting is as folows. Viz The Committee appointed on the proposel from 
Motherkiil, respecting the esteblishment of the Meeting at three Runs & 
permitting Friends there to hold preparative Meetings, Reported in sub- 
stence, Thet most of them, and elso the women Friends on thet appoint- 
ment, have sttended to the subject since our last and some of their nun- 
ber, have visited the members of thet meeting in their Femilies, upon 
conferring together, and indeavouring to to feel after, whet mey be 
most likely to promote the ceuse of Truth, they ere most easy thet the 
. seid proposel should be ecceeded to. ~— And thet their Preperative Meet- 
ing be held on the fourth Dev of the week, preceeding their Monthly Meet- 
ing.— which being considered is concurred, & the Clerk is directed to 
furnish Motherkill Monthly Meeting, with a Copy of this minute, for their 
information snd observence— “"xtracted from the Minutes of the Southern 
Quarterly Meeting held a Little Creek the 24th of llth Mo. 1794 By Sam- 
uel Howell Clk. In conformity to which this meeting eppoints John Bowers, 
Semel Howell, Isaieh Rowlsnd, Henry Newell & Jabez Jenkins, to ettend 
the opening of that Meeting eccordingly " 

"At e Monthly Meeting held at Motherkill the 13th Dey of the lst 
Mo 1795— One of the Friends eppointed to attend the opening of the 
Preparative Meeting at Milford, report that three of them attended to 
thet service, which wes satisfectory, end sre of the mind that our at- 
tenticn end case ought to be toward them in future,— the two ebsenting 
fds now inform thet they were prevented from attending by indisposition." 

"At a Monthly Meeting held et Mutherkill the 14th day of the 7th. 
mth 1801 Milford preperetive Meeting requests the afsistancs of this 
Meeting to dischsrge the ballence due on Building that Meeting house— " 

"At a Monthly Meeting held et Motherkill the 9th dey of 2nd Month 
1802 The friends eppointed on the request of Milford Preparetive Meet~- 
ing, report thet they heve mede some progress in the busynefs, but not 
completed it— They elso inform thet a Deed is meade for said mesting 
house Lott, % regularly Recorded, they are continued " 

On "7m 15 1802 The Comt. on the request of Milford preperetive 
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nosting report that there sppears to be e- bellence due from thet Meet- 
ing to the "state of Thos Bowmen Decd which the Comt. is desired to call 
on the Treasurer for, and settle the seme." 

"Im 9 1832 Cemden Mo. M et Camden-- From reports it appears that 
all our Meetings heve been kept up since lest eccount, st Cemden & Little 
Creek, No account from Duck Creek, or Milford " 

3m 12, 1832 “Fron Milford we ere informed, thet Meeting was not 
kept up owing to indisposition of its members " 

"Cemden Monthly Meeting held at Cemden 5. m 14. 1832 From reports 
it appears that all our Meetings have been sttended since lsst account, 
at Camden, Little Creek, & Duck Creek But at Milford they have been 
dropped on account of indisposition of the members the hour mostly ob- 
served." 

On 6mo-. 11, 1832, it wes reported thet "Meetings have been dropped 
at Milford for some time past." 

"Gamden Monthly meeting held st Camden 10th dey of 9th m 1832 The 
Commity eppointed to Visit Milford preperative and perticuler Meeting 
reports that they have attended to the appointment end after seriously 
Considering the subject agree to report as there Sense thet the preper- 
ative meeting should be discontinued and that maeting for worship be 
held as heretofore with which this meeting unites and the Clerk is di- 
rected to forward A Coppy of the Above minute to the insuing quarterly 
meeting " 

"Cemden Monthly Meeting held at Cemden 9mo 9. 1833 Our lete quar- 
terly Meeting on applicetion to them for advice relative to Milford par- 
ticuler Meeting, directs or recommends thet the seid Meeting be lsid 
down, and the friends thereunto belonging be united or joined to Cemden 
preperative Meeting— The proceedings of said quarterly Meeting es as 
follows to wit,— The following minute heving been received from Cam- 
den Monthly Meeting which after serious consideretion was united with 
and the clerk directed te furnish seid Monthly Meeting with a copy of 
this finute.-- The sittuetion of Milford particular Meeting having a- 
gain cleimed the attention of this Monthly Meeting on eccount of the en- 
tire feilure of friends in keeping it up, we do therefore esk the advice 
end afsistence of the quarterly meeting in the case, believeing that the 
the time has arrived when the well being of the Society requires thet 
this meeting should be leid down and the members thereof joined to Cam- 
den particuler meeting. Ectracted from the minutes of the Southern quar- 
terly Meeting of friends held at Third Haven 8mo 28, 1833. ° Michael Of- 
fley. Clerk for the day " . 

By the side of the roed, but somewhst back from it, in the midst 
of a field of fine clover on the farm belonging to the Rosa femily in 
1932, is all that remains of the old Quaker Meeting of Milford. It is 
neer the old thoroughfere, now supplented by the Du Pont Highwey leeding 
past the village of Milford. It is a beautiful spot, clean and quiet, 
merked visibly by.e® group or cluster of grend old traes, chiefly sessa- 
fras, with one lerge hickory end two oeks et one corner and side. There 
are no marked greves in the grove end the trees whisper no secret of 
those who sleep beneath their protecting brenches, end doubtless the 
pessege of years hes converted much of the originel Buriel Ground into a 
cultiveted field. To the southwestward is what is supposed to be the lo- 
cation of the Meeting House, es it is there the plow turns up remains oF 
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brick in the cultivetion of the soil. Considerably further on in the seme 
direction is whet is called Queker Branch of the Mispillion River, which, 
with the pretty little grove of sessefras, perpetuate the memory of Mil- 
ford Friends' Meeting.

In "A.Retrospect of Herly Quekerism", 1859, by Dr. Bzre Michener of 
New Gercen, Chester County, Pe., the following history releting to the 
Friends' Meeting et Murderkill is given:- 

"1760.- 'Fursusnt to sppointment, we met with some of the Friends of 
Motherkill and Titberry, et the plece proposed by them to build a meet- 
ing-house; and, efter viewing the place had en opportunity of sitting 
with them, énd some conversetion on the occasion; and they eppearing to. 
be unénimous respecting the plece, end setisfied concerning title, we 
were of opinion it might be of service to grent their request; end this 
meeting grents their request." -("estern Quarterly Meeting. ) 

"1788.- ‘The committee eppointed, &c., unite in believing thet it may 
be profitable for e division (of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting) to take 


“place, egreeably to their request. Motherkill end Cool Spring Preperetive. 


Neeting to constitute a Monthly Meeting, to be held at Motherkill, é&c. 
Semuel Hopkins, Williem Lemborn, Amos Hollingsworth, Deniel Thompson, 
Benjamin Hough, Humphrey Mershall, Elizabeth Wickershem, Mary Sweyne, Han- 
néh Lindley, Rebocce Freston, “lilliem Rddings, John Trumen, Semel Wellece, 

"Which being solidly considered, is concurred with; and John Perker, 
Joseph Preston, “illiem Harvey, Joshua Fusey, Humphrey Mershall, Iseéc 
Costes, and Abraham Gibbons, together with Mergeret Marshall, Henneh Pus- 
ey, Margaret Cook, Frences Hopkins, Rebecca Chembers, and Elizsbeth Brown, 
ere eppointed to attend et the opening of the meeting at Motherkill." 

-(Western Querterly Meeting. Men and Women.) 

"In 1828 the meeting et Motherkill wes discontinued, and the members 
thereof joined to thet of Cemden." 

"The Monthly Meeting of Motherkill wes joined to thet of Duck Creek 
in 1830, end the name changed to Cemden Monthly Meeting." 

"A Friend writes: 'The neme of seid Monthly Meeting I find to be var- 
jously spelled on the Querterly Meeting records, which would be of very 
little importance, if they did not convey ideas essentially different 
from each other. By way of explanation, it may not be improper to state 
thet Deleware heving been settled by the Swedes, their word for streein, 
or creek, was in meny instences retained with en English prefix,- as 
"Broad kils" end thet a bloody bettle fought by the Indiens on the benks 
of one of those streems, gave it the name of Murderkil, which name was 
also imparted to a district of Kent County lying on said stream, and known 
as Murderkil Hundred, where the Friends' meeting-house wes located in 
which the meeting under consideretion was held. The Friends, being eé murde 
heting, peace-loving, end simple-minded people, and not approving of the 
word murder, ecopted in lieu thereof that of Mother, as a prefix to kil, 
meking the naine of Motherkil for their meeting. But the word kil is often 
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end I believe mostly spelled kill, which in combinatiorr with mother, 
mekes e very: insppropriste neme for a Friends' meeting, more object- 
ioneble than the one intended to be softened end improved. It is some- 
times written Motherkiln, a neme thet conveys a totally different idea, 
end is not objectioneble in itself.'" 

In the schedule of Meetings belonging to Philedelphie Yeerly Meeting 
of Friends in 1612, Murderkill, under the nemo of Motherkiln, is given 
as ea Freperative Meeting of Motherkiln Monthly Meeting of the Southorn 
Quarter of the Yearly Meeting. 

Je Thomes Scherf, in his "History of Deleware", 1885, gives the fol- 
lowing historical notes of this meeting under neme of Murderkill:- "Can- 
den .and the surrounding country is possibly a Queker settlement. Here 
the Mifflins, the Hunns, the Jenkinses, the Lowbers, the Dolbys, the 
Howells, end many other femilies, settled and took up the land, much of 
which is still in the possession of their descendants. Much of the relig- 
ious history of the Quekers cantres in and near the town of Camden, which 


hes ultimately absorbed the other societies of the Friends in 
The first note 


meeting at Duck Creeks: 

‘The Tenth Month 19th, 1705. This day was held the Monthly Meeting 
of Friends et Duck Creek; it being the first Monthly Meeting, by appro- 
bation and order of the Quarterly Meeting of the people called Quakers , 
at Chester, for the establishing and keeping up the good order. of Truth.' 
The Friends of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting held Monthly Meeting at the 
house of Widow Needham, at Murderkill Creek, the 18th of Sixth Month, 
1712, et which tims Robert Porter was appointed overseer of the Yeekly 
Meetings of Murder Creck. 

"A record of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting, under date of 17th of Fourth 
Month, 1728, contains the following: ‘Friends of Murderkill request that 
they heve a Preperetive Meeting, to be every fourtn day next before the 
Monthly Meeting, which this meeting approves of.' 

"The time of erection of a meating-house on the site of the old bur- 
ial plece on the roed from Dover to Megnolia is not know. A deed for 
the land was made by Yillian Jackson, May 12, 1760, to John Bower, Ben- 
jemin Werren, Samuel Dunnen, Thomas Nock, and Jonathan Emerson, and was 
‘part of a larger tract of land called "Folly Neck". It comprised one 
ecre ‘by the Branch et the going over of the King's Roed.' That a meet- 
ing-house was erected there, snd was Burned in 1760, the record fully 
disebose ss sieie’s's 

"At e Monthly Meeting of Duck Creek, 26th of Fourth Month, 1760, it 
was reported thet 'the meesting-house of Murderkill was lately burned." 
The Friends in tha a of Tidbury, who had privilege of meeting 
the year before, et this meeting brought forwerd a claim ‘that the men- 
bers being few, some of Hien inclined to have a house built that might 
accommodete them end their frisnds settled about Tidbury, who lye re- 
mote from any meeting, with which this meeting concur."

we heve of them is from an abstract of the minutes of their 
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The record books that bélonged to the Friends' Meeting at Murderkill 
ere preserved in the Friends’ Historicel Library at Swarthmore, Pe. They 
form an interesting collection, besides being valueble for the informa- 
tion they provide of the past history of the Quekers in Kent County, 

- Delaware. From them the following extracts reveel considerable of worth- 
while facts concerning the story of Murderkill Meeting during its laet- 
est years. These extracts begin with the initiel minute of the Monthly 
Meeting of Men Friends. In the volume this minute is introduced by cop- 
jes of the minutes of “Jestern Quarterly and Duck Creek Monthly Meetings. 
establishing Murderkill Monthly Meeting. The name "Murderkill" is veri- 
ously spelled in the records. 

"Accordingly on the 29th Dey of ye 10th mo. 1788 ae Monthly Meeting 
wes held, and the Representatives were for Murtherkiln Jno. Bowers & 
Seml Howell, for a Spring Beptis Lay, Whose absence is occesioned 
by Indisposition—- We also had the Company of feveral of the Querter- 
ly Meetings Renate Semuel Howell is appointed to act as Clerk & 

Jno Brown is nomineted to afsist him." 

"On 12 of llth Mo 1799 Motherkill preperative, proposes to this 
meeting thet @ regulsr Record of Births & Burials now commences, which 
being considered wes approved of & Saml Howell geeks to provide a 
Book for the purpose, & proceed to the same." 

On 2m 10, 1801, "A memorial was now produced for our Decd, friend 
Werner Mifflin which was read % after some alteration and a time of. 
solid consideration thereon was with much unaninity approved Jonathen 
Hunn & Semuel Howell are appointed to transcribe it end hsve it signed 

on behalf of the Meeting By the Clk end forwerd to the quarterly Meet-

"At Motherkiln Monthly Mesting held the 14th of the 4th Mo, 1807

"Motherkell Monthly Meeting held 4m, 12. 1830 Duc, Creek Monthly 

Nesting heving proposed to this, by sa committee of Men and women friends 
now in ettendence the propriety end éxpediency of uniting said monthly 
meeting to this. And efter some consideration and reflection This meet- 
ing concluded to sppoint e Committee couposed of the following friends 
to wit:- Michseel Lowber, Jone Jenkins, Yerner Mifflin, end Benjemin Da- 
ves, to confer with the Committees from Duc Creek, and meke such arrange- 
ments reletive thereto, es to them may seen best calculeted to promise 
the benefit of botn, end the good of Society generally, end report their 
case to the subject at our Next." 

On 6mc. 14, 1630, the committee reported in writing to the Meeting:- 


Te the undersigned members of a committee eppointed on the part of this — 


Monthly Meeting this 5m. 10. 1830 for the purpose of confering with a 
similer committeo, eppointed on the part of Duc Creek Monthly Meeting, 
propesing the uniting of seid Monthly Meetings of Duc Creek and Mother- 
kill reports as follows.- Thet we met committee of men & women friends 
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from Duc Creek es Aforessid, end on confering together ware united in 
proposing, end ere of of the opinion, that it is expedient thst the 
Meetings Aforeseid should be united end held és one Monthly Meeting, 
in the manner following to wit, et Cenden and Little Creek alternately 
on the 2nd Second dey in eech and every month and thet it be Called 
Cemden Monthly Meeting, all of which is submitted for the considere- 
tion, end concurence of this Monthly Meeting end signed by the commit- 
tee as follows.— Micheel*Lowber, Jonathen Jenkins, Werner Mifflin, 
Debbe Mifflin, Elizebeth Dolby, Lydie Luff " 

The lest minutes of Murtherkill Monthly Meeting were mede 8th Mo. 
9th, 1830, and the final minute is es follows:- "The Subject as Brot 
up from Duck Creek, end Motherkill, in there respective reports, rel- 
ative to the uniting the seid Monthly Meetings; heving cleimed the de- 
liberete attention and consideration of this Meeting, and nothing pre- 
senting to obstruct the union, They ere left et liberty te convene in 
their united cepecity set Cemden on the 2nd 2nd day in the 10 mo next, 
Extracted from the Minutes of the Southern Quarterly Meeting held st 
Third Heven the 25th of the 8th Mo 1830, end signed by direction there- 
of by Jon® Jenkins Clerk for the day " 

In 1838 an inventory of the real estate belonging to the Monthly 
Meeting od Cemden wes teken and recorded in a minute mede on 7th Mo. 
9th. The section referring to Murderkill was this:- "Murderkill Meet- 
ing House and fence around Greve Yard in e State of repid decay,- one 
side of the roof nearly rotter leaks considerebly, some of the windows. 
out, the brick well very: indifferent and likely to fall: some part of 
it, in &@ word the whole building going to wreck repidly, part of the 
fence down and Greveyerd exposed.......%e do recommend thet the house 
be sold end the greve yard enclosed with a substantial board fence 
from proceeds of ths Sele of the House." 

"Camden Monthly Meeting held et Little Creek 4mo. 13 1840 Iseéc 
Dolby end Thomas Mifflin are eppointed a committee to sell end dispose 
of Such of the Motherkill Meeting House Benches as may not be wented 
for our meeting houses now in use and meke report of their proceedings 
to this meeting-—" 

"Cemden Monthly Meeting held lst Mo 10th 1673 The committee on 
fencing Murderkiln Buriel ground, Report the service completed & produc- 
ed the following bill, which wes epproved & the Treasurer, is directed

Camden Monthly Meeting of Friends To Th. Mifflin & John Woodell 
i Dr 1869 12mo 30th To péid the following Bill for Murderkiln Meet- 
i ing Buriel Ground : 
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The compiler of these notes visited the Murderkill- Burial Ground on 
Merch 30, 1932, the privilege of the visit being due to the courtesy of 
Edwerd W. Jenkins of Dover, Deleware. The old Graveyerd of Murderkill is 
about five miles from Cemden, neer Megnolia, by the side of the Du Pont 
Highway. Entirely neglected it hes become overrun with wild undergrowth 
end tell trees. There are but few memorial stones to be seen, although 
possibly some are sunken from sight in the ground, or, it is conjecturad, 
heve been purloined for building purposes by those having no right to 
them. Among the seven headstones now noticed in this greveyerd one meéerks 
the resting plece of "Lydia Luff, Born 9 Mo. 14 1771 Died 5 Mo. 24 
1828."" Another, noticed es the letest interment dete seen, is that of a 
very aged women "Martha Jeckson. Wife of Jon Jackson Born April 1768 
Died April 29th 1872 "- According to these dates she was 104 yeers old. 
There is also a stone erected to the memory of Warner Mifflin. This wes 
placed in the yard in recent years, but the exact locetion of his grave 
is unknown. The inscription on this merble reeds, "Motherkill Burying 
Ground *** Within this enclosure Are interred the remains of ‘VARNER 
MIFFLIN Friend, Philenthropist, Patriot. Born. August. 2lst 1745 
Died. October. 16th 1798." Among the trees in front of this memorial is 
the entrence gete from the Meeting House Yard, but there is no vestige 
of the fences thet once surrounded the little cemetery left; but the gate . 
stends sturdy end erect. This little Buriel Ground is on «& decidec eleve- 
tion of ground, but gives no indication to the passing traveler that it is 
the location of e graveyard, so hidden is it by the growtn of bush and 
tree. 

NOTE. The writer of the foregoing note, halting at the Murderkill Bur- 
tel Ground at a later date, Dec. 19, 1937, noticed thst the Werner Mifflin 
Memoriel wes no longer there. Upon inquiry he learned that it had been 
teken away by directions of the Friends of Cemden Mseting and re-erected 
in the graveyard at the Cemden Meeting House. Lower on the stone has. been 
carved the words "Renoved 1937 to Camden Monthly Meeting Burial Grounds." 
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tng was known during the last forty years of its existence, was reported 
to Philadelphia Yeerly Meeting of Hicksite Friends es laid down in 1892. 
It was then, and hed been since 1848, a subordinate meeting of Northwest 
fork Monthly Meeting in the Southern Quarter of the Yeerly Meeting. Dur- 
ing its earliest times it belonged to and was orgenized by the Society of 
rae Nicholites. The following is an abbrevieted outline of thet Society's 

iistory as told by Dr. Ezra Michener in his "Retrospect of Tarly Qusker- 
wat which wes published in 1860. 

"A hundred yesrs ego there lived in Kent County, Delawere, e young 
tan of considereble sctivity snd strength, alike patent for good or for 
evil. The neturel vivecity of his disposition, a peculiar talent for af- 
fording amusement, in common psrlance, for making fun, was well-nigh prov- 
{ng the ruin of. himself end meny of his jovial companions. Or first-dsys, 
and other times_of leisurs, nis company wes much sought after by many of 
nis cotemporerias, and their time wested with trifling amusements. This 
continued for e season, until God, in his mercy, saw fit to overrule it 
for good. 

"Joseph Nichols wes sonetimes met in @ nerrow way, and made to feel 
thet he was born for a higher and nobler purpose than he hed yet fulfill- 
ed, and that he ought, with all sobristy, to sesk more rational and en- 
during pleasures then those which he had been pursuing. The exercises of 
his genius hed given him en almost unlimited control over his companions, 
end qualified hin to becomes their leader. Hence, when they assembled, he 
now begen to turn their thoughts to subjects more in unison with his own 
chenged feelings. Sometimes hé would propose the reeding of ea passage fren 
the Scriptures, et others he would lead them in serious end retional dis- 
course.......Joseph Nichol's juvenile companions appeer not to have for- 
seken him in his morse serious moments; but as he became mors circumspect 
in life end conversation, they became so too.....-He felt himself called 
upon to eppeser among them 6s a minister. His eerly reputation, but more 
the fervency of his zesl, end his heart-searching appeals, soon occasion~ 
ed his meetings to be largely attended; many becems convinced, and very 
early embreced his views, end conformed their lives to the principles 
which he inculceted......As a sact, they acquired the name of Nicholites, 
from their leeder; but in the records which we have seen, they style thea- 
selves 'Friends, or New Quakers'. As they were brought more end more into 
obedience to their ecknowledged leader-end director, Christ, they were 
successively led to beer a firm and unwavering testimony against war and 
all warlike meesures, profane and even judicial swearing, the holding of 
their fellow-men in bondage, end against ell superfluity end extravegence 
in dress, furniture, end address, end against a men-made and hireling min- 
istry. In meinteining these testimonies, they sometimas suffered persecu- 
tion, distraints of property, end imprisonment......Forbidden by their 
principles to ecknowledge e men-mede ministry under many circumstences, 
they could not consistently consummate their marriages before a priest, 
although required so to do by the laws. They therefore, applied for and 
obtained an act of toleration from the State of: Maryland, allowing the 
'Nicholites or New Quekers' to marry among themselves, and also allowing 
them to teke en affirmation insteed of an oerh..... 

"Joseph Nichols, the founder of this little band of Myaghaa,” a 
for such was the appellation they familierly geve themselves,—- did not 
live to complete the orgenization of his Church.....Though removed fron 
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his lebors eat en early period, yet he head sown the seed of life in groun: 4. 
prepared by the great Husbendman of Souls, and it grew gnd- flourished. kt 4: 
the Society of Nicholites became organized, and their numbers increased, 
grounds were purchased and meeting-houses erected eat Northwest Fork, Cen: 
tre and Tuckahoe Neck, ell in Ceroline County, Merylend, where they prin 
cipally resided. Meetings were regulerly held in these houses on first- 
deys and in the middle of the week, where it was their practice to sit 
down and weit in silence for the Divine principle to strengthen and di- 
rect their spirits.....They also held Meetings for Discipline once a 
month (much efter the manner of Friends), but, es they had no higher or- 
ganization than those mesatings, they do not eppear to heve established 4

detailed systen of Discipline......Up to the yoer 1778, marriages appear | 

to heve been consummated ‘in & public congregetion of people’, at a ie | 
Friend's houss, whether at the time end plece of holding their monthly or ie 
other regular meetings does not appear. From the period lest nemed, they ei 
were mostly accomplished ‘et Friends’ meeting-house in Caroline County'; | 

end not till 1785 do we find, ‘at Friends' meeting-house in Northwest e. 
Fork'. In 1784, mention is mede the seme wey, of the meeting-house at * 


Centre, and at Tuckahoe Neck. From all which, I conclude that they held 
one Monthly Meeting (and that et Northwest Fork, efter 177&), until, by 
the increase and spread of their members, two other mestinz-houses were 
built, and Monthly Meetings established therain, about 1784...... 

"The great similarity which existed between Friends end the Nichol- 
ites, in regerd to religious doctrines, disciplinary rezgulsetions, and so- 
cial customs, wes obvious to all, end to none more than themselves..... 
Jemes Harris, a worthy snd influential minister among then, wes deeply in- 
terested end labored for yeers to effect a union with Friends. The propo- 
sition wes repeatedly considered in their meetings, but still there were 
some who could not unite. The nuwaber of the letter heving become smell, 
they proposed thet such as were preptred to join with Friends hed better 
do so, which might prove a benefit to thoss who remained, by leading thea 
into 6 closer examination of their own situation. A minute wes according- 

“ly mede, end a comnittee appointed to lay their application for edmission 
before Friends, es follows:- be 

"'To the Members of Thirdheven lonthly Meeting, to be held the 12th 
of the tenth month, 1797; We, the people called Nicholites, herein present 
to your view end serious consideration the names of those that incline to 
unite with you in membership (here follow one hundred and six nemes)- 

Seth eeyvattes Clerks \s sla 

"In 1600, Friends esteblished e Monthly Meeting et Northwest Fork; 
end es the fear of the remaining Nicholites, respecting the deterioration 
of their brethren who joined with Friends, had not been realized, the most 
of them soon efter followed their exemple, end were received into North- 
west Fork Monthly “eeting. It eppeers, however, that those living at 
Northwest Fork Meeting mede earlier epplication then those living at the 
Centre Meeting..... Of the trensfer of Tuckahoe Neck we heve no eccount." 

Dr. Ezre Michoner, in e few words, seid of Pire Grove, which he 
stetes wes formerly celled Northwest Vork:- "1798.- The meeting et this 
plece belonged to the Society of Nicholites until ebout the yoer 1798, 
when they generelly went over to Friends, cérrying their property with 
them. In 1648 the meeting wes removed to another. district, and the name 
changed to that of Pine Grove." 
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From the Minute Book of Women Friends of Southern Querterly Meeting 
now preserved in the Friends‘ Historical Library. et Swarthmore, Pé., 
the following extrect has been teken relating to the applicetion of 
the Nicnolite Meetings to be onnexed to the meetings of the Society of 
Friends:-

In 1892 it was reported to the Yeerly Meeting held at Fifteenth 
end Rece Streets, Philedelphie, that the Meeting et Pine Grove wes dis- 
continued or leid down. In the Friends' Intelligencer, Third Mo. 17, . 
1900, E.L. (Elizebeth Lloyd) in en erticle entitled "Friends in Meeting 
and st Home", tells of her visit to Pine Grove attending there in con- 
pany with Henry M. Poole. She wrote:- 

"North West Fork Monthly Meeting formerly comprised the meetings 
of Preston and Pine Grove. Severel years ago the attendance at the lLat- 
ter meeting beceme very small, until finelly only one member was regu- 
lerly in his plece. After laboring in the matter for some time and send- 
ing e@ committse to visit end confer with the Pine Grove Friends, the 
querterly meeting directed thet the meeting there should be laid dow 
and the new meeting should be held at Preston only. The few Friends 
left at Fine Grove hac nearly all merried out of meeting and nost of 
them have since joined other denominations. Very few of them ever went 
to the monthly meeting et Preston, and those who did go attended only 
at long intervels. Within the lest yeer it wes decided in the monthly 
meeting to sell the property at Fine Grove end use the money thus ob- 
tained to repsir the house st Preston. It wes accordingly advertised 
for sale. As socn &s this was done several of the Pine Grove Friends 
came to the monthly meeting, bringing the deed for the property. This 
showed thet the house was not the property of the monthly meeting, but 
that it hed been deeded to three Friends, enc to their heirs and as- 
signees forever. These heirs said thet they had kept the house in re- 
péir, and should continue so doing, so that whenever concerned Friends 
wished to hold a meeting there it would be at their disposal. This, of 
course, put « stop to the sale, end the egitation of the subject 
doubtless ceusad the Pine Grove membars to place a higher value upon 
their birthright then before..... 

"ynen we reeched the mesting-house, at three in the afternoon, we 
found the besutiful pine grove in which it is situated filled with car- 
riages. The house is rather larger than the one at Preston, and in 
much better condition, but is also a white-weshed, frames building. 
Within is ea partition that formarly ssparated the men from the women, and 
seats for about one hundred and fifty people." 

The visit of the compiler of these notes about Friends' Meetings 

and their localities, was made on May 19, 1935, when he wes teken there 
by Ralph W. Hershey of Gep, Fa., eccompanied by his wife and deughter. 
Theat time was subsequent to the sale of the Pine Grove property twenty 
yeers before to William Caulk who converted the old Meeting House into 
& dwelling, meking suitable elterations end sdditions necessary to ren- 
der the building proper for a residence. It is still stending in good. 
order, close to the side of the road leading from Federalsburg, just 
two miles from the town, and is still owned by William Caulk, but’ he no 
longer lives in it, having changed his residence to a larger and more 
modernized dwelling closely adjoining to it. The writer of this note 
was privileged to # brief interview with “William Ceulk, who gave him 

& very cordial welcome. He stated that thea reaovel of the Meeting 
House from the sast side of Federelsburg to its present site was made 
in 1847, the yeer of his birth. By this assertion “Jilliam is about eigh- 
ty-sight yeers of age, and the weight of yeers is now telling upon his 
physicel condition, for he, during the last six weeks, has been confin- 
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ad to his room or bed. His Meeting House home, outwardly as well as 
inwardly, appears vestly different from its-forner appesrance when 
Slizebeth Lloyd saw it in 1900, then described as a "white~washed 
frame building," for it is now painted, end not in old-fashioned Quak- 
er drab, either, but rather inclined to brighter hues with derker col- 
ered trimmings. There is e small woodland on the opposite side of the 
road, but the "beautiful grove of pine trees" seen by Elizabeth Lloyd, 
to which the Meeting House owed its name in all probability, is gone, 
and the house stends in the open sunlight on all sides. William Caulk 
could not positively identify the exect location of Pine Grove Meot- 
ing House when it occupied a location east of Federalsburg, at the 
time it wes known as Northwest sori, cut thought there was a greveyerd 
with.it, which reesonebly seams to have been the case. The writer of 
this note did not succeed, during his brief visit, in identifying the 
original location of this Northwest Fork Meeting. 
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Meeting officially called.....Northwest Fork. 
Meeting et first known es .......+..Snow Hill. 
Sonthly Meeting established.............1848.

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Preston Friends' Meeting wee orgenized in 1848,.the vear when its 
first Mesting ‘louse was erected to take the place of Mershy Creek and 
to continue the lonthly Meeting of Northwest Fork, which wes et thet 
time trensferred to it fron the Mecting at Federelsburg, which from 
the seme year edopted the name of Pine Grove. 

In 1930 Northwest Fork forms one of the three Monthly Meetings of 
Southern Helf-Yeesrly Meeting, wnile formerly it was one of five iMonth- 
ly Meetings of Southern Querter of Philadelphis Yearly Meotd ing of the 
Society of Friends. The names of Cecil and Nurderkill or Motherkill 
Monthly Meetings of forwer times have no lsnger an bial ating Con- 
sulting a “Book of Meetings" for the year 1812, it is found that at 
thet date Northwest Fork couprised the Freperative Meetings of Centre, 
Nershy Creek and Northwest Fork. 

In 13859 Dr. Ezra Michener named thse. subordinete meet ting OL “Nortii- 
west Fork Monthly Meeting as Snow Hill (fornorly Marshy Creok Pine 
Grove’(formerly Morthwest Fork), Centre, end Tuckahoe Neck. Of the 
establishment of this Monthly Meeting, Michener quotes from the minutes 
the following: - ; ida 
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"1800.- At a Monthly Meeting held at Northwest Fork Meet 
the 16th day of the soventh month, 1800, by OM sctucnn: 6 of ta 
Quarterly Weeting, as eppears by the following minutes; 

"The committse on the proposition of establishing a Monthly Meeting 
at Northwest Fork, &c., were united in believing it would tend to the 
promotion ‘of the causes Be truth for ¢ masting to be held there, celled 
Northwest Fork Lcnthly ieeting, end composed of Center, Northwest Fork en 
Marshy Creek Preperstive Meetings; which is concurrec with, and ‘jillism 
Dolby, Netheniel Luff, John Bowers, Tristrem Needles, snd Joseoh Turner, 
eppointed to ettend the opening of said meeting. Extrected from the min- 
utes, Semuel Troth, Clerk." ~(Northwest Fork Monthly Mesting) 

The neme of Northwest Fork in 1848 wes trensferrec from the origin- 
el meeting loceted et or neer Federelsburg, to the new meeting at Pres- 
ton, then known as Snow Hill. Henes from 1848 the letter named meeting 
became officially Northwest Fork Monthly Meeting, but es e& meeting for 
worship it was Snow Hill Meeting, keeping the latter name until 1877 
when it was reported to the Yearly Meeting in Philsdelphia as heaving 
bsen chenged to Preston. 

Hlizabeth Lloyd, in "Friends in Meeting end at Home," published in 
the Friends' Intelligencer, Third Mo. 17, 1900, spesks of her visit to 
Preston, ssaying:~ “I wont from Gaston to Preston, e distance of ten 
milgs, by reil, arriving inthe e i

vening. I wes teken helf e mils to the 
home of Willisia T. Kelley, whese femily furnishss six of tne fourteen 
mambdvers belonging to this maoting, where I received a -wern welcoms. We 
talked over the effsirs of the meeting and of the need for 4 new houssa 
here. The present building is not only open and uncomfortable, but is 
reelly unsefe. It is a little freme building, whitewashed without and 
within. The floor is bare, the benches without cushions, end « part of 
the plastsring has fallen from the ceiling. There ware betieen twenty 
end thirty in attendence at the mesting on First-day morning, several 
of them being children. There ere not often more than six here on rirst- 
dey morning." 

Soon after “lizabeth Lloyd's visit, s new Meeting Houss wes built 
at Preston in 1903, and on "Slavanth Mo. 16, 1904, the new Meeting House 
at Preston, Md-, was opened with a large ettendance. John J. Cornell was 
present." 

Willian Penn ‘Yillis of Preston, Md., Correspondent and Treesurer 
for Northwest Fork Monthly Meeting, wrote on October 9, 1930:- "North 
Yest Fork monthly meeting, so called efter the Northwest Fork brench of 
the Nanticoke river, was first held about 1765, now known as Federals- 
burg, while the meeting is now held et Preston. The monthly mesoting 
still retains the name.of North “est Fork. This was a Nicholite meet- 
ing with two others, Centre and Tuckshoe or the Neck meeting now called 
Denton; in the yeer 1800 or there about they joined Friends or so call- 
ed Quakers and made Sees to Thirdhaven ere Meeting together 
with Mershy Creek meeting.’ 

The new Mesting House at Preston is a brick building. It is not 
lerge, neither is the membership of the maeting. It stends a few feet 
further back from the highvey tan the former frame structure did. The 
roed passing is the main highway loeding from aston, eleven miles a- 
wey northwestwerd, to Federalsburg, about eight miles orstwerd. The site 
of the old Meeting House is marked by a fow saplings on a weed entangled 
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grass plot between the brick building end the very small Buriel Ground 
next to the road. This graveyard conteins only e few merked graves. 

These are in two sections, one of which is the illis family lot, und 
eech is inclosed by an iron fence. Probably more of the Meeting House 
Yard was formerly inclosed, for.there is a pile of the same kind of 
fencing penels lying unused at one corner of the greveyerd. Ths grounds 
ebout the Meeting House wore not enclosed on May 19, 1935, when the com- 
piler of these historical notes, teken by Ralph W. Hershey of Gep, Pa., — 
visited Preston, for he found the plsece entirely open, and noticed thet 
the Greveyard is a few feet above the level of the road. The facing ga- 
ble of the Meeting House. bearing on a marble dete-stone over the door 
"Friends Meeting 1903", is towards e street branching from the main 
highwey towards the west. A small grove of trees is st the right of the 
Yeeting House end the general espect of the place is pleasant and attrec- 
tive, but somewhat neglected. Besides the front door next to the street, 
there ere two others, one on each side of the house opening to the tren- 
septing eisle in front of the one short fecing bench, where the ministers 
and heads of the meating git. This bench is something like a church pul- 
pit reised a step above the floor level. There ere no steps to either of 
these side doors, both of which are above stepping distence from the sur- 
face of the ground. None of the doors ere locked, or evan secured forcibdi 
by needed catches, so sny person et eny time mey gain access to the inter 
for of the Meeting House. The wind ceusing the front door to be opened 
frequently when not desired, the careteker of the premises has blocked 
the door from within by one end of an idle bench agsinst it with another 
short bench between. These two little benches in the mein aisle being 
rather more antique in styla of construction then the neat, comfortable 
modern seats of the assembly-room, rather hint of their being relics of 
the old Meeting House of Praston. The windows, arched at the top, are 
protected by shutters and blinds, the adjustment of which reguletes the 
lighting of the audience room. Of course there are no dividing shutters 
in the brick building at Preston, for its erection in 1903 postdates the 
custom of business meetings being conducted by men and women separately. 
The interior is pleasant and Friendly, but the outside is not quite so 
bright, for brick buildings rarely ere, yet a few touches of needed care 
about the premises would meke a mervelous alteration for the better.

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Sessefras Friends' Meeting was one of early estabkishment, but it 
continued only to the end of the Bighteenth Century. Dr. Michener, in 
his “Retrospect of Harly Quakerism", quotes the following minute from 
Cecil Monthly Meeting records, which rather points to the establish- 
ment of Sassafras Meeting, and without doubt, gives the location of the 
Meeting House:- 


"At Cecil Monthly Meeting,, the — of tenth month, 1738, John Brow- 


ing and Joshua Vensant were appointed to take a deed from Willian Stoopa 


for a piece of lend on the head of Swan Creek, near the head of Sasse- 
fras, for the purpose of building a meeting-house for the people called 
Quakers." 


The foregoing is not actually quoted by Dr. Michener, but is the 
substance of the minute put. in his own words. Thr actual minute is as 


here copied from the Cecil records, by the compiler of these historical 
notess=- 


"13th of ye 10th Month 1738 


At our Monthly Meeting held at Cecil 
Meeting Houfe— 


This mseting eppoints John Browning and Joshua Vensant 

to take a deed from Williem Stoops for a cartain parcal of land lying 
on the head of Swen Creek near the heed of Safseafres River for ye ufe 
of a meeting houfe for the people celled Quekers." 

Here are e few other minutes obtained from the sema venerable min- 
ute book of Cecil Monthly Meeting, now (1938) preserved in the Friends' 

. Historical Library at Swarthmore, Pa., a volume, at the present date, 
two hundred and forty years old. 

"1739 At our monthly meeting hold at Cecil meeting houfe 7d 13th 
of ye 4 month— A meeting being settled on Swen Creek near the head of 
ee — River and teken within ye verg of our monthly meeting here- 
after to bs known by ye name of Sasafras meeting, therefore this meet- 
ing appoints John Browning & Joshua Venzent as overseers of said meet- 
ing and to make a monthly report of their meeting to our Seid monthly 
meeting." 

This committee reported regulerly end on "9 of the 11 month 1739" 
the following was entered on the minutes:- "John Browning for Sefsafras 
reports thet their meeting for worfhip heave been duly kept eccording to 
eppointment Since left acct end — that frends anong them ere in love 
& umity " 


8mo. 9, 1750. "Safsefras meetings have been kept on firft days but 
not on fifth days " 

"At ea Monthly Meeting for Bufinefs helc et Cicel Meeting Houfe 
the 10th Dey of the 12th month 1766 The Reprefentetives of our Several 
Preparative Meetings being Celled for Cicel appeered George Lemb for 
Safifrafs James Wolfh end George Browvming, end for Chefter none " 

This lest minute acknowledges Sassafras as 8 Preparative Meeting, 
but the compiler of these notes failed to discover.any espsciel mention 
in the Cecil records of the time of the estsblishment of the Frepara-~ 
tive Meeting held there. Some years later, however, when Sassefres 
Meeting wes in its decline, there is record made of the merging of 
Sessefras Preparative Mesting into that of Heed of Chester, as the 
following minutes show: 

"At Cecil Monthly held the 12th of 7th Mo 1786— The Represente-

advice & approbation therein which being twice resd & Some time Spent De- 
liberating thereon. George Lemb Jemes Meflin John Stewart & Werner 
Reisn are appointed to take the Same Under their Solid Consideration Sit 
with Freinds in their Preparetive meeting Judge of the Propriety of Seid 
Alteration & report thereof to next Meeting "' 

"At Cecil Monthly meeting held 14th of 5th mo 1791 The Committee on 
the request from sasefrafs report they all attended seid Preparetive 
meeting to e good Degree of Satisfection— end think it best to have it 
held et the heed of Chester on the first sixth Dey Preceding next mo 
meeting=- which being Considered is Concured with— and the Seme Commit- 
tee appointed to Sit with them & report thereof to next Mee eine with Nich- 
olas brown added.--" 

"At Ceacil monthly acetine held the 18th of & mo 1798 Lydia Ceulk eé 
tinister of Sesefres perticular Meeting deceased 30th Day 3rd mo. 1798 
for whom 8 Memorisl is expected-—" 

The village of Sassafras, in 1930, is but a& small hemlet of Kent 
County, Md., near the head waters of Sassafras River which is the netural 
boundary line between Kent County on the south end Cecil County on the 
north. As e naturel sequence to old customs, Sassefrées Meeting took its 
name from the township, or, on the Eastern Shore of Maryland, the Hun- 
dred in which it wes located. 

Seassefres Hundred wes laid out in 1692, es the following extract 
from George Johnston's "History of Cecil County, Md.," published inl881, 
informs the reader:- ““This act was passed previous to the 9th of June, 
1692, and on the 22d of the November following the commissioners of the 
county, who were Cevtain Charles Jones, Colonel Casperus Hermen, Nr. Wil- 
liam Ward, Mr. Henry Rigg, Mr. John Jemes and Mr. Williem Elms, with 
some of the principal freeholders of the county, in pursuance end com- 
pliance with the Act of Assembly, leid out and divided the county into 
two districts or parishes, thet is to say, one parish for Worton end 
South Sassafrex Hundred end the other for North Sassefrex, Bohemia end 
klk Hundreds. These perishes were called North and South Sessefrax." 

It is noticed in the foregoing extract how the locel "countrified" 
spelling of the neme wes used in the records. The neme Sassafres wes ap~ 
plied elso to the river or eastern tributery of the Chesapeeke Bey which 
the Indians called "Toghwogh." 

Sessafrae Perticular Meeting was one of the constituents of Cecil 
Yonthly Meetings in Southern Querter of Philadelphia Yearly Mesting. 

The Meeting wes loceted in the vicinity of the esrliest Friends' settle- 
ment of Cecil County, if not the eactuel spot; this quotation from John- 
ston's "History of Cecil County" is an invelueblo record of that histor~- 
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"As early as 16968 George Warner and some other Quekers prayed the 


court that their meeting-house at the head of a brench of “Still Pond 


Creek might be registered according to the act of Parliament, and prom- 


Hissed ‘ever to nrev for the etarns! heppiness of the court.' This is the 


first reference to e meeting-house thet hes been found in the records of

Severel interesting minutes referring to Sassafras Meeting are 
found in the records of Cecil Morfthly Meeting, of which the following 


treat of the Meeting when in its declining days:- 


7th Mo. 12, 1786.- “from Sessefres they inform, that Joseph Wilk- 
inson requests to be released from the Station of Cverseer,; which this 
Meeting Concurs with and Oliver Caulk is appointed to his dtead." 

9th Mo. 13, 1786.- "The representatives report, thet their Meet- 
ings have been kept, “xcept one Fifth Day et Sessafres, which was at- 
tended by one friend." 

llth No. 8th, 1786.- "The representatives report thet their Meet- 
ings have been kept since Lest account, except one first Dey at Chester 
& at the heed of Chester which was attended by one friend only, & one 


first Dey et heed of Saasefras not attended by eny " 


6th Mo. 11, 1791.- "The Committees Apvointed to attend Sussafras 
Preperétive Mecting held et the Heed of Chester Inform that they heave 
attended to Said eppointment & ere of the mind that it had best be held 

-Puture at the heed of Chester— on the fourth Day P rece ding the 

first seventh dey in sech month—- which being Consider'd is Concurr'd 
with end the members of Sessafres Perticulear Meeting are eee Hnjoined 
to keep up the woek Dey Meetings."

17, 1795.- “Rapresentatives reported that all meetings 
were kept up ‘except 3 pial et Sassafras Particular usetings and thom 
attended by ons member.’ The sang report was given one month later. © 

The following minute is found in Southern Quarterly Mesting of Wo- 
men Friends, 8 Mo. 25, 1800, held at Thirdnaven:- “Tas consideration 
of laying down Sassafras perticuler Meeting, being brought up to Cecil's 
report they having from time to time concidered and visited the sane u- 
nites In a report thet it is most proper and expedient to discontinue 
thet meeting and that the members thereof meet with Frds at the Head of 
Chester ell which this meeting unites with." 

On October Sth, 1933, Relph ‘VY. Hershey of Gep, Pa., took the com- 
piler of thes records about: Friends' Meetings, to the Sassafras lo- 
cality on the Sactern Shore of ierylend. The lepse of over 4 century and 
a quarter readily eccumletes a mist of obscurity in the history of any 
smrll Meeting of Friends thet has passed out of existence. Sassafras 
Meeting was apparently nearly forgotten some time before it was laid 
down in 1600, occasionally being attended by only one member, and in 
1933 its exact: location seems to be undecidod with the present gener- 
ation. It is definitely stated in the early minutes of Cecil Monthly

thet Sassafras Meeting House was at the "heed of Swan Creek neuer the 
iged of Sassafras." A recent road mep of 1930 shows Swen Creek as a 
sa6ll tributery of the Sessafras River which enters it only a few 
niles from Sassefras villege. The heed of the little stream is likewise 
{n the vicinity, but more closely near the little post-villegse of Golts. 
yithout doubt, if the Meeting minutes cen be depended upon, waich we 
ere not disposed to question, this is the locality of the ancient Sas~ 
sefres Frisnds' Meeting. The ‘visit made to the village of Sessafras 
on October 8, 1933, decides the question of its not being located at 
thet particular spot. Two of the oldest inhebitents knew nothing of thes 
whereabouts of the Quaker locality and had no knowledge whatever of any 
old Buriel Ground in the neighborhood which might prove a clue to where 
the Friends' Meeting House onee stood. It is ressonabls to believe there 
wes a Friends' Buriel Ground eat Sassefres, though no mention of one hes 
been meade. Leck of time and opportunity prevented a visit to the vicin- 
“ity of Golts. Sassafras villege is 8 smell settlement, quite quaint with. 
‘{ts old houses, #8 closed Methodist Church, another the Rehoboth M. E. 
Church of dete 1859, the ruined cellar walls of a couple of buildings 
thet once stood on the mein highway, but, excepting in its name, the 
villeze of Sassefras has no evidence of connection with the Quaker Meet- 
ing of former deys.

Ezra Michener, in his "Retrospect of Barly Quakerism", gives the follow- 


ing informetion ebout the establishment of this Meeting which was orig- 
ienally called Tredheven:~ 

"1676.- At our Men's Meeting, at Wenlock Christison's, 24th of first 
month, 1676." 

"This is the esrliest record extent of this Monthly Meeting, but it 
had probably existed. for some time, end wes held eat private houses, or 
perhaps et Choptenk, till’ Thirdheven house was built, in 1684. 
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"The meetings round Thirdhaven were numerous, gome of them only 
transient, end not all in existences at the seme time. It is probable 
they ell belonged to the one Monthly Meeting un to 1698, excant the 
three last. Among them we may mention Choptank, Tuckahoe, Bayside, and 
Betty's Cove, Cecil, Chester River, and Sassafras; Marshy Crack, Nort- 
west Fork, Centre, and Tuckahoe Neck. The three last belonged to the 
Society of Nicholites, till their union with Friends, about the con- 
mencement of the present century (Nineteenth Century). A few notes are 
ell thet my scanty meens will efford in relation to those meetings." 

In the minutes of Third Haven Monthly Meeting, 1681 to 1684, is 
the following in respect to the erection of the Meeting House belong- 
ing to that Meeting:- 

; "At our Querterly Meeting, et John Ndmendson's, the 24th of 
fourth month, 1681, it is assented to and concluded, that a Helf- 
Year's moeeting-house be built upon the most convenient point for a 
good lending: end respecting Richard Mitchell, for conveniancs of pass- 
age over the creek. The house is to be built forty feet long and twan- 
ty-two feet wide against the broadside of the forty fest house, in the 
form of a T, and to be good substantial work, and be partitioned most 
suitable for the accommodation of Friends, both at the Half-Yeer's and 
Quarterly Meeting, ‘according to the descretion of the following 
Friends; ‘illiam Southbes, Richard Mitchell, Lovelace Garsuch, Relph. 
Fishburn, Bryan Omelie, John Sdmondson." -(Third Heven Monthly Meeting.) 

"At our Yeerly Meeting, et our meeting-house eat Thirdheven Creek, : 
the 7th day of the eighth month, 1684, it is agreed by Friends of the 
Hastern Shore, with the consent of this meeting, that, for the future, 
all Monthly and Quarterly Meetings usually kept on the Hestern Shore, 
above Somerset County, eat other places, be hence-forth kept at the 
mesting-house et Thirdheven Creek." -(Thirdhaven Yeerly Meeting.) 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, 3rd Mo. 17, 1900, en article enti- 
tled "Friends in Mestinz and at Home" was published. It was written 
by ©. L. (“lizabeth. Lloyd) who at that time made a visit to various 
meetings in the Southern Quarter. Of Third Haven she wrote:- "The only 
meeting of any size within the limits of Southern Quarter is the one 
held et Third Haven meeting-house neer the town of Haston, which is 
_ the metropolis of the Eestern Shore and has about four thousend inhab- 
itants. (1900) ‘hen the new meeting-houss wes built, shortly before 
the bti-centennial of the old houss wes ceslebreted, some of the mambers 
wented it put in the heert of the tom, but others felt thet they could 
not give up old associations, and so it was erected beside the old 
building. There are very few members who do not have their own convey- 
ances, and in good weather those living in the towm cen walk the short 


'- mile to the meeting, but very few thet are not members ever find their 


wey there except et quarterly meeting time, and even then the public 
meeting would be much lerger if the house had been built neerer the ~ 
people. The attendance et this mesting renges from thirty to sixty, ec- 
cording to the westher end the time of the year. Some of the members 
spend the winter in Beltimore. There is a live Firstdey school six 
months in the year, composed of & large adult class and two smell 
clésses of chilcren. It meets et 10 o'clock end the meeting convenes 
et 11. The adult class continues during the winter, gathering about 4 
helf hour before meeting time. All tho members of the First-dey school

Glizsbeth Lloyd's article eppeared in seriel form in several fiffer- 
ent issues of the Friends’ Intelligencer. On 7th Mo. 21, 1900, enother 
raferonce to Third Heaven's history was made:- "The ild records of Third 
Neven Monthly Meeting (Seston) are very quaint end some extracts from 
then will be of interest to Friends generally. These recorcs begin in 
1676 end continue with one slight breesk down to the present time (1900). 
The first entry is es follows: ‘Att our Men's Meeting st Wenlock Chris- 
tison's the 24th day of the first month 1676: “It was thus concluded by 
the meeting thet the meeting-house et Bettyscove should be finished as 
followeth, viz., to Seele the Geble "nd end the Loft with Clepboards 
ond make a. pertition betwixt the new Rooms snd the old three foot high, 
Seiled end with windows to Lift up and down, and to be hung with hinges, 
eccording to the dsescretion of Bryan Omealy end John Pitt, who-ere ep- 
pointed by the meeting to have an Oversight of the Seme end to be done 
with what conveniency mey be." 

"No other entries ere mece for four months, and then we find that 
several things occupied the ettention of the meeting. ‘14th day of. the | 
fifth month, 1676; Bryan Omeely and Mery Lewis signified unto the meet- 
ing their Intention of coming together es Husbend snd wife, Losving to 
the consideretion end edvice of Friends, upon which the meeting request- 
ed John Pitt end Relph Stitchbourn to make Enquiry whether they were 
Cleere from all other persons or eny miscereges, and to give their ans- 
wer to the next mens. meeting."......The following entry is of special 
interest as being probably one of the beginnings of what efterwerds be- 
came by additions, elteretions, and revisions the Book of Discipline 
of the Yearly Meeting. 

‘The 3rd dey of the 9th moneth, 1676: 

‘This Order to be Registered in all the Monethly Meeting Books as 
a President for ell times= viz.: 

"The day of the moneth Wntred end the scct. of all things Friends 
were Concerned in et the Moneth meeting. 

"Also. the Friends names thet did go to exhort such as walked dis- 
orderly. 

"The answers of Such eas were Spoken to and the times also sett dow &s 
first, second, third, etc. 

‘Also such as declere their intention of merriege> 

‘Also two Friends to receive collections. 

‘Also two Friends to Register Births, Burialls, and Marrieges, and 
to keep Friends Bookes in ell things. 

‘These Friends ere to be chosen out of the Monethly meetings for 
ye particulers eppointed. 

"The heeds of the Perticulers for to Examine: 

‘first if eny welk not in the Truth that have beene convinced, and 
goe from the truth ane is not feithfull in their Testimony in every per-

‘Ondly, If eny follow Drunkenness pleasures or gemeing » or is not 
feithfull in their callings end Dealings, nor honest and Just. 
‘3rdly, If eny goe Disorderly in merriage.

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'Sthly, If widowes heve children to put forth prentices or serv- 
Ei to take Care to Erra them if they be Burthened. -

‘7thly, If eny wear hatts on when Friends Re in ye power of 
God in opposition to the Power of Gcd. 
"6thly, All Friends to tseke Notice of the Poore to Eese one an-

"Othly, If eny men or women Hunt sfter enother end then Leave 
one another 6nd goe to Others. 

‘10thly, If any be Tvill Speekers Backbiters Slenderers foolish 
Jesters or Talkers. 

‘llthly, If there be any Tale Carriers and Reilers thet Sowes 
Dissention. 

‘l2thly, If eny Differences be between Friends to be Speedily 
Unded. 

‘13thly, All Friends to Traine up their Children in the fesre 
of the Lord end the good Order of Truth. 
eo ‘1l4thly, Friends to Buy Convenent Burying Places. 

‘1Sthly, Friends to Buy Convenient Books for registering Births, 
Burialls Merriages end ell other things sppertaining to the Order of 
Truth. 

'16thly, Friends to teke Spetial Cere not to be Slack in Comeing 
together to meeting betwixt the 10th or 11th Hour which is the time 
appointed." 

; "Passing over many items of interest, we find the following pas- 
sages three years later; 

"The 18th dey of the 9th Moneth, 1679: 

"The meeting both ordered and advised Wm. Jones and Serséh Hall 
not to proceed in merriage till Wm. Jones's wife has been dead a full 
twelve month, and if the meeting Receive Some lines from Tho. Olive 
thet Sereh Hell is cleers so farr as he knowes, betwixt this and the 
Expiration of the said time, thet then they mey proceed." — 

In 1899 it was reported to Philadelphie Yeserly Meeting by the 
“Southern Quarter that Third Heven Prepsretive Meeting wes discontin- 
ued end its members joined to Third Haven Monthly Meeting. 

Third Haven Meeting House is much older then the town of Heston 
wherein it is loceted. The name has been variously written, Tred-Avon, 
Tred-Avon, Tred-Aven, Tred-Heven, Tread-Haven, Trade-Heaven, and Third 
Haven, all being correct, but the last and simplest form being most 
generel in use. 

There was & Friends’ School at Third Haven established about 1780, 
the house built in 1781, but not completed till 1782 or leter. The 
school proverty wes sold in 1844 for 6325. and this money used for im- 
proving the Mesting House. 

Fron its earliest drys to the present time, Third Hsven Meeting 
House hes heen one of the houses in which the Quarterly Meeting has 
been held. Until 1790 it alterneted with Cecil and Chester, whilé 

Choptenk in its best deys had its chare in the honor. In 1790 the 
Veerly Meeting set up thé Southern Querter, at the seme time putting 
seversl meetincs from Yestern Quarter in Baltimore Yoerly Meeting. 
After this chenze wes mede, Southern Guarterly. Meeting alternsted be- 
tween Third Heven and Little Cresk until Camden took the place of Lit- 
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tle Creek. The minute recording the establishment of Southern Ouereer™ 
ly Meeting is as follows:- 

"At a Quarterly Meeting held at Thirdheven the 27th of 1st mo.

Continuous records of the business trensac 
have been Kapt sincsa 1676 to the a Ce a end fare of such value 
that the county has provided e specisl safe within the fire proof 
vault eat the county Court House. 

In 1797 the building wes made wider by sxtending the rafters on- 
ly on one side of the ridgepole. Ths gable or porch entrance is of 
later date. The spproach was from the opposite end or side of house 
towards the river. 

When this building was erected the euthor of Pilgrim's Progress 
wes still preaching the Gospel in Tnglend, Dryden,,the father of mod- 
ern English prose, wes in his glory, and the nane of alexander Pope 
had hot been heerd. Here the parents of paces VYashington could have 
worshiospsd in childhood, and Fe a the Greet could have heard with 
profit the teachings off Jesus." 

May 27, 1934, is the date of the first visit paid by the compiler 
of these records, to the historic old Third Heaven Nesting House on tho 
outskirts of the flourishing town of “aston, on the Tastern Shore of 
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Marylend, being taken to the place by his nephew, Asa M, Smith, of 
Moorestown, New Jersey. There is a chara not to be described about this 
Quexer shrine and its locality, which, beyond the noise and commotion 
of the town life of the comminity, sits back from the road in the midst 
of extensive well-kept grounds, entered by a long lene approaching the 
two Meeting Houses by two svenuss resulting from the parting of the 
lane near the base of a fine venereble osk, whose branches overreach ans 
shade the roadwey. Third Haven Meeting House, probably the oldest of all 
Friends' Meeting Houses in the United States, as well as the "oldest 
frame building in Anarice dedicated to worship" of any denomination, is 
venerated by the citizens of Heston end receives due attention from the 


Society of Friends for its careful preservation. Built facing the south 
by old Quaker custom, its back is turned to the public road, and it is 


entered by a porched door in the eastern end. The roof of the house 
presents 6 striking eppeerence by reason of the slant on the southern 
side being much lorger then thet of the northern, being due to the en- 
lergement made in 1797 to the building by extending "the refter only 
On one side of the ridgepole." The porch entrance in the eastern gable 
end was added at a later time. Within the building the old-time divid- 
ing partition with shutters, is still in place, and the unpainted bench 
es, walls and cross-beems of the ceiling, all savor of the olden time, 
the days when Queker ministers of note sat there and gave to large au- 
diences their conception of the principles of the Society's doctrines. 
The benches were built end the floor-borrds laid without the aid of 


metal nails end the wooden pins used in the construction were handled 


with the dexterity of artists, revealing et this late date the most ex- 
pert workmanship. Breckets ere noticed tn supporting posts throughout 
the assembly-rooms, on which candles or lemps, in the olden times, were 
placed to give artificiel light when needed. In 1934 a book is kept in 
which visitors ere reauested to register their names. It is alroady 
well filled with closely written autographs of persons living far and 
neer from and to Easton. 

On the west side of the Meeting House is the Burial Ground wherein 


the interments have been made strictly in the straight rows usuelly 


seen in Friends' cemeteries. In it are meny greves marked by modest 
heedstones such es are permitted by Quaker discipline. Among the fen- 
ily némes observed sre Atkinson, Barber, Bertlett, Bowers, Celley, Dix- 
on, Duncan, Dunning, Kemp, Miller, Neall, Powell, Speskman, Tylor, 
Willson and ‘“Joodall. There are many besutiful trees, both evergnoen 
end deciduous, about the graveyard and in the grove. 

Close to the old Third Haven Mooting House is the leter erected 
Brick Meeting House of Waston Friends, in which the meetings for wor- 
‘ship are usually kept when the temperature is not too cold to accom- 
modete the meeting in the Old Houss. The new House is a good substan- 
tial structure, modern and cheery, facing the north. It is not as 
lerge as the Old House, for the congregation at EZaston is more reduc- 
ed in numbers then the meetings of a century ago. The building is not 
held in the seme degree of esteem as the ancient house of worship.

On the Hastern Shore of Maryland in the early history of the colon- 
fal settlement, there were a number of pioneer Friends scattered about 
the various inlets of the Chesepeake Bay. Different meetings of Friends 
ware established early slong the different streems, the Sessafras, Chop- 
tank, Tred-Haven, Chester River, Tuckahoe Creek, Transquaking Creek end 
other inlets. These took the names of the neighborhoods in which they 
were settled; somo existed but a short time, others lested many years, 
but, in 1930, few are laft of the whole group. Some of the localities 
are now marked by old graveyards, and, in occasional instances, the 
Meeting Houses yet stand as grend landmarks of the past. In the earliest 
days these meetings were connected with the Quarterly Meeting on the 

_ Yestern Shore of the Chesapeeke, but were later attached to the Phila- 
delphia Yearly Meeting. 

Dr. Ezra Michener wrote:- "So early as 1675, a General Meeting of 
Friends in Merylend wes called by John Burnyeet, which was also attend- 
ed by George Fox and his companions, soon after their arrival from Bar- 
badoes. This meeting continued to be held half-yearly, alternete at 
West River end on the Zastern Shore, and was composed of Herring Creek 
Querterly Meeting, on the west, and Chopteank, on the east side of the 
Chesapeeke. The meetings on the Eastern Shore were eventually turned 
over to Philadelphia Yearly Meeting." . 

In the minutes of the Helf-Year's Meeting of Marylend, 1679, occurs 
the following interesting informetions- "At e Man's Meeting, et Howell 
Powell's, the 4th of fifth month, 1679, the Helf-Year's Meeting at 
West River advised, thet Friends on this side should appoint, « Quar- 
terly Meeting, for the eesing of the Monthly end Half-Year's Meetings, 
that so they may not be so much concerned in outward matters. It is e- 
greed, that a Querterly Men's and Ylomen's Meeting be kept every second 
sixth dey efter the Monthly Meeting, et Tuckehoe, at the house of Wil- 
liem Stephens, Jr., et the Tsland Creek." 

Severél brench or minor Meetings were: established in the neighbor- 
hood of Third Haven, most of them, perhaps all, constituent or subor- 
dinete to it es a Monthly Meeting. Among them were the Preparetive 
Meeting of Tuckahoe and the interesting old Meeting of Tuckahoe Neck, 
the letter reputed to heve been originally a Nicholite Meeting. Of the 
former, Dr. Michener states:- "A burial-ground was fenced et Tuckahoe 
in the yeer 1676. In 1752, € Prepereative Meeting wes settled. In 1828, 
it was discontinued; and in 1839, the meeting for worship also was 
dropped."

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From these meeger fects set down by Ezra Michener it is seen that 
Tuckahoe Meeting, which was clearly distinct from Tuckehoe Neck, was one « 
of very eerly settlement, end kept on the list of active Friends' Meet- 
ings for et least one hundred end sixty-three yeers. There wes a Meeting 
House et Tuckehoe early in its story, et leest es eerly as 1680, for in 
the merriage records of Third Haven Monthly Meeting, it is steted that 
John West end Jene Beckett (late of Salem) were married 3rd Mo. 2, 1680, 
at the Meeting House at Tuckshoe in Telbott County. Agein, on the 13th 9% 
dey of 3rd Mo., called May, 1681, Richerd Retcliffe end Mery Cetterne 
mere merried at Tuckahoe Creek. Another record mention the Meeting 
House in 1695 as being "neer Tuckahoe Creek" and in 1700 &@s near the 
head of Tuckahoe Creek. A mep showing the locetions of the meetings of 
Philedelphia Yearly Meeting in 1897, pleces the Tuckehoe Graveyard in the © 
western pert of Telbot County in the vicinity of Tunis Mills, neer a fork’) 
of Miles River. However, a communication from Wilson M..Tylor of Taston, 
Md., 7mo. 29, 1931, states:- "Tuckahoe Meeting was in upper Talbot, end 
noswhere near nor in the direction of Tunis Mills. Its locetion is known, 
but the site hes long since, perheps 50 years, been under cultivetion." 

Another vegue reference to the location of the Tuckahoe Meeting 
House places it at King's Creek. It is so indicated in the following 
marriage record as copied from the Third Haven Monthly Meeting books:s- : 

"Wherees JAMTS RIDIFY of Talbott County in the province of Maryland | 
plenter, end REBYKAH BERRY Spinster, of ye same county and province, 
heving declered their Intentions of marriage two severel times at sever- 
-al meetings of ye peopell of god called quekers, in ye county afcresayd, 
which wes eproved on by those Meetings— Now these are to certifie all 
people whom it may concerne, thet for ye full accomplishing of their said © 
intentions, this 28th Dey of ye 9th mo. called november 1686 in an assem 
bly of ye peopell of God aforesaid, et their meting house et Kings Creek 
in ye county eforesaid, ye seid JANMMS RIDLEY did sollemly In ye feare 
_of God eccording to ye exemple of ye holy men of God, recorded in ye 
scripture of truth, take ye said REBECCA BERRY to be his wife, end in 


RIDLY to be her husbend, eech of them promising to be faithfull one to 
enother es husband end wife so long as ye shall live, end we who were 
present at their teking each other have hereunto sett our hends witneses 
unto ye seme, ye dey and yesre above written— 

JAMES RIDLEY 

REBECCA RIDLEY 
Williem Berry 
Mérgearet Berry and 43 others." 

In these later days of 1931, it is rether difficult to exactly locate 
the former Tuckshoe Meeting House, eat least from written statements or 
printed histories. However,.some approach to locating it is met with in 
Tilghem's "History of Telbot County, Md.," 1915, wherein an interesting 
note is made concerning the eerly Queker schools in Maryland. 

"In the year 1683 the minutes of the meeting in Telbot indicate thet 
the Quakers had a school at or neer their meeting-house in Tuckehoe, on 
King's Creek. This school wes teught by Iseec Smith, of Virginia, that 
commonwealth then, as now, sending us teachers. Isaec Smith, it is stat- 
ed, fell into ‘sidtraction of mind,' end during his psroxysms of madness

Another reference to Tuckahoe Meeting House, under date, May 18, 169€ 
was made in e report from the Meryland Clergy to the Lord Bishop of Londor 
thus:- "As to the Quakers' places of worship, they have a small meeting-hc 
at Relph Fishbourne's, and another at Howell Powsby, another betwoen King' 
Creek end Tuckahoe; these sare Clepboerd houses sbout 20 feet long. Another 
framed house et the heed of Tread Haven Creek, about 50 feet long."

about Friends’ Meetings, pest and present, wes enabled to visit the loceli 
ty in Talbot County, Md., where, for more than a century and a quarter, tI 
Tuckehoe Meeting was held, and where a Meeting House and Burial Ground 


» were established close to the road by which the early Queker settlers made 


their way to and from the plece of worship. Tuckahoe Meeting has been dis- 
continued since 1839, and the steady onward trend of years has ultimately 
erased nearly every trece of its situation, and, consequently, in 1936 vei 
few, evon of the older citizens of the Zestern Shore know the exact spot. 
Guided to the plece by John Villson end ilson M. Tylor of Neston, the lo- 
cation of the Buriel Ground wes found in one corner of en open field on 
the Telbot Hunt Ferm near and north of the village of Metthews, some sever 
miles from Naston, midwey “betwoen King's Creek and Tuckehoe," as thw Mery 
lend Clergy reported to the Bishop of London in 1696. John Willson, who 
formerly wes intimately essocieted with the farm, which hes passed throug} 
the possession of various owners, was accurately acqueinted with the loca- 
tion of the Tuckahoe Greveyard, but had no actual knowledge of just where 
_ the Meeting House stood. All that is now left to pcemrat Y the spot is a 
tell fine oak and a couple of inferior meples by the fence ssparating one 
field from enother. The passing road of former days is entirely obliteret- 
ed end the few memoriel stones that once marked some of the graves were ré 
moved from their places, and, it is said, for a time, were piled together 
at the base of the oak tree, to be out of the way of the feraor's plow. 
Afterwards they were taken to Naston end re-set in the Third Haven Friend: 
Buriel Ground, a long distance from the graves to which they properly be- 
long.

Neck, originelly a Nicholite meeting. Of it Ezra Michener wrote, sayings 
"This meeting was originally of the Nicholites, and probably wes insti- , 
tuted about a hundred years ago. (1759 7?) In 1798, the members joined 
Thirdheven Monthly Meeting of Friends, end trensferred their property 
thereto." i 
In "Maryland's Colonial Eastern Shore," edited by Swepson Earle . 
in 1916, is this entertaining account of the so-called "Neck Meeting 
House." } 

"Stending in a grove on the north side of the ro&éd leading west- 
ward from the Choptenk River at Denton, and a short distance from the 
-river, this homely and weather beaten structure, hes for generations 
been a landmark of the 'Logen's Horns' tract. For years, however, no re- © 
ligious service hes been held in it, end the 'Neck Meeting’ of Friends, 
which sect reports in the first and middle quarters of the nineteenth 
century from this house of worship to the next higher meeting, the 
Third Haven Monthly Meeting at Easton, which kept the records, has pass- 
ed entirely out of existences. No members of the'Neck Meeting' are left 
in the community, and fear and wide ere scattered the dascendants of 
those who once gathered here for prayer and praise. 

"Tarly in the last century or in the letter part of the eighteenth 
this property pessed to the Friends from the Nicolites, a small sect 
very similer in thought and practice, but of independent origin. The 
"Neck Meeting House’, called from its location on the upper verge of 
Tuckahoe Neck, is the lest of three places of worship thet belonged to | 
the Nicolites on the Maryland and Delaware Peninsula. Their founder, = — 
Joseph Nicol, born in Delaware neer the Caroline border about 1700, 
was wild and thoughtless in his youth, and foremost in the rude merry- 
makings end worse of a band that then infested the State but of the 
same character as that described in George Alfred Tovmsend's 'Entailed 
Heat.’ The sudden death of a comrade at a dance impressed Nicol, and 
he became quiet and meditative. When he spoke of the serious problems 
of life and the importance of becoming prepared for certein death, it 
was with such power end fervor thet many people assembled to hear him 
discourse. Meeting places were provided, but he never promised to

wrote Wilson M. Tylor, of Easton. 'The Nicolites were quietists in form 
and endeavored to lead the simple life,' according to Mr. Tylor: ‘I well 
remember the last Nicolite. With his deeth the deperting ray of flicker- 
ing light from that sect forever set. His name was Elisha Meloney, (re- 


- membered still, perheps, by some of the older citizens of Caroline), who 


died about the beginning of the Civil War. He lived between the farms of 
Col. Richard C. Carter and Capt. Robert WY. Emerson, on the road leading 
from Denton to Hillsboro. He wes a real Samariten. Elisha Meloney never 
identified himself with Friends, though he attended the "Neck Meeting" 
regularly until his death.’ 

"In the greveyerd of the 'Neck Meeting House' lie a few of the foru- 
er members of this Friends' orgsnization, among them the parents of Mr. 
Tylor, whose brother, J. Edward Tylor, now owns the property, title hav- 
ing been given him by the Third Haven Monthly Meeting, with the sanction 
of the Generel Assembly of 1904." 

The fohlowing minute here transcribed, deals with the establishment 
of the Neck Meeting. By its wording, it appears to have been the desire 
of the early members to call the meeting by the name of the nearby vil- 
lage of Denton, but that designation seems to have been only rerely used, 
the neme Tuckahoe Neck, most frequently shortened to Neck Meeting, cling- 
ing to it tenaciously all through the century of its history. 

"At the Southern Quarterly Meeting held at Third Haven the 28th of 
the 2d m 1803 The Reports from Third Haven informs that Friends of the 
Neck Meeting having requested the establishment thereof & to hold a pre- 
parative meeting & Propos'd to alter the name to that of Denton— that 
they appointed a Committes to visit that meeting, the one held at Greens- 
borough & Tuckehoe Preparative meeting-— who reported they visited said 
Meetings % were united in believing it right to grent the request of the 
Neck Friends and that the members of Greensborough should be joined to 
them & compose a preparative Meeting & that the new preparstive meeting 
be held on the dey praceding the monthly meeting— ell which is concur- 
r'd with, in submifsion to the Quarterly Meeting, the following friends 
are appointed to take the seme into mature deliberation & report thereon 
to next meeting, es way should open. To witt Seml Howell, Den. Cowgill, 
Joseph Turner, Levi Wright, Isaieh Rowland, Anthony Whatley." 

In the minutes of Southern Querterly Meeting of Women Friends, & 
year later, occurs the following notice relating to the same subject re- 
lating to Neck Meeting:- 

"At e Querterly Meeting of Women Friends held et Thirdhaven 27th of 
ond Mo. 1804» The committee on the establishment of the Neck meeting 
end settling & preperative meeting there—- now inform thet they have 
several times confered together end agree to report, that they are of 
the mind it may be proper to settle a meeting for worship to be held on 
the seme Day, and by the seme neme as heretofore, which this meeting 
after deliberating on unites with, end releases the Committee " 

This seems to indicate the the Quarterly Meeting did not approve 
of the name of Denton being applied to the Neck Meeting.

In 1697 it wes reported to Philedelphia Yearly Meeting of Race Strest 

Friends, that Tuckehoe Neck Preparetive Meeting was laid down. The Meet: - 

ing House fell repidly into decay, but about 1929 the building was re- 

stored by persons interested in the plece. In the Friends’ Intelligen- 

cer; lst Mo. 11, 1930, some account of the restoration was given, ac- 

compenied by two pictures of the House, one as it looked before ths re- 

storation, the other efter the change. The following is an extract fron 

the published writing:- 

"It is due the readers of the Intelligencer to know that one long- 
closed Meeting House is egein ready for occupancy and for Friendly pil- 
grimeges. This restoration has been made possible by one who attended 
the meeting as a child fifty years ago, through direct purchase, assist- 
ed by the oversight of another of the seme period who directed the lab- 
or. Neck Meeting House is situeted in s stetely grove, one-helf mile 
west of Denton, the county seet of Ceroline, on the Eastern Shore of Ma- 
rylend. No meetings heve been held there for a period of about forty 
years. Before being closed it wes kept up by two sisters, Emma and Ra- 
chel Satterthwaite, whose long snd useful record in the community, to- 
gether with thet of the mother who had passed awey, marked a distinct 
ere for Neck Meeting, in which the community sympathetically shered. 
This wes a preperetive meeting, under Third Haven, at Easton, in the ad- 
joining county, from which the date is obtainable. 

"On the sixth of Tenth month lest, the public turned out to attend 
en efternoon ‘memorial meeting' at Neck. The dsy was delightful. The 
two hundred or more that congregated had e 'home-coming' of Friendly as- 
sociation which words could not easily exeggereate. After the meeting hot 
coffee was served out doors by the order of Mrs. Iseac H- Dixon, to all. 
present,— & real English treat efter the program of a full memorial 
feast in the Meeting House. 

"Wilson M. Tylor, master of ceremonies, read en historical paper 
covering many notes of interest long lost sight of. This data will be 
preserved in a screp book for future reference. Neck Meeting was estab- 
lished as en indulged meeting under Third Haven, in 1802, end as « Pre- 
peretive Meeting in 1806. Its history dealt with the problems of the 
dey, es only Friends could deal with their own. The Wer of 1612 met 
with much concern......-Probably the most forceful paragraph in Wilson 
MM. Tylor's paper, end one which eroused the interest of those present 
to a degree they were unprepared for, was his statement to the effect 
thet, besides its being the oldest standing building in the county ded- 
icated entirely to worship, from it, as a radiating point, could be 
traced an influence upon the world of affairs second to none anywhere. 
It held the premier position in the world (unless disproved), if such 
reting were taken per capita.....-. 
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"But one small family of Friends reside within the radius of 
Neck.Meeting at Denton, yet the Friendly atmosphere there is pronounc- 
ed. Students have gone from that neighborhood to George School end to 
Swarthmore, end some are working with the Chauteuqua, all interested 
{n Friends but belong to other sects. A meeting should be called end 
held at’ Neck at least twice during the year, where a Friendly message 
could be made strong. A stone road all the way from Fhiladelphie leads 
there with -a four-hour eutomhobile run. 

"At the memoriel mesting were present representatives from Kansas, 
Atlantic City, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and elsewhere." 

On May 27, 1934, a transient visit was paid by the compiler of 
these "Historical Sketches" to the little Tuckahoe Neck Meeting House. 
The privilege of the pilgrimage was due to the courtesy of. Asa M. Smith 
of Moorestown, New Jersey. The House is in the midst of a grove of ced- 
er, osk, sassefras and other trees, most of which are not large, and 
the surface of the ground is covered with a wild profusion of low grow- 

ing vines and woodlend plents which neturelly spring up by reason of a 
_ jack of care or neglect to keep the premises in good order. A thick 
mass of periwinkle e half-foot deep, completely obtains the ascendency 
in the eastern part of the grounds where a few tombstones show up amid 
the rank vines, revealing the family names of Bowers, Satterthwaite, 
Tylor, White end Willis. Here lie buried Jonathan Tylor, born lZmo. 29, 
~ 1806, died 9mo 3, 1868, and Rebecca M. Tylor, born 7mo. 31, 1823 died 
. Tmo. 13, 1884. Another nearby stone was erected "In Memory of John G. 
» Willis Departed this life Aug. llth 1862 Aged 70 yeers." The footstone 
with initials, pleced et the unusual distence of eight feet from the 
headstone, gives the grave en extraordinery length; and enother close- 
by greve is treated in the same way. 

The Meeting House, facing almost south toward the Denton road, 
has a door and two windows at the front, two more windows at the back, 
another at the western end, and e second door protected by 4 hood e- 
bove it, et the eastern end, Within, the building is queint end primi- 
tive. There are two rows of facing benches for ministers end elders, the 
second of which, raised one step above the other, extends the full 
- length of the room from the west end to a door opening to a stairwey 

to the loft above the meeting-room. There is no dividing partition in 
this little Meeting House, and the woodwork within, unpeinted, has the 
brow tint of age. Some of the benches in Neck Meeting House have been 
constructed upon e different design from those usually found in Friends' 
houses of worship, and the sharp triangular shaped arm-ends immediately 
draw the eyes of the visitor to their exceptional &ppearance. 

A few steps from the southwest corner of the Meeting House is an 
open shed covering an iron pump. But for the general indications of the 
want of special care about the premises, the property at Tuckahoe Neck, 
or Neck Meeting, in 1934 is in good condition. 

According to minutes of Third Haven Monthly Meeting it is not con- 
clusive that this Mecting was of Nicholite origin, although generally 
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‘ g0 believed to be. The Meeting Houss wes eracted in 1602, but, having 

ro fallen into decay, it was restored in 1929, chiefly by Mrs. Isaac H. 
m.. Dixon and Wilson M. Tylor. Wilson M. Tylor, 6mo. 5, 1934, stated: 

Bini "Rs to the 'benches', I had a carpenter to make them after the pat- 


tern of a bench in Third Heven, as that was my best recollection of

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et what the benches were like. During the 30 years of non-use, vandals too 
4 the benches, or dragged them out, end I remember about 20 years EEO, Bee 
ing the last remnant of » bench rotting in the thick copse thet hed 
grown up on the grounds.

gome years #® particular concern of this meeting; and divers expedients 
heve been proposed, if precticeble, to keep together longer, and elso 
gein more time for the work of the discipline. Yet the inconvenience 
erising from want of time to trensact business in, seems not remedia- 
ble any other wey than dividing into two Quarterly Meetings; which hav- 
ing been repeatedly discussed and considered by ccmmittees, and elso in 
our meetings, it now appears to be the unanimous sense of Friends to di- 
vide as follows, viz.:- Theat Newark, New Garden, Nottingham, Bradford, 
Sadsbury, Duck Creek, Hopewell, Fairfax, end Werrington Monthly Meetings, 
should compose a Quarterly Meeting, to be held at London Grove meeting- 
house, &ce, to be knowm by the neme of the Western Division of Chester 
County." -(Chester Quarterly Meeting.)

' 10, 7, 1687.- "At ye request of friends beyond Brandywine to have a 
meeting there this winter season, to which friends is willing and there- 
to consents." 

10, 7, 1689.- "George Herlen Desireing ye Concurrance of ffriends on 
-behelf of ye familys on ye other side of Brandywine for ye holding a 
meeting this winter amongst themselves by reason of the dengerousness 
of ye ford to which ye meeting egrees and Consents." 
1690.~ "George Harlan laid before this meeting, to have a mesting kept 
constently over Brandywine. The meeting condeascends thereto." -(Kennet 
Monthly Meeting.) 

George Hearlen's later residence was in what is now Pennsbury, but 
in 1689 it was farther south. 

9, 7, 1702.- "ffriends on ye south side of Brandywine haveing re- 
quested yt they may have Hvery other first day a meeting on this side 
ye Creek this meeting haveing takén into Consideration allows thereof 
and for ye more certain knowledge and settlement of our meeting it is 
thought Hxpedient and necesssry yt our meetings be kept only at two 
places vizt at Newark, at Valentine Hollingsworth's, one first day, and 
on ye other side of Brandywine ye other first dey." 

"In 1708 a meeting-house forty feet by twenty feet was directed to 
be built, but it does not appear to have been accomplished for some 
time after." 

.5, 1, 1710.- "Its agreed upon yt Allphonsus Kirk is to be allowed 
7s. 6d. P acre for what land ye meeting house have occation for not 
exceeding six Acres." 

9, 3, 1711.- "This meeting eppoints George Harlan, Thos. Hollings- 

‘worth Allphonsus Kirk and Semll Graves to take ye oversight of ye 
Center meeting house requesting ym wth all Convenient speed to let out 
ye work to some workmen in order yt it may be more speedily done and 
return an acctt to yo next meeting how they proceed." 

The following from Michener's "Retrospect of Eerly Quakerism" 
tells of the establishment of the Conter Monthly Meeting:- 
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"1808.- Kennet Monthly Meeting having proposed for the consideration 
of the Quarterly Meeting, to divide the Monthly Meeting; Kennet and 
Merlborough Meetings to compose one, end Centre and Hockesson another, 
to be called Centre Monthly Meeting, and the committee of the Quarter- 
ly Meeting having reported favorably, the proposal was concurred with. 

"The committees have visited all the Preparative Meetings belonging 
to that mesting, end also the Monthly Meeting, end have endeavored to 
ettend to the state end situation of eech; and after solidly consider- 
ing the same, do agree to report, that we are united in believing that 
it may be of adventage to thet meeting to be divided into two separate 
Monthly Meetings, agresable to their request, &c.

"The Monthly Meeting was held alternate at the two houses, Centre 

end Hockesson." 

eee "Imnigretion of the Irish Quakers in Pennsylvania" by Albert 
Cook Myers, 1902, is an interesting account of the Center Meeting, as 
here quoted:- 

"About 1687, the brothers George and Michael Gaetan from Parish 
of Donnehlong, County Dowm; Thomas Hollingsworth, son of Velentine Hol- 


probably from the north of Irelend: William Dixon or Dexson, from Par- 
ish of Segoe, County Armegh; and other Friends settled on the west 
side of Brendywine Creek, in Christiana Hundred, New Castle County, 
near the present village of Centerville, and became the founders of 
whet later wes knowm es Centre Mesting. For several yeers during the 
summer months they attended Newark Meeting at Velentine Hollingsworth's, 
but in the winter season were allowed to have a meeting of their own at 
the homes of some of their number, doubtless most of the time at the 


-house of George Harlen." 


Here followed the quoted extracts from the minutes of Newark (Ken- 
net) Monthly Meeting, es given above, after which the narretive contin- 
ues:~ "About 1795, the wooden structure erected at this time was re- 
placed by the present brick building. Among the most prominent of the 
early ministers of this meeting wes Christopher Wilson, who ceme over 
from Ireland in 1712, and settled in New Castle County." 

In 1930 the Year Book of Meetings for Hicksite Friends announced 
thet "Meeting for worship is held et 10.30 A.M. the last First-dey 
from Fifth month to fleventh month, inclusive, at Center Meeting House, 
which is located near Centerville, Del. It msy be reached from Yilming- 
ton by wey of Delaware Avenue, turn into Pennsylvenie Avenue, then a 
straight road to Centerville, turn et first right-hend road @s you en- 
ter village. The Meeting House is about a half mile down this roed." 

Center Meeting House, facing the south, is a substantiel brick 
structure without date-stone on its walls, situated about & mile out 
of the village of Centerville, in the northern part of the Stato of 
Delewere. Several trees ere close to it, end directly in front is a 
sméll horse-block, still cherished and preserved from a veneration for 
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old-time customs. It is different from many others by’reeson of its di- 
ninutive size end its double epproech of steps, yet shows prominently, 
both from the Meeting House end from the public road passing in front 
' ef the building. Both to the east and the west of the Meeting House, & 
short row of ‘sheds recalls the days when horses end cerrieges were used 
by meeting attenders. There is e distinctive charm ebout the Center Meet- 
{ng House, which, though somewhet isolated, end in 1931 used only once & 
month from Fifth to “leventh Months inclusive, is kept in the best order, 
' ehiefly through the interest, we sre informed, of the Dillworth femily 
living neer Centerville. 
In the Center Buriel Ground, et the rear of the House end sheds, 
rest the mortel remeins of many members of the femilies of Anderson, Cox, 
Chendler, Dalton, Evens, Grave, Graves, Hervey, Husbands, Lamborn, Fyle, 
Shull, Thompson and Windle. The cemetery is spacious with a few evergreens 
or small trees scattered about, and with the memorial merbles kept consist- 
ent with the reguletions of the Discipline of the Society of Friends, ex- 
cepting, perhaps, one large flet stone covering the greve of Jesse Chand- 
ler, who was born August 11, 1842 end died Dec. 27, 1917. A graveled, or | 
refiier & cinder-covered welk leads from the entrence gate in the south wall 
{nan "L" direction to another gate in the eastern well. The cemetery is ot 
long in shape end is enclesed by a well-preserved wall together with the 
_ stone walls of the wegon-sheds end the Meeting House between. 
A few reds beyond the House at the forks of the roed, is a dwelling 
that belongs to the Center Monthly Meeting. The compiler of these records 
visited Center Meeting House on Jenuary 10, 1931.

m of the Arch Street brench of the Society of Friends. In a "Book of Meet- 
ings" issued about 1905 or 1906, the following is recorded for 
"Colora, Maryland. Held on First and Fifth days at 10. o'clock. Colora 
ig on the Central Division of the Pennsylvenia R.R., sixty miles from Phil 
eadelphia. There sre no treins on First dey, but an afternoon trein is con- 
._ venient for Friends who wish to spend the night. On Fifth deys on early 
train arrives in good time for the Meeting. The house is about one-eighth 
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mile from the stetion. The usual attendances on First days is about 24, 
The wnole membership of the Meeting numbers 30. Half of this number ere 
young people. There is no resident minister, and vocal service is infre 
quent. Friends may write to Lloyd Balderston, who, with his sons and 
femilies, ‘extend a welcome to any interested Friends." 

In 1938 the schedule of Meetings announce the First-day meetings as 
held et 11 o'clock in the morning, with no mention of « mid-week meet- 
ing. When the compiler of these records visited Colora in 1931, a mid- 
week meeting wes regularly held during the summer time of the year. 

Colora end Colora Meeting House is in the northeastern part of Mary- 
land in Cecil County, midway between Rising Sun and Octoraro. It is not 
nemed smong the mestings of Western Quarter in the list of meetings in 
1858, a fect which seems to indicate that it was e meeting established 
at e leter date, but that is not the case, at least so,fer as its organ- 
ization is concerned. The following concise story of Colore, written by 
Anne Belderston of Colore, Md., accounts for the non-appesrance of the 
name in the list of Western Quarter in 1858:- 

"At the time of the great upheavel in the Society of Friends, in the | 
first querter of last century, West Nottingham monthly meeting in Cecil 
County, Merylend, wes so unequally divided as to make it a matter of 
years befora the Orthodox remnent built themselves a house. The coming 
of some additional Friends of similar faith led up to this, and the pre- ; 
sent stone meeting house wes erected eas early as the yeer 1841, some 
finishing touches being added by a later generation. The ground on which 
it stands, as well as that for a school house, end also a buriel ground, 
was given by the Waring family, residing then on the land of which this 
is @ part. 

"Circumstances led, in the course of years, to the uniting of this 
meeting to thet part of Western Quarter of Philadelphis Yearly Meeting. 
In order to have a neme by which the new Preparétive Meeting could be 
eesily located, the name of the recently esteblished R.R. stetion, Col- 
ora, wes adopted." 

By consulting the Western Querterly Meeting Minutes of Orthodox 
Friends in the sefety veult at Arch Street Meeting House, No. 302, Arch 
Street, the followirig informetion respecting the establishment of Colo- 
ra Meeting in 1665, meny years efter it had been orgenized as & meeting, 
was obteined:- 

"At The Western Querterly Meeting held the 20th of 2nd mo.th 1885 
The following minute was received upon the Report from New Garden Mo. 
Mtg. & being spread before this meeting it was concluded to appoint the 
following Committee, to join with a like Committee of Women friends, to 
visit our members in that neighborhood, to confer with them, fecl after 
the mind of Truth in the matter end report their judgment in the case 
to our next Quarterly Meeting George Sharplefs, Nathen Cook, Wetson W. 
Dewees, Jemes, R. Coopsr, Zebedee Haines & Abrm Gibbons.- The Minute is 
es follows— viz. 

"To the Quarterly Meeting The condition of Friends et Nottinghem, 
with regard to & meeting having been brought before this meeting end 
been referred to a lerge committee which have had the subject céreful-— 

ly before them for some +ime-months, they now repcrt that in their Judg- 
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gent the time hes fully come to set up en indulged megting for Divine WYor- 


ship in thet neighborhood. With this judgment Men's & Womens meetings u- 


~ wited, end the case was directed to be forwerded to the Quarterly Meeting 


for its consideration & judgment. Signed on behalf of New Garden Mo. Meet-

On 2nd Mo. 8, 1885, the Meeting was esteblished "in the neighborhood ~ 
of Colora Md " end egain, llm 20, 1885, was completed. 

The compiler of these Historicel Sketches of Friends' Meetings was tak-~ 
en to the Colore locality by Elle . Thomes of Oxford, Pa., on April 13 
1931. This little visit revealed to him, es « strenger, that Colore pre- 
senta a charm to the mind thet may not alweys appeal to those who see this 
Meeting House frequently. The little store building is picturesquely locat- 
ed on the slope of eg well-shaded hillside, facing the south, as the old- 
time Friends’ houses for worship were most frequently built. Though small — 
ft is divided by shutters into two assembly-rooms, in former times being — 
for the men on one side and for women on the other, especislly for busi- 


. hess meetings, and called, respectively, the "Men's end" and the "Women's 


end" of the House. Hence two doors open at the front from an open elevated 
plettorm protected by a low stone wall on the outer edge, pisrced in the 
middle by an open passage-way reached on the outside by stone steps much 
in form of the old-fashioned "horse-block." 

At the foot of the hillsides on the south bounds of the little Burial 
Ground, are the wagon-sheds with stone ends, of which, viewed from the 
Meeting House, nothing but the roof can be seen, they being much below — 
even the level of the turf platform in front of the House. 

Further up the hillside, et the north end of the graveyard, is a frame 
house now used as the ceretaker's dwelling. This building in earlier yeers 
was the Friends' School-house at Colora. 

Between this building and the wegon-sheds is the small well-inclosed 
Buriel Ground of Colors Friends. It contains severel marked graves of mem- 
bers of the Atwater, Belderston, Canby, Cheyney, Hopkins, Michener end 
Yering femilies. A few evergreens ornament this small cemetery in which 
meny of the Balderstons lie buried. Lloyd Balderston, a prominent member 
of the moeting in former years, is interred neer the eastern wall, and 
in the northwestern corner of the yerd are the greves of the Warings, a- 
mong the oldest dates in the cemetery. ; 

The Colore Meeting House is heated by stoves, a large one in the west- 
ern assembly-room and a conspicuously small one in the eastern end. Colo- 
ra is a gem emong Meeting Houses, for the scenic beauty of its situetion, 
the rustic atmosphere of its Quaker architecture, and the quiet peeceful- 
ness thet environs it. It is en active moeting, holding its First-dey 


- meetings throughout the yeer, and its mid-week sessions during the summer 


months on Fifth-deys.

The Friends' Meeting called Doe Run, held at Londerry, and occasional: 
ly briefly designated as "Derry Meeting," is in Londonderry Township of 
Chester County, Pa. It was orgenized near the beginning of the nineteenth 
century in 1805. Quoting from Dr. Michener's "Retrospect of Early Quaker 
ism," 1859;- 

"1805.- A request of a number of Friends for holding a meeting for 
worship in Friends' school-house in Londonderry Township, being laid be- 
fore this meeting, &c., ‘We, the comnittee, &c., had ea conference with 
them: and after solidly considering the matter among ourselves, are gen- ~ 


der the care of the Monthly Meeting, or a committee thereof. 
Signed, on behalf of the committee,” 
Elizabeth Pennock, Joseph Smith, 
Hennah Walton, Edwerd Brookes.'" 
-(London Grove Monthly Meeting.) 

"This meeting was composed of members of London Grove and New Gar- ‘jj@ 
den Monthly Meetings requiring their joint action, which does not appear .@ 
as above. i 

"In 1808, it wes established as a brench of Fallowfield Prepare- 
tive Meeting, end a mesting-house built the seme yoar. The right of 
membership for twenty-five members of New Gerden, was trensferred to 
London Grove by a general certificate. 

"A Preparative Meeting was established in 1811, et the same time 
with Fallowfield Monthly Meeting, and was united thereto." 

The following minutes from the London Grove Monthly Meeting re- 
cords now in the Friends' Historical Library et Swarthmore, Pe., treat 
of the orgenizetion of the Doe Run Meeting, although the name of the 
meeting is not used:- 

"At Londongrove Monthly meeting the 5th of 6th mo 1805 
8th.- the request of fr'ds for holding an indulged meeting being reviv- 
ed, John Letchworth, Benjn Welton Jur, Ndwerd Brooks, Ephreim Wilson, 
Joseph Smith, Seaml.

Doe Run is @ Freperative Meeting belonging to Fallowfield Monthly Meet- 
ming in the Yestern Querter of Philedelphie Yeerly Meeting of the Hicksite 
f. brench of the Society of Friends. However, in 1930, no reguler meetings 
ere held in the Meeting House end the Freperative Meeting convenes once & 
yeer in the homes of the members at the call of the clerk. Agein, in 1938, 
fp the schedule of meetings announces thet the Treperetive Meeting convenes 
me "once e year et the call of Clerk,” Mery A. Meule of Coatesville, Pa. R.D. 
No. 5. . 
In 1698 it wes reported to the Yearly Meeting by Western Quarter thet. 
the mid-week meetings of Doe Run were discontinued, end in 1919 the report 
wes "Dos Run Meetings have been discontinued except Prepsrative Meetings 
on the first First-day of each month at 10.00 o'clock." 

Again in Fifth Month, 1919, the First-dey meetings were informelly re- 
suned end so reported to the Yearly Meeting in 1920. Night years leter, 
1928, it wes scheduled that Doe Run held its meetings irregulerly end not 
at ell in the Meeting House. 

The Separation of 1627 affected Doe Run Meeting; where the larger 
per cent of the members kept with the Hicksite Branch. In 1834 the Ortho- 
dox eating of Doe.Run wes marked es a constituent of Fellowfield, but by 
1858 the neme was no longer catalogued in the list of Arch Street Yearly 
Veeting of Friends. 

§ _ The compiler of these notes visited Doe Run Meeting locality on April 
14, 1931, being teken to the Meeting House by Elle W. Thomas of Oxford, 
» Pa. The impressions he geined by that visit are as follows:- Doe Run 
Meeting House is a bright little brick building on the hillside some dis- 
tance out of the villege of Londonderry in the township of that neme. Ev- 
idently its neme is derived from the stream of weter celled Doe Run, @ 
tributary of Brendywine Creek, rether then from the township in which it 
{s located. It was built in 1808, es the dete-stone in the western gable 
testifies, and rebuilt in 1883. Close beside the roed leeding to Gum Tree; 
it overlooks the picturesque valley to the southwerd and has numerous 
trees about the grounds, although there is strong evidence of there nev-~ 


ing been meny more in former deys, for upwards of @ dozen or more stumps 
ere scattered about end om the edge of the }eeting House Yard. 
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The brick Meeting House is in good order, showing evidence of at- 
tention end cere, but the long line of wagon-sheds st the rear of the 
House and grounds is decidedly old end dilepideted with a felling roof 
end e number of missing weetherboards. They give promise of soon being) 
removeu by their repid state of decay. 4 

On the opposite side of the Gum Tree Roed at Doe Run Meeting House” 

. is the lerge Burial Ground of the Meeting, kept in good condition and ? 
in subjection to the regulations of Friends' discipline in respect to. 
the memoriel stones used to mark the greves. Others then Friends use t 
cemetery, but the rules of the Society are observed by all. In the 
grounds are a few scattered evergreens and some fine lerge trees, 
these being neer the roadside. In Doe Run Greveyerd ere interred men- 
bers of the Beker, Barnerd, Berredge, Clark, Coates, Compton, Cumensy, 
Derlington, Formen, Hinkson, Jeckson, Lees, Linton, Lynch, Meule, Mer- 
cer, McCerter, Parke, Peirce, Pettit, Pusey, Scott, Stott, Taylor, 
Thomas, Vance, Vendever, YWiddoes end many other femilies.

"The Meeting known es Fellowfield was held, until a comparatively 
recent dete, 1698, in a house, on the edge of the villege of Ercildoun, 
which is abéut three miles south of Coatesville, Chester:county, Pa., 
and about six miles northwest from London Grove. Yhen the house, which 
is still stending, was abendoned as a regular plece of meeting, Friends 
were encoureged to appoint meetings there ss Truth seemed to open the 
wey for such service; and subsequently a nuber of meetings heve been a 
held." :

At the time of the Separation of 1827 the Orthodgx percentege at 
Fallowfield end Doe Run was very small. Fellowfield Monthly Meeting 
eontinued for ten years and then merged into London Grove. Doe Run was 
discontinued. The following extracts from the Monthly Meeting Book, now 
in 1938 in the keeping of the Arch Street Meeting at No. 302 Arch Street, 
tell. the story of the Fallowfield Monthly Meeting of Orthodox Friends:- 

"Fellowfield Monthly Meeting held the 5th of 10th Month 1827 Whereas 
e lerge number of the members of this Monthly Meeting heving so fer de- 
vieted from the Discipline end good order of our Religious Society as to 


“unite and egree with others to hold whet they style eae Yeerly Meeting sep- 


erate from thet of which this Meeting is a branch, without the consent 
thereof:- therety (as we conceive) forming themselves into e@ seperate

"Pallowfiet? Monthly meeting held’ at Doe Run the 7th of 12th Month 
1827. This meeting taking into consideration the present stats of our

In 1832 there was # movement in the Meeting to have the Monthly Meet- 
ing held et Fellowfield but it wes not carried, and so long as it contin- 
ued it was always at Doe Run.

NOTT.- Probably there is en error in the foregoing ennouncement, end 
‘Pennsgrove’ not ""rcildoun", wes the piace where Pennsgrove Monthly 
Meeting was held. 

Fallowfield Meeting , occasionally called Ercildoun, but not official- 
ly, from the name of the village in which the Meeting House is located, 
celebrated its Centennial Anniversary on Ninth Month 16, 1911. The inci- 
dents of that event wore reported to the Friends’ Intelligencer, from 
which article the following extracts are derive 

"Though the clouds looked threatening on the morning of the 16th 
(Ninth month, 1911), Friends gathered from all sections to celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of the establishment of Fallowfield Friends’ 
Meeting at Zrcildoun, Chester County, Pa. Flens head been made for un out- 
door menting with lunch under the treos, but the recent rain made it ad- 
yisoble to go inside the Meeting House and the lunch was taken into the 
historic ee hell, beside the Meeting House grounds. 

"George C. Maule, presiding, requested a few moments si 
whic Hayes. C C. Taylor gave the address of welcome, spoke of the tender 
reverence and love felt for the pioneer ancestors, who had, auid hard- 
ships and danger, esteblished the Meeting House that for one hundrec 
yeers has been the gethoring plece of those led by the Spirit...-..+. & 
welcome was also extended by J. Whittier Fulton, who said that to him 
this is sacred ground for the meny dear memories it holds......Dr. Felmer, 
in response, seid in part, he felt a pleasure to respond to the heartfelt 
greetings of this managemont, es it welcomes us to the memorial gather- 
ing in the spirit of Christisn love..... 

"Gertrude . Neilds followed with ‘Reminiscences’. James Fulton 
was the first to esteblish ea home in this plece and susie 52 acres of 
} - poor lend called the briar patch, built e little bern, in which he Hip jin 
; »ed while building the stone end of the house still standing. He taught 
school in & log-house in the grove adjoining, cultivated the briar 
patch at night— ster opened a stor in one room of his dwelling. 
From little farm and little stores, he supported a large family. His 
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neighbors knew him es a quiet man, whose daily living wes e@ helpful oxay 
ple......Gideon Peirce built a house here’ in 1818, in which he conducted © 
_@ store......In 1819 the Fallowfield Library Company was organizea, with | 
Gideon Peirce as librarian. In 1838 a post office was secured, therefore * 
a neme wes necessary and James Fulton, Jr., proposed the name Ercildoun, 
which was given to it. 

"In 1835, the Gast Fallowfield Anti-slavery Society wes formed with | 
Jemes Fulton, Jr., as recording secretary. The meetings were held in . 
school houses and sometimes in this building (the Meeting House), until 
efter a mob disturbed a meeting when Charles Burleigh and Abby Kelly 
were the speakers. A majority of the members decidea that enti-slavery 
meetings should nots«be held here, and sufficient money was collected to 
build the hall nearby, Mary Coates donating the land...... 

"Joseph S. Walton, in his historical address, gave much interesting 
information about the pioneers of this section and the formation of this 
Meeting as an independent Monthly Meeting. He compared the lives of the 
early Quekers to the noble trees surrounding the old Meeting House,. both 
heving survived the storms of years. The first land for Meeting House 
wes bought for£4 in 1792, first Meetings were held in a little log cab- 
in in the grove nearby, a little later enother acre was added for a bury- 
ing ground." 

The two Meeting Houses of Fellowfield were almost in sight of seach 
other at Ercildoun. Each had its burial ground beside it, the Orthodox 
premises being quite open to the sunlight, whereas the older Hicksite 
grounds have a shady grove on the western bounds. After the meetings of 
the Orthodox were discontinued, e part of the property was sold and the 
Meeting House demolished, but the marks of its foundation west of the 
graveyard still show in 1931, when the compiler of these notes visited 
the plege on the 3rd of February. In the clean, neat Burial Ground, not 
ea large one, are memoriel stones bearing the family names of Brinton, 
Cheyney, Cooper, Gibbons, Herry, Hayes, Heston, Huston, Lukens, Maule, 
McGord, Perry, Shields, Stern, Tatnell and Welton. There are & few ever- 
greens in the walled enclosure and ons grave is marked with an unletter- 
ed fieldstone. Susan Lukens, author of the well-knowm poem "The Painter 
of Seville," is interred in this little cametery in an unmarked grave, 
unless the unlettered fieldstone designates the spot where she was bur- 
ied. She was born First Mo. 14, 1797 and died First Mo. 1, 1873. 

The Burial Ground-of the Hicksites is large, also wall-inclosed, 
but half: of it is as yet unbroken sod. The simplicity of Friends is man- 
ifested both in the style of the stones and the brief inscriptions on 
them. It is « long list of family nemes to be read on those memorial 
marbles:- Bailey, Beker, Baldwin, Bonsall, Brinton, Chandler, Clayton, 
Clerk, Cloud, Coates, Derlington, Doughten, Fulton, Hambleton, Henshaw, 
Harlan, Harry, Haws, Jeckson, Johnson, Kendig, Lippincott, Martin, Mc- 
Corkle, Miller, Moore, Morris, Newlin, Palmer, Passmore, Pennock, Phil- 
lips, Prett, Reid, Reynolds, Roberts, Seyman, Smith, Smith, Speakman, 
Teylor, Thorne, Welton, Webster, Wilson and Wood. 

The old Meeting House, of which the date of erection neither ap- 
pears on the wells nor seems to be positively known by living people.of 
the vicinity, feces the southwest with its back to the street. It is well 
cared for, as is the case with all the surrounding premises, end ap- 
pears in a buff coloring trimmed with dull green. A line of sheds is to 
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the eastward, end e fine grove to the westward across the road contains 
* the recently discovered foundation materisl of the former log Mesting 

/ > House, the corners now marked by four small pine saplings. Next to the 
sheds is Peoples' Hell, a frame building erected sometime during ths 
"Yorties", during the enti-slavery days. 

The interior of the Meeting House has undergone eltereations; the 
dividing shutters have been taken out and new furniture hss replaced 
the old. A few specimens of the old benches are yet preserved as relics 
of the olden time, and have been placed on the outside of the House on 
the porch et the front of the Meeting House facing the greveyard. 

NOTS. A few yeers after the visit of the compiler to the Meeting 
Mouse at Ercildoun, the building was subjected to another radice] alter- 
ation and an annex was built across the front of the house where the o- 
pen porch had formerly been. This changer took place about 1934 or 1935. 
When the compiler made snother visit te Ereildoun on August 1, 1938, he 
found thet none of the pins seplings which had besn planted as corner 
markers for the old log Mecting House foundation, had lived, and nothing 
else had been substituted to take their place, so now there is nothing 
to show, for the turf, during the lapse of over a century, has completely 
covered the entire location.

"The name Hockessin was given to this meeting, that being the 
neme of en Indien town formerly near the plece. Among the early mem- 
bers were Henry Dixon, John Baldwin, John Dixon, and William Cox. In 
1738 ea meeting-house wes built, and enlarged in 1745. It is in hill 


In 1888 J. Thomes Scharf, in his "History of Delaware" , rehesrses 
much the seme story with a little additional information:- "The eerli- 
est record of.e meeting et Hockessin is in 1730, when. & week-déy meet- 
ing was held at the residence of Wm. Cox, by permission of the Newark 
Preparstive Meeting. In 1737 Henry Dixoh and some other Friends settled 
in Mill Creek Hundred, and e« first and week-day meeting wero establish- 
éd among them. On the 17th of Tenth Month of thet year two tracts of 
lend were deeded to John Beldwin, Jecob Hollingsworth, Henry Dixon, 
trustees. The one trect of two rocds and twenty-eight perches was 
grented by tm. Cox end Catherine, his wife, the other of one acre and 
forty-six perches, by Thomas Dixon and Hanneh, his wife. In the follow-- 
ing yeer 6 meeting-house, which is pert of the present meeting-house,; 
was erected. This was enlerged to its present size, thirty by forty- 
five feet, in 1745. Meetings for worship. were héld under the supervision 
of Kennett and, perheps, Newark Monthly Mectings, until 1508, when bus- 
iness meetings were established. The Monthly Meetings were known as © 
‘Centre Monthly Meetings', and were held alternetely at Centre and 
Hockessin until 1787, when they were divided end each mace & sepérete 
meeting-plece. The wood-work on the building has been repeirec et var- 
jous times and out-houses built more recently. The building is now in 
e good state of preservation. There are at present (in 1868) about 
twenty-five families and perts of twenty more femilies connected with 
this Monthly Meeting." 

- Thus it is seen thet the Meeting of Hockessin (by Dr. Michener 
spelt Hockesson, as the earlier historien, Semel Smith, had written 
the word) is in the Hundred of Mill Creek, New Castle County, Dela- 
ware. It is not far from the boundary line between Delewere and Fenn- 
sylvenia, six miles south of Kennett Square.

NOT. In the foregoing account given in Scharf's "History of Dela- 
were" the dates conflict when the statement is meade that Hockessin con- 
tinued with the meeting until 1787. The Monthly Meeting was not creat- 
ed until 1808. The statement really means the Preperative Meeting thet 
for meny years was comprised of Center end Hockessin conjointly. "In 
1786," quoting Michener, "the Preparative Meeting of Centre and Hock- 
esson was divided into two, one being held et each meeting place." 

By report to the Yeerly Meeting in 1914, it was ennounced thet the 
Hockessin Preperative Meeting hed been laid down. 

Hockessin Meeting House sits close to the roadside on elevated 
ground that slopes downward on all sides, end overlooks the villege of 
Hockessin some distence away. Being modernized, end due attention keep- 
ing it in excellertt repsir, there ere very few indications noticeable 
‘of its old ese. It is furnished with comfortable benches of the later 
type of cheracter, and both within end without the plece is redolent 
.with homelike cheer. There is no dete on its walls and.the outward 
dressing of the building mekes it impossible to detect any difference 
*-in the appearence of the end built in 1738 from the enlerged eddition 
of 1745. Only the row of stately trees at the front, between the ieet- 
ing House and the public road show signs of old ege, and the ancient 
"Upping-block” to the westward of the building, adds « tell-tale story 
to the antiquity of the Meeting House. 

The public highway passes between the Meeting House and the Buri- 
él Ground wherein meny memorial stones mark the graves of numerous mem - 
bers of the femilies of Baldwin, Bengs, Purgess, Chemberlin, Chambers, 
Chendler, Cox, Dixon, Fisher, Fleming, Flinn, Ferris, Hewitt, lioopes, 
Jackson, Jewell, Lobh, MeVeugh, Melin, Maxwell, Mendenhell, Mitchell, 
Orr, Palmer, Pierson, Pyle, Sherpless, Springer, Stadon, Taylor, Thomp- 
son, Veal, Joodward, Wilson, and Yeetmen. A strong well borders tre 
graveyard on the rosdside, and the grounds are generally open to the 
gunlight, being sntered by two gsteways, one ot oach extremity of the 
cemetory.

At the time of the Separation in 1827, only e few of the congrs- 
gation at Mockessin separated to the Orthodox branch of the Society. 
They built e Meeting House which is still stending as a dwelling, nov 
very distent fron ‘the old Meeting House. So the compiler of these notes 
has been informed. In 1634 the Heckessin Meeting wes scheduled in the

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Homeville is in Vest Fellowfield Township.of Chester County, east of © 
the Octoraro Creek which hte es the township from Coleraine in Lancas- 
ter County, Pa. The Friends' Mesting of Homeville was organized or estab-— 
lished at the time of the Separetion as the following brief note in the 
“History of Chester County, Pa.," 1881, by Futhey and Cops, seems to in- 
dicate:- a 

"Samuel Gatchell, Asa lealton, Isasc Clendenin, Mahlon Brosius, with 
their families, and other Friends, obtsined leave to hold an-Indulged 
Meeting in a school-housse of Ass Valton's, in Coleraine, Lencaster Coun- 
ty, in 1828. In 1639 the mesting-house at Homevills, Chester County, was 
built, and the meeting esteblished therein." 

Some further remerks of interest about this Meeting have been writ- 
ten, October 1, 1910, by Ella K. Barnard of Baltimore, Md., and her short 
paper was sate in the Frisnds' Intelligencer, First Month 7, 1911. The 
following extract is taken from the printed paper:- 

"Pellowfield Monthly Meeting, in 1828, allowed an indulged meeting to | 
be held in a log house of Asa Walton's, afterwards Frenk Fennock's, in 
Colerains township, Lancaster County. This was continued until the year 
1838, when the present meeting-house was built in Upper Oxford township 
and the neme Oxford adopted for the preparative weeting which continued 
e brench of Fallowfield. The land given by Tllis Coates was situeted in 
the village of Homeville. The brick for the building was burned or given 
by Warrick Coates, Sr., and Nllis Coates boarded the men while building, 
the understending being that he was to be paid a certain amount when the 
building wes completed. At its completion, however, it seems that the 
money promised was not forthcoming, so Willis closed the house and refused % 
to allow it to be used (although en opening meeting hed been eppointed) | 
until the money was paid, which was probably not until the following year. | 
There is no early history of this meeting and the early minutes of the | 
Preperative Meeting, if kept, had been lost. _ 

"Its early ministérs were Rachel Simmons Sharpless, then living at 
Andrew's Bridge with her son-in-law, Benjamin F. Kent, and William Bros- 
jus......"hen Abby K. Foster came here (in 1847 I think) she again found 
closed doors, but the key was found and the door opened by a member of 
enother meeting, but for so doing he wes refused a night's lodging at his 
gon's nearby. Of Aoby, Lowell wrote: 

A Judith there turned Quakeress 

Sits Abby in her modest dress, 

No nobler gift of heert or brain 

No life more white from gpot or stain, 

Yes e'er on Freedom's altar laid 

Than hers=- the simple Quaker maid. 
Jemes and Lucretia Mott were severel times here and also other anti-slav~ 
ery lecturers, probably Jacob Storms and Charles Burleigh with his long 
curls over his shoulders. I think Anna Dickinson was here, but cannot 
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verify this impression.....There were probably fewer .onservetive members 
at Homeville then at Pennsgrove, snd Homeville suffered from internal dis- 
sentions on anti-slavery questions. The Free Produce Society was meeting 
at Homeville in 1846, not being ellowed the use of the meeting-house at 
Pennsgrove. Its members included a number of Sadsbury Friends. Froa Penns- 
grove meny withdrew and helped to establish Longwood Meeting of Progress- 
{ve Friends. These resignetions began es early as 1846 end ‘poor Fenns-~ 
grove has become a by-word, our once united Pennsgrove,' writes one of her 
deughters. Unfortunately, Pernnsgrove meeting was too nearly a wreck to 
make the amende honorable efter the wer, end invite these members beck as 
gid Kennett Monthly Meeting......+,. 

"Ths Homeville mesting-house is surrounded by lofty pines and well- 
grown maples, end Whe grounds are pleasent and attractive. The greveyard 
{s slightly rolling and the stones not so uniform as at Pennsgrove, and 
the effect is more pleasing. Ten flags, with iron supports, mark soldiers 
BPAVES.seeeee 

"In 1842 Oxford end Pennsgrove preparative meetings were united to 
form Pennsgrove Monthly Meeting, meeting alternately at Oxford and Penns- 
grove. After a time the growth of. the borough of Oxford and the later es- 
tablishment of e meeting there seemed to make the nane of Oxford inappro- 
priate and it wes chenged to Homeville. 

"These meetings were never very lerge ones. But femilies wore larger 
then and it was perheps when the children of those sarly Friends were 
grow that it was largest. The subscription lists for the better accon- 
modetion of the Yerrly Meeting in 1855 ‘show that 40 members, heads of 
femilies, belonging to Pennsgrove Monthly Meeting, contributed p423..50 
for that purpose, which is forwarded by Joseph Kent, treasurer, to John 
Seunders, of Philadslphia'....... 

"The present Homeville Meeting (1910) is very small, sometimes but 
one person present and the last Monthly Meeting was held by two persons. 
Pennsgrove has nine members and a number of children in its First-day 
scnool. end for it the outlook is promising." 


In 1918 it wes reported to Fhiladelphie Yearly Meeting held at Fif- 
teenth and Rece Streets, that "Homeville Meeting is laid dow and its

members ettached to Fennsgrove Preparative Meeting. 

It wes on First-day, First Month (Jenuary) llth, 1931, that Mary Rob- 
erts Walton, then of Touzhkennemon, now (1938) of Kennett Square, Pay 
took the compiler. of these historical note to ths Homeville Meeting lo« 
cality, after attending msetineg at Pennsgrove. 

Although closed in 1931, Homeville Meeting House, with its surround- 
ing yard end adjecent Buriel Ground, shows the cere of intsrested persons. 
The brick house, without dete upon its wells, is beoutifully located at 
-the intersection of two roads in the little village of Homeville where it 
overlooks a pretty valley to the northward. Severel fine trees are close 
by, end the row of wagon-sheds at the back of the yard raveal the only 
object that gives visible indication of dilapidation. Deserted, it does nc 
appear so, for its neetness end its close proximity to the villege prevent 
its looking lonely, while the scenic beauty of its neighborhood, both nea 
and far, make the spot-very charming. The Meeting Hcuse feces neerly to 
the south, end the Buriel Ground to the west of it, open to the suniight, 
Mm: is bordered on the roedside by a hedge fenca. The two intersecting eielés, 
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extending parallel to the public highwey, otherwise from.sgsst to west, 
ere entirely grass-growm, and the numerous memorial stones 611 fece 
wostwerd. Queker simplicity is menifested in the appeerence of the 
heedstones whereon ere recorded meny femily nemes, among which ere Al- 
exender, Raker, Parnerd, Printon, Broomsll, Brosius, Bunting, Burke, 
Bushong, -Clinger, Coates, Devis, Evens, Gilbert, Grey, Haslem, Jones, 
Yent, Ying, Moore, Newcomer, Pennington, Preston, Rekestraw, Summerell,

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In the town of Kennett Square, Chester County, Pe., ere two Meet- 
ing Houses of the Society of Friends within sight of e&ch other, but on 
different-streets, thet of the Hicksite brench being on the main street 
of the tom end called State Street Meeting House; the other, of the Or- 
thodox brench, being knowm by the name of the street on which it was e6- 
rected, the Marshall Street Meeting House. 

_ The State Street Meeting House is a brick building directly facing 
the north, elthough, until the new ennex was edded in more recent years, 
the front of the House was towerds the south, so shown in photogrephs 
taken of it before the change. According to the date-stone over the front 
porch, it wes originally built in 1813, but, after being torn down, was 
rebuilt in 1873. Now it appeers quite modern in style of erchitecture, 
end hes at the back or south side, formerly the front of the House, 6n 
annex edded in later times for committee rooms and other needed purpos- 
es. The Stete Street Meeting House is on the south side of the main thor- 
oughfere of Fennett Squere, end its spacious grounds slope gently south- 
werd towards the head of Mershall Street, where the Orthodox House for 
worship is loceted e squere further eway. Adjoining the Meeting House 
Yerc, at the rear of the State Street House, is a smell Burisél Ground 
with a few memorial stones ell kept within the bounds or requirements of 


Friends’ discipline. Some of the family nemes seen on the headstones are

Kennett Square is a Freperative Meeting under Kennett Monthly Meet- 
ing in the Yestern Quarter of Fhiladelphia Veerly Meeting of the Hicks- 
ite branch of the Society of Friends. Dr. Mzre Michener, in his "Retro- 
spect of Nearly Quakerism", reletes the following respecting the Kennett 
Squere Meeting: - 

"1612.- This meeting wes et first an indulgence to some members of 
Centre, Kennet, New Gerden, end London Grove Monthly Meetings: and held 
et the house of Jolmn Phillips, near Kennet Square. In 1814, it was pro- 
posed by the seid Monthly Meetings to the Quarter, to establish the 
said meeting, with the privilege of a Freparetive Meeting, end to be u- 
nited to Kennet Monthly Meeting. | : 

"1E14.- ‘At the Western Querterly Meeting held the seventeenth of 
the eighth month, 1814, 

"The committee on the request of Friends in the vicinity of Kennet 
Squere report, thet it is their preveiling judgment that it will be 
best their request, es noted in the minute of seventh month last, should 
be granted: which is concurred with by the Quarterly Meeting.' &c;- 
(Kennet Monthly Meeting.) 

In 1914, on Ninth Month 12th, Kennett Square celebratec its Centen- 
nial Anniversary. 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, Seventh Month 14, 1900, E.L. (Zliza- 
beth Lloyd) wrote concerning this Meeting end its House:- "The present 
Friends' meeting-house in Kennett Squere is a modern building which 
stands on the site of the old house. It is in the heart of the town, and 
as this is an old-established Friends' commnity, the membership is com- 
paratively large, and the genersl attendence good, elthough the meetings 
are usuélly silent, there being now no ministers belonging to the meet- 
ing. 

"The First-dey school is held at the close of the meeting, and is 
composed of severel clesses. Most of the older members remain and join 
in the adult cless. As in most of the other schools, there are general 
exercises which add to the interest. 

"The Mertin Academy is a flourishing dey school under the care of 
the meeting. While there is no boarding department, pupils often come 
fron 6 distance end board et private houses. The pupils attend meeting 
in the middle of the week; Mery Heald Wey of Oxford, frequently ettends 
these mid-week meetings and speeks very acceptably." 

Since Tlizabeth Lloyd's visit to Kennett Squere, the Martin Acad- 
emy hes long since been discontinued, and in 1930 the building in which 
the school wes kept, is an epartment house. It is located on State 
Street two doors from and east of the Meeting House. 

Near the western limits of State Street in Kennett Square, is the 
lerge Friends’ Boarding Home, belonging to “Yfestern Quarterly Meeting. 

It ig a prominent building,. both by reason of its size and its locetion. 
Meny years ago it was famous se 8 boardine school for boys} which wes 
conducted by Swithen Shortledge who was its Frincipel. 
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In 1918 it was reported to the Yearly Meeting et Fifteenth end Race 
Streets, thet the mid-week mseting at Kennett Sousre was discontinued. ; 
The pretty brick Meeting House on Marshell Street, likewise frequent 
ly célled by the name of the street on which it is locatec, faces mearly ag 
to the west. There is no date-stone visible on its walls to show the 
yeer of its‘erection, but tha general cleanliness and freshness of the 
material of which it is constructed give it. the appearance of a new house # 
although it mey have many years to its history. In the “Priends" Religiou im 
and Moral Almanac” of arch Street Yearly Meeting, in 1938, the Marshall i 
Street Meeting House is designated as the place for Konnett Monthly Meat-' 
ng from "Fifth to Ninth Months inclusive.” During the renaining months 
he Monthly Meeting is held at No. 312 S. Broad Street, eas the Meeting 
House is closed fron T&nth to Fourth Months inclusive. a 
The information her subjoined concerning the erection of the Marshall © 
Street Meeting Houss at Kennett Square, was obteined fron the mixjutes of 
Western Quarterly Meeting kept in the fireproof at No. 302 Arch Street, 
Fhiladelphia:- 

"At the Wastern Quarterly Meeting of Friends held the 24th of 8th 
mo 1888— The following minute wes received in our report from London 
Grove Ifo. Meeting, viz. A request to have en indulged meeting allowed at: 
Kennett Square on First day of each week, to be held in one of their priv-¥ 
ate houses. After weightily considering the subject the mooting concluded | 
to grent the request snd the following Friends sre appointed, in connect- 
jon with a like committee of ‘Jonmen Friends, to attend the apening of the 
meeting on the Second First Day in the 9th mo. at 10 A.M. have the over- 
sight thereof, and report to this meacting from time to time, John Thomas, 
John Thompson, George Sharplefs, Thomas H. “Vhitson, Clarkson Moore, The 
Clerk is directed to furnish London Grove Mo. Meeting with a copy of this 
minute." 

"At the ‘“Yestern Quarterly Meeting of Friends held the 22nd of Sth mo 
1891 The comnittee to whom was refered the oversight of the indulged meet- 
ing at Kennett Square made the following report, which after careful & der” 
liberate consideration it was concluded to refer the subject of erecting 
a meeting house to our next Quarterly Meeting 

"Viz. The committee to whom was refered the oversight of the indulged 4 
meeting at Kennett Squere with the members added to them for the purpose As 
of considering the propriety of procuring a suitable plece for holding a 
meeting eat that place have had several mootings % endeavored to feel for 
the eid of best Wisdom in arriving at a correct conclusion in regerd to 
the subject, we are now united in recomnending to the Quarterly Meeting 
the propriety of erecting a meeting house there for which purpose they 
have secured the option of a suitable piece of ground at a nominal cost. 
The comaittee heving the oversight of the meeting recomaend en addition

to their number Signed on behalf of the committee .

The Meeting House is near the border of the State 
of Delaware, situated in the picturesque region of White Clay Creek, and:res 
note from-eny réilwey station, near the very small village of Strickers- 
yille. It is five miles from Newark, Deleware, on the Philadelphia & Wash- 
ington R.R.,» also on the Bultimoro & Ohio, the latter being preferable on 
account of having more trains. Carriages can be hired at Newark, and 
friends may elso drive over from Yest Grove. The usuel attendance numbers 
from 4 to 8; occasionally there are only 2 present, and severul times the 
feeting has not been held at all. There is no resident minister, and the 
feetings ara usually held in silence. The membership of this Meeting num- 
ders about 27, but of this number many of the young people are scattered.

_ The compiler of these historical sketches of Friends' Meetings visite 
ed London Britsin Meeting Hous 3a twice. The first time wes on August 7, 
1930, when he was teken to™the place by Thomes H. Strein of Merchant- 
ville, N.J., anc the second visit wes due to the courtesy end kindness 
of-Wery Roberts Velton of Toughkennamon, Pa.,.on March 14,.1931. 

London Britein Meeting House stends on high ground near the side of 
the road, close to the hemlet of Strickersvulle, Pe., not far from the 
Stetea boundery line. It is a brick building, not large, with the date 
of erection, 1634, in the eastern gable, showing through the boards 
which cover thet end of the house. It is quaint and plein in the inter- 
ior, end its entrances sre modest and old-fashioned. It has @ slate 
roof which, in August, 1930, wes being repaired with fresh meterial of 
the seme kind, the slete being placed over the original shingle cover- 
ing now so worn &way by age 8s to require ae renewed timber foundetion. 
The shedy grounds in front are well overgrowm with trees and the open 
yerd at the west of tha House has a line of tell, slender locust-treeés 
whose trunks are bountifully covered with wild vines. 

The smell oblong-sheped graveyard near the House is enclosed by & 
slat fence, and though a little neglected in appearance in e part of it, 
is the sttractive resting plece of members of the Hopkins, Black, Chem- 
bers, Paxson, Passmore, Fowley, Sherp, Sharpless, Sherer, Thompson and 
Yetson families. In the northwest corner two small pointed stones, one 
unuarked, the other bearing the initiels "EZ. T." are probebly emong the 
oldest memorials there. Another noticeable stone in the form of.a trun- * 
ceted pyremid, marks the graves of four children of John C. and Esther 

Powley, thet statement eppearing on the flat top of the stone, while on 
the slenting sides are inscribed the four names:- George Clinton 1837- 
1655; Lucy Metilde 1839-1857; Ann Dlize 1641-1643; end @lle Creswell

"Michener's stetement that London Grove House being enlarged in 
1743 is very probable, but the fact has not been elsewhere found stat- 
ed." 

On 10th Mo. 4, 1914, London Grove celebrated its 200th enniver- 
sary, both brsnches of the Society taking part in the celebretion at 
which there was a gethering of fully 2000 persons. Shortly before, 
the Frionds' Intelligencer made this announcement:- "7th-dey, 10th 
month 3rd, will be home-coming dey for the old Queker community of 
London Grove. That is the date selected for the celebration of the 
Bi-Centenniel of London Grove Meeting, which, the records show, hed 
its origin in a privete meeting held in the house of one Jemes Smith, 
in 1714. The history of this meeting is the history of the community 


and it is e commmnity celebration that is plenned by the committee 


in charge, representing both the Orthodox and Hicksite Friends. An 
ell-day meeting with a basket lunch has been decided upon and an ef- 
fort will be made to reech every family that is or has been & resi- 
dent of the community. The Chester County Historical Society has BD- 
pointed a special committes to assist in the preparation." 
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On 10th Mo. 10th, @ brief account of the anniversary wes put in 
the Friends' Intelligencer, from which the following is quoted:- "Be- 
» fore the close of the morning session every seat in this lersest of our 
country meeting-houses was filled and many were stending. In the after- 
noon, two meetings were held simulteneously, one indoors and one out- 
f aide. Edward &. Pennock, chairmen, called the meeting to order and read 
 @ chapter from the Bible. Augustus Brosius, of Avondale, geve the ad- 
» éress of welcome, to which Zebédee Heines of Vest Grove, responded. J. 
Russell Hayes, of Swarthmore, read & poem commemorating the meeting, the 
house, and the gient oak which entedates them both. Emma Taylor Lamborn, 
a sister of Bayerd Taylor, gave the ‘Record of en Harly Settler,’ tell- 
ing interesting stories of 200 yeers ago. The Historical Sketch of Lon- 
don Grove Meeting wes given by Devis Hx, Forsythe, editor of the Friend 
(Fhila.)......An interesting exhibit of old writings, samplers, clothes, 
utensils, dishes, quilts, etc., was shown on the upper floor; but more 
interesting then these were Oliver Bastburn end wife, of Kennett, who 
were dressed as Friends of the olden time, and rode to meeting in an old- 
fashioned two-wheeled gig. On their arrival, just after the address of 
welcome, they were escorted to the upper seat in the ministers’ gallery. 
At noon they drove round the grounds." 
Here ere & few extrects from the "Historicel Sketch" prepared by 
Davis 4. Forsythe:- "The first. Friends’ meeting in these parts was at 
the home of one John Smith; it detes from two hundred years ago this 
yeer. Ten years leter, proceeding in regular fashion, permission was ob- 
tained from the superior body, which in this case was Chester Quarterly 
Meeting, now called Concord, and the house erected. This was the build- 
ing of logs just referred to, and were we to celebrate the actual open- 
ing of a Friends' meeting at this spot we would have to adjourn our cel- 
ebration to-day for snother ten years, but there had been & meeting reg- 
ulerly held, mostly but not alweys, et the house of John Smith for the 
ten years just preceding. The new house served the Friends for only 
nineteen years, for during the interval and before the nineteen years had 
passed, some Friends mede the kindly complaint that the house wes too 
emall end suggested thet it be made lerger, ‘the better to accommodate 
the meeting.’ The words come from an ancient minute which witn others 
heve been freely used for the fects and dates that are to follow. In 
1743, or less then twenty yesrs after the completion of the originel log 
house, there was tacked on to it a brick building; there were now two 
contiguous buildings, separated by e brick wall, ea condition which forc- 
ed from the clerk's pen more than once in the years immediately follow- 
ing remerks on the ‘inconvenience of the house.’ The floor was Of Oricks 
for most of the builders of this pert of Chester County laid brick floors 
while their neighbors north and east of them had used stone flags. Howev- 
er, the brick floor was changed to one of wood at slight expence.-..-see-

In the "History of Chester County, Pa.,'" 1681, occurs this brief 
note concerning London Grove:- "In 1743 a larger house was erected, and | 
repleceda by the present one in 1818, it being then enlar; ed for the ac- | 
commodation of the Quarterly Meeting. The Orthodox Friends heve erected» 
@ new house @ short distence southward, but still use the old building 
at tne times of Quarterly Meetings. The Pusey, Pennock, Sweyne, Lem- 
born, Baily, Speekmen, and Heyes families were prominent among the esr- | 
ly members of the meeting." 

The following communication from ven B. Sharpless, Clerk of Lon- «cf 
don Grove Monthly Meeting, April, 1938, stetes thet "The Orthodox Meet- «3% 
ing House at London Grove wes built 1834 as near es I can find out." 

Another note of interest from the Chester County History accounts 
for tho names of John Wstaugh and his wife, @lizsbeth, of Heddonfield, 
NeJ.s, @ppeering on the deed belonging to London Grove:- "John Esteugh, 
e settler of Haddonfield, N.J., married Tlizabeth, the daughter of John 
Haddon, whose possessions there geve rise to the name, end who appears 
@lso to have been one of the London Compeny; and this “staugh became 
the agent or attorney for the compeny, es well as a shareholder, up- 
on the death of his father-in-le:. Under his direction, Isaseec Taylor 
surveyed meny tracts for settlers in’the company's lands. The subdi- 
visions in London-grove were mostly rectenguler, ena & large number of 
them appear to have been laid out in 1718 end 1719. Meny of the set- 
tlers obtained deeds for their lends, dated Merch 14, 1722-3, from 
Collet, Quere, and Goldney. These deeds were prepered in England, and 
were SaubEteds brought over that spring by John Esteugh, who wes re- 
turning from a religious visit to that country, he end Sereh Dimsdale, 
of New Jersey, being witnesses to then." 

In 1900 &.L. (Blizebeth Lloyd) in her frequent journeys to vari- 

ous Triends' Meetings, thus speaks of London Grove:- “London Grove 
meeting-house is said to be the largest within the limits of the 


yearly meeting, outside of Philsdelphis. One end of it wes built in a 
the olden time.

In the "Book of Meetings" provided by Arch Street Friends sbout 1905, 
is @ brief mention of the Orthodox Meetingat London Grove.

The sirustion of the two Meeting Houses at London Grove, Pa.e, the one 
on the summit of e little hill, the other on the lower ground st the base 
of the same elevetion, is attractive. The older House sits grendly emong 
its hendsome shede trees with e profusion of blue end white violets 4a- 
bout the spacious surroundings, while the smeller Orthodox House, in open 
view from the roedside, is bright, cheerful, end quite conspicuous as it 
- gite quietly beside its little well-inclosed Buriel Ground. In this tiny 
cemetery, neat end in godd order, may be read @ few femily nemes, Cooper, 
“Cope, Meule, Meredith, Pusey end Sherpless, the last two being in a lerge 
mejority, but there ere elso several unverked stones in one section of: 
the yerd. The Neeting House is built of brick fecing the south, but it 
does not have the dete on its walls, yet is quaint with its old style 
hood coverings to its front doors. It is not lerge, end in 1930 its mem- 
bers heve greatly diminished in numbers. In 1930 the members of both 
brenches usuelly hold their meetings conjointly in the stone house on 
the hill-top, but once a month all convene in the smaller brick build- 
ing of the Orthodox Friends. ; 

The old Meeting House hes three date-stones, two on the middle front

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The Friends' Meetings House et Marlborough, Chester County, Pe., bears 

no visible cate on its walls, but it is reported to have been erected a- 
‘bout 1801, end the derk appearence of the bricks of which it wes con- 
structed, with the occasional intermingling of bricks of still darker 
hue, rether seem to testify thet the building has been in existence a 
long while. The old-fashioned hoods, or pent-roof coverings, to the 7 
doors, two at the front, opening to the two essembly-rooms within, still ; 
in 1930 separated by the unpainted wooden shutters grown shining and se- 
tin-like by the pessege of veers, give the plece much ettrectiveness to 
the eyes of an entiquery, or one interested in old Quaker history. 

The Meeting House is on the summit of e hill at the southern extrem- 
ity of e small villege street, end feces eastward instead of following 
the eerly custom of fronting the south. The grounds are quite open to 
the sunlight end the Buriel Ground in front is perted from the emple in- 
tervening level srea by a stone wall, alongside of which is a fine row 
of tell evergreens. Another section of wall is on the opposite side of 
the cemetery, the other two sides of the graveyerd being inclosed by an 
iron fence on the village or north side, snd @ post and rail fence next 
to the woodland on the south of both House and cemetery. In the well- 
cared-for greveyerd sre ¢ number of marked graves, mostly with modest un- 
assuming marble heedstones. Nemes to be noticed there are Baily, Bernerd, 

- Conner, Cox, Cloud, Fell, Gatchell, Herry, Lloyd, Mershall, Martin, 
Neilds, Parker, Passmore, Pyle, Rodebeck, Rodebaugh, Speekmen, Tussey, 
Thorne, Velentine, “lickersham end Windle. The neme most frequently seen is 
Cloud. Among the oldest memorial stones are two square stones lying flat 
on the greves of "Jemes Pyle 1752-1825" end "'Henneh Neel 1757- 1813." 
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On May 3, 1930, when Mary Roberts Yelton of Toughkennamon, Pa., took 
the compiler of these records to the Merlborough Meeting locelity, the

"This Bok containing a full and entire account of the minutes and 
proceedings of Marlborough FPrepsretive Meeting up to the present time, 
including en account of its first esteblishment, has been kept by Rich- 
ard Barnerd and by him offered to said Meeting and was accepted, and 
lodged by minute in his hands during his life 5th month lst 1839 " 

In 1919 Western Querterly Meeting reported to the Philadelphia 
Yearly Meeting at Fifteenth and Race Streets in the Fifth Month of that 
yeer, that "Merlborough Prepsrative Meeting is to be known as Merlboro- 
Unionville Preparstive Meeting, end held at Marlboro in the Fifth, Sev- 
enth end Ninth Months; at Unionville in the others." 

This arrengement wes in continuation in 1928, but, two yeers lat- 
er, 1930, the Yeoer Book steted that the Merlborough Meeting House "is 
unused." It is.a very satisfactory stete of affaiks to know that the 
dorment condition wes broken curing the following yeer.

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In the limits of and teking its name from Mill Creek Hundred in New 
Castle County, Deleware, is the Mill Creek Meeting House, the congrega- 
tion of which was first established as an Indulged Meeting in 1836. 
Three years leter it was given the privilege of a Preperrtive Meeting. 
The story of its esteblishment is thus given in Dr. Ezré Nichener's 
"Retrospect of Early Quekerism':- 

"1638.- Jemes Thompson, end thirty-two other Friends, produced a 
written request to New Garden Monthly Meeting for the indulgence of a 
meeting for worship in Mill Creek Hundred, to be composed of members of 
New Gerden, Centre, end Yilmington Monthly Meetings. The following re- 
port of the joint committees of men end women, from each of those meet- 
ings, ‘on deliberation, wes adopted: '— 

"'%) New Garden Monthly Meeting. At a meeting of the joint commit- 
tees of men end wonen Friends of New Gerden, Centre, end Vilmington Month- 
ly Meetings, held et Jemes Thompson's, 16th of tenth month, 1628, to con- 
sider the proposition of e number of Friends belonging to those. meetings, 
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o hold an Indulged Meeting, et such time end plece as may be thought best, 
heving neerly all met, and weightily considered the stibject, ere united 
in judgment thet the request of those Freinds should be grented. Seid In- 
- dulged Neeting to be under the care of New Garden Monthly Meeting.

The following minutes relete to the establishment of the indulged 
meeting of Mill Creek, es given in the Minute Book of New Gerden Monthly 
Meeting: -

In 1903 another chenge wes made and reported to Philadelphia Year|, 
ly Meeting:- "Mill Creek has chenged the time of holding its Prepere- 
tive meeting to the first First-day in eech month, at the rise of the 
meeting for worship." . 

In 1914 Mill Creek's meetings were suspended during the winter 
months, end in 1915 it was reported that “all meetings et Mill Creek 
hese been discontinued except on the first First-day of eech month." 
In 1930 the Year Book of Hicksite Friends ennounced thet occésional 
meetings ere held at Mill Creek, which, with the foregoing notes from 
the Yeerly Meeting Mxtracts, reveals the gredual decline thet attached 
itself to the Friends' Meeting at Mill Creek during the later years of 
its existence. Its Preparative Meeting was discontinued before the Years i 
ly Meeting of 1925. 

The following communication from the clerk of Center Monthly 
Meeting, gives the stete of the Mill Creek Meeting in 1938:- "“Hock- 
esson, Del., 10/30/1937. Deer Friend:- Mill Creek Friends has been 
discontinued except an ennual meeting usually held the first First-day 
in September in the efternoon. These meetings sre errenged by a commit- 
tee appointed by Western Quarterly Meeting, end ere very worth while. 
Sincerely Paul W%. Mitchell." 

Mill Creek Meeting House faces the south, is built of dark stone

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Newark, in New Castle County, Delawere, was, in the eerly colonial 
dsys, an important locality of the Society of Friends, had its meetings 
for worsnip, end by growth and strength, became a Monthly Meeting as 
early as 1689. But the "Newark" of the eerly Friends' history must not be 
confused with the thriving tow of Newark of the present twentieth centu- 
ry. It was in the northern part of New Castle County at the plsece know 
at the present dey as Cerrcroft, ebout four miles north of Wilmington. 
Dr. Wzra Michener, in "A Retrospect of Tarly Quakerism", has detailed 

the rise, struggle and decline of this Meeting es follows:- 

"1682.- About the yeer 1682, severel families of Friends arrived and 
settled on the east side of Brandywine, in New Cestle County, viz., Val- 
entine Hollingsworth, Williem Stockdele, Thomas Connowey, Adem Sherpley, 
Morgen Drewitt, Yelentine Morgen, Cornelius Empson, 9nd others; and held 
a meeting at said Velentine Morgen's (Hollingsworth ?) end Cornelius 
Zmpson's, until 1688, when ssid Valentine (Hollingsworth, the lfonthly 
Meeting minute is cleer) gave that piece of ground for e meeting-house 
end greveyerd, which wes known by the name of Newark Meeting; which last- 
ed till 1754, when they being suited with a better conveniency, it was 
laid dom." -(S. Smith.) 

"1689.- 'The Monthly Meeting being held at Morgan Dewitt's, debsted 
concerning tho deficiency of Tdwerd Blake and others, formerly belonging 
to the meeting et New Castle, in not enswering the desire of the meetings 
by coming hither, on this side Brandywine Creek, but have notwithstend- 
ing absented themselves. The meeting therefore appoints that the next 
Querterly Weeting be held on this side Brendywins, where it will fall in 
course.' -(Kennet Monthly Meeting.) 
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"From this time, the Monthly Meeting wes most frequpntly held at ‘Yas 
entine Hollingsworth's et Newerk,' often at other Friends' houses, and | 
a few times at New Castle, up to 1704, when 4 

"1)704.- ‘This meeting orders, thet our next Monthly Meeting be held ! 
at the Centre, which is supposed to be George Herlen's ould house.'" # 
-(Kennet Monthly Meeting.) 

"The last Monthly Meeting held at Newerk, was in the year 1707. 
Fron the building of the meeting-house at Centre, in 1708, it wes gener 
ally held there, a few times at New Gerden, until the separation of thet 
meeting in 1718. It was first kept at Kennet, in 1721, end after 1726, 
once in three moriths. These removes were, however, made by the special 
appointment of the meeting, from month to month." 

In the "History of Chester County, Pa.," 1881, by Futhey end Cope, 
this brief note speaks of Newark:- "In 1684 a survey of 966 acres was s 
mede for Valentine Hollingsworth on Shelpot Creek, in New Castle County, | 
end called ‘New Torke' in the surveyor's return. “Jhether this was ® cor 
ruption of 'Newark' or vice versa has not been ascertéeined, but in old 
documents the meeting was often written 'New-Work.' Velentine Hollings- 
worth gave half en acre for @& burying-plece,ll, 7, 687, ‘there being 
some already buryed in ye spot.' A meeting-house was afterwerds built, 
but the mesting ceased to be held there about 1754." 

In Scherf's "History of Delaware," 1888, some additional informatios 
is detailed in the following notes:- "About the yesr 1682 several fami- 
lies of Frionds arrived in America, and settled on the east side of the 
Brandywine, in New Castle County. Among them were Valentine Hollings- i 
_worth, “Jilliem Stockdele, Thomés Connoway, Adam Sharpley, Morgen Druitt, 
Velentine Morgan, Cornelius Empsor. In the year 1684 8 survey of 986 a- » 
cres, was made for Velentine Hollingsworth, on Shellpot Creek, north of © 
Wilmington, near the country seet of the late Sdwerd Bringhurst. The sure 
veyor, in making his return, named the tract 'New ‘orke'. The owner of © 
this land Eleventh Month 7, 1687, gave one-half en acre for a meoting- 
house and @ grsveysrd. This was named the Newark Meeting which was con- 
-tinued until 1754......%hen the settlement of Friends above the Brendy~ 
wine increased the Newerk Meeting was established, the New Castle Meet- 
ing declined end was finally discontinued in 1756. Its members efter- 
werds attended the meeting established at Wilmington and the meeting- 
house in New Castles wes sold." 

In enother part of the seme History some of the s&me informstion is 
repeated with edditional dete, thus:- "As early as 1682 several fami- 
lies belonging to the Society of Friends, or Quakers, settled within 
the bounds of Brendywine Hundred, end held their meetings in private 
houses. But in 1687 Velentine Hollingsworth gave the ground for 6 meet- 
ing-house and buriel-plece, where was soon after built the Newark Meet- 
ing-house, a small structure of poplar logs, which served its purpose a- 
bout sixty years. In this building the Newerk Monthly Meetings were reg- 
ularly held until 1704, when they alternated with Centre, in Christiana 
Hundred, but in 1707 they were wholly abandoned at Newark, though the 
name was long reteined (until 1760), when it wes chenged to Kennett 
Monthly Meeting, the meetings having been held at the letter pléce since 
1721. Yleekly Meetings of Friends continued to be held at Newark until 
1754, when they. were also raised, most of the members having removed or 
deceased. The burisl-ground was continued, though it fell into neglect 
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efter the Revolution: but it is believed that the old log church wes re- 
moved to near Centreville, in Christiana Hundred, where it served as an 
out-building in later years. 
"yithin the last fifty years (from 1888) a movement was set on foot 
by the citizens of the central part of the hundred to restore the former 


- condition. of Newerk. Accordingly, the acre of ground was inclosed with a4 


substantiel stone well, end a Union Meeting-house was built adjoining, in 


the upper part of the road leading to the highway. Active in this work 


were Thomas Babb, George WY. Weldin, John Beeson, Henry Beeson, Sdward Bee- 
gon, George Miller, Thomes Cartwell end others. The property, consisting 
of the cemetery end a plain stone church, is now (1858) controlled by a 
board of trustees, consisting of Henry L. Guest, Williem L. Wilson, Amor 
$. Forwood, Penn Lykens, Isaieh Mousley, John T. Sherpley and Joseph Mil- 
ler. Services heve been held in the church by nearly all the denominations 


“worshipping in this part of the county, but no regular organization clains 


it as its exclusive home. The cemetery is tenanted by the dead of many of 
the oldest families of the central end southern parts of the hundred, and 
is fairly well kept." 

The Newark Union Meeting House is a short. Qistence from Carrcroft, 
Delaware. It is located on high ground west of the Shellpot Creek which 
is only a few rods away. In 1931 it is the seat of active service of tne 
Methodists end is kept in the best condition, the greaveyerd end environ- 
ment indicating the very best of ettention from. the ceretaker who lives 
in the neighboring farmhouse. The building faces the esst. In the east 
gable, over the ontrence, is the dete 1846. Old style wegon-sheds are. et 
both east end west ends of the Meeting House end on the north side of the 
buildings is the large oblong-sheped Buriel Ground surrounded by e@ stone 
well. “Within the enclosure ere many tombstones, gome with old dates, sev: 
eral as early as 1757, but none in strictly Friendly fashion. Some rude | 
fieldstones sre without markings, others simply with initials ana year da 
These probably may merk ‘resting places of some of the pioneer Quakers. Th 
following are some of the family nemes to be seen:- Archer, Armstrong, 
Beeson, Brooks, Cerr, Carter, Certnell, Carver, Davenport, Devis, Forwood 
Gibson, Guest, Kellem, Lee, Lindermen, McCree, Miller, Mousley, Perker, 
Phillips, Preston, Rambo, Rogers, Sherpley, Telley, Valentine, Vance, Web 
ster, ‘Yeldin, Yilson and Wright.

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New Gerden is e@ Monthly Meeting of Western Quarter of Philadelphia 
Yeerly Meeting for both brenches of the Society of Friends. As such it wna 
set off from Newerk (Kennett) Monthly Meeting in 1718. Using the authority ” 
of Dr. "zre Michener by quoting from his "Retrospect of Warly Quekerisa" 
we gather the eerly history of New Gerden as told from Friends' Meeting 
' records:- 

"1712.- ‘In the ye#r 1712, severel Friends, viz., John Miller, 
John Lowdon, Mich&el Lightfoot, Jemes Sterr, Thomas Gernet, end others, 
being settled in New Gerden, they mostly frequented Kennet Meeting, till, 
about.the year 1714 or 1715, when a meeting was settled there, and & meet- 
ing-house built, which continued till about the year 1743, when a larger 
house was built." -(S. Smith.) 

"1715.- ‘Friends belonrine to New Garden First Day Meeting, having 
requested of this meeting the liberty of holding s Preparative Meeting at 
the meeting-house of New Gerden, this meeting epproves their request, 
end grents then the liberty of holding such a Prepérative Meeting. '=(Ken- 
net Monthly Meeting.) 

"1718.- ‘Our request to the last Quarterly Meeting, concerning the 
perting of our Monthly Meeting into two Monthly Meetings, was erareen 
_ Therefore, it is egreed,' &c. -(Kennet Monthly Meeting.) 

"At our Monthly Meeting od New Gerden, the 12th of fifth month, 
LLG, oe the first held distinct fron Newark. -(New Garden Monthly 
Neeting.) 
"The Monthly Meeting wes sometimes held at Nottinghem, till the esteb- 
lishment of that Monthly Meeting, in 1729. Thenceforwerd it alternsted 
to London Grove, till 1792, when a Monthly Meeting was set up et that 
plece. From thet time it wes held elternete at New Gerden end Vest Grove, 
till 1645, when it begen to circulate to Mill Creek, snd so continues. 

"In 1743 the south end of the present brick edifice was erected in 
room of the former log one. The north end wes edded about the year 1790. 
Trecition séys thet the original house was of hewn logs, tenoned into 
guttered corner-posts; end when teken down, it wes re-erected for a bern 
by-Williem Miller, son of John, who then occupied the Avondele Ferm. In 
it wes agein teken dow, end converted into fuel, by a succeeding 
occupant, to the regret of the venerable John Lindley, whose religious 
reminiscences are stid to heve been so excited thet he almost deemed it 
sacrilege to burn that temple, made with hends which hed witnessed his 
eerly devotions; but his remonstrence cid not eveil to Pate it 

"Above the re&ch of sacrilegious hands. 

Thess Ifeeting records ere more closely recorded as follows, in the 
"uistory of Chester County, Pe.,'' 1881, by J. Smith Futhey end Gilbert 
Cope:- 

"At Chester Meeting: 12,2, 1712.- ‘Newark monthly meeting request 
thet there mey be e first & fifth Days meeting settled et John Miller's. 
This mesting, considering thereof, thinks fit to Refer the further Con- 
sideretion vate to the next Quarterly meeting.' 

"39 ay Ads ‘This meeting, Considering further of settleing ¢ 
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neeting et or nere John Miller's, Do allow that a first end fifth Deyes 
meeting be kept et John Miller's House for this Ensuing Querter, or un- 
till further order, end the seid meeting to Belong to Kennet Froparetive 
meeting for the Fresent.' , 

"6, 13, 1713.- "Also the said meeting Requests thet the ffriends of 
the meeting kept at John Miller's may have Liberty to Build 6 meeting 
house neer Michael Lightfoot's, which this meeting, taking into Consia- 
eretion, do allow the seme ffriends of that meeting so to do, and not 
to Exceed helf a mile from the saic Michel's.’ 

"At Newerk Monthly Meeting, 10, 3, 1715:- ‘ffriends belonging to 
Newgerdin first dey's meeting, heving requested of this meeting the Lib- 
erty of houlding @ preperetive meeting et the meeting house of Newgarden, 
this meeting enproves their Request and grents them the Liberty of 
houlding such a preperetive meeting.'" 

In the eerly minutes of New Gerden Monthly Meeting, now preserved et 
No. 302, Arch Street, Philadelphia, the following, deeling with early 
morél restrictions among the Friends of two centuries ago, is of inter- 
est to members of the Society in the present Twentieth Century:- 

"At. a Monthly Meeting held at New Gerden ye 30th of ye Sth mo 1721 
Something beeing proposed from our lest Monthly Meeting to ye quarterly 
meeting releting to proceedings In marriages &c: ‘end our reprefentetives 
have given us @n €ccount yt it was reed & they heve sent their Sence in 
writing which is es followeth, 

"From our Quarterly Meeting held att providence— ye 12th of ye 12th 
mo 1721/2 To ye Monthly Meeting of New Gerden these, A motion beeing . 
mede from New Garden Monthly Meeting to this meeting to heve our Sence 
Concerning young or Unmerried men makeing Applicetion to young or Unmar- 
ried women In relstion to marriage & endeavors to drew out their affect- 
ion without ye Consent of parents Guardiens or relations Concerned— it 
is ye Sence of this meeting’that Such proceedings merits ye Censure of 
friends & ere for Iudgement, & Likewife where eny member Stends up in 
ye Iustification of eny Such Tregular prectices es sbove Such perfons 
are to be hfteemed as offenders & ye Tudgement of truth Sets upon their 
heed & yt ye Clerk or Some other friend Inquire perticularly of ye per- 
sons yt propofe— their Intentions of Marriage with Each other whether 
they have obtained Consent of ye parents or guardisns of both Sides be- 
fore they "ndeevour to drew out the Affections of ye young women they 
Appear with,....." 

The Orthodox erected @ brick Meeting House in 1830, a little ways 
south of the old New Gerden Meeting House, but on the opposite side of 
the road. In the "Book of Meetings" issued sbout 1905 by Arch Street 
Friends, the following is said of their Meeting at New Garden:- "Held 
on First and Fourth deys at 10 o'clock. Teke train at Broad Street Sta- 
tion for Toughkennemon, one and three-quarters hours on the Central 
Division, Pennsylvania R.R. The Meeting House is on the road that 
crosses the railroed et the station, one mile directly south. Tne Rece 
Street Friends' Meeting House, of the fine old type, comes first; ours 
is further on, on the left side of the road. Usuel First-day attend- 
ance, somewhst under 30. There is no minister, but scme of the members 
not infrequently speek." 

The following minute here trenscribed was obtained from the Minute 
Book of the Western Querterly Mesting of Orthodox Friends, now, in 1936, 
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in the safety vault at No. 302? Arch Street, Philedelphia, adjacent to 
the Arch Street Meeting House:- 2 

"New Gerden Mo M 8mo 23, 1895 The following informetion wes rec'd 
from New Gerden Monthly Meeting. New Gerden Monthly Meeting, has for 
the better sccommodation of its members decided to hold all its meet- 
ings et “jest Grove instead of elternetly at West Grove end New Gerden, 
and et 11: o'clock instead of 10.- The chenge was mede in the Highth 
month." ; ; 

On Seventh-dey, Ninth Month 16, 1915, New Gerden celebrated the two 
hundredth enniversery of its existence @s e Frparative Meeting, both 
branches of the Society taking part in the progrem. The eddress of wel- 
come wes given by J. Frenk Chendler of Toughkennemon; the response by 
Benjemin F. ‘Thitson of Moylen. There were eddresses by Frencis B. Tay- 
lor, J. Bernerd “alton end J. Mason Wells, end poems and other papers 
providec. From the Historicsl Sketch by Seréh Moore Cooper, the follox- 
ing extractsheave been teken:- 

"Our eerliest records seem to show that the lend upon which this 
meeting house stands, end the neighborhood surrounding it, wes patent- 
ed by ‘Yilliem Penn, Jr., about the veer 1706. He being about to return 
to ngléend, left it in charge of his attorneys, Griffith Owen, James 
Logen snd Robert Ashton. The lend was immediately teken, but in & few 
yeers severel femilies arrived from Irelend, end, settling there, gave 
the name of New Gerden to their new home, in remtbmbrence of thet pléce 
in Trelend." 

"Fron 1708 to 1712 these fermers attended meeting et Old Kennetty 
formerly called Newerk Monthly Meeting, but as their colony. increesed, 
John Willer offered his home for the holding of First and Fifth-dey 


meetings. A request was forwarded through Newark Monthly Neeting to the. 
‘Quarterly Meeting to thet effect. The following is 6 minute prepared by 2% 


Chester Querterly meeting, Third month 4th, 1713: 

"This meeting, considering the settling of a meeting et or near John 
Miller's do allow that a first end fifth-day meeting to be kept at John 
Miller's dwelling house, for this ensuing querter or until further or- 
ders, the said meeting to belong to Kennett Preparative Meeting for the 
present.' iy 

"In Sixth-month, 17}3, they sent another request to Kennett, then 
Newerk Monthly Meeting, asking permission to build » mesting house, 
which was forwarded to the Quarterly Meeting. The following minute 
shows the request wes grented: — 

'Newerk Monthly Meeting requests that the femilies of the meeting 
kept et John Miller's, mey have the liberty to build a meeting house 
near Micheel Lightfoot's, which this meeting taking into consideration, 
do allow the same Friends of that meeting to do so, and not to exceed 
e half mile from the said Michael's.'" 

"The first meeting house built was of logs which wes used until 
1743, when the growing population rendered it too small, end it was 
replaced by a larger brick one, which is now (1915) the south ond of 
the present building. The bricks in this building were said to have 
been imported from Wngland." 

"Until 1758 New Garden was one of the fourteen Monthly ifeetings 
belonging to Chester Quarter. Thet Quarter being so large it was de- 
cided to divide it. So Newark, New Garden, Nottinghem, Bradford, Sads- 
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bury, Duck Creek, Hopewell, Feirfex end Werrington wero set epert as West- 
am Querterly Meeting." P 

"The row of old Lomberdy povlers, eight in number which grew in front 
of the old meeting house were cut dow in 1863 and repleced by the trees 
sow to be seen." 

The proceedings of the New Garden Bi-centennial celebretion wero put 
{n print in pamphlet form with the verious papers, addresses, poems etc., 
recorded in full, es a fitting souvenir in comnemoration of the occasion. 
An sppropriete "Dedicetion" wes pleced in the work in the following words, 

"To John Miller in whose house New Garden Meeting was held for three 
yeers prior to the building of the house et New Gerden in 1715, and-to 
#11 others who nelped in the founding and msinteinance of this meeting, 
this.volume is most gratefully dediceted." 

The older of the two teeting Houses at New Gerden, Pe., fecing the ; 
east insteed of the south es was customary with old meeting houses, is 
‘pleasently located at the crossing of the roads in the little village, 
looking quite modern in its outwerd appesrance, excepting only the an- 
cient "Up-and-on- block" at the southeastern corner of the building. The 
fine long porch with its Porte-cochnere gives much dignity to it, and the 
large trees about the place lend the Meeting House a genuine summer charm. 
However, it is very reesoneble to believe that the New.Garden Mesting 
House did fece the south in its earlier dsys before it was enler:ed end 
renodsled in 1790. The position of the House in respect to the Buriel 
Ground end the wegon-sheds seems to suggest it. The long line of sheds 
to the southwestwerd of the House extends along one side of the large L- 
shaped graveyard, the oldest part of which is next to the Meeting Houss. 
There is a stone wall on the north and east sides of the greveyerd, a 
gate of entrence between the House and the sheds end enother near the 
wastern end of the sheds, the latter opening to the newer portion of the 
ground where the greeter number of memoriel stones ere to be seen. Not 
ell ere Friends who have been interred in this cemetery, but the gréve- 
stones G&re generally kept within the bounds of Queker requirements. Thers 
are very meny femily names seen in the New Garden Friends' B3uriel Ground, 
a few of which sre Agnew, Barnard, Beiley, Brown, Cary, Chendler, Cochran, 
Cooper, Dunlap, Fisher, Gunning, Hannum, Hobson, Hollingsworth, Hoopes, 
Kemble, Lindley, Mackey, Meloney, Michener, Milnous, Moore, Newlin, Pratt, 
Richerds, Roberts, Seal. Starr, Thompson, Walton, Webster, ‘Vickersham end 
Yerkes. Close to the lower entrence gate is the greve of Uzre Michener, 
a prominent member of the Society of Friends end the euthor of "A Retro- 
spect of Terly Quekerism" end other works; he was born llth Mio. 24, 1794 
and died 6th Mo. 24, 1887, hence was nearly ninety-three years of age at 
the time of his death. 

The graveyard of the Orthodox Friends et New Garden, a quarter of a 
mile from the HWicksite Meeting House and in front of their neat brick 
Meeting House, also has ea goodly number of family nemos shown on the 
headstones:- Balderston, Brown, Chambers, Chendler, Cooper, Dingee, Gaw- 
throp, Good, Herper, Hoopes, Key, Kinsey, Lerkin, Marvel, Orin, Pelmer, 
Pratt, Pusey, Pyle, Seal, Thompson and ‘felton. There is 6 wall on the 
east end south sides of the Burial Ground and en iron fence on the oth- 
er sides. | 

There is no dete of the erection put upon the Meeting House, but 
1830 is given as the time of. its building, @ note to that effect being re- 
corded in the pamphlet of the proceedings of the Bi-centennial Celebra- 
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tion in 1915. In 1930 the membership is so small and scattered thet the 
_meetings in the Orthodox plecs of worship are infrequent and report stay 
the place practically closed. In the Friends' Religious end Moral Alma- 
nac of 1936 the name of New Carden, as a reguler meeting is omitted in 
list of perticuler meetings. 


OLD KENNUTT. 
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Old Kennett, a name adopted by way of distinguishment from the lat- 
er established meeting at Kennett Squere es well as by reeson of its an- 
cient origin es a Meeting end its owm very old Meeting House, is a Pre- 
parative Meeting belonging to Kerinett Monthly Meeting in the Yestsern 
Quarter of Fhiladelphie Yearly Meeting of Hicksite Friends. It is locat- 
ed in Kennett Township of Chester County, Pa., @ couple of miles from 
Wendenhell Stetion, and close to the hamlet of Hamorton. Also it is not 
fer distent fron Longwood where the Progressive Friends built their Meet- 
ing House, and not many miles from historic Birminghem with its memories 
of the Battle of Brandywine. In fact Old Kennett itself has its reminis- 
cences of history and romance. On a tablet by the weyside is announced 
to all interested passers~by:- ; 

"Kennett Meeting House. Here the Americens under Mexwell, opened 
fire upon the advencing Hessiens, thus beginning the Battle of Brendy~- 
wine, September 11, 1777. Trected by the Pennsylvenia Historical Commis- 
sion and the Chester and Delaware County Historical Societies 1915." 

But Old Kennett is more widely appreciated, verhaps, by reason of its 
essociation with Beyard Teylor's "Story of Kennett." The novelist gives 
this picture of the interior of the Meeting House which in 1926 is much 
like it was in 1866 when the romence was published:- 

"The stiff, unpainted benches were filled with the congregation, 
young and old, weering their hats, and with a stolid, drowsy Look upon 
their faces. Over &@ high wooden partition the old women in the gellery, 
but not the young women on the floor of the house, could be seen. Two 
stoves, with intermediete lengths of pipe, suspended by wires from the 
ceiling, created a stifling temperature. Tvery slight sound or motion— 
the moving of ea foot, the drawing forth of e pocket-hendkerchief, the

‘lifting or lowering of e head-- seemed to disturb the quiet as with » 


shock, 6nd drew meny of the younger eyes upon it; while in front, like 
the guerdien statues of en Sgyptian temple, sat the older members, with 
their hends upon their knees or clasped across their laps. Their feces 
were gréve and severe. 

"After nearly an hour of this suspended animation, 6n old Friend rose, 
renoved his broed-brimmed hat, end plecing his hands upon the rail before 
him, begen slowly sweying to and fro while he spoke. As he rose into the 
chent peculier to the sect, intoning alike his quotations from the Pselms 
end his utterénces of plain, vreacticel advice, an expression of quiet but 
almost luxurious satisfection stole over the faces of his aged brethren. 
With helf-closed eyes end motionless bodies, they drenk in the sound like 
a rich drsught, with a sense of exquisite refreshment. A close connection 
of ideas, @ logicel derivetion of ergument from text, would heve aroused 
their suspicions that the speeker depended rather upon his ow &ctive, 
conscious intsllect then upon the moving of the Spirit; but this aimless 
wendering of a half-sweke soul through the cedences of a lenguaege whicn 
wes neither song nor speech wes, to their minds, the evidence of genuine 
inspiretion. 

'ttyhen the old men set down, e@ womsn arose and chented forth the sug- 
gestions which hed come to her in the silence, in & voice of wonderful 
sweetness and strength. Here Music seemed to revenge herself for the 
slight done to her by the sect. The ears of tne hearers were so charmed 
by the purity of tone end the delicate, rhythmical cadences of the sent- 
ences that much of the wise lessons repeated from week to week failed to 
reech their consciousness." 

‘Taylor's picture of a Friends' meeting may be, end hes been, open to 
edverse criticism, but it should be recollected thet it is intended @s en 
illustration of such e religious service during the letter part of the 
eighteenth century. Meny of the oddities described are no longer known in 
a Friends” meeting of the twentieth century, although some of them occa- 
sionelly crop up. The closing of the service as told in the seventh chap- 
ter of the "Story of Kennett" is a genuinely characteristic picture:- 

"After another intervel of silence, the two oldest men reeched their 
hands to esch other,- e sign which the younger mombers hed anxiously e- 
weited. The spell enepped in en instent; e€11 arose end moved into the o- 
pen eir, where e€1l-things et first appeared to wear the same aspect of 
solemity. The popler trees, the stone well, the bushes in the corners 
of the fence, looked greve, end respectful for a few minutes. Neighbors 
seid, 'How does thee do?' to eech other, in subdued voices, end there 
wes @ conscientious shsking of hends ell sround before they dered to in- 
dulge in much conversetion. Greduslly, however, ell returned to the out- 
door worlé end its interests. The fences beceme so meny posts and reils 
once more, the bushes so meny elders end bleckberries to be cut away, end 
the helf green fields so much sod for corn ground." 

’ The outside view of Qld Kennett is attractive to both antiquary end 
romenticist. The trees, horse-sheds and greveyerd eal] speak for then- 
selves of age, end to the left of the Meeting House, noar the door end 
roadway, the entique horse-block, which, like the House, hes outlived 
the Revolutionery times, is still en object of interest. Teylor mentions 
it, too, in his romence:- "One by one the elcer men c&éme up to the stone 
-pletform with the steble old horses which their wives were to ride home." 
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Some of the reel people who still live under their fictitious names. 
in "The Story of Kennett", now sleep beneath the vines and wilc flowers 
in the neglected buriél ground neerby the Meeting House. There lie Sereh 
Teylor Jecobs \"Selly Feirthorn") end the two “Yilliem Welters, father end 
gon, (thé "Bertons"), but. it is difficult to find their graves on account # 
‘of the high growth of the tengled vines. : 

NOT].- Since the ebove criticism was written considereble ettention 
hes been given to the Burial Ground et Ole Kennett, end it is kept in much | 
‘better order. 

Old Kennett is & rare old meeting-house, end its grounds during the 
summer segson ettract pleasure parties who helt there to enjoy & picnic 
lunch under the trees. So the compiler of these notes found it on July l, 
1928, when he wes teken to the historic spot by Mr. Frenk E. Morgen of 
1629 “elnut Street, Philedelphia. 

As 8 meeting, too, it is old, for it out-measures two centuries. San 
uél Smith, en authority on early Friends' meetings, states thet in 1707 
"Vincent Caldwell, Thomas YYickershem, Joel Baily, Thomes Hope, Guyon Nil- 
ler, and others, being settled at Kennet ana the east end of Merlborough, 
hec liberty to keep e meeting for worship sometimes in privete houses. 

In the yesr 1710 ® piece of lend wes purchesed end & meeting-house built, 
which wes enlerged in 17193 in 1731 it was further enlarged." 

The following extrect from & paper prepared for e meeting of Young 
Friends' Associetion at Kennett Square, 5th Mo. 4th, 1902, by Shserples W. 
Lewis, places the originel Old Kennett Meetikg House as the second oldest 
in Chester County:- "The next one was Old Kennet built of logs also in 
1710, enlarged in 1719, end replaced by the present stone building in 
1731. I heve heerd it seid that Fenn preached in Old Kennett at one time, 
but this cennot be correct, as he left America never to return, in 1701, 
nine years before it wes builts he died in 1716." 

The seme authority informs us "Vincent Celdwell came from Hnglend 
in 169°. Although # young unmarried man, he was 8 minister of some note. 
He married Betty Pierce, and settled finelly near Longwood, where George 
‘Thetcher now (1902) lives. Meetings were first held et his house end he 
and four others formed the committee that built the original Old Kennett 
meeting-house in 1710." 

Old Kennett, or Mennett Monthly Meeting, distinct from Kennett Squére, | 
origineted early, but under a different name, beginning at New Castle, 
Deleware, then in 1687 "This meeting, taking into consideretion the matter | 
of the men's meeting, which hitherto hath been kept at New Cestle, and 
finding upon due consideretion, that it may be more convenient forthe 
present, thet it be kept twice on the other side of Brandywine, and a 
third, which will be the Quarterly Meeting, to be kept at New Castle." 

But the Friends et New Castle did not like this arrengement and 
grew cereless in attendence end efter 1689 Newark, Deleware, was the 
general plece for holding the Monthly Meeting. 

"The last Monthly Meeting held et Newark," according to Michener, 
"wes in the year 1707. Fron the building of the meeting-house at Centro, 
in 1708, it wes generelly held there, a few times at. New Garden, until 
the seperetion of thet meeting in 1718. It was first kept at Kennet, in 
1721, end efter 1726, once in three months. These removes were, however, 
made by the speciel appointment, of the meeting, from month to month." 

In 1729 it wes settled thet the Monthly Meeting was to be held 
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"every other time et Kennet, until further order." Then finally in 1760 
the minutes of Yennet Monthly Meeting stete, "Agreeeble to our request, 
the Querterly Meeting has ellowed of the elteretion of the neme of our 
Monthly Meeting, pan Newerk to that of Kennet; which is to be the name 

till further orders.’ 

"After the sock a of Centre Monthly Meeting in the yeer 1808, 
Kennet Monthly Meeting slterneted to Merlborough, and when Kennet Squére 
 Yeeting wes set up in 1820, the Monthly Meeting circulseted there also." 

.This is quoted from IMichener's "Retrospect of Werly Quekerism." 

Old Kennett Meeting House hes no dete-stone recording the time of 
its erection, but it was built in 1731, replecing its predecessor con- 
structed in 1710 enc enlerged in 1719. 

By the coming of 1920, when the compiler mede e& second visit to tne 
Weeting House, © chenge for the better hes teken plece st Old Kennett, 
end the premises show a neeter eppesrance, end the Buriel Ground decid- 
»edly indicetes the attention of interested ownership. Some of the very olc 
time-worn tombstones heave been carefully re-set in cement blocks, not 
very ertistic in looks, but very effectuelly preserving tne almost ob- 
litereted inscriptions. Such is the case with those of Deniel ‘ebb and 
his wife, which reed:- 

Denier’ Yebbesr. 10° °mo lith 1741 

Mery “ebb wife of Daniel 7th of ye 4 mo 1750 
There are many memorial stones in the Old Kennett Graveyard, énd among 
the verious femily names to be seen there ere:- Byers, Carleton, Cope- 
lend, Cloud, Chelfent, Davis, Dillworth, Entriken , “etor, Gerrett, Good- 
win, Harlan, Herlon, Hall, Hopple, Hemor, Jacobs, Jefferis, Jenkinson, 
Lemborn, Lewis, Mendenhell, Mertin, McFedden, Nethery, Passmore, Rigdon, 
Steele, Stern, Taylors Yernon, YYey, Yilkins, “Ylehb end Zane. 
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Parkersvills, or Perkerville ss it is sometimes misspelt, is & very 
eméll village in Pennsbury Township, Chester County, Pea. The following 
extract from Futhsy end Cope's "History of Chester County, Pe.," 18é&1, 
gives a little informetion respecting the early history of this towm- 
ship which was set off from Kennett Township in 1770 end wés early set- 
tled by Friends:- "Pennsbury Township, from the eastern pert of Kennet, 
formed the efrliest ssttled part of the township. The names of Frencis 
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Smith, Henry peirce, Robert Yay, Thomes Hope, George Harlan, Iseac Few, 
and ‘Yillieam Huntlet were among the first to oe up lend, end efter thags 
ceme the llarveys, Temples, Mendenhells, end “febbs. John Parker, an eni- 
nent minister emnonz Friends, wes settled there in ths time of the Revo- 
lution. The villsge of Perkarsville, in the township, wes so named in 
‘honor of him." 

The Friends' Meeting House bearing the name of the village, is about 
e querter of e nile distant; it belongs to the Orthodox brench of the So: 
ciety of Friends, and ic a Perticuler Meeting of the Kennett Monthly Veet« 
ing in the Yestern Querter of the Yearly Mesting of Philedelphie. In 19%: 
it is practicelly discontinued, meetings, eccording to the Year Book of 
Arch Street Friends, being held only in the sunmer season end then ee 
pointment," It is reported the seme in the later issues of the "Friends' 
Religious end Moral Almanac." In the "Book of Meetings’ set forth about 
1905, this notice of Parkersville Meeting Sek a ie 

"Meld on First and Fifth deys at 10 o'clock. Parkerville is.one and 
one-half miles from Pocopson Station, on Yilmington % Northern R.R.;3 
chenge &t Chadd's Ford, on the Central Division. Teks road running west, 
crossing the railroed at Pocopson Stetion, direct to Perkervillse. Park- 
erville is also accessible from Mendenhall Station, three miles, on the 
Centrsl Division, one and one-half hours from Philedelnhia, Brosd Street 
Stetion. It is distent from Lenane two miles. Teke Lenape trolley at 
Yest Chester. This Meeting is neer a village where there is no other 
plece of worship. Its situation commends a beautiful view. Ususl attend- + 
ance on First deys, 10 to 20. The meetings are usually held in silence. , 
The membership of this Meeting is composed ES aed of middle-eged and 
younger Friends." 

Perkersvills Meeting House wes erected in 1830, soon after the Sep- 
eration of 1827, its congregation heving formerly been in membership at 
Old Kennett, where the Hicksite brench, heving the stronger holding at 
the tine, retained the old Meeting House. 

_ Parkersville Meeting House wes accidentally burned, Novenber 29, 
1917. At the time the following account of the disaster was published in 
one of the county newspapers:- 

"On Sixth-dey, the 6th inst., the Friends' meeting house at Park- 
erville, Chester County, e few miles south of ‘lest Chester, and perheps 
two miles from Lenape wes destroyed by fire, only the bare stone walls 
being left stending. The fire was caused by sparks from e bonfire in the — 
graveyard lodging between the roof snd cornice. A workman was engaged in @ 
burning briers and dead grass in the seid graveyard. The fire spread to 
the shingle roof, end it wes impossible to stay the flemes, elthough an 
alarm was given and neighbors soon were et the scene. VYord was telephon- 
ed to the Kennet Squere company which responded, but too late to be of a 
any assistance in ssving the building. Those who @rrived early, however, 7 
set to work with a will end most of the benches in the meeting house were ve 
carried out and all the shutters were removed and teken to & plece of tna 
safety, but the roof, rafters, floors end ell other woodwork were totelly i. 
‘destroyed, es was a small woodshed, %c. The flemes did not communicete, ay 
fortunately, to the row of horse sheds nearby. ty 

"This meeting house, erected in 1830, wes of pointed stone, except 
roof snd a few other portions of the building. The stone walls now only 
remain. The meeting house was improved and put in good condition only «& af 
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“short time since. It is not believed thers is eny insurance on it. This 
meeting is of the Arch Street branch of Friends, end the house was built 
threo years efter the separation of 1827. The old Friends' meeting at 

m Kennett, mentioned in Beyard Taylor's Story of Kennett, wes retained by 
Wythe body often called, though erroneously, Hicksite Friends. This meet- 

* ing years ego had a membership of considerable size, but many old fami- 
lies had moved to Yest Chester and Kennett end ettendence has latterly 

» been smell. Although meetings dre still regulerly held every First-day, 
the mid-week gatherings have bean discontinued. One of the elders of 

this meeting is Henry Marshell, of Kennett township, a former treesurer 
of Chester county, who wes in West Chester when the fire occurred and was. 
talephoned to. 

"Perkerville meeting house was an old landmark end meny weddings took 
plece there.’ In the greveyerd beck of the building there have been many 
interments of members of the ebb, Temple, Velter, Perker, Dewees, and 
other families. The meeting house mey not’ be rebuilt, es there is no in- 
mw 6surance end no funds on hend for the work." 

a However, the Parkersville Meeting House wes rebuilt. The stone walls 
m being perfectly good and substantial, tne woodwork of the old building was 
» replaced with the object in view of restoring the House to its originel 

m eppeareénce, with the two small porches at the front instead of the long 

H open porch which hed repleced them in later times. It may be noticed that 
a the date of tne burning of the Meeting House es given in the newspaper 
clipping, differs from that obtsined from another source. 

The compiler of these historical records wes taken to the Perkers- 
ville Meeting locality on Mey 3, 1930, by Mary Roberts ‘Jalton, then of . 
Toughkennémon, Fe., leter of Kennett Squere. 

a A visit to Perkersville Meeting House in Mey, 1930, reveals the old 

/ House, with its wells just a century old, in @ fine state of repair, 
stending grand and attrective in its eépparent loneliness by the road- 

j side. It wes built facing the southwest, or, otherwise, cornering to the 

f cardinal points, end has the dete of its originsal erection, 1630, in its 

E northwestern geble fecing the road. The recently restored woodwork, though 
fF solid end firm, has the aspect of ege, aptly corresponding to the date on 
its walls.

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Pennsgrove is @ Monthly Meeting which wes esteblished es such in 1843, 
Selonging to Yestern Querter of Philedelphie Yearly Meeting of Hicksite 
friends. Wzra Michener of New Gerden, Ps., treets cf Fennsgrove in the 
following words: - : ; 

"1620.~ Cn the request of John Hembleton, Joseph Brown, Nethen 
Sharpless, end divers other. Friends, with their femilies, New Gerden 
“Monthly Meeting indulged them the privilege of holding a meeting at the 
house of Joseph Prom, in thé year 1620, which wes soon removed to John 
/Hembleton's, as being more convenient. In 1628 the meeting was discontin- 
ued at Jchn Hambleton's, and kept et the house of Semuel Hedley, under the 
etre of e joint committee of men end women Friends. In 1829, the meeting 
wes esteblished, with the privilege of holding & Preparative Meeting, end 
po continued till 1833, when the meeting-house wes built end the meeting 
held therein." i 

Its story has been interestingly told by Elle K. Bernard in an erticle 
printed in the Friends’ Intelligencer, 12th Month 31, 1510. The following 
{s quoted from thet paper:- 

"The privilege of holding sn indulged meeting wes grantec to some mem- 
bers of New Garden Monthly Meeting (in Chester.Co., Pa.) end on the 13th 
of First month, 1520, the first meeting wes held eat Joseph Browm's, now:. 
Henry Bushong's, in Penn towmshin neer Jennersville (which head been nemed 
for D. Ndwerd Jenner, the discoverer of veccination). The little meeting 
flourished under the foster csre of the committee enpointed, which report- 
od from time to time to the parent meeting. Later it wes moved westwerd, 
to suit the convenience of its members, to @ house belonging to John Hem- 
bleton (the fether of those mentioned in the later history) the Semuel 
Hembleton's property et the cross roads, I think. 

"On the 6th of Twelfth month, 1827, the indulged meeting held et John 
Hembleton's ‘claimed the ettention of the Monthly Meeting-end a committee 
were appointed to visit it and report their sense thereof.’ On the 6th of 
Third month, 1828, they reported that they were united in believing it 
would be best to discontinue it. This report being united with by thet por- 
tion of New Gerden Monthly Meeting termed Orthodox, the committee were &p- 
pointed to inform them of their discontinusnce. 

"New Gerden Wonthly Meeting (Crthodox) seems to heve reteainea the 
nemes of the children who were minors on her list of membership, &s nearly 
sixty yeers later, ons who was born & member here in 1826 wés visitea by 
a committees of thet meeting in regerd to her membership. I think her éns- 
wer wes, 'they need not doubt her choice end preference efter all these 
yeers.' 

"The information of their discontinuence does not seem to heve deunt- 
ed the little meeting, for the grester number of its membors met at the 
usual time et the house of Samuel and Fhebe Hedley on the 13th of Third 
month, 1828. A little leter they were taken under the care of that por- 
tion of New Gerden Monthly Meeting with which 'they had unity’ end on the 
Sth of Seventh month, 1828, requested of the parent meeting the privilege 
of holding e Preparsetive Meeting to be célled Pennsgrove Preparative Meet- 
ing. This request was grented end on the 3lst of Twelfth month, 1629, the 
first preperetive meeting wes held. Wli Hambleton wes its first clerk. 

"For some yeers the meeting wes held in a log house on the property 
of Semuel end Phebe Hadley (leter the Fisher property) before it found € 
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himself through the trap door on the top of the greet 'Tin-pléte stove’ 
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permanent home. In 1828 © new roed (Ho. 44) was laid out,from ‘near the 
intersection of the limestone roed with the Penn's Manor line, pest Jo 
seph Kent's factory to the lend of John Hambleton and tlie road leading — 
to Faggs Menor Church,’ end by the roadside a little grove, composed of | 
stately tulip trees, fine oaks snd hickories was chosen as the site for 
the new meeting-house, snd the neme alreedy selected fitted the new sure 
roundings.......The Fennsgrove lend, s portion of this Manor, hed long 
ween settled, end its one end 6 helf acres were ‘conveyed by Jonethen 
Lemborn end Merthe, his wife, to Joseph Kent, Thomas Hembleton and Cherleq’ 
Hembleton, of thea members. of the Society of Friends, comprising Penns- 
grove Meeting,’ and on the 24th of Sixth month, 1833, ea committee of 
thet meeting ‘entered into a contrect with Joshua Fulton to erect ate 
cost of $416. the present brick meeting house. It was furnished in the 4 
same. year end the first meeting held therein was one eppointed by Lucre 
tia Mott, on the 24th of Sleventh month 1833.' Very unpretending and » 9% 
modest was the little meeting house— 'In the leafy groves of Penn.' 

"So much for the earlier history which is, of courss, compsrative- 
ly modern, but this summer es in the quiet of the meeting hour the clerk 
read the minute ‘At FPennsgrove Preperative Meeting’ to the little as- ; 
semblese gathered there witn guests from Christiene, Phileadelphie, Balls vag 
timore, end Richmond, Va., who were welcomed in their midst, the 
leeves of memory swiftly turned end on their pages many héppenings and 
events ‘st Pennsgrove', together with 

‘Imeges end precious thoughts 
: Thet shall not die, end cennot be destroyed, ' 
were with us once again, and in the gellery sat the loved ministers, 
Elihu Bernard, Phebe Hadley and Meria Jene Kent, fecing the full benches, . 

"And here egein ceme Lucretia Mott, end kdeames Kersey céme, and Jo- 
seph A. Dugdele, a not fully welcome guest, end in the earlier years of 
his ministry, John J. Cornell preeched from the text, 'Be ye perfect,' 
end many némes and. shadowy feces passed in swift review. And shadowy 
forms of deer ones filled the benches full again. 

"These same worn benches witn the scratched end cut initials on 
their straight high backs that tell of restless children during the 
meeting hours, end perhaps of needed rebuke— st leest so thought one 
dear old friend, who pinned the following Lines one dey on the 'clothes- 
house’ doors 


Some come here just for a walk, 

And some come here to leugh snd talk, 

Some come here to see their friends 

And some come here for private ends. 

Some come here to sleep end nod 

But few come here to worship God. 

'tAnd then in enti-slavery days there were differences— honest dif- 

ferences of opinion es to the bast means of freeing the country from 
the curse of slavery. Some thought the meeting no plece for questions 
of this kind, or the meeting-house no plece for lectures, end e minute 
records this decision, but when Abby K. Foster came end found closed 
doors, some one quickly climbed to the door in the geble-end, lowered 


below end ‘onened the house. Leter, however, when the sons enc grendsons 
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went to their country's call, forgotten wes the old mandate, for in 

the meetinz-house socks end mittens with one finger, were knit, end 
fenily linen turned into lint bendages for the soldier boys. 

"The Pennsgrove (or Upper Oxford) Soldiers' Aid Society wes elresd- 
-y et work First montn 2nd, 1862, buying~bundles of cotton, muslin, 
gingham, calico, yarn, etc., in wholesale quentities. Muslin in 1662 
was 13 cents per yard, end in 1863, by the piece, they paid 165 and 

22 cents & yard. They made and sent meny garments to the hospitals, and 
also boxes were filled and sent to their relatives in the army, end to 
them, as well as to the hospitel supplies, the dear mothers usually hed 
pairs of mittems or socks to add. 

"Of this society §. F. Coates (I think Emeline, wife of Simmons) 
was president and. Leore Puséy, "ve Hembleton and Mery Ann Smith secrete- 
ries at different times, and Mery Anne Bernerd treesurer." 
| The following is Semuel H. Broomell's account of Fennsgrove, in his,. 

-owm words:- 

"On the 6th of lst mo. 1820 e request wes mede of New Gerden Month- 
ly Meeting for the privilege of holding en indulged meeting in the houses 
of Joseph Browm in Penn Township signed by John Hambleton, Dennis Coneérd, 
Nethen Sherpless, Joseph Brown, “Jillian Wichener, Semuel Hembleton, Jon 
Tommsend, Levi Roberts, Semuel Grey, Thomas Hambleton, “im. Towsend, ‘YVil- 
liam Conerd, John -Conerd, Rechel Hembleton, Sarah Gray, Rechel Sharpless, 
Phebe Prowm,: Henneh Hembleton, Asenith Conard, Henneh iichener, Matilda 
Townsend, Letitie Townsend * Didemie Conard, which was grented at thet 
time end the first meeting held on the 13th of same month under the cara 
of & committee from the Monthly Meeting. On the 10 of 8 mo. of the seme 
year tne Monthly Meeting was informed thet the indulged meeting was mov- 
ed to @ vacent house of John ,Hembleton's in Upper Oxford Township, about 
@ half mile over the Township line, where they continued meeting until 
3rd mo. 1828 when it was semi-officieslly leid down by thet portion of 
the meeting generally denominated Orthodox. The larger part of the meet- 
ing, however, did not recognize the assumed authority of the others. end 
continued to mest as usual on the 13 of same month but now in the house 
end home of Semuel and Phebe Hedley in the seme Tovmship. After a few 
months it was noved to @ smell log building on the premises end near. 
their residence. Leter in the seme year thet pert of New Gerden Monthly 
Heeting with which they were in unity was informed of their situation 
and thet meeting approved of their proceedings end took them under taeir 
care. 


"On the 9th of 7 mo 1829. The Friends comprising the Indulged meet- 
ing requested of the Monthly Meeting the privilege of becoming a busi- 
ness meeting under the nano of Penns Grove Preparative Meeting, which 
wes grented end approved by the Quarterly Meeting anc the meeting for 
business as @ constituent brench of New Gerden Monthly Meeting wes op- 
ened on the 3lst 12 mo. 1831. 

"On the 24th of 5 mo. 1833, Isaac Stubbs, Jonethen Lemborn, Jossph 
Kent, Thomas Yelton, Thomes Heableton, * John VY. Leek on behelf of the 
members composing the meeting entered into contract with Joshus Fulton 


a at s cost of $416 to erect the present brick meetirig house upon @ lot 


a of lend in Upper Oxford Towmship containing 12 ecres conveyed by Jona- 
then Lemborn and Merthe his wifs to Joseph Kent, Cherles Hambleton, 
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Thomas Hembleton, in trust for the sum of $1.00 for theeuse and benefit 
of the members of the Society of Friends composing Penns Grove meeting. 
The seid house wes erected in 1833 and the first meeting held therein 

was one &@ppointed by Lucretia Mott the 25th of llth mo. ga same yeer. 
The meeting continued to be a constituent brench of New Gerden Monthly 


‘Meeting until the 3 mo. llth 1842 when in: connection Race Homevills 


meeting (then called Oxford) a wrench of Fallowfield Monthly Meeting, 
they were orgenized as Penns Grove Monthly Meeting end met alternate- 
ly at tne two places. 

"The first clerk of the Preparstive Meeting was ™li Hembloton who 
served the first two years. Yith very brief exceptions S. Hadley served 
from 1832 until his death in 1859. "ith other exceptions covering the 
period until 1666 Semuel H. Broomell has. been under the appointment to 
the present time (1931). In egreement of e like decision of the Monthly 
Meeting this meeting adopted the plan of meeting in joint-session in 
1584. In 1845 when the slavery question was agitating the minds of many 
Friends some of the members requested the use of the Meeting house for 
entislevery speakers which was, considered at three consecutive mootipgr 
when @ minute wes recorded that there was not sufficient unity to allow 
the house opened for any other meetings then those held in the regular - 
order of Society, which sroused some feeling of descension and separa- 
tion. 
"In 1908 a porch was erected in front of the house and about two 
years leter it was thoroughly repeired end refurnished et considereble 
greater cost then wes paid for its erection in 1833. In 1912 the house 
wes repeired et & cost of $454.82 end refurnished et a cost of $183.40 
— totel $626.22 " 

In 1930 Pennsgrove Meeting is small and its meeting for worship is 
held only on-the second Pirst-day of each month, while its Preparative 
Meeting is held but once or twice a year. In 1937 Nestern Quarter re- 
ported to the Yearly Meeting that "Pennsgrove Meetings for worship heve 
been discontinued except at times of Monthly Meetings, for about nine 
months in the year." In 1939, however, the schedule of meetings states 
that First-day Meeting at Pennsgrove is held "on second end fourth 
First-deys of each month et 10.00 A.M." 

Previous to 1913 it had been reported to the Yearly Meeting "The 
time of holding Pennsgrove and Fallowfield Monthly iWeetings has been 
changed es follows: Pennsgrove, which has been alternating with Home- 
vills, now holds all its sessions at =rcildoun, and Doe Run now holds 
all meetings at @rcildoun." (NOTE. The statement that Pennsgrove 
Monthly Meeting was to be held at Ercildoun is evidently an error, for 
its sessions, after tney ceased being held at Homeville, were all kept 
et Pennsgrove.) 

The mid-week meeting at Pennsgrove wes discontinued in 1861, be- 
ing so reported to the Yearly Meeting. 

The compiler of these historical notes vieited Pennsgrovs Meeting 
on Jenuary 11, 1931, being taken to the plece by Mary Roberts ‘Welton 
of Toughkennamon, Pe. The Meetirig House, since its repairs, has lost 
its antique eppearence. The brick walls have been stuccoed, the form- 
er double front door has been replaced by a single one, although the 
queint lock and thunb-latch are the same as of old, end within an en- 
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tirely new set of furniture has teken the place of the stiff, uncom- 
forteble benches of eerly days. Specimens of the former benches &re pre- 
+ served on the porch outside. Altogether Pennsgrove Meeting House is im- 
7) proved, pleasant and cheery,.while the social ettitude of its members 
makes visitors and strengers feel easy and "at home." The mombershin 

in 1931 numbers 57, but menyv of them are_so distantly located that at- 
tendance is grestly interfered with end the meeting is consequently so 
smell thet only one gathering is held each month. Its oldest end one of 
its most interested members is Samuel H. Broomell, who, appointed clerk 
of the Monthly Meeting in 4th Mo. 1874, served fifty-five consecutive 
yeers, being succeeded by his son, J. Howard Broomell in 4th Mo. 1930. 
On 6th Mo. 3rd, 1866, Ssmuel H. Broomell was appointed clerk of Fenns- 
grove Preperetive Meeting end still is serving in that capecity in 1931, 
though @ man in his eighty-ninth year. 

In the Pennsgrove Buriel Ground, nest end as well-cered-for es the 
house of worship to which it belongs, rest the esrly members of the 
meeting, the Hembletons, the Hadleys end others. Eli Hembleton's greve 
is close to the Meeting House; so also is Samuel Hadley's. The record 
put upon the heedstone of the latter, reeds,- "Semuel Hedley Disa 17th 
lst mo 1859 aged 60 yr. Im. 21d " Here is a general list of the femily 
nenes on the memorial stones at Pennsgrove:- Barnard, Bavington, Bolton, 
Broomell, Bushong, Cloud, Cooper, “verett, Fisher, Gerretson, Gerrott, 
Griest, Hadley, Hembleton, Herlan, Hoskins, Jeckson, Kent, Kirk, Light- 
foot, Mercer, Michener, Morrison, Newcomer, Pexson, Phillips, Pusey, Rob- 
erts, Valentine, “elton, Vey, Yickershsm and ilson. 

Surrounding the Meeting House @re many fine trees, smong which, at 
the rear and northwerd of the House, formerly stood the old-time wegon- 
sheds, thet, felling into disuse, were removed yeers ego. 

NOTE. Semuel H. Broomell, mentioned so intimately in connection 
with the Pennsgrove Meeting, wes born 1llmo.u]3, 1842, and died 2mo. 7, 
1937, in his ninety-fifth year. He wes buried in tho Pennsgrove Friends' 
Burial Ground.

“Spencer's (Indulged.) 1813.- Semuel Spencer, John Hellowell, 
Freneis Good, 6nd other Friends, living in the lower part of New Lon- 
don, remote from est Grove Meeting, were indulged to hold meetings for 
worshio in Spencer's school-house. It wes opened the 10th of the first 
month, 1613. In 1833, the week-day meeting was discontinued, and that oy 
first days in 1836,- the members returning to “lest Grove, where they had 
formerly telonged." : 

Although this assertion is doubtless relieble, it is interesting 
to note that the printed issue of the "Book of Meetings" for Fhiladel- 
phis) Yeerly Meeting of Friends for the year 1812 pleced Spencer's 4s 
one of the four particulér meetings of New Gerden Monthly Meeting. This 
was © yeer before the dete given by Michener. 

The following minute from the Monthly Meeting of Men Friends of Nev 


wes recorded after the discontinuence of the Indulged Meeting: - 

"New Gerden monthly meeting held 8th of 9th mo 1641. Two friends 
having been appointed in the 4th month lest, to request the edvice of

may with propriety be left in the occupancy of the heirs of Semuel Spen-_ 
cer:- which being culy considered, this meeting egrees to resign the 
present occupancy of the said lot of lend with its eppurtenances to the 
heirs of our deceesed friend Semuel Spencer, to be held by them for their 
own. private use and benefit. But it is distinctly understood ena decler- 
ed, thet the cleim of the trustees on behalf of this meeting, in and to 
the lect of lend, hereditement, end prenises grented by our before nemed 
friend, is only Suspended, not relinquished, end thet the cleim of the 
grentees mey be revived et eny time hereafter, when this meeting snell 
find the wey clear for occupying the premises in the menner designated 
in the Deed of Trust. Frencis Good end Enoch Lewis sre appointed to fur- 
nish the heirs of friend Samuel Spencer with a copy of this minute end 
report when prepared." ; : 

Mery Roberts elton of Toughkennemon, Chester County, Pa., took 
the compiler of these historicel sketches of Friends' Meetings to the 
locelity of the Spencer's Meeting in New London Towmship, on Merch 14, 
1931. By 1931 © period of ninety-five yeers hes passed since the in- 
dulged meeting held in Spencer's Schoolhouse wes discontinued. Yith 
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the greduel lepse of time, those who constituted the membership of that 
little Friends' Meeting, with their descendents for a& couvle of gener- 
ations or more, have passed ewey, end simply the circumstsnce thet there 
wes once such a meeting in existence, is now remembered. However, the 
old school-house, or at least an old school-house, e brick building at 
the top of e hill up which the passing dirt road rises through 8 com- 
paretively deep cut, still stends by the weyside. Some grend old meples, 
showing by the size of their trunks, considereble efe to their ellotted 
existence, ere prominent objects growing on the brow of the hill close 

to the little building, but, et the time ci the compiler's visit, they 
had been very recently trimmed closely of their wide spvreeding brench- 

es end eppeered only &s huge tree-trunks bereft of beeuty enc of the pre- 
sent thence of affording shade to the entique building wherein it is pos- 
sible the Friends' Meeting was once held, end where the youth of long a- 
go receivec scholestic educetion. 

The little’ house hes lost its former office of being an educétion- 
al institution, heving been converted into a dwelling-house some yetrs 
before the beginnins of the twentieth century, the present tenant heving 
lived in since 1899; he, from whom the information wes received, also 
steted that it hed been a dwelling used by others before his time of oc- 
cupency. Jt is located in Breou's "¥erm Meps of Chester County, Pe.," 
1883,:es @ schoolhouse on the fsrm of Jesse Spencer in Frenklin Tow- 
ship. ‘ 

Some elteretions have been made in the building to suit its new con- 
dition, end, although in @ passeble state of repair, the old brick house 
reveels severel marks end proofs of the weer and teer of the yeers that 
heve gone by, end visible signs of the many decades ettached to its age 
end history. Spencer's School-house is situsted minway between the small 
hamlets of Kemblesville and Chesterville in the southern part of Chester 
County, Pa. 
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Tn 1881 the "History of Chester ‘County, Pe-," published by J. Smith 
Futhey and Gilbert Cope, the following brief remerks were made of the 
meeting of Hicksite Friends held at Unionville, Fa.:- “This wes made up 
of members of Kennet and Londongrove Monthly Meetings, end held under 
their joint cere in a house built ebout 1845." 
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This meeting was comperatively new at the time that. Rr. “zre Michener 
of New Garden, in 1859, wrote his "Retrospect of Serly Quakerism". In 
this work he noticed it in the following romarks:- 

"1845.- 'The committees of men end women Frierids, respectively ap- 
pointed by the Monthly Meetings of Kennet snd London Grove, report, that 
having generally met, end had a-full conference with the principel part 
of those members of the two Monthly Meetings which are embraced in the 
application, end efter a time of solid consideration (the said committees 
ecting conjointly), were much united in believing it would be right to 
grent the request; end that an indulged meeting, to be celbed Unionville 
Meeting, be accordingly held in the house alreedy provided,' &c. 

‘Whicn, on-deliberate consideretion, wes united with, Women's Meeting 
also concurring; end the following Friends appointed to unite with women 
Friends, to attend the opening of seid meeting, and have the general over- 
sight thereof, conjointly with a committee of Kennet Monthly Meeting,’ 
&c.- -(London Grove Monthly Meeting.) " 

Unionville, st first an Indulged Meeting, became a Preparative Meet- 
ing under the jurisdiction of Kennett Monthly Meeting in Yestern Quarter 
of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of the Hicksite branch of the Socisty of 
Friends. In 1871 it was reported to the Yearly Meeting by “Yestern Quar- 


‘ter thet "A meeting for worship on First and Fifth-days, except the Fifth 


deys of the weeks of Preparative, Monthly end Querterly Meetings, has been 
established at Unionville under the title of Unionville Meeting, to con- 
vene at ten o'clock, to be a brench of Marlboro' Freparative and.of Ken- 
nett Monthly Meetings." 

From Kennett Wonthly Meeting records in the Friends' Historical Li- 
brery at Swerthmore, Pe., the following information concerning Unionville 
Preparative Meeting was obteined:- : 

"At Kennett Monthly Meeting the 3d of Fifth month 1870. Communica- 
tion To Kennett Monthly Meeting 3d of Fifth month 1870 Deer friends We 
undersigned members of Unionville indulged meeting believing that the 
time has fully come to meke application to our respective Monthly Meet- 
ings for the liberty to hold a preparative meeting at Unionville (to be 
celled Unionville preperative meeting of Friends) end to be @ branch 
of Kennett Monthly meeting All of which we respectfully submit with de- 


sire that you may be directed by best wisdom,- Signed 
Jes. Smith hos. Seal

At the Yestern Querterly Meeting of Friends neld the 20th 
of the 10th mo. 1870 The request brought upon the reports from Kennett 
end London Grove Monthly Meetings was read end deliberately considered, 
After much: expression of unity in the concern anc encouragement to the 
Frisnds interested therein the request wes granted and the meeting at U- 
nionville established as therein proposed womens meeting uniting tnere~ 
with, "noch S Hennum, Joseph §. Yalton, Solomon Pusey, Deniel Kent, “/il- 
liam Brosius end Joseph Chendler were eppointed to ettend -in compeny 
with Yomen Friends (if they should appoint) the opening of said meeting 
on the first dey following our next monthly meeting end report. The 
Clerk wes requested to furnish the two Monthly Meetings with the con- 
clusion of this mesting 

Mlwood Michener Clerk " 

Leter in 1883 it wes reported that the mid-week meeting et Union- 
ville was discontinued, but as e Preparative end Perticuler Meeting it 
wes mentioned in the Friends' Yeer Book as lete as 1928. At thet time 
its business meetings were scheduled for the first First-dey of each 
month, to be held nine months of the year st Unionville, the remaining 
three et Merlborough, while its meetings for worship were set for each 
week et ten o'clock. 

The tenor of these reports, off and on, during the yesrs of the past, 
rather Seem to indicéte that Unionville Meeting wes not very strong. At 
ell events, by 1930 no meetings are held regularly there , end the Yeer 
Book mentions the Meeting House es being “unused." 

NOTE. Unionville Meeting in 1938, is kept up practicelly by one per- 
son, Ida P. Sherpless, whc has attended, whenever possible, since 1Omo. 
19, 1930. Sometimes others also attend. The scheduls of Meetings in 
1939 notes "Unionville Meeting fdr'’orship (Indulged) et 11.00 A.M. 
first First-day: not held during winter months." 

The compiler of these sketches of Friends' Meetings visited Unicn-~ 
ville Meeting House and its locality on Mey 3, 1930, being enablec to 
accomplish the visit by the courtesy of Nsry Roberts Walton of Tough- 
kennenon, P&., who, on the same dete, took him elso to the Marlborough 
an the Perkersville locelities. In 1930 the Unionville Meeting House, 

“a light red brick building facing the south, without dete of erection 

on its outwerd wells, sits quite lonely and seomingly deserted on its 
ettrective and beeutiful grounds et the back of the lerge Unionville 
Cemetery, between it end the public highway. Its grounds, now sadly neg- 
lected end overgrown with a tengle cf woodbine, wild vines, end weeds, n&s 
en entrence from the public road by:e lene to the west of the greveyard. 
Beck of the House ere the familisr wegon-sheds, elweys found by the 
Friends' Meeting Houses in the country districts in times of the past; 
but these st Unionville ere renidly verging upon @ stete of decay. There 
ere several fine tress ebout the place, end, especially noticesble in 

the Buritl Ground. One,efed cherry tree, with gnerled, knotted and twist- 
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ed trunk, unusuelly lerge in circumference, is 8 conspiquous. monarch 
in the greveyerd.. There is little in its generel sppetrence to sug- 
gest thet the Unionville Cemetery was 46 Friends' Buriel Ground in forn- 
er days (end perheps it never was) for it is used hy other denomina- 
tions besides the Quekers end hes a prominent displey of high, costly 
marbles and monuments, the modest smell. headstones thet accord with 
the restrictions of the Society of Friends being very few and incon- 
spicuous; yet many of the larger stones bear the Friends' style of len- 
guage in their inscriptions. Among the meny femily nemes seen in this 
cemetery ere Beker, Chalfant, Chembers, Chendler, Cutler, Frenk, Grif- 
Tith, Grover, Heyes, Hoeslencd, Jeckson, Lemborn, McFarland, McNeil, 
Moore, Morgan, lLicFedden, Mershall, Feirce, Pyle, Seal, Smith, Taggart, 
Thetcher, Thompson, “Welton, ebb, Wilson, YYoodward end Worth. 

In this ground is Be greve of Ruth T. Wilson who died 23rd Mo. 12, 
1861 eged Gl yesrs. She was the prototype of the fictitious. "Marthe 
Deen", the admireble heroine of Beyara Teylor'’s celebrated novel, "The 
Story of Kennett." Wer greve is in the northern section of the Burisl 
Ground, located a a spot somewhet distent from and in front of the 
Unionville Friends' Weeting House. 
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“lest Grove Friends' Neeting is in London Grove Township in Chester 
County, Pa., taking its name from the tow in which the Neeting House 
wes originally built. For the Hicksite brench of the Society of Friends 
it is a Monthly Meeting of Yestern Quarter of Philedelphie Yearly Meet- 
ing; end for the Arch Strest Friends it represents New Gerden Monthly 
Meeting in the seme Quarter. Regarding the establishment of est Grove 
Meeting, tzra Michener states, in his "Retrospect of "arly Quekerism:-" 

LS 1 a Gr te Jecksons, Micheners, Puseys, Prestons, and many other 


femilies of Friends, heving settled ebout Vest Grove, e meeting-house was 


built, and 6 meeting indulged therein by New Gerden Monthly Meeting, in 
the yeer 1767. The following year, the Monthly Meeting proposed to the 
Querter to establish the new meeting, whose committee reported thet, 
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‘After divers opportunities had with friends thene, in weightily 
considering the proposals, end freely conferring together thereon a- 
mong ourselves, now unite in believing thet, under every consideration, 
it mey be best for the Quarterly Meeting to concur in the esteblishment 
of & mesting there. "hich is submitted, &c. Signed (by sifzht men end 
six women) the 15th of second month, 1789.' ‘Thich, being considered, 
is concurred with.’ ~-("Jestern Quarterly Meeting.) — 

" Preperetive Meeting wes allowed at West Grove, in the yeer 1790. 

"In 1831, e new meeting-house wes erected, some distance from the 
former, enc the meeting hés since been held therein." 

Of course Dr. Michener follows only the Hicksite brench of the his- 
tory of “West Grove. At the time of the Seperation in 1827 the Orthodox, 
being in the majority, retsined the old brick Meeting House on Hermony 
Road, “lest Grove, and the Hicksites built a new brick building in 1831, 
about e mile end a half out of the tow, on the road leeding to Kelton 
and New London. The first brick house, beering the date 1686, was used 
for over @ century end wes then replaced by the present handsome new 
brick structure shortly efter the Yicksites erected their new. Meeting 
House on Frospect Avenue. A brick displaying the new dete of erection 
end the old brick having the original date, were built in the wall a- 
bove the front door under the long porch. The House feces neerly to the 
south, end, like its predecessor, is @ long building on @ high elevation 
of ground considerably sbove the level of the street fron which & series 
of made steps escend the terrece. Between the street and the Meeting 
House is a thin grove of trees, end the Harmony Road, between the two, 
leads to the westwerd. At the eastern end of the Meeting House is the 
former Friends' School-house, now, in 1930, used as ea dwelling; end at 
the west side of the House,’with the gatewey to the Burial Ground be- 
tween, ere the wagon-sheds. In the greveyerd, e lerge cemetery sloping 
to the woodlend st the back, are meny neet memoriel stomes on which 
are seen many femily nemes, some being:- Bundy, Cloud, Conard, Cunning- 
hem, Dorey, Fell, Gemble, Grant, Hamilton, Hervey, Hocpes, Hughes, Lin- 
ton, McFedden, Moore, Pessmore, Pennington, Redman, Reid, Setterthweite, 
Spencer, Thomas, Townsend, Welker snd Yickershem. 

The Meeting House built by Hicksite Friends in 1831, still -stends, 
in good condition, on a:hillside beyond the town on the public roed 
leeding to Kelton end New London. It is e brick building witn the dete 
of erection, 1831, on its western geble, feces south, and hes its back 
to the public highway. In 1930 its woodwork hes been recently painted 
of e sort of dark ten color, verging closely upon @ red tint, in fect 
the entire building presents quite a uniform red appeerance. The greve- 
yerd, reeching from the House to the road, also extending to the west- 
werd, is a well-cered-for cemetery still used as & place of sepulchre; 
while the Meeting House is used for funeral services. In the Buriel 
Ground sre mény marked graves showing the femily names of Bennett, 
Commons, Conérd, Tevenson, Wvans, Ferra, Fell, Gawthrop, Good, Grey, 
Hellowell, Heyes, Hood, Hoopes, Hughes, Jeckson, Kent, Lukens, Moore, 
Pennington, Pennock, Plumley, Pratt, Preston, Pyle, Singley, Speekman, 
Spencer, Welkor, Yelter, Vey, Yebster, “Wilkinson, and others, Sarah 
Hunt, @ prominent minister of the Society of Friends, was buried in 
this cemetery. She was born at Milton, New York, 7th Mo. 25, 1797, 
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and died near West Grove, 7th Mo. 16, 1889. The Vest Crove Graveyard 
is partly enclosed by an iron fence, but there is an unobstructed ap- 
proech on the roedside. 

The remoteness of the Meeting House from the town of West Grove 
caused the erection of a new building on Prospect Avenue in 1901. The 
new building is well above the street end sidewelk, end does not fol- 
low the conventional style formerly used by Friends in the construct- 
ion of their pleces of worship. ‘The date, 1901, was pleéced on & corner 
stone uncer the porte-cochere, an ertistic piece of stone-work et the 
right of the building. The Meeting House faces the east. 

Shortly efter the Meeting House on Prospect Avenue was built, the 
following notice wes published in the Friends’ Intelligencer, Ninth 
Month | 27, 19028-< 

“the Friends et Test Grove, Pea., expect to have their first meet- 
ing in the new meeting-house on next First-dey a week, Tenth month Sth, 

: at the usual hour, 10 e.m. The new house is situated on Prospect ave- 

nue & short distence south of the reéilroed station, end conveniently 

in the town..It fronts east, and occupies an eleveted site, with 
fine prospect of distent country. The ground rises from the station. 

: The lot, which is 100 feet front by 374 fest deep, wes given for the 
purpose by Milton Jeckson. The house wes designed by Frederick B. Fyle, 
erchitect of Weshington, D. C. It is of e light grey limestone, from 
locél quérries, the well outside being neatly pointed. A pigzzea extends 
elong the front.......There is © sheltered driveway, or porte-cochere, 
where persons may alight from vehicles without exposure. The house has 
a seating capacity in the mein room for 176 persons, end two ente-~rooms, 

‘which mey be 'throwm in' when needed, will increese Laie to. ebout 200. 

‘These rooms will ordinerily serve for comnittee-rooms, etc. 

"The old “lest Grove meeting house is ebout a mile end «a quarter out 
of tovm, end wes needing repeirs for continued use, Jhile meny precious 
memories ettech to it exverience showed the meeting could be better main- 
teined loceted mors conveniently." 

It. wes reported to Philedelphie Yeerly Meeting in 1903 thet ‘est 
Grove Meeting movec from the old to the new hone in Tenth Month, 1902." 

The following communication gives the date of the esteblishment of 
the Monthly Meeting at Vest Groves-

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Beck Creek Friends' Meeting wes a Ferticular Meetings, or meeting for 
worship, thet belonged to Hopewell Monthly Meeting in Feirfax Querter of 
Beltimore Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. It wes loceted nine 
miles northwest by west of Yinchester, near Geinesboro, Virginie. It was 
settlec, eccording to the tabuleted list of eerly mectings of Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting in "Southern Quekers and -Slévery," in 1759. This work was 
written by Stephen B. Yeeks in 1896. 

As Feirfax Meating, previous to 1789, belonged to Philadelphie Year- 
ly Meeting, Beck Creek, between the time of its orgenizatio in 1759 and 
the year 1789, when with Feirfax it wes transferred to Beltimore Yearly 
Meeting, wes a part and und-r toe jurisdiction of the former Yeerly Meet- 
ing. 


There-ere several references to Back Creex in the minutes of Hope- 


well Monthly Meeting. Some of them are as follows:- 


12mo. 24, 1759:- “et this meeting it wes agreed that the friends 
Living on Back Crich might have Liberty to hold a meeting for ‘Yorship 
Twice a week, viz on first day % fourth day at the dwelling house of 
Thomas Fugh during the winter season * that They be accountable to this 
meetins how the sane is kept up." 

6mo. 2, 1760.- "The friends Liveing on Beck Creck heveing been in- 


_dulged with Liberty of holding e meeting for Worship twice a week at the 


dwelling house of Thomes Pugh during the winter Se@son, now Requests the 
seme to be Continued Till further orders, which Request after Deliberete 


-Consideretion This meeting Grents." 


llmo 2, 1767.- "Back Creek Friends requests leave to hold their Meet- 
ing once @ month et Bere Gardin at Owen Roger's during this winter season 
vz the first Dey in each month next efter our monthly Meeting, which 
this Meeting grents." 

In 1775 some Friends were appointed to visit different indulged 
meetings belonging to Hopewell Monthly Meeting to look after their con- 
dition and welfare, end, as one of the number, Beck Creek wes reported 
in Fifth Month es having been visited "with Good Satisfaction." 

In 1777 Beck Greek wes under consideration for establishment and 
met with favor in Hopewell Monthly Meeting, and the request was forwerd- 
ed to the Querterly Meeting by whom it wes egreed to on Seventh Month 6, 
1778. ‘ 

During 1783 Bear Garden, which appeers to have been more or less 
associated with Beck Creek, tried to secure establishment, but, on the 
7th of Fourth Month, 1783, it wes reported "it is not kept up to the 
reputation of Truth, therefore this. meeting after solidly considering 
the metter, discontinues thet mestine at Present." In 1754 Bear Garden 


_egein requested to be indulged end wes given "enother Oppurtunity." 
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‘the time of the first establishment. At both dates of its establishment 
dt wes a constituent of Beltimore Yeerly Meeting in the Feirfax Quarter, 
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_ 2mo. 6, 1786.- "Likewise that friends of Beck Creel & Bere Gerden 
requests to heve s preparstive meeting amongst them." A comnittee was 
appointed to look sfter the request and the next Monthly Meeting grent- 
ed it. 

Levi K. Brown, in 1875, wrote of Beck Creek Meeting, saying:- 
"Beck Creek Meeting Is also located in Snanai ick County, Virginia. In- 
dulged as s brench of Hopewell Preparstive Meeting, nine miles north- 
west of “linchester, the neerest reilrosd stetion, four miles wost of 
Hopewell; esteblished.in 1777. In 1870 there were five families end 
parts of famtiies sin eit 12 members." 

The following communication from Annie Rees of Winchaster, Va., dat- 
ed 4th Mo. 6, 1933, gives this information of this Meeting:- "about the 
Meeting house et Back Creek. It was an old Log-house % the Meeting was 
discontinued between 1890 end 1900. The Buriel Ground is there & @ Cem- 


etery Associeted with Friends, hes been orgenized. They will enlarge the 
Ground & keep it in order. Ye still hold our Circular Meeting in July, 
once & year at the Methodist church, at Back Creek." 

There is an interesting entry in the Hopewell Monthly Meeting books 
which states thet in 1778 that a Meeting House was built "sometime past" 
at Back Creek end now "settled" there.

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Bear (erden wes sn Indulged Meeting thet wes in existence et least et 
forty-three years. It wes orgenized es s meeting for worship es early 
as 1767, wes 7 ee by Hopewell vonthly Meeting to which it belonged, 
in 1780 or perheps earlier, end wes established in 1794. It evidently. 
wes a smell meeting thet experienced discontinuence end re-orgenize-~ 
tion severel times, end wes even re-esteblished in 1804, ten years from 


end of Hopewell Monthly Meeting;.but et the period of its organizetion 
it belonged to “lestern Querter of Fhiledelphie Yearly weeting.

Five yeers after its re-esteblishment, Beer Gérden Meeting wes of- 
ficially lain down on the 5th of 10th Month, 1609. Its Meeting House 
was loceted at the eestern foot of Beer Garden Mountain, about two 
miles north of the modern Highwey No. 50, in Hampshire County, West Vir- 
ginia. 

In ths "Hopewell Friends History" prepered by Welker McC. Bond end 
others, 1936, there is some mention of this meeting as follows:- "In the 
leto eutumn of 1767 Beck Creek Friends requested leave of Hopewoll to 
hold their meeting once @ month st 'Bere Gerdin', st “van Rogers's; 
"during this winter Seeson viz the first Dey’ in each month after our 
monthly Meeting', the request was grented." 

On the 7th of Fourth Month, 1783, it was reportec "it is not kept 
up to the reputation of Truth, therefore this meeting after solidly con- 
sidering the metter, discontinues thet meeting et Presont." In 1784 Bear 
Gerden agsin requested to bs indulged end wes given “another Oppurtunity." 

amo.-6, 1765.- "Likewise that friends of Beck Creek & Pere Gerden re- 
quests to heve & preparetive meeting amongst them." A committee wes a&p- 
pointed to look efter the request end the next Yonthly Meeting grented 
it. 

In 1799 Henry Hull visited the meetings in thet section of Virginie. 
"™e then attended meetings et Goose Creek, South Fork, the Gep, Berkeley, 
fiddle creek, Upper end Lower Ridge, popeea) Beer Gercen, Beck creek, 
and Centre. The following first-dsay we had e large mesting sat YVinchester 
in the “piscopel mesting hovse, where 4 na number of the town's peo- 
ple attended, includins seversl preachers, end elso the few Friends liv- 
ing there."

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Berkeley Friends' Meeting, known throughout the groater part of 
its existence by the name of Bullskin, was one of the minor meetings of 
the Fairfax Quarter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting. It was organized before 
1759, while Fairfax end Hopewell’ were a Jone of Philadelphis Yeerly Meet- 
ing, and its esteblishnant took place before their transfer to Baltimore 
Yeerly Meeting trenspired. Buy Lett lie. of the individual history seens 
fo be in print, and the mention of it in the minutes of Hopewell Month- 
ly Meetings, of which it was en adjunct, is infrequent. Bullskin, later 
Berkeley, wes ean Indulged Meeting, and acknowledged as such in 1785, al- 
though it had been in existence &s an orgenized mesting at least as ear 
ly as 1759 when William McFherson was recorded as being Overssaer of the 
Meoting. 

Bullskin Meeting House was located three and a half miles southwest 
of Charles Town, now in Jefferson County, “lest Virginia, on the Bullskin 
Cresk. Originally this location was in Frederick County, Virginia, but 
the county division in 1772 left it in the new county of Berkeley. Again 
enother county division placed it in Jefferson County in 1601. 

(In 1794, when the Meeting was at least thirty-five old, its name was 
chenged from Bullskin to Berkeley, and it retained the later county name 
to the end of tha meeting's existence, although the earlier odd neme ap- 
peared to have clung to it very tenaciously. In the minutes of Hopewell 
Monthly Meeting occur the following items of interest concerning Bull- 
skin Meseting:- 

"At Hopewell Mo. M., Ist of Sth. month, 1785, tho Friends appointed 
to visit the Frisnds at Bullskin reported thet they had made the visit 
end were of the mind it would be beast to indulge them with holding a 
meeting on First Dey and Fourth Day of the week, which efter deliberate 
consideration was concurred with. The new meeting was to give account 
monthly how it was kept up. Richerd Ridgway Sr., Nathaniel ‘White Jr., 
Mordecai Welker, end Joseph Heckney were appointed to attend the first 
meeting at Bullskin end report to the next monthly meeting at Hopewell. 

"Tm the 9th month of 1792 a comnittee was appointed at Hopewell to 
visit all the indulzed meetings within the verge of that monthly meeting. 
By the following month the comnittee had visited 'Belskin' end Tuscarora, 
At this monthly meeting the midweek meeting at Bullskin was discontinued 
on preparetive woesk. 

"In the year 1794 the neme of this meeting was chenged from, Bull- 
skin, the name of a nea arby s small strean, to Berkeley; ies a ame of the 
county, as it then was, in which the meeting was located. 

(These notes from Hopewell are quoted from their re- ervanged Len- 
guage as given in "Hopewell Friends History" by Welker McC. Bond and 
others, 1936.) 

Also in the Hopewell records the following marriages are registered 
as heving occurred at Bullskin or Berkeley Meeting. The last one of 
these shows the Meeting wes yet in existence es late as 1810. How much 
later the meeting continued is not know by the compiler of these notes.

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Bush Creek is a small eastern tributary of the Monocacy River in Fred- 
erick County, Maryland.

of the Zighteenth Century. Using the authority of Stephen 3B. Weeks in

Meeting which doth not eppear to be 
reputebly kept up, there being but one Femily wholly Members belonging 
thereto: 2ndly A Froposal for the settlement of a Meeting at Lush Creek 
jn Merylend the Friends. there having been indulged by Feirfax Mo Y Neet- 
ing with the Priviledge of holding Meetings several Years; & now request 
it may be settled by the Quarterly Meeting, they heaving proceecec so far 
es to build a House:' wherefore it is concluded to refer each of those 
Matters to the following Committee Swithin Chendler, Isaac “hitelock, 
Andrew Moore, Iseec Jackson & David Brow, whom this Meeting appoints 
to visit Fairfax Mo.

peated Laeboure of Love, thet heve been extended towerds them, have 
not: hed the desired Effect, to excite to faithfulnéss in divers re-

The Meeting House is gone, 
heving beon eccidentelly destroyed by fire during one dry summer sefson, <@ 
being ignited, it is said, .by sparks.from 6n enzine on the railrosd pass- 
ing the grounds. At the present there appears to be no record of the 
yeer-of the burning. =llen Russell “ves of Millville, Pa., wrote concern- 
ing it, 2nd Mo. 4, 1933:- "The letter thee wrote to New Market, eddressec 
to Deboreh S. Russell, wes forwerded here to my sister, who is the only 
remaining Russell in the femily. It seems interesting that thy letter 
to my mother, long since gone to her rest, should fell in my hénds for 
an. answer. “le ettended meeting at Bush Creek, I till IJ was marrisd, snd 
the family till Fether's desth soon after. The meeting house burned dom 
s few years efter Fether's deeth which wes in 1902, end wes never rebuilt 
since the resident nenbers were women living a mile ewsy, witn no wey of 
going.

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Crooked Run Friends' Meeting covers a period of sbout a half-contury 
of Quaker history. Fron a smell beginning, while still subordinete to Hope- 
well Friends in colonial Virginia, it grew, rising to the distinction of en 
independent Monthly Meeting in Fairfax Quarter, and ultimetely had several 
subordinete Indulged Meetings under its jurisdiction. It wes itself esteb- 
lished as a meeting for worship in 1760, and hed existed as a meeting Yor 
worship @ number of yeers before that date. It was made & Monthly Meeting 
in 1780, end, under its swey, we read the nemos of Smith's Creek, settled 
before 1770; Mt. Pleesent, possibly the seme as Fawsett's, settled before 
17783 Culpeper settled in 1778; Stefford settled in 17793; and Centre set- 
tled about 1780: €11 which heve long ago been discontinued end sre now all 
but forgotten, excepting Cantre which developed into the present meeting 
of Winchester. Tven Crooked Run itself was leid dowm in 1810, and the en- 
tire Meeting, like its membership, has, for over # century, ficuratively 
been buriec with only the written records of its deys of action to testify 
to its eerly existence. 

The following extracts from Hopewell Monthly Meeting minutes give Crook: 
ed Run's generel story, but, unfortunately, they reveel none of the leeting' 
history efter the yesr 1788. They are obteined from &@ copy of Hopewell Month 
ly Meeting Minutes in the Pennsylvania Historical Society's Librery et Thir- 
teenth end Locust Streets, Philadelphia.

They Living ebout Twenty miels distence from this 
meeting; &11 which we after deliberets Consideration Submit to the Quer- 
terly meeting for epprobetion." . : 

12th mo. 1, 1760.- "At this meeting there wes a Coppy of e@ minute Read 
from the Yestern Querterly Meeting importing their Concurence with the Re- 
quest of friends on Crooked Run of haveing & meeting Settled for worship 
allso & preparative meeting according to the time proposea in the Requests 
which this meeting acqueices with." 

fnd mo» 3, 1772.- "At this meeting the Queries wes Reed but no answers 
from Crooked Run and the weather Such thet it is not Txpected to send. the 
enswers, therefore this meeting Refers enswering them untill next monthly 
meeting." ‘ 

12th mo. 6, 1779.- "The friends appointed to visit Crooked run meeting 
respecting their request of having a monthly meeting settled their report 
they have performed the service, end that Truth seemed at that time to be 
low amongst them, nevertheless they thought it might be best to forward 
the same, which after the matter being duly considered, it appeered to be 
the sense of this meeting that the matter be left under the solid.consider- 
ation of the seme friends, who are to visit them again, or as often as 
they may think necessary % make report of their service when reedy." 

This matter of the establishment of a Monthly Meeting at Crooked Run, 
occupied the Committee's attention until Third Month 6th, 1780, when they 
egresd to the request, 6nd it was then forwarded to the Western Quarterly 
Meeting of Philadelphie Yearly Meeting for its eapprovel. 

Sth mo. 4, 1780.- After visiting severel of the Indulged Meetings, 
Hopewell Monthly Meeting decided "to purpose Centre meeting to the Quarters 43 
ly meeting in order for its establishment, with which this meeting concurs (jy 
end thet Beer-garden, Culpeper, Mount pleasant & Stefford be further Indulge 
ed as heretofore." 

The minutes record that a Preparative Meeting was settled et Mt. Pleas 
ant.and Centre in 1781, and by llth Mo. 29, 1781, the Monthly Meeting be- 
came divided or circulated between Crooked Rum and Centre. It is very not- ‘| 
iceable by a close study of the minutes of Hopewell Monthly Meeting, that 
the close scrutiny exercised by the meeting in the private lives of its 
and its subordinates' members, enteiling disownment for many faults, which, 
in some instances, in the twentieth century would be deemed triviel faults, 
most certainly reduced the strength of the meetings, driving from the fold 
scores of individuals, thereby diminishing the Meetings' congregations ac- 
cordingly. This rigid method of purification was not elweys wisa. It is not 
surprising that Crooked Run ultimately beceme extinct. Here are a few in- 
stances of this rigid oversight of the Meeting:- 

12th mo. 1, 1760.- "David Brooks complained of ‘for Stealing e& young 
‘Yomen from her perrents Distent from here @® bove one hundred miles whome 
the said Devid a Considerable time Since hath marryed to by & babtist 
Teacher; Jonethan Parkins % Henry Rees to treat withhim." 
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8th mo. 6, 1764.- "Amelia GCzmon complained of by Crooked Run for marri- 
age out tliough preceutioned; Jacob McCey to draw test.” 

9th mo. 3, 1764.~ "Amelia: Larrick formerly Ozmond disowmed. Robert 
Haines to assist women to reed testimony, &c," 

3rd mo. 6, 1769,- "Crooked Run compléined of Enoch McKay for drinking, 

. being concerned in @ lottery and ettending e marriage out." 

There @re numerous instences of marriages "out of meeting", some of in- 
termerrieges of "first cousins", end in 1773, the instence of Jemes Hollow- 
ay who "hath been guilty of dencing." A committee was appointed and con- 
tinued & couple of months in his.cause; Holloway asked "fer e longer time;" 
then on lst mo. 3, 1774, he wes reported as 'not spoken to since last mtg." 
and the case was continued. On 5th mo. 2, 1774, "Jemes Holloway not dispos- 
ed to condemn his conduct" so the following Monthly Meeting on 6th mo. 6, 
1774, he wes disowed. 

Among; Crooked Run's exemplary and very worthy members in those eérly 
times, mention is made of the minister Ssther Haines, who even cerried her 
inistretion in visits to other meetings 

Of the subordinate meetings of Crooked Run, Smith's Creek obtéined the 
most frequent mention in Hopewell Monthly Meeting minutes. 

Crooked Run Meeting was locetec nine miles south of “iinchester in Wer- 
ren County, Virginie, at Nineveh. There is a Buriel Ground still extant SUA 
1933, but the Meeting House has long been gone. Some additionel inf ormetion 
ean be obteined fron the recently published "Hopewell Friends 'listory" by 
Walker McC. Bond snd others, 1936. From it comes tne knowledge thet on 6imo. 
‘1, 1758, Thomes Branson leased four scres of lend at. Crooked Run to John 
Painter for ninety-nine yeers for a Friends' Meeting. This statement some- 
whet fixes the date of the orgsnizeation of this meeting, but, in the course 
of time, history reveeled thst long before the period of that lease expir- 
ed, the Meeting hed been ciscontinued. 

Crooked Run Monthly Meeting wes leid dowm 3mo. 18. 1807, and three 
yesrs later, 1810, the meeting for worship also wes discontinued, there 
being so few Friends to attend end keep it in existence.

In the Western Querterly Meeting books occur * 
which have some bearing upon Bush River mesting:- 

From Yestern Querterly Meeting held at. London Grove 8215, 1763, "A 
smell Meeting House lately built near the Need of Rush River in Merylend 
(about 3 Miles distent from the old one, wherein Bushrivor esting. is now! 
held," &c -—— The remainder of the minute refers to other Meetings in oth- 
er Quarters. 

"at a Querterly Meeting held at London Grove the 18th of the Sth mo. 
17647— The same Comnittee report *They visited the Friends at & near the- 
Bayside who requested Liberty to hold a Meeting % do judge that it may be 
as well to leave them es they now are under the Indulgences, care, & In- 
spection of Deer Creek Moly Meeting' which this Meeting coneurs with, ra- 
.ther then to grant e further Toleretion for the settlement of e« Meeting 
there as yet." 

In enother part of the Minutes of Western Quarter in the same year 

1767 this meeting is mentioned as ean Indulged Meeting near the “Mouth of 


Susquehennah % Bay side." It was tolereted under the name of “Bayside”. 
Tt wes distinct froa ye meeting of the seme name on the Nastern Shore of 
Meryland. 


The following erticle written by Kirk Browm of 1813 North Ceroline 
Street, Beltimore, wes published, 10th Month 17, 1896, in the Friends’ In- 
telligencer. It gives @ very interesting history of Deer Creek end Bush 
River Meetings:- 

"In writing e brief account of Deer Creek Monthly Meeting in Herford 
county, }leryland, it is necessery to consider Bush River Meeting, which 
wes in Beltimore county end to which tho early members of Deer Creek Meet- 
ing belonged, this being én outgrowth from it and finally its successor. 

"Bush River Meeting dates beck to Yest River Monthly Meeting, in 
Anne Arundel county, Maryland, of which it formed a part, and thus we com- 
mence with the first settlement of Friends in Maryland, end with e meet- 
ing for discipline esteblished 1672, at which George Fox end ssi st oth~ 
er Friends from Tnglend were in ettendsence assisting to orgenize. The earl- 4 
iest Friends to visit Merylend were Josiah Cole and Thomas Thurgtony in e 
1658. They were here on a visit probably to the Indians and the few Friends 
then in Maryland, end were banished from the colony. They returned to the 
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colony @gain as early as 1669; in ‘thet yesr Thomas Thurston purchésed a4 

lerge tract of lend on Delph Dreek in Bush River Neck, and during the 

next twelve yeers he purchesed six other trects of lend ebout the heea 

tf of Bush River, end s trect of one thoussend acres at the mouth of Deer 
Creek, and leter, three hundred acres nesr Belair, the county seet of 

f Nerford. 

"Thurston send Cole were both ministers. The former efterwards be- 
came more enxious for worldly treasures end official renk then for ex- 
tending the teeching: of Friends among his fellow men. He was elected a 
member of the Assembly of Merylend, in 1688, and egain in 1690. About 
this time he wes eppointed comnender of the militery of Baltimore coun- 
ty end wes finally disowned by Friends. 

"T find no account of Josigh Cole holding eny lend. Yillism and John 
Cole, John anda “dwerd Telbott, settled near Bush River pravious to 1686, 
Semuel “Yellis before 1700, and John Webster and John Bond were there idole 
The lend records show thet. Wlizebeth Rigbie, probably the mother of Neth- 
an, purchesed lend in thet locelity in 1701. Nathan Rigbie begsen to aie 
chase ferms, of which he hed severel, in 1718. These, with the Moores, 
Coxes, Masseys, Hopkinses, and others of later dete, were the eerly 
Friends there. Yest River Monthly Meeting held 14th of Seventh month, 1722, 
wes inforned by a few lines from a monthly meeting held et New Gerden, 
Pennsylvania, thet the weekly meeting et Bush River had joined themselves 
to their meeting. Bush-River Meeting continued a part of New Gerden Month- 
ty Meeting until the 20th of Fourth month, 1730, at which time New Gerden 

Monthly Meeting set off Nottinghem Meeting, then in ‘Chester county, Fenn- 
eylvenia, enc Bush River as Nottingham Monthly Meeting. 

"An importent ettrection to the early settlers was the access to some 
river that could be utilized as a meens for treveling.......The fertile 
hills end healthy climate on Deer Creek attracted them and e settlement of 
Friends in this direction was meade from Bush River Weeting. 

‘"Tne following is the earliest mention of Deer Creek eee: "At Not- 
tinghem Monthly tfeeting, held 19 of 4th month, 1736: The Querterly Meeting 
having grented the request of this on behalf of Deer aoc. it is: there- 
fore thought necessery some Friends be appointed to go to Deer Creek for 
their assistance concerning the place for a house, burying-ground, etc, 
end so the meetinc minutes neh) ge Abrehem Job, Joseph “nglend, and 
John White for thet service.' 

“They reported the next monthly meeting thet they assisted the Friends 
of Deer Creek, ‘end the place seem settled both conveniently end to gener- 
al setisfaction.' 

"On the 29th of Ninth month, 1727, Nethen Rigbie conveyed to ‘the peo~ 
ple called Ouekers' three end one-helf acres of land for the sum of R75 
current money of the Provence. This lend was pert of 'Philips, his Fur- 
chese.' The desd informs us that the property wes set apart for a ‘Public 
Jeeting house foraver.' Nethen Rigbie reserved the right to himself end 
his heirs the privilese of ae in seid grounds. The property included 
two houses, ono of which wes used for a meetingf-house. This deed was mede 
to the Society in generel oe ye of Trustees and wes considered invelid. 
A second deed wes given 25th of Fift! mo,1789, by James Rigbie, he being 
the oldest end only reméining son of hin who was Ca tee Colonel Nethen 
Rigbie. It conveyed to Joseph. Verner, Hugh Bly, Jecob Belderston, end Is- 
aec Balderston, Trustees. Frevious to Sixth month, 1154, the preperetive 
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Herford county: were united end held et keitaton: About 1613 this meeting

meeting was held elternetely et Bush River and Deer Creek. At this deto Note 
tingham Monthly Meeting directed thet it be held exclusively at Deer Cresk,: 

"The 21st of fourth month, 1759, Deer Creek Freperetive Meeting re- 
quested Nottinghem Monthly Meeting to grent them the privilege of holding & 
monthly meeting. They stete that Friends belonging to their mesting end 
Bush River Msetinz, which compose their preparative meeting on the west 
side of the Susquehanna river, being subject to various difficulties in ete) 
tending their monthly. meeting &s well as necessary on eccount of the dis- 
tence, and the frequent denger of the river, snd having views of adventaze: 
to their youth anc otherwise, signify their desire of heving toleretion 
granted to hold e monthly meeting. This request was grented. Second of: Sixth 

month, 17651, the meetins informs thet a new meeting-house wes necessary to 
ae built, es the old one is not sufficient to contain tho members end othorg 
who incline to frequent it, end thet the old house eppeers considerably de-§ 
ceyed. The meeting appointed Joseph Hopkins, illiem Hopkins, Samuel Hilly.g 
Willian Vilson,*end “illien Coale,;.Sr., 60 prepare a plén for the new house ~ 
end collect subscrivtions for the seme. In 1761 Deer Creek Monthly Meeting,» 
which forned pert of Western Querterly Meeting, held et London Grove, was “¥ 
transferred to Yest River (now Beltimore) Quarterly Meeting. In 1519, Not- 
tingham Querterly Meeting was established, and Deer Creek was united with 
tis Quarter. 

"Meetings were held et Fawn Grove, York county, Pe., e brench of Deer 
Greek Monthly Meeting, es eerly as 1786, and in 1787 permission was grentedi yg 
to build a meeting-houce. Broed Creek Meeting, e branch of Deer Creek Monthe ig 
ly Mesting, wes en indulged meoting es early as. 1628. A mseting-houce was \ 
built in 1832. A regular meeting wes frented in this house 1844; & prepere-_ 
tive meeting was osteblished 1665. The monthly meeting is now (1696) held 
Blternetely at Deer Creek, Fawm end Broed Creek. Bush River becéme an in- 
dulged meeting jin 1788. In 1803 it end e emell meeting held at Abington, in 
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eppeers to have been fiven up. 

Antedeting the foregoing erticle, a short note wes published in the 
Friends' Intelligencer, 2nd Mo. 16, 1889, modestly eigned "A Friend." It 
wes es follows:- "The meeting et Deer Creek, Maryland, is known to h&ve ex-)4 
istec as early €s 1737. As the records have been lost, it seens impossible 
to ascertéin precisely when the first meeting wes held. The meeting-house 
4wes burnec dorm, end in 1784 was rebuilt. There was then e very lerge meet- °@ 
ing: both ends of the house were generally full. A greet meny worthy Friends 
eathered there. The first number of whom we hove knowledge were Joseph a 
Jones and Jenes Rigby: then Mery Mifflin end Betsy Coéle; end leter on were

The children scettered to different perts of the country. One son, 
efter én ebsence of many years, returned to Deer Creek, end bought his old 
home end improved the plece by remodelling the house.

Ile 4 
requested pernission of the Friends to repair the meeting-house end grounds. | 
They gave him permission to do es he wished; he hed ell the inside of the 
meeting-house teken out, 6nd now it is ell new with the exception of the i 
partitions end benches. The house is built of stone, end it hes been 'point- 
ed,’ se thet it looks like e new house. The ceiling end wainscoting is oil- 
ed and vernishecd. It is certeinly beth besutiful end noet, end we do most 
ossuredly eppreciete his kindness. Then he hec the graveyard cleéned and & 
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now fence put around it and the meeting-house. It shows ‘whet e kine, 
ous heert Hugh J. Jewett hes." 
Jemes NY. Harry “of Beltimoreyifd., 4th-Mo.. 21, 1934, adds this supple- 
rmentary informetion:- "Yurh Jewett Sr., one who wes responsible for the ra- 
jstoretion of the Meeting House et Deer Creek, hes been deed for € number of 
pygers. His son Hush, also is dead (deceésed some three or four yeers.) Nei- 
ether ere buriscd at the Deer Creek ane Buriel Ground, but in the Derling- 
ton Cemetery near by." 

i Relph “fillians Hershey of Gep, Lencaster County, Pa., took the compil- 
her of these historical sketches éf Friends' Meetings to the Deer Creek Meet- 
hing locality et Derlington, Md., on April 15, 1934. It was then the follow-

quite worn by time end weather, end a number of shade tress, one in particu- 
lar being @ greet old o&k of noticeable size; end thet on the east, chose 

the public roed, being a fine grove with some open space. Here in the summer 
seeson, evenings. song services with prominent speekers ere held; so it wes told 
to & Qusker visitonyfrom New Jersey, who, with kodak in hend, came to this }o- 
celity to obtein pictures of the place snd learn whet he could of the Meet- 
ing end its environment. 

In the Buriel Ground sre meny marked graves, some of quite eerly dete, 
others of more recent times. There are 8 few slate markers, two of which hev- 
ing the yerr date of 1821, record names of the Beteman family. Another has 
the date 1775 on it, end enother encient marker is inscribed "S. R. 1784." 

The Jewett family ere chiefly buried in the southwestern psrt of the ceme- 
tery; while scettered sbout the grounds ere numerous old-time box-bushes, 
some very large end tell. Some of the family names seen at Deer Creek ere 
Bateman, Bevard, Cosle, Cook, Forsythe, Gover, Hensel, Hollingsworth, Hol- 
lowey, Hovkins, Jemes, Jewett, Merch, Morgen, Querles, Werner, ‘Jallis end 
Warnock . 

. Just beyond the southern length of Darlington is the Orthodox Meeting 
House, & hendsome stone building very unlike other Queker Meeting Houses in 
its style of erchitecture. It has no date on its walls to indicete the 
year of its erection, but it looks quite new. In the seme yard with it is 
the careteker's dwellijg which was formerly e@ Friends’ School~house. There 
is no graveyard adjacent to this Veeting House. It is reported that Hicksite 
end Orthodox Friends at Deer Greek hold joint sessions, using the Orthodox 
Meeting House in the winter geason and the old Hicksitée House during the 


summer time.

"Leter the egitetion of the slavery question, which alienated society, 
severed the church end elnost shattered the State, grew quite heated et 
times. On one occasion the use of the mestinc-house was grented for an an~ 
ti-slevery meeting. Dut en ol¢ Friend sclid in avoirdupois and strong in 
feeling, closed the house, put cut the fire, and.with the aid of some per-~ 
gons, not mathers, stood rusrd over the door. The meeting was edjourned to 
the tennory neerby, while Morris Reynolds end his riotous geng held high 
carnival around the meeting-house. Thora only who were ectors tn thet dra- 
ma cen know how one's feelings ere stirred by their rehesrsel, end T 
watched with interest the light in the eyes of the old Friend who recently 
told me of ‘her experiences end the seanes of thet day 59 years apo. A pub- 
lic hall was then built......

A visit to Mastlend Meeting Houses, April 17, 1932, inpreesed the com | 
piler of these notes with the idea thet it is one of the most pleasant 
end beautiful pleces of Quaker worshin in Lencester County.

Fast Nottinghsm is.an old Meeting, having been established as early as 
1705 as one of the tributeries of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting, being. 1leter 
apart of Western Querter of thet Meeting. It remained in the Western Quar 
until 1819, when Nottinghan Quarter was established and the Meeting was 
transferred to Baltimore Yearly Meeting. As a Quarterly Meeting it embrac- 
es three Monthly Meetings, Nottingham, Little Britain and Deer Creek. 

Quoting from Albert Cook Myers's “Immigration of the Irish Quakers in 
Pennsylvania" (1902) it is learned thet "The Friends of Nottinghan were re 
sidents of Chester County, until about 1795, when the running of the fan- 
ous Mason end Dixon lins brought them within the limits of Cecil County, 
Marylend. In 1701, a colony of friends, proninent among whom were John 
Churchnen, Andrew Job, Williem end Jemes Brown,. and Henry Reynolds, remov- 
ed from the old settlements in the vicinity of Chester and settled on & 
tract of some 18,000 ecres of lend celled Nottingham on Octoraro Creek. In 
1705, they hed a meeting settled among them, held at the home of Willian 
Brown, until the erection of a mesting-house in 1708-9. This building was 
replaced by one of brick in 1724, John Churchmen notes in his journal 
thet in 1748 the latter was destroyed by fire, and until a new meoting- 
house could be built the meetings were held in a private house. When re- 
built a stone addition wes made to the original brick-work. The wood-work 
wes again destroyed by fire in 1810. In 1811 the present structure was e- 
rected and although one-helf stone, has always heen known as the 'Brick 
Meeting’. 

"Nottingham Meeting constituted a part of Concord Monthly Meeting un- 
til 1715 it wes transferred to Newark Monthly Meeting. On the erection of 
New Garden in 1718 it became a part of that Monthly Meeting, thus contin- 
uing until 1730 when Nottinghem Monthly Meeting, consisting of the meet- 

' ings of Bast Nottinghen, West Nottingham, and Bush River, was esteblish- 
ed." 
The eerliest Bobks of Minutes belonging to Nottingham Monthly Meet- 
ing are in the care of Baltimore Yearly Meeting at the Meeting House on 
Park Avenue, Baltimore. The opening minute of the Women's Meeting is as 
here copied:- 

"Att our moly meeting of women ffrds held ye 20th of ye 4th moet 
1730: The meeting being call'd ye Reprefentetives| all appeared "xcept 
fron Bufh-river....This being ys first meeting, Since our Diver:tion, 
from Newgarden; it is thought proper that a Preparative meeting be fet- 
tled att W: Nottingm ye weekly meeting there Defireing ye Sane; which 
therefore is done....This meeting appoints Ann Dutton Clarke thereof 
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"till farther order.......ch Rachell Long Produced a Certificate to this 
meeting, w: Being read was Received as under Care..— " 

The opening minute of the Men's Meeting is also here copied:-

This meeting under confiderstion of our Late divition from 
Newgarden (being ye first moly meeting held since the Divition end Settent 
thereof) do therefore Judge it Convenent thet a preparetive meeting be Sat- 
tled att west-nottingm (the weekly meeting there Desiring the Bamen which 
this meeting approves off....this meeting appoints John Churchmen Clerke

Another minute illustrating the custom of early Friends to inter their 
dead in unmerked greves is here given:-

From the minutes of New Garden Monthly Meeting is the following:- 

"Att a monthly meeting held at Notinghem ye 25th of ye first month

_that have Certificates that they Bring them to ye moly meeting," 

From the "History of Cecil County, Md.," 1881, this quite interesting 
note concerning the eerly settlers of Nottingham is quoted:- “Among the 
‘early Friends who settled at Nottinghem wes Jehu Kay. He purchased a4 tract 
of lend called 'Hindmen's Legacy', which corners to Colors, the residence 
of the late John Tash is upon it, also the depot and railrosad building at 
Colora. The Friends have e tradition that this Kay was e« descendant of 
the first male child born of Tnglish parents on the site of Philadelphia 
after it wes laid out for e city. In consequence Penn presented him with 
a square in the new town. His appreciation of this present was such thet 
when he arrived et manhood he exchenged it for a horse, seddle and bridle. 

"The Browns, before spoken of, were noted as well for their zeal as 
ministers es for their enterprise end industry. The mill on North Fast 
Creek; known as Hurford's mill, was built by them, and one of the sons of 
Jemes Brom, who merried end lived near Principio iron works, had an in- 
terest in them eas early as 1718, in which year he died. In 1751 six of the 
Brown family, four men end two women, were ministers of Nottingham monthly 
meeting. A substential stone house built by Messer Brown is now (1881) 
standing about a mile southwest of the Brick Meeting-house, and is occu- 
pied by the descendents of John Churchman, one of whom intermarried. with 
@ descendant of Messer Brow." 

m', while attending Querterly Meeting at Nottingham in 1911, stet- 
. eds=- "The Meeting House which was built in 1709, and re-built early in 
the nineteenth century, is in the style of architecture to be found in 
“meny of our old Meeting Houses, having a gallery sround three sides. It 
is not so large es I expected to find it but, elas, it is large enough to 
accommodate many more people than assembled there at this time." 
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_} In the Friends' Intelligencer, llth Mo. 3, 1888, M. Alice Brown of Lom- 
bard, Maryland, wrote of “ast Nottingham as follows:- "In'1701, twenty 
years after Willian Penn received the grant of land forming the great State 
which bears his name, a colony of Friends clustered themselves more or less 
‘remotely about the spot now occupied by Vast Nottingham meeting-house, 
‘(now in Cecil county, Meryland).... In the same year Penn visited the ine 
fant settlement, merking with his own hand, ¢s tradition says, the site for 
"a meting-house, and giving by deed to his beloved society as a perpetual 
‘possession a tract of forty acres. In 1705, a meeting was orgenized et.tne 
‘house of Jemes Brown, one of the pioneers; five years later upon the site. be- 
fore mentioned the first house of worship, a log structure, was erected. 
Whether the spot wes of Penn's selecting or not it is certainly en eligible 
‘one, being ea point from which the ground descends on all sides, and where 
now five roads meet, each running through the donated trect, and thus di- 
vides it into five parts. 

"In 1730 a monthly meeting was esteblished here, and about this time 
the log building gave place to a more commnodious one of brick,- imported 
from Mngland as meny think, but there are better reasons for believing they 
were burned near where they were used. As such buildings were rare in the 
new country, this gave the name of 'Brick Meeting House', (which was re- 

} tained until recently) to the little village which grew up about it. Its e- 
rection was also presumebly indicative of the prosperity which attended the 
settlers.....In 1748 the wood-work wes destroyed by fire; the walls remain- 
ing, it was shortly refitted, when a stone addition made of it quite a large 
house; ..+.-.In 1810 the wood-work. of the building was again destroyed, the 
fire origineting, says our informent, who still remembers the occurrence, | 
in this manner: ‘It wés in the winter season, when during a business ses- 

| sion of meeting some children were pleying about when one found his way in- 
to a closet where kindlings were kept and where was e pen of ashes contain-~ 
ing live coals. The child not understanding "how great a matter a little 
fire kindleth" amused himself by plecing light fuel on the coals. His prank 
was not known yet he afterwards related the circumstances unaware of the 
harm resulting. The fire wes not discovered until seen from without at night 
fall.' Although the combustible portion wes destroyed the wells egein re- 
mained, and upon replecing the wood-work ea gellery extending around three 

| sides of the building wes edded end the chimeys with fire pleces were re- 
pleced by flues. 

"Thus for more then e century end a half heave e pert of the walls with- 
stood the ravages of time end their present (1888) eppearence gives promise 
of their remeining for yeers to come. A landmark to all the country round 
the old house stends a mute witness to manifold chenges end the occurrence 
of numberless scenes long forgotten." 

In 1931 the historic old Meeting House of Fast Nottingham, called 
from early times the "Brick Meeting" to these more recent days, and now Ofc 
ten designated "Celvert" from the name of the villege neerby, through which 
one of the five roeds intersecting at the Meeting House, passes, shows ver- 
’ y prominently to ell trevelers. It is e lerge building, constructed helf of 
brick (the older section) and helf of stone, faces the east, and hes an en- 
trence door to each of the two assembly-rooms, eech onening to the edjoin- 
ing greveyerd. Quaint within and quaint without, it still reveels, with.its 
environment, the hend of attention end cere, meking itself interesting to 
visitor or antiquery. In the geble of the southern end is a date-stone 
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merked "Built 1709 Burnt 1810," while on the wood-work of the cloek- 
room, a curious freme offset at the southwestern corner of the building, 
in two pleces it is merked "Built 1701, 1735, 1810, 1901." There is no 
"Upping Block" at West Nottinghem, but the pletform by the cloek-room is 
well. adapted to the purpose of an old-time Horse Block. A short line of 
sheds is still kept on the north side of the grounds, and ecross the rosd 
is a lerge building occupying the place where the school-house used to 
stand. : ee 

The greveyard is lerge end has meny memorial stones, but those on the 
north side of the mein pessage-wey sre quite elaborate monuments. There are 
meny family names seen on the headstones, among which are Brown, Clement, 
Davis, Ewing, Hogg, Job, Johnson, Kirk, Knox, Martindsye, Martindell, Mer- 
shall, Meson, Passmore, Rogers and Webster. 

George B. Passmore Born 4mo. 3, 1833, Died 9mo. 7, 1890, one of those 
who orgsnized the Oxford Friends' Meeting, is buried in this yerd. Neer 
the Meeting House is a monument erected Mey 30, 1929, "In Memory of the 
Unknown Soldiers buried at Brick Meeting House while it was used as a Hos- 
pital in 1778 of Cecil County Cecil Post No 15 Americsn Legion. Americen ° 
Legion Auxiliery The Calvert Yomens Club Msy 30, 1929." 

The compiler of these "Historical Sketches of Friends' Meetings" was 
teken to East Nottingham or Brick Meeting House on April 13, 1931, by El- 
le W. Thomas end her daughter Philena of Oxford, Pa. 
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In 1931 Feirfex is a Quarterly Meeting belonging to Baltimore Yearly 
Meeting of the Hicksite brench of the Society of Friends, being organized _ 

_ as such, according to the Yeer Book of Meetings, in 1787, and comprises the “a 
Monthly Meetings of Fairfax, Goose Creek, Alexendrie and Hopewell. But Feir- ia 
fax is an old established meating for worship, being organized as such in a) 
1733. It beceme a Monthly Meeting in 1744, and, according to the authority “a 
of Rufus M. Jones in "The Quakers in the Americen Colonies", as a Quarterly ff 
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“Masting in 1769. In 1789 it wes trensferred fron Philadelphia Yearly Meet- 
-ing'to Baltimore Yearly Meeting. The two dates, 1769 and 1787, given as the 
time for the esteblishment of Fairfax Quarterly Meeting, show ® wide differ- 
ence thet is reedily accounted for, because on 8th Mo. 21, 1769, Fairfax 
‘firet applied, conjointly with Warrington Meeting, for the privilege of a

The story of Fairfax Friends' Meeting is interestingly told in "Southern 
Quekers and Slavery" by Stephen B. Weeks, 1896, thus:- 

"In 1733 other Friends removed from Bucks County, Penn., end settled in 
Fairfax, now Loudoun County, ebout ten south of the Potomac, east of the Hope 
well settlement, and where the tow of Waterford now is. When these parties 
settled in northern Virginia there were no Quakers in this section, and few 
inhabitants. The meeting for worship of the Fairfax settlement was at first 
held in the house of Amos Jonney, the first Quaker settler here. The Janneys 
became a large and influential family, produced among others the historiéen, 
Semuel McPherson Jenney, and some of the neme still reside in the county. 
The meeting wes celled Feirfax, end detes from 1733. A meeting-house was e- 
rected in 1741 and called by the seme neme. In 1744 Feirfex Monthly Meeting 
was esteblished. This elso beceine a brench of Chester Quarterly Meeting and 
Philadelphis Yearly Meeting. 

"These meetings sonn attracted the watchful care of traveling Friends: 
John Fothergill visited them in 1736. The stete of the Society in Virginia, 
he seid, was ‘low end painful'; those advenced in yeers. were, in general, 
‘very unsensible of true feeling, or suitable zeal for truth's advencement 
in themselves, their femilies or the church.’ John Churchmen (1705-1775) fe 
went down in 1741 to see if the Friends et Fairfax ‘were in number and i! 
weight sufficient to have « meeting settled amongst them.' He e@lso visited 
the femilies on the Shenendoeh end says, 'I believe that the delight in 
hunting, end tenses idle life, drew most of them under our name to settle 
there.’ 

"The meetings in Loudoun, Feirfex end Frederick counties were never a8 
. distinctively Virginien as those farther south. They looked first to Phila- 
delphie Yeerly Meeting end after 1789 to Baltimore Yeerly Meeting. Their 
distance and inconvenience in treveling were doubtless importent factors in 
this division. Then, too, the origin of the settlers hed its effect. They 
were en offspring of the Pennsylvenie meetings end looked naturally to them. 
These meetings in turn begen to extend their bounderies. Verious meetings 
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were esteblished in Frederick, Loudoun, Culpeper and the adjoining count- 
jes. In 1756 a meoting-house was built and e meeting settled et Goose Creek 


In 1760 Crooked Run meeting wes settled. A monthly Meeting was esteblished 


at Crooked Run in. 1782, end one et Goose Creek in 17853; at Southlend in 
1789, or e&rlier; end et Alexendria in 1802. Migretion from Pennseylvenis to 
northern Virginie continued brisk.until the Revolution. Dey, Berrett, Bee- 
son, Piggott, Sidwell, Kirk, White, Brown, Wilsori, Ross, Johnson, Bailey, 
Carter, Bellinger, Pugh, Rees, Brenson, Webb and Wright were the names of 
some of the femilies that came south from Pennsylvenie end settled in this 
section. There were in this immediete section one querterly end five month- 
‘ly meetings, with twenty or more meetings for worship. There wes much in- 
terchange between these meetings; as the settlers incressed in numbers 

they took their certificetes from the older meetings like Hopewell end Fair 
fax to the newer ones like Goose Creek. The meetings in this locality are 
now (1896) reduced to ebout eight. In the schism of 1828 a majority accepte 
the views of Hicks. The census of 1890 gives 96 as the number of Orthodox 
and 506 es the number of Hicksite Friends in Feirfex, Frederick and Loudoun 
counties. Friends heve entirely disappeered from the adjoining counties of 
Culpeper, Stefford end Orenge, Va., as well as from Hempshire, Berkeley and 
Jefferson counties, W. Va., in all of which they hed members during the 
last century. 

'™e may safely conclude that the meetings in Campbell end Bedford, Pit 
sylvanis and Helifex counties, Va., were built up almost entirely by the 
southward movement. There were two monthly meetings in this section, South 
River end Goose Creek. The former dates from 1757; the letter, which is not 
the same es the Goose Creek Monthly Meeting in the Hopewell Quarter, from 
1794. These monthly meetings applied for a quarterly meeting. It wes grent 
ed in 1797, end was known as Western Quarterly Meeting; but the number of 
Friends in this section decressed so much that Goose Creek Monthly Meeting 
was laid down in 1814 end the Western Quarterly Meeting in 1817. South 
River Monthly Meeting survived the Virginie Yearly Meeting, and wes laid 
down in 1858." 

Edward Hele Brush, writing of Fairfax in 1931, says, "In 1741 e@ rude 
place of worship of logs wes built which wes used until 1761, when e Meet- 
ing House of stone of much larger dimensions took its plece end wes edded 
to in 1775. This building survived until 1865, when it wes burned, but it 
wes rebuilt in 1868 and some of the walls which the fire had left were in- 
corporeted in the new building. This is stending and in good preservation 
to-dey..........The site of the-present Waterford Meeting House was donat- 

‘fed by Frencis Hegue, one of the charter trustees of Leesburg. A grand- 
deughter of this pioneer is Mrs. Mary F. Steer, formerly of Waterford, now 
of Beltimore, who has a cleer recollection of old-time Waterford meetings, 
when the lerge stone building was crowded with those attending. The inter- 
ior is divided on the old plen into rooms for the men end women, with re- 
movable partitions separeting them. The effect of the whole interior is 
typical of thet severe simplicity taught by George Fox, William Penn and 
other exponents of the principles of the Society....-. Emerson Hough, the 
noted novelist end pley-wright, was of Weterford descent, end his father, 
Joseph Bond Hough, well known in his time as en educator, once tavght in 
the old Friends’ school then meintesined in a building still standing neer 
the present Meeting House (1931).In front of the Meeting House is the old 
Friends’ cemetery, burials .in which date back almost 150 yeers.". 
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Jemes Heslet and his wife, Bertha Knowles Heslet, of Weshington, D.C. 
took the compiler of these historicel sketches to the Feirfax Meeting lo» | 
cality at Waterford, Va., October 27, 1931, and the following impressions 
are reminiscences of the visit. In the lerge Burial Ground sre meny momors 
ial stones, all of modest Queker character, a great many of them bearing 
only initials with or without dates. In the eastern section are many of 
the neme of Jenney; on the southern side are a number of later burials, 
and in the.western end numerous: stones sre grouped together. In the mid- 
dle western pert are two stones, one marked 'M. B. 6mo. 28 A.D. 1781," 
the other "C. P. C. T. 1796." Among the femily nemes in this yard are 
Breden, Brown, Davis, Devine, Gover, Gower, Hough, Janney, Love, Munday, 
Nettle, Nixon, Paxson, Phillips, Pierpont, Radcliffe, Schooley, Scott, 
Sidwell, Steer, Taylor, Walker, White, “illiems, end Wright. 

At the northeastern corner of the greveyard is the old Schoolhouse, 
now, in 1931, used as e dwelling. Weterford, the villege in which the 
Feirfex Meeting House and Burisl Ground are loceted, is en old-time ham- 
let with streets that extend up end down the hitl-slopes end through the 
valley. The grend old stone Meeting House was built facing south with its 
back to the roed, on possibly the highest elevation of ground on the out- 
skirts of the village, with the wall-inclosed greveyerd om the slope of. 
the hillside in front. There ere two doors at the front opening to the 
two assembly-rooms, the men's end the women's, and e door et either end a 
of the building, which hes no porch, together give en approximate idea of i 
the outwerd eppeerance of the Meeting House. There are plenty of windows, - 
both for the upper floor of the house as well as the main floor, and a Ba

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Fawn Meeting, frequently celled Fawn Grove by reason of the location of the 
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Meeting House, is en active meeting in 1931 and a constituent of Deer Creek - 
Monthly Meeting in Nottinghem Quarter of Paltimore Yearly Meeting of the 
Society of Friends. From the "History of York County, Pe." by George R. 
Prowell, published in 1907, is derived the following short account of this 
meeting :~ : 

"At a western quarterly meeting, held et London Grove, Chester County, 


: - 8-15-1763, Deer Creek, Md., monthly meeting mentions that e few femilies of 


Friends settled in Faw Township, York County, were desirous of having the 
privilege of holding © meeting, having selected a spot of ground on which 
they designed to build a meeting house. Thomas Jackson, Thomes Berret, 
Joshue Brown, Thomes Calton, William Sanborn, Willian Sweyne, snd Isaac 
Whitelock were appointed to visit them and mske 4 report. 11-21-1763: The 
committee reported: That, having met end viewed the place purposed by them 
to build a meeting house on which place being not yet secured and the win- 
ter setson approaching, thay ere of mind thet it is best for this meeting 
to defer granting their request until the spring; yet that Deer Creek 
monthly meeting may allow them the seme liberty as formerly, and have 4 
wetchful eye over them to see whether they maintein the privilege granted 
then with reputation, which report was signed by all the committee, end be- 
ing twice read and considered, it is particularly recommended to Deer Creek 
monthly meeting to mske a close inspection how the Friends of Fewn Town- 
ship kesp up their meeting the ensuing winter, sand meke report hereafter 
to this meeting. : 

"There is no further mention of this monthly mesting in the minutes 
of western quarterly meeting up to 5th mo., 1779. . 

"In Levi K. Brown's brief account of the meetings, belonging to Bal- 
timors yearly meeting, 1875, it is stated that: 

"This meeting, a branch of Deer Creek monthly meeting, was probably 
held as early as 1780, then & branch of the Gun Powder monthly meeting. 
In 1790 the first meating house was built, and in thea fifth month, 1792, 
the preperstive meeting wes started. In 1870 there were thirty-four fami- 
lies end parts of families. Total, 100 members. Mid-week meetings fourth 
days, at 10 o'clock summer, 11 winter. 

"It probably never belonged to Gun Powder meeting. At Warrington 
monthly meeting, 1-8-1785, Our Friend, Ruth Kirk, in a solid menner, e6x- 
pressed a concern that hath for some time attended her mind to attend a 
little meeting of Friends in Fewn Township, and to visit the fanilies be- 
longing to it. And our Friend, Hannah Willis, having expressed a frosdom 
to go with her, which, being considered in this meeting, there appeared 
a unity therewith, and Joseph Updegraff appointed to accompany them 
therein. ; 

"The Fawn meeting house is located in the village of Fawn Grove, in 
Fawn Township. First day end Fourth day meetings are regularly held end a 
reguler organization kept up." 

The following are the two minutes referred to and described in the 
foregoing sketch:- 

‘Western Quarterly Meeting et London Grove 8m 15- 1763 Deer Creek 
monthly meeting mentions thet a few Families-of Friends settled contigu- 
ous to eech other in and near Fawn Township in York County, a considera- 
ble Distance from any Meeting, who have had Indulgence from that Mo.ly 
Meeting to meet together for Worship emongst themselves, which they hope 
has been to advantage: & they now request, with the said Mo.ly Meeting's 
Approbation, the Priviledge of a Meeting settled there: A spot of Ground 
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being agreed on suitable to eccommodete & Meeting-House} Wherefore the 
Meeting appoints Thomes Carlton, Ym Lambourn, Wm Swayne, John Jackson, 
Thos. Barrstt, Joshue Browm * Isaac Whitelock, to pay a visit to the 
seid Friends, to view the Plece, & consider & judge whether a suitable 
Degree of lively Zetl subsists among them: whereby it may be kept up & 
méintain'd there with Reputation & Honour to the Cause of Truth; and al- 
so minister such Advice or Tncouragement as best Wisdom may direct for 
them in their present Condition; end meks Report thereof in Writing to 
next Qua.ly Mesting."

A visit, with kodak in hend, wes made to the locality of Fawn Meeting ' i 

of the Society of Friends, by the compiler of these historical sketches, be- .% 
ing taken to the place by Relph W. Hershey of Gap, Lencester County, Pa., a 
on Fourth Month (April) 15, 1934. The location is at Fewn Grove, a small 
towm of York County, Pas, built chiefly about two highways crossing each 
other at right engles. On the south side of the intersection is the Meeting 
House, facing the south with the western end towerds the street and the 
Burial Ground at the back of the building. Although there is a fine large 
tree in the eastern part of the grounds, the roomy Meeting House Yard is 
quite open to the sunlight and forms a level lawn. Everywhere about the 
place appears to great edvantage, but there are no wagon- sheds on the pre- m 
mises nor roadwey for vehicles from the street. The Mesting House is painted . ‘ii 
ivory white trimmed with green, and the entire premises, by reason of care q 
and neetness, show to much advantage in the village of Fawn Grove. a 

The graveyard ig not inclosed by a fence or wall. end it rerches to a 
the sidewalk passing the place. In this Burial Ground are many marked graves, ' ig 
but very many have markers overstepping the restrictions of Quaker disci- «% 
pline, so much so that the cemetery does not look very Friend-like.. Two he 

or three family lots are inclosed by metal piping. In one of these are the F 
graves of Asa Jones who died 9mo. 6, 1862 aged 68 years, and his wife Hén- Hee 
neh Jones who died 2mo. 16, 1886 aged 84 years and 27 days. There are few a 
inscriptions in the yard of very. old date, but there are some that bear ine” 
itials and yeer dates only; for instence, two, side by side, read "J. G ig 
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1833" and "M. C. 1836." The 6 in the last given dete is oddly carved on 
the stone, groatly resembling the letter G. Among the family names seen 
in the Fawn graveyard tre Allen, Boyce, Brookes, Brown, Coetes, Hamilton, 
Harrison, Jones, Lowe, Metzel, Miner, Pyle, Reynolds, Steward, Stubbs and 

Vansant. : 

A communication from James W. Harry of Baltimore, Md., 4mo. 21, 1934, 
states:- "I attended Fawn Grove Mesting as a child and I recell the build- 
ing of the present Meeting House. The time was about 1878, or 1879. Thom- 
as Brown, at Fawn Grove, is‘the one interested Friend now left in thet com 
mnity. The excellent condition of the Meeting House end Cemetery is due 
to an Endowment Fund. No regular Meetings are held at Fawn Grove." 

Here are extracts from a letter written to the compiler of these notes 
It is dated "Fawn Grove, Pa., 4/28/34. .....Thy letter of 26 inst. received 
end noted. "le are so sorry thee did not get to see us while in Fawn Grove. 
We would liked to hed a talk about the various neighborhoods and Meeting 
houses thee has visited. I do not know of any picture of the old Meeting

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"The Gap" Friends' Meeting in Loudoun County, Virginie, was an Indulg- 
ed Meeting under the care of Feirfex Monthly Meeting in Fairfex Quarter of 
(in later times) Baltimore Yearly Meeting. This Meeting, reputed to have 
been orgenized about 1755, was discontinued in 1605. The following notes 
and extracts from Friends' Meeting minutes, have been supplied by John W. 
Gregg of Lincoln, Virginia. 

"One of the several rebukes administered to members of a group was for 
discord. The Friends or Quaker church represented and represent the Spirit 
of Christ— They are followers of the New Testament and were the Heralds 
of the Peece movement of the world. 

"Discord in a family, among neighbors or in their meetings, was broug 
up by the Overseer of a particular meeting in which it occurred. A comnit- 
tee was appointed to adjust such difficulties as might present themselves. 
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If totel harmony could not be maintained then the individuel or church 
(meeting es they celled them) could not go under the nane of Quaker. In 
other words, Peace was the keynote of their creed and they were consistent 
people. Often too careful. So the following minutes shduld not be reed 
critically. "vidently there were too many lesders at 'The Gap'" -(John W, 
Gregg.)

in the Short Hill. The compiler of these Friends' Meetings notes visited 


the place on August 21, 1937, being taken there by John W. Gregg of Lin- 


coln, Virginia. Hillsboro has on its outskirts the home of Mrs. Susan 
Wright, mother of the inventor of the sir-plane, and at the further end 
of the village the handsome old homestead of the Quaker James Janney, who, 
in his day, worked the mill just in front of his house on the North Fork 
of Catoctin Creek. The Mill is yet in operation in 1937, and the Janney 
Homestead is reputed to be the oldest house in Hillsboro. A short dis- 
tance beyond it, on a hillside at the right of the highway, is the site of 
The Gap Meeting House with the sadly neglected Burial Ground beside it. 
The place is now the home of Thomas Marshall, whose dwelling-house , built 
midway between the Meeting House site and the public road, was erected on 
a foundetion made of stone material which in former days wes a part of 
the Friends’ Meeting House. The actual site of the Meeting House is now 
covered with a tangle of undergrowth in the orchard opposite the barn; 
westwerd from it ere fine valley views with the Blue Ridge Mountain range 
in the backgroun; and a few steps eestward from the house is the Grave- 
yard inclosed by en iron fence, which, like the cemetery, shows the pess- 
ege of time end the leck of attention. Within the enclosure is a compact 
mass of brambles, wild seplings, thorny locust, and over-running tall 
weeds. There ere several memorial stones, but the sunlight does not reech 
them in the summer season. The compiler of these notes threeded his way 
through the tengle of undergrowth, with kodak in hand to meke en attempt 
(a vain one it proved to be) in securing a picture of the slab-covered 
grave of 

Ebenezer Grubb who departed this life Jen'y 

12th 1835 aged 71 years 7 months & 12 days. 
The result of the photograph merely illustrated most patheticelly how 
Time aided by neglect covers and hides from sight the resting sepulchres 
of the deed.

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Goose Creek is a Monthly Meeting belonging to Fairfex Querter of Bal- 
timore Yeerly Meeting, being one of the five Monthly Meetings in that Quer 
ter. The other meetings were Hopewell, Faeirfex, Crooked Run and Alexendria, 
the first three having been orgenized es meetings constituent to the West- 
ern Querter of Philsdelphie Yeerly Meeting, of which the last named wes 
never a part. The third of these meetings is no longer in existence, hav- 
ing been laid down as e Monthly Meeting in 1607, and as e meeting for wor- 
ship in 1610. 

The dete of the establishment of Goose Creek particuler meeting is 
- given as 1756 by Stephen B. Weeks in “Southern Quakers and Slevery," pub- 
lished in 1896, end the seme euthority sets the date 1786 as the time of 
the esteblishment of the Monthly Meeting et Goose Creek. This Meeting 
brenchec from end was subordinate to Feirfeax Monthly Meeting, end records 
exist thet in 1777 Fairfex Monthly Meeting egreed to hold a Prepsrative 
feeting eat Fairfex on Fourth-dsey end at Goose Creek on Sixth-dey of the 
seme week as their Monthly Meeting. 

The schism of 1827 affected Goose Creek, but a lerge mejority of the 
membership kept with the Hicksite brench. The Orthodox reteined e small 
Monthly Meeting which was leid down in 1861, but, later in 1857, wes set-— 
tled agein under the neme of Lincoln, which consists of the two particu- 
lear meetings of Lincoln established in 1884, eight miles from Leesburg, a 
and Silcott'’s Springs, eleven miles from Leesburg, esteblished in 1894, 

One of. the perticuler meetings under the care of Goose Creek Month- (“4 
ly Meeting in the eerly deys was South Fork, Va., which wes esteblished a! 
in 1769. It was loceted in Loudoun County sixteen miles southwest from : 
Leesburg, and wes leid down in 1810. 

Levi K. Brown, in his account of the Meetings constituting Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting, 1875, seid of Goose Creek:- "Goose Creek Monthly Meeting 
is also composed of the single meéting of Goose Creek, Loudoun County, 
Virginie, nine miles west of Leesburg, forty-five miles west of Alexen- a 


drie, and eight miles south from 'Purcell Stetion', Washington and Ohio ats 
Reilroed. The meeting wes established twelfth month, 1785. In 1870 there i 
were eighty-two femilies end perts of femilies, end 323 members." c 


On October 27, 1931, Jemes end Bertha Knowles Heslet of Washington, a 
D. C., took the compiler of these records to Lincoln, Va., the locality ‘a 
of Goose Creek Friends' Meeting. 

At the intersection of the roeds in the villege of Lincoln, is the 


Friends' Meeting House, officially know as Goose Creek, but often de- 4 
‘gignated colloqually by the name of the village. It is a lerge brick af 
building by the roadside, prominent and commending in eppesrance, facing 4 


the south according to the early custom of Friende in erecting their 

houses for worship, end has en interesting sun-dial close to the wall of 
the house between the two front doors. Within, the interior is noticeable mi 
by having en up-steirs gellery, on all sides of the house (but very nar- a 
row on the north side), end by the style of benches used in the furnish- ol 
ing, they very strongly reminding e strenger of the similer kind of arch- f 
-itecture used or seen in the pews of some cf the old Virginian churches 
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of other denominations. On one of the stones of the foundation neer the 
western door on the south side is this dete "D. C. 1817", the initials 
being for Deniel Cockle who erected the Meeting House. 

There is e small grove of trees in front of the Meeting House, be- 
tween it and the road, on the further side of which is a little brick 
school-house, no longer used as such, now locelly called the "House of 
Good Intent," from the inscription in lerge letters placed on the front 
of the building, "Do unto others as you would heve them do to you." 

The entire surroudings of the Friends' Meeting House at Lincoln 
prove of interest. Across the street is a well-preserved stone structure 
built in 1765, formerly the old Meeting House, abandoned es such by 
reason of its being too smell, in 1817, to hold or saccommodste the con- 
gregation at thet time, and now converted into a dwelling in which_lives 
the ceretaker of the Meeting House property. Within it the wife of. the 
caretaker, Louisa Roberts Teylor, a grenddeughter of Louise J. Roberts 
of Philedelphia Yeerly Meeting, showed the compiler of these notes, in 
1937, the table in her possession on which the firet issue of the Friends' 
Intelligencer was prepered for the press. 

The story of Gooses Cresk Meeting is told in condensed form on a tab- 
let secured tc e smell commemorative monument erected under the over-shad- 
owing brenches of en ancient oak opposite the entrence to the greveyard. 
The inscription is es follows:- "Here on a log in the unbroken forest 
Hemeh Janney worshipped twice weekly in 1736. In 1738 Friends Meetings 
were held in @ private houses once a month. Then came a log Meeting House, 
then the old stone house 1765, end the brick house 1817." "Erected by Gen- 
eral subscription at Centermial Celebretion 1917." 

Ase M. Janney, ® nephew of Ssemuel M. Jenney the minister and writer, 
states in 1931, et the time of the compiler's visit in October, there — ere 
atout fourteen acres of lend belonging torthe Goose Creek. Meeting. He also 
seid that the early log Meeting House was located e short distance from 
the stone house of 1765, at the northeast corner of, but not in, the grave 
yard. 

The lerge Buriel Ground west of the stone house has a greet meny mem- 
oriel stones in it, not uniform in size nor adhering strictly to the re- 
stricted directions of Friends' Discipline, but all kept in the nestest 
and most céreful order. It is inclosed by ® hendsome stone well with en 
imposing entrence geteway, in fect two gateways, one for vehicles and one 
for pedestrians, end the headstones of the cemetery record many different 
family names, a few of which are Birdsell, Boynton, Canby, Downs, Fenton, 
Goodin, Gregg, Hatcher, Hirst, Hoge, Holmes, Jamey, Klein, McCray, Nich- 
ols, Purcell, Rexford, Shew, Shoemaker, Silcott, Smith, Teylor, Whitacre, 
and Young. A noticeable feature of this graveyard is the large number of 
old time-worn stones, some bearing initials with or without dates. Here 
is the resting place of the celebrated Queker historian and minister, 
Samuel M¢Pherson Jenney. His greve merker bears this inscription:- 

SAMUBL M JANNEY Died 10th mo. 30th, 1880, aged 79 years 3mo. & 
13 days." 

Semuel M. Jenney's home wes celled Meedow Lewn snd is loceted a few 
steps back of the Meeting House in Lincoln. In 1937 it is occupied by 
his grenddeughters, Cornelia and.Mery Shoemeker. 

On the Main Street of the villege of Lincoln, to the northward of 
the Meeting House, is the Meeting House of the Orthodox brench of the So- 
ciety of Friends. It is a brick building of small dimensions without e 
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dete-stone, but is ssid to have been erected .about 1880.,It has an impos 
ing brick portico over the entrance door quite un-Queker-like in style of 
architecture, but very ettrective to sight. In 1937 the Orthodox meetings 
are quite regulerly kept up during the summer seeson, although the member — 
ship is limited. Usually in the winter season the house is closed, as ths 
regular attenders are ostly away from Lincoln spending the time. in tha 
werner climete of Florida, so the writer of this note was informed.

Hopewell is a Monthly Meeting of Fairfax Quarter of Baltimore Year- 
ly Mesting of the Society of Friends. It is an old established meeting, 
which, in eerly deys was a constituent of Chester (Concord) Quarter of 
Philadelphia Yearly Meeting. In 1758, when the Western Quarter was set a- 
part from Chester Quarterly Meeting, Hopewell was one of the nine Monthly 
Meetings thet constituted the newly made Quarter. It remeined with that 
Quartor until 1789 and 1790, when, by a new hay UU it became a part 
of Fairfax Quarter of Baltimore Yeerly Meeting. 

Hopewell's story has been told by Jonathen VY. Branson of Bunker Hill, 
West Virginia. He, at the time of needed repairs made to the venerable 
House in 1910, wrote an account of the meeting that was published in the 
Friends’ Intelligencer, Ninth Mo. 24, 1910, hoping for woluntary contrib- 
utions towards the necessary expense arising by reason of the repairs. The 
following is quoted fron his interesting sketch:- 

"From minutes that are now upon record we believe the meeting was 
orgenized about the year 1735, for in Kercheval's history of the Shenen- 
doah Velley there is @ letter from Thomas Chalkley to the Frionds of Ope- 
quon (afterwards called Hopewell), in which he advises them to treat the 
Indians with kindness and compensate them for their lands. We believe 
that the older portion of the prasent building was erected in the year 
1759, and with the increase in membership fron cartificates and other 
causés it became important to enlarge the house. In the years interven- 
ing between 1759 end 1788 the Monthly Meeting was very lerge and frequent- 
ly adjourned to enother dats to finish the business. In 1788 the house 
was onlarged to accommodate the Quarterly Meeting. That portion of the 
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4 house erected in 1759 hed been very much dilapidated and tha stone welle 
e, dangerous by the reveges of time. The portion:has been taken down end is 
pi now in the course of reconstruction. During the Civil ‘Var when the Shen- 
_ tndosh Valley was a marching ground and on several occasions a battle 
H) ground, the meeting house was often occupied by soldiers as guard house, 
p..end for storing supplies for the troops, but the meeting, with & few ex- 
f  csptions, wes kept up at a Friend's house. 

i "In the spring of 1865, after the close of the war, or rather after 

m the cessation of hostilities, the father of the writer applied to federal 
© officers, then in commend, for the privilege of having the meeting house 
cleaned for the purpose of holding the Quarterly Meeting. The request was 
granted, and at the time of Quarterly Meeting the soldiers cemped in the 
vicinity of the housé, composed a lerge portion of the congregation, and 

i were very respectful. Our lete valued Friend, Semuel M. Jenney, was favor - 
fm ed to deliver a powerful sermon on peace." 

Leter, Twelfth Mo. 31, 1910, another brief announcement was mada by 
the seme writer:- "It might interest some of the readers of the Intelli- 

m gencer to know how we ere progressing with the repairs of Hopewell Meeting 
f House (in Frederic County, Va.). The wall that wes taken down has been re- 
built and the new slate roof is in plece but the early epprosach of severe 
winter weather has had the effect of retarding further work until the open-~ 
ing of spring when we hope to be able to complete the work in time to hold 
the Quarterly Meeting in Fifth Month next." 

Two other snnouncements were mede in the Intelligencer, the first, Sec-: 
ond Mo. 4, 1911, the second, Fifth Mo. 27, 1911, telling of this particular 
Quarterly Meeting that met at Hopewell, Va., during the time of the repairs. 
They are as follows:- 

. 1.- "This Quarter,- alwsys smell,- seems for the two or three days de- 
voted to it, just like a family given over to social and religious pleas- 
ures, and the time is spent going the rounds of the houses, and the meeting 
house. The select meeting, Seventh-day afternoons; the regular meeting, on 
First-dey3; and the Querterly meeting on Second-day, is the routine, as is 
common elsewhere." 

2.- "Virginie Friends enjoyed their amual coming together at the old 
Hopewell Meeting House on the 13th, 14th and 15th, the occasion of the 
spring sessions of Fairfax Quarterly Meeting. All the Friends in Virginia, 
as well as those in Washington, D.C., are within the territory of this mest- 
ing, which includes a large expanse of country. The meeting was comparetive- 
ly well attended by representatives of the four Monthly Meetings, Hopewell, 
f° Goose Creek, Alexendria and Waterford. Others in attendance were Henry W. 
and Fliza ‘yilbur, of Swarthmore, and Arthur M. Dewees, general secretary of 
Baltimore Yearly Meeting Advancement Committee." 

Jonathan Y. Brenson wrote again to the Friends' Intelligencer, First 
Mo. 11, 1913, steting that the work on the Meeting House had been resumed 
in the spring of 1911, was sufficiently advanced to accommodate the Quar- 
terly Meeting of Fifth Month, end wes finished during the summer thet fol- 
lowed. He concluded by saying,- "It was gratifying to all our friends to 
know thet the work was accomplished without any one being hurt es it was 
more or less dengorous. One-half of the large stone building was entirely 
teken down and rebuilt ceusing the heavy frame-work supporting the roof to 
be held in plece with large poles from eight. to ten inches in diemeter and 
fron twenty-five to thirty feet in length. The committee's report was also 
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gratifying that no meetings for worship or discipline were omitted with 
the exception of one Monthly Meeting that was held in Winchester. The | 
exterior of one-half of the house wes undisturbed although the interior 
wes very much changed, so we were enabled to hold our meetings with but 
little inconvenience. It was the object of all concerned to retain as 
far ss possible the originsl appearence of the house from the outside. 
The totel cost of the work was within a fraction of $2500.00 ell of 
which has been promptly met." ~ 

In an esrlier issue of the Friends' Intelligencer, 7th Mo. 18, 
1896, some additional history of Hopewell, including a few extracts 
from the minutes of Eest Nottingham Monthly Meeting was given by "D. ¥. 
B." of Clear Brook, Va., from which the following is quoted:- "'Att our 
monthly mesting held at Nast Nottingham 18 of ye 3mo. 1734: Alexander 
Ross hath Proposed to this mgeting on behalf of friends at Opekon (Ope- 
quan) thet a meeting for worship would be settled amongst them, which is 
under consideretion & care of this meeting untill a suitable time is 
given to visit them.' 

""Att our monthly meoting held at E. Nottingham 17 of 11 mo. 1734; 
The frisnds appointed to visit friends at Opeckon Do report that they 
have so done and that they think it would be of service if a meeting 
were settled there, which this meeting doth acquiesce with, and order 
that it be sent to ye next quarterly meeting.'" 
‘ "When in 1828, the unheppy division in the Society of Friends took 
place it is estimated that about one-fifth of the members of Hopewell 
Monthly Meeting went with the other branch of Friends, and attached thea- 
selves to Baltimore Quarter, but they were still holding their neotings 
et Hopewell, and for ea number of years held their First-day meeting in 
the afternoon and their mid-week mesting on Fourth-day, ours being held 
on Fifth-day. After holding their meetings thus for a number of years, 
they changed the time of holding their First-day meeting to the seme 
hour ag ours, and still hold it at the same time as we do, in the east 
end of the house, while ours is in the west end, with a wooden partition 
between. Sometimes when they have a stranger (® minister) present and re- 
quest it, we grant the privilege to them of lowering the ‘shutters’. On 
one occasion when our friend S. M. Janney was present at our meeting, he 
requested the privilege of having both ends thrown together by opening 
the 'shutters' and doors, but they refused, saying they could not report 
holding all their meetings if they did so. We have never asked it since, 
but do not refuse them when they ask us. I think they do not now (1896) 
hold a mid-week meeting except once a month a monthly meeting on Fourth- 
days. They are very few-in numbers here. Sometimes they heave held their 
Baltimore Quarterly Meeting at Hopewell." 

At the time of the Civil War both and graveyard were injured by the 
armies. "A very lerge portion of the stones of which the walls of the 
latter were built were teken by the ernmy to build flues to their tents 
while in winter quarters. Friends complained that they should be thus 
treated, and in the spring an order was issued that the material should 
be returned, and the walls rebuilt.-Much of the stone they had teken a- 
wey was returned and piled up where the wall had been, but in @ very un- 
sightly manner. An expense of severel hundred dollars was necessary to 
put it back into a proper condition, and together with the repairs the 
house needed, the cost was between $1,200 and $1,500, ® portion of which 
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"wes generously born by Friends from other meetings end our friends of the 
other brench of Society cheerfully contributed e goodly share of it." 

Hopewell Monthly Meeting was established in 1735. The following min- 
utes from the Chester Quarterly Meeting records confirm the ststement of 
Hopewell's establishment in 1735, the second minute showing that it became 
a Monthly Meeting in connection with Manoquesy Meeting. 

"Att our Quarterly Meeting held at Concord for the County of Chester 
ke the 10th of 12mo 1734/5 Nottinghen Monthly Meeting in the behalf of 
friends settled at Opeekon, request that they may heve liberty of having 
a meeting for worship settled amongst them, and after some consideration 
there on friend at this meeting do for their encouragement allow friends 
there to have and keep A meeting for worship settled ‘till further order." 

"Att our Quarterly Meeting held ea Concord, for the County of Chester 
&c. the 10th of the 9m 1735 Pursuent to the directions of Last Meeting 
the Friends thet visitted those Friends living st Manoquacy and Opeekon 
report that upon mature Consideretion of the Affair Judge that it would 
be well end necefsery under divers considerations that the Querterly Meet- 
.ing would grent them the Liberty of having a Monthly meeting set up a- 
mongst them. And they from Oppeekon renewing their request who do also 
signifie that upon « friendly conferrence had with those of Manoquacy 
have unanimously Agreed on the time an place for the better accommodating 
' the seme this meeting under a Solid consideration thereof do Judge in Ne- 
» , cefsary and Convenient for the encouragement of those friends and their 
families who are remcved so remote from Nottingham Monthly Meeting of 
which most or ell were members that they heve the liberty of having 8 
Monthly Meeting for discipline and Church Affeirs amongft them in hopes | 
end with desires it may be for the prosperity of truth the good of them 
and their posterity Therefore eccordingly do allow that the friends now 
residing att Menoquacy and Oppeekon and there about (being members of Not- 
tinghem Monthly Meeting) heve and Kesp a Monthly Meeting for discipline 
among ft them end thet it go under the name as they themselves call it Hope- 
well and be kept on the first second day in every month ‘till further or- 
der Provided neverthelefs if there sre eny person or persons under deal- 
ing by Nottinghem Monthly Meeting such are not to be deemed members of 
Hopewell Monthly Meeting 'till at eppears that they have mede or given 
Nottinghan Monthly Meeting satisfaction." 

A visit in company with Jemes H. and Bertha Knowles Heslet of Wash- 
ington, D.C., wes paid by the writer of this note, on May 23, 1937, to 
Hopewell Meeting House. It is located about six miles north of Winchester 
and a mile west from the Clearbrook Church, the latter on the main high- 
wey leading from Winchester to Mertinsburg. By the roadside nesr the 
church is a lerge memorial stone erected in 1934, at the time of the Two- 
hundredth Anniversary of the establishment of Hopewell Meeting. On the stone 
which was querried from the vicinity of and west of the Meeting House, is 
this inscription:- 

"Friends Meeting House one mile west Meeting established 

1734 since which time reguler services heave been held 

Wrected 1934 " 

Hopewell Meeting House is well cered-for, is in excellent condition and 
ideally situated on high ground. It feces the south, end a few trees pro- 
vide some shede at the front, but at the rear the open ground slopes down~ 
ward across &n zpensive grassy lawn. To the west of the House is e short 
line of old-time wegon-sheds, and still further westwerd from the, Meeting 
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House is the ccttege of the csretaker of the grounds. This is the property 
of Hopewell Meeting. Beck of, end close to the Meeting Hotise, is ea chain- 
pump which reises cool water for the use of those who desire to quench 
thirst. In the eestern geble of the building is a date-stone marked with 
the two yeer-dates (erection end reconstruction) 1759 and 1910. 

A few steps east fron the House is the large greveyard occupying much 
of the ground between the Meeting House end the forks of the passing roads. 
This cemetery is inclosed by s substantial well of stone which seems to 
show pleces where reconstruction wes necessery after the reveges of the 
Civil Wer period. There ere many marked graves in Hopewell Burisl Ground, 
the stones verying from numerous eerly rough brown uninscribed fieldstones 
to different types of generally modest marble markers, some of which are 
much taller then the low grevestones usually allowed by the regulations of 
the Discipline of the Society of Friends. Among the femily nemes noticed 
on the hesdstones in this cemetery ere Allemong, Baldwin, Beeson, Brent, 
Clevenger, Chamberlin, Cochran, Griffith, Irish, Jolliffe, Lupton, Murrey, 
Rees, Robinson, Senupsor., Walker end Wright.

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Huntingdon, a constituent of Menallen Monthly Meeting in Warrington 
Querter of Beltimore Yesrly Meeting, is loceted in Adems County, Pennsylva- 
nie. Its reguler meetings have ceesed being held, end now only one ennual 
gathering meets in the Meeting House. In 1931 the meeting convened on the 
14th of Sixth Month (June.) A short sketch of this Friends' Meeting is 
given in George R. Prowell's "History of York County, Pa.," 1907: - 

"About nine miles. southwest of Warrington, in Latimer, now Huntingdon 
Township, Adems County, originelly York County, is Huntingdon meeting 
house, situated on a wooded ridge overlooking Bermudian Creek, some two 
miles southeest of the borough of York Springs, formerly Petersburg. Unsu- 
thorized meetings were held in the neighborhood as esrly as 1745, for at 
Seadsebury monthly meeting, 9mo., 4da., lige Williem Gerretson was directed 
to reed three papers of acknowledgment ‘at. Huntingdon meeting." These uset- 
_ings evidently convened at the house of John Cox, where neerly ell the ear- 
ly marriages are known to heve occurred. The meeting was not regulerly es- 
‘tablished until 1750. The meeting lend, consisting of e rectanguler tract 
of five acres, called ‘Zion’, was. conveyed to trustees of the meeting by 
Williem Beals, by deed of 12mo., 9da., 1766, end wes pert of fifty ecres 
grented to Beals by the proprietors’ werrant of June 24, 1763. The present 
edifice, erected in 1790, hes recently been covered with e slate roof end 
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otherwise pleced in a state of good preservetion, but Boos meetings 
heave long since ceased to be held." 

Albert Cook Myers informs us from his researches, that "In the eerly 
yeers of the Huntingdon settlement, few if eny Irish Friends locsted there, 
but in the latter helf of the century severel femilies meade it their home." 
A couple of lines in the "History of Cumberland end Adems Counties, Pa. 

1886, tell us thet "The Friends have a meeting-house and cemetery south- 
eest of York Springs on the Bermudian. EFestwerd still, near Mechanicsville, 
is another cemetery." 

On May 15, 1932, the compiler of these notes, with kodak in hend, was 
teken to the Huntingdon Meeting locelity by Relph Williams Hershey of Gap, 
Lencaster County, Pae The venerable old Meeting House stands sturdy and si- 
lent by the roadside, with a large Burial Ground at the beck; while to the 
right of it, otherwise on the south and eest of it, e@ woodland is close to 
it. The building follows the sncient accustomed rule end feces the south. 
This House, built in 1790, shows its age, doubtless the more so from hev- 
ing fellen into disuse, yet everything appears nest in spite of the inroads 
of dilapidetion mede upon its environment. The fence about the greveyard is. 
‘quite broken and fellen in pleces, end many of the hesedstones, particularly 
the old brown stone memorials, lie prostrete on the ground. The yerd is wel 
filled with meny unmerked greves, others with brown fieldstones, some with 
initials only, end others besring lengthy inscriptions. Merble markers are 
plentiful, growing dark and dull by their exposure to time end weather. 

Among the family nemes recorded on the memorisl stones in Huntingdon 
Friends' meeting's graveyerd ere Beales, Cook, Cox, Day, Griest, Metcalf, 
Ocker, Pilkington, Rush, Tudor, Welch, Wiermen end Wright. In this Burial 
Ground quentities of Claytonis virginica, the delicete "Spring Beauty," 
have taken root, lending charm and cheer to the now isolated and lonely 
Queker plece of rest and worship, whereas, a century ago, it was frequent- 
ed by en interested group of the Society of Friends. 

At the esstern end of the Meeting House, extending far into the ed- 
joining woodlend, is e compact growth of periwinkle (Vince minor) overrun- 
ning all other roots of wild vegetation. It lies half a foot in depth end 
kindly lends an additional touch of beauty to the environment of old Hunt-~ 
ingdon Meeting House.

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In the calender of Querterly Meetings for the Hicksite brench of the So- 
ciety of Friends, Little Britain is designated es a Monthly Meeting compoa- 
ed of the two Preparetive Meetings of Little Britain end Kastlend, both in 
Lancester County, Pennsylvenia, and one of the three Monthly Meetings con- 
prising Nottinghem Quarter of Bsltimore Yeerly Meeting. 

fn the Orthodox brench of the Society, Little Britain is represented by 
Ballence Meeting, popularly so-called, located in the vicinity of Eastland 
Meeting House, a meeting neerly extinct, being kept in being by a single in- 
terested member, Joseph T. Miller, who resides within a mile of the Meeting 
House end gives friendly and loving care to it and its little greveyard. 
Ite property is in charge of Fellsington Meeting of Friends in Burlington 
and Bucks Quarter of the Yearly Meeting. 

Formerly Little Britein was a constituent of the Western Quarter of Phil- 
edelphie Yeerly Meeting, but was transferred to Baltimore Yeerly Meeting in e 
1819. Hence it hes received no particuler mention in Michener's "Retrospect . 
of Barly Quekerism" which especielly deels with Meetings of the Philedelphie 94 
Yeerly Meeting efter the Separation of 1827. In its former position in the 
Philadelphia Yearly Meeting, Little Britain held en identical place to its om 
present position in the Baltimore Yearly Meeting. vy 

The following communication from a former clerk of the Monthly reeiine 
est Little Britain gives some information of interest:-

Little Britain Monthly Meeting was established in 1804 as

Very brief notices of this meeting which is very frequently called Penn 4 

jill, appeer in the current histories. In Ellis and Evene's "History of Len- 4 
caster County, Pa.," 1883, is this short remark:- ag 
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"Little Britain Presbyterian Church end the Little Britain Friends' Meat- 
ing et Penn Hill were organized mors than a century. agéd and take their names 
from the township wherein they were then located, and are still easy of ac- 
cess by those who prefer to resort to their sacred precincts." 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, First Mo. 15, 1884, is an equally short 
notice:~ "Little Rritain is about 4 miles from Eastlend, and is one of the 
long established msetings. The first meeting being held there in 4 private 
house in the year 1745, and the meetings held on the First Day of the week 
are still well meintained." 

From Klein and Williems's "Lancaster County," 1924, is the following 
brief account of Penn Hill:- "The Penn Hill meeting was the first to be es- 
tablished. Prior to 1749 the Quekers in southern Lancaster were moembors of 
the Nottingham Monthly and Particular (or weekly) Meetings, but in that 
year the Nottinghem Monthly Meeting had to consider a request ‘from Friends, 
dwellers in Lancester county, near Connawingo' that they be permitted to 
hold meetings in Lencester county, ‘both on first end week days.’ In 1752 
Friends ‘living in and near Little Britain,' were given authority to erect 
a meatinghouss, mesting for the consideration of this matter having been 
held at the hone of James King. The house of worship was duly erected, and 
in 1758 conveyance of the site, five acres, was made by Michael King to 
Semuel Boyd, Joshua Brom, Isaac Williems, and Vincent King, ‘trustees of 
the Littlw Britain Friends" Meeting.' Eventually a brick building took the 
place of the original structure. The church becane known as Penn Hill, 
though the official title of the meeting remained as it originally wes. 
Yillien P. King, of Peach Bottom, was superintendent in 1922." 

Ellis and Svans's "History of Lancaster County," sets the dats 1823 
for the erection of ths prasent Meeting House of Penn Hill, stating it wes 
built by Jeremiah Brown and given to the Society of Friends. 

Levi K. Brown, about 1875, wrote of Little Britain seying:- "In the 
third month, 1758, Micheel King donated five acres of land to the society, 
and a stone meeting-house was erected theraon, when the Preparative Meeting 
was established. This served the meeting until 1820, when, under the minis- 
try of Mercy Brown (a blind women), the meeting so increased as to require 
a larger house. In the year 1823 the present commodious brick house, suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate the Quarterly Meeting, was built and donated 
to the society by Jeremiah Brown, a valued elder, who deceased seventh 
month, 1831, aged eighty-two years." 

The compiler of these records was taken to the Penn Hill Meeting 1lo- 
cality on First-day, April 17, 1932, by Ralph Williams Hershey of Gap, Pa., 
accompenied by his wife, Cora Rakestraw Hershey and their daughter Macreta. 

The Hicksite Meeting House, officially known as Little Britain, is al- 
most universally called Penn Hill, and is so named on the announcement tab- 
let which stands at the entrance gate to the spacious grounds surrounding 
the large roomy brick building in the village of Wakefield, Lancaster Coun- 
ty, Pa. Beautiful large trees grow about the grounds in front of the Meetin; 
House, which, according to the early custom, was erected facing the south. 
A large porch is on the south and east sides of the house and at the north- 
west corner of the building is a stohme "Upping Block", which, like every- 
thing else about Penn Hill, excepting the wagon-sheds, is in good conditioy 
The date of eraction, 1823, is on a marble date-stone in the peak of tho 
western gable, and is also on the headstone marking the grave of “Jeremiah 
Brown Born 2,mo. 15-1750 Died 7,mo. 7, 3831 Built Penn Hill Meeting House 
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in 1823, and gave it to the Society of Friends." His grave is close to the me 
porch of the eastern side of the Meeting House, and, near it is another 4 


memorisl stone inscribed "Michael J. King 1714 - 1770 who in 1763, decd= 


ed the five acres of land of which this burying ground is part." 

_ The Burial Ground of Penn Hill is large and well filled with marked 
graves. The simplicity of the headstones, uniform in size and whitsness, 
gives the spot a pronounced Quaker-like aspect, a beauty of appearance 
thet is not. seen in cemeteries marked with tall imposing monuments. A very 
few of the many femily nemes seen in the graveyard are Blackburn, Boyd, 
Brown, Haines, Hambleton, King, Pickering, Pyle, Reynolds and Stubbs. A 
few steps north or northeast of the Mesting House. is the grave of Levi K. 
Brown who died 2 Mo. 25, 1899 aged 84 yrs. 8mos. During his lifetime he 
took an active interest in the Society of Friends, and about 1874 or 1875 


wrote a brief history of the Meetings constitution Baltimore Yearly Neet- 
ing.

Among them wers John Black- 

burn, judge of York County court in 1764, county treasurer in 1759 and 1766 

end member of the Assembly: Daniel inter, William Delap, Joseph Hewitt snd 

gon George from Bellyhagen meeting, County Armagh; John Wright from Castle- 

shano, County Monaghan; John Morton from New Garden, Chester Co.3 Thomas 

Nevitt from Sadsbury; Villiem Newlin end Moses Harlan, son of George from 

Chester Co.3; George Wilson, Solomon Shepperd and Jacob Hinshaw from Grange, 

near Cherlemont; Robert Mickle from Dublin; and Francis Hobson Jr." ' 

Some additional information concerning Menallen is obtained from a 
"History of Cumberland and Adems Counties, Pa.," published in 1886:- "Men- 
allen Meeting-house of the Society of Friends, dates its foundation here to 
1838, when the old church at Friends' Grove, in the reer of the present Dunk: 
erd church of Butler Township, wes ebandoned. The old double-log Friends' 
Meeting-house of 1838, was removed in 1884, to give place to the present 
brick house. The log house stood just in front of the present buildings 
just north of their new cemetery opened in 1853. The society's old cemetery, 
in Butler Township et Friends' Grove, contains a number of headstones still.’ 

A correction of the above statement informs thet the Quaker property 
at Friends' Grove was not abandoned, but was leased for a period of fifty 
years to the Dunkards. 

"The 'Old Quaker Cemetery, near Centre Mills, in rear of the Dunkard 
Church and cemetery, on the hill above Desrdorff homestead, dates back to 
1825, when Mery Griest was buried there. The grounds have grown wild during 
the last twenty-five years, but among the tall gresses and underbrush, 
headstones giving the following names and dates may be found: Alice McCrea- 
ry, 1855; David McCreary, 1828; Samuel Harlan, 1859; Sareh Harlan, 1873; 
Levi Hutton, 1844; Martha hutton, 1827; Samuel B. Wright, 1859; Thomas Mc- 
Creary, 1865; John W. Cook, 1853; William W. Cook, 1864; Nathan Wright, 
18535; Levi Gree en 1864; Thomas sees 1845; Samuel Wright, alee Eve 
Wright, 1842; Mary B. ries 1845." 

The Noodles of these notes was taken to the Menallen eetide locali- 
ty by Ralph Y. Hershey on May 15, 1932. Menallen Meeting House is besuti- 
fully located at the top of a slight rising ground in a little valley at 
Flore Dele, Pa. The approach by a long lene spurring from the main public 
rosd passing through the village which is midway between Biglerville and 
Bendersville, gives beeuty to the spot and impresses the visitor with its 
homelike atmosphere. The House has a border of low shrubbery about the long 
front porch on the western side, for the building does not face the south, 
end at the south end, while a pump under a covering very suggestive of the 
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old-time “summer houses" of by-gone femily homesteads, ngt unusual in the 
gardens of country residences a halfcentury or more ago, with e shade of 


climbing vines, adds to the home-like appeerance. A drinking cup hengs neny . 


the pump so those who thirst may taste of the cold refreshing water from 
the well, just as the visitors on May 15th did. There is ea fine lawn which 
reaches to the road westwards, and ample grounds at the rear of the Meet- 
ing House, both beeutified with several fine trees, notebly two large spet« 
imens between which the lene pesses just before reaching the House. At the 
beck, on the edge of the woodland, a row of showy pink dogwood in full dis- 
play of its beauty, helped to make the environment of Menallen Meeting 
House most cherming indeed. There certainly is en attractive atmosphere a- 
bout the place, even et the rear where the well preserved row of old-fash- 
ioned wagon-sheds extend from very near the House esestward to the border 
of the woodlend, is kept in memory of former days when they were of more 
prectical use than they are at the present time when automobiles have tak- 
en the place of carriages. 

Across the lene is the clean, neatly cared-for Burial Ground surround- 
ed on three sides by a good substentiel wall and on the side next the Meet: 
ing House by en iron fence. There is but one tree in the greveyard, and 
the stones marking the graves are set in long cement blocks, white, like 
the marble hesdstones they support. In the far northeastern corner, where 
the fence end wall meet, are the greves of "Charles J. Tyson Born 9 Mo. 5, 
1838 Died 12 Mo. 22, 1906" end "Maria E. Tyson Born 3 Mo. 7, 1840 Died 


3 Mo. 11, 1927." Other femily nemes seen in the greveyerd ere Bleck, Cook, 
Dugsn, Gitt, Griest, Herres, Hewitt, Mershell, Prickett, Whitson, Wiermen,

Menellen hes sometimes, but erroneously, been celled Quaker Velley. 
The following extrect from e letter written by Slesnor Richerds Koser of 
Biglerville, Pa., gives some interesting stetistics:- "Our meeting hes nev- 
er been called other than Menellen. Queker Velley epplies to a valley, and 
a very beautiful one, which is crossed by the road by which thee must have 
arrived, but fully & quarter mile from the meeting house. So nemec becaues 
elmost every farm in the valley wes owned by Friends originally. Owing to 
meny deeths, of late years, end our young people seeking employment in or 
neer lerge cities, our group is now very smell. Isaac Wilson merried my 
husbend's mother, Elizebeth M. Koser, in 1912 and occupied half of our 
double house until Mother's death, 1924, so thee could heve found no one 
better able to verify the stetement. He not only endegred himself to us, 
but to our Menellen meeting of which he wes e feithful ettender end min- 
ister. "e heve had no reguler ministry since he left us. Perhaps thee 
knows he is now 92 yeers of ege. He is now living with his children end 
we miss him sedly." This letter was deted May 19, 1932.

In 1762, otherwise in the middle of the Tightsenth Century, Feirfex Mont! 
ly Meeting, then an adjunct of the Yestern Querter of Philedelphie Yearly Mex 
ing, hed six subordinate mestings under its jurisdiction, viz., Pipe Creek, 
Bush Creek, Monocacy or Monoquesy, Feirfex, Goose Creok and Potts, this last 
' being most generally celled The Gep; of these, Pipe Creek, Bush Creek and Mo- 
nocacy (spelt Manoquesy usually in those deys) were on the Merylend side of 
the Potomac River. The third mentioned of these, Monoquesy, wes formed of e 
smell group of Friends, and, though it hsd the distinction of s Preparative 
Meeting (or aspiring to such 6 distinction) wes of brief duration, passing 
out of existence es 8 recognized Meeting in 1765. Much of its short history 
cen be gleaned from the minutes of Western Querterly Meeting. 

NOTm. By closer resesrch, as revesled in the finel pages of this sketch 
it is very clear thet Nonoquesy Weeting was probebly the oldest meeting in 
that section of the country, wés as old es Hopewell or Opequon Meeting and 
became e Monthly Meeting in union with end under the neme of Hopewell Nonth- 
ly Meeting. 

The following extracts ere derived from a copy mede by Gilbert Cope of 
Weet Chester, Pe., of the Book of Minutes of Western Quarter, dating from 
1758 to 1779. In thet record the name of the Meeting is spelt 'Manoquesy” 
end the effairs of the meeting are frequently recorded in connecticn with 
Bush Creek, & Meeting in the seme section cf the Stete cf Marylend. 

Western Querterly Meeting held at Londongrove 5mc. 21, 1759.- "“Feirfex

Probably the original Minute Book is a mutilated menuscript, for, of 
the next Quarterly Meeting, only a few words on five lines remain of the 
Committee's report, thus,-

16, 1762.- "Fairfax Mo.ly Meeting men- 
tions heving teken Gare to appoint a Committee to visit & sit with Mano- 
quesy Friends & on the Committee's, Report, & from the smellness of their 
Number, that Meeting judges them too week to hold e preparative Meeting; 
But having not fully resulted to whet Meeting they may incline to join, it 
is recommended to Frds of Feirfex to inquire & make Report concerning that 
to next Meeting." — 

At London Grove Meeting-House, llmo 15, 1762,- "Feirfax Monthly Meet- 
ing (as directed) reports thet Bush Creek Friends choose to join with Pipe 
Creek Preparative Meeting, and Menoquesy Friends with Faeirfex Preparetive 
Meeting; which sccount being received, & the week Circumstances of these 
Friends considered, their Preparative Meeting (es heretofore held et Man- 
oquesy) is dissolved, end the Members thereof joined to the aforesaid Meet- 


_ings according to their own choice." 


At London Grove, 8mo. 15, 1763.- "Fairfex Mo.ly Meeting mentions thet 


Manoquesy Friends have not kept up their Week Day Meeting, but rether in- 


cline wholly to drop it; snd that their Mo.ly Meeting has extended Cere to- 
wards the seme; & now requests the Quarterly Meeting's Advice therein, 
which coming under Consideretion, Henry Marsh, Wm.

In spite of the fact that some of the early records of Hopewell Month- 


’ ly Meeting heve been lost, considerable gleanings of the oarly history of 


the meeting at Monoquesy have been obtained. Other meetings besides Hope- 
well have been intimetely connected with it, in fact minutes recorded by 

New Gerden end Nottingham Monthly Meetings, show this meeting to have been 
in existence quite as early, if not sooner than Hopewell. Hopewell was os- 
tablished in 1734, both as a meeting for worship and as a Monthly Meeting, 
the latter directly in association with Monoquesy, and under the name of 

Opeckon or Opequon, was known earlier. Monoquesy also bears mention as ear 


ly as 1727, at the time of the marriage of Josiah Ballinger and Mary Wright. | 
During the year preceding, Henry Ballinger's marriage occurred, thus certi- <4 


fied by the following minute from the Nottingham Monthly Meeting:- 

"Att a monthly meeting held at Notingham ye llth of ye 4th mo. 1726 
Henry Ballinger & Hannah Wright appeared at this meeting & Signified their 
Intentions of takeing Nach other In marriage it being ye first time there- 
fore ye young man is defired to bring a Certificate from Salem Monthly 
meeting of his Converfation & Clearnefs from all other women In relation 
to marriage as alfo Something from under his fathers hand of his confent 
to our Monthly meeting.

The Ballingers came from West New Jersey and settled in the Monoca- 
cy Valley "at potomack" and, being interested members of Friends, it is not 
improbable they were early concerned in the organization of this Meeting, 
holding it in private homes until their Meeting House was erected by per- 
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mission of the Quarterly Meeting of Chester, 6th Month 11, 1735. Here are 
two more:minutes of the Monthly Meeting in which there is mention made of 
Monoquesy Meeting:- .

From research made by George C. Slagle of Frederick, Merylend, the fol- 
lowing copy of 8 Lease of the Monoquesy Meeting property in 1792 was obtain:

SHIEK OIE 


The towmship of Newberry, giving its name to a Friends' Meeting of ear- 
ly date, is in the northern part of York County, Pa., bordering on the Sus- 
queheanna River southeest of the city of Harrisburg. There has been much 
written of this Meeting whose general history is told thus in George R. 
Prowell's "History of York County, Pa.," 1907:- 

"Friends were among the first settlers in York County, and they came 
from New Castle County, Delawere, then a part of the 'Territories' of. Penn- 
-sylvenis, and the southern pert of Chester and the eastern pert of Lancas- 
ter Counties......-Among the first emigrsnts who ceme to this county are re- 
corded the names of Garretson, Dey, Cox, Bennet, Lewis, Hussey, Frazer, Hod+ 
“gin, Cerson, Devison, Nlliot, Mills, Kay, Smith end Underwood. 

"The first members of the Society of Friends settled in York County in 
1734, loceting in the oastern psrt of Menchester and Newberry Townships and 
in the Redland Valley around the site of Lewisberry. They obtained authori- 
ty from the Sadsbury meetings in Lancaster County to orgenize a preparative. 
meeting in 1738. Religious services were held first in the houses of mem- 
bers. A log meeting house wes built st the site of Newberrytown in 1745. 

"The original Newberry meeting land, which is in the present village of 
Newberrytown, consisted of a hexagonal tract of 42 acres and 61 perches, 
surveyed April 10, 1767, to John Garretson and Joseph Hutton, in trust for 
the Society of Friends. Information about the early meeting houses is very 
meagre, but the first building, which is seid to have been of logs, was pro- 
bably erected on this tract. The old burial ground in the eestern part of 
Newberrytown is all of the plot thet is now occupied by the Society. The re- 
meinder of the lend end the meeting house, which, sccording to the inscrib-

ie this meeting receives in membership with us. The Friends of the settlement 
) being desirous of a toleretion from this meeting to keep meetings for wor- 
ship every first dav end fourth dey of the week for six months time, which 
request is granted.' 

Another minute of Ninth Month 5, 1739, permitted the meeting for twelve 
months more. 6,5, 1745: "Andrew Moore, Calvin Cooper, Jonas Chemberlein and 
Thomes Bulle are eppointed to visit the meetings on west side of the Susque- 
hanna, to see how they fare in the truth, end report to next meeting." 

This visit wes setisfectorily reported on Eighth Month 7, 1745, and a 
month leter, Ninth Month 11, 1745, Concord, then called Chester, Querterly 
Meeting stated in its minutes thet 

"Friends west of Susquehenne request to heve Meeting of worship & pre- 
parative settled there committee sppointed to visit them to see ‘how far 
they may be able to keep up a meeting with reputetion,' end judge of plece 
to build Meeting House." 

These Friends reported Twelfth Mouth 10, 1745, steting "do judge as it 
appeared to them thet the Friends of Newberry and those of Warrington may 
keep up a meeting for worship, es slso e preparstive meeting with reputa- 
tion." (So it wes grented.) 

2-7-1746. "Newberry preperetive meeting recommended John Day and Wil- 
liem Garretson for overseers in thet meeting, which’is approved in this meet- 
ing until further order." -(Sadsbury Monthly. Meeting.) 

At Yerrington Monthly meeting 2-9-1771. "This meeting received written 
answer from eech of our preparstive meetings except Newberry; end it eppeers 
thet the care of this meeting towerds that meeting is necessary, which is 
left under consideration until next meeting." 

A committees wes eppointed Fourth Mo. 13, 1771, to visit end assist New- 
berry Preperetive eeting. Throughout 1771 the concern continued. On Fifth 
Mo. 9, 1772, the following minute wes made:- "Part of the committee eappoint- 
ed to visit Newberry preparetive reports that they heve performed that ser- 
vice end also reports that they decline to enswer the queries, es they ap- 
prehend it will cause s breach of unity amongst them, which is to be hinted 
in the report to the querterly meeting for their advice end essistance."” 

The disturbence continued. William Willis, Benjamin Underwood, Ann Steer 
end Mirism Hussey, "solid Friends" were sent "to sit with them" end report. 
On 1-9-1773 enother mirute of Warrington Monthly Meeting records ‘The cese 0: 
Newberry meeting left under solid considerstion." In 1775 some Friends at 
Yellow Breeches (now in Fairview Township) esked for en indulged meeting 
which wes grented. It wes held in the house of William Meulsby. This con- 
tinued until 1784, being discontinued Sixth Month l2th of that year. 

9-13-1794: "Newberry meeting steted that there wes but one surviving 
trustee, Semuel Gerretson, Jsmes Wickershem and Wzekiel Kirk were then ap- 
pointed." 

12-19-1810. “Newberry preparetive meeting desired to sell lend where 
the old meeting house is built, and purchase other in a more centrel place 
wherefore Jesse Yickershem end George “ickersheam were appointed trustees, 
who were elso requested to secure the passege of en act of Legislature to 
sell the lend connected with the old meeting house." 
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4-23-1823. "Joel Gerretson and Jesse Wickershem were, eppointed trus- 
tees of Newberry burying ground." 

5-21-1840. "Newberry Friends informed the monthly meeting thet they here 
enclosed a greveyard at the new meeting house and propose closing the fora 
er one, it being full." 

Other recorded minutes show that in 1848 Thomas Garretson wes appointe 
ed e trustee et Newberry, end that in 1855 ea proposition to discontinue the 
meeting met with opposition and was withdrawn. This is an evidence that the 
Newberry Meeting must have been small, perhaps week, in the middle of the 
Nineteenth Century. 

' Among other notes of interest about Newberry is the fact that in 1795 
it was ordered that Werrington Monthly Meeting should be held at Newberry 
once in every three months. 

On May 15, 1932, a visit was paid to Newberrytown, Pa., by the compiler 
of these Historicel Sketches, who was teken there by Relph W. Hershey of 
Gap, Lencaster Ccunty. ft this villege end near it, are the two Meeting 
Houses end the two Greveyerds belonging to the discontinued Friends' Meet- 
ing of Newberry. In the northeestern part of the little town, the old stone 
house with the date, 1792, in its eastern geble (the County History stetes 
"western" which is a mistake), still stends, a pleasing memory oft the early 
Meeting. It is well preserved and is e building thet makes a cheerful dwell- 
ing with its garden and trees in front. The irregular sheped Buriel Ground 
at the junction of the. two roads, diagonelly across from the house, is in 
quite a neglected condition, and much overrun with deep gress end extensive 
patches of Mey Apple (Podophylum peltatum). In it sre meny merked greves, 
but very few marble headstones, the msjority of the stones being the native 
brown stone of the locality. Meny of these have been grouped together un- 
‘der the trees, snd quite a number lie prostrete on the ground or are heap- 
ea together in little piles here end there over the yard. In the west cor- 
ner, next to the public road, is an oblong femily lot enclosed with a sub- 
stentiel well heving no entrence gete, nor headstones, but is simply marked 
LivIS on one side. Among the old headstones is one inscribed "In Memory 
of Margret Teylor was born January The 17. 1832 died October the 24 1839 
Age 7 yeer 9 month and 7 deys " Some of the family names seen in the old 
Newberry Burisl.Ground ere Field, Frazer, Krieger, Meredith, Moller, Nebin- 
ger, Nichols, Taylor and Speekmen. One of the stones in this yerd is simp- 
ly inscribed with the date "1804". 

A coupl-: of miles from Newberrytown on the wey to Lewisberry, is the 
newer Meeting House built in 1811, the dete being on the front of the build- 
ing ea little above the left front door between it and the window. It is a 
good strong structure without porches or hoods to the doors, faces south, 
has stone door-steps, and nearby to the left door, has a fine old-time 
Horse Block. Within, the Meeting House is divided by pertition and shut- 
ters into the usual Men's end YYomen's assembly-rooms, one part, at the time 
of this visit, having the benches iy proper order; the other, the western 
section, showing a number of heavy oak benches without backs, variously 
. overturned on the floor before and about an open unused fire-place which 
occupied the southwestern corner. Am orgen in the mein room rather hints 
that the Meeting House is used, most likely by other religious people 
then the Friends. This Meeting House from its locetion is sometimes call- 
ed "Redlencs’. About it &re many very pretty woodland and rosdside views, 
and the adjoining grove is rife with the pretty Bird-foot Violet (Viola 
-pedatea) in full bloom in Mey. It has spread also into the well-kept grave- 
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y yerd to the west of the Meeting House. There it is with petches of mountain 
» pink, periwinkle, may apple and lily of the valley, all*helping to make at- 
| trective the little enclosure where meny merble memoriel stones, over-step- 
» ping the bounds of Queker discipline and simplicity, mark the greves of 
members: of the families of Frazer, Gerretson, Given, Hert, Henry, Hoops, 
Jones, Kirk, Knisely, Kohr, Squib, Sterr, Taylor, Vale and Wickershem. 
.There ere a few old brown stones in the yard, but the marble markers ere 
the most proevelent. : 
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Oxford Friends’ Meeting is a constituent of Nottinghem Monthly Meeting 
in Nottingham Querter of Baltimore Yeerly Meeting of the Society of Friend 
It is e Meeting whose history detes backwerd little more than half a centu 
ry from the present time, 1930, for it was organized as an Indulged Meet- 
ing by permission of Pennsgrove and Nottinghem Monthly Meetings in 1876 
end ecknowledged an established meeting in 1878. In. the spring of 1878 
Western Quarter reported to the Philedelohiea Yeerly Meeting at Fifteenth 
and Race Streets:- "A meeting hes been set up at Oxford, Ps., to be held 
on the First-dey of the week, under the joint care of Pennsgrove and Not- 
tinghemn Monthly Meetings, to convene at 10 o'clock A.M." 

Oxford Meeting House wes erected in 1879, being opened for services 
on the Sth of the Tleventh Month of that yeer. The Meeting was released 
from Pennsgrove in 1863, from which time it belonged entirely to Notting- 
hem Monthly end Baltimore Yearly Meeting. Soon efter this date, the 
Friends' Intelligencer, First Month 5, 1884, notified its reeders thet 
"Oxford, situated on the Philedelphia and Baltimore Central Reilroad, can 
be reached twice a day from Philedelphie or Beltimore, and Friends arriv- 
ing there on Seventh-Day, preceding these eppointments, will be suitebly 
accommodeted. This is ea meeting which has commenced in 1876, in & private 
houses; & new meeting-house being built in 1879. There is a flourishing 
school there, esteblished in 1881." 

In 1929 Oxford celebreted its half-century anniversery, the followin 
account of which sppeered in the Friends' Intelligencer shortly efter- 
wards:- "On November 9th, to celebrate the fiftieth enniversery of the o- 
pening of Oxford Meeting House, 125 members of the First-day School,

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Oxford Meeting House is a brick building facing the east on Third 
Street, with a well-shaded lawn in front and a spéciots open yard et the 
back. On the front, sbove the porch, is the dete-stone marked ‘"Friends 
1878." No fence is at the front on Third Street, but a neet post and 
pipe reiling seperates the grounds at the back from the sidewalk on Penn 


: Avenue. The sheds on the north side begin to show signs of the passege of 


tine, yet everything about the place reveals careful owners who give Bae 
er attention to the Meeting House and its surroundings. 

The Friends' School was formerly kept in the Meeting House. There is 
no graveyard belonging to Oxford Meeting, the members using the Burial 


a Ground at East Nottingham and other cemeteries of the Society of Friends 


in the vicinity. 
The Pessmore-Teylor House where the first Oxford Friends' Meeting 


convened for its initial sitting, was located on Third Street quite a dis- 
tance from where the Meeting House was built. The present home of Hliza- 
beth B. Pessmore, the oldest living member of Oxford Meeting in 1931, when 
the compiler of these records visited the locality, is on Penn Avenue not 
greatly distant from the Meeting House.

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Pipe Creek Friends' Meeting is an old one, which, in 1931, is one of 
the two Monthly Meetings forming Warrington Quarter of Baltimore Yoerly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends. From the time of its organization to 
1789 it was a part of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting, et first a constituent 
of Yestern Quarter; however, when Warrington Quarterly Meeting met at Pipe 
Creek, 11 Mo. 24, 1788, it was recorded, “It also appears by the extracts 
that the Yearly Meeting have had under solid deliberation the uniting this 
Querter & Feirfax Quarterly meeting to the Yearly meeting of Maryland." 
—And one year later, 11 Mo. 23, 1789, enother statement was recorded, 
"Fairfax and this Quarterly meeting are in future to be considered es 
brenches of the Yearly Meeting for Maryland &c." 

From the minutes of Warrington Quarterly Meeting it is evident that 
Pipe Creek early became active in reform movements, for the following min 
ute was made , 11 Mo. 24, 1788, when the Quarterly Meeting wes held et Pip 
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Creeks- "It also appeers thet a weighty exercise attended that meeting 
(Yeerly Meeting) on eccount of the great mischief done by the use of Spir-

Allen Ferquher wes chosen clerk. 

"On the 16th of the lst month, 1773, Semuel Cookson, a widower, end Mery 
Haines, a widow of Deniel Heines, were united in merriege, being the first 
wedding in that old edifice. Joseph Wright was eppointed overseer of Pipe 
Creek. 

"at Bush Creek, 20th of 2d month, 1773, Joseph Talbott (afterwards keep- 
er of the 'Washington Hotel' in Frederick) produced ea certificate for him- 
self end wife, Anns, from West River, Md. Meeting. 

"Ruth Hollend wes appointed a minister to the meeting of ministers and 
elders. 

"In 1774 Joel Wright wes chosen clerk. In 1777, Williem Metthews was 
chosen clerk, and Joseph Wright, Sareh Miller, elder for Pipe Creek Partic- 
uler. Friends' cemetery is situated immedietely in the rear of the meet- 
ing-house.". 

"Pipe Creek Monthly Meeting, Composed of Pipe Creek and Bush Creek 
Meetings," wrote Levi K. Brown in 1874, "is held seventh before third sec- 
ond dsy et Pipe Creek first month, Bush Creek second month, etc., at ten 
o'clock. Pipe Creek Meeting is loceted in Cerroll County, Merylend, eight- 
een miles east of north of Bush Creek, twenty miles south of Gettysburg, 
end forty miles west of Beltimore, half a mile distent from Union Bridge 
Station on “estern Meryland Reilroed. This meeting was established about 
the yeer 1735, then a brench of Werrington Monthly Meeting. In 1870 there 
were twenty-thres femilies end parts of femilies, and 79 members." 

On Mey 14, 1933, Relph Y. Hershey of Gap, Lancester County, Pe., took 
the compiler of these Friends' Meetings notes to the Pipe Creek Meeting lo-

The first entry in the minutes of the Redstone Monthly Meeting of Wo- 
men Friends is ss here qouted:- 

"At the first Monthly Meeting for Redstone and Providence, held the 4

& minute was produced by men friends from the Quarterly meeting, which was E 
read, seting forth there Concurrence in our heving a Nonthly Meeting Estab- A 
lished for Redstone and Providence, which is directed to be held Circuler 
the 6th day before the Monthly-meeting et Westland: and to be called by the 
neme of Redstone Monthly meeting— and the eforesaid minute is to be enter 
ed in full on mens minutes." 

In 1780 Redstone held its meetings in e schoolhouse, but before 1785 a 1 
Meeting House wes erected. In 1798 the Meetings loceted in southwestern Penne @ 
sylvenia were esteblished as Redstone Querter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting. : 
This Quarter comprised the Monthly Meetings of Westland end Redstone, with 
their constituents, emong which were Providence and Fallowfield. 

The "History of Feyette County," 1882, located Redstone Meeting nearly 

east from Brownsville, where Redstone Creek separetes the townships of Jef- 
ferson, Frenklin and Redstone. At the junction of Crab Apple Run with Red- 

‘ stone Creek is a rock called Queker Rock, so named beceuse it was there the 
Queker, Peter Miller, threw ea tree across the stream for a bridge to aid in 
the journey to meeting on First-deys. The History also states:- "A grave- 
yerd leid out by the Quekers at the church is still used occasionally though 
it is @ neglected spot, where broken and crumbled heedstones and rankly 
growing weeds contribute to the appesrence of desoletion. Fut few of the 
headstones bear any inscriptions, but simply initials rudely cut. Two stones 
record the burials of 'Mr. Sharpless' end ‘Joseph Sharpless'. Others are

On Mey 2, 1937, the compiler of these notes concerning Friends' Meeting 
Houses, visited the localities of Westlend and Redstone end also the former 
Fellowfield Meetings. To reech them he was indebted to the kindness and cour- 
tesy of Carl H. Young and his wife, Henriette Roschie Young, of Pittsburgy, 
Pea., who motored to those locelities in their car. 

The much neglected Burisel Ground of the Redstone Friends' Meeting is on- 
ly e little distence up the hill from the concrete bridge built over the 
Redstone Creek whose waters, now yellow from the influence of sulphur it is 
seid, find a winding wey to the Monongahela River some eight miles distent 
from the Meeting locality. As steted in the "History of Feyette County", 

_ the Redstone Greveyard is in the Center School District. The school-house 
still stands, but it is not used now. The Burial Ground is about 500 yards 
beyond it and presents a deplorable state of "Lack of care." Im size it is 
of considereble extent and of an irregular oblong in shape, is well filled 
with marked graves, and was at one time enclosed by a fence. now eesily 
traced by the broken slats and piles of half-decayed wood lying on the sur- 
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fece of the ground where it has fallen. Next to the road some of the fence 
®.. still stends with a couple of strands of barbed wire slong its length to 
&* shut out ordinery trespassers. A very lerge majority of the stones merk- 
ing the graves of the silent sleepers. ere rough wninscribed fieldstones 
with occasionel more shapely brown stone merkers, end a few marble memor- 
fals bearing brief inscriptions. Two of the few marble markers, neer the 
middle of the cemetery, have fellen prone us0n the grseves. The inscrip- 
tions on them are “Sareh Mary Deughter of "m. & Edith N. Pearsell. Died 
Sept. 22, 1865 Aged 13 Years 7 Mos 27 deys" end "Sabina Sharpless Born 
lst mo 25th 1810 Died 11th mo Ist 1891." Another memorial, a shspely brow 
stone, nearer the roedside, without dete, is simply merked "W.P. - D.C." 
The greve is e few peces from a solitary small tree, which, in the spring 
season before the coming of green foliage, looks as denuded and desd as the 
Redstone neglected greveyard itself. 

Althoush the Redstone Friends' Meeting of the original Quaker settlers 
is now @ circumstence of the past, for the Meeting was laid down in 1864, 
there is still in 1937 a remnent of Friends left in the old neighborhood, 
who hold active church services et a villege celled Periopolis where they

KH EKER RIE 


Ridge Meeting was a subordinete Meeting belonging to Hopewell Month- 
ly Meeting in Fairfax Quarter of Beltimore Yearly Meeting of the Society of 
Friends. There were two Meetings beering the neme of Ridge,-the first or- 
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genized at Pughtown, leter known as Gainesboro, while the parent meeting, uf 
Hopewell, wes still a pert of Philadelphie Yeerly Meeting, and the second, | 
which survived the former, was located about four or five miles northwest 
of Winchester, Frederick County, in the Shenendoah Valley, Virginie. In 
former deys this wes called Upper Ridge for distinguishment from the oth- 
er, Lower Ridge, loceted ebout nine miles northwest of Winchester. Ste- 
phen B. Weeks, in his interesting work, "Southern Quekers and Slavery", 
stetes thet Ridge Meeting wes settled "before 1865" which is very indefi- 
nite. Levi K. Brown seid of it in 1875:- 

"Ridge Meeting, Situated in Frederick County, Virginia, five miles : 
northwest of inchester, four and a half miles south of west from Hopewelly @ 
neerest Reiltoad Stetion, inchester. Mid-week Meetings fourth days et e- 
leven A.M. Established as an Indulged Meeting, second month, 1791, a 
branch of Hopewell Preparative Meeting. In 1870 there were 11 femilies 
and parts of fsmilies, total 38 members, residing at this meeting." 

._ The "History of Frederick County, Ve.," by T. K. Cartwell, 1909, con- 
tains the following reference to the Ridge Meetings:- 

"The Friends for meny years meintained three Meetings, and for some 
reason they were all designated as Hopewell Meeting; the first being Hope- 3 
well on Apple-pie Ridge, one at Fuel town (Gainesboro), and one on Crook= 4 
ed-Run, (Hast of Stephens City).' 5 

"The Hicksites and Orthodox branches, however, hold one Yeerly meeting f 
for one dsy et Hopewell, while only the Hicksites own and occupy Centre 
Meeting-house in “inchester. Two other Meetings were held on Apple-pie 
Ridge-- one et the Ridge meeting-house, and one in the vicinity of White- 
hall. For meny years there was a Meeting et what was known as the Quaker 
School-house on the Ceder Creek ‘turnpike, nesr Fawcetts Gap, which was a- 
bandoned meny years ago. The Meeting at ‘Pughtown' was well attended for 
meny yeers;: but the Methodist Church has gradually strengthened its Congre- | 
gation by accessions from the families of the old Society who were once 
numerous on Back-creek. There is an old greveyard adjoining this place 
that contains the remains of many of the pioneers. Crooked-run Meeting has 
been abandoned so long, that very few young quekers of to-day are aware 
that a large Meeting wes once a part of that section. Prior to the Civil 
Wer the Quekers hed a Meeting-house in the south end of Winchestereeesssee | 
This was known as Centre Meeting. The Meeting house was on the west side of ; 
Washington Street, corner of Stewert, Germen and Monmouth Streets. A whole 
square was conveyed by Serah Zane of Philadelphia to Joshua Lupton, Samuel | 
Brown and Semuel Swayne in 1814 ‘for the purpose of erecting a Meeting-house; 
thereon, and for e burial ground on part thereof for use of the Friends so- 4 
ciety.‘ The site is now occupied by residences." 

"We must mention, however, thet a lerge concourse of people first vis- , 
ited the Confederate grsves in the Episcopal graveyard, and also the lot 
edjoined called the Quqker Lot— both these places receiving floral trib- | 
utes." This refers to ceremonies that took place June 6, 1865, in Yinches- } 
ter, being held by the Ladies Memoriel Association organized that year. 

The following note is likewise from the same “History of Frederick 
County,,Va.," by T. K. Cartwell. "Geinesboro, the attractive little town, | 
about 10 miles Northwest from Winchester, with its several enterprises, 
stores, shops end homes of good citizens, has its streets and churches. In | 
the long ego it wes known es Pughtown. In abéut 1770, it wes founded by Job | 
Pugh when a nucleus of a village was formed neer the old Quaker Meeting 
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House, then e@ brench of Hopewell. The plet and charter of Pugh Town was 
dated Jeny. 12, 1797; it wes surveyed by order of Job Pugh." 

These preceding extracts from Cartwell's “History of Frederick County", 
although interesting as smell items of Quaker associations with the Shenan- 
é doeh Velley in the neighborhood of Yinchsster, contain, however, but very 
_. meager hints about the Ridge Meetings. Consulting the records of Hopewell 
) Monthly Meeting, we find the following minutes of different dates besring 
upon the establishments of the’two Meetings of Pughtown and the Ridge, the 
former being first mentioned in 1787, the latter in 1791.

Creek Meeting acknowledged as esteblished was forwarded to the Quarterly 
Meeting by Hopewell Monthly Meeting with results as detailed in the forego« | 
ing minute. 

In the "History of Hopewell Friends", by Walker McC. Bond and others, 
1936, the following notes of interest are to be found:- "Smith Creek Meet- 
ing House was four miles northeest of new Merket nesr the present village 
of Quicksburg....If, therefore, a meeting house was built in or about 1772 
on or neer Jackson Allen's lénd 'on the South side of the North fork of 
Shannendo’, it seems evident that there were from first to last three Salth 
Creek meeting houses: (1) One somewhere southwest of New Market; (2) anoth- 
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er leter, on the seme (south) side of the river, probebly between the river 4 


end Smith Creek; (3) end finelly a third on the northwest side of the river, 


in the esngle between the river and Holman's Creek, and about a mile north- a 


east of Quicksburg." e 


"The Friends' meeting at Smith Creek, now in the counties of Shenendosh 


end Rockinghem, Virginia, was never large, but it was in existence at an 
eerly date. The burning of the earlisst Hopewell records destroyed partic- 
uler information prior to 1759, but luckily a few items have been PResoniey 
in other sources." 

"On the 6th of 8th month, 1829, Hopewell Monthly Meeting records a con- 
munication from Benjamin Allen respecting Smith Creek mseting house and lot. | 
Joseph Hackney, Thomes Yright, Josiah Fawcett, and John Bond were appoint- 


ed to take the subject into consideretion and report when ready. Nearly four © 


yeers later, to wit, on the 9th of 5th month, 1833, the committee reported 
thet they hed investigated the subject. They had found that Benjamin Allen, 
é Friend in Ohio, who formerly resided near the Smith Creek meeting house, 
hed lately written to John Bond, informing him that many years past he (Al- 
len)- had expended money in ecquiring a title to the seid property, end 


that he wished him (Bond) to inform the monthly meeting of it. He requested | 


Frisnds to refund to him his money. The committee had requested Allen to 
send the deed or state where it might be obtained; also to send en itemized 


_account of his expenditures in the cass. John Bond, Thomas Wright, and Isaac 


Smith reported as the committee. On the 6th of 3d month, 1834, John Bond on 
behalf of the comnittee reported that they were willing to allow the said 
Allen the .sum of $8.25 for the monies expended and for his trouble. The 
committee also proposed that some Friend or Friends be appointed to take 
charge of the property and meke sale of it as soon as convenient. Four 
months leter John Bond and Thomas Wright were appointed to tseke charge and 
make sale. On the 7th of 3d month, 1839, the said appointed trustees re- 
ported to Hopewell Monthly Meeting as follows:

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Among the meny Friends’ Meetings established from time to time in the 
early Queker days in Virginia, later ebandoned or “laid down", chiefly by 
reason of the emigration of the members to other districts, or by being de- 
cimated by meens of deeth or disownment, was one of considerable importance: 
called South Fork Meeting, a constituent of Fairfax Preperative Meeting. Ac- 
cording to Stephen B. Weeks in his "Southern Quakers and Slavery," 1896, it 
was settled in 1769 end laid dow in 1810.

After considering the case this 
meeting have concluded to discontinue the said meeting and the clerk is di- 
rected to furnish Goose Creek Monthly Meeting with end extrect from this 
minute signed on behalf of the meeting." Extract from the Minutes of Fair- 
fax Querterly Meeting the 20th. of the 2nd. mo. 1826.

The following note is in the "History of Hopewell Friends", by Welker 
McC. Bond and others:- "South Fork Meeting was in Loudoun Co., Ve., six or 
sevem miles southwest of Lincoln (Goose Creek Meeting). In 1784 Hugh Judge 
was at South Fork. It was on or near the south fork of Beever dam Creek. 
Yerdliey Teylor's mep of Loudoun County, made in 1853, shows South Fork 
Friends' Meeting still active. The old buriel ground, near the village of 
Unison, marks the site of the meeting house." 

On a cloudy morning, August 23, 1937, the compiler of this series of 
historical notes concerning Friends' Meetings, visited the South Fork local- 
ity near Unison, Vsa., being teken there by John VW. Gregg of Lincoln, Ve., 
also in company with Mery Shoemeker, es granddeughter of Samuel M. Janney, 
the historian, and e near reletive of hers, Mdith Moore Hasterling. The 
Buriel Ground of the discontinued South Fork Meeting is still used in 1937. 
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It is an oblong-sheped enclosure surrounded by e good.substantiel stone @ 
well with the one entrence getewey at the north end. There are meny marked @ 
graves, mostly with tell marble markers, some neglected and broken. One 4) 
bears this inscription, "In memory of Cherity Nichols Died Sept. 26, 186} 
eged 87 Yrs. 2 Mo. & 11 Dys " The broken sections of another headstone 
heave been firmly-secured together with iron strips at: either side, but 
which, however, on one side, hide the last figure of the birth dete, The 
inscription is "Ferewell Williem Seeton.

) Smith's Creek, are generally mentioned in direct connection with Tuscarora 

B. in the Monthly Meeting minutes; but Smith's Creek was very far distant and 
belonged to Crooked Run. All these eppear to have been permitted es indulg- 
a ed meetings during the winter seasons. Tuscarore, Mill Creek and Middle Creek 
|. were off and on "laid down’ end from time to time re-indulged. The following 
p extracts from Hopewell Monthly Meeting's minutes, between 1759 and 1788, re- 
cord some interesting items of Quaker history in Virginie, between the lines 
b 6of which a part of the story of these meetings may be gleened:-

1, 1760.- "The Commity appointed to Vizet the friends on Mill Crick 
Midle Crick & Tuskarorah haveing met on that Service Report to this meeting 
that they ere of opinion thet the old meeting house at Providence is the 
properest place to hold a meeting for worship, therefore this meeting after 
mature Considerstion allows the said friends to meet at the affores&aid mest- 
ing house during the winter Season in order to hold a meeting for worship 
Twice a week viz on firstday and sixth day." 

Smo. 4, 1761.~ "The friends Living on or near Mill Crick being a bout 
eight families & Living at so far Distence from this meeting as mekes it 
Difficult to attend here Requests Liberty to hold a meeting once a month at 
their School house viz on the first Dey next after the Monthly meeting. 
which this meeting after Deliberate Consideration grants till further or- 
ders." 

In 1762 eight families of Mill Creek and Middle Cresk were granted lib- 
erty to hold a meeting in a school-houss. 
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10mo. 4, 1762.- "A concern resting on the minds of friends respecting 
the small meeting at Mill Creek end Providence Lest they are not kept up 
Reputably to the Society this meeting appoints Jonathen Perkins, John Lup- 
ton end Joseph Lupton to viset sd meetings and see how they are kept up and 
report their Judgment thereon to next mo. meeting." 

12mo. 6, 1762.- "The Committee appointed to Viset the smell meetings 
on Mill Creek end et Providence made report in writeing to this meeting 
that they have teken an opportunity with them of boath places end are of the §& 
Judgment that the friends on Mill Creek have not kept up their meeting Re- @& 
putably and it being the Judgment of this meeting that the number of friends — 
et Providence are two few to kep up thet meeting that both them smell meet- 
ings be Discontinued end Leyd Down at present." 

3mo. >, 1764.- "The friends on and about Mill Creek Requested Liberty 
of this meeting to hold a meeting for worship at the Dwelling house of Nor- 
ris Rees senior on eech first Day of the week to mest at the eleventh hour 
till further orders, which request this meeting after Deliberste Considers- 
tion grants." 

12mo. 3, 1764.- "there haveing been a meeting for worship held by in- 
dulgins of this meeting et the house of Norris Rees Senior on first deys for 
some times past which being so fer from Tuskarorah thet friends there can 
herdly ettend it therefore this meeting thinks it best thet it be held dur- 
ing the winter Seson at the house where John Rees did live on Mill Creek on 
first deys and six days of the week, to meet et the Eleventh hour and thet 
they be accountable to this meeting how the same is kept up." 

llmo. 3, 1766.- "At the request of friends living et Tuskerora and Mill 
Greek this meeting indulges them to hold a meeting every other first day 
that is to say one first day at Morris Rees Ser. and the next et Providence 
old mesting house during the winter season." 

6mo. 6, 1768.- "There having been a Meeting by Indulgence of this Meet- 
ing held Circular at Mill Creek and Tuscarore some time Past, accountable 
to this meeting but they very seldom rendering eny account how the same is 
kept up, snd when accounts is rendered it appears Very Discouregeing by rea- 
sons of divisions emong themselves & now by some of them removeing away and 
more Wspecially went of Diligence % zeal among themselves Whereby this meet- 
ing is become uneasy. Its therefore after Deliberate Consideration Concluded 
by this Meeting thet it will be most Reputable to have the Meeting Discon- 
tinued & the same is hereby discontinued till further orders." 

On Winth Mo. 5, 1768, Tuscerora requested liberty to again hold "a Meet- 
ing for Worship on the first dey of eech week during the Winter season at 
the Old meeting house et thet place" and the privilege was granted. The Meet- 
ing appears to heve continued, for, on Fitth Mo. 6, 1771, Job Hestings wes 
eppointed overseer of Tuscerora Meeting. Another request was made of Hopewell 
Monthly Meeting in fighth Month, 1771, when it was asked for "Tuscerorah & 
Middlecreek" to have permission to circulate with eech other enc this wes 
grented,- 

6mo. 7, 1773,- "Friends of Middel Creek & Tuscerorah requests Liberty 
‘of this Meeting to hold their Meeting Constant et Middel Crek." 

In the Werrington end Feirfex Quarterly Meeting books, 6 minute wes re- } 
corded under dete, 6th Mo. 21, 1779, to this effect:- "The Committee appoint- 
ed on the proposel of settling meetings eat Smith's Creek and Middle Creek mike 
the following report, viz— To the Querterly Meeting of Werrington & Feirfex 
We of the Committee appointed by our Quarterly Meeting to consider the pro- 
posal of settling Meetings at Smith's Creek and Middle Creek attended to the 
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‘service, met the Friends at esch of their Meeting Houses, had e free end o- 
pen Conference with them enc give es our Judgement thet it mey be seesona- 
“ble end useful to settle Meetings et each Plece, which.is nevertheless sub- 
/aitted to the Querterly Meeting. N.B. The week day Meeting et Smith's Creek

report was epproved by the Quarterly Meeting, hence Middle Creek became an 

, established meeting in 1779. 

On Third Mo. 5, 1781, e Préeperative Meeting was settled at Middle Creek. 
lmo. 1, 1787.-_"Middle creek preparetive meeting informs that Friends 
of & near Tuscerora requests Liberty of holding Meeting on firstdey during 
. the Winter seeson." Permission wes given end in the Spring of 1788, the 

| time having expired, the Meeting was discontinued. The same request wes re- 
_ peeted the following Winter end agein it wes discontinued in the Summer. 

: The following minute of en earlier date refers to Middle Creek:- 4mo. 
) 3, 1775.- "The friends appointed to Visit the fameleys of friends belonging 
| to Middle Creek meeting report they have performd the servis with Good Set- 
isfaction." 

A specimen of moral discipline et Middle Creek wes recorded in 1784, 
when Jesso Faulkner “hath been guilty of striking e@ men and calling him a 
unbecoming Name." A committee was eppointed to take the cease in hand, and 
| next month, Jesse wes “reported in a good degree sensible of his misconduct. 
' The case was continued and &n acknowledgement was ultimetely made. 

From the minutes of Warrington end Feirfex Quarterly Meeting the fol- 
' lowing extrect is obteined:- 

} l2mo. 21, 1778.- Hopewell reported "situation of Friends of Smith's 
Creek and Middle Creek ceme under their solid Considereticon and by report 
_ of Committees eppointed to visit them they think proper to lay the case of

Following this is the minute of 6mo. 21, 1779, quoted above. The Com-_ 
mittee that signed the report were John Hough, Williem Metthews, Williem 
Bellinger, Mehlon Jenney, Anthony Poultney, Joseph Janney, John Edmundson, 

- William Kersey, Jonethen “right and Stephen Gregg, ‘Which being considered 
by this Meeting is concurred with, with a desire end Trust that the settling 
Meetings et those Places may tend to advantage." 

The Meeting House et Middle Creek wes built some time previous to 9th 
Mo. 20, 1779. In "Hopewell Friends History," 1936, it is stated,- "No evi- 
dence has thus fer been found of @ Meeting House for Mill Creek." 

The following is en interesting minute, end a very eerly one, found in 
the records of Western Querterly Meeting:- 

"At the Western Quarterly Meeting of Friends held at Londongrove Meet- 
ing House in Chester County the 20th of ye llth mo 1758 It having been for 
Weighty Reasons Recommended by the Quarterly Meeting from which we sere Divid- 
ed, that Providence Perticuler Meeting (in Virginia) should be discontinued; 
by an account now Recd from Hopewell Monthly Meeting we are Inform'd thet ad- 
vice is Comply'd with." 

According to Weeks's "Southern Quekers and Slavery" Tuscerora Meeting 
_| was settled in 1733 end discontinued in 1768. In the seme book it is stated 

that Middle Creek Meeting House was loceted in Berkeley County, West Virginia, 
| 18 miles north of ‘Yinchester. 

In "Hopewell Friends History" by Yealker McC. Bond end others, it is re- 
merked:- "Tuscerore meating house wes loceted 25 miles northwest of Martins- 
burg, now in West Virginie, on the Tuscarore Rike. Tho meeting et this place 
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seems to have been called Providence, es well as Tuscerore. On lst of 12th 
month 1760, the Friends of Tuscsrors, Mill Creek, and Middle Creek were 

given leave to hold their meetings during the winter season in the 'Old 3 
Meeting House of Providence.’ In 1768 the Friends of Tuscarors were grant- a 
ed liberty to hold e meeting for worship on each lst dey during the winter %& 
season in the ‘Old meeting house at thet Plece.' Tuscarore wes still hola- # 
ing. in 1792." 4

The Werrington Meeting 
House is midwey between Wellsville end Rossville, about 9 miles south of New- 
berry Meeting House in the same county. 

Warrington Friends' meeting wes esteblished regularly in 1745, but was 
actuslly orgenized some years befors, since meetings were held in its neigh- | 
borhood es early as 1740. This fect is evident from the circumstance that the } 
merriage is on record of Jemes Frezier end Rebecca Cox, 8th Mo. 22, 1740, at 
the residence of ‘Yilliem Garretson in Warrington. 

The present Meeting House of Werrington is not the first. The first was 
8 log house erected in 1745 on a trect of lend comprising 29 acres and 150 | 
perches in extent, neer the land of Stephen Eyles (Ailes) on a@ branch of Con- | 
ewago Creek. Quoting from Albert Cook Myers's valuable researches, in "Imnigres 
tion of the Irish Quakers into Pennsylvania," 1902:- 

"A werrent, dated July 5, 1745, was issued for the lend to be held in 
trust for the Society of Friends, but owing to en irregulerity, the land was 
lster, by proclemetion, declered vacent and efterwerds grented by petent, det=4 
ed 1 Mo.

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"In 1769, a new stone meeting-house wes built near the old one. In 1782, 
it wes found necessery to enlerge the building to elmost double its original 
size in order to accommodete the Quarterly Meeting, end e stone eddition wes 

ade to the north end. The following year the old end wes thoroughly repaired 
end given e new floor and a new roof. With the excoption of a slate roof and 
other repairs effected in the letter 80's the old structure remains substen- 
tially as it wes in 1782, and is still surrounded by a strip of the primitive 
forest. On account of the westward emigration the regular mesting was discon~ 
tinued ebout the middle of the nineteenth century, and now meetings are held 

on only one First-day each yeer." 

In the township of Werrington quite a number of Irish Friends settled, com- 
ing from Irelend or from neighboring colonisl settlements. Among then were 
Thomas “Tilson of Grenge, Irelend, ebout 1740, Thomas Blseckburn from County Ar- 
magh, Georyve, Jonn and ‘Yilliam McMillen, who came from Nantmeel ebout 1750, 
John Marsh end sons from the seme plece, William Nevitt, minister, from West 
Meeth, Irelend, in 1751, Frencis Hobson from Ballyhegen, County Armagh about 
1764, Yilliem Pillar from Grenge about 1767, end others. 

During its early history “Warrington Meeting was a Monthly Meeting of Ches- 


iter Quarter, but in 1758, when Yestern Quarter was esteblished, it, with eight 


others, became e pert of the new Quarter. In 1789. it wes trensferred from the 
Philadelphis Yearly Meeting to the Yearly Meeting of Beltimore. Warrington 


|geve its name to one of the five Querters of Baltimore Yearly Meeting, of 


which, in 1930, the active Monthly Meetings are Menallen and Pipe Creek. 

A Monthly Meeting was established early at Warrington. The following min- 
ute of the Quarterly Meeting treats of its settlement:- 

"At our Quarterly meeting held at Concord for the County of Chester the 9t} 
of the 9th month 1747 the friends appointed to visit friends of Warrington end 
Newberry meetings report that they believe the friends of sd meetings mey be

Gilbert Cope of West Chester, Pa., made a copy of the minutes of Werring- 
ton Monthly Meeting. This is now in the Pennsylvania Historical Society's Li- 
brary, 1300 Locust Street, Phila. From it the following is copied from the 
first page of the book. It gives a "History" of the Meeting to which is inter- 
lined in parenthesis ea comment by the copyist. 

"History. The friends of Werrington and Newberry meetings Living at a 


_considerable distence from their Respective monthly meeting (Sadsbury) to 


which they belonged, egreed to request the Liberty of the Quarterly meeting

When Werrington first became a Querterly Meeting it was in conjunction 
with Feirfax Meeting, and the privilege was asked for many years before it 
wes grented by the Yearly Meeting. The following are the introductory words 
of the Warrington and Fairfex Quarterly Meeting Minutes:-

It wes on May 15, 1932, that Ralph W. Hershey, with his wife and daughs | 
ter, took the compiler of these Historicel Sketches of Friends' Meetings to } 
the old Yerrington Meeting House. 4 

The lerge Meeting House called Werrington from the township in which it} 
is loceted, was erected in the midst of ample grounds by the woodlend on 4 
the roadside, midway between Rossville and Wellsville, York County, Pa. The | 
south end of the Mouse is the part of the building which is oldest, and 
the north end is the section which was erected in 1782. When the visitor 
is a stranger and unable to gain access to the interior, being left to 4 
judge only from outward appearence, the building puzzles one to know which | 
side is really to be considered the front. Old Meeting Houses, and Warring- } 
ton is one of them having been erected in 1767, (the date is in the peek | 
of the southern gable), were customarily built facing the south, end thet 
wes generally the lengthy side, rether then the gable end. Possibly War- 
rington's front is to the eest, facing the graveyard, but the two doors on | 
that side are small end unpretending, while the south end door is double 
suggesting a main entrance. There ere two doors at the back, or side to- ; 
werds the road, neither of which has steps. Still, perheps, the south end a 
wes originally the front of the house before the addition or enlargement {| 
of 1782 changed the front epperently to the east. 

Warrington Meeting House puts on e particulerly attractive aspect 
during the summer and eutumn sessons when the luxuriant growth of Ampelop- 
sis tricuspidete, covering the walls to the eaves, puts forth its shining 
foliage thet holds its green in summer and diplays its brillient hues of 
autumn until winter defoliates the vines. There are some fine trees about 
the grounds but not close enough to hide the Meeting House or to shade 
the Buriel Ground neerby. 

The greveyard is an up-to-date cemetery, evidently used by others 

than members of the Society of Friends, for it is-filled with conspicu- 
ous merble end grenite monuments end memorials, while only a few modest 
headstones, such as usuglly distinguish a Quaker Burial Ground, are to be 
seen. Yet there are some stones which tell that the cemetery is or was q 
e graveyard belonging to the Society of Friends. Two small modest head- |

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The early minutes of Warrington Quarterly Meeting, before it was set a- 
part from Fairfax and wes yet a Querter belonging to Philadelphia Yeerly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends, meke frequent mention of a group of 
Friends who settled on the further side of the Allegheny Mountgins in Fay- 
ette and Washington Counties, Pennsylvania. Those Friends were decidedly is- 
Oleted from other Quekers, too far from their home Meetings of which they 
were members, to attend any gatherings for worship held therein. So they 
celled for the privilege of establishing a convenient meeting of their own. 
They were located in Redstone Township in Fayette County, end on the west- 
ern side of the Monongahela River in Washington County. During the time in 
which Monthly Meeting in Virginie was considering the request of these fer- 
off Friends they were designated as the Redstone group, but when the re- 
quest was granted the name of Westlend first appeared and was given to the 
new Meeting. This was the group west of the Monongahela River. Westland was 
a very eppropriate neme for the meeting but at varience to the usual custom 
of naming meetings for it applied to a group in Mast Bethlshem Township. 
Meetings were generally named from the names of the townships in which they 
were situated. 

The following extracts from the Quarterly Meeting minutes give the 
story of the establishment of Westland Friends' Meeting: -

f . Yeerly Meeting to provide a fire proof plece of deposit and collect the re- 
cords of its brenches, and in 1901 sent the records in my possession to 
Salem, where a large safe had been pleced in the meeting-house for the pre- 
servation of such archives. Providence Monthly Meeting, Fayette Co., Pa., 
1817-1869, and Sewickly Monthly Meeting, 1866-1874, have also ceased to ex- 
ist, and there is not any Friends' Meeting known to the writer in Western 
Pennsylvsnia. Gilbert Cope, West Chester, Pa., 8-11-1911." 

Westland Meeting House was in Washington County, westward from Browns- 
vills. The "History of Yeshington County" remarks:- "Outside the towns and 
villages of East Bethlshem township ere three other churches to be mention- 
ed in this history. The “Jestland meeting-houss, the place of worship of the 
Society of Friends, was built seven-sighths of a century ego. On April 12, 
1792, James Tovmsend and his wife sold ten acres of the ‘Fecund Vellaey ' 
tract to the trustees of this society upon which to build a mesting-house. 
This lend is situated et the head-waters of Two-Mile Run, in Bast Bethlehem 
township, and wes purchased for twenty pounds by Nathan Hesld, Janes Craw- 
ford, Abraham Smith, John Towmsend, John Heald, and Isaac Jenkinson....... 
Upon this land the Quakers built a stone church forty-eight by fifty-two 
feet in size and eleven feet high. It had twelve windows end four doors, 
with chimneys at the corners, which were evidently built with the church. 
The house is still stending (1882) end appears to have been remodeled and 
enlerged at some time, but is now in 6 very dilapidated condition.....They 
(Amos Griffith end Lewis Campbell) sold it April 16, 1866 to illiem Fish- 
er, Amos G. Cleaver and Joseph Ferquher for three hundred dollars." 

Under the jurisdiction of Westland Monthly Meeting was a subordinate meet 
ing called Fallowfield. The county history says of it:- "A deed dated April 
17, 1799, is a’conveyance by Joseph Allen ‘to Joshua Dixon, John Allmon, 

John Heald, and Jacob Griffith, trustees in behalf of the society of people 
called Quakers of Yestland Monthly Meeting' four and one-quarter acres and 
seventeen perches, in consideration of ten dollars and sixty-seven cents, 
‘for the proper use of the society of the people celled Quekers forever 
for the purpose of a meating-house called Fallowfield meeting-house'". AD > 
ter the Separation the Hicksites became the stronger brench. Later the place 
was abendoned and sold to the Methodists who built on it the Mt. Tabor 
Church. Pert of the lot was used as & graveyard, but the Quaker graves were 
not marked. The Church wes erected in 1851. "Tne cemetery now know as Mount 
Tabor Cemetery was in use very many years by the Friends and was part of the 
grounds owned by the Friends, known as Fallowfield Meeting-Ilouse of the 
Westlend Quarterly Meeting." 

_ On Mey 2, 1937, the compiler of these notes concerning Meeting Houses. 
of Friends, visited the localities of the Westland, Redstone and the former 
Fallowfield Meetings. To reach them he was indebted to the kindness and the 
courtesy of Carl H. Young and his wife, Henrietta Roschie Young of Pittsburg}! 
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ton County" definitely states that Vestlend Meeting House is but a short 
distence from Powelltowm, but Powelltown was found to be only the name of. 
a hill near'a couplé of miles from Centreville. There is no village at the 3 
place, and “Westland Meeting location is on the top of the next hill adjecs | 
ent to that. of Powelltown.

Over the door is its identification tablet stating "Mt. Tabor M.&. Church 
1850-1926." By the east side of the church the road descends the hill in- 
to the velley to the northward. 

Here at Mt. Tsebor, the Friends formerly had e schoolhouse in which 4 
John Jeckmen end Newton Williams taught in 1827-1828. Some fifty yeers lat- | 
er John Jeckmsen wes buried in this graveyerd.

"The Methodist people in this section of country were orgenized before the | 
year 1800, end worshiped in what wes then known as the Howe Church.

After the abendonment of the old'Feallowdield' Qusker Church a portion of 
their church lot wes purchased by the Methodists, who soon erected upon 
it a frame building forty by forty feet, which was dedicated Mey 16, 1851. 
The Rev. Thomas Hudson preached the dedicatory sermon from the text, ‘God 
is a spirit.’ The name 'Mount Tebor' was given to the church by Mrs. Meh- 
lon Riggs.

the door of Mount Tabor Church. 
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West Nottinghem with East Nottingham forms a Monthly Meeting belonging: 
to Nottinghem Quarter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. 
It was organized in 1719, fourteen years later than East Nottinghen, both 
of which, in earlier times, were a part of Western Quarter of Philadelphia 
Yearly Meeting. In Futhey and Cope's "History of Chester County, Pa.," 188l, 
it is stated:- "Nottingham Quarterly Meeting wes first opened end held at 
East Nottingham Meeting, 5th month 19, 1819, end was composed of Nottinghen, 
Little Britain, end Deer Creek Monthly Meetings, of which the two former 
were taken from Western Quarterly Meeting. This is a brench of Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting." 

Of the early establishment or settling of West Nottinghem Meeting the 
following extracts from the minutes of Chester Querterly Meeting give some 
information:-

This small, but 
substantial, cozy, end well-preserved brick house of worship is beautiful- 
ly located a short distence west of Rising Sun, Md. Although the building 
is no longer used es a meeting place, the property continuss to be the ob- 
ject of much pride with some of those who worshiped in it meny years; and 
the building appeared to be in the very best of repairs at the time of the 
enniverssry meeting. The fact that the house is no longer used as @ regu- 
lar meeting place does not meen thet it is a former house of 4 dead mest- 
ing. With a view to 'adepting means to circumstances’ West Nottingham Meet~ j 
ing has moved » few years ago to Rising Sun, most of the members and at-

"m. Henry Heines, of Pleasant Grove, Pe., prepared an exceedingly in- 
f teresting history of the meeting, which wes read by his daughter, Mabel H. 
F Eby, of Blackwood, N.J......At the close of the morning session the sun was 
a shining brightly. Perhaps en hour and a helf was spent in eating lunch and 
in having a thoroughly good time socially. Perfect weather conditions pre- 
vailed when the efternoon session was convened. The congregation, which had 
been considerably augmented since morning now occupied improvised benches 
on the lavm in front of the meeting house." 

The compiler of these historical notes of Friends' Meetings wes tsken 
to the East Nottinghem, West Nottinghem and Colore Meeting Houses by Ella W. 
Thomes and her deughter Philene of Oxford, Ps., on April 13, 1931. 

West Nottinghem Meeting House, known locally as the Little Brick Meet- 
ing House in contradistinction to the Brick Meeting House et Celvert, is 
located a mile or more from Rising Sun in Cecil County, Maryland. The Houses. 
much smaller than the Zast Nottinghem house, sits by the roadside, bright 
end cheerful, in the open sunlight with its row of wagon-sheds, rather time- 
worn, at the back or north side of the building. The Meeting House was erect- 
ed with its front towards the south which causes it to have its beck to the 
entrence driveway, its west gable-end being towards the passing highway. 
There ere two doors at the front, two et the reer, and one at the eastern 
end next to the graveyerd. The dete of erection has been place on the wood- 
en freme of one of the doors at the back and likewise on the wooden porch 
over the corresponding door at the front. A lerge, well-filled Buriel 
Ground is at the east of the House, wherein are several lerge handsome box- 
trees end other evergreens. The memoriel stones with inscriptions kept in 
accord with Friends' Discipline, record the femily nemes of verious members 
of the Meeting, among which ere Brown, Coulson, Fulton, Green, Haines, Head- 
ly, Jackson, Kirk, Lengdon, Meerns, Mitchell, Moore, Pierce, Reed, Reynolds, 
Romen, Scott, Sidwell, Taylor, Trump, Wells, Wey, Winchester and Worthing- 
ton. 

Meetings are no longer held regulerly at West Nottingham, having been 
discontinued meny years ago by the removal of the congregation to a privete 
in Rising Sun. The change of location for the meeting wes designed to in- 
creese the attendence by reéson of a more convenient situation, but ulti- 
mately it proved of little aveil. After the passege of e number of yeers 
the meeting wes closed, end at the present time, in 1931, holds but one 
meeting annually, so the compiler wes informed. 
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eae end still officially celled Centre Meeting. 
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Winchester Friends' Meeting is scheduled in the Book of Meetings as one 
of the two Meetings comprising Hopewell Monthly Meeting in the Feirfax Quar- “72 
ter of Beltimore Yeerly Meeting of the Hicksite Brench of the Society of 
Friends. In response to inquiries about this Meeting, which is officially he 
denominated Centre Preperetive Meeting, reteining in thet appelletion the ore 4 
iginal neme of the Meeting, Annie J. Rees of Winchester, Va., provided the a 
following information:- 

"The first Winchester Meeting-house was destroyed during the Civil Wer | 
(I do not remember that one). The present one is e@ lerge double brick build- © 
ing with a partition that rolls up. The grounds covering one half acre was. | 
bought from John end Barbere Vilviz September 17, 1870 for $1800.00. At 
present the grounds are used during the Summer months for Community FPlay- 
ground. They have been using the grounds for a number of years. for. pley-~ 
ground, but children will be children, and they heve abused their priviledge. | 
-.--Our Meeting is Centre Preparetive Meeting, Hopewell Monthly Meeting, Fair- | 
fax Quarterly Meeting, end Beltimore Yearly Meeting. We hold our-Monthly Meet- { 
ings elternetely, Hopewell during the odd months and Winchester the even ones."| 

This information does not verge upon the early history of the Winchester | 
Meeting, a meeting that is old in yeers. As a meeting for worship it wes 
scheduled under the neme of Centre in Stephen B. Weeks's “Southern Quakers 
end Slavery," 1896, as settled before 1779, laid down, and later held in Win- 
chester. 

From the minutes of Hopewell Monthly Meeting the following treat of the 
orgenization of Centre Preparetive Meeting:- 

7mo. 7, 1777.~ “Friends of Senter Meeting heveing been Indulged with the 3 
liberty of holding a Meeting for Worship for the Winter season & now requests | 
a further peel eence with which this meeting Concurs & Grents their request : 
till further Order. 

On Ninth Mo. 1, 1777, Rachel Hollingsworth was appointed elder of Centre 
Meeting. On Ninth Mo. 4,°1780, it was proposed to the Quarterly Meeting to 
establish Centre Meeting, end on 

Tmo. 7, 1781.- "The friends appointed to attend Centre at their first 
Prepsretive meeting, Report they mostly met, and efter heving a solid con- 
ference with Centre and Mount Pleasent Friends, they unenimously agree to 
Report as their sense & Judgment, thet Centre Preparative meeting may be 
“held at Centre on the fourth day of the week in each month preceeding Hope- 
well preperetive meeting, with which this meeting Concurs." 

About the time of the orgenization of Centre Meeting, the inhabitants of 
Winchester were much egitated by the arrival of some "Benished Quakers" 
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lodged there by the Government authorities as prisoners. An account of this, 
lergely quoted from Gilpin's "Exiles in Virginia", is given in Weeks's in- 


© teresting work, "Southern Quakers and Slevery", as follows:- 


"In September, 1777, twenty Quekers of Philadelphia were arrested by 
the Council of Pennsylveniea on the charge of heaving given information to 


f the British, end seventeen of them vere hurried down to Winchester, Ve., as 


prisoners of war. The original charges seem to have been utterly baseless, 
anc the proceedings egeinst thém were arbitrary and unjust, for they were 
given no opportunity to defend themselves; they were refused a hearing, and 
the writ of habeas corpus, issued in their behalf by the @hief Justice of 


Pennsylvenia, wes disregerded. Further, they were forced to support them- 


selves while thus involuntarily removed from their regulsr occupations, and 
the feelings of the community were poisoned ageinst them. This injustice 
wes all done on the besis of certain papers pretending to come from 'Spank- 
town Yeerly Meeting', which bears unmistekable evidence of being the work 
of one who wes wholly ignorant of the phraseology peculiar to Quekers. 

"The history of the arrest hed preceded the prisoners. ‘The inhabitents 
of this part of the country are', writes the county bi apeensus of Frederick, 
‘in general, much exaspereted ageinst the whole society of Quekers. The peo- 
ple were teught to suppose these people were Tories, anc the leaders of the 
Quékers, and two more offensive stigmas, in their estimetion, could not be 
fixed upon men; in short, they deternined not to pernit them to remain in 
Winchester, for fear of their holding correspondence with the Friends of the- 
adjoining countiss.' He says, further, that this sentiment was manufactured 
to keep them from holding such communication, end so strong wes the feeling 
that on the day efter their arrival, abdut thirty armed men collected at 


| their lodgings end demanded their immediate removal. The question wes set- 


tled for the time by the Queksrs agreeing not to leave their house. But 
this feeling of feer snd hostility soon subsided, the people became more 
friendly, and not only allowed them to remain, but administered to their 
comfort, granted them the freedom of the surrounding section of the country, 
and attended their mestings. They were released in April, 1776." 

Hopewell Monthly Meeting made the following minutes concerning the 
Benished Friends:-

Q9mo. 7, 1778.- "The Friends appointed to provide something by way of .- 
Certificate for our BANISHED FRIENDS, produced en essay to this Meeting 
which was twice read epproved and signed." 

Hopewell Monthly Meeting reported to the Quarterly Meeting in 1777 say- 
ing "Thet meeting also informs that e number of our Bretheren who are Ban- 

ished from Philadelphia for the testimony of a good Conscience, have for two 

months past with the concurrence of the monthly Meeting, held three Meetings 
in the week in the Tow of Yinchester viz two on the first day & one on the 


‘fourth, which we have a secret lope * belief will tend to the spreading of 


the Testimony of Truth & edvancement of the ceuse of Righteousness.’ 
The Quarterly Meeting made an unusually long minute appointing a com- 
mittee to look after the sufferings of the Banished Friends. It is this:- 
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fourth deys at eleven o'clock. Im 1870 there were nineteen families and part 


of families, end 65 members. Buring the late civil war the meeting-house was 
totally destroyed by the soldiers, since when a large and commodious brick 


house, sufficiently large to accommodate the Quarterly Meeting has been e- 


rected." 
Fron Walker McC. Bond's "History of Hopewell Friends" it is learned tha 


Centre Meeting was first located just southwest of Winchester where the old 
Burial Ground is yet to be found "near the homes of Parknes and Hollings- 


worth" in 1937. It was removed to the town of Winchester in 1819, where 
the Meeting House was teken possession of, March 13, 1862, by the Federal 


troops, end in the following year, 1863, was destroyed. In 1871 Centre held 
its meetings at the John W. Marvin's building, end on 8mo. 2, 1872, the 
first Monthly Meeting was held in the new Centre Meeting House .in Winches-

It was on First-day, Fifth Month (May) 23, 1937, that the compiler of 
these notes concerning Friends' Meetings, wes taken to Winchester, Va., by

plecs located there. The present Meeting House, built in 1872 end loceted al 
the corner of Picadilly and Yashington Streets, is a large brick building 
facing closely to the south, es the old Quaker Mesting Houses usuelly did, 
but it is not at the same spot where its predecessor stood in ante-Civil 
Wer days. This is a fine structure with eo long porch and an ample yard at 
the rear or north side, end two small porches or covers et the entrance 
doors on the south side fecing Washington Street. There are shade trees on 
the street bounds of the premises, but the yard at the beck is open end nea 
with a fine grassy lawn. Within the Meeting House a nerrow vestibule inter 
venes between the entrence doors and the assembly-rooms, which, in the ear 
lier deys when the meeting wes larger then it is now, were used by the men 
end women members separetely. The dividing partition remains, but the end 
next to Picadilly Street is now used for the meetings for worship. Every- 
thing about Vinchester Meeting House in 1937 appears in order and well 


cered for. 
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York Friends’ Meeting is en old esteblished religious organization | ‘a 
whose interesting Queker history is told in these words in the "History 
of York County, Pe.,"' by George R. Prowell, 1907;:- ls 

"The Quakers were among the earliest settlers in York County. Most ofl 
them loceted north of the Conewago Creek, extending their settlements wost- 4 
werd into the present area of Adems County. After the erection of York ua 
County, in 1749, e number of influential Quakers moved to the vicinity of 14 
York, when it beceme the seet of justice. nuns them were Nathen Hussey, (ff 
William Willis, and John Day, who beceme the first president justice of the i 
county courts. In 1754 they obteined permission of Warrington monthly meet-: 
ing to hold ean 'indulged' meeting in York. The original meeting house, which | 
is yet stending, is located on West Philadelphia Street, between Beaver end | 
Water Streets. Meetings sre still kept up, though the Society is very small 
at the present (1907.) -The eastern part of the lot on which the meeting 
house stends wes purchased in the year 1765, from Nethen Hussey end his wifes ¢ 
Edith, for the use of the Society of Friends. During the following year the @ 
eestern pert of the present building was erected. The records give the fol- 9

In 1773 the western portion of the lot on which the meeting house is built 
wes donated to the Society of Friends forever. Ten years later the western 
division of the present meeting house was added. By this time the member- (% 
ship had greatly increased. Warrington monthly meeting included the preper- } 
ative meetings of York, Newberry, Werrington, Huntingdon end Menallen. Rae 

"Among the lesding preachers who conducted servives in York meeting 
house during the days of the past were Peter Farnell, Mergeret Elgar, Wil- 
liem Matthews, deputy state surveyor; Elishe Kirk, Ann Jessop, Jesse Ker- 
sey, and Thomes Yethereld. Charsecteristic of all Friends' mesting houses, { 
records of births, mérriages and deaths of this one were carefully kept, as 4 
well as minutes of regular meetings. They are still in existence, except ip. 
those taken away with the flood of the Cadorus in 1817. 

"Job Scott, one of the most celebreted preachers of the Quaker faith, 
made @ tour of America, visiting the different meetings of the Society. In 
1790 he came to York County. The following is from a journal published by 
him the same yeer; 'Coming north from Virginie, I had very good meetings 
in the meeting houses of Menallen, Huntingdon (Adems County), Newberry, 
Werrington, end York; at each of these pleces to my greet setisfaction. At 
York I had three mestings end remained some days. I formed & good opinion | 
of the town. On the 6th dey of the first month, 1790, I went to @ place cali-{ 
ed Wright's ferry, on the Susquehennea River, where I had good meetings at 5 
the house of the Widow Yright.' 

"The York meeting house wes built on lots Nos. 175 end 176 of thie tom 
of York. They were petented by Thomas and Richard Penn to Nethen Hussey, 
1763; and by him deeded to William Willis, Joseph Gerretson, Merman Upde- 
graff, es trustees, 'for the use of the Society of Friends forever.’ In 
1764 the York ‘indulged' meeting beceme @ meeting for worship, but ‘ordered 4 
‘to remain members of the Newberry preperetive meeting es before." The ineet~ | 
ing house was completed in 1766, and in 1767 the York preperative mesting 
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established. In 1783 York meeting requested to have efternoon meetings on 
First days to begin at the third hour, which wes grented, desiring ‘thet 
Friends of thet meeting mey teke their children and femilies with them to 
meeting.' In 1784 they requested thet e monthly meeting for discipline be 
settled among them, which was granted. This meeting wes esteblished in 1786 
and ordered to be held 'on the fourth dey of the week precéding the second 
first day of eech month, and known as York monthly mesting.' The first meet 
ing wes held on the fifth dey -of the seventh month, 1786." 

Williem Kersey was appointed clerk, 17863; John Lane overseer; and Wil- 
liam Welch the seme yeer wés appointed recorder of births and deaths. An 
‘indulged meeting wes permitted by York Monthly Meeting to be held et Wright' 
Ferry in 1793 end it lasted till 1798. The Wright's Ferry of 1793 was one o 
the first ferries on the Susquehenne. In 1931 the location is known es 
Wrightsville. . 

The following minutes from Western Querterly Meeting records substanti- 
ate some of the stetements in the foregoing historicel sketch:- 

"At Yestern Querterly Meeting held at London Grove the 20th of 2nd mo. 
1764.- “Yarrington Report mentions Thet the Friends of York-Town heave been 
indulged a considereble Time with holding a meeting there; &% now request 


f . thet a Meeting for “lorship may be sottled there, & elso e Preparsetive Neet- 


ing, with which the ssid mo.ly meeting express their unity." 

"At a Querterly Meeting held at London Grove the 21st 5th mo. 17654 The 
Committees eppd to visit the Frtends of York Town reported as follows, 'Thet 
they met with the Friends of York Town had a seasonable Opportunity with 
them, and view'd the Plece where they propose to built a Meeting House 
(which they seid they had a Title for) % on solidly considering their situe- 
tion do think it msy be best for them to have liberty to build & House, & 
be ellowed a Meeting for worship on first & third Days, as heretofore toler- 
ated by ‘Yerrington mo. meeting & continuo members of the same Preperetive 
meeting (as formerly) for some time longer,’ Submitted % signed by all the 
Committes: hich this Mesting concurs with, & allows them the Priviledge of 
holding Meetings for worship agreeable with the Tonor of the Report, but to 
remain Members of Newberry Prepar. Meeting as before." 

At London Grove 8-20-1764.- "A new Meeting settled at York Town, in the 
County of York, and a general Meeting allow'd to be held in Lancaster Once a 
yeer: A new Ifecting Houses built et Fairfex; * One at Bush Creek in Marylend 
belonging to Feirfax Mo.ly Meeting." 

"At a Quarterly Meeting held et London Grove ye 17th of ye Sth month 1767 
Werrington Report mentions thet Friends in and about York have now built a 
feeting House; and egain request to have a Preparative Meeting settled among 
them, which thet Mo'ly Mesting recommends to the Consideration & Car of this 
meeting: it is therefore left till our next " (This request wes granted by ® 
_minute of Yestern Quarter, 2nd Mo. 15, 1768.) fa 

There is a copy of the York Monthly Meeting minutes in the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society's Library, 1300 Locust Street, Philadelphia. From it the 
introductory page of the book is here reproduced; also the closing minutes 
of both the Women's and the Men's Monthly Meetings et York:r- 

"Friends of York Meeting having been under considersble difficulty in 
attending their Monthly Meating at Warrington, And believing it might be 
profitsble for a Monthly Meeting to be settled here, repeetedly mentioned 
their roquest for the same to sd Monthly Meeting; Which after some time 
spent in deliberating thereon concluded to inform the Quarterly Meeting of 
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the request in order to obtain the weighty consideration and acu tocuiedn ag 
enswer whereunto the following Minute was produced , To wit a: 
"The Committee on the request of Friends at York made the follows

"Tn 1870," wrote Levi K. Brown, "there were but four or five families! 
of Friends residing in the tow. Many of the older citizens, however, re- 
member , with lively interest, the powerful sermons preached here'in ‘fora- 
er years, by that devoted servant of the Most High, Thomas Wetherald, on 
which occasions the meeting~house would scarce contain the people assen- 
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The compiler of these ,Friends' Meeting Sketches was taken to the York 
y Meeting locality on May 15, 1932, by Ralph W. Hershey of Gap, Lancaster Co., 
wy, Pa. 

ZZ In the western part of the large city of York, on the north side of 
West Philedelphia Street, close to the sidewalk and not far distent from 
Beaver Street, is the little brick Meeting House of the Society of Friends. 
The structure plainly shows the original section of the House, built in 176€ 
of bricks seid to have been brought from Englend, was added to subsequently. 
me 6UsThe newer part, erected about 1776, hes been used for the last twenty years 
or more, dating backward from 1932, by a Mission Sunday School, and the 
building end premises are kept in excellent order. Outside, the woodwork of 
the building has been peinted a dull leaden gray color, but within the un- 
painted shutters end benches attest to the Qusker atmosphere and ownership. 
The House is somewhat above the street level, and back of it is the grave- 
yard wherein most of the graves are unmarked. A group of headstones just at 
the rear of the House show the family names of Chalfant, Gover, Jessop, Love 
and Meredith. One fanciful marble, in form of a cross florally carved, has 
neither dates nor lettering. In the middle of the Burial Ground is a tall, 
graceful elm tree, end not far from the eastern end of the Meeting House is 


an aged catalpa, highly prized for its age and associations. 


Meetings are still held by Friends in York, Pa., but not regularly. On 
Mey 15, 1932, when the compiler visited the place, a number of interested 
people gathered there to hear VW. Ralph Gawthrop of Wilmington, Delaware, whe 
attended the meeting to address those assembled to hear him. The compiler 
was told by the jenitor in charge of the building that several meetings had 
been lately held by Friends in York.

During many of the eerly yeers of its existence Mount Pleasent Friends' 
Meeting was know es Fawcett's Meeting, deriving the esppellation from John 
(ewcett, one of the founders of the meeting, in whose house the meetings 
were held before a Meeting House was built. The lend which beceme the pro- 
perty of Friends was devised by John Fewcett in 1785. It was loceted in- the 
meighborhood of Merlboro sbout eight miles south of Winchester in Frederick 
County, Virginia. Fewcett's or Mount Pleasent Meeting wes & brench of Crook- 
fed Run Monthly Meeting in Feirfex Querter in Beltimore Yetrly Meeting. Un- 
itil 1789 it belonged to Philadalphie Yearly Meeting, thet yeer marking the 
dete when Fairfax wes trensferred from Philedelphia to Beltimore. It became 
fa part of Crooked Run when thet Monthly Meeting wes set up in 1781. 
The following brief mention of this Meeting occurs in the "History of 
Hopewell Friends''s: -~ 
t "On the lst day of 4th month, 1771, Hopewell representatives reported 
that there were several fomilies of Friends and some friendly peopls living 
mear Marlboro Forge, in te southwestern part of Frederick County, who wers 
funable bectuse of distance to attend any particular sneeting for worship, with 
conveniences, snd who therefore requested the liberty of holding a meeting for 
worship on each First Dey of the week. The request was grented with the pro- 
yiso that they rendsr an account duly how the meeting. was kept up. The meet- 
ing wes to be held ‘for the present' at the house of Joltn rawcett. Cn the 2d 
dey of 6th month, 1777, the meeting at Fawcett's wes esteblished twice a 
week. At this tine it was know es Fawcett's Meeting. In 1765 John Fawcett 
thy will devisod two acres of land for this meeting. At various times leter 
fit appeared as Mt. Fleasent. ' 

"The site of Mt. Flegsent (Fewcett's) Meeting cen still be deternined 
with certeinty by meens’of the burial ground. Recently (this article was

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published in 1936) lr. Clerk Fawcett of Opequon, Frederick County, Vas, hes 
made finenciél provision for the upkeep of the graveyerd of it. ei leet- 
ing, which wes first held in Bae house of John Fawcett and attended by many 
others of the séiae femily name 
In another part of the eee of Hopewell Friends" it is stated there 
was a school connected with Mt. Pleasant Meeting of Friends; slso thet the 
first person buried in the cemetery was Thomes Fawcett. 

In the Table of Dates in the seme history is the following:- 1809, Sth 
of 6th month, Mt. Pleasent. Meeting discontinued." 

The compiler of these "istoricel Sketches" visited the locality of. the 
iNount Plessent Meeting twice, first on Mey 16, 1939, in company witn Relph 
iy. end Cora R. Hershey, end second, on July 19th of ths seme year, when in 
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company with Ase M. Smith of Moorestown, New Jersey. On the occasion of the 
first visit he made reference to the place by steting:- al

fF ing on the 4th dey of each week. 
"In 1789 Job Scott visited Southlend twice, first in 4th month and agein 
in 12th month. ie 

"Tn 5mo- 1796 Southlend's proportion in the annual contribution wes 3 
shillings end 6 pence. The seme yesr Southlend requested the privilege of 
holding a monthly meeting. The exact date of the granting of this request 
hes not been escertained because of the loss of the Crookec Run minutes cov- 
ering the next few years, but it wes probably 1797. 

"In the years 1792, 1799, end 1800 Crooked Run gave certificetes of .ré= 
moval to Southland to the following persons: John Woodrow, Feter Cleaver, 
Alice Clever, Rachel inate Sidney Crumpton, and Rachel Hellowey end chil- 
dren. This shows-thet Southlend was a monthly meeting in 1790, 1790, end 
1800. Record thet Seen wes @ monthly meeting in 1799 has been found in 
the minutes of Feirfex Quarterly Meating. From the seme source it eppears 
thet Southland Monthly Mestinz was laid down in 6me. 1804, the members re- 
turning to Crooked Run Monthly Meeting, end thet in the 2d month of the next 
yeer Southland Preperstive Meeting wes also laid dow."

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q The Friends’ Meeting of Stefford, Va.; wes in existence for a period of 
febout 38 years, from 1769 when it. wes orgenized or permitted to be held by the 
Monthly Meeting of Hopewell, to 1807 when it wes laid down by the authority of 
ithe seme Monthly Veeting. From the limited historical notes sccessible connect- 
bed with its story, it evidently wes e meeting of e small congregation thet nev- 
per' rose to the dignity of .e Monthly Meeting, but was reported as en indulged 
meeting considered es "settled" ebout 1779. In the "History of Hopewell Friends" 
ppublished in 1936, a brief outline of Stefford's story is given end is quoted 
Phere in full, together with the record of several marriegss thet were consum- 
uated within the bounds of the Meeting, the names of the contracting parties re~ 
iveeling to some extent the nemes of families who ‘constituted Stafford Meeting. 
fina brief reference to the locetion of this Meeting in the seme Friends his- 
ory it is stated that it wes "perhaps neer Stefford P. 0." Yet in enother part 
pof the same work it is stated:- "Stefford Friends' meeting was probably in the 
fsoutheastern part of Stefford Co., Va-; on or near Potomac Run (Creek)... It was 
findulged in 1780 "As heretofore’. Tm 1617 steps were taken to sell the meeting 
fhouse at Stefford the burying ground to be reserved." Thus it is indiceted 
fthet Stafford Friends' Meeting has left so little of eo lendmerk, the pessage of 
fa century enc more of years to 1939, hes practically eresed even the knowledge 
tof its exect location. Its neme definitely places it in Stafford County and its 
days of Quaker activity naturelly places it in the settled districts of the 
county near the Potomec River end its tributeries, ell of which are small in 
istefford County. The county seat is the town of Stefford, which in 1939 is lit- 
itle more then 6 villege in size, containing e few rether entique looking build- 
lings, but mostly showing up-to-dete present day dwellings on end neer the main 
street. In en effort to represent this Friends' Meeting locality in a photo- 
lgrephic wey, the compiler of these "Historicel Sketches", on the occasion of 
his visit to Stafford County on July 20, 1939, was forced to show buildings

The following extracts from the "History of Hopewell Friends". give the 
Pshort outline of Stefford Friends'.

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SUPPLEMENTARY ADDENDA. 


The Queker localities which comprise the subject matter of the remain: 
ing pages of this book, have little or no officiel connection with the 
Yeerly Meeting of the Society of Friends in Philadelphia. They are class- 
ified in four divisions: - 

‘Ist.- A series of Meetings very closely associated with the Philadel- 
phia Yearly Meeting, having been, or continuing to be, partly made up of 
isolated members of the Arch Stroet or the Rcae Street Meetings, thereby 
claiming @n expressed interest from both Yetrly Meetings; two prominent 
Schools, also recognized by both Meetings; end two Meetings of the past 
that were orgeénized chiefly by dissenting members. 

2nd.- A number of Meetings belonging to Baltimore Yearly Meeting, in 
gome instences the offsprings of Meetings, which, in eerly days, were a 
pert of the Yestern Quarter of Philedelphise Yeerly Meeting. 

3rd.- The Meetings on Long Island, New York, with a few others of New 
York Yearly Meeting. 

4th.~ Two Meetings end a prominent College under the jurisdiction of 
one of them, belonging to the Chio and Indiene Yearly Meetings. 
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Although listed et times in the Book of Meetings under the class of 
Independent Meetings, Asbury Park is not strictly a Friends’ Meeting cen- 
ter, even during the season for transient visitors to the seashore. Yet 
there have been some worthy attempts made to orgenize e@ Friends' Neeting 
et the popular Asbury Park seaside resort, end on one occasion @ very 
lerge gethering assembled to heer the celebrated Cenadien minister, Is&&c 
Wilson, following which an unsuccessful attempt to continue meetings there 
was made. Again, over thirty years later, in 1927, enother futile effort 
was made to start a meeting at Asbury Park. 

Tllustrating those two incidents are the followine: first a report of 
the eppointed meeting held-in 1893; snd, second, & written communication 
of llth Mo., 1929, from Melcolm Tomlinson, regarding the attempt to orgen- 
ize a meeting in 1927. 

1Ist.- A report by "7. M. M." to the Friends’ Intelligencer, 7th Mo. 
29, 1693:- "Through the instrumentality of J. B. Wooley of New York, e@ 
former resident of Shrewsbury, a notable meeting was held in Educational 
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Hall, et Asbury Park, on the 23d. It was said to be the first religious 
meeting of the Society of Friends ever held in Asbury Perk. Nearly 200 
persons were present, mostly Friends or their descendants, from New York, 
Brooklyn, Philedelphie, Trenton, Sea Girt, Crosswicks, Shrewsbury, end 
other places, residents end visitors at the seaside resorts. Soon after 
the eppointed hour Frences S. Williams appeered in supplication. A brief 
silence followed, then Iseac Wilson of Canada (for whom the meeting was 
appointed) wes inspired to speak‘in his clear, forcible, and feeling man- 
ner of the Prodigal Son who had wendered far from his Father's house, and 
of the rejoicing when he returned penitent, elso of the good man Abraham. 
His discourse continued about en hour, then he offere’ & very fervent pray- 
er, in which all seemed deeply beptized. After bidding ean affectionate 
farewell, which he seid was meant for all to do well, the meeting closed. 

. James A. Bradley, the founder of Asbury Perk, “has kindly offered Friends 
the use of a building for worship, which was formerly occupied by a Pres- 
byterien congregation, end was removed to give plece for a new and larger 
structure. It is loceted on Second avenue, corner of Umory, but is not. yet 
ready for occupency. Shrewsbury Monthly Meeting has accepted it for five 
yeers, for the nominal sum of $1. It has been named ‘Whittier Chapel" by 
the donor. The desire and hope of every interested Friend should be that 
a meeting be held there regulerly on First-deys, particulerly during the 
summer months, when so meny members of our Society from different parts of 
the country are sojourners at the seaside." 

end.- In response to inquiries respecting an attempt .to orgenize a 
meeting et his residence, No. 106 N. Euclid Avenue, Loch Arbour, Malcolm 
Tomlinson wrote:- "Ye had belonged to the Montclair union meeting. My 
wife's health made our move to the seashore necessary. We were so far 
from Montclair and even from Manesquen (we had no car eat thet time) thet 
we felt lost without a meeting on First Day. The Friends at Manasquen 
were somewhet upset by the ettempt. They did not approve of a union meet- 
ing— which was the only hope for Asbury Perk— and the Orthodox Friends 
did not care to go to Manesquen. Neturally every member of Menasquan who 
lived in the Asbury Perk neighborhood was unwilling to attend and we were 
also handicapped by the fact that Manasquéen et once begen to advertize in 
the Asbury Park paper. Under the circumstances it seemed to me hest not to 
be the occasion for ill feelings so I wes reluctant to push the matter. We 
were at the shore, et that time, only from fall through to suumer. If the 
project hed shown life we had intended to stay the yerr round. Anna Willets, 
whom thee must know, keeps a hotel at Ocean Grove part of the year and was 
interested. So was enother elderly Hicksite Friend who lived in the summer’ 
at the shore. Some non-Friends were also deeply interested. But no meeting 
should depend entirely on a single femily in my opinion. Times chenge. In 
1927 a union meeting wes viewed with suspicion by ‘established’ Friends. 
Since Oskaloose & new feeling is growing which is changing the view-point 
of mény." . 

The pessage of e few years brings redical changes, especially in an 
up-to-dete feshioneble seaside resort like Asbury Perk. The Sducationel 
Hell, long ego being considered antiquated, was first removed from the mid- 
dle of Educational Squere, and afterwards demolished. It originelly stood 
midway between Second and Third Avenues on Grend Avenue, the spot now oc- 
cupied in 1931 by handsome residences and the Beptist Church. The resi- a 
dence of Dr. Victor Knepp is one of the principal cottages on the site. —The @ 
Whittier Chapel, too, is gone and quite forgotten, end its site is now in 
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1931 occupied by the home of Dr. QO. R. Holters. Even Wesley Leke, lying bi 
tween Asbury Park snd Ocean Grove, has lost much of its beauty of former 
days; but Sunset Leke, e few blocks north of where Educetionel Hall once 
stood, is a gem of rustic beauty. 

The cottage, No. 106 Huclid Avenue, Loch Arbour, on the north side oj 
Asbury Perk, where Malcolm Tomlinson endeavored to organize a Friends' 
Meeting, is pleasantly loceted on the south side of the street, a few sta 
from the beach. The beach alone is the unchanged feature of Asbury Park, | 
for the oceen, with its constantly breeking surf, continues. the same as iy 
countless ages of the past, plays the same soft music end fascinates the | 
sentimental visitor of 1931 just as it has affected the visitors of gener: 
etions Via end gone. 
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Meeting held in the Buck Hill Fells Inn. 
Meeting established..... sss sevens +1901. 
Meeting held through....the entire yeer. 
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The Friends' Meeting held et Buck Hill Fells is not officially con- 
nected with the Philadelphie Yearly Meeting. It is simply denomintéed a 
"seasonal" meeting which is held at the Inn at Buck Hill Fells on First- 
deys et 9.30 A.M., during the summer months of the: yesr, being conducted 
for the benefit of various members of the Society of Friends; 8s well as 
‘of interested non-members, who chocse to attend while sojourning among the 
Poconos during trensient or lengthy vacation days. 

Buck Hill Falls is in the northern part of Monroe County, Pa., in Bar- 
rett Township, northwest by north of Stroudsburg, and north by east of Po- 
cono Manor. The settlements at Buck Hill Fells end at both the Poconos, the 
Menor snd the Lake Preserve, are owned, Controlled and menaged by members 
of the Society of Friends, the first by the Hicksites, the Poconos by the 
Orthodox Branch. They begen ebout the same time, but Buck Hill Falls claims 
a little in advance of Pocono, having commenced in 1900, while the Orthodox 
began in 1902, both being primerily for recreation purposes. 

Carroll B. Tyson, writing of the Pocono region in 1929, said:- "Buck 
Hill and Pocono Menor are about the same age. It wes on October 12, 1901, 
that a party of twenty-one visited Naomi Pines, south of ths present Poco~ 
no Menor, to inspect a property thers. Its location was not pleasing to 
most of then, there baing no mountain view, end another trip of inspection 
was made from Philedelphia on October 30, 1901, the result of which was the 

purchese of six hundred and sixty acres which was the start of twenty-four 
hundred acres now comprising Pocono Nsnor. In 1902 the first cottage was 
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built for Edwin Hoopes, who was employed continuously since then as super- 
intendent, until the fall of 1927." 

The entire Buck Hill Falls enterprise is interesting. Again quot- 
ing from Carroll B. Tyson, we learn that;- "The beginning of Buck Hill 
Falls dates back to the days of Semuel Griscom who, during one of his 
visits to the Pocono country that he loved, discovered the fells of the 
Buck Hill Creek and wes .so impressed by their naturel beauty thet he bought 
them and considerable ground in-the vicinity. When,:.in later life, he was 
obliged graduelly to sell his various properties, this beautiful spot 
that he loved so well was the last to be relinquished. He refused to sell 
it..to a group of New York hotel men and finally prevailed upon Howard 
Jenkins, @lso e Queker, to visit the place. Mr. Jenkins was not particular- 
ly interested but agreed to look at it end, in order to meke the trip in- 
to the wilderness more interesting, persusded Henry Paiste and Dr. Speek- 
man to accompeny him. They were ell so pleased with the falls and surround- 
ings that they bought it without hesitetion. It is particularly unfortun- 
ete thet the founder, Howard H. Jenkins later lost his life in the falls 
thet had so attracted him. He had been accustomed to crossing the streem 
et the top of the fells but in the autumn of 1902 there had been much 
rain end the stream was swollen to a torrent. Having crossed to the other 
Side on a board across the stream, he was about to return the same way, 
Isaac Clothier, who was accompenying him but had not crossed over the 
stream, saw the precarious position of the board and shouted a warning. 
But Mr. Jenkins, not heeding, started back over the board, slipped, lost 
his balance, fell into the raging waters, where he was swept down over the 
upper falls to the pool below, where he was found dead." 

Samuel Griscom's connection with Buck Hill Fells was of long stand- 
ing, for it was in 1847 that he first became fascinated with the natural 
beauty of the place. 

The Friends' Meeting at Buck Hill Falls detes early withthe enter- 
prise. During 1903, from the 22nd to the 30th of June, a First-day School 
Assembly met there with addresses end other discourses by Joseph "@lkinton, 
Jr., Jessé Holmes, Joseph S. Welton, Alfred C. Garrett, J. Russell Hayes, 
and Helen G. Borton. It was lergely attended and on First-dsey morning 
there was e Friends' Meeting of which Hlizabeth Lloyd said,- "The meet- 
ing on First-day morning was ideal. Although a number spoke, all were 
brief end their messages seemed to find a general response in the hearts 
of the listeners, while before and after every utterence there were inter- 
vels of living silence." 

Friends' Meetings at Buck Hill Falls were established with the e- 
rection of the Inn in 1901, and for several years were held only during 
the summer season. However, in 1913, they were extended to the winter 
season also, and so continue to be held all the year round. In 1929, after 
the summer season for visitors was over, the Inn was repaired with new 
quarters added for use, and was ready for the opening of the following 
summer seaseon of 1930. 

It was on June 10, 1937, that Ase M. Smith of Moorestown, NeJd., took 
the compiler of these Meeting House historical notes to Buck Hill Falls 
for the purpose of obtaining a few kodak snap-shots to illustrate the - 
unofficiel Friends' Meeting which convenes there in the East Room of the 
Buck Hill Fells Inn regularly throughout the year, both during the quiet 
winter time and in the guest season of the summer months. The Inn is the 
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largest and most imposing of all the hotels in the vicinity of Canadensis 
near the head waters of Broadhead Creek in Monroe County, Pa. During the 
summer season, views embracing the entire building known as The Inn, are 
interfered with by the rank foliage of surrounding trees, consequently 
only partiel views cen be setisfactorily obtained, yet there are many et- 
tractive bits of detail found all about the place. It is in the eastern end 
of The Inn thet the Friends' meeting is held. It is reported as a “snall 
gathering" which meets in the pleasant parlor called the Hast Room. 

On Buck Hill Run, about a mile from The Inn by the mountain road, is 
@ most cherming spot in the mountain glen celled by the name that gives 
title to the entire district, the Buck Hill .Falls. These fells are readi- 
ly found by visitors, either those femilier with the locelity, or by en- 
tire strangers, for the guiding errows lead without confusion directly to 
the glen. Deep in the mountain rift the headwaters of Broedhead Creek, by 
the tributery celled Buck Hill Run, rush over the rugged rocks with con- 
stent swishing melody, in two prominent cascades called the Upper and the 
Lower Fells, the former the more picturesque, the latter the more impos- 
ing and ,besutiful. Broadchesd Creek flows tortuously with numerous pretty 
cascades in a southerly course past Stroudsburg to the Delaware River at 
the well-known Delaware Water Gap.

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"The Shelter", en institution under charge of Arch Street Friends with 
Ceroline R. Allen of Media, Ps., presiding officer in 1932, is located at 
Cheyney, Pe. The Year Book of 1932 gives its history end purpose very con- 
cisely, thus:- "'The Shelter' for Colored Orphans Cheyney, Penna. Institut- 
ed in 1822. Incorporeted in 1829. Little girls receive a school education, 
end ere trained in ell brenches of house-work and sewing. When about sixteel 
yeers of age they are pleced out on wages, though the mentgors continue o- 
versight of them. Meny hundreds of children have been cared for in the 
100 years of stewerdship." 

This school is under the supervision of Leslie Pinckney Hill, the Prin: 
cipel of the Treining School for Terchers now, in 1923, under charge of the 
State of Pennsylvenie. A more deteiled eccount of this Friendly work for thi 
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benefit of the children of the Negro race, is obtained from the following 
extracts teken from the histories of Chester end Delawere Counties. The 
first is from Futhey and Cope's "History of Chester County," 1881. There 
it is stated:- "The Society of Friends were the pionesrs in educational 
matters in Chester County........The Yearly Meeting of the Society, from 
time to time, gave much earnest end precticel edvice in relation to the 
settlement of schools, and in 1778 advised that in the compass of each 
Monthly Meeting ground should be provided for a garden, orchard, grass for 
cow, etc., and a suiteble house end steble be srected as en encouragement 
to end making provision for the accommodation of e teacher of staid charac- 
ter. end proper Qualifications; and it wes also recommended that funds should 
be collected for the establishment and support of schools. In accordance 
with this edvice, very many of the meetings provided such property, and 
created ample funds to aid in the support of schools......The early school- 
housss were either log or stone, sometimes built in en octagonal form, and 
called sight-squere school~houses. The desks were eround against the walls, 
and the pupils occupying them sat facing the windows. Benches without backs, 
for the smaller children, occupied the middle of the room. A desk for the 
teacher, a huge stove in the centre of the room, a bucket, end what was call- 
ed the ‘'pass' — a small paddle, with the words ‘in' end ‘out' written on 
its opposite sides — constituted the furnituro of the building. These 
tructures have long since disappeared, and Chester County is now supplied 
with school-houses of & superior cherecter, both in their architecture, in- 
ternel arrengement, and furniture......One of the most notsd of these early 
schools established by the Society of Friends wes the one at Birmingham 
Meeting-houss, ebout 1753, on the site of the Battle of Brendywine." 

NOTE. In the eleventh line preceding this, the word "placed" has been 


omitted. The words should be "The desks were placed around ageinst the walls." 


The second extract, of much leter date, is from "A History of Delaware 
County, Pennsylvania, and Its Peopls" by John W. Jorden, LL.D-, 1914. It is 
e direct account of the Cheyney School and is in these words:- “Institute 
for Colored Youth.- This institution had its origin in a bequest of $10,000 
made by Richard Humphreys in 1827, the object of which was defined as ‘the 
benevolent design of instructing descendents of the Africen race in school 
learning, in the verious brenches of the mechanic arts and trades, and in ag- 
riculture, in order to prepare, fit and qualify them to act as teachers.'... 
.--In 1837 the Institute was established upon a farm on the York road, and 
in 1842 a charter wes procured from the Pennsylvania legislature. In 1851 
the work was located on Lombard Street, Philadelphia, end in 1866 was moved 
to Tenth end Bainbridge streets. There in 1885, an industrial department 
wes added, and the school was continued with an enrollment of about 350 in 
the acedemic department, end 300 in the industrial depertment, until 1903. 
In this year the resignation of the principal, Fannie Jeckson Coppin, was 
accepted, and the work was reorganized. In order to best carry out the wibh- 
ss of the founder, the menagers decided to move the school to the country, 
end to there concentrate the resources of the Institute upon the develop- 
nent of a high grade normal school for negro pupils. This was accordingly 
jone, and the success of the school for the past ten yeérs has more then 
vindiceted the judgment of the managers end the wisdom of their decision. 
The school, loceted et Cheyney, Deleware county, Pennsylvenia, consists of 
the three buildings originally erected— Humphreys Hall, "mlen Hall, and 
the principel's house-— together with the Cernegie Library building, the 
Jassendre Smith cottage, the Susanne Brinton cottage, and barns end other 
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buildings for the accommodation of the live stock owned by the Institute. 
A new dormitory costing $30,000 is in the process of construction, the m 
cleus of the building fund $50,000, having been donated by Joshua L. Bai- 
ly, on the condition thet the other $25,000 be raised before Sixth month 
305. 1912. 

"The Institute offers to the negro who hes the true welfare of his 
rece et heart, an education thet will prepare him to enter upon a work ir 
behalf of his people which’ will be of inestimable value to the negroes ir 
raising them to a plene where they will be able to become useful members 
of Americen communities...... 

"The reccrd of ‘the Institute since moved from Philadelphia to Cheyne 
has been full of encouregement. In the ten yeers which heve elapsed there 
heve been sixty-nine greduates sant out from the Institute, now engaged 
in the occupetions below; Teachers, fifty-one; secreterial work, three; 
teaching in private institutions, thirty-three; teachers in public insti- 
tutions, eighteen: pursuing edvenced studies, three; scientific embalmer, 
one; cabinet-maker, one; postal-clerks, two; end dressmaker, one. Thirty- 
one of these ere teeching in the former slave states, of whom thirteen 
were born end lived in the north. 

"Too much credit for this great end good work cennot be given te 42 
Society of Friends, under whose direction the board of mansgers has  con- 
stently ected. The board of menegers, elweys guided by the advice end 
counsel of en advisory educetional board, consisting of men of well-know 
reputetion in the educetionel world of to-dey. Thet the work mey have «& 
prosperous continuance, thet the teachings of tne Institute at Cheyney 
may be world-wide in their effect, end that Divine guidance may direct tI 
efforts of the greduates to the best possible good of the rece, is the 
prayer that should erise from every heerthstone. The task is hard and the 
roed rough but the good worthy of all herdship end toil." 

The Institute for Colored Youth which wes removed to Cheyney, Dela- 
were County, Pa., in 1903, passed out of the control of the Society of 
Friends in 1920, end became a Treining School for Teachers under charge c 
the Stete of Pennsylvenia. But, after the trensfer, the Society of Frienc 
continued the good work by esteblishing a school for younger colored orph 
en children, their plentetion consisting of three prominent. buildings, 
Dougleés Cottege and heatley Cottage, both erected in 1914, the former ne 
ed for Frederick Douglass, end e School Building between the two. These 
houses are on open ground adjoining the State Institution, just beyond 
Humphreys Hell, end not fer distent from the Ferm House end Barn, but fur 
ther up the hill. Neerby "The Shelter", at the rear of Humphreys Hell, i 
anothsr house, the "Sunny Crest Ferm for Boys", which is under the auspic 
of the Hicksite Branch of Friends, end independent of "The Shelter" which 
belongs to Arch Street Friends. 

A visit with kodek in hend was made to "The Shelter" end the larger 
community of the Treining School, on Feb. 22, 1933. The grounds are situe 
ed just beyond the bridge crossing Chester Creek at Cheyney, on a sloping 
hillside on the far side of the valley from the railroed stetion. The Fer 
House, Bern end Garage et the cross-roads are on one corner of the school 
property, and were all stending when the Institute passed into the cherge 
of the Stete of Pennsylvania. Beyond these buildings is the entrence to 
the Treining School. To the left of the entrence is the residence of the 
Principel of the School, close to which are the Susanne Brinton and the 
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Cessendre Smith Cottages, two picturesque little structures facing the public | 
road. In the rear of these three houses, a short distance ecross the campus, J 
are the Emlen Hell, with its lerger addition celled Baily Hell, and Humph- an 
reys Hall, the chief of the Institute buildings. Somewhet nearer is the Cer- 
negie Library, to the right of which is a large Auditorium end Gymnasium e- 
rected by the State. Sunny Crest Ferm and a dormitory for boys are more 
distent from the other buildings. All of the buildings belonging to .the 
State Institute are stone structures excepting the two little cottages next 
to the Principal's dwelling, one OF which is freme, while the Brinton Cot- 
tege is partly of stone. 

Further up the hillside, somewhet overlooking the grounds of the Train- 
ing School, are the departments for the smaller children under the care of 
Arch Street Friends. These buildings in the open sunlight ere chiefly of 
frame construction, but with much of stone in their tie ROE and seem, 
in sppeerance, to be very cheerful abiding pleces.

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Eagles Mere, otherwise "The Lekeside", is a meeting of the Orthodox 
branch of the Society of Friends thet is not officially connected with the 
Yeerly Meeting of Philadelphis, end is held only from the Sixth Month to the 
last of the Ninth Month, or, otherwise, during the time of summer visitors 
to Begles Mere, Pa. This mountain resort is in Shrewsbury Township, south- 
west of the center of Sulliven County, in northern Pennsylvaenie. In the 
Book of Meetings for 1905 the following mention of this meeting is givens- 

"The Lekeside Meeting, Heglesmere, Pennsylvenis. This summer Meeting 


of Sixth month till the first of Tenth month, with an average attendence of 
from 35 to 40. Although half of those who attend ere non-members, yet the 
Meeting is held neerly after the manner of Friends, e brief explenetion of 
thet manner being mece at the beginming of the Meeting, followed by reading 
a portion of Scriptures. Visiting ministers ere occesionelly present; end 
es @ rule there is some vocel service, others then Friends occesiconelly tek- 
ing pert." 

In 1930 the Seglesmere Meeting is informelly opened with the reading of 
pe chepter from the Bible after which the gathering usuelly drifts a Aa Hh em =) 
deep and effective silence, during which communion of each individual with 
the Divine Spirit is encoureged as is characteristic with the Society of 
Friends. 
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Hagles Mere, the "Leake of the Eegle", is a romentic bit of weter 2200 
feet above see-level, on the Allegheny Mounteins in Sulliven County, Pa. 
Though not extensively advertized, it is e very populer summer resort, 
which sterted with the erecting of a privete cottage there by John S. Kirk 
in. 1881. This cottage was at the south end of the lake end wes designed 
for his own personel setisfection. At the request of « friend of his fen- 
ily, he made his dwelling of sufficient size to accommodate this friend's 
family. This proved the nucleus from which the summer resort grew to accom- 
modete hundreds of visitors during the years thet followed. John S. Kirk 
died in 1904, since which time the cherge of the hotel, “The Lekeside", now 
-in 1936 6 lerge feshionable establishment, has been conducted by his son, 
Henry E. Kirk. In 1915 a booklet concerning the plece thus describes it:- 

"The Lekeside is ideally situeted in the village of Eagles Mere, in 
the midst of hendsome cottages, overlooking the leke, end with a view that 
is unsurpassed. An sattrective path underneath the maples and amongst the 
laurel end rhododendron leads to the leke end boat-lending. As seen from 
the broad piazzes of The Lekeside, this lake mekes en idesl end everchang- 
ing picture, with its clear water reflecting the deep blue of the midday, 
the golden glow of the sunset end the silver sheen of the moonlight. Its 
shores are, with the exception of the beach at the north end, rocky and 
picturesque, with greceful old hemlocks and fine maples overhenging. It is 
spring-fed, end has no other know inlet. It receives no surface drainage, 
wherefore its weters are not only crystal clear, but pure 4s well." 

A bulletin of 1936 states:-."You ere at Eagles Mere— the 'Leke of t! 
EFegles', as this unique body of water hes been knovm for two generations. 
Before thet it was Lewis Leke, in memory of its first owner, George Lewis 
who purchasec the surrounding lend eerly in the nineteenth century." 

Around this leke is a foot-path called "The Laurel Feth", two miles 
in length, that hes been worn foot-passable the entire circuit, ea most 
beeutiful path, close to the weter-side, amid leurei, rhododendron, eu- 
ronymus end other specimens of low plent life, interspersed with rocks ‘end 
overshedowed by hemlock, moutein esh, beech, maple end verious other trees. 

It is in The Lekeside that the Friends' Meeting hes been regularly 
held during the summer seesons. In 1936, when, in the last deys of July, 
the writer of this note visited Tagles Mere, the Meeting wes held in the 
sun-perlor of "The Lekeside" in the centrel section of the lerge hotel. 
Formerly it was held in e smaller room called the Library which adjoins 
the sun-perlor, being between it end the hell neer the entrence door un- 
der the porte-cochere. The Library is still used for the over-flow when 
the meetings are too large for the cepacity of the sun-parlor. In the 
entrence hell of the hotel is a fremed collection of photographs of The 
Lekeside taken et different periods of its existence. The present fine 
porte- -cochere st the street front of the building, wes erected during 
the spring of 1936.

Meeting diverging from Philedelphia Friends.

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The building which wes formerly the Free Quakers' Meeting House, now 
practically no longer used as such, stends just across the street from the 
greve of Benjemin Frenklin in thé Christ Church Burial Ground et Fifth and 
Arch Streets, Philadelphia. This Meeting House with its congregation never 
belonged to Fhiladelphie Yeerly Meeting, but the history of its people wes 
intimately associated with thet religious denomination, is interesting, and 
some of the. descendents of the originel members of the Free Quakers, still 
cleiming to be Free Quekers, attend Haverford, and probebly other Friends' 
Meetings in Fhiledelphie end its vicinity. 

The early Free Quekers, by reason of their political inclinations end 
views, were disowned by Philedelphia Yeerly Meeting, and, as the Revolution- 
ary Wer moved forwerd, the disownments increased in number. The men and wo- 
men thus cut off from the Society of Friends, still feeling themselves to 
be Friends in spirit end principles, with only their liberality of opinion 
edded, at length orgenized a meeting of their own. Cherles Wetherill. in his 
"History of the Free Quekers", published in 1894, says:- "The most devout a- 
mong them begen to meet together end compere views. It seems thet they first 
met in smell numbers in the eutumn of 1780, et the houses of Semuél Wether-. 
ill end Timothy Metlack, and efter « number of meetings for religious wor- 
ship, the propriety of forming e meeting of their ow was discussed among 
them. Severel fevored the action, and on the thirteenth day of February, 
1781, the new Society held its first meeting for business." 

Among the first members of the Free Quekers were Timothy Matlack, 
White Matleck, YWilliem Crispin, Col. Clement Biddle, Owen Biddle, Benjamin 
Sey, Semuel Yetherill Jr., Joseph Varner, Christopher Marshell, Peter Thom-. 
son, Netheniel Browne, Ise&c Howell, Moses Bertram and Jonathen Scholfield. 
Among the femele members were Lydie Derreh, who ettachec fame to her name 
by her patriotism in revesling to the Americans the knowledge of the "sur- 
prise" for.them plenned by Gen. Howe while in her home, end Elizebeth Gris- 
com, who, es the widow of John Ross, was femilierly known as Betsy Ross, the 
maker of the first American flag. She afterwerds married John Claypcole. 

The state of unrest in the Society of Friends on the occasion of the : 
disownment of some of its members for their freedom of opinion and action, he 
is quite graphically pictured by %. H. Williamson in a little novel or ro- 
mence entitled "The Quaker Partisans", published in 1869. It is there, in 
the progress of the story, steted:- 

"Well, in the letter pert of ‘First Month' in the year 1775, there 
was a division in the council of Friends, and the Yeerly Meoting, taen in 

session in Philsdelphie, was umpeaceful, with a spirit of dissension, and 
unquiet, with discussions often protracted into the night, as to tne course is 
the society should take in the war that had already begun. Ifost of the 
members, particulerly the elder portion, were inclined to opposs bie course q 
matters were taking, not only in obedience to their ebstract peace princi- q 
ples, but beceuse they wero, in reelity, in favor of the established govern- i 
ment, believing thet, bed es it was, it wes better then rebellion ond the 
anarchy which, there wes reason to feer, would follow it......The most per- 
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plexing part of the business was, that the idea of fighting hed actually 
found its way into the society itself, and the echoes of the popular voice 
were méking themselves heard within the walls of the quiet Queker meeting 
from the lips of the younger and more hot-blooded menbers, in tones which 
startled the grave conservative elders. There was a nost unmistekable dis- 
position on the part of some of these young men to side with the stirring 
proclanetion which had been recently issued by the Convention; end a lem- 
entable went of reverence for tne principles laid down in the ‘Discipline’ 
was manifested in tho remarks which they took upon themselves to make con- 
cerning the duty of 'Friends' in the present crisis. The ‘Discipline’, 
“however, prevailed, and on the 24th of the seme nonth a 'Tostimony' upon 
the subject was prepared end published, urging members to 'discountenance 
end svoid every measures tending to excite disaffection to tne king, es su- 
preme magistrate, or to legal euthority of his governnent', and publicly 
declaring 'egesinst every usurpation of power and euthority in opposition 

to the laws and government, and against all combinations, insurrections, 
and illegal assemblies.’ This gave such offence to the minority, that they a 
once issued their Testimony in a very practical way, by suomsrily withdraw- 
ing from @l11 connection with the meeting. They still retained ths title of 
Friends, as & general designation, but, by way of distinction, assumed, or 
had put upon them,-—, it is uncertsin, at this distance of tims, which,— 
the title of 'Free Quakers’. However this may be, they afterwards adopted t 
and so designated themselves on the tablet which still remains on the pedi- 
ment of the mesting-house they built for themselves at the southwest corner 
of Fifth end Arch Strests, and which is now (1869) occupied by the Apprent- 
ices’ Library." 

The Society of Free Quekers was never very large; the first business 
meeting was attended by only eight persons end their first maetings for wor- 
ship were held in vrivate houses. Ths Mesting House which they built, was 
begun in 1783 end completed in 1784, so thet the first meeting for worship 
was held June 13th of that year. Yet, as years passed away, the Society of 
Free Quekers seemed apparently to die out. Once more, quoting from Charles 
“etherill's work:- 

"The femilies of the first members ceased to attend Sunday meetings, 
and John Price Yetherill, who succeeded his father ss clerk, after worship - 
ping nearly alone for several years, closed the meeting for the last time, a 
the meetings for religious worship ceased about 13036." 

In the yeer, 1836, Elizabeth Claypoole (Betsy Ross), the last of the or: 
igineal members, died. Still the Society of Free Quakers did not really be- 
come extinct, and, in 1894, when Charles Wetherill wrote his "History", ther 
were severel members living, among whom were Jemes Dundes Lippincott, Dr. 
Charles Y. Gumbes Jr., John Price Yetherill and many others of the Wetherill 
femily. Later, in 1928, some menbers of this prominent family of Wetherill, 
claim to be Free Quakers, but worship in the Orthodox Meeting et Haverford, 
Pa. It is also stated that, about once a year, a meeting is held in the Frae 
Quaker Meeting House at Fifth and Arch Streets. 

In the preface to the "History of the Freo Quakers", Charles “ethorill 
introduces his subject by seying:- 

"On the southwesr corner of Fifth and Arch Streets in the City of Phila 
delphie, there stands a small substantially built brick Meeting House, which 
has for many years been occupied by the Apprentices' Librery Compeny. The 
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geble end of the building fronts on Arch Street, and has built in it a mer- 
ble tablet bearing this inscription:- 
By General Subscription, 
For the Free Quekers, erected, 
‘In the yesr of our Lord, 1783, 
Of the Empire 8. 
Nearly every building of the old City has, since this :date, been torn dowm 


and replaced by edifices suited to the changing needs of commerce; but this | 


house stands, the memorial of a past age, and is the only monument now left 
of the heroism of certain members of the Religious Socisty of Friends, in 
the stormy time of the Revolutionary War." 

This building becoming too small for the growing needs of the Approenti- 
ces' Library, that orgenization, in 1897, removed to larger quarters on 


_ Broad Street above Spring Garden. Since then the former Meeting House of the \ 


Free Quskers has been used by mercantile companies for ordinary business 
purposes. 

The graveyerd of the Free Quakers wes loceted on South Fifth Street, a 
few squares awey from their Meeting House. That Burial Ground, however, has 
disappeared. Meny of the remains of those who had been interred there were 

removed to other cemeteries and the old yard has been built over, and, close 
together, business houses occupy the spot. The compiler of these historic 
notes took a small kodek "snep-shot" of the graveyard about 1898, 4a few 
years before the historic ground was desecrated.

Herrisburg Friends' Meeting, an independent Meeting, is, in 1932 
scheduled in the Year Books of both Arch Street and Race Street Yearly uae 
ings of Philadelphia, each of which is interested in the little gathering 
which hes been in existence a goodly number of years. The following clip- 
pings from the Frisnds' Intelligencer give some knowledge of the earliest 
movements of the little group of Friends located at Harrisburg in their or- 
genization of a meeting in Pennsylvania's capital city. 

10th Mo. 17, 1908.- "On Second-day evening, Tenth month fifth, four- 
teen Friends of Harrisburg end vicinity met at the house of A. Elwyn Strode, 
in Paxteng, and finally determined to try to meet monthly at the homes of 
different Friends, or in other suitable pleces to be appointed, on the 
first Second-dey evening of sach month. F. L. Mulforn, 75 N. 16th Street, 
Harrisburg, Pe., wes appointed secretary to notify any Friends whose names 
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could be learned, of the meetings, end urge their meeting with us, also to 
keep a list of Friends. After reading a chepter in the Bible and entering 
into silence, we were helped by a vocel prayer and later words of profit 
and encouragemont from the lips of S$. ©. Nicholson. Following the religious 
meeting, a chapter wes read from Rlizabeth Braithwaite Emmott's 'The Story 
of Quakerism.' The effort to get together regularly has been the direct 
outgrowth of meetings held in our home by Elizabeth Lloyd, Mary Thomas, and 
one of the Board of Trade by John Dillingham. It is hoped thet having this 
much of @ nucleus will be an encouragement for Friends travelling this way 
to stop and meet with us, as it will be comparatively easy to notify Friends 
of such e meeting through the medium of the list we are trying to get togetl 
er. If all seeing this notice would send the names of any who have Friendly 
affilietions within our reach, to the secretary it would help us very much 
indeed. F. L. M." ; 
_llmo. 14, 1908.- "On Second-day, Eleventh month 2nd, twenty-two Friends 

of Herrisburg, Pa., gathered at the home of Esther M. Pownall, 706 East 
Street. The religious meeting was opened by George R. Chembers reeding the 
last chepter of Revelations. After the meeting Alfred F. Satterthwait and 
Mery ©. Powmell reed chepters from the "Story of Quekerism', by Elizabeth 
B. Emmott (recently reviewed in the Intelligencer.) George R. Chsmbers, 
Thomas J. Edge, and Phebe D. Pownsll were appointed a committee on program. 
The next meeting will be held Twelfth month 7th eat the horse of Howard E. 
end Cora P. Uves, 1223 Derry Street. Walter G. Heacock will give the Bible 
reeding and George R. Chembers the reading from the 'Story of Quakerism.' 
The request for names of Harrisburg Friends which accompanied last month's 
notice, brought one response, that was instrumental in getting us in touch 
with two more Friends. We trust there will be more responses so we may yet 
get in touch with all Herrisburg Friends. We also desire visits from sny 
Friends who may coms our way. Any communications may be addressed to F. L.

llmo. 28, 1908.- 'In connection with some account of a meeting of 
Friends in Herrisburg (which was also given in the Intelligencer) the Edit- 
or of The Friend (Phila.) makes the following comment: ‘Our Harrisburg 
Friends deserve our sympathy in the concern they are feeling to associate 
in a religious fellowship and come into loyalty to Friends' principles. It 
will be observed that the time of their essociate meetings is divided for 
the present between a mesting for Divine worship snd a reading meeting. 
The modes of enjoying both we trust will be kept distinct and no other ex- 
ercises encroach upon the waiting worship and waiting ministry character- 
istic of our testimony for worship. Ye know their desire that truly repre- 
sentative Friends will come and visit them, both at their two-fold occa- 
sions end at eppointed meetings which they are glad to assist 6 concerned 
minister in gathering.'" 

12mo. 19, 1908.- "The Friend's of Harrisburg held their regular monthly 
meeting Second-day evening, Twelfth month 7th, at the home of Howerd E. and 
Cora B. Eves, 1227 Derry Street. Thirty-one were present, among them being 
Isaec and Tuth Wilson, of Ontario. Iseaec ilson had ecceptable ministrations 
for us. After the meeting another chapter from 'The Story of Quakerism’ was 
read. The program committee reported the place of next meeting on First 
month 4th, at the home of Mrs. T. M. Mank, 202 S. Thirteenth Street, Bible 
reading by Howard E. Eves, 'The Story of Quakerism’ by Walter G. Heacock. 
The mesting of Second month 1st will be at the home of Geo. R. and Rhoda S. 
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Chambers, Wormleysburg, neer the post office: Bible reading Furmen L. Mul- 
ford; ‘The Story of Quakerism', Rhoda S. Chambers." 

4mo. 17, 1909.- "On Second-déy evening, Fourth month 5th twenty-two ° 
gethered et the home of Tos. J. Edge, 707 N. Sixth Street, Harrisburg, Pa. 
Louiss J. Strode opened the meeting by reading e chepter from Proverbs. 
The silence of the Religious Meeting was broken by Alfred Cope Gerret of 
Germentown who brought en accepteble message of sncouragement and hope. At 
the close of the religious meeting the chepter on ‘Ministers, Beptism and 
Communion" was re-read. Following this Alfred Garret gave several helpful 
suggestions. The committee eppcinted at our last meeting reported that af- 
ter e thorough cenvass of the situation, it seemed best not to attempt to 
secure a rocm end hold weekly First-day Meetings until fell. After a full 
ciscussion it wes decided to hold in sddition to the meeting we now have, 

. monthly First-day meetings, et 10 e.m. on the fourth First-day of each 
month, and such additionel First-day or other meetings es visiting Friends 
would attend. It wes decided to hold the Second-dgsy meeting on the second 
Second-day of the month hereafter. Howard E. Eves was appointed Treasurer. 
The next meeting will be First-dey, Fourth month 25th at 10 a.m., place to 
be announced, end Second-dsy, Fifth month 10th, et 8 p.m, at the home of 
Howard &. Eves, 1223 Derry Street, Harrisburg, Pa." 

Smo. 1, 1909.- "The Friends of Harrisburg, Pa., have secured @ room in 
which to hold their religious meetings. On First-dey, Fourth month 25th, at 
10 a.m. the first meeting wes held, with seventeen present. During the sum- 
mer, meetings will be held on the fourth First-day of each month, and as 
much oftener as Friends from other pleces will visit us. Our Second-day ev- 


ening meetings will be held hereafter on the second Second-deay of each month, 


at the home of the members." 
5mo. &, 1909.- "One of the little group of Friends in Harrisburg, Pa., 


writes in a personel letter: ‘Yesterday (Fourth month 26th) we held our first — 


reguler First-day morning meeting. We have arrenged to sub-rent & room used 
' by the County W.C.T.U. es headquarters, end hold meetings there on the 
fourth First-day in each month, end as much oftener es visiting Friends will. 
come to see us. Yesterday there were seventeen present, the regular stend- 
bye. The woek before six of our number (four Orthodox) went down to York 
to attend their meeting. The Holmes of Baltimore were there and our Friends 
-much enjoyed them and hope they will visit us. We heve very much enjoyed 
end appreciated thevisits of Alfred Cope Gerrett, Dr. QO. Edward Jenney end. 
Isaac Wilson each of whom brought us most acceptable messages.'" 

A communicetion from A. Davis Jeckson, Imo. 27, 1933, states:~ "I have — 
a record which shows that Furman L. Mulford on 9-4-1909 purchased & minute 
book for the use of the Meetings. It is very likely that the Friends hed 
been heving rether informel Meetings prior to that time. They were then 
meeting in the homes of the members. Later, Elle Broomell Miller became Se- 
cretary of the W.C.T.U. and for a few years about 1922 the Meetings met re- 
gularly in her office in the Patriot Building. When she ceased to be secret- 
ary of the W.C.T.U. that room could not be used, and for a time the Meet- 
ings were quite irregular and were held in the homes of Members when Friends 
from a distence were stopping in the city. Meetings have been held regulerly 
since 5-1-1928 in Fythian Cestle." 

(On Fourth Month 28, 1934, when Harrisburg Meeting was twenty-five and 
ea half years old, a visit wes paid tc its locality in Pennsylvenia's capit- 
al city, by tho compiler of these notes, with kodak in hend, with purpose in

mind of teking photogrephs of some of the places intimately essociated 
with the Friends' Meeting. Harrisburg Meeting is too small e group to wer- 
rent the building of a Meeting House, consequently their sessions have 
been helc in verious privete homes or rented buildings. Two of the pri- 
vate residences, one on Hast Street, the other on North Sixth Street, no 
longer the homes of eny members of Friends, are quite close to the State 
Cepitol; so also are the %.C.7.U. Building and Pythien Castle, the last 
named being the building in which meetings ere regularly held twice «& 
month in 1934. The Petriot Building is somewhat farther awey, No. 11, Sec- - 
‘ ond Street, nesr Strawberry, facing @ large open business square at Market 
Street, one block from the Susquehenne and the River Drive on Front Street. 
Pythien Castle, the present home of Herrisburg Meeting, is on the south 
side of State Street, No. 225, only a few peces from the Cepitol Building 
eat Third Street. It is & plain structure in appesrance, almost dull in the 
shadows, and quite Queker-like in its plsinness, end hence very appropri- 
ate as & meeting plece for Friends. Built in 1855 for a school, long before 
it beceme Pythian Castle, an inserted tablet over the entrance doorway re- 
veels the following informations:- "North Ward School Board of Directors J. 
Net Peabers Je T. Wilisons Di De Boas, 1D... F. Muench, John Till ye S. Woe Porter, 
1855." The room in which Friends hold their meetings is on the first floor 
at the front on the right of the central hell. 
State Street is a wide thoroughfare with a centrel grass plot. On the 
opposite side of the street to Pythien Castle is the hsendsome Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopel. Church.

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Lehigh Valley Meeting consists of a smell group of Friends located 
in end ebout the tows of Bethlehem end Allentown, Pe., quite isolated 
from any of the regular established meetings of Philadelphia Yearly Meet- 
ing. Its orgenizetion is detailed at considereble length in the columns of 
the Friends' Intelligencer in the latter pert of 1930. The first mention, 
under date of 10mo. 18, 1930, is by J. Barnerd Welton, who wroter- 

"All teke it for granted that there is ao field for e Friends’ Meet- 
ing in the Lehigh Velley with the three cities of Easton, Bethlehem and Al- 
lentown, five colleges end the background of the Morevien settlement and 
the steel industry. The opportunity lies among an intellectual group in the 
colleges, the internetionel students end the peace lovers who héve not 
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found elsewhere e comredship with which they can work. Plans were made for 
& meeting to which the public will be invited on a Sunday afternoon, prob- 
ably early in December, in the Moreavien Chepel in Bethlehem. Meenwhile an 
energetic cenvass of the community is being carried on to discover addition= * 
al interested people. The group will meet agein on First-day afternoon, Oce 
tober 19th et the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ho ward B. Osler, Weyne Avenue, Over- 
look Terrece, Allentown, Pe., at 3.00 p.m. at which seri Prof. Jesse H, 
Holmes of Swarthmore College is expected to be present.’ 

A few weeks leter, llmo. 16, 1930, snother article i cas 4 "Lehigh 
Valley Friends" Meeting Progressing," written by Eleenor Foulke, eppeared 
$ as follows;- "On First-daey, the 2nd of November, a third meeting of the 

Friends in the vicinity of the Velley, was held et the home of Mr. and Mrs, 
7 Hazlehurst. About twenty were present. After a short quiet the meeting was 
opened by & reference to the impressive silence in e formel service at a 
Catholic Church, when the ceremony of ‘Reising of the Host' wes performed. 
This wes followed by e Friend on the subject of Spiritus] Life. A second 
ples for the velue of s true silence wes made, when the group worship was 
emphesized, erd the individuel consciousness cf the Divine presence was rer 
alized. Another speeker inguired, ‘het is worship?" end still enother gave 
some childish impressions of ¢ quLet meeting contrasted with the silence 
felt when grown to mature years. A leaflet by Rufus Jones, on 'The Quéker's 
Feith’, wes read, &s well es the article 'An Invitation to Qusker Worship.’ 
Altogether it was ean occasion of high vision, and in the language of a 
Friend of the past, ‘It was good to have been tnere.’ The Friends who call- 
ed the meeting were encouraged to continus these valuable get-together oc- 
cesions. Ths next meating will be held at the sane place, ths home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Se aE tee 534 Tenth Avenue, Allentown, Pa.;, on the 16th of No- 
vember at 3 p.m." 

A third erticle written by Philipnus Mensesco in tne form of an en- 
nouncemant was worded as follows:- "General Meeting of Lehigh Velley 
Friends. The first generél moeting of the newly formed Lehigh Velley Soci- 
ety of Friends will be held in the old Moravien chapel of the Central Mo- 
ravian Church, Bothlehen, on First-daey, Twelfth montn 7th, at 3 p.m. This 
meeting is to be held primarily eas & Friendly testimony to the people of 
the valley. C. Hale Sutherlend, head of the Department of Civil Engineer- 
ing at Lehigh University and & member of the Lehigh Velley Meeting, will 
speek on ‘Friends and Yorship’, end Jesse 1. Holmes, head of the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy st Swarthmore College, will adele on ‘Religion for an 
Age of Doubt.' “dith Blackburn Hazlehurst will preside over the meeting, 
vaich willbe followed by an open forun. Friends from the Baltimors Year- 
ly Meeting and Bucks Quarterly Meeting as well es numerous other Friends 
4 from vérious locelities heve sent messages that they expect to be pres- 

. ent. Drs. Frederick 2. Griffin end Herbert ©. Benton, pastors of the Uni- 
: terian end Universalist churches, respectively, of Philadelphie, end Bar- 
. 
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nerd Welton, General Secretary of the Friends' Advancemont Committes, and 
“illiem B. Harvey, Secretery of the Arch Street Yearly Meeting, are heart- 
ily co-operating with Lehigh Valley Friends in their efforts to rather to- 
gether a liberal fallowship based on Quaker principles. aS Rh is lo- 
cated‘in the rear of the Central Morevien Church. The church itself is sit- 
ueted between the Moravien College for "Yomen snd the Aebol f ethlehen." 
Later in the month, 12mo. 20, 1930, Jesse H. Holmes of PPE ey 


gave an account of thet special "Lehigh Velley Meeting at Bethlehem " 
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which he attended, driving to the place in a car which he called "Sally". 
He stated:- "On the 7th inst. Selly and IT tnd @ friendly driver set out for 
a long dey's work. We went first to the Unitarisn Church in Philedelpnia; 
its pestor was addressing the Swarthmore Meeting and it was necessary to 
complete the exchenge by sending a Friend to his pulpit. And by the way, it 
should be born in mind that the Uniteriens snd the Reformed Jews are loyal 
Bllies in the effort to make religion more honest, and to bring it into re- 
letion with the sctual creative life of humanity.- Next we took the road 
for Bethlehem where another group of our younger members is attempting to 
‘build up & new mesting for the Lehigh Valley district. Up at Gwynedd we 
‘stopped for lunch et a rather famous rosdhouse. The Meeting House over the 
wey eyed us rather dubiously as we went in, leaving Selly outside, as we 
doubtful of the propriety of the place for ladies. We took nothing stronger 
than oyster.stews however, 8nd Gwynedd Meeting gave us friendly farewell as 
we went on our way. At Bethlehem something over a hundred gethered in tne 
old Morevien Chapel, kindly loaned us for the session. There were sone 
Friends, including » group of Blackburns from Baltimore, a few from Quaker- 
tom, a carlos from New Jersey, and odds and ends from elsewhere. But most 
of the audience had been gathered in the Lehigh Valleys- from Lehigh Universi 
ty and from the verious other colleges round about, ‘irom the teachers: and pre 
fessional men, from ell sorts end conditions. There is en energetic quartette 
Philippus Mosescu from Roumenia, one of our charning Swarthmore matches,- 
Noward and Miriem Osler, end Edith Blackburn Hezlshurst,- which seems to be 
responsible for most of the interest. They have been distributing literature 
and interviewing ‘prospects’, ss actively as if they were insurence agents. 
"dith Hazlehurst presided gracefully, opening the meeting in Quaker fashion, 
end following the silence with an interesting and appropritte talk on the Mo- 
reviens end their long friendly relations with the Friends, on tne history of 
tne ancient chapel end the courtesy of the Moraviens in allowing us to use it 
Following this Professor C. Hale Sutherland, an English Friend in the Engin- 
eering Department of Lehigh University,, spoke on the Queker message and I 
followed on another aspect of the same. Then there wes helf an hour of brisk 
question and answer, some pleasant visiting, a goodly number of names Irft 
for future notice, end the people went their ways. Regular meetings are being 
held. alternately at Allentown and Bethlehem in private houses, and occas- 
ionel public meetings like this one are planned for tho future." 

A brief visit on Nov. 15, 1934, was peid to Bethlehem, Pa., the locality 
of the unofficial Lehigh Velley Friends' Meeting, by the compiler of these 
notes. Two pleces are particularly associated with the Meeting, the Moravien 
Chapel, where the largest gathering was held Dec. 7, 1930, and Drowm Hall, 
where thers have been several of the regular meetings held. Both places are 
interesting. The Moravien Church, with its group of subordinate buildings, 
including the Moravien Chapel, the Sisters House, the Bell House and the 
School Buildings, and its ancient Burial Ground, is situated in North Beth- 
lehem at the end of the new concrete bridge.spanning the Lehigh River at 
that point. At the time of this visit, the Church was approaching the com- 
pletion of being newly covered with fresh plaster end peint, and still had 
the scaffolding on the eastern side. It is a large edifice and shows prom- 
inently from the bridge and from South Bethlehem. The Buriel Ground belong~ 
ing to the Moravien Church is especially interesting. It is }arge and well 
filled with modest memorial stones, very plain and even Quaker-like in gen- 
erel eppearence. It is divided by foot-paths into long oblong sections, 
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thet on the western side being occupied by the Indien converts to the Morev- | 
ien Church. One of the stones in this section bears this inscriptions- "In © 
memory of Tschoop, a Mohican Indian, who in holy baptism April 16th 1742 
received the name of John; One of the first fruits of the mission at Sche- 
komeko, end @ remarkable instance of the power of divine grags, whereby he 
becems a distinguished teecher among his nation. He departed this life in 

full assurance of faith, at Bethlehen August 27th 1746. ‘There shell be 

one fold, and one Shepherd.’ -- John X. 16." 4 

All stones in this cemetery lie flat upon the middle of the graves. One, § 
however, marking the grave of Juliana Nitschmenn "whose maiden name was He- 
berland" is in the middle of one of the long pathways, a circumstance indi- 
cating that the clean graveled paths in the greveyard were laid out at a 
much later time efter the first interments were made. She was born July 10, 
1712, end died Feb. 22, 1751. A peculier custom of the Moravians noticed 
in this yard, is the interment of women in a section entirely separate from | 
men and children. Men and children, likewise, each occupy separate sections, | 
the buriéls of all being made in rows irrespective of family or family name. 
The custom of burying in rows without respect to family or kinship was a 
custom also followed by the Friends or Quakers in early times. 

The Morevien Church is visible from South Bethlehem. In South Bethle- 
hem, high on the hillside, the buildings constituting Lehigh University are 
loceted. At the entrance to the University grounds is Memorial Hall con- 
taining offices of the institution. Back of it end further up the mountain- 
side is Drown Hall, in a small apartment of which, in the western end, the 
Lehigh Velley Friends' Meeting was held for a time. It is a well lighted 
room with a large oblong table in the center end numerous chairs round a- 
bout it. In 1934 the meetings are still occasionally, but not regularly, 
held in Drown Hell. The membership, very limited in number and without a 
Meeting House, finds the expense of securing a meeting place a handicap, 
all of which weakens the cause and creates rumors of its discontinuance. 
The Meeting is sometimes recognized as the Bethlehem Group of Friends.

In the organization of the Religious Society of Friends it was arreng- 
ed that one or more meetings for worship should constitute a Preparative 
Meeting; one or more Preparative Meetings should constitute a Monthly Meet- 
ing, several Monthly Meetings constitute a Quarterly Meeting, while Quar- 
terly Meetings taken collectively should constitute a Yearly Meeting. 
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In the "History of Chester County, Pa.," by J. Smith Futhey and Gilbert 
Cope, the following remarks are made in reference to the Society of Friends:- 
"There have been schisms end divisions in this society as well as in others, 
the most importent of which occurred in 1827, since which one body hes been 
styled 'Orthodox' end the other 'Hicksite' Friends or Quekers. The last .were 
so celled from Hlias Hicks, a leading member emong them. Neither body claims 
the distinctive title applied to it, but simply thet of 'Friends'." 

The enti-slavery question; the evils of intemperance, end other polit- 
ical and humenitarian topics brought into existence the Society of Pro- 
gressive Friends in Chester County, Pennsylvania. From Futhey end Cope's 
“History of Chester County", published in 1881, the following extract deals 
with the origin of the Progressive Friends of Longwood, near Kennett 
Square and nearer Hémorton in the southeastern part of Pennsylvanias-~ 

“About thirty years ago a number of persons, largely of the Society of 
Friends, deeply impressed with the need for more active exertions in the 
cause of hunenity and morelity, begen to hold mestings for the propogation 
of their views in which they were assisted by prominent philanthropists 
from other parts of the country. Slavery and intemperence were two of the 
great evils which they determined to combat, but nothing which effected the 
condition. of society or individuels wes thought unworthy of notice. The name 
of ‘Progressive Friends' speaks at ones of their origin, and of their con- 
trel idee of progress in whetever could benefit humanity. From the ferm of 
John Cox, in Rast Merlborough, ea piece of ground was donated by the owner, 
end here they erected Longwood Meeting, where meetings were held weekly for 
several yeers. Since 1853 8 Yearly lieeting has been held, at which heéve 
gethered such well-knowm humeniteriens us Lucretia Mott, Williem Lloyd Ger- 
ricon, Theodore Parker, Frederick Douglas, Oliver Johnson, Charles C. Bur- 
leigh, Mary Grew, Abby Kelly Foster, and a host of others from a distence, 
besides @ lerge number of our ow citizens. Meny of the leading questions of 
the day heve been discussed, end 'testimonies' preperec expressive of the 
sentiment of the meeting, to be published to the world. In connection with 
this meeting a cemetery wes laid out, which promises to be & spot of more 
then usual interest in the future." 

In letters written to members of her femily, Lucretie Mott, at least 
three severgsl times, mentions Longwood. She wrote "9th mo. Sth, 1852. Yes- 
terdey et home egein! Ye were absent seventeen deys—--peid es meny visits, 
end attended six or eight meetings— ....."e attended the First-dey meeting 
et Kennett. The corner-stone of the ‘Progressive Friends' meeting~house wes 
laid the seme dey, end in & notice of it in a Yestchester paper, it eppear- 
ed as if I was to tske part, when in fact, I have no interest in any of 
these ceremonies; and neither James nor T were on the ground et ell." 

From her Philedelphie home, & little more than two yeers later, 2mo. 
27th, 1855, she wrote:- "On Third-deay efternoon Theodore Perker came. James 
met him et the cars; he expected to go to Jones' Hotel, but James told him 
he woulé show him to e nearer hotel. He was one of us immedietely, and so 
agreeable. He talked of the Kennett meeting, wes much pleased with the intel- 
ligent minds he met there, end was struck with the number of large men; the 
Pennocks, Bernards, Darlingtons, etc., having their nines as ready &s en 
old settler. He thought it not the last ‘Progressive Friends'' meeting he 
should attend." 

In snother letter penned much later, 6th mo. Sth, 1867, she states:- 
"T shell go to Friends' school end to meeting this morning, to the peace 
meeting in the efternoon, to.'Progressive Friends'' meeting at Longwood | 
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to-morrow, end on Sixth-dey James will join me agein, to attend two more 
Monthly Meetings ferther west; returning to Kennett. on First-day." 
Among the interested and active membors of Progressive Friends, not “4 
mentioned by name in Futhey end Cope's history, wes Joseph Williems Thorne, "7 
who with his wife, Mery Pusey Thorne, lies buried neer the entrence gate | 


of the beeutiful cemetery edjacent to the Longwood Meeting House. The fol- 


lowing message from Annie Thorne Hershey, deughter of J. Williems and Mery 
Pusey Thorne, deels with this subject:- 
"Sept. 16, 1928. I have misleid thy lest letter but I think thee asked 


about the founding of Longwood Meeting of Progressive Friends. I hunted up 


records of yeerly meetings of which I have quite a good many very interest- | 
ing ones fron 1855 up to twenty years back, since which time some years q 
heve been missed. My father wes one of its founders end Liberty of Speech 

wes given to 611 who had anything to say, and many came there to speak who 
did not get voice everywhere. I remember how crowded the house wes end how 
sometimes there wes en overflow meeting from the steps on the back doors : 
where the greet folks entered. Theodore Perker wes one of them, and others 
whose names I cannot recall just now. There were elweys singers, the Hutch- 
inson family, the McGibeny femily and other choirs from Philedelphis, and 


the meeting joined in when they could end wented to. Iseac end Dinah Men- 


denhall from neer Hemorton were cherecters which I enjoyed to see and where 
we often spent over night there, as my father enjoyed meeting the speakers 
who generelly were entertained there. They just had one daughter but she, 
though kind end educeted, did not set the world afire with it. Neither did 
I, but I surely did enjoy the speeking. Some of us always attended until 
the family went to North Ceroline to live. Theodore Parker delivered a 


long address in 1855 which is printed in the records of thet meeting. I 


went to my drewer of magazines end got a record of 1855, first meeting in 
the new house; other meetings had been held in Kennett Square." 

Mrs. Hershey slso mentions Willien H. Furness of Fhiledelphie, Thomas 
Gerrett of “jilmington, end Joseph A. Dugdale of Pennsylvenia 6s emong the 
spenkers at Longwood. Mrs. Annie Thorne Hershey died Sept. 3, 1929,, aged 
seventy-nine years, and was interred at Longwood where her father and moth- 
er were buried. 

In the greveyard st Longwood ere the remeins of Oliver Johnson as well 
eas others who were instrumental in doing good to oppressed humanity in the 
deys when the slevery question was drawing things to a crisis. Another man | 
of undying fame was interred at Longwood. Probably Bayard Taylor's name may .) 
be more universelly know then eny other who was buried in the sacred sol- 
itude of this cemetery, for his "Story of Kennett" will fascinate its read- 
ers always, his "Lars" and "The Qusker. Vidow' will charm egain and again, 
and his imperishable lyric "The Bedouin Love Song" will be sung repeatedly, 
and éll will live so long as good literature will last. Beyard Teylor died 
in Berlin, Germeny, December 19, 1878, was buried temporarily there in the 
Jerusalem Cemetery, and in March, 1879, was removed and transported across 
the Atlantic to be laid at rest among his kindred in Longwood. His biogra- 
pher tells us:- 

"When. the sercophegus was brought to the steamer at Hemburg, soms ev~ 
ergreens in pots were found et its side. It was not known and never has 
been lesrned whence they came. They followed the body to its resting- 
place, and were set out in the sod. They ceme from unknown hends. They 
stand by the grave, witnessing that affection and veneration which were 
peid to Beyerd Teylor by numberless persons whom he never knew or saw; 
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their living green is a sign of that unfeding memory which will be re- 
newed with every fresh generation of lovers of poetry end honorers of 
noble espiretions." . . 
Longwood Meeting House, the corner=stone of which was leid in Aug- 

ust, 1852, was a finished building in 1654. "Meetings were held there 
every First-day for many years, except the year 1861. The tension was 
so great when the wer broke out thet Longwood was closed the whole yeer." 
-~ Sherplés’W.. liewis, 1902. * 

Longwood Meeting House, well cared-for and noticeable in its fresh 
dress of white paint with dark trimmings end its long n&rrow windows, 
stends on a very neatly trimmed knoll over-shadowed in front by evergreens. 
Beautiful old oaks are in the surrounding grounds while the Cemetery fac- 
ing it on the opposite side of the intervening lane or rosdway, hes & dis- 
tinguished eppearence with its monuments end memorials of inferior size, 
all cered for with constent attention. During the cold winter seesons the 
monument erected to the memory of ths poet and treveler, Beyara Taylor, 
is protected from the inclement weather by ® wooden covering which is re- 
moved during the milder seasons. There are two entrances to the cemetery 
from the roed in front of the Meeting House; the main carriage gatewey be- 
ing new, neet end artistic. Some of the many family nemes seen on the 
heedstones sre Abbott, Agnew, Bernard, Borton, Brosius, Burnett, Cérey, 
Corbin, Cox, Curtis, Derlington, Dixon, Fisher, Gause, Hembleton, Hayes, 
Henwey , Johnson, Kendal}, Kirk, Lemborn, Mendenhell, Palmer, Pennock, 
Pierce, Pusey, Pyle, Teylor, Temple, Thorns, Townsend, Way, Wilson, ‘Wil- 
liems, Underwood end Yeatmen. 

The compiler of these historicel notes visited Longwood on the 28th 
of February, 1930, on the same dey thet he went to Old Kennett. He walked 
from Old Kennett to Longwood end thence to Kennett Squere.

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Montclair Mecting is a new one, and, elthough but four years old in 
1929, is in ao thrifty condition, numbering fifty members. There is no Neet~- 
ing House, as yet in 1929, end the Meeting convenes in the Kindergarten 
assembly-room et No. 41 The Crescent, st the corner of Trinity Plece in 
Montcleir, New Jersey. The building, owed by Mrs. Mary Carter, wife of 
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Jervis L. Certer, was built in 1911 end is a freme structure, quite déerk 
end dull in coloring, end much hidden by surrounding trees. 

The story of the orgenizetion and establishment of Montclair Meeting 
has been written end printed in e bulletin issued for the purpose of cre- 
ating an interest in the new Meeting. From that peper the following ex- 
tracts are teaken:- 

"Our friends may be interested to know thet this group hed its be- 
ginning on June 1, 1925 at the Y.W.C.A. building, Newerk, when Marshell 
Taylor celled interested friends together. The plen for e joint meeting 
wes approved, end e committee was nemed to find e suitable locetion. Af- 
ter many trips eround the neighboring section it wes thought best not to 
build. An option was teken on a Jewish synagogue in Orenge where a meet- 
ing for worship was held First Dey, June 28, 1925. The meeting was well 
attendec, but those friends present decided with the Committee against 
buying. A private school et 41 The Crescent, Montclair, wes rented end 
notices were sent out ennouncing the opening meeting for October 4, 1925. 

"For awhile the business of the meeting was transacted by such mem- 
bers of the Committee as were able to attend in Montclair but it was soon 
deemed wiser to heve e business orgenization end the first monthly meet- 
ing was held in November at the home of Helen and Alen Johnson. It wes 
then decided to write to the Querterly Meeting of the two Hew York Meet- 
ings, acqueinting them with the existence of this group, end asking their 
guidence end help and especially asking them to establish this meeting as 
6 Monthly Meeting in both Quarterly Meetings. As a result of these’ let- 
ters a committee wes named by eech to treet with our concern. The Ortho- 
dox Uniform Discipline prevented that New York group from accepting a 
Joint Meeting which would also have recognition by the Westbury Quarter- 
ly Meeting. Members of the two New York Committees met together and vis- 
ited the Montcleir Meeting and efter much consideration they advised the 
following procedure until such time as necessary changes could be made to 
receive the Joint Meeting—- Jointly: 

"'we, the subscribers hereto, hereby unite ourselves in a Christian 
body to be known 6s the Montclair Monthly Meeting of the Religious Socie- 
ty of Friends. a 

"This ection is teken in the convincement thet our meeting for 
worship, held st 41 The Crescent, Montclair, New Jersey, hes proven an op- 
portunity for Christian service, end that our Heavenly Father hes endowed 
it with e meesure of his Divine Spirit. “fe find curselves further united 
beceuse of common religious ideals ond because we have shared Christian 
experiences. 

"'The Monthly Meeting, incorporeted under the laws of the state of 
New Jersey, shell hold meetings for business, mey acquire snd hold proper- 
ty for meeting purposes, which property shell be vested in the Trustees of 
the Meetinz, end maintein ® corroreate existence. Its officers shall con- 
sist of.e Clerk, Assistant Clerk, Treasurer, and Secretary, and such oth- 
er officers as shell be found needful. 

""Onur meetings shall be conducted after the manner of Friends, ell de- 
cisions being by general consent as sescertained by the Clerk. 

"“'Membership with us shall be grented to all Friends wha desire to u- 
nite with us. Tt shall also include those, not alresdy members of the Soci- 
ety of Friends, who endeavor to live by the Indwelling Spirit, and who 
share our Christian beliefs and ideals. 
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“"Those of us who are members of another Monthly Meeting of the Religi- 
ous Society of Friends may retein their membership in the Monthly Meeting 
where thet mambershin is recorded. Furthermore, we hope that our Monthly 
Meeting shall beer the indulgence of all Friends and especially of the West- 
bury end New York Twentieth Street Quarterly Meetings, upon whom we have re- 
lied for sympathy end spiritusl assistance 

""Signed in and on behalf of Nouee] att Monthly Meeting of the Religious 
Ek of Friends, this Ninth’ day of Fifth Month, Nineteen hundred twenty- 
salsa 

"Hrnest M. Bliss, Blanchs Neild, Chris Bockius, Caroline G. Borton, 

Gertrude A. Burhens, end others with their eddresses." 

It was. in the letter part of 1925 that a request for representation in 
the New York Querterly Meeting was made. At that time the following article 
appeared in the Yriends' Intelligencer during the latter part of Twelfth 
Months - 

"The group of Friends, both Orthodox end Hicksite, who have. been holding 
meetings. at 41 The Crescent, Montclair, since the first of Eleventh month are 
epplying to the New York Quarterly meetings of both branches to be constitut- 
6d a Monthly Meeting and to be entitled to representation in the respective 
Quarterly Meetings. The group considered beconing affiliated with the Rehwey 
and Fleinfield Half Yeer Meeting, but. since New York is so much more accessi- 
ble it was thought wiser to-esk for membership there. “Je ere taking this act- 
ion becausa of several requests for membership with us. 

"On the 19th of Twelfth month, et 3 p.m., we had a. party for the child- 
ren of the First-dey School. The children who attended regulerly acted as 
hosts and hostesses to the children of Friends end thoss interested in this 
vicinity, but who heave not identified themselves with us yet, thus widening 
our friendship. 

"On the 20th of Twelfth month a group of Friends from Twentieth Street 
Meeting met with us. The Advancement Committee of the Westbury Quarterly ° 
Meeting has expressed a similer concern and we expect to have them with us 
on the 17th of First month. 

"On the 6th of this month we had the setisfaction of having Blbert Rus- 
sell with us. His message was 'A Challenge to Friends To-day.' 

"Our meetings are held in the large and pleasant Kindergarten room of a 
private school end conducted by Nelly M. Shaw, a Friend. First-daey School 
classes are held at the same hour, 11 4.m., in smell rooms edjoining, and 
the children coms into meeting for the last fifteen minutes. This arrenge- 
ment seems to mest our needs admirably, since meny of our people come quite 
a distance. 

"The Montclair group feel very appreciative of the sympathetic under- 
standing and helpfulness, the wonderful spirit of co-operation shown by New- 
ark Meeting. They heve given us not only encouragement, but material aid 
in presenting us, through one of their members, with unusually comfortable 
and substential cheirs." -C. G. B. (Caroline G. Borton.) 

Newark Meeting's donetion to Montcleir Meeting consisted of eighteen 
chairs and the Meeting itself later purchased two dozen more to cover the 
needs of the Mesting. 

’ The privete school located on The Crescent in Montcleir is in & quiet 
section of the city, though not far from a main business thoroughfere. When 
the foliege hes fellen from the shade trees the dark frame building, open — 
to the sunlight, is revseled more distinctly and BPP eons to better advent- 
ege, et lesst for the kodek. 
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The meeting-room in the Kindergarten is a large oblong, well-lighted 
apartment on the first floor and is made very cheery by a large old-fash- 


ioned open fireplace on one side of the room. However, es the place proves . 3% 
inadequate to the needs of the growing meeting, eernest efforts ere being yay 
made, in 1930, to raise funds, by means of entertainments, to aid in de- et 


freying the expense of building a Meeting House especially for the Socie- 
ty of Friends: at Montclair. 

NOT. In 1931 Montclair Meeting received a legacy of $30,000 from the 
estate of "dward R. Pierson, to be used for erecting a Meeting House and 
buying lend for it. 

Before Christmas, 1931, the Building Committee had selected a site for 
the Meeting House, 83 by 200 feet, at the northeast corner of Goldenhurst 
Avenue and Perk Street in Montclair. The work of erection begen in the © 
spring of 1932, was completed in the eutumn under the direction of the ; 
architect, Welter F. Price, end the first meeting was held in the new build- » 
ing on Dec. 4, 1932, when e gethering of 140 interested people made the o- 
pening a mamoreble occesion. 

The Meeting House et Montclair is so loceted on rising ground that the 
ennex at the eastern end is considerably below the level of the Meeting House 
itself. It has its own door opening to the paved walk to Goldenhurst Avenue, 
end a tablet set in the wall above the door is marked "Montclair Friends 
Meeting House MCMXXXII." Another dete-stone bearing simply the figures 
"1932" is near the ground at the southwest corner of the Meeting House. The © 
entrence door is in the west end of the House facing Park Street, the build- 
ing being nearly, but not exactly, facing the west. This house of worship is 
built of stone end presents a bright, cheerful appearance in the residental 
section of the city of Montcleir. 

The compiler of these notes of historical interest concerning Friends’ 
Meetings, visited the Montclair locelity three times. His first, September . 
11, 1929, was while the foliage was on the trees, which interfered material- ||) 
ly with obtaining satisfactory photographs of the Kindergarten Building; the fj 


second, which rectified that: trouble, wes on April 5, 1930; and again the 4g

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Newark, the largest city in New Jersey, is located in Ussex County. . 


In the same county and near neighborhood are the cities of Orange and Mont- 
clair, end the growth of city extension is continuous between them and New- 
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ark. The Queker element in this section of the state is not of great size, 
but for yeers in the past there have been efforts made to organize a 
Friends' Meeting in one or another of these places. As early ss 1667 an ef- 
fort was mede, es the following clipping from the Friends' Intelligencer, 
First Mo. 4, 1868, indicates:- 

"It may be interesting to Friends generally to know that se meeting for 
worship, to be held efter the manner of Friends, on First-day morning, at 
10) o'clock, has been recently established in this beeutiful end romentic 
neighborhood. Orenge holds very much the same relation to the city of New 
York thet Germantown does to Philedelphia. It is about five miles long, run- 
ning west from the city of Newark, consisting mainly of one long street, be- 
ing built up sll the way, more or less, from Newark, with handsome cottage 
residences of gentlemen, menyv of whom do business in New York. Neer the end 
of this long strest, or avenue, s few Friends heve hired ae room in what is 
known as 'The Library Building', end hold a meeting for worship, generelly 
in silence, which, though within heering of the organ of a large Presbyter- 
ian church, hes its own peculisr attrections....One of the originators of 
this little meeting is 8 young man, son of S. B., a valued friend, now de- 
ceased, lete € member of Rece street Monthly Meeting, Philadelphia. For a 
long time he end his friend G. C. not being willing, like too many of our 
members, to coelasce with other church orgenizetions, when their lot has 
been cast where there wes no Friends' mseting, were in the practice of 
gethering their femilies at the residence of the latter, on First-dey morn- 
ings, sitting in silence or reading the Scriptures." 

This article was reported to the Friends', Intelligencer by R. E. Evens 
(Robert T. Tvans), en interested member of Friends, end et times & minister 
in the Society. 

Again it wes reported te the Friends’ Intelligencer in 1€69, that Lou- 
ise J. Roberts "visited a meeting at or near Liontcleir." The eerly move- 
ments in sterting &@ meeting did not seem to teke strong hold, but the strug- 
gle for existence continued end in the Friends' Intelligencer, Sixth lo. 16, 
1914, enother brief notice appeared to this effect:- In 1914 friends in the 
neighborhood of Newark, N. J., began to "feel thet their efforts in trying 
to establish e permenent Friends’ Meeting heve been met with considereble 
success." At that time their plece of meeting was No. 54 Thirteenth Avenue. 
"Not thet the successful efforts in getting it, will tend to bind and cement 
us together in the belief that a city without a Quaker meeting-house in it, 
with an active Society of Friends to live end work in it cannot entirely be 
seid to be @ representative city." However, the Meeting House was never 
built, et leest not to the present time, 1938. 

In Newerk the meetings of Hicksite Friends were held ebout fifteen 
years in the office of Dr. Henry M. Yoolmen et No. 54 Thirteenth Avenue, near 
the Court House, and then for four yeers et No. 60 Ven Ness Pleco, likewise 
Dr. “Yloolmen's office. Finally the growth of the Meeting et Montclair drew 
away so many of the members of Newark Meeting, both Hicksite and Orthodox, 
thet the meetings in Newark were finally discontinued after June, 1929. By 
this date it eppeers the Newark Friends' Meeting, which was frequently call- 
ed Newerk Monthly Meeting, was established about 1910, but the dete is set 
at 1912 by one of the interested member in thet community. Jt wes set up 
as a Monthly Meeting under cere of Shrewsbury on 12th Mo. 2, 1917. Most of 
this information wes received in & personel interview with Dr. Henry M. Wool- 
men. The following interesting outline of the history of Newark Meeting is 
from the pen of J. Leeds Brown of Hillside, a suburb of Newerk, N. J.i- 
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‘Ave., Hillside, N. J., (a8 suburb of Newark) with ten there. February 2nd it

"The only Meeting House in Newerk wes the house rented by the Orthodox 
for about three yeers, which was 8 private house that had been eltered for 
a school at ons time but they heve given that up." 

The letter from which the foregoing is quoted, is dated 2nd Mo. 13th, 
1930. It shows thet the Newerk Meeting wes not permanently discontinued in 
1929, out in thet yeer ceased to meet in Dr. Yoolman's office where it had 
bsen conducted for many yeers. 

The localities of the city of Newark, N. J., that are associated with 
the Friends' Meoting movement, are widely separated. A photographic visit 
meade in the spring of 1930 finds: ell of them in existence, elthough probebly

Ven Ness Place 
is © smell cheery little street brenching off from the larger thoroughfare 
nemed Clinton Avenue. The house is a dark grey frame building trimmed with 
white, end is erected on a terrace considerably above the level of the street. | 

The large Young Women's Christian Associetion, the Y.'/.C.A.. Building, 4 
next to the Newerk Museum on Weshington Street, some half dozen blocks from 
the Court House, wes only a temporery place in which Newark Friends convened :

‘organized in 1925, and for the space of ea couple of yeers met in the res- 


idences of its members. This Meeting, during its brief existence of about 
four yeers, wes never officially connected with any Monthly, Quarterly or 
Yeerly Meeting, end wes composed of both Orthodox and Hicksite members of 
the Society of Friends. 

During the autumn of 1927 the meetings assembled at the Elks Club's 
building on Livingston Avenue, which proved only & temporery place of wor- 
ship, for in February, 1928, the Y.M.C.A. Building was chosen for a loce- 
tion to hold religious services. There the meetings continued until the 
following October, when another chenge took plece end it wes moved to 
the Presbyterien Community House on Paterson Street, et the rear of the 
Church on George Street. These verious places were ell not very distent 
from Rutgers College, end it was hoped to create en interest emong some 
of the students of thet institution, inducing them to sttend the meetings. 
However, the entire Friendly movement appears to heve failed and the 
short-lived New Brunswick Friends' Meeting was discontinued by the open- 
ing of the new year of 1929. A few years later the Quaker movement evi- 
dently revived a little for it was reported thet some meetings were held 
et the College. 

The three buildings in which the Friends' Meetings were held in New 
Brunswick, are ell located but a short distence apart, and only e& few 
squeres ewey from Rutgers College, emong the students of which it haa 
been hoped to arouse a religious interest. 

The Mlks end the Young Men's Christien Association buildings are both 
on Livingston Avenue, on opposite sides of the street and in sight of each 
other. The Y.M.C.A. is the older of the two, ea fine brick structure trim- 
med with marble, heving the date-stone, Mey 1917, inconspicuously on the 
corner of thé building neerest George Street, from which street the big 
building is only a few steps eway. Opposite the Y.M.C.A. building is the 


- Soldiers’ Monument erected on e green triengle of ground showing conspic- 


uously from all points of view about it. At the corner of Livingston As 
enue and New Street, is the handsome Wlks Building, brick with a white 
marble front, erected in 1925 for the "New Brunswick Lodge B.P.O. Elks." 
The Presbyterien Commnity House, the finel locetion of the Meeting 
of Friends in New Brunswick, is on Paterson Street at the reer of the 
Presbyterien Church which faces George Street. It is & new building with 


the dete of its erection, 1922, very noticeably visible. 


Rutgers College, the most notable institution in New Brunswick, wes 
chartered in 1766 under the name of Queen's College, by King George the 
Third, and the name of Queen's Hall is still retained by the oldest build-~ 
ing on the cempus..The name of Queen's College wes eltered to its present 
neme of Rutgers College in 1825 when "it received a generous gift from 
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Colonel Henry Rutgers of New York, end the name wes changed in his honor:" 
This institution has meny buildings connected with it as well es « large 
ferm of 340 acres of land. The Geological Hell, heving both neme end the 
dates 1770 and 1671 prominently in sight, is next to the main college 
building, Queen's Hell.

The experiment of establishing’a religious school at Fendls fill wes 4 
heralded by articles written by various individuals interested in the pro- AP 
ject and supplemented by prospectus end bulletins issued at proper periods. a 
Fron those articlas the following extracts have been teken, providing some- 
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thing of the history of the institution. To each extrect is atteched the 
euthority from which it is derived. Dr. Henry T. Hodgkin, in the Friends' 
Intelligencer, Limo. 30>5)1929 ,, wrote:- 

"Pendle Hill is the name thet a few Friends have dered to teke for a 
new experiment in Queker life and thought. Here in. the outskirts of Penn's 
city they believe thet not a few wayfarers may turn in and find, in joyous 
fellowship with others, what it is to climb a certain steep and high hill 
and from the hard-won peek to ses, not, like Cortes, a Pacific Oceen, but: 
the sea of unsstisfied humenity breaking on a not distsnt shore. On this 
they mey also catch a sight of some pléeces where the Lord has a greet peo- 
ple to be gethered end by that vision be stirred to prepare themselves to 
meet the need." 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, 5mo. 3, 1930, George A. Walton of George 
School, wrotes= "Pendle Hill is to be a residence for older students and 4 
plece for studying where the religious atmosphere of daily life will be 
deep and trus. The two ways of religious growth, worsnip and study will be 
part of its require. To be at Pendle Hill will be e greet spiritual exper- 
ience.....Young men and women preparing themselves for pastorates in Quaker 
churches of the five Years’ Meeting will seek Fendle Hill, if their religi- 
ous concern is to lead the human soul to spiritual triumph." 

The plan of Pendle Ilill is shown in a prospectus cellec "Religion - in 
fodern Life." “The movement under consideretion looks toward the estab- 
lishment of a center for the intensive exploration in thought and practice 
of the life of the spirit and its rolé in the complex civilization of our 
day. It grows out of a deep concern on the part of some well-known Friends 
including Rufus M. Jones, Henry J. Cadbury, Agnes L. Tierney, Henneh Cloth- 
ier Hull, Alexender C. Purdy, J. Barnard ‘Valton, Wilbur K. Thomas, Clarence 
@. Pickett and others. A preliminary announcement nade mention of the ap- 
pointment of Henry T. Hodgkin as director. On his assumption of the act- 
ive leadership the project tekes more definite form. There is no purpose, 
however, to have it crystallize premeturely. The study of the situation 
continues. In brief outlines the present thought of the undertaking in- 
cludes provision for the following: 

I. A plece of fellowship where students and steff living together fac- 
ing the deeper questions in the life of to-day may reech fresh discoveries 
of spiritual resources. In such a fellowship, berriers of race, nation and 
sect will be transcended and personelly enriched. 

2. An opportunity for quiet thought end patient effort in the search 
for a personel adjustment to the many currents of life and thought to which 
each is exposed, and for a deeper experience of the divine life. 

3. A center for corporate thinking and research where the whole group 
can concentrate its ettention upon the solution on Christien lines of some 
of the outstending questions thet confront our generation. Lectures, cours- 
es, and seminar work will be mainteined et a graduate stendard. Such materi<- 
el as the following would be included: 

(a) A study of movements of thought characteristic of this age, their 

roots in the past, end their bearing on the future. 

(b) An interpretetion of the Christian message and experience in the 

light of the previous study. Perticular emphasis will be placed upon 

the direct approach to God end its precticel implications as worked 
out by Friends end similar groups. 
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(c) A review of Christienity as an expanding movement coming into rele- 
tion with varied cultures end philosophies, including the problems it 
is now meeting in “ast and Vest. 
(d) A consideration of recent end contemporary attempts to apply Chris- 
tien principles in sociel, industriel, internationel, end other effairs, 
(6) An extensive study of the Bible with the object of meking clear 
its central nessege end its revalance to the life of to-day. 
4. & group life cantered in en’ experience of worship on the basis of cores 
porete silence. 
5. A Sumasr School, designed to meet the nasds of special: groups and of 
those who cannot teke the longer course. 
6. & base for ea servicsa of visitation and extension on the part of the di- 
rector and others." 
In a bulletin issued in November, 1930, entitled "Getting under Way", 


‘is a word about “The Setting." 


"Friends of Pendle Hill who have not had the opportunity of paying us 
@ visit will be glad to have some recent informetion of our affairs. We may 
sey at once thet all goes well. The place end the situation give us deep 
satisfaction; the alterations on the garage have been cerried out with great 
success so that whet woe now cell 'The Bern’ conteins two small epertments, 
fifteen single rooms with edequete bethroom accomnodation, en office, a good- 
sized lecture room end a considerable space for storege— not too bad a 
trensformation for a single garage and stable building: We have rooms in the 
mein building for Joseph ©. Platt end his family, for two students, for 
guests end for the household staff, end on the ground floor en adequate din- 
ing room and a common room as well as a librery where much of our work has 
hitherto been done. Beautiful trees surround the house end bring inspiration 
to eall......The furnishing of Pendle Hill and the Barn (where most of the 
students sleep and where we heve our lecture room) has been largely the work 
of neighborly folk who have given lavishly of time, money end thought in 
this direction." 

The following extract is from a report of "Pendle Hill's First Yeer",- 
"The first year of en institution must be of the nature of en experiment. 
This is peculiarly true of Pendle Hill which is marking out es new field for 
its operations. “le are not following any existing model, though we have much 
to gein from oodbrooke, from the Yoolmen School, and fron various pieces of 
educational effort which heve brenched out in lines similar to ours..+eeee. 
The site, in Yellingford, Pennsylvenia, hes proved to be exactly right. The 
buildings edepted to meet ovr needs heve given satisfaction. The garden end 
grounds with beeutiful' trees and pleesent press lewm have been a setting in 
which quist study end meditation have been neturel. ‘Je have been neer enough 
to traffic lines for convenience of trensportation end fer enough from the 
rush of the pessing multitudes to give ourselves undisturbed to our main 
task. The Fhysicel surroundings have, in fect, meade a noteble contribution 
to the success of the project. The year hes fellen into two'parts. From Sep- 
tember 24th to June 3rd the school. was in operetion continuously with the 
first group of students. After less then three weeks we convened ocein with 
twenty-six resident students for a four weeks' summer tern." 

From e bulletin issued in Jenuary, 1931, called "A Yeek eat Pendle Hill" 
the following gives sen outline of the work done therse:- 

"On Monday morning efter breakfest end household duties have had their 
due emount or attention the family gethers in the living room for the daily 
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worship. Usually e hymn is sung end this is followed by some fifteen min- 
utes of silence broken with an occasionel expression as one or another 
feals led." 

"A plen has been worked out by the students for reporting the week's 
news, one reviewing foreign end another home events in @ brief telk.e.ceces 
Time is taken on Mondey for three reports." 

"Dre H. B. Sherman takes up the running’ at 9.30 end for two hours or 
more leads a cl&éss into a seéréhing anelysis of the teaching of Jesus. 

His method is unique. Old essumptions are questioned end traditional inter- 
pretations are subjected to persistent scrutiny. Sometimes the class sits 
quietly for quite 6 time until light dewms for one.or another on the ques- 
tion under consideration. Superficiel thinking is severely checked." 

"In the efternoon Dr. Henry J. Cadbury brings the students in his class 
into en epprecietion of the greet prophetic figures of Hebrew history. Tach 
student is expected to do his owm reading end bring in meterial to the com- 
mon effort. Often the two-hour period develops into a series of discussions 
in which all take part." 

"Mondey evening is set aside for purposes outside the reguler curriculum. 
Sometimes a visitor is with us and we welcome neighbors who come to hear & 
presentetion of some living human situation.....At other times a literery e- 
vening among oursslves gives occasicn for sharing the fevorite passages in 
poetry, dreme or ‘prose or in reading what one enother hac himself written. 
Perheps you may find the whole femily gathered to discuss some aspect of 
our common life or to consider how to serve our neighbors end enter into 
the life of the community ebout us." 

"On Tuesday the worship hour is used by the Director as an opportunity 
for opening up some aspect of the intellectual or spiritual life....The two- 
hour period that follows is given to the Director's class on Religion in” 
the Modern “orld. The problema of epplied religion in meny fields ere 
brought under review." 

"Dr. Rufus M. Jones comes over from Haverford College on Tuesday after- 
noon end opens up the history end philosophy of mysticism. He gives en 
hour's lecture in which he traces some main trend of thought or discusses 
e« fundemental issue. This is followed by a seminar when one or two members 
of the class report upon some mystic or group of mystics or upon the way in 
which some modern euthor hes epprosched the problem of mysticism. Discus- 
sion follows en any line of interest, Dr. renee bringing his wide knowl- 
edge end e lifetime's thought into the group." 

'Wodnesdsy mormming is similer to Monday end in the efternoon there is 
free time for recreation for most students." 

"Thursdey morning follows the same line es Tuesday save for the usual 
quiet time insteed of the Director's telk. In the afternoon a seminer on 
the philosophy of religion is conducted by Douglas V. Steere end George 
Thomas of Swarthmore......-In the evening Clerence ©. Pickett.....leads & 
group on the practical problem of expressing the Queker ideel in the life 
of our time. A number of non- -resident students join the group for this 
period." 

"Pridey brings Dr. Sharmen's group together egain in the morning. In 
the leter efternoon Dr. Tlse Forest, Frofessor oe mducetion at Bryn Mawr, 
comes over for @ seminar on religious education. 

"Seturday sees us taking things easily so fer es study is concerned. 
The work of the house calls for the close attention of some. No engage 
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ment but the meal hour brings ell together until after supper, when gemes, ay 
music, end other simple forms of entertainment and social fellowship form “al 
a fitting close to the week." a 

"Members of the family find their wey to any place of worship they ay 
like on Sundey morning or use the time for quiet as inclinetion moves them. “@ 


In the evening a fellowship meeting brings some of our neighbors in to a 
share the spirit of the underteking." ay 

In a bulletin issued in Jute, 1932, it is stateds- "It is the aim of 4

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A smell group of Friends loceted in Pittsburgh, in western Pennsylva- 
nia, have for & number of yeers kept a Meeting independently of eny of the 
Yeerly Meetings, in that large city, distently located, as they are, from 
eny regularly esteblished Meeting of the Society of Friends. Cherles @. 
Wright, secretary of the Pittsburgh Quaker Round Table, wrote, Dec. 8, 
1932, regarding this Mesting, saying:- 


"Our group hes alwevs been sm ewe anc the average attendence at meet- 
ing hes been, taking the years through, ages ten. IT heve never seen more 


then 25 at a-regular First-day meeting For a good many yeers we have not 
held meetinss during the hot weether, sey from June to August, inclusive, 
but this yeer we decided to try holding meetings through, and the experinent 
was successful we think, the attendence averacing perheps eight. Since last 
Spring we heve held our meetings in & smell brick building, in ® pleessnt 
residenti&l section. The ding is &n old one, wes formerly used &s-& 
privete school, and through the kindness of the owner we are permitted to 
use it for moetings, though we hava done considerable cleaning, repairing 
etc., and still heve mors to do. Prior to the time when we begen to hold 
maéetings here, we wet in-a room in the Ceritrel Y.M.C.A. (8 or 10 years), and 
praor’tothat we met in the ¥.7.0 At Bildung (3 or 10 yeers). Before thet 
we had been meeting in College Cluk rooms, in a business block, dowm town, 
in (Pittsburgh, and) still earlisr in’ tha old Y.7.0.A. building, ion tne, Alle- 
gheny River benk. This was mors than 20 years BBR: It has been our custom 
for a good meny yoers past to hold evening meetings,-—— sometimes at the 
homes of mambers, and sometimes in the Y.1M.¢c. rooms. Those meetings are 
for social intercourse, study and discussion, and frequently we have net 
without preparing a set program in advance, finding plenty to talk ebout end 
discuss, ‘impromptu’. The ‘affiliations ‘af our members have been ignored,

On 2mo. 22, 1908, enother. interesting note was mede:- "On the 8th the

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held at our home. It meets the first Second-dey of each month but this 
wes postponed on account of the blizzard on the lst. It was the largest 
meeting we have had, twenty baing present. There were two pepers, '‘South- 
ern Quekers end Slavery' end '“illiem Penn and the Indiens'. There was 
free discussion of each and en interesting time. Mr. Kelsey, a. Friend 
from Maine who is 8 miss ionery, at Remellah Peiestine, visited the 
First-dey meeting not long ego, spoke acceptably, end in the evening at 
Mr. Jervis's house told ebout the menual trsining school for boys at 
Ramelleh. Thay will build it as soon as hs has collected $3,000 more. 
The Pittsburg Meeting agreed to give $50 e yeer for three years. We 
wented some definite work end now we have it. The meoting is composed of 
Friends of three brenches, Orthodox, “Jilburite end Hicksite, and five 
yeerly meetings are represented, all working in hernony.

The first indexed notice of pittsburgh Meeting mede in the Friends' 
Intelligencer is deted 10m. 23, 1909, when "From Pittsburgh, Harrist Eck 
writes 'Thee mey be interested to heer thet the mectings at Pittsburgh 
heve been reopened for the pues in new quarters. We heve teken the Col- 
lege Club Rooms in the ‘YJomen's "xchange Building, 300 Oliver Avenue, where 
the First-dey morning te Canoes will be held et 11 o'clock. The adult 
school meets in the sane nlece each week before meeting, and the Quaker 
Round Table the second Seventh-day evening of eech month at the homes of 
the members. ‘le were very much encouraged last yaer by the attendance and 
interest of the few scattered Friends in this locelity and we hope now, 
with more plessent surroundings, to heve even © better yeer. We are look- 
ing forwerd to a visit from Rufus M. Jones the last Seventh-dey of this 
month." 

The following notes concerning this Meeting give some interesting 
facts or deta essociated with this group of isolated Friends:- .

Noble Avenus, Crefton (a suburb of Pittsburg), end she would be glad ‘to 
entertain over night eny Friends from the Tast who might be able to at- 
tend... 
9mo. 26, 1914.- "The First-day meetings at Pittsburgh, Pa., were re- 
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sumed at 424 Duquesne Yay, on First-dey, the 6th with fourteen present. 
Jemes Thorburn spoke of the war now going on in Europe & its terrible ef- 
fects. He said when he lived in London, twenty yeers ego, he was asked to 
join @ pesce society end declined because he thought the days of war had 
passed. He found his mistake when the Boer wer took place soon after." 

10mo. 10, 1914.- "The Quaker Round Tsble met for the first time this 
season Ninth month 21st, at the hone of Werren Emley. Mr. Emley's mother 
spoke on the Friends' Conference at Seretoga." 

10mo. 24, 1914.- "Fittsburgh Meeting reports an attendance of seven- 
teen on the 18th, with two good. sermons." : 

llmo. 28, 1914.- "At our Pittsburgh meeting about the usual number 
were presént on the lst inst, and three Friends of the other branch from 
Selem, O., Herry ™. Moore, Finley Hutton’ and Albert Cope, on their way to 
visit Friends in Yestmorelend County, this State. Harry Moore spoke and of- 
fered prayer.

During 1915 Jemes Thorburn sent severel reports to the Friends' Intel- 
ligencer of the doings of the Round Teble end of the progress of the lMeet- 
ing. 

Pittsburgh, as 6 Friends' Meeting community, wes visited by the compil- 
er of these notes, with kodek in hend, on June 13, 1934. The old Y.‘W.C.A. 
Building "on the benks of the Allegheny River", where some of the eerliest 
sessions were held, is no longer in being. The later Y.7.C.A. Building on 
Chethem Street near Fifth Avenue, where meny later mectings congregated, is 
on a nerrow thoroughfare, e lerge structure, once bright with its igheseers 
ored trimmings, but now dull end unettrective outwardly, rendered so by the 
smoke and dust of the city. It is fer more pleasent within than without. 
The Y.M.C.A. is a tall brick building with the lower portion constructed of 
light colored stone, now so eltered by Pittsburgh's cogl-dusty atmosphere 
es to give it a uniform bleckness from roof to pavement. It is at the corner 
of Third Avenue nd Yood Street, with en entrence for boys on’ Third Avenue. 

But in 1934 Pittsburgh Friends' Mesting assembles in a little house 
losned to them, end celled by them their ‘Meetinz House". It is en oldi brick 
school~house, No. 926 South Aiken Avenus, at the head of Kentucky Avenue, 
fecing eestward down the last nemed street. It is e derk red brick building 
with a smell frems ennex on the western end, and is supposed to be some 
eighty yeers, old, probably erected during the decade of the 1650's. Its 
porticoed entrence between two long arched windows covered with latlice- 
work, is in the eest end, end the little House, being closely surrounded 
by e@ number of fine maples, is only open to the sunlight at the western or 
reer extrmity. The Friends' Group hold their meetings in the freme ennex. 
Tts furniture consists of e teble,.e quaint little stove for heeting. the 
room, end ¢ number of chairs round ebcut the epertment, emong them one ola- 
fashioned rush-bottomed, straight-backed chair. This smell roon, comfort- 
ebly eccommodating ebout thirty or forty persons, is mede light end bright 
by four lerge windows. The larger rocm in the mein pert of this brick; Builds 
ing, is, in the summer of 1934, being 1 used as & class-room by @ music 
teacher of the neighborhood. 

The little brick school-house on South Aiken Avenue hes very much the 
eppeérencs of 6 snell old-type Friends' Meeting House, elthough not erected 
for that purpose, end, being now used in, that cepacity, is greéduelly essun- 
the title. :

The word "Pocono" is of Indien dcerivetion, being a corruption of "Fo- 
cohenne" signifying "A stream between mountains." In speeking of the lake 
regions of Monroe County, Cérroll 'B. Tyson, in his delightful book ,. "The 
Poconos," 1999, remerks:- . 

. “The present Lake Dodge, just across the reilrosd bridge from Tobyhen- 
né, wes the sito cf a sew-mill. Other lekes were scattered through the 
woods. Leke No. 1 covering sbout sixty-five acres, Leke No. 2 about one 
hundred ana thirty ecres, Leke No. 3 or 'Nest Brench Leke' extending over 
two hundred ecres, Tobyhanna Creek Dem end Slippery Rock Dam (now Pocono 
Leke) €11 extended elong the Tobyhenne Creek........Thess bodies of weter 
were 681] ertificiel 'lékes' cr dems built to impound the logs until they 
were needed." : 

"Pocono Leke Freserve, is individual. Juet as the ‘Friendly Inns’ are 
different from other large resorts, Pocono Leke Preserve is different from 
Buck Hill Falls 6nd Pocono lienor. The Manor people look upon it &s @ brench, 
less conventionel and less expensive, and more particulerly for large fan- 
ilies who desire the freedom of speciousness for their children, rether 
than the restreint of hotel life." 

Frencis B. Teylor of Cheltenham, makes: the following remerks ebout 
the Poconos:- "Pocono Menor wes established by a group of Philadelphie 
Friends, or Quekers, in 1902. Beginning with e modest holding of 700 acres, 
the Menor hes been expended to its present dimensions (1927) of 2¢00 acres, 
end in the querter century of its existence, 6 magnificent Hotel Plant, in- 
cluding & new fire-proof wing, eccommodating 400 guests has been built on 
the crest of little Pocono Mountein." 

On June 23, 1934, during the “laurel season" a visit was paid by the 
compiler of these notes, in compeny with Joseph R. and Elizabeth R. Lippin- 
cott of Riverton, N.J., to Pocono Manor, Pas, with full intention of ex- 
tending the visit to Pocono Leke Preserve, about fourteen miles beyond, 
with the purpose in view of representing in pictures these two Friends' 
Meetings in his collection of Quaker Meeting Houses. But the extension to 
the Lake Preserve was not accomplished then from leck of sufficient time, 
but, fortunetely, two years later, on August 2, 1936, the same party were 
gratified in spending e few hours at the Lake resort where they attended 
the Friends' Meeting held there on the occasion. In his diary of thet date 
the compiler wrote:- ‘Ye were in attendence et the Friends’ Meeting held 
in the woods. About seventy were there end there was considerable speeking ; 
end one, Noah Sweyne, not e member, gave a good sermon on the subject of 
'Silence', end varied the discourse with singing an appropriate sacred 
sone and @ negro spiritual hymn." 

The Meeting et Focono Menor is held in the auditorium of the Inn 
regularly each week at 10.30 A.M., on First-days, ettended by members of 
Friends and such other guests of the resort as wish to be present. Until 
the lest two or three yeers the meetings have teen held only during the 
summer or guest season, but, owing to the fact that Mrs. Samuelle Wins- 
ton, widow of John C. Yinston, the Publisher of FPhiladelphie, hes made 
Pocono Menor her permenent residence through the entire yeer, her influ- 
ence hes kept the Friends' Meeting open in the winter slso, though at 
times very smell from lack of persons to attend. 
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The meetings at the Lake Preserve are entirely independent of those of 
the Menor, end ere, in 1934, as well as before and efter, held in the: ef- 
ternoon, often, when weather permits, in the open woodlend, adopting that 
primitive form of worship from both e love of nature end, perheps, a mod- 
ern sense of the- unique, but, nevertheless, feeling keenly the truth of 
pees. s poeticel thoughts 

"The groves were God's first temples. Ere men learned 

To hew the shaft, ee lay the architrave, 

And spreed the roof above them ere he framed 

The lofty veult, to gather end roll beck 

The sound of Baa tgae tn the dérkening wood, 

Amid the cool end silence, he knelt down, 

And offered to the Mightiest solemn thanks 

And supplication." 
The idea of forest worship might even be cerried out earnestly, as well as 
sentimentally, eat Focono Menor, for the spot, high up on the mountain top, 
is entirely imbued with the spirit of primitive neture. Here the romance 
of netural besuty is hardly disturbed by the encroechment of .the intrusion 
of men. True it is, the roadweys meke greceful curves round ebout the moun- 
tains end valleys of Pocono, and the thick woodlend shsdes are penetrated 
with foot- eae closely pressed et every point with blooming shrubbery and 
wild flowers in profusion, advancing through the summer season from one 
plant to sane In June it is e wealth of laurel blossoms; laurel every- 
where, by the roadside, around the cotteges, and in greet messes through- 
out the forests, up the mountain slopes as fer as vision can penetrate. 
From cottage windows the views are wild end vast over tree-tops, into great 
deep revines, reaching miles into the misty distence. Tven the cottages, 
many of them large and commodious for donestic comfort, seem at Pocono hin 
or to have been built so imbedded in the surrounding forest thet nature 
lends beauty to them, rether then they edding enything to neture. They take 
a secondary position in the picture of Pocono Menor, dull of hue enc incon- 
spicuous. Only the Focono Menor Inn, itself, looms up ebove its environ- 

ment, showing its distinctiveness pleinly for miles around. It is not a 

beeutiful building from en architectursl point, even though the new addi- 
tion of 1924 does produce a “castle-like" eppesrence to e romantic imegine- 
tion. It is fer hendsoner within than without. From the bettlements of its 
great tower, en extensive view of the mountains of northeestern Pennsylve- 
nie, the Deleware eter Gep with the New Jersey uplands beyond, end, with 
g clear atmosphere, the far distant peeks of the Cetskills in New York, 
are very setisfactorily obtseined. 
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The Friends’ Meeting at State College, Pa., not officially comected 
with the business of any of the Yearly Meetings, is yet under control of 
a committees representing Friends of the two Philedelphie Yoerly Meetings 
of arch Street end Race Street, end of the Baltimors Yearly Meeting. The 
movement to heve a Friends' religious-meeting at the College originated 
as early or eerliar than 1914, when Quaker students of both branches of 
the Society of Friends felt the need of such meetings end held them un- 
officielly for a number of years. Finelly the following communication was 
directed to Philedelphie Quarterly Meeting of arch Street Friends:- 

"Stete College, Pa. 
‘ Tenth Month 26, 1924. 

Deer Frisnds:- 

. For more then ten veers, the group of student Friends 
attending Pennsylvenia Stete College has been holding unofficial religious 
meetings on First-Deys during the college terms. Femilies of resident 
Friends heve coopersted with the students in conducting the meetings; but 
the number of town Friends hes been too small for the formation of a regu- 
ler locel orgenized meeting. 

The number of Queker students attending the college hes been graduel- 
ly increasing until, at present, thers are over fifty, most of whon ars 
ectively interested in the meeting. During the last year, the everage at- 
tendence at meeting, which was held st the Friends Union, wes about thirty. 

Students have taken charge of the unofficiel organizetion of the group, 
heve been .ective in the ministry, have attracted non-Friends to the meet-— 
ings, heve taken pilgrimages to other central Pennsylvania Friends' meet- 
ings, visited other student colless groups, have worked egainst compulsory 
military treining in the College, and have helped in the sstablishment of 
the FPriends'’ Union which opened in 1920. 

“ith the increase in numbers of our active group members, we are feel- 
ing the need of more Friendly activities, as for instance, the establish- 
ment of a mesting house end library, the holding of a First-Bey School, 
the conducting of pilgrimeses to a larger nunber of meetings in this vicin- 


‘ity, end the welcoming of an even larger number of visiting Friends and 


speakers in the various mestings. 
In developing our meeting we feel that we should first come into a 


close association as a group with the Society of Friends. Toward this end, 


we believe that a comnittee of older Friends to advise and cooperate with 
us would be of great velue. Both brenches of Friends are represented in 


our group et Stete College. Ye are therefore asking whether Philadelphia 


Quarterly Meeting will be willing to appoint some of its menbers to serve 
with menbers of Center Querterly Meeting of Beltimore Yeerly on a joint 
committee which would become fully acquainted with the conditions here 
and the needs of our group, end could then recommend to the two quarterly 
meetings whet further action should be taken. 

Directed to be sent to Philedelphia Querterly Meeting as ea friendly 
request from the Stets College Group of Frisnds. (Signed) 

; GC. Marvin Palmer, 

For the Group." 

This comnunication received the attention of Arch Street Friends, the 
movement claimed the interest of Rece Street Friends, and also ot Bedwas 
more Frierids end en eappeel was mede for contributions toward building a 
Meeting House at State College et ean estimated cost of $12,500. end Den- 
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jemin Cedbury of Moorestown, NM. J., wes appointed treasurer. The building 
of the lieeting House “wes well under wey," stetes Benjamin Cedbury, "in 
10mo. 1926— thet the benches cene from e closed mesting house wt Union- 
ville, Pe.— end thet the first meeting wes held in the house on Tmo. 17, 
1927 elthough the fornel opening wes not until later." 

Previous to the opening of the Meeting House the students held their 
meetings in the perlor of the Friends’ Union et Stete College. This is told 
in a report of @ comnittes appointed by FPhiladelphie Quectarly Meeting of 
Arch Street friends to investigete the metter. This is en extrect from the — 
report of thet comnittee:~ 

Yost of. the Friends who heave been meeting together ere students in the 
College end the nejority of thease tre young men; but there are aleo a few 
young women. In eddition to this there are three or four families of 
Friends resident in the tom who teke @ greeter or less interost in the 
mestings. ; 

"The Weetings ere held in the parlor of the Friends’ Union, which is a 
lodging house for man students, most of whom tre Friends. Not 611 of the 
residents however teke en ective intercet in the leetinge end 66 e result, 
there is frequently sone unsettlement et Meeting tine, owing to # certain 
amount of coning end going in the building on the pert of those not teking 
pert in the Meeting. It is elso some omberrassnent for the women sttenders 
to ettend a Mesting in the Friends’ Union, owing to the fact thet it is oc- 
cupied by the men students, and hence socielly on the sene status a6 @ \ion's 
Fraternity, end especielly the younger women hesitete to ettend without 6 
suiteble escort or cheperone. 

"There ere probebly more then 50 Friends of #11 groups resident at State 
College this yeer, end the iieetings have en averege attendence of 30 to 35, 

"Owinz to the trensient neture of the residences of muny of the ettend- 
ers of the ifeeting, most of whom attend during their four yeer courge, it 
hes been difficult for then to form rny kind of an esteblished Vonthly Meet- 
ing, or have it officersd by eny reasonebly permenent group of individuels,. 

"In rezerd to 6 Maeting places it wes felt by the group thet an inde~ 
pendent locetion other then the parlor of the Friends’ Union would overcome 
meny dissdventages of the present Veeting place. It wes further felt thet 
& separete and individuel building would identify the Society of Friends in 
the commmnity as 6 s eabaes religious orgenization, end would be £ strength 
in ettrecting the Friendly group in the College and elso some non-members." 

Ths following spp ms from the friends’ Intelligencer in the eutunn of 
1929, relates some of the doings at Stete College Meeting at thet perios of 
its history:- "The Stete College Mesting opened their College yerr of '29 ~ 
20 with fifty enthusiestic young menbers from the college es well ee sever- 
#1 tomspeople. ith our wonderful Mesting House end the very ective group 
of members, we of the meeting look forward to « very successful yeer. 

"So fer the Sociel Committees hes arrenged two very fine Socisls. One we 
hold serly in the fell; 5 ‘get ecqueinted’ sociel. The last ons wee held et 
the Friends’ Union hile ‘illien Price wes with us. Another ie to be held 
goon. 

“Cne reiny Firet-dey eleven of us mece the trip by cer to elf oon 
Meeting cbhout tuelve miles ecross the Derrenz. This is the closest ileeting 
to Stete Collece end ite ective menbershin consiets meinly of two families. 
hs & result of this trip we found thet Lucretie Ney hed beon to the Ooke- 
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loose Conference end thet she had en excellent report which she gave re- 
cently. : 

"Nearly all the business of our meeting is cerried on by the students 
through business meetings held the third First-day of each month; the at- 
tendance verying from twenty-five to thirty. To dete, our financiel stend- 
ing is $57.60 to the good. 411 our bills are paid promptly end the support 
now comes from donetions, dues, end a monthly contribution for maintein- 
ence by the Christien Scientists who use the building eech First-day even- 
ing. 

"The eledale session et Collega kept our Meeting very ective for the five 
First-deys during the session with an average attendence of nearly sixty 
people. Bernard elton end Bliss Forbush errenged for severel speékers, end 
we wish to thank then for the kindly interest snd the Advéncement Committees 
for their excellent help in defreying the expenses of the visiting speakers. 

"&t Stets College you ere welcome guests, end we ere you to come witn- 
out weiting for en invitetion. Prencis Fe Yillits. 

State College frriends' Liceting House, hue the ils naus from towm &nd 
township of State College in Center County, Fe., is on the west side of 
South itherton Avenue, e square and e half frou Friends’ Union, where tne 
meetings of the Society wers held before the. Meeting House was erected. 

The house, a small frame structure, sets beck fron the sidewalk, hes its 
entrence door &t the end fecing the street, end is painted in light grey 

coloring. It has e seating cepacit: for ebout e hundred persons, and at 

the reer has smell rooms for @ First-dey School and other purposes. 

The Friends' Union at the corner of South Atherton and ‘lest Beaver Av- 
enue, is a. brick building trimmed in gray. It is one of the buildings used 
for the accommodetion of students attending the Pennsylvenia Stete College, 
e lerge agriculturel institution having a land holcing of over 2000 acres. 
It hes more thén forty buildings sbout its cempus, among which ere Varsity 
Hell, Yetts Hell, Libersl-Arts Building, Carnegie Librery, Botany Building, 
Grenge lMenorial Dormitory end e number of Fraternity buildings of much 
beeuty.

Alexendrie Friends' Meeting in Virginia is one of those thet have been, 
but no longer exists. Yet its neme continues as "Alexendria Nonthly Meeting" 
in the Feirfex Quarter of Beltimore Yeerly Meeting of the Society of Friends, 
being applied es. such to the Washington Friends' Meeting. During its active 
days, Alexendrie Wonthly Meeting comprised two subordinate meetings, Wash- 
ington and “Yoodlavm, besides its. om perticuler meeting. In 1931 the "I", of- 
ten written "Nye", Street Meeting in Yashington is officielly denominated 
the Alexendria Monthly Meeting. The repid decline of both the Alexandria 
and Woodlawn Meetings was due to the disastrous influence of the Civil War, 

According to the tebuleted list of meetings earrenged by Stephen B. 
Weeks in his "Southern Quakers end Slevery", 1896, the Alexandria Meeting 
wes settled in 1805, the Monthly Meeting esteblished in 1825, end the meet- 
ing leid down in 1886. In 1893 © short article was published in the Washing+ 
tan Ster on Third Mo. 23rd, giving some account of the Quakers in Alexen- 
dria. It attrected the notice of the Friends' Intelligencer end was reprint- 
ed in thet journel the following month, Fourth Mo. 8, 1893. This is the ar- 
wc los 

"The Society of Friends wes et one time one of the largest and most 
influential of the Christian denominetions in Alexendria, end the congre- 
gation at the meeting-housse on “olfe and St. Asaph streets is: said to have 
been one of the most intellectusl end refined in the city. The plain ger- 
ments of the worshipers, slweys nest, were often costly, for many of Al- 
exendrie's best people were Friends. They furnished meyors and council- 
men, presidents of benks end leading physiciens, teachers and merchents. 
They were foremost in public enterprises, forwerded the turnpike, end us- 
ed their best endeevors in the construction of more modern methods. A 
Yriend designed and cerried to completion the Alexandria water-works. A 
Friend conducted the leading school, and a Friend wes the leading magis- 
trete. The throngs which gathered on the 'Queker meeting-house green' @ev- 
ery Sundey wes representative of Alexendria at its best. A half century 
hes chenged ell this. There is no longer & Friends' meeting here and if 
there be © Friend resident in A;exendris he goes out of town to worship. 
The meeting-house wes recently pulled down, end now even Queker Church 
Green is destroyed, for en energetic citizen, Mr. Robert Miliott, is) pur- 
ting up e row of hendsome freme dwellings. The very ground, on which the 
old meeting-house stood is now devoted to other uses, and the old church 
will soon fade from mamnory." 

Fron the euthority of Levi K. Browm, 1875, the following information 
ie derived:- "Alexendrie Meeting, In the city of Alexendrie is now en In- 
dulged Meeting only, on first deys, at eleven o'clock; a brench of ‘Yood- 
levm Preperative. In former yeers it was large enc highly fevored meet- 
ing. Edwerd Stebler eminent as a writer end minister, Phineas Jenney, and 
other worthies, resided in Alexendrie. During the late civil wer the meet- 
ing-house wes occupied by the General Government as a hospital. In 1870 
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there were seventeen families and parts of femilies. Total, 42 members." 
As a Monthly Neeting Alexandria was esteblished Sth Mo. 23, 1802. 
Reuben R. Gillinghem of Alexendria writes, 9 Mo. 9, 1931:- "Alexendria 

Meeting was broken up by the Civil Yer snd members scattered. Grendfather 


Reuben Roberts was buried, in the Frionds cemetery here on Sueen St., end e- 


bout ten yeers ago we decided to let the city use the ground for the small 
children under th» care cf the Pleyground Committee es the plece was being 
neglectay and meny of the bodiés had been renoved. At thet time I hed grend- - 
fether's rensins removec to Yoodlewn near his mother Ann Roberts." 

On October 26, 19231, James il. Heslet of Yashington, D.C., took the 
compiler 6f these records to Alexendrie to review the Friends' Meeting lo- 
cality. Althougn in 1931 members of the Society of Friends in Aléxandria 
are few in number, the old Meeting House gone and the Queker Buriel Ground 
converted into 6 public pletground for children, yet there is, et leest in 
a small degree, sn inherent respect, a somewhet latent interest retained in 
the minds of the citizens, that Frionds have been influenticl in the past. 
Inthe officeof the City Weter Yorks portraits of the early officersof 
the company, with Penjemin Hallowell, the projector of this public benefi- 
cial work, as a centrel figure, are kept frened, hanging on tho walls. 

The Meeting House, heving becons dilapideted, wes demolished about 
1892, and its site is en open lot, a playground for the neighboring school, 
inclosed by a low hedge at the corner of St. Asaph and Yolfe Streets, with 
just a panel left of the iron fence that formerly penned in the yard of the 


Iieeting flouse. 


The greveyard, quite e distence from the ifeeting House, on Queen Street 
near Columbia, hes e firn brick wall in excellent corn<*tion surrounding it. 


‘One entrance gateway gives eccess to the grounds which are of emple dimen- 
yo 


sions, end, in 1931, 6ppeer as & space where the graves heve apparently 
been obliterated. At no tims, it is said, hes it ever had meny memorial 
gtones; but now only e few heedstones lean against the well, where, howev- 
er, severel eee aro inserted in the masonry in memory of some of the 
depertod Sueker worthies of the past. At least it so appeared to the cor 
pilsr of these me s he viewed the premises from the gatewey, for he was 
uneble to gain ac s to mske closer inspection. Cne of the persons buriad 
in this cemetery we Soni: Dick who was one of the physiciens called upon to 
attend Gen. Feorge ‘Teshington in his lest illness 

Alexendrte with its host of Queker memories, end more essentially, na- 
tionel historicel recolile Sige 45 located on the western bank of the wide. 
Potomec River about seven miles below ths City of “leshington. 
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Park Avenue Meeting House built...... 
Location.... eoeonreevoeveseveoe -. Baltimore, Md. 
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Beltimore Friends’ Meeting stends at the head of the American Friends' 
Yearly Meetings esteblished as it was, though under 6 different name, dbe- 
fore thet of Philadelphie. In the earliest deys the Yeerly Meeting wes call- 
ed © General Nesting. In 1933 Baltimore Yearly Neeting held its 262nd An- 
nuel Session at the Perk Avenue Meeting Ilouse, en assertion which indicates 
‘the first session es having been held in 1671. In Helen Stone's interesting 
detail of the history of the:.'Nye" Strest Meeting House in Yeshington, of 
late publicetion sebout 1937, occurs this statement:- 
"An early meeting was held at West River, Merylend, in 1672, but the reg- | 
uler records of the proceedings of the General or Yearly lleetings as they 
were later celled, date from 1677 end were held at Vest River. In 1678 four- 
teen meetings reported to the General Mesting, leter named Beltimore Yearly 
‘Meeting, the oldest yeerly meeting on this continent." 

Baltimore Yeerly liceeting is comprised of five Quarterly Meetings at the 
present tine, 1938. It elso formerly included a sixth Quarter, Redstone. The 
six Quarters were:-

In 1874 the historien, J. Thomas Scharf, published the "Chronicles of 
Beltimore" end in 18€1 a "History of Beltimore City and County," in both of 
which he gives a brief story of thé Friends' Meeting. Quoting from the two 
works, the following is obteined:- 

"The general meetings of the Society of Friends, or Quekers, in Marylend 
continued to be held et Yest River end Thirdheven until the 4th of the 6th 
month, 17&5, when, in accordence with e minute of adjournment of the previous 
yearly meeting at Thirdhaven, as it wes now celled, it wes for the first time 
held st Beltinore Town. It had now becowe strictly an ennuel or yearly meat- 
ing, end was held the next year, 1786, at Thirdhaven; in 1787 again at Belti- 
more Tow; in 1786 et Thirdhaven; end in the 6th month, 1789, for the third 
time at Beltimore Town, end from thet period hes continued to be held in this 
city the eutumn being chosen for the time, instead of early summer as hereto- ; 
fore. The present mesting-house, at the corner of Asquith end Fayette streets, 
wes built in 1780, end the particular meeting moved thereto in Jenuery, 1781, 
from en older house which stood on the site of the Queker burying ground vi 
the Harford tumpike, a short distence beyond the present city linits. The 
older meeting wes celled 'Patepsco,'’ end the lot of ground it occupied was 
given by Joseph Teylor. This meeting is first mentioned in the old manu- 
scripts of 1702; but it was then probably held at e private house. Mr. John 
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Giles, the first of the family of that neme, who have since occupied 
prominent position in the State of Maryland, settled neer the present site 
of Beltimore ebout 1700, end at his house the Quakers held their meetings. 
His son, Jacob Giles, erected a large brick dwelling about three miles 
from Havre de Grece, which is still stending (1874), end in its octegon- 
él hall the Friends of Herford County held their meetings for many years. 
No vestige of the building known es Petapsco Meeting now remains; but the 
ground is still used as &€ cemetery by both of the sections into which the 
Society is now divided. Kged persons recollect the earliest yeerly meetings 
in this city, when the throngs attending were so great thet a large tent 
was erected for their accommodetion on the then green lots south of the 
present site of the Second Presbyterian Church, et the corner of Bast Bal- 
timore and Lloyd streets. The Quaker meeting-house on ths south side of 
Lomberc street, between Howard and Tutew streets, was erected in 1805, and 
the one ot the northwest intersection of Ssratoga and Courtland streets 
was erected in 1830." -(Chronicles of Beltimore.) 

"A freme M'eeting-house was built et Patepsco Station ebout 1730 or 
1731, end was used until the completion of the meeting-houss et Fayette 
end Asquith Streets.....In 1780, John Cornthweit, Gerard Hopkins, George 
Mettews, John and Devid Brom end other members of Fatepsco Station were 
deputied to buy e spacious lot between Beltimorse and Fitt Streets for the 
purpose of e.meeting-house snd burial-ground. The ground wes purchesed, end 
the construction of the edifice on the northeast corner of Fayette anc As- 
quith Streets wes immedistely bezun, end was pushed forwerd so repidly 
thet, on the 22d of February, 1781, the first meeting was held within its 
Miidinz, a-plein but comfortable brick structure, is surround 
edby « high brick well inclosing the buriel-ground, in which sre the graves 
of meny whose nemes figure prominently in the history of the city. Among 
the prominent menbers of the Society of Friends once connected with the 
meeting-houce wears Philiy ™, Thomas, first president of the Reltimore and 
Ohi6 Reilroed, Johns Hopkins, the Gersuch family, the Needles feuily, the 
Brookes, Stablers, Snowdens, Cempbells, Dicksons, beanie Moores, en 
meny others weld knowm throughout the State. On th pd of Februery, 1851, 
the centennial anniversery of the meeting-house wes celebreted in the ven- 
ereble building with relicious snd connemoretive exercises of « peculiarly 
interesting cherscter.". -(ilistory of Beltimore Cit -)

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k of Meetings, Broed Creek Meeting is scheduled as third 

eretive Meetings, (Deer Creck, Fam, end Broed Creek) compris- 
ing Deer Creek Monthly Meeting in Nottinghem Quarter of Baltimore Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends. As it was estahlished efter 1519, at 
which date Nottinghem was trensferred to Beltimore Yeerly Mesting,. Broad 
Creek cannot be ssid to heve ever hed a cirect connection with the Phila- 
delphie Yetrly lfeeting. 

_Jemes J. Herry of Derlington, Md., provides the following concise 
story of the Broed Creek Meeting. He states:- "This meeting is situated 
in Herford Co., Maryland; sbout six miles from Delta, Pe., end some eight 
miles from Conowingo, Merylend. The Meeting belongs to the Nottingham 


Quarter, end to the Deer Creek Monthly Meeting, being some five miles 


from Deer Creek Meeting House at Derlington, Md. 

“2 “In On0s., 1626, an Inculged Meeting was grented to the Friends in 
this Llocelity.

"In 1870 there were 24 femilies end 64 members within this Meeting. 

No meetings ere helc here at present, except the Monthly Meeting as sbove 
stated. 

"The Meeting House is. e small freme. building, placed in & beeutiful 
Grove which gives it picturesque setting. 

"The Cemetery edjoining the Grove is well kept by en Endowment Fund 
created by interested Friends." 

The "History of Harford County” by Welter W. Preston, 19C1, devotes 
e couple of chepters to religion in the.community, but in the section de- 
voted to the Society of Friends mekes no particuler notetion of the Meet- 


ing, but states, enong other items of interest connected with the Quakers, 


thet ‘At Broad Creek was the home of Devid G. McCoy, a men of more then 
ordinary ability, end one of the esrliest promoters of our present excell- 
ent school system. In the bridge thet spans the Susquehenna at Conowingo 
is found e lasting monument to his energy end public spirit, for to his 
efforts was largely due its erection." 

On Fourth Month (April) 15, 1934, a visit was peid to the locality of 
Broad Creek Ftionds' Meeting by the compiler of these notes, who was tek- 
en there by Ralph ‘7. Hershey of Gep, Lencester County, Pe. With kodek in 
hend he ettempted to record some visible evidence of the appearence of 
the place, end succeeded fairly well in the attempt. The little freme 
Meeting House is probebly a quarter of a mile from the modern improved 
highwey lesding from Dublin northwestward to hiteford, Md., where the 
slate querries are located. The short quarter of a mile seems longer by 
reason of the rough dirt roed necessary to be treveled to reech the lit- 
tle Meeting House nestling in e charming grove of fine trees, with a 
well-kept end carefully ettended greveyerd nesr it. The House, cornering 
to the main points of the compass enc fecing the southeest, shows evi- 
dence of the lepse of years since it wes painted, but otherwise seems in 
good condition in spite of its being one yoar more then e century old. 

In tha Buriel Ground, & sécred spot with ell the modest assumption 
of the Society of Friends made menifest in the low marble memorials mark- 
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ing the greves, are the resting places of numerous members of the femilies 
of Beiley, Bell, Brannan, Crewford, Guilfoyle, Huff, Pyle, Reed, she ts 
Scarborough, Somers, Stacks, Stokes, Warner, Wendt, “Williamson and others 
of whom the most frequently observed family neme is Scerborough. Tiere is 
one stone of polished grenite very prominent sbove others in Broad Creek 
Graveyard, by reason of its size end height, being much. beyond the ordin-

Clearfield County, westward from the Centre Meetings, end northwerd from 
Dunnings Creek by a.distence of about sixty miles fron the latter. 
Levi K. Brown, writing briefly of the meetings forming Beltimore Yearly 
Heeting, ebout 1874, recorded of these cistsnt meetings es follows:- 
"CENTRE MESTING Is situeted in 'Helf-toon Velley", Centre County, Penn- 

sylvanie, fourteen miles south of Beld Nagle, thirty-seven miles east from 
West. Brench, end two miles south of 'Port Metilda' Stetion,. on Bald Wegle i 
‘Velley Reilrosd. It was formerly a brench of Werrington Monthly, Meeting, Yorke # 
County. About the veer 1800 a few Friends residing here erectsd a log meet- 
ing-houss some two miles north of the present house, where the meetings were 
held until 1631, when e& pert of the present fremea building was built. Twelve 
years thereefter the house was snlarged to ecconnodete the Guarterly Meeting. 
In 1870 there were fourteen fenilies end parts of femilies. Total 54 members. ‘J 
Midwoex Meetings, fifth deys, et eleven o'clock." | ng 

"BALD TASLEY MEUTING, Auvbranch of Centre Monthly Lieeting, is located 
in the villege of Unionville, Centre County, on the Beld Tegls Valley Rail- 
road, fourteen miles north of Centre. The present coimnodious house was built 
in 1€69, which now accommodates the Querterly Meeting once in the yeer. In 
1870 there were twenty-seven fanilies and parts of fenilias. Total €0 mem- 
bers. jjidwesk Meetings, fourth deys, at sleven o'clock." 

wmeST BRANCH Monthly Meeting. This meeting, composed of the single 
meoting of Vest Brench, Cleerfield County, Pennsylvenis, five miles from 
Curwensville Station, Cleerfield Reilroed, forty-three miles west from Beld 
Hegle, end thirty-eight from Centre, was established in 1833. Twenty years 
previous an Indulged Meeting, under the cere of Centre Monthly liesting, was 
held at the house of Jemes Moore, and attended by a fey families who remov- : 
ed to that new country in the yeers 1610, 1611, end 1812. Subsequently it 
wes held in a school-hcuse until the year 1624, when a frame mecting-house 
wes built, which, e short time after, wes considerebly enlarged. In 1846 
this house wes destroyed by fire, end the present one rebuilt tne same year. 
In 1870 there were fifty-one femilies ond perts of familias, in ell 165 
members. Misweek Meotings end Monthly Meetings, fifth days at ten o'clock, " 
first days et eleven o'clock." a: 

The followitte extracts fron the Yarrington Monthly Meeting records 4 
provide some stetistics about the establishment of Centre Mesting:- :

The following year, 1798, the request was granted, and the first moet- 
ing wes held Smo. 11, 1798. Beine loceted so far distent from Warrington 
Monthly Meeting, Friends of Centre experienced difficulties in attending 
that meeting and so. solicited the privilege of having a Monthly Meeting 
of their om. At first they requested a change of time for the Yarrington 
Monthly Meeting, as the following minute signifies, under date of 

amo. 9, 1799.- “Center meeting informs this thet they heve a desire to 
have the time of holding the Monthly Meeting altered or adjourned so as to 
be-neld nesr the Querterly Meeting es convenency will admit." 

This oe ee would evidently heve made it more convenient for Cen- 
tre Friends to attend both mestings at one journey fran their own meeting. 

Cn Third vonth 3, 1802, “Jarrington Monthly Meating complained of the fre- 
quent neglect of Centre Friends in attending the Monthly Meeting, end the 
“ais eee was repected from month to month. At length on 

nd Mo. 12, 1803.-."The friends of Center preparetive meeting request 
thet. a Monthly meeting might be held at that place under the solid congid- 
eretion thereof it eppears to be the generel sense of this meeting to rest 
it under consideration until next meeting."— "their difficulties in at- 
tending here being worthy of consideration." 

One month later, Edwerd Jones, Abel Welker end ten others were appoint- 
ed to attend the meeting eat Contre end report of their visit. On Fifth lionth 
7th, 1603, fbve of the committees, Samuel Gerretson, Robert Vale, abel Walker, 
David Cadveleder and Joseph Gerretson reported in writing their judgment 
that the request of Centre Friends might be granted. Therefore it was sanc- 
tioned by “lerrington Monthly Meeting, forwarded to the Quarterly Meeting; 
end Centre Monthly Meeting wes esteblished before the end of the year 1803, 
for on First Month 7, 1804, it was mentioned in the Warrington } fonthly Meet- 
ing minutes under the title of Centre Monthly Meeting. 

In 1625 the Beltinore Yearly Meeting grented "the request of Dunnings 
er Centre end est Brench Monthly Meetings to establish a Cuarterly 
Meeting." ‘This wes called Centre Quarterly Meeting, and its first meeting

The Friends' Meeting x 
House in this tovmship is near Liberty Square, end not fer from Fishing Creek, 4 
a smel] brook emptying into the Susquehanna. The Friends in Lencester County “ay 
in 1920 form but e smell percentage compared with the Queker population of 
early days. J. I. Mombert, in his “Authentic History of Lencaster County," 
1869, states:- 

"Friends or Quekers. They were numerous in the county es early as 1725 
— 1730. In 1729 they numbered not lees then 1000 femilies; at present (1869) 
they heve only 11 meeting houses, within eggregate accommodetion for 2650 
persons." : ‘i 
A leter "History of Lencaster County, Fe.," 1883, by Frenklin Zllis end @ 
Semuel Tvens, gives this brief mention of the Drumore Meeting:- "The Friends’

The pres- 
ent (1683) eldors are Jeson Bolton end Alban Cutler. The meeting includes a- 
pout one hundred members, end is known es Drumore preparetive meeting. It be- 
longs to Little Britein Monthly Mecting, Nottingham Quarterly , 6nc Beltimore 
Yearly Liesting." 

Drumore is one of the three constituent or subordinate meetings, that, 
in 1930, form the Little Britein Monthly Meeting, the other two being Tast- 
lend and Fenn ill. They. belong to the -llicksite brench of the Society of 
Friends. 

Levi K. Brown in 1875 geve the following note concerning Drumcre:- 
"This meeting wes for severel years indulged by Little Britain Monthly Meet~ 
ing, end wes held in a school-house. In 1&16 the present stone ueeting-house 
wes built, end the meeting esteblishedc in ths eleventh month of the same 
yeer. The membefs of this meeting et thet time (with the exception of one 
femily) were Frierids who had removed from Montgomery end Bucks Counties. 
Prominent emongst then wes Devid Ferry, on exemplary Friend end worthy elder, 
yet living in Bucks County, et the advanced age of ninety-six Yeerse a Fre~ 
paretive lieeting was established in the fifth month, lels. In 1670 theng are 
thirty femilies 6nd parts of femilies. Totel, 115 members. lMlidweek Iieetings, 
fourth deys, et ten o'clock." ; 

On April 17, 1932, Relph ‘Y. Hershey of Gep, Lencaster County, Pa., took 


guerters of a mile south of the crossing of the roeds in the vayleay of ee 
erty Square in Drumore Township, is the Friends’ Meeting House on the rane 
of the road, with en accompenying Burial Ground on the opposite side of the 
highway. The Meeting House is small, beers no date of erection, is & ee 
building with one end weather-boarded, hes no porch in front nor coverings 
for the doors, snd is open to the sunlight with its cheerful white coloring. 


But there have been numerous trees about its smple grounds, seversl stumps 
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of former large trees being here and there seen, probebly the remeins of 
chestnut. or other old giants thet have succumbed to tho ravages of blight 
or time. The Meeting House, to which, in oerlier years, there was an ap- 
proach for vehicles from the southwest, now no longer used, f&ces the south 
or very neérly so, according to the encient custom of Friends in erecting 
their houses for worship. At the western end of the house is a smell frame 
offset with a little porch thet protects the entrance door in that end of 
the Meeting House, the only door so protected about the building. 

Back from the house is & new tocl-house, near which is a pile of dis- 
carded foot-stones from the neighboring Burial Ground ecross the highwey. 
Everything ebout Drumore is in the best of order, especially the graveyard 
which shows to edvantage by reason of its cleenliness snd extreme nesatness. 
It is a lerge oblong-shéped ground surrounded by & good iron fence, neat 
and Queker-like with its archec getewey, heaving the name "Drumore Cemetery" 
in the érch above the entrernce, all in metel. The ground is laid out in 
femily lots, end the memorisl stones show that those who were closely akin 
while living, are leid side by side when deed. There are a few old field- 
stones, but most of the stones in this yard are fresh white marble, or pol- 
ished grenite, all more or less noticeable as being large enough to grasp 
to the fullest extent the prescribed privilege permitted by the rules of 
the Discipline of the Society cf Friends. Meany headstones are securely at- 
tached to marble beses thet are long enough to support several stones. This 
is the meens of making good end dureble foundations, elthough not always 
the most ertistic. The following are some of the family names seen in the 
Drumore Cemetery on April 17, 1932:- Ambler, Bolton, Cutler, Gehren, Ham- 
bleton, Idell, Lemborn, Pennock, Penrose, Rutter, Shoemaker, Smith, Tennis 
‘ene Wilkins.

The story of Dunnings Creek Meeting was ably told by "S. H. B." in en 
historical sketch written for the Centenniel Celebration of the Monthly 
Meeting held et Fishertown, Fe., Fourth Month 13, 1903. The following are 
some extrects from thet paper which wes published at length in the Friende' 
Intelligencer, Seventh Ko. 11, 1903. 

"From the limited time for'the preperetion of this sketch, the author 
wes uneble- to obtain informetion as to the first emigration of Friends in- 
to this community, either as to the time of their coming, where they ceme 
from, or what incuced them to locete here. Suffice to say, that, at the 
time of the settlement of the monthly meeting, e goodly number hed settled 
in the neighborhood, as is indicseted by the veriety of family names in the 
lists of witnesses to the eerly recorded certificates of marriege es well 
as by the various neanes appesring on the eerly minutes of the meeting. 
And we also finde upon investizgetion, thet but few, if any, other religious 
orgenizetions were represented in this neighborhood at that time, se thet 
whetever their number mey have been, the Friends were decidedly in the 
leed. 
"ye have been uneble also to find sny record or description of the 
% meeting-house et Dunnings Creek, except thet it was a small log 
ilding, located ebout one mile northeest of our present building, near 
e residence of Cherles "Il. Wolf. It was heeted from .a stone end log chim- 
y, end was probably provided with en eerthen floor. Before the estab- 
shment of the monthly meeting, however, & tract of six acres was pur- 
hesed for a meéting-house and greveyerd purvoses, near the 'Big Spring’ 
inow celled Spring Needow. ; 

"This wes part) od a treet of 263) stres end 92 perches, petented H- 
leventh month 10th, 17&9, to Richard Neave the elder end Richard Neave 
the younger, of Philadelphia, which in 1791, they conveyed to anthony 
Pleckburn, end by Anthony end Mary his wife, in 1792, wes further convey- 
ed to Villiem ‘ebb, of Frederick county, Warylend, who by deed, dated 
Tenth month 17th, 1795, conveyed the said six ucres end allowance, to 
“illiam Kenworthy, Jonethen Bowen and Anthony Blackburn, in trust for the 
Society of Friends, for the price of twelve dollers.....soon ufter the 
purchase of this lot of ground, a log meeting house wes erected on the 
northern end tuereof teing the most elevated and desirable location on 
the lot. A little greveyerd wes opened neer’by, but wes abendoned soon 
thereefter by reeson of the interference of surface rock end grave dig- 
ging; only & few partielly marked graves ere still to be found end prob- 
Esky only two containing eny legible inscription, one of WL cha sink wilde. 
Be 1796". :the other ‘J. 8% 1795’. 

"The building erected served its useful purpose until the separa 
tion of the Society which occurred here in 1631, when this building was 
torn down end rebuilt on the southern ond of the lot immediately across 
the road from the lerge grave yerd, end was thenceforth occupied by the 
Wicksite brench while the Orthodox rebuilt upon end occupied the former 
site; no other chenges occurred until 1667 when the Hicksites ouilt 4 
few rods distent, ea vesther-boerded frems house which they used until 
1687, when the two-story brick meet ing-house end school building which 
they now occupy wes erected et Fishertown, the Orthodox heving four years 
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previously erected and moved into a neat frame building in the northern 


“end of the sane villazs. 


"The two buildings thus abendoned at Spring Meadow remain standing, 
(1903) the one, (the Hicksites') occasionelly occupied by another relig- 
ious society, the other by reason of ages end unoccupancy, fast going to 
decay. They are still, to many of us, interesting monuments of deer asso- 
ciations of the past, and the memories which cluster around them shall con- 
tinue a source of profound pleasure, so long as memory reneains or life 
lasts. 

"Passing fron the meeting-house subject to that of the Society, we are 
brought to consider the event which the occasion of this day is intended to 
commemorate, namely the centennial enniversary of our monthly meeting. One 
hundred years sgo to-day, perhaps this very hour, Dunnings Creek Monthly 
Meeting of Friends, was established. From the records of Menallen Monthly 
Meeting and Werrington Quarterly Meeting, to which this meeting, at one 
time, belonged, we glean the following facts with relation to the prepara- 
tory steps to the establishment of this new monthly meeting. 

"In Sixth month 9th, 1794, the Friends of Bedford requested the privi- 
lege of holding a meeting for worship on the fourth-dsey preceding Menallen 
preparative meeting in each month, which was granted until further ordered. 
On Twelfth month 15th, 1794, Friends of Bedford requested to have a meeting 
for worship and a preparative meeting settled there end Jonathen Wright, Jo- 
seph John, Finley McGrew, Benjamin Wright, Elias Pearson, John Griest and 
Isaac Pearson were appointed to visit them and endeavor to judge of the pro- 
priety of granting their request. On First month 12th, 1795, they reporté 
that all except one sat. with Bedford Friends at their meeting of conference 
and thought that their request might be granted.....0n Twelfth month 15th, 
1794, Anthony Blackburn, on bshalf of Friends of Bedford, requested that they 
be indulged with the liberty of holding meetings for worship on First-days, 
which beinz considered was thought best to leave under consideration until 
next month....O0n Fourth month 13th, 1799, which by interesting coincidence, 


is just one hundred and three yeers ago, the said committees reported ‘that 


three of them, in company with women Friends, have attended to the service, 
and had a solid opportunity with them, and do not see anything on their minds 
to discourage their request being granted.'...+- 

"The next recorded history of this meeting, which we have found, is the 
preamble to the minutes of Dunnings Creek Monthly Meeting, which appeers in 
a neat and artistic form and in clear and expressive language which follows, 

"A meeting for worship and a preparative meeting were settled at 
Dunnings Creek in the year one thousand seven hundred end ninety-five, and 
was then a branch of Menallen Monthly Meeting; but being situated about one 
hundred miles distant therefrom, wherefore the great difficulty of attending 
that meeting occasioned Dunnings Creek Preparative Meeting, in Second month, 
1802 to forward a request to Menallen Monthly Meeting, to have a taont hly moet- 
ing settled hers, which request after having been deliberately considered, 
and a committee appointed, which attended the Preparative Meeting, the propo- 
gition in the Bighth month following, was laid before Warrington Quarterly 
Meeting, end thet meeting also appointed a committee which attended Dunnings 
Creek Preparative Meeting in order to judge of the propriety of granting the 
aforesaid request; which committee reporting favor thereof, in the Second 
month following it wes granted by the quarterly meeting and a pouea cs ap- 
pointed to attend the opening of the first monthly meeting.-.-res 
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"One other event concerning the Hicksite branch of our meeting's 
history, might be of interest on this occasion, namely, the severance of 
our connection with Werrington end being added to Centre Quarterly Meet- 
ing." This movement came under consideration Sixth Month 11, 1834, and on 
Fourth Month 15, 1835, the minutes of "our late Yearly Meeting inform 
that they have grented the request of Dunnings Creek, Centre and West 
Brench Monthly Meetings to establish a Quarterly Meeting to be opened at 
Dunning's Creek on the second Sécond-day in Fifth month."

The Friends' Meeting called Elk Ridge was within the precincts of Bal- 
timore Quarter of the Baltimore Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. 
Evidently, from the meager that can be gathered concerning its history, with- 
out access to the minutes of the Meeting, it was organized somewhere near the 
period of the Revolutionary War, when the present Ellicott City was first set- 
tled in 1774. A century later it was practically a meeting of the past, for 
Levi K. Brown, in his brief notes concerning the subordinate meetings forming 


Baltimore Yearly Meeting, stated about 1875;- 


Mlk Ridge Meeting situated on the borders of Ellicott's City (former- 
ly Ellicott's Mills), on Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, ten miles west of Bal- 
timore. But one family of Friends reside here at present, and no meetings 
have been held for several years past except circular or appointed meetings. 
A substantiel stone meeting-house, in good condition, and graveyard, remain 


under the care of Friends." 


Ellicott City is on the borders of Howard County, Md., on the Patapsco 
River some distance above Elkridge Lending, west of Baltimore. It derived its 


‘name from three brothers, Joseph, Andrew and John Ellicott, members of the 


Society of Friends, who founded the settlement. They were "men of great reso- 
lution end energy, end their migration from Bucks County, Pa., with ‘wagons, 
carts, wheelberrows, and hendbarrows and all their agricultural and mechenic~- 
el implements, with the household goods for the families of their workmen, 
and the dreught-horses necessary for the work of milling and agriculture' 
show them to have been men of greet enterprise." They came from Pennsylva- 
nia by way of New Castle, embarking at Head of Elk in a boat that took them 
down the Chesapeake and up the Patapsco to Elkridge Landing the head of navi- 
gation on that river. From there they finished the journey by land and settled 
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at a place emong the rocks which they called “The Hollow" and where the pi- 
oneer millers of the place afterwards called Ellicott City. They purchased 
the lend in 1772. 

The story of Hllicott City and Elk Ridge Meeting is briefly told in J. 
D. Warfield A.M.‘s "Founders of Anne Arundel and Howard Counties" publish- 
ed in 1905. The following extracts are from that work. The first notes refer 
to the name of Ulkridge Landing, from which the Meeting derived its name, 
and where the first Meeting House was located. 

"The Patuxent was known as early as the St. Mery's. The Patapsco was 
renged as early as the Severn. Up these rivers and along blind paths, blaz- 
ed by Indian hunters, came the lowland settlers to the Ridge of Elks, to 
build their cabins by the side of the Indien wigwams." 

"The Ridge of Hlks has become the sunmer resort of fashion. It was so 
popular, in fact, as to cover the whole territory, from Laurel to Elk Ridge 
Lending, to Ellicott City, to Clarksville, and beck to Laurel." 

Elk Ridge Lending was erected early. "As early as 1746, it was a rival 
to Annapolis. In 1763 there were 1,695 hogsheads of tobacco, more than half 
of the crop in Anne Arundel County, inspected et Elk Ridge, and during the 
Revolution it was at the height of its usefulness." 

Ellicott's Mills was founded in 1774 by the three Ellicott brothers, 
Joseph, John, and Andrew, sons of Andrew Ellicott of Pennsylvania. They 
were Quakers. "The Ellicotts sent agents to new York end Philadelphia, who 
bought goods and shipped them via "lk Ridge Landing. They dealt in linens, 
diapers, silks, satins, brocades, India china, dinner end tea sets, mirrors, 
Glassware, mathematical instruments, ironware, groceries, liquors and wines. 
-»-Influential men for miles congregated at their store and post office. 
They brought their wheat in exchange for purchases. There political and even 
scientific questions were discussed, and there these intelligent Quaker 
brothers were always courteous with becoming gravity".....'When the war (of 
1812) had ended in giving us a State Government these peaceful Quakers were 
ready to give advice to lawmakers. Leaving the mills at night they would 
ride on horseback to Annapolis, a distance of thirty-two miles, to break- 
fast. After spending the day they would return at night." 

yhen they came to Ellicott's Mills the Quakers had ® meeting-house 
neer Elk Ridge Landing, about a mile from Ilchester. The Pierponts, Hay- 
wards, Reads,, end Ellicotts were members. To accommodate the people of their 
immediate neighborhood, as well as themselves, they built a meeting-house 
of stone on Quaker Hill, now in the centre of the town. This they presented 
to the Quakers of Baltimore. The deed covered four acres for a burial-ground 
end was dated 1800. Soon efter that the old Elk Ridge house wes abandoned. 
Williem Hayward an esteemed minister of the society lived for meny years in 
walking distance of the old meeting-house at Elk Ridge. He was their only 
minister. There his daughter Elizabeth end her chosen partner, James Gil- 
linghem, rode on horseback to be married, and there assembled in silence, 
efter his departure, the remaining members of the faith." 

"The site of Patapsco Institute was a froe gift from the Ellicotts 
for an educational institution, which for a number of years shed its com- 
manding light into many Southern homes. Upon Quaker Hill rest the sturdy 
settlers who gave life and form to the wilderness. For years the old Quaker 
Meeting-House had been deserted, but recently a descendant has rescued it 
end preserved its honored remains." 
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The compiler of these historicel notes owes the pleasure of a visit to 
Ellicott City, Md., on May 14, 1933, to Ralph W. Hershey of Gap, Lancaster 
County, Pa. That visit to Quaker Hill, in the midst of Nllicott City, gave 
rise to the following notes. The handsome stone building erected probably in 
1800, when the deed for the property was executed, formerly the Friends’ 
Meeting House, but now a private dwelling, was built on the summit of a high 
hill or mount of ground which falls quite abruptly on two sides to the great- 
ly lower level of e main thoroughfare of the tow, snd more gradually at the 
front of the house, which faces the south, to the lene leading to the same 
street. It is a long low structure thet has evidently undergone some changes 
in suiting it to the domestic use to which it is now epplied as a dwelling. 
Close to the southeast corner is a fine large oak, while other trees are on 
the opposite side of the Rouse on Quaker Hill. 
Across the road or lane of approsch, south of the dwelling, is the old 
Friends’ Burial Ground, a goodly portion, but not all, of which has been in- 
closed by a decidedly sturdy and substantial wall with an imposing gateway, 
at one side of which is a tablet stating, "The property inclosed within this - 
wall is owed by Ellicott Graveyerd Inc. a Marylend corporation as wéllas 
the right of access there to over the roadway from the Columbia Turnpike." 
At the extremity of the graveled welk, in the enclosure, are the graves 
of the pioneer settlers, John and Andrew Ellicott. Tall headstones mark the 
graves, and a later generation has copied the inscriptions, preserving them 
on bronze tablets now laid in front of the old marbles. They reads- 
"Andrew Ellicott was born in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, lst Month 22nd 
1733; to which place his grendfather emigrated, from Falmouth, England, 
about the year 1700. Soon after his marriage to Mary Fox Andrew remov- 
ed from the mills in Bucks County 5th Month 16th, 1771, and beceme in- 
terested with his brother John in the settlement of this place, and in 
Baltimore. He died 6th Month 20th 1809, aged 76 years,” 
"John Ellicott brother of Andrew, born in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
12th Month 28th 1739, and removed with his brother Andrew from their 
mills in Bucks County 5th Month 16th, 1771, to Baltimore County, Mary- 
lend. Here they built mills and settled the place. He died 12th Month 
28th, 1794, aged 55 years." 
The wall does not inclose the entire Friends' Graveyard, for there are & nun- 
ber of graves tothe eastward of it, now in a very neglected section, deeply 
overgrown with trailing woodbine and weeds. Some of the stones are unmarked, 
others have initiels only, and one bears this inscription:- "In Memory of 
Jos. B. Webb, Born on the 3rd of the 9th Month, 1781. Died 26th of the Sth 
Month 1859 In the 78th year of his age." 

NOTE. By the detes of deaths of Andrew end John Ellicott, it is very 
cleerly evident that the wer referred to in the foregoing extrect from the 
county history, was the Revolutionery Wer, not the War of 1812.

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. Forest Friends' Meeting in Harford County, Marylend, is a subordinete 
Meeting belonging to Little Fells Monthly Meeting in Beltimore Querter of 
Baltimore Yearly Meeting. Outside the minutes of the Quarterly and Monthly 
Meetings, to which the collector of these notes bas had no eccess, little 
mention has been made or found in the histories or attainable periodicals. 
The following brief mention of the Meeting is from the reseerch of Levi K. 
Brown of Little Britain Monthly Meeting in Lencester County, Pa. It is not- 
iceable that he spelt the name differently from the way in which it appears — 
on the maps and charts of 1934:- 

"Forrest Meeting is situated in Herford County, Marylend, seven miles 
northeast of Little Falls, eight miles southwest from Broad Creek (Notting- 
hem Quarter), end thirteen miles north of ‘Edgewood Station’, Philsedelphie, 
Wilmington and Baltimore Railroed. The meeting was established eighth month, 
1815, and a log meeting-house built, which served the meeting until 1651, 
when @ Preparative Meeting was esteblished end a new house built more centrel 
to Friends, about two end a half miles south of the former one. In 1870 
there were 26 femilies and perts of families, in 611 67 members." 

A coumunication, deted Bagley, Md. 2 Mo. 27, 1934, from Dora Curtiss, 
supplies the following very minnts end velueble history of Forest or Forest 
Hill Meeting,-."I am enclosing.to thee a paper written by a mambér of Forest 
Hill Meeting, end es it was copied by the clerk of Little Falls Meeting in 
the minutes, thee may keep the paper end use it as thee wishes. Forest Hill 
meeting is now opened only four times a year when Little Falls Meeting and 
Forest Hill members hold a Monthly Meeting in the old meeting house." 

The following is e copy of the paper conteined in the letter of Dora 
Curtiss. ; 

"The Property of ‘Forest’ Friends, consists of Two (2) tracts or per- 
cels of Lend— Lot #1. One Trect called ‘Old Forest’ Loceted near Sharon 
Station Md. & Penna R.R. in Harford County Md. and containing Originally 
two (2) Acres more or less, wes purchesed from Joel Carter for the sum of 
One Hundred and Fifteen ($115i¢) — and Conveyed by Deed bearing dete of 
the Eighth day of the Eleventh month One Thousend Eight Hundred and Twenty 
Four (llmo 8-1824) to Amos Smith, Mahlon H. West, Joseph Trimble and James 
McConnell, end their successors forever, by them to be held in Trust for 
the use of the Society of Friends constituting ‘Forest’ Meeting. -Record- 
ed in Libre H D No 8 Folio 56— one of the Lend Records of Harford County. 

"In the History of Meetings by Levi K. Brown it seems that a Log House 
wes built and meetings held at ‘Old Forest’ about 1&15— although the pro- 
perty was not Deeded to Friends until 1824. 
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"Lot #2 The Other Trect Containing two (2) acres more or less locet- 
ed at Forest Hill, in the County & State aforesaid— was purchased from 
Eliza Foxcroft for the sum of Thirty Dollars ($3083 ), end Conveyed bdy 
Deed bearing date of the Twenty Seventh day of August Eighteen Hundred 
end Fifty (8mo 27th 1850) end Recorded in Libre H.D.G. No 36 Folio 263 
one of the Land Records of Harford County—— On this tract a new Meeting- 
House was Erected, and a Preptretive meeting Established, belonging to, 
and constituting pert of Little ‘Falls. monthly meeting. 

"In 1858 Joseph Trimble end Williem C. Havilend as Trustees, were au- 
thorized by Forest Preparative meeting, with the sanction of Little Falls 
monthly meeting to sell the northern half of the 'Old Forest property— 
on which was the house formerly used for meeting purposes. It was accord- 
ingly sold to Rebecca Smith for the sum of Seventy Dollars ($702%) and 
conveyed by Deed bearing date of Fourteenth day of Fourth month Eighteen 
Hundred end Fifty Eight (4mol4-1858) and Recorded in Libre AL J No. 9 
Folio 452 One of the Lend Records of Herford County-- This lot hereby 
contains one acre more or less. On the remaining half retained by Friends, 
is the ‘Old Forest’ Cemetery with about 60 graves, cared for by the pro- 
ceeds from three (3) Bonds of the Bel Air Water & Light Co. of $1002 each 
@ 52. — $1522 per year which pays for up keep.-- 

"The Cemetery at Forest Hill hes proceeds of One $500— 5% Bond An- 
ericen Tel. & Tel. Co. and One $100— 5% Bond of Bel Air Water & Light 
Co., Yielding $32.50 per year. The funds for upkeep of both cemeteries 
were made up by contributions from 'Friends' and others having Relatives 
Interred therein. 

"The Expense for Construction of Wall Enclosing the Cemetery at For- 
est Hill built mainly of Port Deposit grenite, with Portland Cement, at a 
cost of epproximately Eleven Hundred Dollers ($1100°%) was also made up 
by contributions." 

' On Fourth Month (April) 15, 1934, the compiler of these records, tak- 
en by Ralph W. Hershey of Gap, Pa., visited the Meeting House located at 
Forest Hill, having kodak in hand. He found the Meeting House erected in 
1851 in excellent condition; a freme building painted white with trimmings 
of bronze, and built very neerly facing the south, in a beautiful grove of 
emple dimensions, on the eastern outskirts of Forest Hill, Herford County, 
Md. Its neme aptly fits it, for the grove is well filled with handsome 
trees, many of,them beering tell-tale evidence of their being remains of 
the primeval forest. The House is not lerge, has a nerrow porch along the 
southern front, close to which, st one end very close, are the atumps of 
two large trees that indicate the building formerly was very completely 
overshaded by those mighty monarchs of the woods. 

To the eastward of the Meeting House , a few rods distent, is the 
Burial Ground surrounded by a heavy stone wall of unusual size and strength, 
having its northern side bordering on the roadside. Within this neetly 
cared for graveyard ere interred members of the families of Ayres, Cheyney; 
Englend, Haviland, Hollend, Hoopes, Hull, Mechem, Temple, Vail, Way, and 
others. Forest Hill is e charming Queker locality.

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Gunpowder is a Monthly Meeting of Baltimore Quarter of Baltimore Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends. Levi K. Brown, in his "Account of the 
Meetings of the Society of Friends within the limits of Baltimore Yeerly 
Meeting," 1875, states of this Monthly Meeting:- 

"Held fourth after first second day, at ten summer, and eleven winter. 

It is situated in Baltimore County, Maryland, sixteen miles north of Balti- 
more, eighteen miles west from Little Falls Meeting, and two miles west from 
‘Spark's Station’ on the Northern Central Railroad, and is composed of the 
Bingle meeting of Gunpowder first and fourth days, at ten o'clock summer, 
eleven o'clock winter. This meeting is, perhaps, the oldest one belonging 
to the Yearly Meeting. The precise time of its establishment has not been 
ascertained. The Monthly Meeting was established fourth month, 1739, a branch 
of West River Quarterly Meeting. 

"The old meeting-house, situated one and a half miles west of Cockeys- 
ville and four miles south of the present one, was built about the year 1773; 
and superseded a much older one. At present Circular Meetings ere held in it, 
on the third first day in the fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth months. 

"The present meeting-house was built in 1821. It was burnt down in 1866, 
and rebuilt the same yeer. In 1870 there were thirty-eight families and parts 
of families. Total, 144 members." 

Thomas Scharf, in his "History of Baltimore City and County," 1881, adds 
a word to Levi K. Browm's note by saying:- "Tho first meeting-house of the 
Society of Frignds in the Eighth District wes built on Western Run about the 
year 1739. Gunpowder meeting-house, near Priceville, was the third one erect- 
ed, end is very near the second one, which was destroyed by fire. The first 
settlers in that neighborhood were almost entirely Friends from England 
and Wales, and it is still largely populated by their descendants. " 

The following account of this meeting was published in "The Jefferson- 
ian" of Towson, Md., Saturday, May 2, 1931. The unnamed writer of the arti-~ | 
cle has incorporated into the story of Old Gunpowder the legend of Williem 
Amos who organized the Friends' Meeting of Little Falls. Here is the Jeffer- 
sonian article:- ; . 

"There are few places in Baltimore County that so insistently take us 
back to pre-revolutionary days as the Old Friends’ Meeting House which is 
located about a mile south of Oregon on the Beaver Dem road— the first 
Friends Meeting House built in Baltimore County. This staunch old structure 
of stone was built in 1773. 
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"There is a legend that the origin of the Friends meeting-place came 
by the solitary worship of a person sitting on a log. The following First 
day he wes joined by one or two others and the number incre&sed until the 
log wes filled with worshippers in silent communion. So it came that this 
natural setting inspired the coming together of Friends and friendly peo- 
ple and a church was established which was said to be situated on the 
‘east side of the Gunpowder Falls near Shehon Run or Cabin Branch.' In 
1772 it was decide that since the old house was decayed that 'a new build- 
ing of stone, 50 ft. by 30, with convenient galleries and fireplaces, with 
a good cedar roof of shingles’ would be constructed, and Abram Scott, A- 
quilla Cerr and Oliver Matthews were appointed to have this done. In 1824 
Oliver Matthews died at the good age of 103, having religiously practiced 
‘uniform plainness and sincerity throughout his long life.' 

"Of the first church little is know. There is a brief record of the 


first marriage under the care of the Meeting. Samiel Hopkins and Sarsh 


Giles handed in their intentions and were married the second month, 1740. 
It is further mentioned of this year, that the intentions of Daniel Haines 


end Mary Price were offered, a committees was appointed to inquire concern- A: 
ing the young man's orderly proceding in courtship. A quaint note reaonsstre |» § 


ates against Benjamin Bowen who ‘hath put his son to a place to be educated, 
contrary to the practice of Friends, and is commonly in the practice of us- 
ing compliments, and using the improper language, the lad's father excuses 
the same, thinks the breach small, end for his further information this 
Meeting appoints Joseph England and Harry Wilson to treet with him on the 
occasion.' In 1779 Isaec Griffith produced a certificate for himself and 
their eleven children. . 

"Ag it now stends the old church that was built in 1773 remains the 
same except that the ceder roof has been replaced by a new one after a 
fire in 1866. The old doors, windows, high stone wall that encloses the 
graveyard have been the same through the yesterdays and their only sign of 
ege is the reminder that they were built when things were built well. In 
the early days only the rough stone to show where the dead lay were used. 
Names were not marked in recent years in concession to custom, but for the 
most part the plece is but a grass plot, surrounded by a wall of stone. 

"To go inside end sit facing the high benches of Ye Olden Time, the 
stark bareness of the place impresses one. But tc.recall the fact that rige 
or of simplicity was as stern as the law of Mede or Persian, and to hark 
back to the day when the Quaker dress had its appropriate setting, and was 


- as imperative as silence during the hour of communion, takes away the 


bleakness and inspires a feeling that the place is peopled with faces that 
glow with an inner light that only the sympathetic may understand. Per- 
haps it explains why the old Meeting-house on the occasion of coming to- 
gether has among its members present many who came from Lencaster and York, 
from Philadelphia and the City of Baltimore. Why the little enclosure is 
filled with care of the well-to-do, without ostentation; and of those whose 
fathers and mothers came in an early day and protected and admonished the 
thoughtless and found inspiration in the silence together. 

"The two wide doors lead the way to separate aisles for men and wo- 
men, and a railing still stands betweon. The ancient fire-places are fac- 
ing from opposite directions. The floors and ceilings and benches are of 
white pine. The high benches are set above and facing the low. They are 
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skeleton like and confortless, but hold the charm that lies in old carved 
cheirbacks. They are curiously turned at the top, and are made with ex- 
treme simplicity. 

"Above the low ceiled meeting room is a second story designed for liv- 
ing quarters. Tradition has it that originally these quarters were provid- 
ed for the use of those who came a long way to the meetings and were forced 
to stay over night, but another report, probably more correct, is that they 
were built on to house the caretaker. For years the caretaker lived in the 
second story of the Meeting House, but now occupies a comparative new resi- 


dence set apart on the same property. 


"There is quaint humor in many a story told of Thee and Thou. One is 
told of the courtship of John Price and Polly Johnson. They rods on horse- 
back, four miles distant from the Meeting House. There had been recent 
rains and the stream before them wes swollen considerably. Stopping in the 
middle of it he said to the young women, ‘Polly, I'm not going to move from 
this stream, until thee promises to be my wife.' 'John,' she said in return, 
‘thee has the advantage of me now. J guess I'11 have to say yes.' 

"It is said that when the ‘Hicksites' took an independent orgenization 
of their own, the Gunpowder group was allied with theu.-No one seems to 
know what the controversy was all about now, but it is probable that it had 
to do with the protest against evangelical visws which took place about 
1828. Broadly speaking, this body laid empasis on the adherence to old 
forms of dress and speech. But that time of demarkation is no more, nor did 
it exist in the early days of this Gunpowder meeting place; and the princi- 
ples laid down by Yilliam Penn end Robert Barklay still have their import- 
ance, and the London Meetings are recognized with interest. 

"A great deal of unconscious humor is noted in some of the old tracts 
which undoubtedly had their influence on the observances of the Quaker fore- 
fathers. It is related that 'They wers at a Word in Dealing'; that they. 
could not ‘humor the custom of Good Night, Good Morrow, God Speed; for they 
knew the Night was good, the Day was good, without the wishing of either.' 
They forebore drinking to People, or pledging of them, as the Manner of the 
World is; they thought ‘Evil in the tendencies' of drinking ‘as well as 
that it was in itself vain and Heathenish.' It is recorded that when a ‘Par- 
ty' became refractory that they ‘after repeated entreaties and due waiting 
for a Token of Repentence , must give forth a Paper to disown such a Pacty 
and name the Party offending; ‘and shall clear their profession by sincere 
Acknowledgement of their Fault and Goodly Sorrow for so doing." 

"The old Meeting House stands as a monument to a religious fellowship 
thet formulated no creed, liturgy or priesthood. That gave women equal place 
with men in church orgenization; that raised the first official protest a~ 
gainst slavery uttered by any religious body, end whose sentiments were in- 
scribed by Whittier, the Quaker poet, in 1865. A people who with passive 
resistence have obtained from courts and legislature indulgence of scru- 
ple and legal recognition of their customs. 

"To pause @ moment reflecting upon the idea that human nature has its 
tenor of sameness, we can not think that all this achievement has been ac- 
complished by pleinness of language, or by silence of contemplation or by 
peculiar individual customs;but rather by restoring a right order of think~ 
ing, by helpful human service and by a kind of discipline that tonds to 
promote, to an eminent degree, their plain and ancient doctrines of broth- 
erly love. 


«EO. 
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"Only four meetings a year are now held in the old Meeting House— the 
fourth Sunday in Mey, June, July end August. Regular mestings are held in 
the New Meeting House, built in 1821, on the Quaker Bottom (Hollow) road." 

On the 3lst dey of Seventh Month (July) 1938, the compiler of these 

"Historical Sketches" was privileged to visit the two Friends' Meeting 
Houses located in the vicinity of Cockeysville, Md. He was taken there by 
Relph W. Hershey of Gap, Lencaster Co., Pa. These two Meeting Houses be- 
long to the Friends' Meeting officially called Gunpowder. 

The older of these buildings, known as Old Gunpowder Meeting House, is 
on the Beever Dem Rosd about a mile and a half westwerd of Cockeysville. A 
| short lane leads to the encient gray stone house which was erected in 1773 

and hes the date on a stones. of the house near the graveyard gate, evidently 
carved there in leter yeers. The exceeding plain double door at the front, 

. made with the boards slanting diagonally,.end the squere windows with quaint 
board shutters, give the structure rather a crude end primitive sort of as- 
pect. But the house and all its surroundings, the graveyard, care-teker's 
dwelling, the yard end lane, are all kept in the neatest order. There is a 
door in the eastern end opening to the upper rooms of the house, where e 
colored femily lives in 1938. At the eastern end a cement platform has been 
built in recent times with steps descending both to the Mesting House Yard 
on the south side and to the graveyard on the north side. The Burial Ground 
is large but has few tombstones, those seen marking the graves of later bur- 
ials, the pioneers and early Friends resting in unmarked graves under & per- 
fectly level surfece. However, one grave has been marked in recent years 
with a white marble marker, and a corresponding footstone. It is just with- 
in the entrance gate et the west. end of the Meeting House. The inscription | 
simply indicatess- "Oliver Matthews Born 11 Mo. 28, 1721 Died 1 Mo. 17, 1824," |

Northward ebout four miles from Old Gunpowder, end, like it, westward. 
from the main highwey leeding from Baltimore, Md., to York, Paes is New Gun- 
powder, or, simply Gunpowder Meeting House, now elreedy near a score of years 
beyond a century in age. It is on the summit of a hill that slopes to all 
points of the compass, north, east, south end west, end coumends remerkeble 
beautiful velley views, dotted with farm dwellings and othe buildings all a- / 
bout the lendscepe. This Gunpowder Meeting House is reeched from three points || 
of eapproech, by roeds made up of meny end frequent turns, streight stretches 
for eny short distence being of rere occurrence. The House of gray stone is 
in the neighborhood of the villeges of Priceville end Sparks. It has the dete 
of erection, 1821, cut on a stone et the southeast corner, end, by it; enoth- | 
er date, 1866, when the house was rebuilt after its woodwork had been destroy- § 
ed by fire. There ere two horse blocks, & large one neer the southeast corner | 
of the Meeting House, end a smell one by the graveyerd well neer the Meeting 

~ House porch at the entrance gate to the Buriel Ground. 
The Buriel Ground is only partially inclosed by @ stone well, for most 
of it is bordered by a stout iron fence. It is ell & sloping piece of ground 
well filled with numerous marked greves. On the marble heedstones can be 
reed the femily names of Barney, Cooper, Cox, Foulke, Gent, Griffith, Harry, 
Metthews, Merrymen, Morgen, Price end Scott. But the name of Matthews is the 
one most generelly seen in all parts of the yard. In this graveyard there 
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is en unusuel lerge number of irreguler field-stones, 811 grey, like the col- 
or of the material used in the construction of the Meeting House. They are 
mostly unlettered and undated, end occupy the greater portion of the north- 


western section of the Burial Ground. 


One of those buried in the Gunpowder Friends' Greveyerd, near the foot 
of the western slope, is David Foulke. He wes born 12mo. 21, 1786, and died 
9mo. 21, 18768, eged nearly ninety-two years. He was son of Israel end Eliza- 
beth (Roberts) Foulke, end merried Mery Roberts, daughter of John end Leti- 
tia (Beiley) Roberts of Byberry, in Philadelphia County, Pennsylvania. His 


youngest daughter, Anna, merried John D. Matthews, son of Thomes end Sareh 
| (Hopkins) Matthews. John D. and Anna Foulke Matthews are also buried close 


by David Foulke in this cemetery. 
On the day of his visit to Gunpowder Meeting House, the compiler of 


these notes met with severel members of the Metthews family, among whom were 


Harry A. Metthews snd his wife, Dora, who belong to the Meeting. He was told 
thet the fine location of the Meeting House lures many visitors to the spot, 
where many take pleasure in picnicking there, eeting their lunch end spend- 
ing = few hours on the ground. At the front door, under the porch, e shelf 
with a guest-book hes been provided purposely for such and other visitors 
to register their names. Though only placed there recently, it already has 
many names and addresses. Of course the compiler end his companions regis- 
tered their names under date.of July 31, 1938.

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During the year 1937 the Alexendria Monthly Meeting issued a letter, dat- 
ed in November of that yeer, to each of its members, announcing the sale of 
the "Eye" Street Meeting property, including the Meeting House. In the future 
the plece wes designed for the use of a new hospital et thet time being erect- 
ed on I Street, Washington. In the "letter" alluded to, is the following par- 
agrephy,- ‘ 
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"Soon you will te notified of a session of Alexendris Monthly Meeting 


_ for the purpose of deciding whet the Meeting. shall do as to its future and 


&lso as to the use of the funds realized from the sale. The accompsnying 
pamphlet entitled ‘Pages from the Past' is to help prepere you with es- 
sential informetion. The pamphlet is based on a paper dealing with the 
history of the Eye Street Meeting prepared by Helen Stone and read by her 
at the Eye Street Meeting House in the spring of 1937." ; 

Helen Stone's "Peges from the Past" is an unusually interesting paper 
end valuable for the information it contains. Besides giving much authen- 
tic data concerning the Eye Street Meeting House, the pemphlet also un- 
eerths considerable of the history of the old Indian Spring Meeting once 
loceted near the Pstuxent River in Anne Arundel County, in the neighborhood 
of Leurel, a stream forming the neturel boundary line between the counties 
of Prince Georges and Anne Arundel. From "Peges from the Past" the follow- 
ing extrscts, bearing upon the story of Indian Spring Friends' Meeting are 
t akens- 

"At Alexendria Monthly Meeting in February 1937, it wes apparent thet 
many of the members had never heard of Indisn Spring, the monthly meeting 
to which Washington Meeting was connected when it was started,— its par- 
ent meeting, so to speek. As I listened to the frugal bits of information 
which ware forthcoming, my determination was formed to try to find out more 
eboutthat ancient meeting and why it apperently disappeared, leaving so lit- 
tle trece on our present page. Since February I heve been able to spend 
some days studying the old records in the Yeerly Meeting vault at Perk Ave- 
nue in Baltimore. It has been estimated that this is the lergest single 
collection of menuscript records of the Society of Friends in this country" 

"An early meeting was held et West River, Marylend, in 1672, but the 
reguler records of the proceedings of the General or Yearly Meeting as they 
were later called, date from 1677 and were held at West River. In 1678 four- 
teen meetings reported to the General Meeting, later named Beltimore Yeerly 
Meeting, the oldest yearly meeting on this continent. Among these fourteen 
was 'Patuxent'. A leter historicel report to the Representative Committee 
of Beltimore Yeerly Meeting (1890) points out that as Indien Spring was 
one-half mile from the Patuxent River, it is supposed that this early Pat- 
uxent meeting was identical with Indian Spring." . 

"The earliest volume of Indian Spring records in our collection is a 
lergs, leether~covered book of Monthly Meeting Minutes, covering the years 
from 1772 to 1817. But before this volume begins, in 1759, we have refer- 
ence to representatives from Indian Spring attending a Monthly Meeting held 
at Herring Creek. And there is an extrect taken from the Minutes of the 
Meeting for Sufferings in 1795, in the list of Extrects from Deeds of Trust’ 
for Meeting Lends: 'At Indien Spring Meeting ere three acres of Lend, two 
ecres whereof are called the addition to Purdom's discovery, whereon Indien 
Spring Meeting house stends.'" 

“The first Monthly Meeting et Indian Spring wes held on 12th month 
25th, 1766,— Christmas day and ten yeers befors the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence: After this, monthly meetings were held alternately at West River 
end Herring Creek and Indien Spring and then constantly et Indian Spring un- 
til’ 1795. The Quarterly Meeting at Baltimore then directed that the meetings 
be held alternately et Sendy Spring end Indian Spring. This plan continued 
until 1840, at which date the Preparative meeting at Indian Spring was dis- 
continued. The name, however, wes retained for the Monthly Meeting until 
1846, when it was changed to ‘Sendy Spring Monthly Meeting.‘'" 
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"Apparently because of this chenge of name and because there were no 
longer minutes of business meetings to be recorded, Indian Spring suddenly 
seemed to evaporate from tne records. It took hours of. search to firid out 
that a locel meeting for worship persisted, although shorn of its former 
meeting connection and even its monthly meeting name. The so-called ‘par- 
ticuler' meeting continued down through the Civil Wer and until 1865. 


Roughly, two hundred years did it last and yet Washington, its meeting off= 


spring, living within twenty miles, has grown so unperceptive of its roots!" 

"In 1816 Indian Spring and Alexandria wore both participating in- the 
subscription towerd the school which was to be under the care of the Yearly 
. Meeting and situated in Sandy Spring.......In a little, fragile book of Min- 
isters and Elders of Alexandria Preparative Meeting, on the 13th of 9th 
month, 1838, we reed that a Committee of Friends, Benj. Hallowell, Wm. Stab- 
ler and Saml. M. Janney, were appointed to unite with a Committee of the 
women's meeting to take into serious consideration the subject of a school 
under the care of Alexendria Monthly Meeting for the education of Females. 
eeeeeeOne month later it was reported done. Two of the number had visited 
it and found it conducted in good order. Later, in 1863, mention is made of 
Benjamin Hallowell‘s school for boys in Alexandria, where his wife, Marga- 
ret, conducted classes for girls in the rooms above, the girls sometimes 
attending the lectures given to the boys." 

"What has happened to Indiam Spring during these years? We have spok- 
en of how its monthly records had ceased and. the name of that ancient month- 
ly meeting chenged to Sandy Spring. After much search the Baltimore Quarter- 
ly Meeting records revealed notes from 'Baltimors Monthly Meeting for the 
Western District' which had to do with the subordinate meostings. We read 
thet ‘all had been held' from time to time, except one, two or three at In- 
dien Spring, because of inclement weather. Gunpowder and Elkridge were also 
of this group. Some instances ofsleeping were reported and it is mentioned 
thet at one time a congregation of one man and one women met at Gunpowder. 
At any rate for some twenty-five years after the change in 1840 did little 
Indian Spring continues its particular (or local) meeting, until the Balti- 
more Quarterly Meeting records: ; 

‘9th day of 2nd mo. 1865; 
A communicetion was received from nearly all the members of Indian Spring 
Particular Meeting, stating that in their judgement the time has come when 
said meeting -should be discontinued, which after a time of mature and seri- 
ous consideration was accepted, end that meeting was discontinued. Much sym- 
pathy was expressed for them and their low condition and they were encour- 
aged to meet together hereafter for social worship as often as way may o- 
en.'" ‘ } , 

om "In 1860 a census of Baltimore Monthly Meeting had shown Indian Spring 
as having eighteen adult and five minor members. And now Indien Spring dis- 
appeared from the Baltimore Quarterly Meeting records’ Where and oye could 
we trace it? Finally we found these entries in the Yearly Meeting ‘Treasur- 
er's Book' 10th mo. 27th, 1874. ;

But account books do not give much detail. Searching again, we found in the 
Minutes of the Committee on Sufferings, later called the Representative Com- 
mittee, the following; ! 

"'1872—- B, Rush Roberts and Richard T. Bentley together with the At- 
torney of this Yearly Meeting were authorized to make such disposition of 
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the Indian Spring property...as their judgement may approve and they can 
effect.'" . 

"In 1874 the Committee was prepared to report: ‘The trustses appoint- 
ed to dispose of the Indien Spring Property report that they have, after 
consultation with some of the friends of the Colored Methodists in that 
neighborhood, agreed to sell them the property for the sum of $300. One 
hundred cash and the balance in two equal annual payments, The first pay- 
ment has been made and the Trustees have paid the cost of having the pro- 
perty surveyed and the lines esteblished by the county surveyor, and 
| their personsl expenses paid out of the funds on hand, and have a balance 
_ remaining of seventy-six dollers and forty cents, which is subject to the 
i order of this meeting.'" . 
te "But no more money was reported collected as we searched year after 
year of records, until finally in 1882, © report was found from committee 
members who had visited Indisn Spring, telling thet they had been impress- 
ed with the poverty-stricken appearance of the country and could not be 
surprised that the poor colored people could not raise cash. They were’ 
‘of the opinion thet they shouldbe permitted to use the house as hereto- 
fore for mesting and school purposes.' Again every year a report, but no 
money, until in 1889 the committee recommends that the property be deeded 
to the colored people towhon it was sold, with the provision that it be 
used for religious and school purposes only. In 1890 the building was still 
standing: 

“'Tt is of stone end in fair condition. A partition dividing it...a 
stairway, apparently for the purpose of using the upper floor as a lodging 
for Friends. Benches in a good state of preservation. Roof somewhat out 
of repeir, but the colored people promise to put a new one on at once.'" 

"But the congregation was not harmonious and the deed was with-held. 
A final report in 1891, 10th mo. 24th, states after preliminary explana- 

tion thats 
"' 2 deed was made bearing date 16th day of Fourth month 1891, to 
trustees in trust for the use of the Zion Methodist Episcopal Church’ and 

signed on behalf of this Representative Committee by Joseph J. Janney, 

Clerk-.....+The terms of the deed provided that if it should cease to be 
used for the purposes named, vizs for a place of worship or for education- 
al purposes, it should revert to the Society of Friends. The deed was pre- 
sented to them by a member of our Society, accompanied by some remarks, on 
the 19th day of Fourth monthlast, and was eloquently responded to by sevar- 
al of their people, and later information conveys the assurence of their 
grateful appreciation of the continued kindness of Friends towards these 
people. Thomas H. Matthews, Francis Thomas, Edward Stebler, Jr.' 

"So here we leave the trail of Indian Spring except for one later 
glance." : 

"And now for a closing word about Indien Spring. We will call this, 
‘Pilgrimage, 1937', for it was then, when the sky was blue and Anne Arundell 
County grew gold with forsythia and daffodils, thet we drove by winding 
roads and over swollen streems to an obscure place near the Patuxent River, 
where worship the Colored Methodists. The ordinary freme building, with 
Gothic ambitions, gave no hint except for the corner-stone, which read 
‘Forks A. M. B. Z. C.' We translated that this meant African Methodist 
Episcopal Zion Church, for it was to the 'Zion' congregation that Friends 
deeded the property in 1891." 
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"A few yards away we fairly stumbled over the stone foundation and 
floor-beams of the old meeting house. The iron-stone which is native to 
thet sandy country is soft and breaks easily,— not fitted for lastinguse. 
The stumps of two enormous oak trees, four or five feet in diameter, aloes 
at one side of the front wall, their roots spreading far and wide. Across 
the sandy lene was Indian Spring, itself, in a little glen, fern-clad, with 
holly and swamp magnolia." 

"We gazed at the deserted place, picturing how it must have-looked when 
its humble walls stood over-shadowed by those towering trees. We wondered 
how the faithful found their way so far, braving the rigors of winter to 
follow rough roads, to cross the bridgeless river, for that first Christmas- 
day Monthly Meeting in 1766. The fact that Patuxent River was navigable in 
the early days did not entirely relieve the situation, for an ice-bound riv- 
er is not exactly navigable?" 

"At a little distance were graves marked with the same soft reddish 
iron-stone. No old inscriptions had withstood the erosion of years. The more 
modern stones and wooden crosses gave no date earlier than 1865. Periwinkle 
bloomed among the scrubby pines, like fallen flakes of sky,-=- that eternal 
sky that has watched so long over Indian Spring."

In the extreme southern part of the county of Chester in Pennsylva- 
nie, is the small township of Elk, named so by the suggestion of Charles 
Ramsey when it was established in the year 1857, being then set apart from 
the larger township of Zast Nottingham. The eastern boundary of Elk Town - 
ship is the Big Blk Creek, while the Little Elk Creek flows through the 
district, the two streams crossing the Mason and Dixon's Line into Maryland, 
where, at the city of Elkton, they farm a junction and enter the Chesapeske 
. Bay a few miles beyond the tow. 

In the township of Elk is located, close to the little village of 
Hickory Hill, the Friends' Meeting House called Little Blk, deriving its 
name rather from the creek than from the township. ; 

This Meeting is a subordinate meeting to Nottingham Monthly Meeting 
in Nottinghem Quarter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting of the Hicksite Brench of 
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the Society of Friends. It is one of the two Meetings within the borders 
of Chester County belonging to the Baltimore Yearly Meeting, the other, 
Oxford, being only a few miles distent from it. The following very con- 
cise story of Little Mlk Meeting is from the pen of Miss Florence E. Pugh, 
a lineal descendent cf one who was interested in the orgenization and es- 
tablishment of the Mesting:- 

"Little %1k meeting, a branch of Nast Nottingham Preperative Meeting, 
is situated in southern Chester Co., Pa., four miles southeast from Ox- 
ford on lend given by Job Sidwell end his Wife for meeting purposes and 
the burial of their dead, five miles northeast from Fest Nottingham, Brick 
Meeting House, Celvert, Md. 

"The meeting wes established in 1625 and the following year the pres- 
ent stone meeting-housse was built; for many years the meeting was well at- 
tendec. No meetings held there since 1882, until 1926, we celebrated the 
100 anniversary, since then we hold one meeting each year. 

“"T am e Great-Grend-Deughter of the Job Sidwell snd live on a farm 
joining the mesting hcuse. Vay truly 

Florence ©. Pugh." 

On Januery 11, 1931, Mery Roberts Welton of Toughkennemon, Pa., took 
the compiler of these records to the Little Elk Meeting locelity, four 
miles from Oxford, Pe., end within a very short step from the hemlet of 
Hickory Hill. In 1931 Little Elk, though precticelly e closed meeting, on- 
ly having one meeting annually, sits lonelv on a hillside in the middle of 
grounds that ere open end spacious, without tree or bush nearer then the 
outer bounderies of the large Meeting House Yerd. It is e smell building, 
evidently erected for a smell congregetion, but has two entrance doors, one 
on the south side, which is the front of the: House, the other at the east 
side; the former opening only one step ebove the ground, end protected by 
-a smell projecting pent-roof or hood sbove it. High in the eastern gable 
is the date of erection, 1826, cleer end distinct, while the little build- 
-ing itself is prominently noticeeble by its open situetion on the long 
sloping hillside, cheerfully presented in white and green coloring, being 
visible for ® long distence, in spite of its diminutive size. A tortuous 
unimproved rosdwsey passes the Meeting House grounds end the well-filled 
cemetery, leading dowwerds past the two entrance gateways, one by the 
woodlend et the west extremity, the other in front of the Meeting House, 
each provided with conspicuous stone posts, then descends to the bridge 
spanning the Little Elk Creek thet winds nerrowly through the velley, end 
thence rises to the hamlet of Hickory Hill just beyond. 

Excepting for the inscriptions end femily nemes, there is little to 
suggest se graveyerd of a Friends' Meeting et Little Elk, for the memorial 
- stones ere neither uniform in size, frequently not plein, nor kept strict- 
ly within the bounds of the Society's regulations. Yet few are ebsolutely 
or conspicuously pretentious. Among the meny nemes seen on the headstones 
ere Bradwey, Bye, Chepmen, Clerk, Crowl, Ely, Gatchel, Grier, Guiney, Henry, 
Hooker, Johnson, Kent, Leek, Leonard, Pugh, Remsey, Reynolds, Sidwell, 
Simpers, Sloen end Woolens. 
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LITTLE FALLS. 
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Little Fells is e Monthly Meeting of Baltimore Querter of Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. It is composed of the two subor- 
dinete Preparetive Meetings of Little Fells and Forest, end is loceted in 
Herford County, Merylend, at Fallston, not fer from Little Gunpowder Riv- 
er. The Meeting wes early esteblished, being second in the county for age, 
Bush River, which leter wes repleced by Deer Creek, having been pastes eee 
before it. : 

In the "History of Herford County, Md.," 1901, by Walter W. Preston, 
is recorded the following interesting historical recollections connected 
with the meeting of Little Fallss- "Next in order of esteblishment we find 
thet of Little Falls, near Fellston, about the year 1738, (not et the pre- 
sent site, however), end Broad Creek neer Dublin, in 1828. A meeting wes 
esteblished st Fewn Grove, York county, Pa., neer the Marylend line, many 
of its members being in Herford. It wes held as early as 1780. 

"The settlement of the meeting et Little Fells cells for more then a 
passing notice. Willism Amos, a resident, large lend owner end officer in 
the militia of the county, wes welking on his premises-one Sabbath morning, 
when his meditations end their effect upon his mind were of that cheracter 
that he celled worship. Here he afterwards resorted from a sense of convic- 
tion end found satisfaction in continuing the prectice. Finelly being join- 
ed by severel of his neighbors, upon comparing notes end making inquiry, 
they found their views on religious matters coincided with Friends, end go- 
ing twenty miles to the meeting et Gunpowder, in Beltimore county, and 
their case being fevorsbly considered by that body, they were teken into 
membership. 

illiam Amos, from being a soldier in the military in the service of 
his country for the support of nationel power, beceane a soldier of the 
cross, whose weapons are not cearnel, but spirituel, end heving = gift in 
the ministry of Christ, wes e@ fevored instrument in calling many from 


‘darkness to light, from the power of Satan unto God.' Living to an advanc- 


ed age, he saw his 'children's children grow up to usefulness and call him 
blessed,' end now rests in the yard of the home of Gerret Amos, one of his 
descendents, nepr Winter's Run, on the Bel Air pike......Nathan Tyson, first 
president of the Beltimore Chamber of Commerce, wes at one time a member of 


Little Falls Meeting. Benj. P. More, a near relative, end at one time a bus- 


iness pertner, with his cultiveted wife, Mary, lived 'end died the deatn of 
the righteous near Fallston where their home life of refinement, generous 
hospitality and piety have left s lasting impression." 

-"Thomes Bond, in 1749, conveyed to his sons Thomas and John, as trust- 
ees, part of Bond's Forest, to be leid out conveniently near the main roed, 
including 'a house now built intended for a meeting house for the people

called Quekers to worship God in, and also a schoolhouse already built.' 
The records of Gunpowder Meeting show acceptence of this deed in 1753. 
This wes the beginning of Little Falls Meeting et Fallston." 

"Before the establishment of our public schools there were three flour- 
ishing schools under the cere of Little Falls Meeting." 

One of the esrly recorded marriages of this Meeting was thet of John 
Worthington of Deer Creek and Priscilla Wilson of "little Fawls" which 
took place. at "Little Fawls" on Eleventh Month 7th, 1769. 

In the Bel Air Times. wes published an article dated Oct. 23, 1881, and 
sigred "L", sbout Yilliam Amos end Little Falls Meeting, telling the story 
of the pioneer in a slightly different wey from the foregoing, thus:- "One 
Sunday morning, in roeming over his premises, for he held a large tract of 
land, such deep impressions took possession of his mind as to leed him to 
take a seat upon a log, where he continued for some time. On each recurr- 


. ing Sunday morning, he was led by some irresistible power to the same spot, 


end always believing that he was benefited spirituelly by so doing, he cama 
to the conclusion that God, by His powerful hand had drew him to the spot, 
and thet his meditations were acceptable worship to Him. At last some of 
his neighbors joined him; they continued to meet on the log for some time; 
others joined them until they had increased to nine, when the log was near- 
ly occupied. They then concluded to build ea small log cebin in which to 
hold their meetings. Increasing in numbers, they were constrained in about 
e year's time to build a log meeting house. This they were subsequently 
compelled to enlarge, which they did by incressing its dimensions so as to 
give room for its members, and accommodations for a school. This answered | 
the purposes of the Society until the year 1775, when they erected a stone 
meeting house. This stood until the yeer 1843, when the present large and 
comfortable meeting house was erected. 

"The Williem Amos memorized in this sketch was born about the lst of 
Mérch, 1717, end died on the 26th of February, 1814, aged ninety-seven 
yeers. This venerable petriarch was the father of a numerous progeny; chil- 
dren sixteen, grendchildren ninety-two, great grendchildren one hundred 
end thirty-three, great great grendchildren eight, total two hundred and 
fifty to inherit his worthy neme snd follow after his peaceful habits." 

Dore Curtiss of Begley, Md., writing of Little Falls Meeting in Sep- 
tember, 1931, states:- "This account (referring to the erticle published 
in the Bel Air Times) does not give the date of the first building, which 
was elsewhere given es 1773. I also enclose a picture of the log meeting 
house built neer the present site of the building now standing which wés 
finally built in 1&43. The present meeting house is larger then most of 
the country Friends’ Meeting Houses. It has the facing benches end & par- 
tition to divide the men end women. The benches are typicel style for the 


_ benches of the period. When this meeting wes built meny Friends had set- 


tled here and every First-day both sides were filled with the devoted 
members who rode or drove to meeting. Now the membership ges dwindled 
end en sb ges 2 ettendence of from fifteen to twenty is all we can count 
OY sie 

Levi K. Brown, ebout 1874, gave his comments on the meeting of Lit- 
tle Falls in these words:- "Little Fells Monthly Meeting was esteblished 
Ninth Mo. 1815. In 1843 the present lerge end comforteble stone building 
wes erected. In 1870 there were eae 56 femilies and parts of families, 
in all 195 members." 
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A visit was peid, Fourth Month (April) 15, 1934, by an interested 
Queker from New Jersey, the compiler of these historicel notes, to the 
| Friends' Meeting House at Fallston, Md. He wes taken there by Ralph W. 
Hershey of Gap, Lencester County, Pa. The Meeting House is a large one- 
story stone building neerly fecing the south, beering the date of erection 
both on the east end the west ends; on the former "1773-1843", on the oth- 
| er "1843" in much lerger figures. In the middle of the spacious yard in 
| front of the Meeting House is a*hendsome large oak which is one of those 
| registered among the femous oaks of America. There ere other. fine trees ea- 
| bout the premises, end on the eastern side of ths grounds is a building 
which formerly served as the Friends' School-house. 5 

Beck of the Meeting House, entered from e gate at the west end of the 
House, is the lerge graveyard, neat with its numerous low memorial.stones 
merking the greves of verious members of the femilies of Amos, Amoss, At- 
kinson, Beans, Bensdn, Bowne, Cunninghem, De Vol, Fowler, Henway, Herlen,y 
Hollingsworth, Hoskins, Kemp, Leonerd, Martin, Morrison, Ostheim, Perker, 
Preston, Price, Roberts, Sewell, Watkins and others, of whom Hollingsworth, 
Hoskins end Atkinson ere frequently repeeted. Many of the early pioneer fem- 
ilies of Little Fells Meeting have unmerked resting pleces, but that of Wil- 
liem Amos, probebly the father of the founder of the Meeting, as neither 
the dates nor the place of burial egree with those given in the preceding 
reminiscences, fortunetely wes marked by an encient fieldstcne, the inscrip- . 
tion on which has become slmost illegible. The old stone is still in place, 
but back of it has been set in later yeers a merble heedstone of modern 
Quaker fashion beering this wording, "William Amos of England Died 1759."

"Octorsro Meeting. A brench of West Nottinghem Preparetive Meeting, 
is situated in Cecil County, Marylend, four miles west of West Nottinghem, 
three miles from Conowingo Bridge, end three miles north of Rolendsville, 
on the Philadelphie end Baltimore Centrel Railroed. The meeting wes es- 
tablished fifth month, 1823, to accommodete some femilies who resided north 
of the Octorero Creek. In 1870 there were seven families and perts of fami- 
lies, in ell 29 members. Midweek Meetings, fifth days, et ten A.M." 

Samel M. Jenney of Goose Creek Monthly Meeting, Loudoun County, Va., 
visited this Meeting Ninth Month 17, 1862, but berely mentions the circum- 
stence.in his Journel (Pege 200) in the following words:- "On Second-dey 


_accompenied by my friend William Hopkins, I crossed the Susquehenna river 


and ceme into Lencester County, Penne. On Fourth-day we ettended a stated 
meeting for worship et Drumore, on Fifth-dey at Little psec e th and on Sev- 
enth-dey efternoon hed an appointed meeting, at Octorero. 

Octorero Meeting wes elways small, end wes ultimately discontinued and 
has nearly passed out of memory. Setting an inquiry regerding it efloat, in 
the spring of 1933, the following response was received from Elle W. Thomas 
of Oxford, Ps., who in her youth lived near Nottinghem. The communicetion- 
wes deted Fifth Month 3, 1933. 

"Meny epologies for the delsy in enswering thy letter, but personally 
I knew nothing of the plece in question, but the different people of whom 
I enquired kept thy letter & were so slow in enswering end it wes not until 
yesterdey I had the desired information from Jémes Wood, Oxford. Just be- 
yond Porter's Bridge, Md., about a mile on whet wes Route 1, before the 
road wes chenged for the new bridge at Conowingo, on the east side of the 
roed on the side of a hill is a smell freme building used es a church for 
the neighborhood. This wes the site of the Meeting house. Attached to it is 
e smell burial plece, not used now. The Preston fémily were the ones most 
interested in it, but Jemes Wood seid there ere none of the femily there 
now, but thet Milton T. Gervin, Lencaster, Pa., might know more of the per- 
ticulars. No one whom I spoke here et first knew there had been a Friends 
Meeting there." 

Milton T. Garvin of Lencester, Pa., responded, 5mo- 24, 1933, to. a re- 
quest for information concerning Octoraro Meeting House in the eighth dis- 
trict of Cecil County, Md., by seying:- "I am sorry I have not a copy of 
the history written by Belle McSparren on the ocecrsion of the dedication 
of e smeller meeting house, which my uncle end I erected there in 1911. The 
old, log meeting house, which was built in 1626, had been unused for some 
yeers, end wes beginning to fell apart; in fact, had about fallen down, and 
the graveyard was in a wretched condition. My grendparents, Thomas and Ta- 
bitha Garvin, are buried there, end so we had the place cleened up end a 
fence put around. Then we decided it would be possible to put up a4 chepel 
there for the use of the neighborhood, of any denomination, or no denomin- 
ation. This present chapel was dedicated June 9, 1912, and since that time, 
it has been much used for many purposes. A First-day School was conducted 
for seversl years and was largely attended, but thet has passed awey. There 
hes been less demend for the chapel during the last four or five years than 
had existed previously." 

During 1933, on Mey 14th and again on October 8th, Ralph W. Hershey of 
Gap, Pa., took the compiler of these historical notes to the little Octora- 
ro Meeting House or Chepel, in the neighborhood of Conowingo Bridge. The 
building is a frame structure apparently in excellant condition, painted in 
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Quaker gray, and stands by the woodside on ground slightly elevated above 
the passing roadway. At the emtrance of the small open lot on which the 
house stands, is a teblet of announcement, stating:- "Octoraro Meeting 
House Built 1826 Rebuilt 1911 For the free use of all denominations for pub- 
lic worship, Lectures, Meetings for all purposes of humen betterment." Up- 
on the occasion of the second visit this tablet had fallen and was no long- 
er to be seen. 

There is a somewhat thick covering of untrimmed grass, with wild plants 
about the little Meeting House grounds that quite obscures the Greveyard oc- 
cupying one corner of the yard furthest from the roed, but in front of the 
House. There are only a few marked gréves. Two of these are of the Garvin 
family, end.en inclosed plot, deeply and completely covered with periwinkle, 
belongs to the Preston Femily.

LOC@LION «evseevseversceee Gandy Spring, Md. 
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Sendy Spring is a Monthly Meeting in the Baltimore Quarter of Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting of the Hicksite branch of the Society of Friends. It is lo- 
cated midway between Baltimore, Md., end the City of Washington, D.C., and 
is eight miles from Rockville in Montgomery County, Maryland. The village 
of Sandy Spring, where tha Meeting House is situated, takes its nane from 
a spring about half a mile to the south of it, "the waters of which were 
formerly considered especially adapted for washing and scouring purposes." 

An interesting account of Sandy Spring Meeting is given in J. Thomas © 
Scharf's "History of Western Maryland," published in 1882, wheres it is re- 
lated:- "In the minutes of tha ancient ‘Monthly Meeting', held at 'The 
Cliffs', on Herring Creek, is contained the first mention of a meeting of 
Friends at Sandy Spring, which probably occurred in the Seventh month and 
27th day of 1753. The members composing this meeting appear to have belong~ 
ed to the Brooke and Thomas fsmilies." 

"Friends' Meeting-house.- The first edifice was a frane structure, 
built about 1742, end which, with some additions and repairs, remained 
standing until 1817, when the present substantial brick edifice was built." 

"The Friends’ meeting-house had no firs for yeers, and when it was first 
proposed to have a stove in it, a véhemont opposition arose as a piece of 
hurtful indulgence. At length the advocetes of the innovation prevailed. 
It happened thet on the first meeting-day after the stove was put up no 
fire was kindled in it, and one of the elders who had opposed most strong- 
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ly the introduction of the stove coming along spread his hands wide over 
it, and feeling no heat, exclaimed, 'Oh, the dumb idol!' and at the same 
time taking off his greet-coat, laid it across the stove and took his 
seat. The next 'meeting-day' being a cold one, a fire wés made in the 
stove, end the same Friend coming in, ignorant of the change, pulled off 
his great-coat at the door, setting an exanple to the effeminate ones, 
end stalking up the sislse, again threw his coat across the stove, and 
took his pléce in the gallery. A slight commotion ensued among the young- 
er members, end impressed at so extreordinary a manifestation he lifted 
his eyes, and saw his outer garment enveloped in smoke. The idol was no 
longer dumb. . 

"The Friends in general.took no active part in the Revolution, but 
were rather suspected of leaning to the cause of the mother-country. Not 

so, however, was it with the people here. The Brookes in particuler-—— a 
race of large, stelwart men, trained up in the love of independence—— went 
in heart and hend for. the patriot cause. One of the sons of the old patri- 
etch, James Brooke, became a Colonel in the Continental army, and was of 
course dismissed from the meeting for this breach of faith. 

‘Svan Thomas, born in 1738, then resided in the old brick house near 
Colesville, and attended regularly the Sendy Spring meeting, of which he 
was @ golid and faithful minister. At the beginning of the Revolution he 
entered the exciting political arena, and was elected & member of the 
first convention that met at Annapolis. Being re-elected. the conviction 
wes soon forced upon his mind that the convention's resolvss meant war, 
and he retired fron the path to the tenets of his faith. But a thorny 
path it proved to him for years. For preaching without secular authority 
he was forcibly dragged from the gallery where he stood, fined and impris- 
‘oned; but the next meeting-dey after his release he was egain at his post. 
One of his sons was Hon. Philip Evan Thomas, the projector of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, and to the erection of the Friends' meoting-house 
in 1817 he contributed five hundred dollars. A yeer or two afterwards came 
the establishment of the Fair Hill Boarding-School." 

Of Sendy Spring Meeting, Levi K. Brow, about 1874, wrote:- "The first » 
meeting for worship was opened and held the’ second of fifth month, 1753, 
end was attached to West River Monthly Meeting. The Monthly Meeting was es- 
tablished in the twelfth month, 1795. In 1870 there were fifty-seven fami- 
lies end parts dof families, in all 218 members, belonging to this meeting." 

: The compiler of these historical notes owed his visit, October 25th, 
1931, to Sendy Spring Meeting House, to the courtesy of James H. and Ber- 
tha Knowles Heslet of Washington, D.C. On the day of the visit they had at- 
tended Friends' meeting in the Florida Avenue Meeting House in Washington, 
where the compiler met one of the descendents of the "elder" mentioned in 
Scharf's history as having given origin to the "coat" anecdote when a stove 
was first introduced into the Sandy Spring Meeting House. 

_ The Friends’ Meeting House located at the little village of Sandy 
Spring, ,is a large brick building constructed upon the ancient Quaker Meet- 
ing House style of architecture, but it faces the west instead of the south, 
and has a long porch over the two entrance doors along the entire front and 
across the southern end, the shingled roof of which, at the time of the vis- 
it, was much covered deeply with moss. The north end is ivy-covered, but the 
date-stone, 1817, shows distinctly over the door in that part of the House. 
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Within the Meeting House are the customary two large assembly-rooms, for- 
merly for the men and women separately on either side of the dividing 
partition. In cold weather the building is warmed by heaters installed 

in the basement, but, as ancient relics, two huge stoves, each near four 
or five feet in length, are yet retained, one in each assembly-room. 

The surrounding grounds at Sandy Spring are pleasantly and beauti- 
fully shaded by fine stately trees, in the midst of which still stand 
the old wagon-sheds, a short row, quite time-worn, between which and the 
Meeting House, a lane leads southward to the "spring", a half mile dis- 
tent, and in the opposite direction, or rather at right angle to the 
passing public road. At the back of the Meeting House is the Burial 
Ground kept in neat order. It is oblong in shape end has many marked graves 
with various femily names shown on the headstones, among which are Bent- 
ley, Brooke, Bowman, Davis, Farquhar, Hallowell, Harvey, Holland, Hyde, 
Johnson, McFarland, McKay, Moore, Scott, Stabler, Stone, Sullivan, Thom- 
as and Turner. Generally the stones marking the graves are modest and un- 
assuming, adhering to the requirements of the Discipline of Friends; but 
some rather suggest the influence of other religious denominations. Not- 
iceably one is in the form of ae cross and marks a child's grave. It bears 
this inscription:- "Thomas Hyde V son of Thomas IV end Mary P. D. Hyde 
Aug. 12, 1920 Mar. 25, 1921." 

The neme most frequently seen on the headstones is Stabler. It was 
in this Friends' Burial Ground st Sendy Spring thet Benjamin Hellowell 
was interred. He wes well known’ both as.a-minister: of the Socisty. “of 
Friends, and as a teacher in Friends’ Schools. He won distinction in the 
Friends' School in Alexandria, Va., was the first principsl of the Friends’ 
Central School in Philadelphia, lectured at Westtown, and was associated 
with the Fair Hill Boarding School at Sandy Spring. He was also instru- 
mental in the establishment of the City Water Works in Alexandria. He was 
born at Cheltenham, Montgomery County, Pa., Eighth Mo. 17, 1799, and died 
neer Sandy Spring, Md., Ninth Mo. 7, 1877.

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Washington Friends’ Meeting is officially Alexandria Monthly Meeting, 
yet, formerly, it was scheduled es a Particular Meeting belonging to Alex- 
endria Monthly Meeting in Feirfax Quarter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting of 
the Society of Friends. An article detailing some of the history of this 
meeting wes published in the columns of the "Post" in the City of Washing- . 
ton, snd wes later re-issued in the Friends' Intelligencer, Tenth Month 24, 
1903. From that writing the following extracts heve been taken:- 

"When the government wes trensferred to Yeshington from Philadelphia 
quite a number of Friends came with it, and the first committees in charge of 
these Friends was eppointed in 1802 by the Indien Spring Monthly Meeting, 
near Leurel, Md., now extinct, end near the close of that year the comnittee 
reported in favor of establishing a meeting in Washington. Accordingly, in 
1803, the Washington Meeting was organized. The interest thus created contin- 
ued to grow until 1806, when a mid-week meeting was established under the di- 
rection of the Baltimore Yearly Meeting. In 1807 a lot for burial purposes, 
situated in the rear of Cincinnati Street between Adams’ ‘Mill road end Rock 
Creek, was donated by Jonathan Shoemaker, then a-prominent member of the So- 
ciety, and this is still held by trustees. In this little graveyard are in- 
terred members of the Seaver, Shoemaker, Schofield, McPherson and Janney 
femilies. Few stones mark their resting place, end although it has been dis- 
used as a burying plece since about 1860, it has besn cerec-for and. kept 
fenced in. . 

"In the seme yesr a preperetive meeting wes commenced and it was then 
decided to purchese ground on which to build a meeting-house. This wes ac- 
complished in 1808, end the beautiful lot on I street, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth streets, wes deeded by one Monroe to Williem Morgen end others, 
trustees. In 1615 the preperative meeting requested to be united to the Al- 
exendrie Monthly meeting, which wes not granted until 1817. At this time the 
actual members numbered forty-three, though the meetings were largely at- 
tended by others, especielly during the ministry of Thomas Wetherald (from 
1622 to 1829), the house being generally crowded, but after his removel to 
York, Pa., the meeting commenced to decline end only the members ettended. 
This eloquent snd beloved Friend deperted this life Mey 1, 1832, in the for- 
ty-second yeer of his age.......The property was then under the care of Dan- 
iel Kurtz end others, who received it from Williem Morgen and others, and in 
time they trensferred it tc George Shoemsker end others, who in 1850, trens- 
ferred it to Berard T. Jenney,; Thomes Sidwell, end others, in whose names 
the property. is now held (1903). In 1835 the mid-week meeting wes trens- 
ferred to Georgetowm end egein in 1836 it wes returned to Washington. In 1849 
the preparetive meeting was discontinued end the members were connected with 
the Alexendrie meeting. 

"The names of some of those who heve been prominent in times past are: 
Jonethan Shoemeker, William Morgan, Dr. John Litle, Arncld Boone, Jonathan 
' Seaver, Dr. J. Riley, Williem Tyson, George Shoemeker, Levi Davis, Dr. Sem- 
el E. Tyson, Henry Janney, end Edward Shoemeker, the lest of whom is still 
living. 

"On September 29th, 1879, the Friends commenced demolishing the old 
meeting house on I. street, preparetory to building the new one, which wes 
completed in March, 1880. 

"The Friends have no paid ministry, in accordance with the precept: 
‘Freely ye have received, freely give,' Mett. X., 6, but eech meeting usual- 
ly has severel ministers who feel that they have been divinely called to 
presech......Any. one is allowed to speak in a meeting, end if he or she con- 
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tinue. to speak acceptebly, such a person mey,; by vote of the elders, be- 
come en eccepted minister. Among this number in Washington are Miss Sarah 
Matthews and Mrs. Tecy Brenson.... 

"The Washington meeting conducted several free kindergartens in this 
city for a number of years, until the board of educetion established pub- 
lic kindergertens about two yeers ego, when the Friends’ wes discontinued. 
The Friends' Select School, of which Mr. Thomas W. Sidwell is the princi- 
peal, is conducted under the pétronege of the meeting, elthough children 
of ell religious denominations ere counted in the attendence. Two of the 
predomineting charecteristics of Friends ere taking cere of their poor end 
educeting their children without dependence upon municipal institutions." 

From e pamphlet entitled "Pages from the Past" written by Helen Stone 
of Washington, D.C., in 1937, at the time of the sale of the I Street Meet- 
ing House, the following extracts of interest concerning the history of 
the Washington Meeting heave been teken es illustreting in some closer de- 
tail a few of the phases of the Meeting's story touched upon in the fore- 
going sketch. 

"To go back to the 'root' period, the minutes of Indian Spring Month- 
ly Meeting in June of 1802, speak of the ‘remote situation of Friends who 
reside in and sbout the City of Weshington', and by November of that year 
it is reported that: ‘The Committee appointed to visit such of our members 
as reside in and about the City of Weshington have ell except one attended 
to their eppointment, and on conferring together have egreed to report that 
there ere a few heads of families, some young persons of both sexes, end 
severel children residing in that plece and the vicinity thereof, and al- 
though the heeds of femilies ere but few, we are unitedly of the judgement 
thet their situation claims the sympathy and further notice of Friends.'" 

"12th month 17th, 1802: Indien Spring Monthly Meeting: 'The subject re- 
lative to Friends in the City of Washington end its vicinity....being now 
revived end Friends again teking the subject weightily under consideration 
are united in judgment that a benefit mey arise to these Friends by indulg- 
ing them with a Meeting eat stated times under the care of a committee of 
Solid Friends. The times of holding the meeting referred to our next meet- 
ing.' 

"On 4th month 15th, 1803, Evan Thomas, William Stabler, Joseph Cow- 
man (end others), the committee appointed to the care of the Washington 
meeting, reported that they hed attended the first meeting. Throughout 
1803, 1804 end 1805 they continued to oversee it. Consider the distance 
travelled and the trensportation means. In 1806, ist month 17th, it now 
seemed 'reasonable to indulge Friends there with the privilege of holding 
a week-day meeting, agreeable to their request, on the Fourth day of the 
week.’ And on 10th month 14th, Evan Thomas on behalf of the Committee on 
Washington, reported that 'Friends of that place have requested their 
Meeting may be established'......which being solidly considered wes united 
with and referred to the Quarterly Meeting for approbation. 

"In Merch 1807: ‘Friends of Washington informed that they had procur- 
ed a Lot for the purpose of ea burying ground and wishing Trustees to be 
appointed to receive the title thereto.’ Thet ground is adjacent the Adams 
Mill Road entrence to Rock Creek Park, neer the head of 20th Street. This 
service was reported accomplished in December. It wes in October, 1607, 
some months after the first mention of the burying ground which was donet- 


ed by the Shoemeker family, the Indian Spring Minutes show the Washington 


Preperetive Meeting ‘proposes the consideration of the expediency of pro- 
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curing a lot and erecting a Meeting House.' In Jenusry, 1808, they (the Com- 
mittee: Semuel Hopkins, Bernard Gilpin, John Cowmen, Isaac Briggs, Richard 

| Thonas end Samel Snowden) reports ‘We the Committee appointed to confer 
with the Friends of Washington on the expediency of procuring & lot and e- 
recting a meeting house in that city, have agreed to report, that we have 
viewed several lots offered for sale in the City of Washington and are of 
the opinion that the two contiguous lots numbered 4 end 5 in square number 
106, being 60 feet front on North"I. Street and 1473 feet deep to the alley 
afford the most suitable situation for a mesting-house, and may be purchas-~ 
ed for 465 dollars snd 60 cents. We also believe that a brick house 48 by 28 
would be expedient and might be erected for 2000 dollars. All which we sub- 
mit to the meating.' 

"This wes concurred with and the Committee continued under direction to 
‘take subscriptions snd secure the lots when a sufficiency is subscribed’ for 
that purpose. The following letter explains the situation: ***This letter 
in 1937 is in the possession of Harold Stabler. 

"Brookeville, Md. 18th of the 2nd Month, 1808. 
To Thomas Wistar, 379 High Street, Phil. 
My dear Friend: 

I have delayed writing to thee on the subject of erect- 
ing a Meeting House in Washington City, in order that the concern might be a 
little more matured in our owm Monthly Meeting, end our own strength in some 
meesure ascertained. We have established a Preparative Meeting in Washingtoy, 
a branch of our Monthly Meeting of Indien Spring. 

In the 12th month last, & committee was appointed (of which I am one) 
to confer witn the Friends of Washington on the expediency of procuring & lot 
and erecting a Meeting House in that City....Friends of Washington City have 
subscribed about $400. end those of the other branches of the Monthly Meet- 

ing will probably add about $400. more. . 

As our Monthly Meeting have an eye to the aid of Friends elsewhere, we 
have been careful to be moderate in our estimate; Should Friends of Phil.,- 
New York end Baltimore, however, wish a larger house, and be willing to 
make their contributions more ample for that purpose, I have no doubt it 
would be acceptable to this Monthly Meeting. It is my individual opinion 
that $1,000 or $1500 more would be adequate to the erection of a House 60 
ft. by 40, which would contain nearly double the room and admit of youth's 
galleries. * 

A house considerably smeller than either of the sizes mentioned would 
probably for many years to come answer all the purposes of Friends resident 
in the City; but a view to the accommodation of Friends travelling in the 
ministry and of the people of other societies who may ba willing to meet 
them, has had some weight with us. 

Be so kind as to commnicate with Friends of New York and Baltimore 
and correspond with me on this subject.... 

I eam thy affectionate friend, 
Isasc Briggs.'" 

"Although a sufficiency was reported to purchase the lot, it was diffi- 
cult to obtain money enough to build the house. 

"March, 1808: 'Isaac Briggs, on behalf of the Committee continued to 
take subscriptions for the purpose of a Lot and building a meeting house 
in the City of Washington, reported they had paid further attention to the 
subject and produced a title to the Lot agreeable to the direction of leat 
meeting, but as it appeers the balance of the subscriptions, after paying 
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for the lot, is not adequate to the erection of the building contemplated 
to be put thereon, the Committee is continued to the service and author- 
ized to receive subscriptions from any member of our Society who may con- 


‘tribute thereto, whether members of this montnly mesting or not,..... and 


William Morgan added to the Committee.'" 

"Shortly thereafter a Committee of the Quarterly Meeting was appoint- 
ed to take the subject into consideration and it is recommended to ‘our 
several Monthly Meetings to open subscriptions for the purpose of raising 
money to assist Friends of Washington and enable them to proceed in the 


.work.' This continued during 1809 and on 3rd Month 16th, 1810, William Mor- 


gen, on behalf of the Monthly Meeting Committes, reported thet the sum of 
$289 wes subscribed and that there was not a prospect of obtaining more. 
They were directed to collect the same and report of their cere therein. 
And quite evidently the Society at large came forward with the needed help, 
for Indian Spring Minutes of 5th month 18th, 1810, state: 

‘This meeting being informed by the representatives that our late Quar- 
terly Meeting had deposited the money collected for the purpose of building 
a Meeting Houses in Washington in the hands of Thomas Moore and Isiah Boone, 
to be subject to the direction of this Monthly Meeting: Thomas Moore, Semu- 
el Lukens, John Cowman end Philip Snowden were appointed to unite with 
Friends of that Preparative Meeting in having a suitable building erected.'" 

"In March 1811, the Committes appointed to the care of erecting a Meet- 
ing House in Washington reported to the Monthly Meeting thet the service 
was accomplished." 

"In Yearly Meeting quotas or dues from subordinate meetings at this 
time (1814) show the relative size of the congregations: thirty cents on 
the doller for Indian Spring, fifty-four for Sandy Spring and sixteen for 
Washington. Sandy Spring was thriving on its fertile farms, Indian Spring 
was dwindling and Washington was very young. In enother ten yeers Indian 
Spring had further lost and was rated at fifteen cents while Sandy. Spring 
was quoted at eighty-five." 

"The Quarterly Meeting Records of Baltimore show that in June 1815, a 
request was laid before that body from the Washington Preparative Meeting 
asking that it be joined to Alexendria Monthly, which was established in 
1802, and was ® part of Fairfax Quarter. This metter was considered and in 
November of the same year Alexandria agreed to receive Washington Prepara- 
tive Meeting. This trensfer apparently took some time to accomplish for the 
manuscript shows: 

"'The Friends appointed to take into consideration the proposal from 
Indial Spring Monthly Meeting relative to uniting the members of Washing- 
ton Preperative Meeting to Alexandria Monthly Meeting, produced the, follow-_ 
ing report, vizt: 

"'To Baltimore Quarterly Meeting. Agresably to appointment some of 
our number have attended Indien Spring Monthly Meeting and the Preparative 
Meeting held at Washington and are united in prospect, that the request of 
Washington Preparative Meeting to be joined to Alexéndria Monthly Meeting 
may be grantec. Which we submit to the meeting. Signed on behalf of the 
Counittoe of mens end womens meetings. 

Girard T. Hopkins. Mary Jemes. 
Balto. 2nd. mo. 9, 1817.' 
which being taken into consideration, a willingness was expressed.by this 
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meeting, thet the request of Friends of Washington Preparative Meeting 
should be grented, provided it be approved by Feirfeax Quarterly Meeting. 
The clerk was directed to forward a copy of this minute to Fairfax Meet- 
ing for its consideration.'" 

- Feirfex Quarterly Meeting agreed to the proposition and directed ite 
clerk "to trensmit e copy thereof and of this minute to Indian Spring 
Monthly Meeting, end that meeting wes directed to hend over the Alexendria 
Monthly Meeting e list of the members composing Washington Preparetive 
feeting to be heresfter considered es a branch of Alexendrie Monthly Meet- 
ing.end report eccordingly." 

"From Alexendria Monthly Meeting Minutes, 20th of 11th mo. 1517: 'The 
members thereon nemed end constituting Washington Prepsretive Meeting were 
received as members of this meeting, the representetives from that Prepar- 


‘ative Meeting, who were Williem Morgen and Semuel Hutchinson appeered and 


were acknowledged accordingly. The Clerk was directed to forwerd ean extract 
from this Minute to our next Quarterly Meeting.'" 

"(The list of members begins with the names of Wm. Morgen, en elder} 
Sareh Morgan, en overseer.)" 

In 1930 & new Meeting House was erected in the City of Washington. 
"Severel causes brought about the building of the house," wrote Walter F.- 
Price, the architect to whose charge the planning and erection of the House 
was pleced. "The first one was the interest that Mrs. Hoover end Mrs. 
Charles D. (Mary Vaux) Walcott took in the recently built Westtown meeting 
house. From Mrs. Walcott I learned, eerly in 1930, that there was a reel 
need for a dignified and conservative meeting in Washington, to which all 
who wished to worship in the Friendly way could resort,--. 4 plece similer 
to that provided by the Meeting at Atlantic City." 

In the Friends' Intelligencer, 5 Mo. 31, 1930, is this notice:- "For 
months past meny Friends have felt that the time was ripe for the estab- 
lishment in Washington City of & Meeting for Worship in which Friends of 


,@ll branches would heave part, and which would be an adequate expression of 


the distinctive Quaker tradition. This project has now passed from the for- 
mative period into a really live entity. A beautiful lot with two fine oek 
trees has been secured in a desirable location, and plans are in prepare- 
tion under the direction of Walter Price for a Meeting House designed a- 
long Colonial lines to seat about three hundred and fifty people. It is 
expected that tte building will be under roof by fall. Friends from New 
Englend to California are teking a deep interest, end subscriptions have 
been received from various parts of the country; but the opportunity is 
offered to all Friends to share the privilege of helping this forwerd- 
looking and unifying movement." 

The erection of this Meeting House proceeded repidly, end the first 
meeting wes held in the building on lmo. 8, 1931, en account of which ap- 
peered two days later in the Friends' Intelligencer. From that report is 
the following:- 

"As the first meeting for worship in the new Weshington Meeting House 
settled into silence last First-day morning, the first spoken sound that 
broke the stillness was the happy prattle of e little child. Nothing could 
have been more appropriate. Very simply elaborate problems of orgenizetions 
heve been ignored to meke possible a Friends' Meeting including members of 
meny brenches of Friends. A beautiful, dignified, very simple manner of wor- 
ship precticed by Friends is maintained. And the simple, child-like spirit 
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of living religion was embodied in the heppy youngster who, unconsciously, 
made a welcome contribution to their meeting of dedication. It was a settled 
and satisfactory time, the company thet filled the house having gathered in- 
to ean expectant hush severel minutes before the appointed time of meeting. 
From the expectant silence came perhaps ten messages of prayers during the 
hour of meeting, yet so short end harmonious were the communications thet 
the sense of silent worship was scarcely disturbed......It was primerily a 
group of Friends, there being comparatively few non-members, end none, it 
seemed, who had come out of curiosity.It wes a.very representative group of 
Friends, including members of the Five Years' Meeting, the Friends' General 
Conference, the Conservetive Yearly Meetings end the Independent Meetings... 
+«eThe Meeting House has been made possible by the co-operetion of a group 
of Friends from all branches of the Society of Friends. And it is a meeting- 
place of friends, friends in spite of differences which, in this case at 
least, have not been ellowed to ceuse divisions." 

In cescribing the Meeting House, Walter F. Price wrote:- "The hoods over 
the two east doors are common to the country type of stone and brick meeting 
houses in the neighborhood of Philadelphia. The north porch is of strictly 
colonial design. On this porch open the doors which are hung with strap hing- 
es from the Birminghem meeting house in Chester County, Pennsylvenia. This 
historic hardware was secured through the kind help of N. Walter Suplee, of . 
Swerthmore, Pennsylvania. It came from the discarded doors of an unused end 
of the old meeting house. In the interior of the meeting room we have used 
the pettern for the wainscot show in the old Merion meeting house, dated 
1695, which has the unusual feature of a double bead et the joints and a 
very simple cep. The bench end end gallery, and the curved sounding board 
were teken mostly from Arch Street, Philadelphia, but the profile of the 
cross section of the benches was taken from the meeting house at Coulter 
Street, Germantown. Again, as at Westtown, we have placed on top of the 
sounding board conceeled electric lemps, which throw their light on the 
ceiling and thus indirectly light the room. A color scheme similer to that 
of Westtown was followed; gray walls end gray stain on the benches end wain- 
scot, with cresm color paint on the window sash and other wood-work. The 


cushions are of a mulberry color. A feature of the wainscot is that as it 


chenges height at the gellery it shows a curve similar to thet seen in 
Jorden's and other English meeting houses. A moulding breeks the angle be- 
tween the waljs end the ceiling. There are no louvred penels in the ceil- 
ings to give ventilation es in many old time meeting pop eereHeceuae we have 
fens end forced ventilation from beneeth." 

Levi K. Brown, writing of Weshington Meeting about 1875, stated:- 


"This meeting, in former years, was well attended. Whilst the highly gifted 


and powerful minister, Thomas Wetherald, resided in Washington, President 

John Quincy Adams, Henry Clay, Secretary of State, end other officials of 

the government frequently attended and were edified under his ministry. In 
1870 there were attached to this meeting seven families and parts of fami- 
lies, in all 18 members." 

In gethering photographic recollections of the Society of Friends in 
Washington, D.C., in October, 1931, it is to be remembered there are five 
places associated with the religious organization; the I Street Meeting 
House of the Hicksite brench; the Irving Street Meeting House of the Or- 


‘thodox branch; the Florida Avenue Mesting House of the combined Meetings; 


the Friends’ School-house adjacent to the Meeting House on I Street; and 
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the. old Graveyard on Cincinnati Street. These are all in the northwestern 
section of the City and not very greatly distanced from each other, some, 
however, being ten or a dozen blocks apart. The School-house is alongside 
of the I Street Meeting Housa, and the Burial Ground is only a comparative- 
ly short weys from the Florida Avenue Meeting House. To all of these plec- 
es the compiler of these notes was taken by James H. Heslet of Washington, 
DiacG. 

In 1931 the Buriel Ground is-entirsly neglected. On a hillside, now 
completely wooded, it is entirely over-run with a deep tangle of woodbine, 
and the two or three marble gravestones visible lie recumbent and broken 


. on the ground. One has fallen so as to hide the inscription, end another, 


though revealing the epitaph, is slightly mutilated, making one of the fig- 
ures indistinct. It resds,- "In memory of James Lewis Died March 10, 18-9, 
Aged 67 Years. A.K. Also his Wife Maria Peyton Died June 13, 1864. Aged 
35 Years." The mutilated figure in the year date of death seems to resem- 
ble a 9. 

At the top of a series of steps leading to the new Florida Avenue Meet- 
ing House is a sun-dial, on the four sides of the pedestal of which is in- 
scribed, "FOX" on the north, "WOOLMAN" on the east, facing the street, "PENN" 
on the south, and, on the west side towards the Meeting House, the words — 
"I mind the Light." on tne northeast corner of the House is the date of e- 
rection, 1930. This new Mesting House is attractively beautiful in its favor- 
able location, setting somewhat back from the strset, witn the grand old 
trees on the grounds at the front. 

The I Street Meeting House appears much cramped, situated ag it is be- 
tween other buildings close to each side of it, one being the Schoolhouse 


_ very much resembling en ordinery dwelling. But in spite of its cramped posi- 


tion, it is a pleasant looking little brick structurs with arched windows 
and door, and displays a stone tablet in its gable announcing "Friends' Meet- 
ing House erected 1808 Rebuilt 1879." During 1936 or early 1937 the "Hye" 
Street Meeting property was sold and both the Meeting House and the School 
Building were demolished during the passage of the winter of 1937 and 1938. 
In the Friends' Intelligencer, Third Month 26, 1938, the following note ap- 
peared:- "The school and Meeting properties at 1811 Eye Street have been 
completely removed and work has begun on the new Doctors’ Hospital to be e- 
rected on the grounds. For the time being members of Alexandria Monthly 
Meeting are making the Florida Avenue Meeting their headquarters for busi- 
ness and other meetings." 

The Irving Street Meeting House of Orthodox Friends is a fine building 
quite different from other Meeting Houses in style of architecturs. It is 
at the corner of Irving and Thirteenth Streets.

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Woodlawn, a Preparative Meeting belonging to Alexandria Monthly Meet- 
ing, is & constituent of Fairfex Quarter of Baltimore Yearly Meeting of the 
Hicksite branch of the Society of Friends. Its story is told in the follow- 
ing two papers, the first dealing with the Friendly settlement at Accotink, 
Virginia, by a group of Northern enthusiastic Quekers, snd the second con- 
taining an interesting account of the Meeting itself. The first paper, from 
George C. Gillinghem of Accotink, 8th Month, 1931, reads thus:- 

"If memory is correct, I am quoting from a mislaid account from the 
diary of Chalkley Gillingham, and this is the way Yoodlawn Settlement hap- 
pened. 

"There were a number of young couples in New Jersey who desired homes 
where lend could be had at & lower price, and a desire. to form a Friends set- 
tlement and free colony in a slave state by abolitionists to show that slaves 
were not necessary. 

"In 1846 Grandfather Chalkley sent Thomas Wright and Luces Gillingham 
South to find a suitable location, and they were attracted by Woodlawn, a 
beautiful old mansion overlooking a beautiful valley, but they wont as far 
South as Petersburg, Ve-., but could find nothing more suitable, so returned 
a> Baltimore Yearly Meeting time and reported the find. 

"Then Chalkley interestad Jos. E. Gillingham in the project, end the 
result was the forming of a company end starting negotiations for the pur- 
chase of Woodlawn, then in care of a few slaves as the owmers were near Mid- 
dleburg, Va. 

"At the time the school moved to Accotink, thea Compeny had a store, tin 
shop, blacksmith shop, grist mill and saw-mill under their control. 

"An old lady sfter watching the saw-mill awhile, turning out the lumber 
for homes, and everybody busy, said,—- ‘Thank Godt I wish more of these yan= 
keys would come down here, then everybody could have work.' 

"They paid $12.50 per acre for the two thousand acres, mostly covered 


- with good timber. What ea wonderful change in values of the farms to-day, end 


the amount of tax being paid." 

The second of the papers was written by T. Sheppard Wright, also of &c- 

cotink, Vas, 7th Month 8th, 1920. He is now deceésed. 

"arly memories of Woodlawn Meeting Accotink, Virginia. 
As I am now the only living member of Woodlawn Meeting when it was first or- 
ganized, I feel like stating some of the early incidents connected with it. 
As I wes a small boy at the time, one part of the statement is personal mem- 
ory, the rest hearsay, from my parents and others who were interested in the 
meeting at that time. 

"Thomas and Sarah E. Wright with their family, came from New Jersey 
and settled in Woodlawm Mansion, on the 13th day of 12th month 1846, as pio-~ 
nesrs for a Company composed of Chalkley Gillinghem, Joseph @. Gillinghen, 
Jecob Troth & Son (P. Hillmen Troth), who had purchased the Woodlawm Estate 
of two thousand acres that year from Lorenzo Lewis, a grand nephew of George 
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Washington. Lucas and Elizebeth Gillingham and femily came soon after Christ-| | 
mas of thet year. During the Fall and Winter of 1847, Edward Tyson, Barzills @ 
end Margaret Garwood, ‘William Dorlend end his brother Edwerd:and:sister.Me- 4 
riah, George and Hennah Greene with their families were added to the ‘Settles 1% 
ment. ' 

"All the above mentioned 'Settlers' were Friends. P. Hillman Troth and 
a few others had come who were not Friends, but very friendly. Some of the 
following came previous to 1850.~ Ezra Troth & femily, Gillmen Brown, Sen- 
uel Wright, Semuel Garwood & family, Dilworth Buckmen & family, Edward De- 
nike & Sister Hanngsh, John end Semuel Mason and their femilies, John Mero 
& family, Henry Truax & family, Ssmuel & Isaac Collins with their families, 
John B. Troth & Family, Edward Gibbs & family; I think George Haines and 
Jacon M. Troth came in 1850. There may be a few others who only stayed a 
. yeer or so. 

"Chelkley Gillingham end.femily came on 12th Month llth, 1852. I think 
Warrington Gillingham came a year or two in advance of the rest of the fam- 
ily. In ——~ month 1848 a Friends Meeting was started in one of the rooms of 
Woodlswm Mansion, called an ‘'Indulged' Meeting, under the care of Alexan- 
dria Monthly Meeting. (The Alexandria Monthly Meeting is still held in Wash- 
ington.) 

"In the Fall of 1849 the Meeting was moved to the Millers house near 
Weshington's old mill, and a school was established there, with Emily Rey- 
nolds teacher. In 1851 (I think) Thomas Wright built a suitable addition 
to our log house at Greys Hill and the meeting and school were moved there, 
until some time in 1852, when Chalkley Gillinghem gave one acre of lend on 
which one half of the present Meeting House was built, to which the Meet- 
ing moved, and the school to Accotink. Later Thomas Wright gave one acre 
of land, and the Mesating House wes enlarged to its present size. 

"After the Spring of 1850 the Meeting rapidly grew for several years 
by the additions of settlers, among which were -- Jonathan Roberts and 
family, Benjamin Shivers & femily, Levi B. Stiles & family, Deniel P. Ridge- 
way & family, Henry Sutton & family, David Walton & family, Reuben Roberts 
& fanily, Robert F. Roberts & femily at Cameron who generally attended Al- 
exandria Meeting. 

"The first wedding in the neighborhood was by Friends ceremony 2nd 
month 1850 between William Greene and Emily Reynolds a niece of Thomas 
Wright; She taught the school until it moved to Greys Hill with the Meet- 
ing, then Anna S. Wright became teacher. 

"There was no other meeting nearer than Alexandria, at the time our 
meeting was established, smd it was generally attended by most of the set- 
tlers whether members or not. The Meeting seemed a very live one in every 
respect until the beginning of the (un) Civil War, when the greater part of 
the members and other attenders were scattered, many of them never to re- 
turn. 

Signed— T. Sheppard Wright." 

From "Pages from the Past" by Helen Stone of Washington, D.C., the fol- 
lowing extract treats of the establishment of Woodlaw Meseting:- 

"The establishment of en indulged mesting at Woodlawn to be called the 
Woodlawn Meeting of Friends is noted on the 22nd day on 2nd mo. 1849. The 
game year, 

‘Washington Preparative Meeting having for a considerable time past, in 
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; vain endeavored to maintain itself in a menner reputable to the Society or 
satisfactory to themselves, have at last reluctantly come to the conclusion 
| thet it would be advisable to discontinue it: end under this impression the 
case is submitted to the Monthly Meeting, for its advice and decision.' (Ex- 
Fie from the Minutes of Washington Preparetive Meeting. Henry Jenney, 
Clerk. 
‘After serious deliberation this meeting expressed full unity with this 
_ decision of Washington Prepavative Meeting; thet meeting is therefore dis- 
continued; The Meeting (for worship) to be continued as heretofore, except 
the midweek meeting on the wesks of Alexandria Prepsrative and Monthly Meet- 
ings.'" 

"Thus in the same year, Alexandria Monthly Meeting acquires the new meet- 
ing at Woodlawn but loses the Preparative business meeting at Washington." ; 

Alexendria Monthly Meeting having been broken up by the Civil War, Alex- 
andria became an Indulged Meeting under Woodlawn Preparstive Meeting. Ulti- 
mately Woodlawn Particular Meeting itself was discontinued in 1913. 

Woodlawn Meeting House was visited by the compiler of these records on 
October 28, 1931, he being taken there by James H. Heslet of Washington, 

D. C. In 1931 the Meeting House eppeers lonely by its little Burial Ground, 
- some little distance from the village limits of Accotink, Va. Its location 
is attractive, made so by the beauty of the country lendscape, the nearby 
evergreens and deciduous trees, the curvd dirt road, undisturbed as yet by 
modern improvements. It is e blue-grey building with largé porch extending 
elong the western as well as the entire front sides of the House, which 
faces the south and shows quite distinctly that the two sections of the 
building were erected at different times. Of the doors at the front, the 
one on the left is double, the other single; end there is also a door at 
each end of the Meeting House. The wagon-sheds extend north snd south, some- 
whet back and to the right or esst of the Meeting House, end are in good 
condition, although a structure of uncertain need in the twentieth centu- 
ry's achievement in automobile transportation. 

The Burial Ground at Woodlawn conteins the graves of many of the Queker 
pioneers of the settlement, emong them that of the projector, Chalkley Gil- 
linghem end his wife, Kezieh, David Walton, Thomas end Sereh ©. Wright, Ja- 
cob M. Troth end others. Meny graves ere marked, but some of the headstones 
are taller then is customery among Friends. Among the femily names seen in 
Woodlewm Greveyerd are Anthony, Ballinger, Briscoe, Brown, Denike, Gibbs, 
Greene, Huntington, Lamb, Mero, Pidgeon, Reynolds, Roberts, Stiles, Troth, 
Welton, Wilkinson end Wright. 

Woodlawn Mension, formerly the home of Nelly Custis, in which the Wood- 
lawn Friends' Meeting was orgenized and first held, in nearby the Meeting 
House, just across the intervening fields. It is a grend old Virginien res- 
idence commending a splendid outlook over the surrounding country and kept 
in the best of order. ;

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Bethpege, deriving its name from the Scrpitural "Bethphage", from its 
geogrephicel location between Jerusslem end Jericho, is one of the subordin- 
ate meetings of New York Yearly Meeting, and belongs to Jericho Monthly Meet- 
ing in Westbury Quarter. It is situated ebout one mile west of Farmingdale in 
in Queens, now Nasseu County, Long Islend, south of Jericho, in the township 
of Oyster Bay. Marion F. Jackson of Westwinds, Jericho, Long Islend, Superin- 
tendent of the First-dey School at Jericho Friends' Meeting in 1931, wrote of 
Bethpage, seying,- 

"Bethpege was settled in 1702 and the earliest maps of the vicinity 
dete from 1732.The first Meeting House was built in 1812 (Probebly 1712 is . 
intended to have been written) and I believe that both that one and the suc- 
ceeding one were destroyed by fire. The present structure dates from 1888. 
When Thomas Powell, the originel settler of Bethpage, purchased the land from 
the Indiens, it wes called Bethphage, being the name of the village on the 
road from Jerusélem to Jericho according to the pereble of the Good Semari- 
tan. In time the H wes dropped and it became Bethpage. This seems like a 
rather meager account of the early history, but ell I have been able to glean 
so far." al 

In the "History of Long Island" by Nethaniel S. Prime, 1845, is the 
following note concerning Bethpage:- "Bethpage is enother encient Queker vil- 
lege about 4 miles southeast of Hicksville, near the line of the reilroad. It 
is impossible to ascertain at what date the Friends' meeting-house wes erect- 
ed here; but there's reason to believe that it was coeval with those of 
Flushing, Metinecock, end Westbury. The writer has recently conversed with 
an old gentlemen who wes born and spent e life of more than fourscore years 
in that vicinity, who stated that this house appeared to him as an old build- 
ing when he was «6 boy. It was rebuilt, or meterially repaired, after the Rev- 
olutionary Wer." 

NOTE.* As Prime's history was published in 1845, the foregoing state- 
ment, of course, refers to tho second Meeting House at Bethpege Friends, as 
the third wes not erected until 1688 — 1890. 

Theat Bethpage is a very old Meeting is a well certified fect, by reason © 
thet "Thomes Chalkley, enother preacher of this sect, who spent more then for- | 
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ty yeers in alternately preaching and trading to the West Indies, in his 
first visit to Long Island in 1698, mentions holding ‘large meetings’ at 
Westbury, Bethpage, Jerusalem and Matinecock, ell of which are within 
this town or its immediate vicinity. And in 811 these places as well es 
several others, meeting houses exist to the present day (1845)." 

_This reference made to Thomes Chalkley draws forth the following quo- 
tation from his Journal. His visit wes made in 1698, consequent to 4 vis- 
it to Rhode Island, end was followed by a voyage to Englend the next 
Spring, the embarkation for London being on First Month (March) 11, 1698- 
1699. 
"By the way I met with Aaron Atkinson, who was on a visit to friends 

in New Englend. J had severel good opportunities, and powerful meetings, 

in those parts, end truth wrought a tenderness in divers at Rhode Island. 
The presence of him, who said, Where two or threo are met in my neme, there 
em I in the midst of them, being sensibly witnessed by many; for he was 
with us of a truth. From thence I went round the Narragenset country, and 
hed meetings at severel places, and was accompanisd by John Rodman and Wil- 
liam Beackley, through Connecticut to Long-Islend, which is accounted two 
hundred miles; we hed one meeting by the way, in which Christ wes preached 
to them, as he is ths Light of the world, et a place where we were told 
there never wes a friend's meeting before. I came to Long-Island about two 
weeks before the general meeting, and visited friends in severel places on 
this island, es et Hempsteed, Jerusalem, Jericho, and Bethpage, where there 
were large meetings, and much openness among the people, and some were con- 
vinced." 

The present Meeting House of Bethpage, a small frame building, clep- 

boarded end not shingled to the ground as is the case of the other Long Is~ 
land Friends' Meeting Houses, is in en’ excellent state of repair. It is the 
third house erected by the Friends belonging to this encient meeting and re- 
places a former structure which was destroyed by fire in 1888. It sets back 
a little weys from end on the right of the road, about a mile, or a little 
more, from the town of Fermingdele, surrounded partly by a thin piece of 
woodiend. On the edge of the woods, near the Mesting House, but somewhat 
beck from.it, is a recently erected stone open-fireplece designed, we are 
told, for the use of picnic gatherings or other recreational occasions. 

The Buriel Ground belonging to Bethpage Friends' Meeting borders on 
the roadside gst the right hand side of the Meeting House. On the occasion 
of the visit of the compiler of these records to Bethpage, October 9, 1938, 
the place presented a rather crude and almost primitive appearance. The 
grass wes uncut and looked rough with frequent clumps of wild plent growth 
scattered irregularly all about. The headstones, quite numerous, are gener- 
ally much taller than those the regulations of the Society of Friends per- 
mit. But this somewhst unimportant violation of Queker restriction in the 
graveyard marker, is noticed elsewhere in the Friends’ Burial Grounds on 
Long Island, but not at Flushing wheres all the merkers are low and modest, 
thereby lending to the cemetery a simplicity and neatness that gives dis- 
tinctive beauty to the resting place of the dead. 

' The headstones at Bethpage record the family names of Dodge, Dunlep, 
Hawkshurst, Ketchun, Merritt, Plummer, Robbins and others. One stone bears 
the inscription "ELIZABETH PLUMM@R Born Oct. 13th, 1797 Died Feb. 17th, 
1886."" She was the wife of John Plummer and both were very active workers 
among Friends during their lives. 
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Near her gréve is another haadstone marked "JESS MERRITT Born 2d mo. 
20th.1767 Died 3d mo. 30th 1843." This Jesse Merritt was a personal es- 
teemed friend of Wlias Hicks being mentioned several times in the Journal of 
, the celebrated minister and leader of the Hicksite Branch of the Society of 
Friends. Jesse Merritt was thea great-grandfather of the present Jesse Mer- 
ritt of Farmingdale, who in 1938 is the County Historien of Nassau County, 
Long Tsland. 

Close to tha entrance gate to ‘the Bethpage Burial Ground is an announce- 
ment tablet aoe vie "QUAKER MENTING HOUSE Built and First Meetings Held 
1698." 
& communication from Jesse Mecratt in October, 1938, states that the or- 
iginal Meeting House at Bethpage was built in 1741, the second was burnt in 
1388 and the new building which took its place was completed in 1890.

Brooklyn Friends' Meeting was established in the Nineteenth Century 
after the Separation of 1828, and belongs to the Hicksite branch of the So- 
ciety of Friends. It is a Preparative Meeting constituent to New York Month- 
ly Meeting in the Westbury Quarter of New York Yearly Meeting. The Meeting 
House is located at No. 110 Schermerhorn Street in the City of Brooklyn, and 
West bury eae ae Meeting holds its Fourth Month session in the Brooklyn 
Meeting Hous 

_ John oo Jr-, in his valuable work "Quakerism in New York City", pub- 
lished in 1930, gives the following information concerning this Meeting:- 
"The first meeting house in Brooklyn was built in 1836 at the corner of Hen- 
ry and Clark Streets by the brench of the Society now at Fifteenth Street. 


The property was sold, probably because of the widening of Henry Street, and 


the present property on Schermerhorm Street, between Boorum Place and Smith 
Street, was purchased in 1857. The existing house was then built, the pres- 
ent school house (1930) being added in 1902. A meeting house was built in | 
1868, on the corner of Washingtom and Lefayette Avenues, in Brooklyn, by the 
Twentieth Street Friends, and is still in use, though considerably altered 
in appearance." 
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"The Monthly Meeting was first held at Liberty Street, then at Pearl 
Street, then at Hester Strest, but the dates of removal are not exactly 
known. From Hester Street the ‘liberal’ branch removed to Fifteenth Street 
in 1861. Joint sessions of men and women were adopted 4th Month Sth, 1902. 
It had been alternately held in New York and Brooklyn since 2d Month 7, 
1903. Newark Monthly Meeting was established 12th-Month 2, 1917, being 
set off from this Monthly Meeting. What is now called Twentieth Street 
Monthly Meeting was held at Henry Street until 1840, then at Orchard 
Street till 1857, since which time at Twentieth Street." -(Cox's Quakerism 
in New York City.) | 

John Cox Jr. also gives some interesting information about the Friends’ 
Burial Grounds- "In 1846 nine acres were purchased on the Coney Island 
Plank Road outside of Brooklyn, for a cemetery, after which some individu- 
als removed remains from Houston Street thither. The reason that the whole- 
sale removal of 1874 was to Yestbury was probably owing to the opening of 
Prospect Park in 1871, and the possibility that the cemetery might later be 
taken for park purposes. The park now entirely surrounds and hides the cem- 


-etery, the entrance to which, near a park gate, is inconspicuously situated. 


Under date of llth Month, 1850, the Meeting minutes show that in 1824 the 
Town Meeting of Brooklyn had established a cemetery, which was confirmed 

by the Legislature of 1828. Of this a portion was later allotted to,the Qua- 
kers. Burials were prohibited in 1850, and a street was to be cut through, 
whereupon the meeting removed its dead to the cemetery now in Prospect Park, 
and sold the land. 

"Gravestones began to appesr in 1762, or at least then to trouble the 
Meeting. Committee after committee was appointed during the next decade to 
‘remove superfluous stones.’ At Flushing and New York all were soon remov- 
ed, excepting some which were nearly level with the ground, but some were 
reset by non-members, and the committee was directed to remove one end all." 

Netheniel S. Prime's "History of Long Island", 1845, provides an inter- 
esting note concermming the Friends in Brooklyn. It is,- "Friends or Quakers. 
The families belonging to this denomination in Brooklyn, were connected, 
till of late years, with the two divisions of the Society in the city of 
New York. The 'Orthodox' still retain that connexion, while the ‘Hicksites’ 
have made en orgenization in Brooklyn. They commenced a meeting at the 'Ap- 
prenticss Library’ in 1835. In the following year, they erected a Meeting 
House, on tha corner of Henry end Clark street, about 50 by 40 feet, at o 
cost of $3,000 — the ground $5,000. The Meeting is reguiarly maintained, 
though their number is small."

Flushing is a Monthly Meeting of Westbury Quarter of the New York Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends. The early history of thsi old meeting was 
detailed in the Friends' Intelligencer, Highth Month 31st, 1872, from which 
the following is quoted:- 

3 "It was in August, 1657, that a company of travelling ministers of the 
Society of Friends from Wngland first landed at New Amsterdam, and thence 
visited Long Island. Governor Stuyvesant at once issued a proclamation a- 
_gainst harboring Quakers, and sent it to Flushing. The people met and agreed 
-on @ remonstrance, for which the Governor punished the tow officers; but 
Friends' principles were declared end prevailed. Tradition says that the new 
_. converts met secretly in the woods near Flushing, Newtown end Jamaica; and 
that John Bowne, a Baptist, was induced by his wife to attend the meetings, 
end thus was convinced. The precise data of the formation of the Society is 
not known, but it was subject to the General Meeting of Rhode Island, and go 
continued till 1695. Bowne seys in his journal: 'On the llth of 4th mo. 
- 1661, we went from our house et Flushing toward Rhode Island, to the General 
_ Meeting, where we staid 9 days’ time; and about midday, 28th of 4th mo., we 
came home agein.' . 
f "On the 24th of August, 1662, the magistrates of Flushing lodged an in- 
formation against John Bowe, for ‘holding meetings every Sunday of that a- 
_ bominable sect called Quekers, of which the majority of the inhabitants of 
the towm ere followsers.' Stuyvesant had him arrested and sent to Holland. 
On Bowne's acquittal there and return, meetings were held in turn at his 
house, at John Farrington's, Hugh Cowperthwaite's, Benjamin Field's and John ° 
Way's, Newtown, till 3d of 9th mo., 1693, when the mesting appointed John 
Bowne and John Farrington to 'take care to employ workmen to get what timber 
they shall see needed for the fitting the meeting-house at Flushing for rais- 
ing against next lst mo.' Bowne and Rodman had previously (October 15, 
1692) purchased for £40 three acres of land on the town-spot, with a dwell- 
ing-house and orchard thereon......e. 

"Ye extracts«some further account of the meeting-house from the records 
of the Socisty and scarce books: 

‘1701, 24th of 3d mo.— The first Yearly Meeting was held in the new 
meeting-house. ; ; 

"1702, 2d of 2d mo.— Samuel Haight is appointed to take care to see the 
fences about Friends’ land repaired as he shall see need.' 

"Two notable scenes were exhibited in the meeting-house, both of which 
occurred in 1702. The first was that of George Keith, a relapsed minister of 
the Society of Friends, who, having just received orders in the Church of 
England, returned, to the sphere of his former labor, in order, if possible, 
to gain over prosalytes; and among other places he visited Flushing....+.The 
second note-worthy scene was the arrest, in the house, of Samuel Bowas, (by 
the procurement of Keith), for words spoken at Hempstead, Nov. 21st, against 
the sacrament of baptism and the Lord's suppere-eeeees 

‘1707, 3d of 2d mo.— Robert Field and John Ferrington ara to take care 
thet our Monthly Meeting be not encumbered with such persons as have no bus- 
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iness there. Considering the great hurt and disturbance of our meetings 
by Friends’ children and other young people's frequently running out 

end in, snd spending their time without about the house during the time 
of the maeting, a comnittes is appointed to take ond ondesvor to prevent | 
it. 

‘1716, 23d of 12th mo.— It is concluded unanimously that the meet- 
ing-house (65 feet long end 42 broad) proposed to be built at Flushing, 
upon Friends’ land there, near’ the old meeting house, be left to a commit- 
tee of fourteen, who shall have powor to form the house and agree with 
workmen, and carry it on according to their discretion, and receive the 
several subscriptions to pay the workmen. 

"1725, 30th of 9th mov=<— Paid 5-9 for lock, stsples and link for the 
meeting~house ground. 

‘1748, 28th of 3d mom Semuel Bowne and John Way are appointed to 
sit in the gellery each day of the Yearly Meeting (to preserve order) dur- 
ing the public worship. 

1763, 5th of 5th mo.— The mesting-house wants considerable repairs. 
Thos. Ferrington, John Willet, Samuel snd Deniel Bowe sre to provide mate- 
rials and employ workmen. (It wss perhaps in 1763 thet the people's gallery 
was taken down and @ chamber floor leid, thus meking the houce 1% stories 
in height. Small windows with shutters (end some without glass) were insert- 
ed in the upper story, which wes pertitioned into two rooms, in one of which 
e@ school was kept for meny yeers.) 

‘1764, 26th of 5th mo.—— Daniel Bovme reports the mesting-house most 

done. Semuel Bowne, Jr., end Williem Mott sre to settle with him. 

‘1778, 6th of Sth mo.— The meeting-house hes for some time past been 
in possesgion of military men. The King's troops, soon efter lending on 
Long Islend, occupied it for barrecks or stores, whereby it heth eusteined 
grest demege, end vill eustein still more if so continued; end Friends cen't 
hold théir Yéerly Meeting there. Friends petition Deniel Jones, commendoer-in- 
chief, for its restoration. Meanwhile they meet in e private house. The 
ground edjoining (the meeting-hovee) lies open, the fence being teken away 
(by the soldiers for fuel.) 

‘30th of 5th mo.— Tho meeting-house being restored Friends think to 
enclose it end repair the upper room thet they may hold meeting there. The 
committee ere to repair the room below the chember also.— 4th of 9th mo., 
timber is reported scarce, but on the 16th of 10th mo. is procured; 26th 
of 11th mo., the meeting-house is agein in posseasion of militery men, end 
the metter of repeiring is left for the present.— 

‘1762, 20th of 5th mo., the meeting-houses eat New York end Flushing 
ere egein teken by the Britich troops. Friends petition the commender, but 
without success. He received them kindly, end said he had occasion for the 
houses e@ little longer in the public service. At this answer Friends feel 
unessy, end say if their meeting-houses ere not restored they will epply 
to Friends in London for their co-operetion. 

‘1783, 2d of 10th mo. Friendea ere informed thet they may now toke 
their meeting-house into their possession. A committees is eppointed to 
do so much repairs thergon as mey accommodate the Monthly Meeting. 

‘1783, 12th of llth mo.— Tho Flushing meeting-house is restored, end 
the ground rented for 38 year, the tenant to fence it in and deduct the 
expense from the rent.’" 
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Another clipping from the Friends' Intelligencer informs us that:- "On: 


Lp5th Mo. 29, 1695, Flushing celebrated its Bi-centennial enniversary, and 
| Aaron M. Powell wrote concerning it:- 


"The old meeting house, and its exceptional historic interest, was visit- 


ed by the multitude, end many lunches were also served therein before the 


commemoretive exercises. These were held in the spacious Town Hall, the lerg- 


est available audience room in Flushing......This bi-centennial celebration 
was the first occasion upon which, since the separetion of 1828, the two year- 


ly meetings of Friends have ever met in official coroperative relations. A 


goodly number’ of well-known representatives of both bodies of Friends were. in 
~attendence.....After the close of the exercises at the Town Hell, the hold- 
ers of tickets, as many as could gain admission, visited the old Bowne House, 
wherein George Fox end many of the early Friends were entertained two centu- 
ries ago. It is still in the possession of descendants of John Bowne, is in 


& good state of preservetion, and contains many objects of special historic 


| interest to Friends. A short distance from the old house, et the outer edge 


of the sidewelk, is a small grenite sleb beering the inscription: 'Fox Osks', 
_which marks the spot where stood the oaks under which George Fox preached 


when he visited Flushing in 1672. A very interesting souvenir, made from the 


_ wood of one of these oaks, now in the possession of Iseac H. Clothier of 


Setescte 
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Philadelphia, wes shown at the meeting in the Town Hell, by his kind permis- 


gion." 


In 1768 Mery Elliott of Philadelphia sent to Rachel Wilson of Kendal, 
Englend, a list of the Friends' Meetings. in Americe et that time. She clasai- 
fied them in six Yearly Meetings, viz., Rhode Island, Flushing, Pennsylvania, 
Marylend, Virginia and North Cerolina, mentioning the number of Quarterly, 
Monthly and Perticuler Meetings in each. In all there were 18 Quarterly, 29 
Monthly and 242 Particular Meetings. For Flushing Yearly Meeting there were 
then two Quarterly Meetings:- 1. Flushing with two Monthly and nine Partic- 
uler Meetings, end 2. Purchase with two Monthly and eleven Perticular Meet- 
ings. 

The following extract from a letter deted August 7, 1928, from Isabel 


-§. Moore of Flushing, Long Island, is of interests:- "Some historiens think © 


that the originel building (Flushing) was destroyed by fire and rebuilt in 
1717. The records do tell of putting up e suitable building in 1717, but @ re 
cent examination of the building by John Cox, Jr. of New York, who is en arch- 
itect as well as#«s historien, leads him to believe that the original building 
mut up’ in 1694'was tbo small for the Yeerly Meetings which were held here for 
a number of years, and so was increased or added to, to make it almost three 
times the size of the original. The construction of the building seems to 
show thet he is correct." . . 

The Flushing Meeting House with its Burial Ground to the south and in 
front of it, in 1938 stands with its back to the street. On a tablet of in- 
formation by the street-side is this statement, "feeting House Religious 
Society of Friends. Erected 1694." The Meeting House is loceted on the south 
side of the Northern Boulevard, just east of Mein Street, and the ancient res- 
idence of John Bowne, in which early meetings were held, is not far away on 
Bowne Avenue at Thirty-seventh Street. It is known as “The Bowne House." 

- The compiler of thease notes paid his visit to the Flushing Meeting 
House end locality, on August 14, 1938. The Meeting House faces the south, 
according to the old custom of Friends in building their houses for worship, 
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end consequently has its back, or rear, to the Northern Boulevard, a thor- 
oughfere known in earlier times as Flushing Road. But there is a nerrow 
grass plot between the building and the fine, sturdy wall by the sidewelk. 
The entrance gete at the west end of the House opens to a pessage-wey lead- 
ing to the pretty grassy depression south of the Meeting House between 
the long porch and the ornamental hedge ut the front of the graveyard. The 
House is very old, the eastern ond boasting of erection in 1694, the west- 
ern end much lerger section being added in 1717, end a glence et the inter- 
ior, the dividing pertition end the pleinly visible marks on walls and ceil- 
ing, verify conclusively that the eastern end western ends of the Meeting 
House were erected at different periods of time. There are numerous instan- 
ces of the primitive early colonial cerpenter work to be seen in the unpaint- 
ed furniture end woodwork, hand-hewn beams and upright posts open to view 
on the second floor, pieces secured to each other with wooden pins; while 
under the floor of the older section, but now hidden, there is the founde- ~ 
tion of a charcoal pit that illustrates one of the earliest forms of heat- 
ing Meeting Houses. The House has been kept in excellent repair, but it 
suffered much from the depredations of the British soldiers during the A- 
mericen Revolution, when it was used as a prison hospital and stable from 
1778 to 1783. In the ceiling of the assembly-room is plain evidence of 
where dividing shutters had once been in the original building, later mov- 
ed further to the middle of the room where they are yet in plece. This 
Meeting House is shingled to the ground,. and has an upper floor, where, in 
earlier days, a school was kept. That part of the houses is now used for a 
dining-room end kitchen at Quarterly Meetings and other special occasions. 
The roof of the house is very steep and slopes to each of the four walls. 

The Burial Ground in which many of the early Quéker pioneers rest in 
unmerked graves, has, it is said, been buried over mors than once. There 
are a number of merked graves and all the headstones are modest and unas~ 
suming, kept within the bounds of Friends' restrictions. One family lot is 
surrounded by # stone border, too narrow and low to be called a wall. In 
it are buried a few members of the Wright family:- 

James A. Wright Born 12m. 16, 1832; Died 3m. 20, 1879. 

Phebe C. his wife, Born 2m. 1, 1824: Died 3m. 22, 1915. 

James & Wlizabeth Byrd Died 1842. 

Mary B. Wright Died lim. 28, 1843 aged 46 years. 

Carolines™. Wright Disd lm. 6, 1854. 

John D. Wright Born 9m. 19, 17993; Died 8m. 21, 1879. 
Near the enclosure is a row of Bowne graves including those of John, Hannah, 
and Cherles Bowne, but they are not the earliest of those names. Also two 
Matlack graves,- "Timothy Matlack Died 4th of 8th Month 1845 Aged 55 years" 
end "Henneh Matlock Born July 21, 1783 Died July 25, 1866." 

4kmong the fanily names seen on the headstones in Flushing Friends’ 
Burial Ground ars Andrews, Bowne, Cock, Embree, Frenklin, Farrington, Hicks, 


' Jackson, Lawrence, Liggett, Matleck, Matlock, Pinkham, Smith, Townsend, 


Titus and Thurston. 

Only two or three blocks from the Meeting House is the old Bowne House 
which is older than the Meeting House by thirty odd years. It is located 
on Bowme Avenue at 37th Street, the prosent owners being two elderly sis- 
ters of the name of Persons, but neither of them is a momber of the Soci- 
ety of Friends, although they are descendants by upwards of seven genoer- 
ation from the builders end first owmers of the old homestead, Jolm end 
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Hennah Bowne. The Bowne House is a quaint old building with the date of 
erection, 1661, painted on ths end of the house next the street, evident- 
ly put there in recent years. A pretty gerden, kept in an old-fashioned 
sort of way, is in front, and the plein unornamented resr of the build- 
ing faces a smell street which leads to a blind terminus a half block a- 
wey. Near thet terminus, in a private garden, is a handsome weeping beech 
verging upon a century in age as it was planted in 1845. 
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Jericho is a Monthly Meeting of Westbury Quarter of New York Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends. It is located in Queens County (now 
Nassau) in the western part of Long Island, midway between the north end 
south shores of the island, east of Yestbury in Oyster Bay Township. The 
following note is quoted from Benjamin F. Thompson's "History of Long Is- 
lend", second edition, 1843, the original publication having been printed 
in 1839:- 

"Jericho, the Indien name of which is Lusum, is a pleasent village 
near the centre of the tow, upon the Jericho turnpike road, 27 miles 
from the city of New York. The soil on which the villsge is erected, was 
a part of the purchase made by Robert Williams in 1550, and was early set- 
tled by a number of substantial Quaker families, whose posterity still re- 
main hers. The dwellings number sbout 40, and the inhabitents 250, wha 
are supplied with abundence of the purest water from never failing 
springs, issuing from the base of an eminence near the village.......The 
Friends' meeting-house was built in 1689, rebuilt sbout 60 years since, 
and in which the celebrated Tlias Hicks, a resident here, occasionally 
officiated for many years." 

Another interesting article, published in "The Americen Historical 
Record" wes republished in the Friends’ Intelligencer, First Mo. 4, 1873. 
It is as follows:- ; 

"The origin of the society of Friends at Jericho, (enciently called 
Lusum or 'The Farms’) runs into the hidden past, far back of any extant 
records. Perhaps Ri. Daudney, a minister traveling east from Hempstead, 
in August, 1757, took Jericho on his way to Oysterbay, whence he embark- 
ed for Rhode Island. However thet may be, the first zeal of the new con- 
verts seems, in the course of time, to have cooled a little, for the Quar- 
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terly meeting, 30th of 10th mo., 1676, desired Friends of the Farms to ob- 
serve their Week-day meetings with dilligence as formerly ordered." 

"For over & century there was no public meeting-house, but Friends met 

in private houses. Mary, widow of Thomas and mother of Ri. Willets, as 
eerly as 1678, had opened her house for meetings end the entertainment of 
treveling preachers. Ye shall confine ourselves to giving extracts chiefly 
from the minutes of the Quarterly and Monthly meetings. 

"1683, 20th of 12th mo. Friends having something in their minds con- 
cerning the reeding of Friends papsers in meeting, that their children may 
thereby coma to the understending the order of Friends in their affairs 
end in their marriages, agreed that they may be read at the Farms at the 
12th month of every year. : 

"1690. 30th of 6th mo. A First<-day meeting was held at Jericho, every 
five weeks; but the Yeok-day meatings were kept alternately et Westbury end 
Jericho, Friends of both meetings joining in one. 

"Mery Willets, ‘a mother in Isreal’, snd Abigail her daughter-in-law, in 
' 1707, reported their sufferings for several years previous, as follows; 

"In 170-, the constable on a demand of 10s. for the priest that should 
be sent from England to Hempstead, by reason she could not pay it, took 105 
yards linen cloth worth 31s. 6d. On a like demand ha went into the chamber 
of her deughtar-in-law, and took 9¢ bushels of wheat worth 38s. The next 
year the constable came to their houses in their absence, and took for John 
Thomas, priest, what wheat he pleased; they never knew how much. Another 
time on a demand of. 21s. 6d. for building the priest's worship house at 
Hempstead, the constable went in her yard and took 5 wethers worth 50s., 
end took from her daughter-in-law on e demend of 12s. two pairs of new shoes 
and two pewter platters, worth 25s. Next year, on being denied money for the 
priest, the constable went into en inner room, got her keys, searched her 
chest and took money, she knew not what. Another year the collector demand- 
ed a tex-rete, and while she was telling (counting) the money, he pulled out 
of his pocket enother rate for the priest's worship-house, and took what he 
pleased for the same. 

"1712. 30th of 6th mo. The state of affeirs at Jericho and places there: 
away being inquired into, are reported generally well and the meeting duly 
kept up." 

"1713, 17th of 12th mo. Died Widow Mary Willets, aged nearly 85, an &n- 
cient worthysminister in the church of Christ. She received the blessed Trutl 
in her early days a bore testimony in meeting, sand continued feithful to 
the end of her days. 

"TTI 3 ees thon il mo. The Monthly meeting heretofore kept at Jericho 
is to be kapt. for the time to come at Westbury." 

"1757-8. llth mo. Wm Reckitt was et Jericho on First-day. "The Laine 
consisted of several hundreds of people who heard the Truth declered, with 
great attention." 

"1757. 2d of 9th mo. Died Abigail Willets in her 90th year, having 
seen her grend-deughter's grand-child. She lived a widow upwerds of 30 years, 
in good esteem, and with e sober and religious character amongst Friends, 
and died in good society with them, having for some time longed for her 
course to be finished." 

"During the Revolutionary war, Friends scrupled to bear arms, and suf- 
fered accordingly. Ye cite but one out of many; Zlias Hicks reports, oth 
of 4th mo., 1777, that a serjeant took from him a pair of shoes worth &s. 
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for e fine for his not appearing to stend on guard; and 28th of 8th mo., 
another serjeant took a pair of silver bucklss worth 18s., two pair of 
stockings worth 15s., and two handkerchiefs, worth 5s., for a fine for 
his not going at the time of an alarm. (Whaloboatmen from the Main often 
crossed the Sound in the darkness of night end plundered the inhabitants 
of the island. Hence guards patrolled the shores, and in case of an alarn, 
the peopl’ were warned out to pursue the robbers ere they reached their 
boats.) 3d of 12th mo. On a demand of 12s., towards paying some men hir- 
ed to repair the Forts near the west end of the islend, a lieutenant took 
from him a greet coat worth 26s. 1778. 6th mo., he was distrainad of a 
pair of stockings worth 5s., and a razor-case and two razors worth 4s., 
for refusing to pay towards hiring of men to work in the fortifications 
near Brooklyn ferry. 1779. 10th mo., he was distrained of two bags con- 
teining three bushels of wheat worth £3.10 for a demand on his wife. (he 
being from home) of £3 for his not assisting to build a fort at Brooklyn 
ferry." 

"1786. 29th of 3d mo. It is proposed to divide Westbury Preparative 
meeting and settle one at Jericho at the house of the two widow Seamans, 
they appearing free thereto." 

"1787. 2th of 11th mo. It is proposed to build a meeting-house at Jer- 
icho 42 by 34 feet end 21 feet posts." 

"The cost was £363. Stones £23.17.9." 

"1788. 24th of 9th mo. Friends' school stock is divided. The share of 
Jericho is £101.4.10, and half the school-house at Westbury." 

Jericho is inseparebly associated with the renowned Quaker minister, 
Hlias Hicks, the followers of whose doctrines became known as the Hicksite 
Branch of the Society of Friends. In a centenary memorial of the death of 
Wlias Hicks, D. Elton Trueblood wrote:- 

"On March 30, 1830, a blinding snow storm held Long Islend in ite grasp, 
but a lerge company braved the storm to ettend a meeting in the Friends' 
Meeting House at Jericho. The occasion was the funeral of a remarkeble men 
who died four days eerlier, only three weeks prior to his eighty~second 
birthdey. The man had been e fairly obscure fermer minister on Long Island 
until about seventy yeers of age, but the lest twelve yeers had been full 
of turmoil. The simple-minded, prophetic looking figure, had ended his ca- 
reer in the public eye, the center of a bitter struggle from which he was 
unable to disentengle himself. Loving peace, his name came to be connect- 
ed with strife, end striving to be true to the faith of his feathers, he 
came to be known as & heretic. In many ways, Elias Hicks is the most pic- 
turesque and dremetic figure that Americam Quakerism hes producedesecee. 
Whatever leter thinkers mey see in his teachings, it is clear that Hicks 
considered himself ea defender of ancient Quakerism ageinst unprincipled 
innovetors end dictators. To-day efter the passege of e century, his i- 
dees ere definitely out of dete, end retain only en historical or pic- 
turesque interest. His alleged heterodoxy hes largely cessed to be start- 
ling,. end the truths for which he contended most earnestly have come to be 
generally eccepted. It is only the men who remains, Though his doctrines 
ere now either commonplece or obsolete, the drematic story of his remerk- 
able carser is of perennial interest. Though the controversy, of which he 
wes more victim then instigator, has died down, the vivid personality 
still stends out in bold relief. In the words of his most distinguished ad- 
mirer, Welt “Whitman, we cen sey, .'And here, for. these purposes, and up to 
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the light that wes in him, the men Flies Hicks— es the man George Fox had 

done years before him-- lived long end died, faithful in life, end faith- 

fulvin: deeath.* 

| The locelity of Jericho Friends' Meeting, eat Jericho in Nasseu County, 

_ Long Islend, is imbued with speciel interest in the history of the Society 
of Friends. Its ccnnection with the ministry, membership end residence of 
Wlias Hicks, whose theories and teachings resulted in the so-called “Separ- 
ation of 1&27", lends en added*interost to the plece. His greve in the 
Buriel Ground is eest of the Meeting House in en apparently isoleted posi- 
tion from other marked greves in the cemetery. In this family row of greves 
of Elias Hicks's household there are a few markers with inscriptions fast 
becoming illegible by the passege of time. One is that of his wife, Jemima, 
but none in the row seems to have the neme of Elies Hicks, so possibly his 
greve mey be unmerked, unless the rude grey stone that protrudes from the 
surface of the soil neer the grave of his wife may mark his resting place. 
Such wes the impression mede upon the compiler of these notes when he vis- 
ited Jericho on # very cloudy day, October 9, 1938, in compeny with his neph- 
ew, Asa M. Smith of Moorestown, N. d. ; . 

' However, the following commmicetion from William H. Seemen’of Glen 
Cove, Long Islend, received very shortly after the visit, proves that the 
compiler was in error in reference to the grave of Flies Hickss- 

"Nove 13, 1938. At Jericho. The building on the left, as entering the 
Meeting house grounds (and on the opposite the former one room school house) 
was e horse shed. There was also @ much longer horse shed to the North East 
of this building, at the North Fast corner of the Meeting property—= with 
the back of the shed running elcng on the South line of the highwey. This 
shed was torn down severel years ago. Both sheds had the opening or faced 
South, towards the Meeting house end buriel grounds. To the best of my memo- 
ry the School house was given up in about 1874 or 75. The Meeting house build- 
ing faces South. On the Hast Side of the Meeting house and about 60 feet or 
so from the building is a small sign or marker pointing 'to the grave of Eli- 
as Hicks' The grave is in a row of 5 greves—- probably about 100 feet far- 
ther to the Bast of the sign or marker. This row of graves are the most 
northerly (toward the highwey which runs East and West, to give thee the 
points of the compass). The first greve is that of Jomima, his wife. The sec- 
ond is that of Elias Hicks. The third greve is that of Sarah Hicks Seeman, 
their youngest«deughter, who was my grandmother Seaman. The next two graves 
being, I think, Aldriches— Elias Hicks' son-in-law end daughter. The merk< 

ings on these grevestones are not very plain— but readable. My sister and 
brothers are expecting to heve the stones remarked." 

The cemetery et Jericho Meeting House occupies a rolling surface of 

ground and shows numerous marked graves, all in such neat and c@reful order | 
as results from attentive hends. There, emong others, are to be seen the fan- 
ily nemes of Amott, Carll, Duryea, Hunt, Hicks, Hubbs, Jackson, Kirby, Ketch- 
um, Marshall, Robbins, Underhill and Willis. 

The Meeting House, a short distance outside the village of Jericho, 4 
two-story building shingled to the ground, wes built in 1767, end Elias Hicks 
weg instrumental in its erection. By reeson of its extreme plainness, its 
shutterless windows, (except et the rear), the north side toward the road, 

— on thet side the windows are provided with blinds— and the unpéinted ex- 
terior, the building gives evidence of its age. But it is in good condition, 
end @ slightly modern air has been given to it by the addition of @ porter- 
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cochere to the nerrow porch on the south front facing the greveyerd. There 
are two doors et the front and one in the western end. On the front or 
south side there are eight windows, four being in the second story; at 
eech end, eest and west, there ere two more windows, one directly over the 
other; but at the back of the house there are but four windows, 811 on the 
first floor, none in the second story. 

The Meeting House et Jericho sets a little distence back from the 
gete entrence by the roadside. Just within and to the right of the gateway 
is a little freme building, formerly the school-house in which the Friends' 
School belonging to the Meeting was kept. But that institution hes been 
discontinued end the little house in 1938 is the dwelling of the care-tek- 
er of the Meeting House. To the left of the getewey is another small 
building, rather barn-like in general cheracter, thet beers some evidence of 
heving once served in the capacity of stables and wagon-sheds sometime dure 
ing its eerlier history. It is also a shinglod building. 
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Jerusalem Friends' Meeting on Long Islend is not considered an old 
Meeting since it was not established till possibly in the early part of the 
Nineteenth Century, yet, as a name in Quaker Meeting history, it dates back- 
werd to colonial times when the Queker religion was taking a strong hold on 
the settlers in«spite of New Englend persecution end the Dutch efforts to 
suppress the new religion in New York. It is really a very old Meeting and 
was mentioned very early, at least as serly as 1698, when Thomas Chalkley 
made his first vivit to Long Islend, for, quoting from Nethseniel S. Prime's 
"History of Long Islend," 1845,— "Thomas Chelkley, another preacher of this 
sect, who spent more then forty years in elternately preaching and trading 
to the West Indies, in his first visit to Long Island in 1698, mentions 
holding 'lerge meetings’ at Westbury, Bethpage, Jerusalem and Matinecock, 
all of which are within this tow or its immediate vicinity. And in all 
these places as well as several others, meeting houses exist to the present 
day ° 4 

Thomes Chalkley mede several visits to Long Island, and during & relig- 
ious tour mede in 1725, he recorded in his Journal:- "On second dey we all 
got well over the ferry to Long Island, parting with our friends at the 
ferry in much love end good-will. Joseph Latham having been my fellow trav- 
eller on the main, I went to his house, end ott thence to Westbury, to @ 
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large meeting, and next to Bethpage, and had a meeting there, and in the 
evening, eccompanied by Ssmuel Bowne, and Joseph Latham, TI went to Jeru- 
Salem, and had a large end satisfactory meeting; many of the people of 

tha town, who wers there, ceme the next day to our meeting et hempsteed, 
which was large; ths great Lord of all, was good to us that day, which, 

IT hope, meny thet were there will not forget; and sone convincement was 
wrought on some, that wera of account in the world, at these last mention- 


‘ed meetings, particularly one who lived at Jerusalem, with tenderness of 


spirit, with all those who love and fear him, end believe in his Son, to 
the end." . 

Jerusalem Meeting existed to recent days, and was & Properative Meet- 
ing belonging to Jericho Monthly Meeting in NYestbury Quarter of New York 
Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. Though ‘discontinued as a regu- 
lar meoting, it stiil, until very recent years, holds one meeting annual- 
ly. 

In 1843, Benjemin F. Thompson, in his "History of Long Island", re- 
corded of Jerusalem the following:- "Jerusalem is a pretty collection of 
houses, upon the eastern limits of the town (Hempstead), at the head of 
Jerusalem River, the soil of which was first purchased fron the Indians 
by Capt. John Seaman and his sons, in the year 1666, for which they soon 
efter procured a patent of confirmation fron Governor Nicoll. The deed 
was executed by the chiefs of the Meroke and Massapeague tribes. This sit- 
uation of the village is pleasant, snd contains about one hundred inhabit- 
ants, the majority of whom are farmers. A friends meeting-houss was built 
here in 1827, a large proportion of the people being of that denomination. 
There are besides, several mills and manufacturies in the immediate neigh- 
borhood." 

Published a little later, 1845, Natheniesl S. Prime's "History of Long 
Island" makes a brief reference to the same locelity:-"Jarusalem is a small 
settlement in the southeastern part of the town (Hempstead) north of New- 


bridge, extending along a brook or stream bearing the same nama, which af- 


fords a nunber of mill seats. The principal part of the population are of 
the denomination of Friends, and they have a meeting house erected in 
1827.6" 

Jerusalem Meeting House has mention in Agrom M. Powell's reminiscences 
of his owm experience in antislavery work before the War of the Rebellion. 
He wrote:- "We next visited Jerusalem, where then resided Arden Seaman, a 
well known, liberal minister smong Friends. At Jerusalem, as at Jericho, 
there was the adverse Monthly Meeting rule against using the Friends’ Meet- 
ing House for anti-slavery meetings, but Friend Seaman, who was of rather 
heroic mould, decided that, Andrew Jackson like, he would ‘take the respon- 
sibility,’ end open the meeting house for our meeting. A few Friends and 
others came and we had a very good meeting.” 

On the occasion of one of his visitations to the New York Yearly Meet- 
ing, Semuel M. Jenney, the historian, of Goose Creek Monthly Meeting in 
Loudoun County, Virginia, mention, in his Journal, a visit to Jerusalem 
Meeting in 1868, sayings- "1868. Sixth Month 2nd.-—— Attended meetings at 
Bethpage and Jerusalem. The former smell, the latter better attended amd 
more lively. Subject of discourse, The Mission of Christ." 

Sarah Hunt, another ministering Friend, eerly of Saratoga County, N.Y-e, 
later living in Shrewsbury, N.J.,) and then at Moorsetowm in the same stata, 
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in Eighth Mo. 1852, visited Jerusalem Meeting, subsequent to ettending 


Westbury Querterly Meeting. She wrote in her Journel:- "Seventh-dey we 
were at Bethpege in the forenoon. A good meeting; the feeling of life and 
love prevailed, snd solemnized us together. In the afternoon we wore at Je- 


_ruselem. Here the seed is under oppression for some cause, life low, hard 


labor, and no victory. Left them sed end sorrowful." 

From the “Annals of Hempstead 1643-1832 and also The Rise and Growth 
of the Society of Friends on Long Island end in New York 1657-1826," by 
Henry Onderdonk Jr., the following interesting information is obtained:- | 
"At Jeruselem meetings were b6erly held et private houses, but of this there 
is no minute. In 1697, it was agreed that meetings should be kept every 
five weeks on First Days. In 1699 Roger Gill and Thomas Story had a meeting, 
peaceable and pretty large at Benjamin Seeman's. 1725 Thomas Chalkley went 
in the evening to Jerusalem and had a large satisfactory meoting. ‘One de- 


sired my remembrance whom I prayed God to preserve to the end.' In 1786 K. 


Kirk lodged at Fry Willis, Jericho, end all went thence to a meeting at Je- 
rusaslem, mostly composed of otner Societies. In 1791 it was discontinued. In 


: 1826 Thomas Shillitoe had a meeting in the afternoon in a private house, it 


being a newly settled meeting. In 1827 the Jericho Monthly Meeting proposad 
building @ meeting house at Jerusalem 34 by 28ft. and 14 posts at a cost of 
a 

$965." 


A communication dated July 12, 1938, from Jesss Merritt of Farningdale, 


; Long Island, states:- "Jeruseélem (Meeting House) is at Wentegh, L.I., about 


five miles from Bethpage.......Jerusalem is not an old meeting, but Mary 
Powell Bunker (nee Seeman) was a well known member— also Whitehead Hicks, 
a brother-in-lew, I think, of Rachel S. Hicks. It is of course, an old com- 
munity." 
On October 9, 1938, it was the good fortune of the compiler of these 
"Historical Sketches" to visit the locality of the Jerusalem Friends' Meet- 
ing in the Incorporated Tow of Jerusalem on the southern side of Long Is- 
land, southward from Bethpage and Jericho. The Meeting House, unpainted and 


‘looking old,even antique, stands on the right of the Wentagh Avenue above 


its intersection with the highway called Jerusalem Avenue, some little dis- 
tance north of the town of Wantagh. It is a freme structure a story and a 
half high, with shutterless windows, two doors at the front slightly pro- 
tected by @ narrow porch with steps at each end. A curious door at the 
southeast corner*of the second floor of the House opens to no communication 


_with the ground on the extsarior of the building. The grounds about the Meet- 


ing House are of ample dimensions, extending eastward to a large Burial 
Ground where the Quakers of former days and their descendants of to-day 
have interred their dead. There are a few stones marking the graves of the 
Fleet, Jackson, Post, Seamen end other families. Many of the headstones are 
much taller and larger than Friends generally allow, and the cematery plain- 
ly indicates lack of attention and cere. One stone records "In Memory of 
Gilbert Seaman Co. G. 139 Regt. N.Y. Vols. Died Oct. 5th 1901 Aged 63 years." 
A letter dated 'Yentagh, N.Y., Nov. 16, 1938," from Gertrude S. Jack- 
son, provides soma interasting notes concerning Jerusalem Meeting and its 
Meeting House:- "I have been trying to get information as to the purpose 
of the narrow door in the southeasterly corner of the maeting house. I had 
hoped to find some one who could speak with actual knowledge as to its use 
but to date have been unable to do so. If you had been able to open the 
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/ door you would have found several steps which lead to the second floor. 
The people to whom I have spoken about it think that it was placed there 
so that the second floor’ could be used for storage purposes. After Mrs. 
Herold Kropp and myself undertook the task of restoring the meeting 
house and grounds, which was about 15 years ago, appointed meetings were 
held there once each yeer but for the last threa years none have been 
held as no speskers seemed to be available." 
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In Bergen County, New Jersey, there is a group of Friends under the 
jurisdiction of New York Yeerly Meeting, Orthodox branch, who, being incon- 
veniently distanced from the city places of meeting, are indulged with the 
privilege of having gatherings smong themselves in their private residences. 
This Meeting takes its name from the locality in which it most frequently 
convenes and is called the Leonia Meeting, which, during the few years of 
its existence, has met at the homes of the following Friends:- 

1. Christine Kunz, 246 Slocum Way, Fort Lee, NJ. 
2- Harold and Amelia Gemmon, 131 Linwood St., Bogota, N. oe, 
‘3. Emma Orvis, 189 Stanley Plece, Hackensack, N.J. 
4. Welter Bowerman, 199 Glenwood Avenus, Leonia, N.J. 
5. A. S. Cole, 25 West Central Boulevard, Palisaides Park, N.J. 
6. @lizabeth Bentz, 171 Lekeview Avenue, Leonia, N.J. 

Members of both brenches of Friends attend these mestings. The in- 
tense religious earnestness of purpose of the Leonia group is well manifest- 
ed in the following outline history of the Meeting written by Hlizabeth Bentz, 
one of its active and interested memberss- 

"7e11 over twenty years azo, en interested member of the Twentieth 
Street Meeting, New York, built a cosy residence on perheps the most beauti- 
fulpoint of land along the Peliseides, with a magnificent and unobstructed 
view of the Hudson River end the western shore of upper Menhatten. From the 
first, the lady, Christine Kunz by name, frequently invited groups of Friends 
to her homa. T do not know thet there were many definitely religious meet- 
ings there during those years. Christine Kunz seemed mostly desirous of mak- 
ing her house a Friendly centre. She did not, however, restrict her kindly 
hospitality to members of our Society. Numbers of business women in need of 
rest found it in that quiet place where she received them for a few days or 
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weeks as the case might be, until they were able to go back with well nour- 
ished bodies end stout hearts to take up their work which had before threet- 
ened to drive then down to untimely greves. Thus it was that Christine 
Kunz's dwelling ceme to be a place well known and well beloved, and, as it 
were, the Friendly headquerters for this section. 

"There came a time when the Evangelistic Committee of Twentieth Street 
felt a concern that the Friends who were moving from the city to outlying 
districts, and who found it difficult to go into New York on First Deys, in 
eddition to the necessary daily business trips through the week, should havo 
local meetings for worship, efter the menner of our Society. Accordingly sev- 
erel of these were formed. And eerly in 1926 three members of the New York 
Evengelistic Committee,- Henry Richardson, Devid Tatum, and Joseph Hazeltine-- 
called at the house of John and Nlizébeth Bontz in Leonia, to propose the be- 
ginning of such a gethering in this district. 

“Although there are very few Friends here, it was decided, efter a sea- 
son of deliberation and prayer, to issue invitations to a meeting to be held 
soon theresfter. Heavy snow drifts, which mede our short street elmost inac- 
cessible to eutomoblies; delayed this until Fourth Month, when on e pleasant 
First Dey efternoon a small but reverent compeny convened in the quiet lit- 
tle studio of John Bentz. It was a solem time of deep rejoicing that a 
Friends' Meeting wes esteblished. After the hour for worship, some other 
Friends expressed a desire thet we come to them in leter months. Christine 
Kunz's home would heve been the logicel plece for all our meetings. But be- 
ceuse it wes considerebly back from the main line of travel it wes at certain 
times of the yeer too inconvenient. Therefore we egreed to go to her when 
the season was suiteble, end to gether et other homes during the rest of the 
yeer. “Ye have met with her, end with Harold end Amelie Gammon of Bogota, Wel- 
ter Bowermen of Leonie,.A.S. Cole of Palisades Ferk, end our beloved friend, 
Emme Orvis, of Heckensack, who, since early in First Month of 1930 has been 
‘sbsent from the body but present with the Lord.' (2 Corinthiens 5:8) How 
we do miss her! Another loss has come to us. The alweys welcoming little 
house which nestled so cogily in a tiny gerden becked by grend old forest 
trees on the summit of the Pelisedes, has had to go, in order to méke space 
for the epproech to the new bridge. But its memory will elweys be cherished 
by our members. And eas for Bmma Orvis end the other departed Friends whose 
shining faces we used to see in the desr old Meeting House et Twentieth 
Street, they always seem very near to us in our quiet hours. 

"We have no prearrenged program, but, like the eerly Friends, we com- 
mit the meeting hour into the speciel keeping of the Holy Spirit, end we 
trust Him to direct it ell. The generel unity of the messeges with each oth- 
er end with the holy Book of God, indicates that He does guide. To ona who 
loves the true Friendly worship, it is e joy to wetch His thought for'the 
meeting unfold, es cone after enother (heving no previous conference in the 
watter) gives e testimony, a prayer, or ea Scripture portion, through which 
pleinly gleems the golden threed of the generel theme which hed before been 
unannounced and unplenned by eny humen agency. We prey thet we shall ever 
be so completely under His control, both individually and collectively, thet 
our meeting shail be wholly as pleases Him. Beceuse there are so few Friends 
in this vicinity, end beceuse in severel of our homes there ere small child- 
ren or sick folk, our compeny is usually smell. But we have hed numerous ex- 
pressions of thankfulness from those to whom the simple service has been en 
uplift and en aid toward the life thet is hid with Christ in God. (Colossi- 
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ens 3:3). Trusting entirely in the merits of His finished work for us (Jéhn 
19:20), end redeemed by His precious blood (Peter 1: 18 end 19), we go on, © 
step by step, with our eyes unto Him, 9s we look for the fulfillment of 

His promise thet His light shell shine upon us more and more, unto the Per- 
fect Dey. (Proverbs 4:18.)" ; 

Since its orgenization, Leonia Friends' Meeting hes held its gether- 
ings in the private houses of severel of its members, but, at the present 
time, 1931, chiefly in the studio, on the second floor of the home of the 
artist, John Bentz, No. 171 Lekeside Avenue, Leonie. The residence of John 
Bentz is 8 pretty cottage in the open sunlight with a thin grove of trees 
at the back, through which the weters of Crystel Lake show with much rural 
beauty, deep in the valley below. There is a true cherm about the place, 
and so there is, in e different way, in the dwelling of Yelter Bowerman, al- 
so in Leonia, on the hillside, No. 199, Glenwood Avenue. 

‘Another of the pleces where Leonie Meeting has held sessions, is in Bo- 
gote, a couple of miles or so from Leonia. This is the residence of Herold 
Gemmon, a plessent freme dwelling et a street corner on Linwood Avonue. In 
Heckenseck, of which Bogots is practically a suburb, the home of Emma Orvis 
wes sometimes used for: the meeting. It is in e quiet part of the city, No. 
189 Stenley Plece. 

To e treveler searching for these pleces, they are all easily reached 
fron the trolley running between 125th Street Ferry on the Hudson River and 
Heckenseck. ‘ ! 

Leonie Friends' Meeting, in 1931, convenes once a month and has over 
thirty members in usuel attendence. By reason of the invelid condition of 
frs. John Bentz, who is unable to leave her home, the meetings convene at 
171 Lekeview Avenue, Leonia, especielly for her particuler eccommodation. 

“NOTE. -J. Bernerd Yalton, Generel Secretary of Friends' General Con- 
ference, Fifteenth end Rece Streets, Philedelphia, who keeps in touch with 
the various Friendly Groups in and about New York and other American Yeer- 
ly Meetings, wrote, April 18, 1934:- "The record I have kept about the 
Meeting in Leonie, N.J. says thet they met regulerly but not every week, at 
the homes of members until sometime in 1932. The Meeting wes not held the 
winter of 1932-33." 
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Menhesset Friends’ Meeting is a Preperative Meeting belonging to Westbury 
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Vonthly Meeting in Westbury Querter of New York Yearly Meeting of the So- 
ciety of Friends. Consulting Benjemin F. Thompson's "History of Long Is- 
lend," 1643, we find e brief reference to this Meeting wherein it is stat- 
ed:- "The Friends' meeting house et Menhasset, wes first erected in 1720, 
on land given by Joseph Lethem for that purpose, and was rebuilt in 1610." 

Menhesset is located et the head of Cow Bey, an inlet of Long Island 
Sound between Cow Neck end Great Neck in North Hempstesd, northeest of Ja- 
maica in Queen's County. The name is derived from en Indien tribe, of which 
Thompson, above quoted, wrote:- "Menhasset Tribe (of Indiens) possessed 
Shelter Island, end probably Hog Islend. This tribe, elthough confined to 
about 10,000 ecres, could, ses tredition effirms, bring into the field at 
one time more then 500 fighting men. The sachem of this tribe wes a brother 
of Yyendence, the sechem of Monteuk." 

Nathsniel S. Prime, 1845, in his "History of Long Island", also al- 
ludes to Menhasset in these words:- "Menhesset is s name of modern appli- 
cation, to a smell village lying on the heed of Cow Bey, 2 miles north of 
Success Pond, and 3 miles west of the heed of the harbour. The name is 
one to be justly edmired, being of aboriginal origin, though topographical- 
ly misepplied. The seat of the Menhesset Indiens, it will be recollected, 
wes Shelter Islend, and to them the name properly belonged. But while the 
good people of Suffolk are fond of rejecting their aboriginal names, it is 
gretifying to find the inhabitants of other counties disposed to rescue 
them from oblivion. Although there ere r few elegant mansions in this vic- 
inity, the principal pert of the village consists of smsll tenements, un- 
distinguished either for beauty of situetion or symmetry of forn. A 
Friends meeting-house wes erected here in 1720, end wes rebuilt in 1810," 

Anne '. Lepham of "Homewood", Port Weshington, Long Island, on Nov. 
4, 1931,-seid of Menhasset:- "The Menhasset Meeting or Cow Neck Meeting, 
es it wes then celled, was first held in 1702 when Thomas Story visited 
the place. The first meeting wes held et Great. Neck at the home of Wil- 
lien Mott,.a young man convinced by the ministry of Thomas Thompson. In 
1703 Semel Bown held a Meeting on Cow Neck (now Menhasset) and in 1719 
the Meeting House was built in the yard where the present Meeting House 
stends. This house was used by the soldiers in 1782-~ in 1783 it was a- 
gain used as e Guard-house and somewhat damaged. In 1812 the present 
house was built and has been in use ever since. We have now about 30 men- 
bers, @ First-day School of 15 (few of them Friends) meets at 10 o'clock 
end the Meeting for worship every First-day at 11 A.M." 

The Manhasset Meeting House, stending at the back of its surround- 
ing yard and Burial Ground, is deeply shaded and made cool during the sum- 
mer deys by its grove of trees. Some of the individuel specimens in the 
grove are undoubtedly marked by time as old monarchs of centuries now 
passed awey. In. especial one hendsome old tree is an immense sturdy oak, 
boasting severel centuries to its age. It towers above the others and 
stretches its crooked brenches like great arms conferring a blessing em 
anating from the dim deys of the past ages uvon the descendents of~those 
pioneer Quekere who knew Menhasset when this tree wes in its sapling 
deys. This tree stends in front end directly south of the old building, 
for the Meeting House was erected on the early custom of "facing the 
south." 

There is a short row of wegon-sheds in the northwest corner of the 
Meeting House grounds, little used in the modern days of tho automobile, 
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while the Friends' Burial Ground occupies 611 the eastern half.of the prem- 
ises. Only here and there, during the summer days, does the sun have a 
chance to cast his reys upon the graves of the dead. On the day of the com- 
piler's visit to Menhasset, there was a small section of the northeast cor- 
ner of the cemetery where there was sunshine on the graves, while further 
to the southwerd, in a smell hedge-encircled lot of the Udell family, just 
a gleam of sunlight forced its way through the tree branches to the marble 
‘markers within the enclosure. Femily names seen on the headstones in this 
little cometery:include Dock, Dodge, Downing, Goff, Haydock, Hicks, John-— 
son, Leek, Mitchell, Mott, Rogers, Udall, and Willets. 

The entire premises, or Meeting House grounds, are enclosed by e fine 
heavy, plein roughcest wall, quite high end peinfully minus of eny attempt 
et ordinary adornment in wall architecture. However, within the grounds, in 
the fer northeast angle, nature hes partly covered the smooth plain wall 

- with vines quite artistically. The single entrance gate to the Meeting 
House is et the sidewalk by the Northern Boulevard. From it the short lane 
leeds to the House at the back end to the wagon-sheds.to the left. 

A visit was eccomplished to the Menhasset Meeting locelity on October 
9th, 1938, when the compiler of these records was taken there by Asa M. 
Smith of Moorestown, New Jersey. 
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Metinecock is e Particular Meeting belonging to Westbury Monthly Meet- 
ing in Yestbury Quarter of New York Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. 
The Meeting House erected in 1725, is located et Matinecock Point, near Glen 
Cove end Locust Velley, westward from Oyster Bey in Queen's County (now Nas- 
sau), Long Islend. Neer the old Meeting House is the well~known Friends' &A- 
cedemy founded by Gideon Frost in 1876, “for the purpose of giving to child- 
ren of Friends end others ean opportunity to gain e thorough education in con- 
nection with s guerded moral training." Further quoting from the school bul- 
Letin-ofel930=193h.= 

"The school is situated in the country neer Friends' Matinecock Meeting 
House, about one-half mile from Locust Valley, a station thirty miles east of 
New York, on the Oyster Bey brench of the Long Islend Reilroad. It is conven- 
jently reeched from New York City by wey of the Pennsylvenia Stetion; or fron 
Brooklyn by way of Flatbush. The mein building is a commodious brick struct- 
ure conteining the school rooms end dormitories. It is heeted by steam and 
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lighted by electricity. The dormitories are arranged for two in a room 
with single beds. The danger from fire is raduced to a minimum by exter- 
ior iron fire escepes on thresa sides of the building, in addition to four 
interior stairways. There are no furnaces in the main building, heating 
being supplied from e centrel heating plsnt outside. Both wings of the 
building sre also supplied with hose and Columbia fire extinguishers. A- 
mong the other buildings ere a modern brick fireproof leundry, a lower 
school annex, Gymnasium (erected. in 1922), the senior house (purchased 
in 1924), the junior house (erected in 1926), end the Principal's house." 

"All pupils and teachers who remain at the school during First-day 
attend Friends' Meeting, at eleven o'clock. All students are members of 
the First-day School, which holds its sessions in the school building 
eech First-day morning.....--.The use of tobacco in any form is not toler- 
ated in the school." 

The name of this Friends' Meeting, Matinecock, is of Indisn origin. 
Quoting from Thompson's "History of Long Island", 1839:-- "The Matine- 
cock Tribe claimed jurisdiction of the lands east of Newtowm as far as the 
west line of Smithtown, snd probably to the west side of Nesaquake River. 
This was @ numerous tribe, end had several large settlements at Flushing, 
Glen Cove, Cold Spring, Huntingdon, end Cow Herbor; end they possessed, 
from their local edventages, the means of subsistence very abundently." 

In his "Quekers in the Americen Colonies" Rufus M. Jones cites the 
following “cése" as en illustration of one type of "business" conducted 
by the early Friends et Metinecock:— "The 8th of ye 1lOth mo. 1676: at 
& men end women Meeting in ye house of Matthew. Prior eat. Killingworth, (let- 
er called Metinecock) it was egreed on in ye Meeting thet such as could 
find anything upon them shall go vwnto Dorety fferington of fflushing end 
speeke unto her in love end in ye meekness to know whether she will owne’ 
judgment for her welking end ecting contrery unto ye truth in teking a 
husbend of ye world end not in unity with Friends." 

Matinecock Meeting is of very early organizetion. John Cox Jr.,y in 
his recent book, "Quekerism in New York City", 1930, states:— "“Burnyeat 
was’ et the Half-Yeerly Meeting at Oyster Bey, the 23rd of 3rd Month (Mey) 
1671, end et that Meeting the esrliest minute in America wes written in 
the book he hed brought, as follows; 'at & mens meet ye 23d day of 3d 
month: 1671. It was egreed’ yt ye first deyes mectings be one dey et oys- 
terbey end another dey et Matinecock: to begin at or ebout the first houres 
in ye afternoons It (was) ell So sgeeded (egreed) ther Shall bee a meeting 
keept at the wood edege (Westbury) the 25th of the 4th month and Soe ever 
(y) 5th first Dey of the weeke.' From that date to the present there are 
feirly continuous records, the Monthly Meeting being regulerly held since 
16€2. This book, conteining the sarliest minute, end used for Monthly, 
Querterly end Yeerly Meeting minutes (the letter esteblished 1696) until 
1703, ley forgotten in the gerret of the Bowne house et Flushing until e- 
bout sixty years apo." 

Matinecock Friends' Meeting celebrated its 200th snniversery Ninth 
Mo. 20, 1925, and in the historical paper prepared by Frenklin A. Coles of 
Glen Cove, L. Id., many valuable end intensely interesting statistics were 
divulged. Among them are the following:— a 

"Before the building of special Meeting Houses, meetings, if very large, 4 
were held out of doors, otherwise in private dwelling houses. The early 
Friends of Oyster Bey end Metinecock apparently worshiped together for in 
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1671 it wes egreed that First Dey Meetings be held ‘one day et Oyster Bey 


and enother et Matinecock, to begin ebout the first hour'.....The first Meet- 
ing House erected in the Province wes et Oyster Bey— in 1672—-: the year of 
the visitation of George Fox." 

"Shortly efter the visit of Thomas Chalkley, end on the 3lst of first 
Month, 1725, thet is, March lst, 1725, the matter of building e Meeting 


House ét or nesr Matinecock wes epproved, and Thomas Pearsall end Semuel Un- 
~derhill were appointed a committee to receive money which wes to be subscrib- 


ed for thet purpose." 

"hen the house wes built these grounds were well woodeu with century- 
old oaks, some of which are still stending. A bolt of lightning & quarter of 
e century ago destroyed one of the finest which stood et the southesst corn- 
er by the roedside and marked en engle in School District No. 5 of the Town 
of Oyster Bay— now the City of Glon Cove. The sycamoras on the grounds were 
plented by Samuél Thorne nearly or quite a century ago. Although the provis- 
ion for the plenting of locusts was mede in the deed by Deniel Cock to the 


second parcel of lend, none seem to have been planted. A former days @ road- 


way commonly used by the public led across the grounds from the entrence to 
the west end of the crook or elbow in the road leading to the present Locust 
Velley, but it wes closed in the memory of our oldest members, end since the 
advent of the automobile, a roadwey which entered the grounds from the south- 
eest corner has been abendoned. Elias Hicks, very naturelly, often addressed 
meétings in this house, end his sermons met a sympethetic response in the 
minds of his audience, for no division was made here as in meny other mest- 
ings in thet unwise Separetion of Eighteen hundred twenty-eight." 

Midwey on the wide peninsula between Glen Cove on the west ond Oyster 
Bey on the east, all on the northern side of Long Islsend, reached by a pret- 
ty winding country roed northwerd from a little hamlet celled Muttontown on 
the North Hempstead Turnpike, this lest nemed thoroughfere being a continu- 
etion of the modern Northern Boulevard leading eastward from Flushing, is the 


-Metinecock Meeting House of the Society of Friends with the flourishing Lo- 


cust Velley Friends' Seminary close beside end south of it on the opposite 
side of the road. The Meeting House is beautifully situeted on ground well 
elevated above the winding roads thet pass it, one leading northward to Lo- 
cust Valley, the other due. west toward the large city of Glen Cove. These 
roads intersect and otherwise divide in front of the Friends' house of wor~ 
ship. ss 

This plain Metinecock Meeting House, shingle-covered to the ground, 
built. in 1725, is an entique structure, quite quaint within, faces the south, 
holding thereby to the traditional early custom of Friends in their construct: 
ion of Meeting Houses, but looks a little modern externally by reeson of the 


“long porch at the front, evidently added in more recent years. It commends 


most attractive views through and under the tree brenches scross the exten- 
sive lewn et the front end to the eastward, where, on the further side of 
the Locust Velley Road, is the large Burial Ground. 

The cetetery is on ground rising from the level of the passing high- 
way upward to the esstern side and northern extremity, with many fine tress, 
some showing indicetions of considerable age, hugging close to the roadside 
at the foot of the slope, and likewise scattered ebout the enclosure to the 
south. There are numerous merble merkers to the graves at Matinecock, andy, 
though not elaborate in general. appesrence, they ere, in many instances, ra- 
ther beyond the prescribed limits permitted by the regulations of the Dis- 
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cipline of the Society of Friends. Among the family names to be seen on 
the heedstones are Cock, Coles, Irving, Jones, Kirk, Powell, Prior, String- 
hem, Titus, Thorne, Underhill, Velentine and Willets. 

At the time of the visit of the compiler of these historicel notes 
to the Matinecock locelity on October 9th, 1938, there yet remained scet- 
tered over the surface of the ground in the graveyard, a considersble a- 
mount of broken branches, wrenched, during the September gales, from. the 
handsome trees, the lerge old o#ks, growing in the enclosure and round a- 
bout it. The September wind-storm did e# great deel of damage, producing 
much devastation on the northern side of Long Island.

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Newtown, in the western part of Long Island, wes, in early colonial 
days, a Friendly commmnity, hed its Meeting House and kept up a Meeting for 
more than a century. After its meetings were discontinued, the Meeting 
House was converted into a dwelling and ultimately was destroyed by fire in 
1844. So long ego has the Newtown Meeting been discontinued that details of 
its history have elmost drifted into tradition end supposition. A consulta- 
~tion of the Minute Books of the maetings of Westbury Quarter might uncover 
much of its authentic history, but the compiler of these notes has had no 
opportunity to examine any such records. In ths “History of Long Island" 
by Natheniel S$. Prime, 1845, the authsr gives a brief but interasting ac- 
count of this Meeting, locating it at the village of ee 

"Maspeth is a snall settlenent near Newtown Craek, on tha southwest 
line of the town. Hers wes the country-seat of. the jake Dewitt Clinton, one 
of the first statesnen end groatast benefactors of the state. Hers, also, 
is the seat of the Hon. Gerrit Furmen, who has one of tho finest privates 
mineralogical cabinats in the country. The only public edifice is an an- 
cient Friends' meeting-house, which is now very much in decey, and is sel- 
dom used, ag very few of that denomination ers to be found in this vicini- 
ty. It is supposed to be about 100 yeers old, but there is some reason to 
believe that it is even more ancient. Thomas Chalkley mentions, in his trav- 
els, 'a general meeting of Friends held at Newtown' in 1724, and as this is 
the only meeting-house of that people in the town (Newtom), it is probable 
thet the meeting was hers; and, in 411 probability, this house had been pre- 
viously erected." 
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Of the meeting referred to in the preceding paragraph, the following 
extract from the Journal of Thomas Chelkloy, gives the Queker minister's 
own account of the occasion:- "From Huntingdon I went to the general meot- 

-ing of friends held at Newtown, which was so large that the meeting-house 
could not contain the people, and the weathsr being extrene hot, the peo- 
ple without doors were some of them uneasy, and went to end fro; but those 
that were in the house, and-so naar thet they could hear, were very atten- 
tive, and as far as I could learn, generally satisfied." 

John Cox Jr., in 1930, wrote of Newtown Friends’ Meeting, seying:- 

"A meeting=-house was built at Newtown in 1722, meetings having been held 
thers from 1682 or earlier, in private houses. This was sold, and a second 
mesting-houss, more convenient for the members, was built in 1760, on the 
corner of Fresh Pond Road (now Clermont Avenue) end Maspeth Avenue, in what 
is now Maspeth, Queens’ County (then known as the Kills) and meetings were 
occasionally held hsre as late as 1840. The Newtown house, afterwerds used 
for a dwelling, was burned in 1844. The Maspetn house wes struck by light- 
ning and burned at an unascertained date." 

By Cox's account it is learned there wers two Meeting Houses at different 
places in the town of Newtown (on Long Island the counties are divided into 
"towns" corresponding to "Townships" in some other statas of the Union; &s 
for instance in Pennsylvenia and New Jersey), and that possibly Primes :mey’- 

have confused the one built at Maspeth, built in 1760, with the other built 
in 1722, for the older one was burnt the year before his history was pub- 
lished. 

Further, by examination of old Quaker records, John Cox Jr. discloses 
some quaint items of entiquarian worth and interest, which make sone men- 
tion of Newtown:- "Monthly meetings probably did not at first keep minutes 
of their proceedings. In 1682 it was reported to the Quarterly Meeting that 
‘ffriends of ye monthly meeting of New yorke and Grsvesond doe agree yt ye 
monthly meating is to be kept at york two months following & ye 3d at Graves 
end the first Meeting att Graves end to be on ye first fourth day in ye 6th 
mo-& sos sucksesifly.' 

"At a Quarterly Meeting at Gravesend, 28th.of 4th month, 1684, ‘further 
it is egreed by friends at this Meeting yt yorke, Graves end fflushing & 
Westchaster yt Kills and Newtowm being Joined in one monthly meeting & to be- 
gin yé last_ fifth day in ye mo & to begin at New yorke ye last Sth day in Ek 
fifth month.' 

"In time the Monthly Meeting was regularly held at Flushing, Newt oer 
and New York only. The present Flushing Monthly Meeting is of later date, 
probebly beginning at the time when our Meeting took the namo of New York 
Monthly Meeting." 

There appears to be some actual remains of Newtown Meeting left in the 
town, for the old Burial Ground yet exists at Middle Village. Peter Ross in 
his "History of Long Island", published in 1903, mentions it. He briefly 

states:- "The largest of these cemeteriss is Calvary, now inclosing some 
300 acros, and the smallest the little Quaker resting place in Middle Village, 
which is hardly one acre in extent." 

A later conmunication from John Cox Jr., however, over-rules the infor- 
mation obteined from Peter Ross. It is dated Tmo. 13, 1938, and states:- 
"Flushing M. M.. met at Newtowm and New York for years, then only at Flush- 
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ing end New York. Them at New York only. Im 1805 Flushing was sot off as 

e seperate Monthly Meeting. It laid down Newtown.The house diseppeared. The 
ground becane partly encroached on. Flushing sold the lend about 30 years 
ago, removing all remains and the few broken stones, to Flushing burial 
ground behind the Meeting House. There is nothing now to photograph at 
Maspeth." 

_ Owing to the courtesy of Asa M. Smith of Moorestowm, New Jersey, the 
compiler of these "Historiceal Sketches" was enabled, on First-day, October 
9th, 1938, to visit the locality of the ancient Newtovm Meeting of the So- 
ciety of Friends on Long Island. 

Time, by its ruthless sway, buries history as well as the people who 
make history, under its turf of change and oblivion. There is nothing left 
of Newtowm Friends' Meeting in 1938 to definitely mark the spot where once 
that flourishing religious gathering assembled. Even its graveyard is ob- 
literated, some of the buried deed having been removed to the Burial Ground 
eat Flushing Meeting House, a few miles further to the eastward. Newtow, 
as a name, is yet retained in one of the streets between Astoria and Long 
Island City, and also marks the inlet or Cresk which penetrates inward from 
the East River, a very few miles to Maspeth. The entire country district 
has been swallowed up by the growth of the city and new names hava been 
given to the places where Newtown formerly was familiar. Fine wide city 
avenues have usurped the old country rosds, snd now in 1938, tho streets 
familiarly called by the names of Fresh Pond Road, Maspeth and Grand Ave- 
nues come together very nearly at the same point with the ancient Flushing 
Road now designated Flushing Avenus. It is there that the Newtown Friends 
had their place of gathering, but there is now nothing to sven suggest the 
location. At the foot of Fresh Pond Road are a couple of small plots of 
waste ground, still vacent, that soem to be a tiny bit of old country soil, 
but, otherwise, the locality is entirely occupied by business establish- 
ments and private dwellings. In 1938 Newtown is practically but a Quéker 
memory faded away and left entirely to book-shelves of past history to be 
transmitted as knowledgs to future generations. 
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First Meeting held in New York.........l68l.

Institute becomes Friends' Seminary....1661. 
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Quakers arrived in the colony of New Netherlands, later New York, as 
early as 1657, anchoring et New Amssterdam on August lst. They were unwel- 
come, for in 1658 the Dutch ministers complained of "the raving Quakers", 
‘and persecutions followed. Dorothy Weugh and Mary Weatherhead were shioped 


_. to Rhode Island. Other preachers took their place, were benished or other- 


‘wise punished, sometimes, as in the case of Robert ‘Hodgson, very cruelly, 
but notwithstending this and Governor Stuyvesent's very earnest endeavor 
to suppress the new religion, the Friends became an established religious 
organization in New York. In the limits of New York City, the first meeting 
was one held by John Burnyeat in 1671. ; 

John Cox Jr., 1930, published a valuable work.called "Quakerism in the 
City of New York", which detsils the history of Friends in that section of 
the state from 1651 to 1930. From his book the following extrects are de- 
rived:- 

"The earliest mention in the meeting records of tha meeting in this 
city is under date of 12th of 8th Month (October) 1681, when the weekly 
Fifth dey meeting in New York having been of late neglected, and they desir- 
ing the meeting to take care of the establishment thereof, it was egreed & 
‘ye first day meeting shall remaine at Rob: Storeys & ye fiftn day meeting 
att Lewis Morris house Yntill oe Publick meeting-house shall be provided," 
end a committee wes sppointed to 'hyer' or otherwise provide a house convsn- 
ient for the purposs. The next yeer it was decided to purchsse land for a 
burial place end meeting house, and to prepere timber for a house twenty 
feet square, but leter, Friends sgreed to defer building at New York, and 
to hire the house ‘yt friends did meet in.'" 

"Tn 6th Month 1696 John Rodman offered ground in New York free, send a 
certain house of his in Flushing, to be taken down and carried to New York, 
at such value as the meeting should determine, but in 9th Month he and oth-~ 
ers report having purchased e piece of lend on Green Street, 40 feet in 
length, which the Meeting accepted. The following spring a committee was ep- 
pointed to receive subscriptions for paying for the land and to build a 
house, and a building committee eppointed. Thus forty years after the ban- 
ishment of Johy Bowne for allowing «a meeting in his house, the Quakers estab- 
lished their burial place and built their meeting house in this city." 

Green Street, the locetion of New York's first Meeting House, is now 
known as Liberty Place in 1930, end the fine building called the Chamber of 
Commerce covers the site. Further quoting from John Cox Jr.'s book, it is 
learned: - 

"Tn 1819 a plot was purchased on the southeast corner of Hester and E- 
lizabeth Streets 100 feet on Hester and 125 fest on Hlizabeth Stresat, on 
which was built a meeting house 68 X 60 feet and later a school building. 
This meeting house was large enough for the growing Yearly Meeting, may be 
considered the successor of the Liberty Street house as the center of Quak- 
erism in the city. The building was used, without serious alteretion, by 
the Consolidated Gas Company, until torm dow in 1928. In 1819 a frames house 
25 X 35 feet, wes built at Menhattenville, but does not appear to have been us 
much later then 1825. In 1823 land wes purchased from the Reformed Dutch 
Church on the north side of Rose Street, 73 feet 3 inches frontege, tnd a 
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brick meeting house, 70 X 60 feet built thereon, the meeting removing there- 
to from the Pearl Street house. Goodrich's Picture of New York shows it 
setting beck from the line of Rose (now Medison) Street below Peerl Street. 
The Iconogrephy of Menhetten Islend stetes that it was demolished in 1836 
owing to New Chembers Street being opened through. This house wes used for 
the Women's Yeerly Meetings the Men's being held at Hester Street. Cerri-_ 
eges were kept in reediness for the messangers who carried the ‘'business' 
from one meeting to the other, end probebly clipped elcng the cobble pave- 
ment fester than the conventionsl 'Quarterly Meeting trot.’ But there were’ 
no speed lews then. The meeting houses were fer enough to the north to es- 
cape the $20,000,000 fire of 1835." 

"The liberel branch (called by the others 'Hicksite') reteined posses- 
sion of the Hester Street house end school, end removed therefrom in 1861 
to the present meeting house end Seminary, Fifteenth to Sixteenth Streets 
in Rutherford Place. The Seminary was radically eltered in 1924, but the 
exterior appesrence of the buildings hes remeined precticelly unchanged, 
end the tin roof of the meeting house served sixty-five yeers." 

“After the Seperetion of 1628 the Orthodox Friends built a meeting 
house on Henry Street, between Cetharine and Market Streets, which they 
sold in 1840 to the Synegogue Anshi Chesed, having built in 1839 a large 
brick house on Orcherd Street, near Walker. From this they removed in 1859 
to the chapel of Rutgers Femele Institute for a few months, end then to 
the present locetion, 144 Eest Twentieth Street. This last house wes built 
by the brothers Joseph and Jemes Hilyerd, members of thet meeting." 

The first Friends' Buriel Ground in New York wes et the Meeting House 
on Liberty Street. The law of 1823 prohibited burials below Grend Street, 
so in 1625 the plece wes sold end the bodies removed to the Houston Street 
veult. "No buriels," wrote John Cox Jr., "were made here efter the present 
cemetery in Prospect Perk was opened in 1846. Some remeins were removed 
thereafter to the letter cemetery, end in 1874 the Houston Street ground 
wes sold. The minutes of Fifteenth Street Monthly Meeting for 4th Month, 
1674, include e report of the Property Comnittee which steted that ‘In the 
yeer 1826 (nearly 50 yeers ago) the remains of those who had been interred 
in Friends' buriel ground in Liberty Street, this city, were removed and 
deposited in e brick veult, built for that purpose in the Houston Street 
Ground. These remains sre being again removed and plsced in the ground at 
Westbury; where we trust they will be permitted to remain without danger of 
further disturbance.' The expense of this removal, to the Friends’ burial 
ground at Westbury was borne two-thirds by Fifteenth Street meeting end one- 
third by Twentieth Street meeting. The Houston Street property wes sold, end 
the proceeds divided between the meetings in the seme proportions." . 

Once more quoting from John Cox Jr.'s work:- “By 1695 it wes meeting 
solely et Flushing, (this refers to the Monthly Meeting) and so met until 8th 
Month (Cctober) 1742, then et Flushing end Newtowm till 6th Month (June) 
1768, then et Flushing, after which, twice et New York, and once at Flush- 
ing. It changed its name to the 'Monthly Meeting of Friends of New York,' 
7th Month 1, 1795. Flushing was set off as e separete Monthly Meeting 6th 
Month 5, 1805, with the Preparative Meeting of Flushing end the old Newtown 
meeting for worship at Mespeth Kills. The Monthly Meeting wes first held at 
Liberty Street, then et Pearl Street, then at Hester Street, but the detes 
of removal are not exactly known." 

In 1930 New York Yeerly Meeting, convening in the Meeting House on East 
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Fifteenth Street, near Third Avenue, consists of two Querterly Meetings, viz., 
Westbury, orgenized in 1671, end Purchese, organized in.17453; end of four 
Helf-Yeerly Meetings, all formerly Quarterly Meetings, viz., Nine Pertners, 
orgenizecd 1763, Duanesburg, orgtnized 1812, Reston, orgenized 1793, ana 
Shrewsbury end Plainfield orgenized in 1672. In the earliest records the 
clerks were not mentioned by neme. The first nemed Clerk of the Yearly Meeting 
wes Wdwerd Burling who served from 1763 to 1774. The first Clerk of the Ortho- 
dox Yeerly Meeting was Semuel Parsons who held the office from 1628 to 1641. 

The Twentieth Street Meeting House of Friends end the Friends plece of 
worship et Fifteenth Street in New York City are but a few blocks apart, and 
both are loceted adjacent to public squeres kept by the city for rurel beeuty 
end recreation grounds. Cornering to the Twentieth Street Meeting House is 
Gremercy Park, much more privete and beeutiful then Stuyvesent Square which 
is in front of the Fifteenth Street House. The Twentieth Street Meeting House 
is e large two-story building erected in 1859 on the south side of the street 
fecing the north, closely crowded by other buildings on either side, end being 
derk and dull in outward show, cennot be very setisfectorily photographed by 
en ordinery snsp-shot kodek. A tablet at the front entrance states:- Friends 
Meeting House 144 Hast 20th St rected 1859 Sebbath Services Divine Worship 
11éA.M. Adult School 8 A.M. end Mondays 7.30 P.M. 27—30 Gremercy Park. 

The Meeting or Assembly~room occupies the second story of the House, 
while on the first floor is another assembly-room used for other speciel pur- 
poses. There is a Visitors' Book kept in the corridor, full of eutogrephs, 
the first of which is Rufus M. Jones of Haverford, Pa., 4 mo. 1, 1905. 

The Fifteenth Street Meeting House, according to the date in the east- 
ern gable facing Rutherford Place, was built in 1860, end is directly opposite 
Stuyvesent Square. The assembly-room has an "up-stairs" seating on three sides 
of the room for en overflow of the congregation at Yearly Meetings, or on oth- 
er especial occasions. The meeting-room is also used as an suditorium in con- 
nection with the Friends' Seminery which occupies the large school building on 
the north side of the Meeting House, the two structures being actually united 
by enclosing the intervening space for the accommodation of a large gymnasium 
and some smeller class and office rooms. 

The Seminary is a thriving up-to-date school, which, in 1936, celebrat- 
ed the 150th enniversary of its founding. From the printed circular issued on 
thet occesion, the following excerpts outline the history of the institution. 

"One of the oldest schools in New York City, Friends Seminary was found- 
ed in 1786 by the New York Monthly Meeting of the Religious Society of Friends 
and has been in continuous existence since that date. The first known refer- 
ence to the school is found in a letter to the Twe-VYeeks Meeting in London, 
which is reproduced elsewhere in this progren. There is no record of any re- 
sponse being made to this letter, and it seems epparent that there was no 
‘sober discreet Friend' in England eeger to brave the perils of an Atlantic 
crossing in order to teach school in the ‘wilderness’ of New York. 

"Actually it was not until several years later thet. the''Friends INsti- 
tute', as it was first celled, opened its doors on Pearl Street. The city at 
that time boasted 6 population of about twenty-five thousend end the school 
wes located in a building adjoining the Meeting House, which had been used 
es a British barrecks during the Revolution. Instruction in the new school 
was given to children between the eges of seven end fifteen and separate classe 
were held for boys end girls. Originally the school wes for Quekers only, but 
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it was not long before students were admitted who were not members of the 
Society. 

"The school was loceted on. Pearl Street for forty years until 1826 
when a new schoolhouse was built on Blizabeth Street, next to the Hester 
Street Meeting neue This same year one Solomon Jenner was engaged at the 


-munificent salary of $1,000 « year to introduce the new monitorial system 


of instruction into the school. 

"In addition to the three R"s, instruction was given in astronomy, el- 
ocution, grammar, geography, book-keeping, surveying, nevigation, and the 
New Testament. Tuition rates ranged from $1.50 a quarter in the first grade, 
to $5,00 a querter in the eighth grade. There was an extra charge for sta- 
tionery and fuel. 

"In 1646 the School wes'entirely reorgenized in every respect,' ac- 


_cording to e catalogue prepsered by the Principals of the Mele and Femala 


Departments. The curriculum wes broedened to include courses in electro- 
magnetism, the steem engine and other new fangled inventions of the centu- 
ry. 

"In the same year, the long backless benches gave way to more modern 
desks and chairs and the school rooms were fitted with carpets, then con- 
gidered the height of luxury in en institute of learning. 

"As the years rolled by, New York grew from the little town of 25, 000 
in 1786 to a city of over 813,000 in 1860. The residential end commercial 
centers pushed steadily northward and the growth of the city made an ‘up- 
town' sits desirable for the school. Therefore in 1861, shortly after the 
outbreek of the Civil War, the school removed to its present site on Stuy- 
vesant Square end the neme wes changed from Friends Institute to FRIENDS 
SEMINARY. During the past seventy-five years the Seminary has continued to 
pioneer in educetional movements end the school plant has been constently 
modernized to keep abreast of the times. The Kindergarten wes sterted in 
1878, elthough pre-primary groups were not generally accepted by most 
schools until near the turn of the century. Menuel training wes introduced 
in 1890, agein in the venguerd of primary educetion. The Seminary was also 


., one of the first schools to establish a psychology depsertment. 


"1936.-~ This year the School celebrates its One Hundred and Fiftieth 
Anniversery. With justifiable pride it can look back upon e century and a 
helf of service to the community. But it is not looking back; it is looking 
forwerd— to msny more milestones of progress and to meny more decades of 
educational opportunity, in which the school will endeavor to maintain the 
finest traditions of the past end fulfill the highest obligations of the 
future." 

"The present Friends Seminary is on the site of the old Peter Stuyve- 
sent farm on Hearlem Road." 

The letter alluded to in the foregoing extract as sent to the Two- 
Weeks Meeting in London is as follows:- 

"New York City, Eleventh Month 1781. 
Deer Friends: 
Our Yeerly Meeting for this Province, held at Westbury on 

Long Island, taking into consideration the expediency of our Youth being 
properly instructed in useful learning under the Tuition of a sober dis- 
creet Friend, recommended the seme thro' the Quarter to the Monthly Meet- 
ings. And we being impress'd with a like concern well knowing the Import- 
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ence of a Suitable Education to Society as well as to Individuals, take 
the Liberty to request the aid & assistance of your Meeting to furnish us 
as soon as may be convenient, with a young Men, unmarried, a Member of | 
our Society, of an exemplary life and conversations e@ very good writer, 
well vers'd in Arithmetic end with a competent knowledge of English Gram- 
mare To such a one this Meeting will engage to give annually the Sum of 
£200 Currency or £112.10 Sterling and we will allow him €42 Sterling for 
- his Passege to this City where he will reside. A School House will be fur- 
nished et our Expense but his board and other expenses he must himself sup- 
ply. We apprehend his board may at present cost him about £100 Currency or 
£56.5 Sterling, not more. The number of Scholars Probebly about forty. We 
would not wish to deter him from keeping an evening School, which if he in- 
clines to, the money from thence arising will be e perquisite to himself; 
but the money erising from the Scholars taught in the day time will go to- 
ward defreying the above expenses.

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North "est Meeting wes a Preparetive Meeting belonging to Stenford 
Monthly Meeting in Nine Pertners Quarter of the New York Yeserly Meeting. 
The Meeting House wes located et Bethel in the northeastern part of Duchess 
County, about twenty-five miles northeast of Poughkeepsie, New York. In the 
"History of Little Nine Pertners of North Rast Precincts and Pine Plains 
New York, Duchess County" by Issac Huntting, published in 1897, is a sketch 
of the history of North East Friends' Meeting, with a wood-cut illustre- 
tion of the Meeting House reproduced from a photograph taken in 1896. Fron 
Huntting's historical sketch the following abridged account of the Meeting 
is obtained, but generelly the words of the text have been used. 

Cherles Hoag wes the principel originator in the establishment of this 
Society and church, meaning the Quaker meeting at Bethel. He wes ae Queker 
who settled there in 1799. Among the early Friends or Quakers who lived in

thet vicinity were Michsel Wenzer and his tather, Deniel Weever end fami- 
ly, John Tllison son of Thomes Tllison, Mzre Bryen and family, Abner Case 
end femily, Phebe Corbin, Richard Carmen end femily, John Tweedy, Jeptha 
Wilbur and deughter, Isaac Reynolds end wife, Mrs. John Reynolds, Edmund 
Reynolds and wife, Jacob Downing, Mre. Deniel Lewis, Renjemin (or Ephraim) 
Mosher who owned the Harris Grinding works, Thomes Griffin, Gererdus Win- 
ans, Friend Sheldon, George Sheldon, end Anthony Briggs— enough for -a 
strong society, but no leeder until Cherles Hoeg came and wes "allowed" 
to hold moetings in his house. The parent society, or the one that had ju- 
risdiction ecclesiestically over this meeting was at Stanfordville, which 
had been set off about 1803 from "The Crask" society— now Clinton Corn- 
ers— or fron the "Nine Partners" et Mechanic in this county. At the first 
Nonthly Meeting at Stenford, "23d of 4th month 1803" it wes recorded "most 
of the committee appointed to attend the meeting allowed at Charles Hoeg's 
report in conjunction with the women that they heve attended thereto so 
fer to their setisfaction, that they feel freedom to propose the continu- 
ance thereof under the care of e suitsble committee." So the Meeting was 
permitted for three months, excepting on Preparetive, Monthly end Quarter- 
ly Meetings weeks end convened on First and Fourth-days. 

This was the beginning of the North Mast Society of Friends. At the 
terminus of the three months permitted, they were indulged another six 
months and again enother six months, during which appeared this minute in 
the records of Stanford Monthly Meeting:- 

"Stenford preparetive meeting informs that Charles end Betsey Hoag 


‘ ere desirous that their children, viz., Anna, Jemes, Henry end John, mey 


be received into membership with Friends." They were edmitted. 

One of the committees sppointed to the cere of North East, as en In-. 
dulged Meeting, consisted of the following Friends,- Henry Hull, John Hull, 
John Guerney, David Cookingham, Benjemin Thorne end Charles Coleman. On the 
18th of Ist month, 1606, propositions were made to erect & Meeting House— 
26 X 22 feet with 12ft. posts— estimated at 140 pounds. On 4 lo. 19, 1806, 
the proposed dimensions were altered to 30 X 26 feet with 10 ft. posts, 
end the building wes begun sdon efter end wes finished by June 20, 1807. It 
was loceted on the ferm lend of Cherles Hoag st Bethel. On Aug. 19, 1807, 
the committee reported "thet they have teken a deed of land for the meeting 
house in North Ugst." Uzre Bryan, one of the eerly members wes the builder 
of the North East Meeting House, end in 1897 its original shape with its 
long steep roof end high gebles wes still preserved. "The side wes front 
which wes to the south end two doors for entrence, the right for 'menkind' 
the left for 'womenkind'. There were long benches for seats to which very 
comfortable beck rails were ettached, end a high wooden partition ren the 
through the center to hide the women from the men and the girls from the 
boys. A smell reised pletform wes et the rear end of the men's department. 
It wes plein yet comforteble inside, end with it the Friends end world's 
people were satisfied." There wes a flight of five steps to the front 
doors. 

Wlies Hicks recorded in his Journel:- ‘Ye attended Friends' meeting 
et North Eest on first dey (Sunday Dec. 21, 1807) and also e meeting in the 
evening et Little Nine Pertners." Little Nine Pertners wes located at Mi- 
len, Greet Nine Partners was at Mechenic, end North Hest was et the village 
of Bethel, the later neme of the hemlet of North Rest. The first Quaker 
preacher of lesser magnitude eat North East was Thomes Elleson who begen his 
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religious labors sbout 1807 at this meeting. North ast beceme & i ae 
tive Meeting, july 18, 1806, under Stenford Monthly Meeting. 

In 1807, or thereabaquts, Gererdus Yinens, who lived on the Edwerad 
Huntting ferm and furnished a quentity of lumber for the freme of the new 
Meeting House, married the widow of Benjamin Knickerbocker who was not in 
membership with the Society of Friends. Accordingly Stanford Monthly Meet- 
ing took action on 4 Mo. 18, 1807. "North Hast preparative meeting in- 
-forms thet Gererdus Winens has'kept compsny and married contrary to the 
order of Friends after being preceutioned. This meeting after weightily 
considering the subject appear easy in concluding to disown him, 6nd ep- 
point Cherles Coleman end Abreham Gurney to inform him thereof and to pre- 
pare an essey end produce to next meeting." Lrter it was recorded "The 
Friends appointed to inform Gererdus “Jinens of the judgment of last meet- 
ing in his crass end to offer him a copy of his deniel and inform him of his 
right of an eppeal, report the eppointment enswered end thet he did not 
menifest any intention to appeel." According to populer verdict in leter 
times, "Uncle Crand" , as Gerardus Vinens wes familiarly called, did right 
in sticking to "Aunt Latchie" regerdless of being "disowned" by the Meet- 
ing. 

"An instence several years later, in the '30s, is fresh to my memo- 
ry. One bright Sabbeth morning I went to Queker meeting. The house was 
fairly filled and there being no preaching that day, it wes a ‘'silent' 
meeting. In the silence, I heerd outside the galloping of a horse coming 
from the east. The messenger helted et the door snd.one of the Friends 
went out. It was Isaac Reynolds. He soon returned to the door — which 
wes open — in front of the men's department and said in a strong earn- 
est voice ‘Edmund, thy house is on fire.’ The silence was very sudden- 
ly broken and meeting was out. It proved to be the dwelling on the farm 
owned by Mr. George Smith, decessed. Udmund Reynolds wes the Friend ad- 
dressed, who was the proprietor of thet farm end et that time owed end 
lived on the farm." 

"Thomas Ellison the early prescher here, was social, generous, warm- 
heerted end naturelly made everybody his friend. There was ae peculiarly 
pleasent melody in his voice when preaching, which perhaps made him so 
popular es a preacher. He eppeeled to end reached the hearts of his hear- 
ers by his emotionsel wermth, rather then by cold logic to reason end 
judgment. No man excelled him in the kind of singing oratory of that day. 
It wae neturel to him, hence pleasant to listen to. It is seid that in 
eerly life he learned to play the violin for dances, et apple-parings and 
other social gatherings. hile under religious impressions he attended 
one of these getherings as 'fiddler', end as he relates, his violin con- 
tinually sang 'Jesus Christ wes crucified, Jesus Christ wes crucifieds'— 
This wes about the last of his playing end he sold his violin. But remorse 
for this sale troubled him. He purchased the ae soon after end found 
peace in seeing it burn in the old fire-plece.' 

The brightest days in the history of North East Friends' Meeting 

‘were from 1807 to 1820. By 1840 other denominations had erected church- 
es thet drew eway 8 pert of the support, and the older members died. 
At length in 1875 no meetings were held, so the property was sold _ by. 
the Stenford Society. Peter Dorlend, in the spring of that yeer, sold 
it to Mr. Phenix Deuel. 

John Cermen, youngest son of Phineas Carman, end grendson Ofenicn— 
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erd Carmen, died in 1879. He wes the last member of the North Test Meet- 
ing, and with his death the story of North Hast Friends’ Meeting came to 
its closs. 
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Troy Friends' Meeting wes e Perticular and a Preparetive Meeting be- 
longing to Zaston Quarterly, now (1933) Half-Yeerly Meeting of New York 
Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends. This Meeting cane into exist- 
‘ence at the beginning of the Nineteenth Century and continued active for 
neerly fifty years, then declining, et length passed out of being, the 
unused Meeting House being sold about 1874. An interesting story of this — 
Meeting was published in the "History of the City of Troy" by A. J. Weiss 
A.M., which ceme from the press in 1876. This is the article:- 

"Anong the, denominational associations which began a career of use- 
fulness and regenerative influence eerly in the present century, was the 
Friends' Society of Troy. The Queker element of that dey was represented 
by some of the most prominent settlers whose solid worth and business en- 
ergy gave Troy both credit end growth. It was not until ebout November, 
1803, that a local orgenizetion was effected; previous to that time, sev- 
erel privete meetings only had been held by pernission of the Easton 
Monthly Meeting at the residences of some of the Friends in Troy-and vi- 
cinity. One of these meetings, held in the capacious barn of Zachariah 
Gernryck, a short distance from the village, north of the Hoosick road, 
end east of the Lester farm is thus described by Joseph Brentnall, a 
leading Queker of the period. 'The barn wes a large one, having a high 
double-pitched roof, which extended three-fourths the distance down- 
ward: from the ridge-pole to where it met the upright sides. It faced 
to the east, and through the middle of the structure, a little above the 
ground on which it stood, the threshing floor extended from front to 
reer. This had been swept with care, and seets were arrenged upon the 
sides of the enclosure for the accommodation of the meeting. There were 
present more people than could be provided with seats inside, and such 
as could not be thus secommodated found sitting places upon the sills 
and sides of the front platform, whicn led up on an incline from the 
ground to meet the level of the floor. Those present, as remembered, 
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were Deniel Merritt end wife, Jacob Merritt, Zachariah Gaernryck end family, 
John Gifford end wife. The latter preached to the assembled frisnds, and 
the meeting proved a source of great satisfaction to those present at the 
time. The men wore broed-brimmed hets, and wooden buttons on their coets,' 
This meeting was followed by others, and sfterwards the Socisty met at 
steted periods in e building of Josieh Chepman on Ferry street. 

"About the yeser 1604, Deniel and Jacob Merritt were the possessors of 
.a lot on the southwest corner of Fourth end Stete streets, which hed on 
it at that time a double tenement house, built of wood and in en unfinish- 
ed condition. This property wes commended to them as e suitable locetion 
for e meeting-house. The metter of purchasing it wes referred to a connit- 
tee, which reported in Aoril,.1806, thet the terms of Deniel and Jecob Mer- 
ritt, who offered the house end lot for twenty-three hundred dollars, the 
house to be furnished with out-houses, and the lot to be fenced, should it 
be accepted. It éppears thet no immediete ection wes hed upon the accept- 
ence of the revort, other then that the Socisty rented the premises eat one 
hundred dollars per ennumn, until October 7, 1807, when the lot wes dseded 
to.“dwerd Southwick end Abrshen Steples, Trustees of the Society for the 
sum reported by the committee. As the property of the local Mestings wes 
held by the Wonthly Meeting, these Trustees deeded the lot end buildings 
to Joseph Printneall of Trov, Lewis Tabor of Maston, and Adem Allen of Cen- 
bridge, Trustees of Teston Monthly Meeting. The meetinyzs of the Society of 
Friends were et this period distinguished by four different names, each neme 
being cherectsristic of the Meetins designated. These. Meetings were; the lo- 
cal or Preparatory Meeting, the Monthly Meeting, the Quarterly Meeting, and 
the Yeerly iMeeting. The Society here wes cslled the Troy Preparetory Meet- 
ing, which wes connected with the Monthly Meeting held at Maston, the Yesrly 
Meeting in New York City. The more prominent Friends were Robert Berton, 
Thomas Betts, Joseph Brintnell, Josish Chapmen, Jcb Collins, Zacharieh Gern- 
ryck, John Gifford, Jemes and Robert Hegen, Charles Hurstfield, Agron Jones, 
Deniel, Jecob end Iseac Merritt, Jonethan Mebbitt, Senuel Peckhsem, Abijeh 
Purington, “'illiem Reneuf, Alfred Richardson, Edward Southwick, Abrem Ste- 
ples, Netheniel Sterbuck, end John “lillies. 

"An incident is nerreted which illustretes the menner in whicn they 
enforced end precticed wheat they believed and professed. & member hed been 
reported as selling liquor, contrery to the Discipline of the Society. He 
wes celled before © business meetiny where he did not satisfectorily enswer 
the questions propounded. A comnittee was et once appointed to visit him. at 
his werehouss. Liquor wes found, end he was at once disowned by the offend- 
ed Friends. This occurred before the day of temperance organizetions, end 
shows the etrly position tseken by the Quskers respecting the sele of spir- 
ituous ligquors......% ° 

“Among; the last of the meetings of the Friends' Society of Troy, wes 
one held in their meeting-house, corner of State end Fourth streets, on the 
evening of September 2d, 1856. At this mesting, which wes attended by about 
sixty persons, Réchsal Hicks spoke fron the text, 'It is better not to have 
known the truth, then to know it and prove unfeithful to it." Reuben Beker, 
from abroad, also made an eddress." 
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) WiSTBURY.

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Westbury forms-one of the Quarterly Meetings of New York Yesrly Meeting 
of the Society of Friends, end is composed of the Monthly Meetings of New 
York, Westbury, Jericho, Flushing end Cornwall. As & Monthly Meeting it hes 
three subordinate mestings under its jurisdiction, Yestbury, Menhasset end 
Matinecock. As e Quarterly Meeting it wes organized in 1671, and in 1930 its 
meetings ere held alternetely et New York in First Month (Jenuery), at Brook- 
lyn in Fourth Month (April), et Yestbury in Seventh Month (July), snd et 
Flushing in Tenth Month (October). As ea Monthly Meeting it wes esteblished 
in 1682. In 1762 its constituent Particular Meetings were named as Yestbury, 
Cowneck (Menhasset), Bethpege, Setecket, Setekagus end Metinecock. 

Isasc Hicks of Long Islend, and of Westbury, geve to the Friends' Intel- 
ligencer, Second Mo. 6, 1897, the following "Account of Westbury meeting-house 
1701.- At a yeerly meeting held et Flushing, L. I., it wes agreed That it wes 
spoken about thet there should be a meeting house built st Yestbury, the thing 
is left to the next meeting. 

"Sixth month 39. Agsin being spoken of, Nathaniel Seaman end others are 
to inspect end select the most convenient plece. 

"Ninth month 29, sat the quarterly meeting at Flushing, the committee re- 
port they heve concluded of a’ suiteble plece and treated with builders, etc. 

"1702. The querterly meeting neld et R. Willets conclude that since it 
has pleesed God to increese the deer people hereaway the former pleces (pri- 
vate houses) not having convenient room, the committee reported thet they had 
chosen eae plece.et Plain Mdge, three end & quarter acres, for 4 pounds. 

"1706. The monthly meeting wes held for the first time in the house at 
Westbury. 

"1722. The house was enlarged, end in 1766 agein enlerged, to hold the 
querterly meeting, to eccommodete the increasing number of Friends. 

"In the year 1600 it wes concluded to build the present house, at a 
cost of $2,056.23. The size is 40 feet by 57 feet, the posts 22 feet. Ex- 
-cepting ea shed elong the front, it remains neerly the same as when first 
built." 

In 1726 Thomes Chelkley paid one of his meny visits to the Meetings on 
Long Island, end recorded in his Journel "Now, after divers meetings on 
Rhode Islend, I took passege for Long Island, in my return homewerd; and 
efter a-boisterous pesseage, end being four nights on the weter, I got well 
egein to my loving friend Joseph Lethem's, were I left my horse, end on 
fifth dey hed a meeting at Cowneck, where I met Elijah Collins, Rose Tibbets, 
end Petience Berker, we rejoicing to see eech other, efter their long jour- 
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ney by land, end mine by weter, they being likewise going to Pennsylvenie. 
These friends went to Flushing first day meeting, end I went to Westbury, 
where wes © lerge meeting, in which there wes e drunken schoolmaster, who 
disturbed the meeting, though st lest it ended quietly, end I hope well 
also. The next fourth dey I wes et a monthly meeting at “Yestbury, where 
many friends met from divers quserters, end it was a solid good time. We 
hed e meeting et Thomas Rodmen's, who was unwell, end hed not been at a 
meeting for some months; he took’our visit kindly, expressing his love to 
us; we hed also e meeting et Jeremiah Williems', to good setisfection." 

The following extract from Benjemin F. Thompson's "History of Long 
Island", published in 1839 smd 1843, is also interesting in its connection 
with the Meeting House et WYestbury:- 

"North Hempsteed is the shire town and seet of justice for the county 

(Queen's), the court house having been erected on its southern border, a 
pert of the great pleins of 1788, four yeers efter the division of the town 
end five yeers subsequent to the Revolution. 

"“jestbury, celled by the Indiens Wellage, extends from the neighborhood 
of the court-house to the east line of the town: the population of which is 
essentielly agriculturel, end many of the inhebiteants members of the society 

_of friends, who, es they are divided in sentiment, heave also two houses for 
religious worship. The edifice occupied by the Hicksite perty, so cellec, 
is of considereble entiquity, while the other has been erected only about 
sixteen years." 

Among the prominent members of Westbury Friends' Meeting wes the well 
remembered minister, Rachel Hicks. She wes born eat Westbury, Fourth Month 
10, 1789, deughter of Gideon Seamen end his wife, Hlizebeth. In 1815 she wes 
merriecd to Abrehem Hicks of Rockeway, Long Island, e nephew of Elias Hicks. 
Her husband died in 1827. In 1831 she begen her public ministry in the Soci- 
ety of Friends end continued in her religious work to the close of her long 
life which ended Wighth Month 13, 1878, while in her ninetieth year. Rechel 
Hicks wrote en eutobiogrephy of her life end work in the form of a Journel 
in which her last entry was written Fifth Month 18, 1878. In her Journal is. 
the following saccount of the naming of Westbury:- 

"My father's father, Thomas Seeman, died in 1804, aged ebout ninety-two. 
@eee.-His fether, Netheniel Seemen, was also a religiously concerned Friend. 
In early life he married Rechel, deughter of Henry ana Mery Willis—~ velue- 
ble Friends— ‘who ceme from Mngland, end bought a tract of land of John Ses- 
man, end nemed it Westbury, efter Westbury in Englend. In my childhood, ad- 
joining the house I now. live in, stood one they built in 1688; a meeting WES 
elternetely held here, end et the house of a neighboring Friend nemecd Titus, 
sometime before se meeting-house wes built in the place." 

Westbury is situeted in North Hempstead township, southeast of Hecnetsed 
Herbor, in Queen's County (now Nassau), Long Islend. 

The compiler of these "Historical Sketches" accomplished his memorable 
visit to the Friends' Meeting locelities on Long Islend on First-dey, October 
9th, 1938, being. teken to the vsrious pleces, excepting Brooklyn only, by his 
nephew, Asa M. Smith of Moorestowm, New Jersey. Wight localities, Newtown, 
Flushing, Manhesset, Matinecock, Jericho, Westbury, Bethpage and Jeruselem, 
were visited, st ell, excepting Newtown, Meeting Houses are in existence. 
ith the single exception of Bethpage,-s1l ere freme buildings that are shin- 
gled to the ground, the one clepboarded structure being of more recent dete 
of erection then the others. These Mesting locelities were formerly within 
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the bounds of Queens County, but in 1938:all eestyof the line from Little 
Neck Bay southwerd irregularly to the esstern extremity of Jamaice Bay, 
ere in the county of Nessau. 

At Westbury, the sixth of the locelities visited, the two Meeting 
Houses, Orthodox sand Hicksite, are built on the extensive domains belong- 
ing to the Society of Friends. They are situated north of the tow of 
Westbury on the east side of Post Road, not very distant from the Jericho 
Turnpike. Both houses are in goéd condition, beautifully end ettrectively 
built in the grove thst occupies their immediate environment. Two rows of 
wegon-sheds are on the bounds between the two Houses. The Friends' School- 
house is to the east of the Hicksite Meeting House end is ea long low frame 
building with a porch over the entrence end facing the Meeting House. Both 
Weeting Houses were built facing the south, following ths early custom of 
Friends in the erection of their houses for worship. 

The Buriel Ground at “Yestbury is unusually large end is kept in per- 
fect order. It is noticeable thet very many of the many menoriel stones 
in this greveysrd exceed the limits prescribed by the regulsetions of the 
discipline of the Society of Friends. Meny of the family lots. are artis- 
tically enclosed with low hedges of yew, presenting most attractive little 
secluded buriel plots. Among the numerous femily names to be seen on the 
heedstones in the cemetery ere Albertson, Cromwell, "=ffinghen, Frost, Grif- 
fin, Hicks, Onderdonk, Prior, Post, Seemen, Simonson, Titus, Townsend, 
Wiggins, illets end Yood. 

The views ell about the Yestbury Meeting Houses are fine end pictur- 
esque, pleasing to the visitor es well as to the congregation thet form 
the Westbury Mesting, end réally it is one of the most beautiful Quaker 
localities of Long Island. The entrance geteway, always open, for there 
is no gate, by the side of the Post Road, the curving lenes on the grounds 
and in end through the cemetery, the fine, handsome shade trees thet have 
ornemented the grove end grounds for long yeers of the pest, all, es does 
the entire environment, add to the scenic beeuty of Westbury.

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Harlham College, loceted st Richmond, Weyne County, Indiené, is an ed- 
ucetionel institution founded by the Society of Friends, meinteined by thet 
religious denominated, end, in 1934, eighty-seven years after its opening in 
1€47, is yet e Quaker school, end is controlled by a Board-of Trustees num- 
beririg fifteen individuals, six appointed from Indiana Yearly Meeting, six 
from Western Yeerly Neeting, and three from the Alumni Association. 

Brief outline sketches of this institution have been published in veri- 
ous histories of Weyne County end in annual Bulletins of the College. The 
following gives the mein stetistics of its story from its esteblishment to 
1875. It is from "The Indiena Schools" by Jemes H. Smart A.M.:- 

erlham College is located about one mile west of. Richmond, on ea tract 
of lend containing 160 acres. The building, besides it halls, study-rooms, 
recitetion-rooms, etc., affords eccommodations for 180 students. The College 
wes founded by ‘Imdiene Yeerly Meeting of Friends’ (Orthodox), in 1847, with 
the title 'Friends' Boarding School,' which it reteined till 1859. Seid 

"Yearly Meeting' , heving been incorporeted in 1850 for educstionsl es well as 
religious purposes, in the yeer 1859 exercised its legel euthority in cheng- 
ing the neme of the institution to Earlham College, end authorized the fecul- 
ty to confer degrees. For severel years the college wes without a president. 
The first to occupy this office wes Bernebes C. Hobbs LL.D. who resigned to 
accept the office of State Superintendent of Public Instruction in 1868. He 
was succeeded by the present incumbent, Joseph Moore, A.M. who has held the 
office seven years." . 

In 1875 the Feculty of MWarlham College wes

Quoting bom the Hearlhamn Celisss Bulletin, 1933-34, is this interesting 
sketch of the Institution: - 

"Werlhem College is the outgrowth of the need felt by the Quaker pio- 
neer settlers of eastern Indisna snd western Ohio for educational opportuni- 
ties for their children. The common schools of the period were often inac- 
cessible in a widely scettered community, end in 1832 it wes proposed to the 
Yearly Meeting thet e building should be constructed as a boarding house for 
those students unable to attend schools nesr their homes. Among the schools 
elreedy in existence, thet et Whitewater, now Richmond, hed become promi- 
nent beceuse of its excellence, end the meeting determined to erect its new 
building eat thet plece. The committee appointed by the Yeerly Meeting to 
take charge of the project found that funds came in slowly, end it wes not 
until 1841 thet the wells of the first section of the building were erect- 
ed, end. not until June, 1847, thet the first session of the boerding school 
wes opened. 
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"The original plens for the school were patterned after those of Hever- 
ford end Westtown erd other Friends' schools in the Hast, which in turn hed 
followed those of Ackworth in England. It was soon discovered, however, 
that there was less need of e preparetory school then of one for older pu- 
pils. Then, es for meny yéers efterwards, there were enrolled students who 
hed alreedy hed experience as teachers. To meet the needs of these mature- 
students a more sdvenced grede of work wes provided, end in 1859 the legis- 
leture empowered the institution to grent degrees. At this time the neme 
Earlham wes ecopted in recognition of the help of Joseph John Gurney, whose 
family home in Wngleand wes Nerlham Hell, and the school became Earlham Col- 
lege. In the yeer 1881 “lestern Yeerly Meeting joined Indiane in the enter- 
prise, end since thet time it hes shered equelly in the responsibility. 
Bech of the two Yearly Meetings sppoints six members to the Board of Trus- 
tees; since 1915 the elumni association hes elected three. 

"The College is pleasently situated on ea trect of land comprising one 
hundred ana eighty acres adjoining the western limits of the city of Rich- 
mond, Indiene. Its forty-acre cempus is laid out in walks and drives and 
is shaded by native forest trees...... 

"Two religious services ere regularly held on Sundsy; a service on the 
basis of silence after the manner of Friends in the faculty parlor of Car- 
penter Hall et 10:40 a.m., end e joint meeting of the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. 
in the students’ parlor in Eerlham Hall at 6:15 o'clock An occasional vesper 
service tekes plece in Goddard Auditorium et 4:00 o'clock." 

During the 87th Commencement period at Serlhem College, June 8th to 
lith, 1934, e visit wes paid to the College cempus by one interested in 
Friends' Meetings end Schools. A few pictures of verious buildings and oth- 
er objects of interest were teken with a smell kodok, end some items of his- 
toricel worth were gethered with the object in mind of including Earlham in 
the long list of other Friends' Meeting locslities the ower of the little 
camere had already personally visited. 

The Friends' Meeting for worship, which mow convenes in Carpenter 
Hall in 1934, has been held sat the College during the school session of 
each yeer from the time of the esteblishment of the institution. 

Of the buildings on the College campus, Herlhem Hall is the "origin- 
al academic end residentel hell." It was opened in 1847 end completed in 
1854, but during lete years has been used solely for the Girls Dormitory. 
The Parry Science Hell wes erected in 1887, the Women's Gymnesium in 1893, 
the hendsome Librery in 1907, the Edwin S. Bundy Hell or Dormitory for 
Boys, in the same year, 1907, end Cerpenter Hell in 1927. In this lest 
named building the class work of the students is conducted, the Friends’ 
Meeting convenes on First-deys, end importent lectures end other gather- 
ings.of speciél interest teke place.

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Before 1788 the present State of Ohio wes an unsettled, primitive wil- 
derness, excepting only for wendering tribes of Indiens. In 1788 the first 
settlement of pioneerwhite man was made at Mariette and five months later, 
Cincinneti, under the temporary name of Losentiville, wes founded elso in 
the seme yeer. The colonization of the territory rapidly advanced so that 
on February 19, 1803, Ohio wes cut off from the Northwest Territory and ad- 
mitted to the Union as a Stete. Werly in its history a number of sturdy 
Quaker pioneers toox up the call to the new state, establishing homes and 
churches, called by them Meeting Houses, in the new commonwealth. In Colum- 
biane County, in the northeestern pert of the state, at Salem, about seven- 
ty-five miles beyond Pittsburgh, Pa., a Meeting wes organized before the 
State of Ohio wes three years old, and a Monthly Meeting wes esteblished in 
1806, while, six ysers later, in 1812, the Queker strength and interest had 
so far advanced thet the Ohio Yeerly Meeting was erected to regulate the 
businsss of the entire Society, so fer as the state claimed their citizen- 
ship. In the Ohio Yeerly Meeting, Sslom gave neme to both Monthly and Quar- 
terly, in addition to its own Preparative and Particular Meetings. 

In 1827, when the first Separation weeksened the Socisty of Friends, 
dividing it into the so-called Orthodox and Hicksite branches, those two 
divisions et Selem were considered then and there to be about of equal size, 
but during the century which ensued, the Hicksite branch weakened and ulti- 
mately both the Quarterly and Monthly Meetings were practically discontinu- 
ed. Probably they night be better said to become dorment; their Meeting 
House wes sold and converted into a dwelling, end meetings, if held in 1938, 
era held in privete homes most probably. A comminication received from 
Grece Richards of Salem in 1937, asserted that the Salem Meeting was not 
laid dow, but nothing in the connunication intimated where the Hicksite 
meetings are now held. . 

The Orthodox brench, however, at Salem, Ohio, has held its own, even 
through a second Separation which esteblished the Gurneyite and the Wilbur- 
ite divisions of the Society. Clarkson S. French of Selem provides the fol- 
lowing record of the Salem Meeting:- 

"Selem, Ohio, June 16, 1937. Selen Monthly Meeting of Friends wes estab- 
lished in 1806 in a log meeting house where the present City Hall is locat- 
ed, on the north side of Main Street (now State Street). In 1827 Ohio Yeer- 
ly Meeting split and Selem Monthly Meeting also split. The meeting eventu- 
elly owned both sides of Main Street. I do not know much about the history 
of the two branches except thet in 1854 there was a split in the brench 1 
belong to, one side following the leadership of Joseph John Gurney the oth- 
er John Wilbur. 

"In 1871 when my father moved to the home where I live the ‘vilburs end , 
the Gurneys both met in the same house one block south of Mein Street. The 
Wilburs met in the forenoon end the Gurneys in the efternoon. The Hixites 
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met one block north of Main Street. The Hixite house has been made into a 
dwelling since their Yearly Meeting wes suspended. In 1872 all the proper- 
ty owned on the south side of Main Street was sold to J. Twing Brooks who 
built some business blocks on it end sold the ct house end a smell 
portion of the lend to the Gurneys. 

"Ohio Yearly Meeting was held et Mt. Pleasant at the time of both sep- 
aretions end all three brenches used the building there until 1875 when a 
lewsuit ewerded the boerding school property to the Gurney brench. The 
Wilburs then built e boerding school at Barnesville and also built a meet- 
ing house neer the school where our yesrly meetings have been held sinca. 
For e time the Hixites held their yeerly meetings year about at Salem end 
Mt. Pleasent, and the Gurneys held theirs year about at Damascus and Mt. 
Pleesant. In récent years Mt. Pleasant hes been abandoned end the Gurneys 
meat every year st Demescus." 

The books containing the minutes of Salem Querterly Meeting of the 
Hicksite Friends, fron 1828 to 1872 were deposited in the Friends' Histor- 
ical Librery at Swerthmore, Pa., Nov. 20, 1936. From those records the 
following interesting extracts heve been taken:- 

"Salem Querterly Meeting. ist minute, "9th of 8 mo 1625. Represents- 
tives.- Friends belonging to Middleton, Selem end Upver Springfield month- 
ly meetings b3aing oppressed end eggrieved by the intolerant and coersive 
measures pursued by e party among us who afsume to themselves the appale- 
tion of Orthodox; but who have at the seme time (we think) departed in 
principle end practice from the established order of our predecessors. We 
therefore think it our indispensible duty to bear our testimony against 
their epperent deviation by withdrawing ourselves from this scene of von- 
fusion and reorgenizing the quarterly meeting at Salem: this 9th of 8th 
month 1828 on the encient principles held by friends when in their pristine 
purity. Signed on behalf of the committee by 

James Soleston 

Susanna Yilson " 

1ith of 5mo. 1829. "This meeting is informed thst a suit hes been in- 
stituted in the Chancery Court by those calling themselves orthodox— with 
intent (as is believad) to secure to themselves ell the property in Salem 
Belonging to the Society of Friends, John Gerretson." 

In 1841 it was reported to the Meeting thet the committee appointed 
had succeeded in getting "a decree from the Cheuncery side of the Court of 
Common pleas, for thet part of the property North of main street." 

10th of 5mo. 1845.- "Selem Monthly Meeting produced the following re- 
port as extracted from their minutes 'After having several conferences a- 
mongst ourselves end likewise with other Friends of Selem and New Gerden 
Quarterly meetings, we have concluded it will be most satisfactory so far 
to alter the place of the building as to plece the front towards the south 
end to build 77 feet long by 40 feet wide, which is believed to be suffic- 
jiently lerge to eccommodate the Yesrly Meeting without a besement story, 
‘and have contrected for meterials end work so far as to enclose the build- 
ing, thet it would cost somewhere between $1800 end $2000 end propose thet 
this monthly meeting pay two thirds of the amount it msy cost. Signed on 
behelf of the com. Nethan Hunt with which the meeting unites, end directs 
the report to be forwarded to the quarterly meeting.'" 

-—- This minute doubtless refers to the erection of the Hicksite Meeting 
House at Selem, Ohio. 
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The, seme Quarterly Meeting minutes, from time to time, mention the rise 
and decline of different subordinate meetings. In 1843 a proposition was un- 
der consideretion to esteblish a Monthly Meeting of Reever Falls end Carmel 
Preparative Meetings, enother of New Lisbon and Middléton, end © third of 
Salem, these three Monthly Meetings to constitute Selen Querter. There ep- 
pears no minute recording en acquiescence in the matter, but in 1845 men- 
tion wes mede of the establishment of “jest Monthly Meeting formec from West 
end Berlin Preparative Meetings. In 1845 Beaver Falls Monthly Meeting was 
established, snd in the seme year New Lisbon Preparative Meeting was attach- 
ed to Salem Monthly Meeting; also Carmel was mentioned 6s a Monthly Meeting. 
Middleton es a Hicksite Monthly Meeting was laid dow in 1868, simultaneous- 
ly with the discontinuence of Cermal Meeting. The final minute of Middleton 
Monthly Meeting was as follows:- 

"The Quarterly Meeting naving appointed a committee to attend the laying 
down thie, most of them wer preset and received the list of members to be 
forwarded to Selem Monthly Mesting to which this meeting is attached end 
this meeting is laid down The meeting then concluded 

Williem Nichols Clerk 
2d mo the 12th 1668 " 

A record wes mede steting that Middleton Meeting was removed to Columbi- 
ana because the Orthodox took the Meeting House. Columbiana Indulged Meeting 
wes laid down in 1860. ‘ 

In the report of the proceedings of Ohio Yeerly Meeting published in the 
Friends' Intelligencer 10mo. 11, 1851, is the following: - 

"Second-day morning— Friends assembled to transact the business of the 
Yearly Meeting. After a pause becoming the occasion, with some instructive 
communicetions, the Clerk reed the opening minute, end stated that there were 
reports from ell the Quarterly Meetings, end two purporting to be from Selen 
Querter. The meeting then directed thet such as ceme in the usual order should 
be read, end their representstives celled. To these letter were committed the 
two reports from Salem, to teke the same into considereétion, end report which 
should be recognized by the Yeerly Meeting, ellowing the representetives sent 
from both meetings to be present end stete their cese, or meke their defence. 

"Third-dey.- The representatives were unenimous in reporting that the 
document from the one in unity with this body be read, which was united with. 
This being over, those rejected wished their position defined, whether they 
were consideret members, to which the Clerk replied, certeinly they were men- 
ers for they hed not been disowmed, but they were disorderly members, end 


niversal brotherhood of men." é 
In 1881 it was reported to the Friends' Intelligencer thats - "Ohio Yeer~ 
ly Meeting is smell, es represented by this gathering, but it is hermonious 


end hopeful; those who speek to business do so concisely end with a clear- 


ness and simplicity of lenguere thet quite impressed me.- J. WV. P." 

In 1682 it was reported to the Friends' Intelligencer:- "Ohio Yearly 
Meeting, pursuent to adjournment, convened at Mount Flessent Sighth month 
25th, 1682. As the Yeerly Meeting is held at Selem and Mount Pleasent, sixty 
miles apert, Friends frequently use their own conveyance, going by cerrisge 
in lieu of reilroad." 
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_ In the Book of Meetings of Philadelphia Yeerly Meeting, edition of 1928, 
is this note;:— "The sessions of Ohio Yearly Meeting heve been indefinite - 
ly suspended, but a Representetive Committee is continued, which meets the 
Seventh-dey before the last First-dsy in Bighth month. Clerk, Grece Rich- 
ards, Salem, 0. R.F.D. 4." 

Selem Querter of Ohic Yearly Beet tne of the Orthodox Brench of Friends 
comprises, in 1937, the Monthly. Meeting of Sslem, Winone, Middleton end 
Upper’ Springfield or Damascus. 

The compiler of these historicsl notes concerning Friends' Meetings, 
wes taken to the Queker locality of Salem in Columbienea County, Ohio, on 
May 4, 1937, by Chester R. Shumway of Ravenna, Portege County, about 30 
miles north of Selem. The fine brick Meeting House on Sixth Street, east of 
Ellsworth Avenue, built in 1872, takes its neme from Selem Township arid.re- 
presents Selem Nonthly Meeting in Selem Querter of Ohio Yearly Meeting of 
the Gurneyite brench of the Orthodox Society of Friends. The Meeting House 
is @ medium-sized, well-constructed building with s long porch on the full 
length of the front or eest side, but without dete of erection shown on the 
House . There is & smell lawn with a few trees between the House and the 
‘street, end at the western end of the building is e stone platform, remind- 
ing a visitor of the old "Upping Block" frequently found by the side of old 
Meeting Houses. This hes served as & mounting block to cerrieges, fifty 
yeers age, or to eutos of the present day, though, doubtless, but rarely 
used for the latter purpose. Near this mounting block is the little frame 
school-house, its small size indicating thet when used for school purposes 
the number of pupils could not heve been large. 

The Buriel Ground belonging to Selem Meeting is loceted several blocks 
distent from the Meeting House, and is on South Hllsworth Avenue, formerly 
called Depot Street. It is e large graveyard well filled with greves, & ma- 
jority of which ere unmarked with stones, either with or without inscript- 
ions. Among the femily nemes seen there on the memoriel merkers, mostly 
found neer the entrence gete, are Bettin, Bundy, Coffee, Cooke, Dewses, 
Doudno, Gemble, Hevilend, Heyes, Hutton, Moore, Shaw, Shreve, Smith, Sten- 
ley, Starbruck, Stretton, Thomas and Yeberley. Both the gravestones end 
the inscriptions generally eppear in Queker modesty, as illustrated by the 
following copies:- Pemberton Moore 1841-1916; Jecob Thomas Dec. 31-1790 
Apr. 19-1873; Jesse Thomes Aug. 25, 1840 Aug. 8, 1851; Edward Stratton 
1822-1911; Mary H. Stratton 1834-1916. 

About five miles to the westward of Selem is the little town of Damas- 
cus, where is located the large frame Meeting House in which Ohio Yeerly 
Meeting (the Gurney Branch) holds its annual sessions. There is also a Wil- 
burite Meeting House and two greveyards et Damascus. The Wilburite Meeting 
House is @ small frame structure with e school-house beside it but neerer 
the street; both bright, cheerful, pleasent, well-cared-for buildings. In 
the edjoining graveyerd are the graves of Lydia Warrington 1835-1910; Dru- 
sille Fogg 1830-1911; end also members of the families of Blackburn, Cop- 
puck, Zllyson, Morlen and Pemberton. Quite neer the Meeting House is an iso- 
letec group of graves bearing these inscriptions:-

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Whitewater Friends' Meeting, officislly so-called, yet most frequent- 
ly designated as Richmond Friends' Meeting, was established in 1807. It be- 
came e Monthly Meeting in 1815 and gave its name to that Quarter of Indiana 
Yearly Meeting in 1821. As a Quarterly Meeting, in 1930, it comprises the 
Monthly Meetings of Vhitewater at Richmond, Ind., Westfield at Camden, Ohio, 
Fall Creek at Fendleton, Ind., Camden et Pennsville, Ind., and Meple Grove 
et Huntingdon, Ind. The following sketch of Whitewater Meeting is quoted 
from Andrew . Young's "History of Wayne County, Indiena," published in 
18723= 

"In a Historical Sketch of Richmond Dr. Plummer steates.- 'A meeting of 
this society wes established here as early as 1807, and was first held in a 
log building vacated by Jeremiah Cox, and by him furnished with seets,' and 
‘soon afterward in the old log meeting-house of 1823, stending near the site 
of the present large brick one.' Of this he remerks: "I remember its leaky 
roof, letting the rain through upon the sleb benches with three pair of legs 
end no backs; its charcoal fires kept in sugar kettles, (for as yet stoves 
were not procured,) and the toes pinched with cold, of the young who set re- 
mote from the kettles.‘ Jesse Bond, John Morrow, & Ym Williams were anong 
the eerliest ministers." 

The first Yeerly Meeting is said to have been held in the log Meeting 
Houses in 1821. "But as this house could not contain the meny hundreds of 
Friends expected from all directions, and many of them from a greet distance, 
a temporary building or shed wes erected for the mals members, the house be- 
ing designed for the femeles. As the country was as yet sparsely settled, 
and as many of the settlers still lived in their log houses, it was a matter 
of some speculation how lodging and entertainment could be furnished for so 
large a number as were expected from abroad. Notwithstanding the bad roads, 
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the attendance was large. Some came on horseback, others in farm wagons, 
with a covering of cloth stretched over wooden bows. As to their eaccomno- 
detion and fare during the meeting, it is sufficient to sey,.they were 
setisfied. At this meeting measures were taken to build a yearly meeting- 
house. A comnittes was appointed to report the next year. According to 
this report, a brick house wes to be built, 110 feet long, 60 feet wide, 
and sufficiently high to admit of a youth's gallery; the funds to be rais- 
‘ed by a tax upon the members of the mesting, now composed of severel quar- 
terly meetings. Although the people were yet poor, the house wes built, its 
cost and appearence exhibiting a striking contrast with the expense and style j 
of houses of worship built at the present time. The following stetement of 
materials and cost is seid to heve appeared in the Public Ledger: The nun- 
ber of perches of stone in the foundation, 225; 66,000 bricks; 6,473 feet 
of hewed timber; 1,250 feet of sawed scentling; 43,200 shingles; 1,020 
panes of glass. The walls of the lower story were 22 inches thick; of the 
upper, 18 inches. Expenditures in cash were $3,489.91. Of the value of lab- 
or performed by members end other citizens without charge, probably no ac- 
count wes ever kept. Its wells were finished in 1823; but the building wes 
not completed until the next year. The old house still performs its wonted 
service." 

"The other society of Friends, finding their grounds snd house of wor- 
ship insufficient for the uses of the society, and desiring ea better loca- 
tion, sold their property, end purchesed the square between Eighth and 
Ninth streets, end east of Broadwey. A more eligible site cou}d not heve 
been selected. On these grounds they erected, in 1865, their neat and com- 
modious mesting-housse, and in 1867, their three-story brick school-house, 
in which s school of high order is maintained." 

A leter "History of Wayne County," issued by the Inter-state Publish- 
ing Company of Chicago in 1884, gives the following notes of interest con- 
cerning the Friends' Meeting in Richmond, Indiena:- "In the year 1815, nine 
yeers efter the first settlement of Friends, the “Whitewater Monthly Meeting 
was composed of the following subordinate meetings, viz.; “yhitewater, West 
Grove, Silver Creek, Middle fork, Elkhorn end Chester, end numbered 165 
families, 800 to 900 members, with four or five recorded ministers..seoee. 
On the 4th of Jenuary, 1817, the Whiteweter Quarterly Meeting was held;... 
‘On the first dey of the first month, 1817, there was e new Quarterly Meet- 
ing opened at* Whiteweter meeting-house, which was a great satisfaction to 
many minds; yet we felt sorry to part with our deer Friends of West Branch, 
e number of whom were present.’ On the 8th of October, 1821, the Indiene 
Yeerly Meeting was established end held. Benjemin Hopkins was Clerk, end 
George Certer, Assistant. It was composed of five Quarterly Meetings, viz.} 
Miemi, West Brench, Fairfield, Whitewster and Blue River.....In 1654 this 
property was sold, end a lot, consisting of the entire square of ground, 
situsted between Eleventh end Twelfth end North A and B streets, was pur- 
chased of the Charles Y. Starr estate, for the sum of $5,000. In 1665 a 
plain, substantiel brick building, capable of holding 1,600 persons, was 
erected at e cost of $12,745.64. The Yeerly Meeting was held in this 
house, in the fall of 1865. Three years later a large two-story brick 
structure, intended for an acedemy, was erected on ground at @ cost of 
$10,000, in which for several years, a well conducted school wes sustain- 
ed under the auspices of the society. This building is now (1654) used by 
the ‘Richmond Normél School.'" 
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: Between 1884 end 1934, a period of fifty yeers, the Hicksite branch of 
Friends at Richmond, Indiena, dwindled greatly in nunbers; their Meeting 
House was donated to the Yayne County Historical Society, end their re- 
ligious meetings for worship were trensferred to West Richmond where they 
were held at the Leuremoore, the Friends' Boerding Home that has been es- 
tablished there. In 1934 the Indiena Yeerly Meeting of Hicksite Friends is 
scheduled as holding its ennuel sessions alternately at “Jeynesville, Ohio, 
‘Richmond, Indiene, end Pendleton, Indiana. It convenes on the second Sec- 
ond-day in the Nighth Month (August). 

_. OF the Orthodox branch of Friends in Indiana, which has by far the 
strongest holding in membership in 1934, Robert %. Rendle, Historian of 
the Society, wrote, June 22, 1934:- "There are three of our Friends’ Meset- 
ings in Richmond, nemely, First Friends, West Richmond, and White Water 
Friends, each has its own Monthly Meeting, but they ell combine in forming 
White Weter Querterly Meeting. “White Veter Quarterly Meeting forms a part 
of Indienea Yearly Meeting, which is also held here in Richmond, end it is 
composed of Quarterly Meetings of Nastern Indiane, Western Ohio, the Stetes 
of Michigen, end of Washington. Also the Headquarters of the Five Yeers 
Meeting of Americs, is here in Richmond. New Westville is & Monthly Meeting 
belonging to White Weter Quarterly Meeting." 

During the early part of June, 1934, a visit wes paid to Richmond,. In- 
diena, by the compiler of these notes, with the object in view of ettending 
the Commencement exercises et Werlham College, end elso to meke en incidental 
investigetion of the Friends' Meeting locslities in the City of Richmond. 
There is a large community of Friends in and ebout the city, but it is chiefly 
of the Orthodox branch, which, in. the middle western section of the United 
Stetes is vastly progressive beyond the religious customs of eastern mem- 

_ bers of the Society, heving esteblished some church weys which mark them e- 
part from other Quakers. The following progrem of the First-dey morning ser- 
vices held in the First Friends Meeting, Mein end Fifteenth Street in Rich- 
mond,. June 10th, 1934, illustrates the Queker idee of Western Onenod os 
Friends: -

In 1934 there sre five Meeting Houses of Friends still stending in 
Richmond. One ef these is loceted on South Bighth Street near the corner 
of South A. It is no longer the property of the Society of Friends, hav- 
_ing been sold, end is now the Moose Lodge Hell. It wes erected in 1866, 
end in outwerd eppeerence hes undergone very little chenge since it péss- 
ed out of Queker possession. Of the remeining four Houses, the largest is 
the First Friends Church or Meeting House, built in 1878, added to about 
1912, end egein in 1926. It is e very large brick structure containing 
fifty-two rooms, the lergest of which is the assembly-room in which the 
congregation faces West Main Street, on which thoroughfare the Meeting 
House premises extend from Fifteenth to Sixteenth Streets. It is in this 
building thet Indiena Yeerly Meeting of Orthodox Friends is held in the 
month of September. 

The smeller Whiteweter Meeting House erected in 1880, elso Orthodox, 
is located on the eest side of North Tenth Street and contains en active 
Monthly Meeting. Beck of it wes formerly a large Friends' Buriel Ground 
which wes condemned , with other cemeteries, by the Heelth Depertment of 
the City of Richmond and removed, the place being now otherwise occupied. 
Quite close to this graveyard, netrer to the Reilroad Depot, is snother 
Friends' plece of buriel, thet of the Hicksite branch, which in 1934 is 
known as Starr Park, having been given to the city by Jemes Starr. A small © 
inclosed plot of ground, near e hendsome elm tree, contains two marked 
graves with a teller marker erected between them, on which is é€ bronze 
teblet thus inscribed:- "In Memory of Andrew Hoover end his wife Elize- 
beth Waymire Hoover, Patriots of the Revolutionery Wer who settled in Wayne . 
- County in 1806 and were the perents of Mary Hoover Newmen Elizabeth Hoover 
Bulle. Devid Hoover, who laid out and nemed the City of Richmond, Freder- 
‘ick Hoover Susennah Hoover Wright Henry Hoover Rebecca Hoover Julian 
Andrew Hoover Cetherine Hoover McLene Sereh Hoover Sanders Erected by 
their descendents Dedicated by Richmond Indiene Charter D.A.R. May 27, 
Loe st" The two low memorial stones mark the greves of Andrew Hoover and 
his wife Elizebeth. The former has this inscription,- "Andrew Hoover Died 
December 29 1834 aged 83 years." The stone eat the head of Elizebeth's 
grave is much broken, destroying e part of the lettering. Such es is yet 
legible reads “=-- --- Hover Died 4th day of April 1834 eged 8&- yeers " 

A third Orthodox Friends' Meeting House, built in 1916, stands eat the 
corner of Mein and Seventh Streets. It is called the West Richmond Meeting 
House end is a hendsome stone building with the entrence on lain Street. 
Side by side with it is the Community House in which this Meeting was held 
before the Meeting House wes built. . 

The lerge brick Meeting House built in 1823 was demolished. A picture 
of it drawn by Marcus Mote in 1844, hengs in Eerlham Hell of Earlham Col- 
lege. 
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_ The Meeting House of Hicksite Friends, usually called the North A Meet- 
ing House, was erected in 1865 et Eleventh end North A Streets. The Hicksite 
branch of the Society in Richmond beceme much reduced in numbers and their 
hendsome building wes finally donetsd to the Wayne County Historical Soci- 
ety, and by thet orgenization converted into & museum; the trensfer being 
meade March 24, 1930. On the wall facing the entrance door is a tablet stat- 
ing:- "This building was presented to the Weyne County Historical Society 
by the Whiteweter Monthly Meeting of Friends, in memory of those whose 
lives so worthily exemplified the Principles of the Society." 

After the Meeting House wes so disposed, the meetings for worship of the 
Hicksite brench have been held in the "Leuramoore", the Friends’ Boarding 
Home in ‘Jest Richmond, No. 504 N. Fifth Street. 

— Qutside of the City of Richmond, about e couple of miles, is the Friends' 
Burial Ground called Ridge Cemetery, ea beautiful spot by the side of a cool, 
shady woodlend at the end of a long green lene. In this Burial Ground, kept 
in the neetest condition, are a number of modest headstones end a few small 
monuments. Anong tha femily names seen are Bellingsr, Bean, Brown, Chestnut, 
Cox, Delbey, Foulke, Hill, Horton, Irnin, John, Kirby, Mendenhall, Moore, 
Morrow, Parry, Shute, Sterr, Thistlethwaite, Townsend, Yebster, “hitmen and 
Woolman. One of the oldest inscriptions reads:- "In memory of AMARIAH CUBBER- 
LuY who deperted this life. Sept. 29th 1838 eged 41 yeers llmo. and 21 days. 
Beneath this stone till Christ shall bid him rise." In Ridge Cemetery is the 
grave of Williem Perry who had been President of the Fort YWayne Reilroad.

In 1940 three pleces of interest connected with the Society of Friends are 
found in the City of Brooklyn, Long Telend, each of which may be reason a- 
bly reached by subway. treins; the Meeting House end School on Schermerhorn 
Street; the Mesting Housa of Orthodox Friends at the northeast corner of 
Lefsyette Avenues end Weshington Street; and the besutiful Friends’ Cemete- 
ry in Prospect Park where menbers of the past of the divided Society rest 
in quiet union. for the unending future. It was on Mey 15, 1940, that the 
compiler of these Historical Sketches visited Brooklyn. The Friends' Ceme- 
tery is Located not far from the Sixteenth Strest ontrence on the western 
Side of Frospect Perk. Neer thet sntrence gateway a lene diverges, one 
branch to the northeest, the other southwestward, both traversing the ver- 
dant fields end poy groves oi the fine Park. The cemetery by the side 
of the southeastern evenue is soo reached. It is enclosed by en inconspic- 
uous heevy wire bes the lend within rising to a hill of prominence, on 
the sicss and summit of which ere the graves of the Queker femilies’ who 
rest thers.
